H 26. EXEMPT CAMEGROUNDS/MARENASO Intro, 2/2 House committee substitute

H 106. STUDY STATE CYTOTECH. SALARIES. Intro. 2/10. House committee substitute 
replaces original bill with an act "TO DIRECT THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL TO 
REVIEW STATE CYTOTECHNOLOGIST SALARIES." Mandates review indicated by title, 
and requires report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Dep’t of EHNR 
by Nov. 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 1993. Deletes all other provisions of original bill. 


H 206. COUNTY DAY CARE ENCOURAGEMENT. Intro. 2/18. House amendment makes 
technical change. 


H 284. SCHOOL ADMIN. STANDARDS BOARD. Intro. 2/25; House comm. sub. 4/21. 
House committee substitute #2 removes central office program directors from coverage of bill; 
requires that members of the new NC Standards Bd. for Public School Administration each reside 
in a different congressional district; sets as a minimum qualification for certified public school 
administrators the receipt of a bachelors degree from an accredited college and a masters degree 
from an approved public school administration program; exempts from article’s qualification 
requirements persons who during five years preceding January 1, 1997, were engaged in public 
school administration at an NC public school or an NC school operated by the US government, 
revises grounds for refusal of Bd. to certify persons as public school administrators; and revises 
criminal penalties for violation of article. Clarifies that article shall not become effective until 
sufficient funds are appropriated and that nothing in article requires appropriation of funds by 
General Assembly. 


H 357. CERTIFY JUVENILE JUDGES. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute recasts bill 
so that General Assembly "strongly urges" district court judges to obtain specialized training and 
certification in juvenile court issues offered by Administrative Office of the Courts within one 
year of bill’s passage (sitting judges) or one year after assuming office (new judges), and makes 
act effective on ratification. 


H 359. CHILD FATALITY PREVENTION SYSTEM. Intro. 2/25. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with an act "TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO PHASE IN A MULTIDISCIPLINARY STATE CHILD 
FATALITY PREVENTION SYSTEM BY ESTABLISHING COMMUNITY CHILD 
PROTECTION TEAMS IN EACH COUNTY, TO ADD ONE MEMBER TO THE CHILD 
FATALITY TASK FORCE, TO DIRECT THE STATE CENTER FOR HEALTH STATISTICS 
TO STUDY CHILDHOOD DEATHS IN THE STATE, AND TO MAKE AN 
APPROPRIATION." Amends Article 62 of GS Ch. 143 as title indicates. Adds prevention of 
child abuse and neglect to declaration of public policy in GS 143-571. Replaces directions for 
study in original law with establishment of statewide, multidisciplinary, multiagency child fatality 
prevention system to be phased in by July 1, 1995 consisting of the State Team established in GS 
143-575 and Local Teams established in GS 143-576.1. The system is to (i) develop a 
community-wide approach to the child abuse and neglect problem, (ii) understand the causes of 
childhood deaths, (iii) identify deficiencies in delivery of services to children and their families by 
public agencies designed to prevent child abuse, neglect or deaths, and (iv) make and implement 
recommendations for changes to laws, rules and policies that will support safe and healthy 
development of children and prevent future child abuse, neglect and deaths. Adds one member to 
the Task Force, who shall be a county health director, to be appointed by the Governor upon

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recommendation of the President of the North Carolina Association of Local Health Directors. 
Amends GS 143-575 to change composition of State Team by adding two members; a public 
member appointed by the Governor, and The Team Coordinator (ex-officio) defined in GS 
143-572 to be The Child Fatality Prevention Team Coordinator, with duties established in GS 
143-576.3. Adds new GS 143-576.1 - 576.6 creating, establishing responsibilities and 
composition of Community Child Protection Teams and Child Fatality Prevention Teams (defined 
in GS 143-572 as Local Teams). Establishes duties of county social services director (GS 
143-576.4) and county health dep’t (GS 143-576.5) in connection with the program. Amends GS 
143-578 to provide access to records for The State Team, the Local Teams and the Task Force but 
prohibits them from contacting the child, parent of the child or any other family member of the 
child whose record is being reviewed and makes provisions for confidentiality. Lists 
responsibilities of State Center for Health Statistics, EHNR in support of the program. Repeals 
GS 143-573, 574, and 577 (relating to the Task Force) effective February 1, 1995. Appropriates 
from the General Fund to EHNR, Division of Maternal and Child Health, $112,685 for 1993-94, 
and $146,987 for 1994-95; appropriates from the General Fund to EHNR, State Center for Health 
Statistics, $31,242 for 1993-94, and $45,514 for 1994-95. 


H 564. GENERAL CONTRACTORS’ FEES. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute makes 
technical changes. 


H 573. SCHOOL TEXTBOOK CHANGES/FUNDS. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
deletes amendment that would have repealed portion of GS 115C-89 requiring State Board of 
Education to request sealed bids on books being considered for adoption. 


H 604. MOUNTAIN COUNTY ROAD DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/29.. House committee substitute 
makes stylistic changes in new GS 153A-301 and adds amendment to GS 153A-149 adding 
maintenance of roads as authorized by GS 153A-301 to list of purposes for which property taxes 
may be levied without voter approval within overall $1.50 rate limit. 


H 668. REPEAL LABOR STATUTE. Intro. 2/29. House committee substitute revises 
whereas clauses. 


H 715. MARTIN/PITT PISTOL PERMIT FEE. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute adds 
Pitt county to bill’s coverage. 


H 721. MEDICAL EXAMINERS AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/5. House committee substitute 
makes following changes in original bill: (1) provides that in making appointments to Board of 
Medical Examiners, Governor may reject any or all nominees of Medical Soc’y, in which case 
Soc’y must hold special election to select additional nominees; (2) of the five at-large members of 
Board appointed by Governor, requires that at least one shall be a physician ass’t and one a nurse 
practitioner (was, at least one physician extender); (3) provides that proceeds of civil penalties 
levied by Board for violation of Article must be deposited in State General Fund; and (4) 
increases maximum fine for conviction of misdemeanor offense of practicing without license to 
$100,000 (was, $10,000). 

House amendment makes technical d 
change. J 


H 895. SUNDAY BRUNCH ALCOHOL SALES. Intro. 4/12. House amendment changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1993. 


H 1062. NO DEATH PENALTY/MENTALLY RETARDED. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute provides that the state may request an independent examination of the defendant’s 
Capacity pursuant to current GS 15A-1002. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 121. STATE SALARY INEQUITIES CORRECTED. Intro. 2/11. Senate committee 
substitute requires Office of State Personnel (OSP) to submit quarterly salary report to Joint 
Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations beginning October 1, 1993 (was, 1994) and 
requires OSP to determine extent of salary inequities by April 1, 1994 (was, 1995). Makes act 
effective on ratification (was, July 1, 1993). 


S 164. BLDG. CODE/LOCAL CIVIL PENALTIES. Intro. 2/16. Senate committee substitute 
clarifies that bill applies to civil penalties for violations of the fire prevention code of the state 
building code, not the state building code in its entirety. 


S 398. AMEND LOBBYIST LAW. Intro. 2/24. Senate committee substitute (1) amends GS 

120-47.6 and 120-47.7 to require lobbyists and their principals to report all covered expenditures, 

including those made in connection with entertaining any legislator or State official, made during 
a reporting period before the lobbyist registered with the Sec’y of State; (2) requires lobbyists to : 
file personal expense reports covering expenditures made to or on behalf of a legislator of other 

State official within an applicable reporting period but before registering as a lobbyist; (3) 

exempts from reporting requirements expenses for food costing $5 or less; (4) exempts from 

regulation members of the General Assembly acting “in accordance with accepted legislative 

protocol or tradition” as well as when in discharge of official duties; (5) exempts from regulation 
individuals communicating with a member "who represents any portion of the county in which the 
individual resides (now, a member of "his own legislative delegation"); and (6) exempts from 

regulation situations in which legislators or State officials attend a meeting of an association of 

which they are considered members. 


S 595. SANITARIAN EDUC. REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee substitute 
deletes provision of original bill prohibiting denial of certification as sanitarian based solely on a 
person’s work status or place of employment. Also phases in increase in semester hours for 
certification, requiring 20 semester hours in physical and/or biological sciences from an approved 
post-secondary educational institution for persons who apply on or after January 1, 1994, 25 such 
hours for persons who apply on or after January 1, 1996, and 30 such hours for persons who apply 
on or after January 1, 1998. 


S597. CLARIFY SANITATION LAWS. Intro. 2/29. Senate committee substitute (1) adds 
amendment to GS 130A-250 to exempt from sanitation inspection statutes establishments that put 
together, portion, set out or hand out only drinks using single service containers that are not 
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reused on the premises, and (2) amends GS 130-127 to require school principals to take 
immediate action to correct conditions that do not satisfy sanitation rules (original bill repealed 
GS 130A-127). 


S 783. COMM. COLLEGE REVOLVING LOAN FUND. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute rewrites title to read: "TO CREATE A COMMUNITY COLLEGE EQUIPMENT 
REVOLVING LOAN FUND AND TO APPROPRIATE SIXTY MILLION DOLLARS TO THE 
FUND." Creates a new GS 115D-41 to establish revolving loan fund as a special revenue fund 
within the Dep’t of Comm. Colleges to be administered by the State Board which may loan up to 
75% of the unencumbered balance for each fiscal year. Comm. colleges may individually or 
jointly apply for funds for instructional equipment. Provides requirements for contents of 
application. Awards to be made by State Board based on need with priority given to loans for 
equipment to be used in regional programs and programs with high or critical occupational 
demands. Provides for terms of the loan, and authority of comm. college repayment to be made 
from appropriations by the General Assembly for the purchase of equipment. Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges for the Fund established by the act 
$60,000,000 for 1993-94. Effective July 1, 1993. 


S 913. REAL ESTATE CONTINUING ED. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute replaces 
all references to salesmen with salespersons. Also deletes provisions limiting fees that Real 
Estate Comm’n can charge course sponsors in connection with continuing education courses. 


S 918. CLARIFY STATE TRAILS SYSTEM. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites definition of trail to include any trail open to the public, but only if the owner, lessee, 
occupant, or person otherwise in control of the land on which the trail is located allows use of the 
trail without compensation. Also makes technical changes.

COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE AMERICANS WITH DISABILITIES ACT 
AT SOMERSET PLACE STATE HISTORIC SITE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t 
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of Cultural Resources, Division of Archives and History, $973,000 for 1993-94 for purposes 
stated in title and $70,545 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for establishment of four positions 
specified in act. Effective July 1, 1993.

Authorizes Garner to collect reasonable fees related to administration of police power and 
land-use regulation power. Partial list of items for which fees may be charged include: sewer 
taps, zoning applications, legal notice publishing, variances, parks and recreation use, and solid 
waste pickup. 

Introduced by Sherron (by request). 


S 1012. ECONOMIC IMPACT OF RULES. "TO REQUIRE ECONOMIC IMPACT 
ASSESSMENTS FOR CERTAIN RULES PROPOSED BY STATE AGENCIES." Adds to 
Administrative Procedure Act a new GS 150B-21.4A to require that when agencies publish in the 
NC Register a proposed permanent rule change that would have a "substantial impact" on 
expenditures or revenues of any person doing business in the state, they must make available to 
the public for view and comment a preliminary assessment of the economic and social costs and 
benefits of the proposed change. Defines "substantial economic impact" as a financial impact on 
local gov’ts, agriculture, commercial enterprises, retail businesses, service businesses, industry, 
consumers, landowners, home buyers, or taxpayers. Review and comment period must last sixty 
days. 

Requires that a final economic impact assessment be made available to the public and filed 
with the Fiscal Research Div’n not less than thirty days before adoption of the rule. Excludes 
from this requirement the following: mandatory federal rules adopted without revision; wildlife 
Tules; and rules of occupational licensing agencies. Requires that preliminary and final economic 
impact assessments consider: effect of change on competition, cost of living, employment, 
housing affordability, and short and long term substantial economic impact. Failure to prepare an 
economic impact assessment, or an erroneous assessment prepared in bad faith, invalidates the 
Tule. 
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Amends GS 150B-21.9 (Standards and timetable for review) to make clear that the 
Administrative Rules Review Comm’n must determine whether the impact statement 
requirements discussed above have been satisfied.

S 1013. WORKFORCE PREPAREDNESS ACT-2. "TO ENACT THE WORKFORCE 
PREPAREDNESS ACT, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE GENERAL 
STATUTES." Enacts Workforce Preparedness Act as new GS Ch. 143, Art. 64. Establishes 
program to develop comprehensive state policy for vocational education, adult basic education, 
employment, and job training programs. Establishes goals and guidelines for the program. 
Creates in the Office of the Governor a Comm’n on Workforce Preparedness, as permitted by 
Title VII of the Job Training Reform Amendments of 1992. Provides that Governor’s 
Coordination and Special Services Plan shall comply with federal Job Training Partnership Act. 
Establishes Employment and Training Grant Program within Dep’t of Commerce, Div’n of 
Employment and Training to upgrade basic skills of adults and the existing work force. Up to 
20% of the funds available may be used for administrative costs. Establishes formula for 
distribution of grant funds to local agencies. Requires quarterly reports to Speaker and President 
pro tem. on the grant program. Provides that unexpended grant funds do not revert at end of fiscal 
year. Repeals GS Ch. 143B, Art. 10, Part 3A (Employment and Training Act of 1985) and 
replaces "Job Training Coordinating Council" with "Commission on Workforce Preparedness" 
throughout the General Statutes.

Amends GS 105-125 (franchise tax), GS 105-130.11 (corporation income tax) and 
105-212 (individual income tax) to exempt real estate mortgage investment conduits from income 
and franchise taxes. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1993.

House amendment makes 
technical change. 


H 881. GRANVILLE/BRUNSWICK FOX SEASON. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute 
replaces original bill with an act "TO ESTABLISH SEASONS FOR HUNTING AND 
TRAPPING FOXES IN GRANVILLE COUNTY AND TO ESTABLISH SEASONS FOR 
HUNTING AND TRAPPING FOXES IN BRUNSWICK COUNTY.” Declares open season for 
taking foxes with weapons and by trapping in Granville County from Oct. 1 through Jan. 31 each 
year. Declares open season for taking foxes with weapons in Brunswick County from Dec. | to 
Jan. 1 each year, and open season for taking foxes by trapping in Brunswick from Jan. 2 through 
Jan. 31 each year, provided that leghold traps on dry land with solid anchor must have at least 
three swivels in the chain and traps larger than size 1.5 may not be used. Establishes bag limit of 
30 in the aggregate for foxes taken in Brunswick during open seasons established in this act. 
Authorizes Wildlife Resources Comm’n to provide for sale of foxes lawfully taken under this act. 
Removes Brunswick from list of counties subject to GS 113-291.4(f1). Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
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H 988. SPEECH ASSISTANT PROGRAM. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute deletes ( 
provisions of original bill (authorizing Bd. of Examiners for Speech and Language Pathologists 

and Audiologists to apply licensing provisions to paraprofessional speech and language assistants) 

and adds new GS 90-294(c)(9) exempting paraprofessional technical assistants from licensing 

provisions if registered with Bd. and under supervision of licensed speech and language 

pathologist or audiologist. Makes act effective upon ratification, but applicable only after Bd. 

adopts rules, qualifications, and registration fee concerning paraprofessional technical assistants. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 25. VETO. Intro. 2/1. Senate amendment changes majority required to override veto to 
three-fifths of those present and voting (was, two-thirds). 


S 184. ECONOMIC DEV. BOARD DUTIES. Intro. 2/17. Senate committee substitute 
completely replaces substantive provisions of original bill but does not amend the title. Amends 
GS 143B-434 to provide that the Economic Development Board, located in Dep’t of Commerce, 
has duty to (1) provide economic and community development planning for the State, (2) 
recommend economic development policy to Sec’y of Commerce, General Assembly, and 
Governor, including recommendations on (i) use of tax abatements and other incentives, (ii) 
definition of which specific activities and programs should be considered economic development 
activities and programs for purposes of receiving State appropriations, (iii) role of institutions of 
higher education in economic development, (iv) use of State funds to leverage private nonprofit 
initiatives, (v) linkage of workforce preparedness and economic development planning, and (vi) 
linkage of extension activities operated through UNC system with State’s economic development ( 
_ initiatives, (3) to recommend appropriations for economic development programs to Governor, 
and (4) to develop and annually update a comprehensive strategic economic development plan. 
Changes effective date to July 1, 1993. Deletes all provisions directing UNC Board of Governors 
to study extension activities and report to Joint Education Oversight Comm’n. 


S 220. WRECKER SERVICE SYSTEM. Intro. 2/18. Senate committee substitute revises new 
GS 20-196.4 contained in original bill by: (1) providing that State Highway Patrol shall rotate its 
use of wrecker services when the motorist does not express a preference; (2) providing that 
Highway Patrol shall adopt local plans for each district implementing as many of minimum 
wrecker service standards as feasible in district; (3) deleting provisions establishing settlement 
committee composed of specified number of representatives from towing industry and Highway 
Patrol for disputes concerning wrecker service system; (4) directing Sec’y of Crime Control and 
Public Safety to establish informal departmental review procedure for disputes concerning 
wrecker service system, which allows for wrecker service participation but grants authority to 
Sec’y to make final decision without further appeal rights; and (5) making violations a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $500, imprisonment up to 30 days, or both (was, fine up 
to $500 only). Also changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1993, to Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 288. GPAC/EMPLOYEE TRAINING. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute adds 

requirement that training sessions for supervisory personnel on performance appraisal system, 

effective methods of employee appraisal, and assessment of individual employee needs shall be 

held on regular basis, and deletes provision that would have made GS Ch. 126, Art. 14 (protection ( 
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for reporting improper governmental activities) and comprehensive employee training system 
applicable to public school and community college employees. Appropriates from General Fund 
to Office of State Personnel $461,723 for 1993-94 and $439,423 for 1994-95 to implement act. 
Specifies allocation of funds among Performance Management, Equal Employment Opportunity, 
and Training Coordination. Changes effective date of entire act to July 1, 1993. 


S 289. GPAC/STATE EEO MONITORING. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute 
continues to require Equal Employment Opportunity Div’n of State Personnel Office to make 
EEO reports to State Personnel Comm’n, but now requires in addition that State Personnel 
Comm’n report by June 1 of each year its EEO findings to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations, chairs of House and Senate Appropriations Committees, and chairs of 
standing committees with jurisdiction over state personnel matters. Also requires Administrative 
Office of Courts and Legislative Services Comm’n to perform EEO duties for their respective 
employees and directs AOC to report annually to General Assembly. 


S 290. GPAC/STATE HUMAN RESOURCES MANAGEMENT. Intro. 2/22. Senate 
committee substitute adds additional statutory section to specify that Office of State Personnel is 
to determine appropriate measures to monitor the condition and goal achievement of the human 
resources management function. Overall effectiveness of State human resources management 
programs and policies shall be evaluated by measuring fiscal trends, employee benefits, absence 
and turnover, hiring and staffing, equal employment considerations, and training and 
development, as each is described in statute. Requires that Office of State Personnel develop an 
automated system to monitor the human resources management function and requires that each 
State dep’t, agency and institution utilize the automated system to assess effectiveness of its 
human resources management. Performance measures may be benchmarked in relation to other 
state governments and the Office of State Personnel may solicit other state and local governments 
to participate in a survey of performance measures. Office of State Budget to assist in developing 
monitoring systems related to fiscal measures. 

Appropriates $386,028 for fiscal 1993-94 and $331,978 for fiscal 1994-95 from the General 
Fund to the Office of State Personnel for personnel, equipment, and related costs in implementing 
act. Effective July 1, 1993. 


S 308. GPAC/LEGISLATIVE PERSONNEL STUDY. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee 
substitute deletes revisions to GS 120-32.5 contained in original bill (providing to temporary 
employees of General Assembly health, retirement, and paid leave benefits equal to benefits 
provided to temporary employees of executive branch subject to State Personnel Act). Provides 
instead that Legislative Services Comm’n shall retain a consultant to conduct a study of job 
classifications and compensation of legislative employees. Requires consultant to make quarterly 
reports to Comm’n beginning April 1, 1994 and to make a final report by Oct. 1, 1994. Allocates 
from funds appropriated to General Assembly $20,000 for 1993-94 fiscal year and $10,000 for 
1994-95 fiscal year for consultant’s study. Also directs Comm’n to study benefits provided to 
temporary legislative employees and the appointment of a Human Resources Management Officer 
for the General Assembly, and to develop a plan by July 1, 1994 concerning current and future 
needs for facility and storage space. Also directs the General Assembly to conduct a peer review 
by July 1, 1994, of the organizational structure and staffing level required to serve the General 
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Assembly in the future; allocates from funds appropriated to General Assembly $50,000 for 
1993-94 fiscal year for peer review. Also adds new GS 120-31(f) providing that Comm’n shall 
meet quarterly unless it has no business to transact. Makes funding provisions effective July 1, 
1993 and all other provisions effective on ratification. 


S 311. GPAC/ANNUAL EMPLOYEE SURVEY. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute 
makes several technical changes. Adds a new subsection (c) to GS 126-4.1 to specify that 
employees who are exempt from the State Personnel System shall be surveyed by their 
departments, institutions or agencies, except to the extent that the Judiciary and Legislative 
branches are given separate authority to survey employees in those branches. 


S 353. GPAC/CLASSIFICATION STUDY FUNDS. Intro. 2/23. Senate committee substitute 
replaces blank with "AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO THE 
OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL FOR THEIR COSTS IN IMPLEMENTING THE 
EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION AND COMPENSATION STUDY." ‘Appropriates $100,346 
for fiscal 1993-94 and $51,296 for 1994-95 from the General Fund to the Office of State 
Personnel for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 


S 531. DISTRICT JUDGE’S TERM-2. Senate amendment revises ballot proposition to add 
that constitutional amendment would change district judges’ terms of office to eight years. 


S 606. INSURER FINANCIAL SOLVENCY. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee substitute makes 
a number of technical changes. Changes limitation in GS 58-7-173 on cost of investments to 3% 
(2% in original bill) of insurer’s admitted assets. Amends GS 58-7-183 to increase the amount of 
surplus funds which may be invested to 60% (currently 20%) of the amount by which the 
insurer’s policyholders’ surplus exceeds the minimum required to be maintained. Amends GS 
58-30-95 to provide for payment of costs and expenses incurred in defending against petition for 
an order of liquidation only upon a specific finding that the defense was conducted and that the 
costs were incurred in good faith; defines good faith. Deletes change made in original bill to GS 
58-30-220. Changes definition of "covered claim" and "resident" in GS 58-48-20. Restores to 
current language the definition of "covered policy" and revises definition of "resident" in GS 
58-62-16. Deletes change made in original bill to 58-62-21(a) and replaces with changes to 
58-62-21(d) relating to limitations on the liability of the North Carolina Life and Health Insurance 
Guaranty Ass’n for individuals participating in a governmental retirement plan or other contract 
holder covered by any unallocated annuity contract. 


S 875. REGULATE INTERBASIN TRANSFERS, Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 4/26. Senate 
amendment adds two new items to GS 143-215.22I(e) as to which the Comm’n must specifically 
make findings before issuing a certificate for a transfer: (1) the applicant’s present and proposed 
use of impoundment storage capacity to store water during high flow periods for use during low 
flow periods and right of withdrawal; and (2) whether the water to be withdrawn or transferred is 
stored in a multi-purpose reservoir constructed by the US Army Corps of Engineers and the 
purposes and water storage allocations established for the reservoir at the time the reservoir was 
authorized by Congress. 
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S 892. JUV. PROB/PASSING GRADE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 4/28. Senate amendment 
clarifies that juveniles subject to bill must make a passing grade in four courses during each 
grading period. 


S 912. WORKERS’ COMP/REALTORS. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute clarifies 
that under new GS 97-21(c) a real estate broker may enter into a contract with its salesperson, 
under which the salesperson agrees to reimburse the broker for the cost of covering the 
salesperson under the broker’s workers’ comp. policy, only if the salesperson is an independent 
contractor as defined by the Internal Revenue Code.

HOUSE BILLS 

H 1231. SCHOOL-BASED ADMINISTRATOR PAY. “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
BEGIN IMPLEMENTATION OF A NEW SALARY SCHEDULE FOR SCHOOL-BASED 
ADMINISTRATORS." Appropriates $3,328,731 for 1993-94 and $3,184,735 for 1994-95 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, Aid to Local School Administrative Units, to begin 
implementing a new salary schedule for principals and ass’t principals who are paid from State 
funds. For 1993-94 establishes a salary schedule for ass’t principals and seven classes of 
principals (based on the number of teachers supervised) with 25 steps in each class. Salaries 
range from $2,371 per month for ass’t principal at the lowest step for that classification to $5,555 
per month for grade 7 principals (supervising more than 65 teachers) at the highest step for that 
Classification. Ass’t principals and principals to be placed on the step of the schedule that reflects 
total years of experience as certificated school employee, plus, for principals, an additional step 
for each three years experience as a principal. Awards administrators with certification at the 
six-year degree level an extra $126 per month, and those with certification at the doctoral level an 
extra $253 per month. Also grants to principals and ass’t principals longevity pay in the same 
manner as provided for State employees. Provides that as a result of this act no administrator will 
receive a pay raise in either year of the 1993-95 biennium of less than 1% nor more than 3% 
unless promoted or demoted or, for 1993-95 only, is at the top of the range for the classification. 
Makes special provision for changes in salary as a result of promotions, demotions, and transfers 
as a result of school unit mergers.

H 1232. RURAL/PRIMARY CARE INITIATIVES. "TO DEFINE PRIMARY CARE 
HOSPITAL AND RURAL HOSPITAL NETWORK, AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
ENCOURAGING HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS TO PRACTICE PRIMARY CARE AND 
PROVIDE SERVICES TO RURAL AREAS." Adds GS 131E-83 to authorize hospitals desiring 
to form a rural hospital network to submit a memorandum of understanding to that effect to the 
Dep’t of Human Resources. Such networks must include at least one hospital that is a "primary 
care hospital" and one that is not. To qualify as a “primary care hospital" a hospital. must be 
located in a rural community, must provide primary care inpatient services (not including 
inpatient surgery) and outpatient services (which may include outpatient surgery), and must have 
an annual average daily census of not more than 15. 

Makes the following appropriations from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Office of Rural Health: (1) $450,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to provide financial 
incentives to encourage health care practitioners to practice in medically underserved areas by 
providing stipends, subject to specified conditions and restrictions, of up to $10,000 per year to 
first-, second- and third-year generalist residents in family medicine, internal medicine, or general 
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pediatric medicine and nurse practitioners, nurse midwives, or physician assistants; repayment of 
the stipend to be forgiven year-for-year for each year served in medically underserved area; (2) 
$500,000 for each year of the biennium to provide financial incentives (such as loan repayments, 
signing bonuses, moving expenses, practice supports, etc.) to primary care physicians and health 
care professionals practicing or being recruited to practice in underserved areas; (3) $800,000 for 
each year of the biennium to provide support for the 54 health centers in rural and underserved 
areas; (4) $250,000 for each year of the biennium to establish 10 scholarships for NC medical 
students who agree to serve in rural and underserved areas; (5) $160,000 for each year of the 
biennium for a Community Primary Care Grant Program to encourage community development 
of primary care clinics. | Appropriates $400,000 for each year of the biennium to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources, Div’n of Maternal & Child Health, to expand the 
Rural Obstetrical Care Program. Makes eligible for this Program general surgeons who provide 
Caesarean section backup to physicians in counties where that procedure is otherwise unavailable. 
Requires physicians and certified nurse midwives under the Program to participate in a 
locally-developed obstetrical care coverage plan and to provide services to pregnant women 
regardless of ability to pay. 

Appropriates $2,197,000 for each year of the biennium to UNC Board of Governors, for the 
Area Health Education Centers, to expand programs for training primary care medical students, 
residents, and other health professionals in community settings. 

Requires UNC Board of Governors to ensure that all medical schools receiving State 
appropriations for support of enrollment of NC residents do whatever is needed to ensure that 
medical school graduates select residencies in the fields of family medicine, general pediatric 
medicine, or general internal medicine at the rate of at least 30% by 1995, 40% by 1998, and 50% 
by 2000 and thereafter. Further requires Board of Governors to do whatever is needed to ensure 
that residency programs provide positions in the generalist categories by those same percentages 
and according to the same time table. Specifies how compliance with these requirements will be 
ascertained, and directs that if a medical school does not comply, the General Assembly intends to 
reduce average per capita funding for that school in proportion to the degree of failure.

H 1233. HARRIET’S HOUSE FUNDS (=S 1038). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
OPERATE A HARRIET’S HOUSE, A TRANSITIONAL HOME FOR FEMALE 
EX-OFFENDERS AND THEIR CHILDREN." Appropriates $54,000 for each year of 1993-95 
biennium from General Fund to the Dep’t of Correction as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Holt. | 


H 1234. CHILD CARE RES/REFERRAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
CHILD CARE RESOURCE AND REFERRAL SERVICES." Appropriates from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources $1,845,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to develop 
community-based child care resource and referral agencies in unserved counties and to continue 
existing nonprofit community-based child care resource and referral agencies. Divides state into 
18 resource and referral service regions and provides that a lead agency within each region shall 
receive awards of funds for agencies within the region. Requires that agency awarded funds make

a 30% local match, but that local match may be supplied by up to 50% in in-kind funds. Effective

H 1235. REPEAL LUXURY CAR TAX BREAK. "TO REMOVE THE HIGHWAY USE 
TAX CAP ON NONCOMMERCIAL MOTOR VEHICLES AND TO CREDIT THE

and GS 105-187.9 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993.

COMMISSION OF SEXUAL OFFENSES.” Identical to S 1001, introduced 29 April. 
Introduced by Easterling. 


H 1238. ERWIN TEXTILE MUSEUM FUNDS (=S 1030). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE CREATION OF A TEXTILE MUSEUM IN THE TOWN OF ERWIN IN HARNETT 
COUNTY.” Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund for 1993-94 as title indicates; requires 
dollar-for-dollar match from non-State funds. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1239. EXPAND BEAVER PROGRAM/FUNDS. "TO EXTEND THE BEAVER DAMAGE 
CONTROL PROGRAM AND MAKE THAT PROGRAM AVAILABLE TO ALL COUNTIES 
EXPERIENCING BEAVER DAMAGE, TO AUTHORIZE WILDLIFE RESOURCES TO 
COLLECT A FEE FROM LANDOWNERS RECEIVING SERVICES UNDER THE 
PROGRAM, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE EXTENSION AND 
EXPANSION OF THE PROGRAM." Revises Beaver Damage Control Program, established by 
SL 1991, Ch. 1099, Sec. 69 by: (1) allowing any county (not just designated counties) to 
participate; (2) allowing Wildlife Resources Comm’n to enter into cooperative agreements with 
federal and state agencies, local governments, and landowners (not just US Dep’t of Agriculture); 
and (3) providing that any laws (not just certain laws) regulating the seasons or methods of 
trapping do not apply to trapping to implement to the beaver damage control program. Authorizes 
Comm’n to charge landowners a fee for damage control services, appropriates from General Fund 
to Comm’n $500,000 for the 1993-94 fiscal year to implement the beaver damage control 
program, and requires each county participating in the program to make a $5,000 local match. 
Establishes Beaver Damage Control Account as nonreverting account for receipt of such funds, 
with any unexpended funds as of Dec.1, 1994 reverting to the Wildlife Resources Fund.

H 1241. ANSON COUNTY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ANSON COUNTY 
FOR CULTURAL ACTIVITIES." Appropriates $75,000 from General Fund to Anson County 
for 1993-94 allocated as follows: $5,000 to Town of Lilesvile for Fourth of July festivities, 
$70,000 to Anson County Writers’ Club for theater for outdoor drama "Sneydsborough: A Ripple 
in the River,” subject to reversion to Anson County Arts Council if not used within 12 months 
from ratification. Effective July 1, 1993.

Amends numerous statutes that incorporate GS 138-6 by reference or establish other lower 
reimbursement rates. Makes change in mileage allowance for General Assembly members 

effective upon convening of the 1995 session; all other EN ses effective July 1, 1993.

$25,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for operational costs of Folkmoot USA, the annual 
folk festival held at Waynesville. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1245. NCSU STRAWBERRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH

of Governors for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993.

AUDITORIUM." Appropriates from General Fund to Brevard Music Center $100,000 for 
1993-94 as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993.

S 1023. WESTERN CAROLINA UNIV. FUNDS (=H 918). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS AT WESTERN CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Identical to 
H 918, introduced 13 April.

S 1024. BRAILLE LITERACY. "TO REQUIRE A DETERMINATION OF THE

impaired student to include evaluation of appropriate reading/writing medium. Directs Governor

school units in this regard. Appropriates $75,361 for 1993-94 and $149,186 for 1994-95 from 
General Fund to Div’n of the Blind, Dep’t of Human Resources, for Governor Morehead School’s 
costs in implementing act. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1025. NO CIGARETTE TAX STAMPS. "TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT OF THE 
CIGARETTE TAX BY REPORTING RATHER THAN BY TAX STAMPS." Revises article 2A 
of GS Ch. 105 by deleting part dealing with tax stamps on cigarettes and replacing stamp tax with 
excise tax in an equal amount, payable in same manner as other excise taxes on tobacco products. 
Eliminates references to distributors and redefines wholesale dealers as any person who makes or 
acquires tobacco products (including cigarettes) for sale to another wholesale dealer or to a retail 
dealer. Requires wholesalers dealing in cigarettes to meet license requirements formerly imposed 
on distributors; also includes other provisions from former part on tax stamps (such as provisions 
on the distribution of sample cigarettes without the imposition of taxes and the bringing into state 
of a certain number of cigarettes for personal use without payment of taxes). Creates new GS 
105-113.40A to set forth civil, criminal, and licensing penalties for violation of tax provisions. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

S 1026. COUNTY FIRE MARSHAL BENEFITS. "TO ALLOW COUNTY FIRE 
MARSHALS, DEPUTY AND ASSISTANT COUNTY FIRE MARSHALS, AND CERTAIN 
FIRE INSPECTORS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD 
WORKERS’ PENSION FUND AND TO PROVIDE FOR BENEFITS TO BE PAID TO 
COUNTY FIRE MARSHALS AND OTHERS FROM THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND." 
Extends pension fund benefits to job classifications described in title and more fully defined in 
new GS 58-86-25(b). Also extends firemen’s relief fund benefits to county fire marshals, deputy 
county fire marshals, assistant county fire marshals, and fire inspectors who are part of the county 
fire marshal’s staff, as such job classifications are defined in new GS 58-85-25(b) of the bill. 
Effective January 1, 1994, for pension benefits; effective October 1, 1993, for relief fund benefits.

S 1027. FARM COMMERCIAL DRIVER LICENSE. "TO ALLOW THE DIVISION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES TO ISSUE RESTRICTED COMMERCIAL DRIVERS LICENSES TO 
SEASONAL DRIVERS FOR CERTAIN FARM-RELATED SERVICES INDUSTRIES." Adds 
GS 20-37.13 to provide that the Div’n of Motor Vehicles may waive commercial drivers license 
testing requirements for seasonal employees of custom harvesters, farm retail outlets and 
suppliers, agri-chemical businesses, or livestock feeders, as those terms are defined by the 
Comm’r, who have held any motor vehicle drivers license for at least one year. All other 
requirements for a commercial license must still be met. An applicant must certify that during the 
immediately preceding two years he has not had more than a single license at any time, that he has 
not had any license revoked or suspended, that he has not been convicted of any serious traffic 
violation, and has had no accident in which he was at fault. Div’n must confirm driving record 
through check of Commercial Drivers License Information System. Commercial licenses must be 
renewed as all other licenses and commercial vehicles may only be driven during the seasonal 
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period approved by the Comm’r, but in no case more than 180 days in any 12-month period. 
License authorizes operation of Class B and Class C commercial vehicles but does not authorize 
operation of vehicle transporting hazardous materials which require vehicle to be placarded, 
except licensee may transport less than 1,000 gallons of diesel fuel, 3,000 gallons or less of liquid 
fertilizers, and solid plant nutrients that are not transported with any organic substance. Licensee 
may only operate commercial vehicle within 150 miles of place of business or farm being served. 
Introduced by Speed. 


S 1028. SEN. CITIZENS’ FEDERATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
NORTH CAROLINA SENIOR CITIZENS’ FEDERATION, INC., FOR OPERATING 
EXPENSES." Appropriates from General Fund to NC Senior Citizens’ Federation $50,000 for 
1993-94 for programs for senior citizens. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Speed and Ballance. 


S 1029. INFANT MORTALITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR INFANT 
MORTALITY AND CHILD HEALTH INITIATIVES." Appropriates from the General Fund to 
EHNR, Div’n of Maternal and Child Health, $1,392,889 for each year of 1993-95 biennium, to 
replace lost federal maternal and child health funds; $1,000,000 for each year of biennium to 
expand general women’s preventative health services through local health dep’ ts to be used to 
supplement, not supplant existing funds available for this purpose; $750,000 for 1993-94, and 
$1,500,000 for 1994-95 the expand the existing Comprehensive Adolescent Health Projects to 
provide ten additional grants each year (specifies criteria for grants); $50,000 for each year of 
biennium to contract with the UNC Center on Early Adolescence to provide technical assistance 
to and evaluate existing adolescent health care clinics and to assist other counties in developing 
adolescent health care services; $250,000 for for each year of biennium to provide an ongoing 
source of funding for 12 local project agencies, 20 full-time maternal outreach workers, one 
consultant position for the Baby Love program in 1993-94, and to fund an additional 12 local 
project agencies, 20 full-time maternal outreach workers, and a second consultant for the Baby 
Love program in 1994-95. Appropriates from the General Fund to the NC Coalition on 
Adolescent Pregnancy $250,000 for each year of biennium as grant-in-aid to provide technical 
assistance to adolescent pregnancy prevention projects, to conduct research and data collection 
about effective pregnancy prevention initiatives; to provide services, training and resources to 
schools in developing effective family life education curricula; and to conduct a statewide media 
campaign to reduce pregnancy and promote healthy behavior, aimed at children 10 to 14, 
including Medicaid eligible children. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1993, requires DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance to provide medical 
coverage for parenting education for all Medicaid eligible families with children from birth to 
three years of age and appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Division of Medical 
Assistance $378,000 for 1993-94, and $504,000 for 1994-95 to provide the State share of this 
requirement. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance, $75,000 for 
1993-94 and $100,000 for 1994-95 to develop public education materials and a toll-free hotline to 
inform Medicaid eligible families with children about the Healthy Children and Teens program, 
and about the availability of provider who accept Medicaid. 

Appropriates $633,709 for 1993-94 and $633,709 for 1994-95 to be used to expand the 
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Adolescent Parenting Program in the Div’n of Social Services, specifies uses for the funds and 
responsibilities of Dep’t. | 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Governor’s Comm’n on the Reduction of Infant 
Mortality $100,000 for 1993-94 to contract with outside evaluators to determine the extent to 
which the public and private health, social services, and mental health, developmental disabilities 
and substance abuse services systems in each county meet the health needs of pregnant women, 
and infants up to age one, and of children ages one to five, lists components of study, Comm’n to 
report to General Assembly by May 15, 1994. 

Requires EHNR to prepare a plan to ensure that local health dep’ts are providing or 
arranging for the services necessary to meet the health care needs of pregnant women, infants and 
children under five, including rules, policies, procedures and any necessary changes in law. Must 
include a compliance system to ensure that these needs are met. EHNR, Division of Maternal and 
Child Health to report to the General Assembly by May 15, 1994.

ESTABLISHED BY THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION." Revises GS 97-26 to limit liability 
of employers for medical expenses of injured persons. Deletes provision making employers 
responsible for amounts up to prevailing charges in community and provides instead that 
employer’s liability shall be limited to fee schedules established by the Industrial Comm’n.

ESTABLISH A FOSTER CARE REIMBURSEMENT RATE FOR CHILDREN WITH 
SPECIAL NEEDS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE TRAINING OF FOSTER 
PARENTS." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Social Services, DHR, $3,990,391 for 
1993-94 and $9,045,067 for 1994-95 to increase, in accordance with GS 108A-48 and GS 
108A-49, the foster care board rate for children with special needs from $250 to $375 per month 
per child for 1993-94 and from $375 to $500 per month per child for 1994-95.

Appropriates from General fund to Div’n of Social 
Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $978,716 for 1993-94 fiscal year and $2,099,045 for 
1994-95 to increase the foster care board rate per month per child from $250 to $300 in 1993-94 
and from $300 to $350 in 1994-95. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1036. NETTA COMMUNITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NETTA 
COMMUNITY CENTER IN LENOIR COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund to Office of 
State Budget and Management $75,000 for 1993-94 for capital improvements to the Netta 
Community Center, which provides "GED" training, senior citizen, and other community 
programs. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1037. TOMORROW ACADEMY PILOT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC EDUCATION FOR THE TOMORROW ACADEMY PILOT 
SCHOOLS, WHICH SHALL BE MODEL PROGRESSION SCHOOLS LOCATED IN AN 
URBAN AND A RURAL AREA." Appropriates $2,113,040 for 1993-94 and $1,912,000 for 
1994-95 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education for use as title indicates. 
Schools to be located in the Wake County and Rocky Mount/Nash County School Administrative 
Units. Schools to be model progression schools for children with intense social and educational 
needs and shall use the Cities In Schools service delivery model, which coordinates delivery of 
existing health, social, education, and other support services to school site for children who are 
disruptive or alienated from school. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1038. HARRIET’S HOUSE FUNDS (=H 1233). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO

LEAD HAZARD MANAGEMENT PROGRAM IN THIS STATE;” (2) authorize cited 
comm 'n to study need to develop state lead management program and report to 1994 session: 
and (3) appropriate $5,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to Comm'n for study. 
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H 636. UNDERWATER ARCHAEOLOGY RULES. Intro. 3/29. House committee 
substitute makes technical change. 


H 654. EXPAND JOBS TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/5. House amendment adds provision that 
by July 15, 1993, Sec’y of Commerce must give Sec’y of Revenue list of 17 counties that act 
adds to category of severely distressed counties. In compiling list; Sec’y must use same data 
that was available when list of 33 counties was compiled for submission by Dec. 31, 1992.

House committee substitute 
adds provision requiring the city to give notice that it is requesting proposals for the award of 
a contract for construction, design, or operation of sludge management facilities by 
advertising the request in a newspaper in general circulation in the city at least one week 
before the date for opening the proposals, or by publicizing the request for proposals by 
other means or by directly soliciting proposals. 


H 1053. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING LIMITED. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
amends act to prohibit erection of outdoor advertising sign within 1,200 feet (was 2,500) of a 
unit of the NC State Parks system, a unit of the National Park System, a State or national 
wildlife refuge, or a wild or scenic river, and within 500 feet (was 2,500) of historic 
properties. Deletes prohibition of signs within 1,000 feet of a church, school, cemetery, 
public park or playground, hospital, nursing home, health center, community center, or 
bridge spanning a major waterway. Also specifies methods of measuring distances set forth 
in act and provides that Dep’t of Transportation shall adopt rules to implement act within 90 
days following ratification.

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H 1112. TIME LIMITS/ UNSOLICITED CALLS. Intro. 4/19. House amendment #1 
provides that unsolicited telephone calls made by an automatic dialing and recorded message 
player are prohibited after 6:00 pm (was, after 9:00 pm). House amendment #2 provides that 
this prohibition does not apply to public utilities. 





H 1133. RESUMPTION OF SURNAME. Intro. 4/19. House amendment provides in GS 
101-8 that widow may resume use of maiden name or name of prior deceased husband or 
previously divorced husband. 


H 1172. HEALTH CARE SAMARITANS. Intro. 4/19. House amendment makes 
clarifying change. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 49. LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLANS. Intro. 2/3. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with an act "TO MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES TO THE 
MANNER IN WHICH LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLANS ARE ADOPTED AND 
IMPLEMENTED, TO ADD FIVE ADDITIONAL MEMBERS TO THE SITE-BASED 
MANAGEMENT TASK FORCE AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES.” Amends 
GS 115C-238.1 to require that student performance indicators adopted by State Board of 
Education include attendance rates, dropout rates, test scores, parent involvement, and 
post-secondary outcomes, and to require the Board to adopt guidelines for school 
performance indicators that measure community involvement, professional development of 
teachers, use of positive discipline, and safety of students and employees, and that do not rely 
predominantly on test scores. Requires Board to report to the Joint Legis. Education 
Oversight Committee by Feb. 1, 1994 regarding guidelines for school performance indicators, 
and that school performance indicators be addressed in local school improvement plans 
modified or adopted after Mar. 15, 1995. Amends GS 115C-238.3 to require (1) that 
“parents serving on advisory panels for developing student performance goals and on building 
level committees developing strategies for achieving student performance goals not be 
employees of the local school administrative unit or members of the building-level staff, 
respectively, (2) that parents on such advisory panels and building level committees reflect 
the racial and socioeconomic composition of the students, (3) that half of the members of 
such advisory panels be teachers selected by secret ballot among all teachers in the local 
school administrative unit, (4) that performance goals for the local school administrative unit 
address specific, measurable goals for school performance indicators adopted by the State 
Board of Education, (5) that building-level strategies for attaining school performance goals 
include a plan for the use of staff development funds made available to the school. and (6) 
that principals disclose by Oct. 1 of each year to all affected personnel the total allocation of 
funds for differentiated pay, and make available to all such personnel a year-end report on 
disbursement of such funds. Adds new G.S. 115C-238.8 requiring local boards of education 
to distribute at least 75% of state-appropriated funds for staff development to implement local 
school improvement plans to individual school buildings on the basis of average daily

membership, requiring principals and superintendents to disclose by Oct. | of each year to all 
affected personnel the total allocation of funds for staff development, and requiring principals 
and superintendents to make available to all affected personnel a year-end report on 
disbursement of staff development funds. Amends GS 115C-238.7 to increase the 
membership of the Task Force on Site-Based Management in the Dep’t of Public Instruction 
from 15 to 20 by adding a parent of a public school child and an at-large member (both 
appointed by the Sup’t of Public Instruction), a business and industry representative 
appointed by the Governor, a representative appointed by the UNC Board of Governors, and 
a county comm’r appointed by the Sup’t of Public Instruction after receiving 
recommendations from the NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs. Also provides that Div’n of 
Administrators of NC Ass’n of Educators may make recommendations regarding appointment 
of principals to the Task Force. 


S 273. GPAC/COMM. COLL. MORATORIUM. Intro. 2/19. Senate committee 
substitute requires the State Board of Community Colleges to adopt, prior to adjournment of 
the 1993 General Assembly, guidelines for multicampus colleges and off-campus centers that 
recognize the availability of technology and transportation, that minimize the impact of new 
facilities on existing colleges, campuses, and centers, and that apply regional program-sharing 
principles. Imposes a moratorium on establishment of new community colleges, multicampus 
colleges, and off-campus centers pending adoption of the guidelines. 


S 342. REQUIRE ALTERNATIVE PUNISHMENTS. Intro. 2/24. Senate amendment 
makes technical change. 


S 504. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BOARD/PLAN. Intro. 3/18. Senate committee 

- substitute rewrites act and changes title to "TO MODIFY THE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT BOARD IN THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TO REQUIRE THE 
BOARD TO PREPARE AND UPDATE ANNUALLY A COMPREHENSIVE STRATEGIC 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PLAN: FOR THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, AND 
TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TO ESTABLISH A PLANNING 
UNIT TO SUPPORT THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BOARD’S ONGOING ROLE IN 
ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PLANNING.” Amends GS 143B-434 
which creates an economic development board within the Dep’t of Commerce to provide that 
the board shall have the duty of providing economic and community development planning 
for the State and of recommending economic development policy to the Sec’y of Commerce, 
the General Assembly, and the Governor. Board shall also recommend annually to the 
Governor biennial and annual appropriations for economic development programs. Board 
membership increased from 26 to 34 and the Sec’y of Commerce must serve ex officio as a 
member and as the secretary of the Board. Other members will include four members of the 
House appointed by the General Assembly on recommendation of the Speaker, four members 
of the Senate appointed by the General Assembly on recommendation of the President of the 
Senate, the President of the University of North Carolina, and the President of the North 
Carolina Community College System. The Governor will appoint remaining 23 members, 
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provided that effective with terms beginning July 1, 1997, one appointee shall be a 

representative of a nonprofit organization involved in economic development and two shall be { 
county economic development representatives. Governor to appoint chair and vice-chair, and 
all appointments by the Governor beginning July 1, 1997 and by the General Assembly 
beginning July 1, 1993 shall reflect the ethnic and gender diversity of the State. Initial 
appointments shall begin July 1, 1993, and those made by Governor shall expire July 1, 1997 
and those made by the General Assembly shall expire on July 1, 1995. Remaining initial 
appointments will expire on July 1, 1997. Thereafter, all appointments will be for four year 
terms. 

Clerical and professional staff support to Board shall be provided by an Interagency 
Economic Development Group composed of representatives from the Dep't of 
Administration, the Dep’t of Agriculture, the Employment Security Comm’n, the Dep’t of 
Labor, and the Dep’t of Transportation. Dep’t of Commerce to have responsibility of 
coordinating activities of the Interagency Group. Deletes the North Carolina Technological 
Development Authority from the organization of the Dep’t of Commerce. 

Requires that the Board prepare a Comprehensive Strategic Economic Development Plan 
by April 1, 1994 and to review and update plan by April 1 of each year. Plan should always 
cover a four-year period, and copies of the plan and update shall be provided to Governor 
and to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. Board to hold public 
hearings to solicit public input on initial plan and on occasion thereafter and, for initial and 
all updated plans, board must solicit input from all parties involved in the State economic 
development as set forth in the act, including the UNC Board of Governors. 

Requires that Plan (1) consist of an environmental scan (described in detail in act) and 
needs assessment, (2) include a mission statement and a listing of goals and objectives which 
must be quantifiable and time-specific to allow effective monitoring, and (3) shall include 
"An Annual Report on Economic Development for the State of North Carolina,” the contents 
of which are set forth in act. Board to report annually or upon request to the General 
Assembly and to the Joint Legislative Commission. 

Dep’t of Commerce to establish planning unit to assist Board which shall consist of two 
professionals plus all necessary support staff. Creates a continuing appropriation from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce of $300,000 a year for the purposes of the Board. 
Adds GS 143-437C to provide that the Board shall coordinate all economic development 
efforts among all State agencies and entities, including those created by the Governor. Board 
to make recommendations to Governor and General Assembly concerning proper allocation of 
responsibilities and resources for different aspects of economic development. Effective July 1, 
1993. Terms of all current Board members to expire on July 1, 1993.

Senate committee 
substitute makes technical change. 


S 709. LAYAWAY CONTRACTS. Intro. 4/6. Senate committee substitute replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO AMEND THE UNIFORM COMMERCIAL CODE TO 
CLARIFY AND MODIFY THE LAW ON LAYAWAY CONTRACTS.” Amends GS 
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25-2-106(1) to include layaway contracts as “contract” and “agreement” within article and to 
define "layaway contract” as contract for sale of goods in which seller agrees with purchaser, 
in consideration for purchaser’s payment of deposit, down payment, or similar initial 
payment, to hold identified goods for future delivery on purchaser’s payment of specified 
additional amount, whether in installments or otherwise. Add new subsection (c) to GS 
25-2-718(2) so when seller justifiably withholds delivery of goods because of buyer’s breach, 
buyer is entitled to restitution of any amount by which sum of payments exceeds, at election 
of seller in case of layaway contract, aggregate payments received by seller from buyer under 
contract or $50, whichever is smaller. 


Senate committee 
substitute makes technical changes.

CONSIDER CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS WHEN IT ADOPTS RULES SETTING 
GRADUATION STANDARDS, TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO © 
CONDUCT AN INDEPENDENT STUDY OF HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION 
STANDARDS FOR CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS, AND TO DIRECT THE STATE

Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, $6.8 million for 
1993-94 as title indicates. Specifies that such funds constitute the 20% state match required 
by federal law for receipt of $34 million in federal wastewater funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gottovi. ) 


H 1253. WORKERS’ COMP. DRUG PROGRAM CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE A FIVE 
PERCENT REDUCTION IN WORKERS’ COMPENSATION INSURANCE TO 
EMPLOYERS WHO IMPLEMENT AN APPROVED DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE 
PROGRAM AND TO PROVIDE REQUIREMENTS FOR A DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE 
PROGRAM THAT WILL ENABLE AN EMPLOYER TO QUALIFY FOR THIS 
REDUCTION IN INSURANCE PREMIUMS.” Amends GS 58-36-61 to provide for a 5% 
reduction in the premium of a workers’ compensation insurance policy if the insured notifies 
the insurer in writing that it has been certified by the Industrial Comm’n as having a 
drug-free workplace program. The premium discount shall be applied to a policy pro rata as 
of the date the insured receives certification and shall continue for a period not to exceed four 
years. Certification is required for each of the four years in which the discount is granted 
and, thereafter, any discount premium is to be determined from the insured’s experience 
rating plan. If an insured is not rated upon experience, any discount given after original four 
years shall be determined by Comm’r. Insured subject to additional premiums for 
reimbursement and to cancellation for misrepresentation of compliance with drug-free 
workplace program requirements. Insurers to make annual report to Bureau illustrating the 
total dollar amount of drug-free workplace premium credit. Comm’r to adopt rules for 
implementation and enforcement. 

Provides that no cause of action may arise in favor of any person based upon a 
employer’s failure to establish a program for substance abuse testing. Industrial Comm'n to 
adopt rules and regulations regarding certification of employers who establish program 
~ pursuant to this article, and Comm’n may charge fee for certification. 

Amends 97-12 to provide that no compensation will be paid an employee killed or 
injured while under the influence of a controlled substance that actually impaired the 
employee's normal facilities. If there was a .1% weight of alcohol in employee’s blood at 
time of injury or if employee has a positive confirmation of a drug it shall be presumed that 
injury was occasioned by employee’s intoxication or drug use. If there is no drug-free 
workplace program in place at time of injury, presumption may be rebutted by clear, cogent 
and convincing evidence. If employer suspects alcohol or drug consumption caused injury 
and employee refuses to submit to testing, it shall be presumed that injury was in fact 
occasioned by drug or alcohol use. Requires that the Industrial Comm'n adopt rules regarding 
the authorization and regulation of drug testing policies, procedures and methods. 

Appropriates $10,000 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce for the 
Industrial Comm’n for fiscal 1993-94 to implement this act. Effective Jan. |, 1994 and 
applies to all workers’ compensation insurance policies issued or renewed after that date. 
Introduced by Black. 
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H 1254. GOVERNOR’S ONE-ON-ONE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ( 
THE GOVERNOR’S ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAM FUNDS.” Appropriates from the General : 
Fund to the DHR, Div’n of Youth Services, $410,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium.

LUTHER KING, JR. COMMISSION.” Creates a new GS Ch. 143B, Art. 9, Part 27A to 
establish a Martin Luther King, Jr. Comm’n within the Dep’t of Administration to encourage 
appropriate ceremonies and activities relating to honoring Martin Luther King, Jr.’s birthday. 
Comm’n to consist of 16 members: 12, including the chair appointed by the Governor, two 
by the President pro tem. and two by the Speaker. Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of Administration $75, 000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to implement the 
act. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1261. OSHA FUNDS (=S 548). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE OSHA 
DIVISION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR.” Identical to S 548, introduced 24 March. 
Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 1262. FIREMEN/RESCUE/LAW DEATH BENEFIT. "TO INCREASE THE 
BENEFITS OF THE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’, FIREMEN’S, RESCUE SQUAD 
WORKERS’, AND CIVIL AIR PATROL MEMBERS’ DEATH BENEFITS ACT.” Amends 
GS 143-166.3 to increase death benefit under cited act to $20,000 (now $10,000) at time of 
death and $10,000 (now $5,000) annually until total benefits paid reaches $50,000 (now 
$25,000). Appropriates $200,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from the General Fund 
to the Dep’t of the State Auditor to implement act. Effective July 1, 1993 and applies to 
officers, firemen, rescue squad workers or civil air patrol members killed'in line of duty on or 
after July 1, 1993.

H 1263. FIRE PENSION BENEFITS UPPED. "TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY 
BENEFITS FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD 
WORKERS’ PENSION FUND.” Amends GS 58-86-55 to increase benefits from cited 
pension fund to $125 per month (now, $100). Effective July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 1264. PAID FIREMEN PENSION BENEFITS. "TO PERMIT PAID FIREMEN TO 
RECEIVE PENSION BENEFITS FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND 
RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND WHETHER OR NOT THEY STAY ON A 
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LOCAL PAYROLL.” GS 58-86-55 now provides that no one is entitled to pension benefits 
from the Firemen’s and Rescue Squad Workers’ Pension Fund until he has retired from paid 
employment. This bill deletes that restriction. Effective July 1, 1993. | 
Introduced by Warner. 





H 1265. SOIL SURVEY POSITIONS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ESTABLISH THREE SOIL SPECIALIST POSITIONS IN THE DIVISION OF SOIL AND 
WATER CONSERVATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, 
AND NATURAL RESOURCES.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation, 
$100,354 for each year of 1993-95 biennium as title indicates. States that the three positions 
are intended to replace three federally funded soil specialist positions due to expire June 30, 
1993. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Culp, James, and DeVane. 


H 1266. JAMES SPRUNT COMM. COLL. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
A LIBRARY, CONTINUING EDUCATION, AND SMALL BUSINESS CENTER AT 
JAMES SPRUNT COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $2.6 million from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for 1993-94 as title indicates. No matching funds 
required. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Braswell. 


H 1267. TOMORROW ACADEMY PILOT FUNDS (=S 1037). “TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC EDUCATION FOR THE TOMORROW 
ACADEMY PILOT SCHOOLS, WHICH SHALL BE MODEL PROGRESSION SCHOOLS 
LOCATED IN AN URBAN AND A RURAL AREA.” Identical to S 1037, introduced 4 May. 
Introduced by Kuczmarski. 


H 1268. WELCOME CENTERS FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
VISITOR AND WELCOME CENTERS IN BRUNSWICK, CAMDEN, MACON, AND 
WATAUGA COUNTIES.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce $600,000 
for 1993-94 and $750,000 for 1994-95 to be equally divided among Visitor and Welcome 
Centers in Brunswick Camden, Macon, and Watauga Counties. Authorizes Dep’t to contract 
with specified local agencies to operate the centers. Provides that appropriation is to become 
part of continuation budget. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by James, Gottovi, Redwine, Judy Hunt, and Wilmoth. 


H 1269. DISPLACED HOMEMAKER FUNDS. "TO FUND A PROGRAM TO HELP 
DISPLACED HOMEMAKERS.” Appropriates $375.000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
from the General Fund to the Council for Women to fund displaced homemaker program. 
Creates new GS 143B-394.15, establishing the program in the Dep’t of Administration. 
Defines displaced homemaker as an individual who has been providing unpaid services to 
family members in the home and who is unemployed or underemployed and experiencing 


| 
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difficulty in obtaining employment, and has been either on the income of a family member 
but is no longer supported by that income, or on public assistance, but whose youngest child 
is within two years of losing eligibility under Part A of the Social Security Act. Requires that 
funds be allocated to innovative community-based organizations. Requires that Council 
develop rules for allocation of funds, monitor the success of displaced homemakers in 
obtaining work, aid and advise displaced homemaker programs, and develop and coordinate 
public education concerning the plight of displaced homemakers. Creates a Coordinator of 
Services for Displaced Homemakers to administer the program. Requires that program 
provide $25,000 to the Displaced Homemakers Network of North Carolina. Effective 1 July 
1993.

H 1270. FEMALE OFFENDERS PROGRAMS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE WOMEN AT RISK PROGRAM, A SUCCESSFUL COMMUNITY-BASED 
CORRECTIONS PROGRAM ESTABLISHED IN BUNCOMBE COUNTY, AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH AND OPERATE A SIMILAR PROGRAM IN 
MECKLENBURG COUNTY.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Western 
Carolinians for Criminal Justice in Buncombe County the sum of $105,000 for 1993-94, 
$90,000 of which is to be used for the existing Women At Risk program with the remaining 
$15,000 to be used to establish a similar program in Mecklenburg County. Also appropriates 
$90,000 for 1994-95 for operating expenses of the program. Appropriates an additional 
$45,000 for 1993-94 and $90,000 for 1994-95 from the General Fund to the Mecklenburg 
Community Corrections, Inc. in Mecklenburg County for operating expenses of the new 
program which is to begin operation January, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1271. NC BOARDS OF HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
BUILDING THE CAPACITY OF LOCAL BOARDS OF HEALTH TO PROTECT AND 
PROMOTE THE PUBLIC’S HEALTH.” Appropriates $200,000 for each year of 1993-95 
biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to 
distribute to Ass’n of NC Boards of Health for continuing orientation, leadership, and 
educational development programs. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by J. Preston. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1039. LOCKSMITH LICENSING/REGULATION. "TO REGULATE AND LICENSE 
LOCKSMITHS.” Adds new GS Ch. 89F for purpose of regulating and licensing of 
locksmiths. Prohibits any person from acting as locksmith unless person has current locksmith 
or apprentice locksmith license; also prohibits any person from obtaining ownership or 
possession of lockpicking tools, safe-opening tools, car-opening tools, or codebooks unless 
the person has a current locksmith license. Makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by up to 
$1,000 fine, to violate prohibitions; exempts from prohibitions sales demonstrations by sales 
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representatives and emergency performance of locksmithing by members of police, fire, and ’ 
other governmental departments. Set minimum qualifications for locksmith and apprentice ( 
locksmith licenses and directs Secretary of State to establish competency standards; also 

directs Secretary to verify whether applicants for licenses have criminal records. Requires any 
locksmith who opens residence, commercial establishment, motor vehicle, or registered 

personal property to maintain for one year a copy of the work order for the work performed, 
containing such information as the name of the customer, location of the property, and name 

and permit number of the locksmith performing the work. Also requires any applicant for a 
license to file with the Secretary a bond, payable to the state, in the amount of $5,000 and 
executed by the applicant and two sureties. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Marshall. 


S 1040. ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY PREV. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO DEVELOP COMPREHENSIVE, COORDINATED ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY 
PREVENTION INITIATIVES.” Appropriates $250,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
from General Fund to North Carolina Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy to expand statewide 
services, conduct research and data collection on pregnancy prevention initiatives, provide 
services to school systems in developing pregnancy prevention curricula and teacher training, 
initiate statewide media campaign to promote abstinence, and expand training and resources 
for communities to address sexual abuse and its relationship to adolescent pregnancy. 

Appropriates $633,709 for each year of the biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources to expand Adolescent Parenting Program in Div’n of Social Services, and 
to provide $10,000 grants to each existing program (lists programs in 15 counties), provide 
11 additional grants, support services for program participants not eligible for AFDC, provide | 
in-home parenting services, purchase resource materials and curricula, and expand State-level 
oversight. Requires Dep’t to require applicant to avoid duplication of effort, allow nonprofit 
organizations to be eligible for the Program, assure that local matching funds are required, 
undertake biennial evaluation of outcome and impact of local programs, expand State-level 
oversight, and provide opportunities for male involvement by young single fathers age 15 to 
Zot 

Allocates $80,000 in each year of the biennium from funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health & Natural Resources to fund overall evaluation of Adolescent Pregnancy 
Prevention Program. Authorizes Dep’t to require return of funds from programs that do not 
meet performance standards. 

Of funds appropriated to DEHNR in the 1993-95 biennium to continue the Adolescent 
Pregnancy Prevention Program, requires that at least 75% must be used each year to fund 
primary pregnancy prevention projects, and that there must be a line item in the proposed 
budget for evaluating each project selected for funding. Requires Dep't to issue special 
request during 1993 reapplication process for proposals containing strategies for male 
involvement. | 

Appropriates $750,000 for 1993-94 and $1.5 million for 1994-95 to DEHNR to expand 
Comprehensive Adolescent Health Projects, by providing ten additional grants each year of 
the biennium to provide preventive, primary care and mental health services to delay early 
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sexual involvement, treatment of minor problems and injuries, referrals and follow-up of 
serious illness and injury, referrals for substance abuse and sexually transmitted diseases, and 
immunizations. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 1041. MEDICAID/AFDC INCREASE. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A TEN 
PERCENT INCREASE IN PAYMENTS UNDER THE MEDICAID AND AID TO 
FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN PROGRAMS.” As title indicates effective 
October 1, 1993. Establishes the payment level for AFDC at 50% of the standard of need. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Division of Social Services $5,499,856 for 
1993-94, and $8,698,114 for 1994-95; and to DHR, Division of Medical Assistance, 
$14,144,144 for 1993,94 and $18,948,490 for 1994-95 to implement the act. Appropriations 
effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 1042. CBA YOUTH SERVICES’ FUNDS (=H 725). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE DIVISION OF YOUTH SERVICES’ COMMUNITY-BASED ALTERNATIVE 
SERVICES.” Identical to H 725, introduced 5 April. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 1043. MEDICAL CARE SAVINGS PLAN. "TO REQUIRE THE STATE HEALTH 
DIRECTOR TO PREPARE A MEDICAL AND HEALTH BENEFITS PLAN.” Directs State 
Health Director to prepare a medical and health care plan for purpose of providing incentives 
to employees to reduce medical expenses. Directs that plan shall enable an employer to set 
aside for each of its employees each year a percentage of the amount the employer spends on 
medical and health care benefits for the employee, with any funds not expended at the end of 
the year to be paid to the employee. Requires the Comm’r of Insurance to prepare a 
proposed plan for the purpose stated in the bill and submit it to the State Health Director by 
Nov. 1, 1993, and requires the State Health Director to revise the proposed plan and submit 
a final plan to the General Assembly on the first day of the 1994 session. 

Introduced by Forrester. 


S 1044. RENTAL CAR SURTAX/REIMBURSEMENT. ”TO IMPOSE A SURTAX ON 
CERTAIN SHORT-TERM CAR RENTALS, TO USE THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX TO 
COMPENSATE RENTAL CAR COMPANIES FOR THE-AMOUNT OF VEHICLE 
REGISTRATION FEES AND PROPERTY TAXES PAID ON THEIR RENTAL CARS, AND 
TO DISTRIBUTE ANY REMAINING PROCEEDS TO THE HIGHWAY FUND AND THE 
HIGHWAY TRUST FUND.” Establishes a new GS 105-187.5A to impose a 3% surtax on 
gross receipts from 30-day leases or rentals of u-drive-it passenger vehicles and makes various 
amendments in Art. 5A of Ch. 105 to effect disposition of proceeds as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cooper. 
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S 1045. PHOTOVOLTAIC EQUIP. TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE INCOME TAX 
CREDITS FOR THE PRODUCTION AND INSTALLATION OF PHOTOVOLTAIC 
EQUIPMENT.” The State corporation and individual income tax statutes now allow several 
credits against the tax for solar or photovoltaic hot water, heating, or cooling equipment. 
This bill enhances those credits as described below. 

Credit for solar hot water, heating, and cooling equipment. Amends GS 105-130.23 
(corporation income tax) and GS 105-151.2 (individual income tax) to make these credits 
available also for photovoltaic equipment (i.e., equipment that converts sunlight directly into 
electricity), to increase the credit to 50% of cost up to a $2,000 maximum per building or 
dwelling unit (now, 25% with $1,000 cap), and to extend the carryover period to five years 
(now, three years). 


Credit for constructing photovoltaic sitter manufacturing facility. Amends GS 


105-130.28 (corporation income tax) to increase this credit to 50% of cost (now, 20%). 
Credit for installing solar equipment for industrial heat. Amends GS 105-130.32 
(corporation income tax) and GS 105-151.8 (individual income tax) to make these credits 
available also for photovoltaic equipment and to increase the credit to 50% of cost (now, 

20%). 
Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Allran. 


S 1046. CATAWBA LAW CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE LAWS RELATING TO 
CATAWBA COUNTY.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Allran. 


S 1047. BLUE RIDGE CC BLDG. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR AN 
ALLIED HEALTH BUILDING ON THE CAMPUS OF BLUE RIDGE COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges $5 
million for 1993-94 for an allied health building at Blue Ridge Community College. No eo 
matching funds are required. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Plexico. 


S 1048. CUMBERLAND JUV. DETENTION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CAPITAL COSTS OF THE CUMBERLAND COUNTY JUVENILE DETENTION 
FACILITY.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Cumberland County $100,000 for 
1993-94 as title indicates. Requires that appropriation be matched dollar-for-dollar by local 
funds. Effective | July 1993. 

Introduced by Tally. 


S 1049. LUMBER RIVER STATE PARK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
IMPLEMENT PHASE I OF THE MASTER PLAN FOR LUMBER RIVER STATE PARK 
AND FOR THE PURCHASE OF ADDITIONAL LAND FOR THE PARK.” Appropriates 
for 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, 
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Div’n of Parks and Recreation: (1) $1,163,296 to implement Phase I of master plan for cited 
park, and (2) $500,000 for purchasing additional land for park. 
Introduced by Parnell. 


S 1050. ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO FUND TO GOVERNOR’S 
ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAM FUNDS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of 
Youth Services, Dep’t of Human Resources $410,000 for each year of the biennium to 
provide supplemental funding for 42 existing local “one-on-one” programs and to establish 
five new programs. Funding under the bill does not supplant or diminish other state and 
federal funds appropriated for the program. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Harris. 


S 1051. MINIMUM WAGE EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT CERTAIN SEASONAL AND 
RECREATIONAL BUSINESS ESTABLISHMENTS FROM MINIMUM WAGE 
REQUIREMENTS UNDER THE WAGE AND HOUR ACT”. Amends GS 95-25.14(b) to 
exempt from State minimum wage law seasonal amusement or recreational establishments that 
provide outfitting and guide services on whitewater rivers as a primary source of income. 
Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 1052. GEODETIC SURVEY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR THE 
GEODETIC SURVEY SECTION FOR SURVEYING AND MAPPING NEEDS.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of EHNR, Land Resources Div’n, $55,000 for 
each year of 1993-95 biennium to provide funding as title indicates so that all 100 State 
counties may be surveyed and mapped. Requires that this appropriation become a part of the 
Dep’t’s continuation budget in subsequent fiscal years. Effective 1 July 1993. Introduced by 
Sherron and R. Martin. 


S 1053. REGIONAL FACILITIES AUTHORITIES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
CREATION OF UNIVERSITY AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT REGIONAL FACILITIES, 
SETTING FORTH THE POWERS OF SUCH AUTHORITIES AND AUTHORIZING 
CERTAIN POWERS TO UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT THAT ARE MEMBER 
UNITS OF SUCH AUTHORITIES.” Adds new Part 4 to Art. 20, GS Ch. 160A, authorizing 
one or more local gov’t units and one or more UNC constituent institutions to create regional 
facilities authority by adopting resolutions by their respective governing bodies. Auth’y may 
finance, construct, and operate arenas, stadia, gymnasia, natatoria, pitches, fields, water 
courses, and other areas to conduct activities such as sports, fitness, health, recreation, 
entertainment and cultural recreation. Sets out powers of auth’y, including power to borrow 
money to finance regional facilities (including support facilities). to issue revenue bonds or 
notes, and to refund revenue bonds or notes issued by auth’y. Sets out detailed provisions on 
issuance and sale of bonds or notes. Sets out manner in which local gov’t unit may undertake 
to make debt service subsidy payments to auth’y. Provides that bonds or notes may be 
secured by trust instrument between auth’y and bank or trust company or individual within 
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NC or bank or trust company outside NC, as trustee. Provides for state and local gov’t tax 
exemption for facility project undertaken by auth’y as well as bonds or notes it issues. 
Construction contracts are not subject to Art. 8, GS Ch. 143. Provides that faith and credit 
of state and local gov’t units are not pledged to secure bonds or notes, which are payable 
solely from revenues, property, and other funds. Sets out provisions for revenue refunding 
bonds, unit withdrawal from auth’y, and dissolution of auth’y. 

Introduced by Sherron. 


S 1054. PHYSICIAN PRACTICE PARAMETERS. "TO DIRECT THE BOARD OF 
MEDICAL EXAMINERS TO DEVELOP MEDICAL PRACTICE PARAMETERS FOR 
CERTAIN MEDICAL SPECIALTIES.” Establishes a Medical Practice Parameter Advisory 
Committee within the Board of Medical Examiners to oversee the development of medical 
practice parameters in the areas of primary care, anesthesiology, emergency medicine, and 
obstetrics and gynecology. The Advisory Committee consists of eight members appointed by 
the Governor, including four physicians (one board-certified primary care physician, one 
board-certified anesthesiologist, one board-certified OB-GYN physician, and one physician 
who practices emergency medicine), one nurse practitioner recommended by the N.C. Nurses 
Ass’n, one hospital administrator recommended by the N.C. Hospital Ass’n, one 
representative of the insurance industry recommended by the Health Insurance Ass’n of 
America, and one consumer not affiliated with any health care profession. Also estabiishes 
four subcommittees for the four specialty areas (primary care, anesthesiology, emergency 
medicine, and ob-gyn) and specifies appointment and composition of the subcommittees. 
Directs each subcommittee to develop medical practice parameters for each medical specialty. 
Practice parameters must define appropriate clinical indications and methods of treatment and 
establish reasonable limitations on medical procedures based on volume, cost, risk for 
inappropriate utilization, and appropriate standards of care and levels of quality. Requires 
the Advisory Committee to review each subcommittee’s parameters and recommendations and . 
report parameters adopted by the Advisory Committee to the Board. Requires the Board of 
Medical Examiners to make a final report of the parameters and recommendations to the 
Governor and General Assembly by Jan. 1, 1995.

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 364. JUV. LAW/CHILD PROTECTION. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
makes following substantive changes to original bill: (1) adds caretaker as responsible 
party in definition of abused juvenile in GS 7A-571(1); deletes requirement of serious 
injury in subdivision a.; rewrites subdivision b. to include party who creates or allows to 
be created substantial risk of physical injury to juvenile by other than accidental means; 

(2) amends GS 7A-543 to require written report within 72 hours by health care 

professional after making oral report; (3) adds provision in GS 7A-544 that if custodian of 
criminal investigative information or records believes that release of information will 

jeopardize state’s right to prosecute defendant or defendant’s right to fair trial or will 

undermine ongoing or future investigation, it may seek court order to prevent disclosure 

of information; and (4) deletes provision for immunity from civil liability for county social 
services employee in proposed amendment to GS 7A-550. 


H 416. NO CORE SOUND SHELLFISH LEASES. Intro. 3/11. House amendment #1 
provides that the Marine Fisheries Comm’n may grant shellfish cultivation leases for 
which formal application is pending on the date of ratification of this act and which covers 
an area lying within one statute mile of the western shore of Core Sound (was, a complete 
bar on leases). House amendment #2 changes effective date of act from ratification to 1 
May 1993. Provides that any grants of new shellfish leases on or after that date are void, 
unless it would impair an obligation of a contract as prohibited by the US Constitution. 


H 451. GUARDIANSHIP STUDY. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute deletes 
original bill’s prohibition on public health agencies being appointed as guardians under 
GS 35A-1101(4) or GS 35A-1202(3). Provides that Legislative Research Comm’n may 
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study how guardianship services may be improved in NC, including an evaluation of the 
role of State agencies. Permits a report to the 1994 session, and requires a final report to 
the 1995 General Assembly. Appropriates from the General Fund to the LRC $15,000 in 
each year of 1993-95 biennium to fund study. Effective 1 July 1993. 


H 496. TRUST INVESTMENTS. Intro. 3/24. House amendments change effective 
date of act to Oct. 1, 1993, and add provision stating that the disclosure of a corporate 
trustee’s remuneration for services to an investment company is in addition to the 
disclosure of any trustee fee charged by the trustee. 


H 548. SEAFOOD PARK AUTHORITY/NO GUNS. Intro. 3/25. House committee 
substitute makes technical changes. 


H 550. MINING ACT IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. adopted 4/22. 
House committee substitute #2 deletes portion of prior committee substitute that would 
have amended civil penalties provisions of GS 74-64(a). 


H 644. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub 4/22. 
House committee substitute #2 (1) makes numerous technical amendments, and (2) adds 
provision exempting land-disturbing activities that are undertaken during an emergency 
and that are essential to protect human life, including activities undertaken by a rail 
company at the direction of the U.S. Sec’y of Transportation under U.S. Code, Title 45, 
Ch. 13. 


H 650. ASBESTOS PROGRAM PENALTIES. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. adopted 4/22. 
House committee substitute #2: (1) deletes proposed criminal violations of Article 19 and 
changes title of bill accordingly; (2) provides in proposed new subsection (b1) to GS 
130A-22 that Sec’y may not assess penalty for more than one day of continuing violation 
unless Sec’y has given violator written notice of violation that describes violation and 
recommends course of action to correct violation; violation is not considered to continue 
during period when person who has received notice of violation is attempting to correct 
violation by following course of action recommended in notice; (3) adds to factors to 
consider in determining amount of penalty the size of renovation and demolition involved 
in violation; and (4) provides that civil penalties must be credited to General Fund as 
nontax revenue. 


H 663. AGENCY DUTIES/RECYCLING INDUSTRY. Intro. 3/29. House amendment 
requires Dep’t of Env., Health, and Nat. Resources to prepare a report assessing the 
recycling industry and recyclable materials markets in the state by Mar. 1, 1994 and every 
other year thereafter. 


H 743. HAZELWOOD/ WAYNESVILLE MERGER. Intro. 4/6. House amendment 
makes clear that act’s effective date is 1 Jan. 1996. 
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H 796. DURHAM COUNTY ROAD CLOSINGS. Intro. 4/8. House amendment 
makes act effective on ratification and makes it applicable to closing of public roads or 
easements after 1 July 1993 (was, on or after that date). 


H 801. CABARRUS DEER HUNTING. Introduced 4/8. House amendment makes it 
unlawful to discharge a centerfire rifle on another’s property in Cabarrus County without 
possessing the landowner’s or lessee’s written permission, whether hunting deer or 
otherwise. 


H 807. SEVEN OAKS INCORPORATED. Intro. 4/8. House committee substitute 
provides that Parts 2 and 3, Art. 4A, GS Ch. 160A (annexation by cities) do not apply to 
Seven Oaks; in addition to annexations under Parts 1 and 4 of Art. 4A, town may annex 
under provisions set out in bill (which requires referendum by voters in area proposed for 
annexation). 


H 860. LOCAL WATERSHED ZONING NOTICES. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute adds Town of Forest City, cities of Lexington and Thomasville, and Davidson 
County to bill’s provisions and amends title of bill accordingly. 


H 870. WATAUGA/WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute provides that property owners residing outside newspaper circulation area must 
be notified by mail pursuant to GS 153A-343. 


H 904. EXCEPTIONAL CHILD GRADUATION REQ. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute provides that Algebra I requirement to graduate is only State Board of 
Education rule suspended while special children’s needs are evaluated as mandated by the 
act (was, any rule adopted in the past two years that established additional graduation 
standards in NC). Additionally, Algebra I requirement is suspended only for a student 
identified as learning disabled and whose individualized education program states that the 
student’s learning disability requires course substitutions or other modifications in the area 
of mathematics. 


H 920. UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX CUT. Intro. 4/13. House committee 
substitute removes from GS 96-9(b)(3)d references to 1972 and 1987 standards concerning 
the setting of unemployment insurance tax rates. Removes outdated Experience Rating 
Formula applicable from 1972 until 1987 from statute. Makes further clarifying changes. 


H 922. PUBLIC POOL REGULATIONS. Intro. 4/14. House amendment deletes 
waterslides from coverage of original bill. Provides that Comm’n for Health Service mules 
that become effective on 1 May 1991 (was, 1 May 1993) apply only to public swimming 
pools constructed or remodeled after 1 Jan. 1993. 
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H 992. MODIFY INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND. Intro. 4/19. House 
committee substitute: (1) modifies definition of "qualified industry” to mean 
manufacturing of goods or processing of foods, raw materials, chemicals and process 
agents, goods in process, or finished products; and (2) amends GS 143B-437(a)(2) to 
provide funds to be expended at rate of $2,400 (now, $1,200) per new job created up to 
maximum of $250,000 per project. 


H 1009. SCHOOL CRIME REPORTS REQUIRED. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute requires principal to report to local law enforcement agency whenever principal 
has a reasonable belief that an act occurring on school property involves assault resulting 
in serious personal injury, sexual assault, sexual offense, rape, kidnapping, indecent 
liberties with a minor, assault involving the use of a weapon, or possession of a firearm, 
weapon, or controlled substance in violation of law (was, all felonies and certain 
misdemeanors). 


H 1015. INFRACTION PROCEDURES. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
changes title to "AN ACT RELATING TO PRAYERS FOR JUDGMENT IN 
INFRACTION CASES WHERE DEFENSIVE DRIVING COURSE, OR A SIMILAR 
APPROVED COURSE, HAS BEEN COMPLETED BY THE PERSON CITED.” Deletes 
references to National Safety Council Defensive Driving Course and requires completion 
of course approved by Div’n of Motor Vehicles. Adds establishing procedure for 
informing person cited about defensive driving course and availability of prayer for 
judgment continued to list of duties of chief district court judge in GS 7A-146, rather than 
require this information in traffic citation. Deletes restriction that person who meets other 
requirements may not receive prayer for judgment continued if he received prayer for 
judgment continued during the five years before date of the infraction. 


H 1060. FARM PRESERVATION PROGRAM. Intro. 4/19. House amendment 
extends provisions of bill to charitable trusts as well as to nonprofit corporations. 


H 1064. CORRECT EPA PAY INEQUITIES. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
limits application of bill to executive state agencies and departments and The Univ. of 
North Carolina and deletes references to judicial branch. 


H 1065. LEGISLATIVE/JUDICIAL PAY INEQUITIES. Intro. 4/19. House 
committee substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN 
THE SALARIES OF EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE 
MALES EMPLOYED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE 
JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT” and adds similar provisions relating to identification and 
correction of salary inequities in the judicial branch. 


H 1098. ADS IN WRITTEN PERIODICALS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
adds provision in proposed new GS 66-250 that “circulation” does not include unpaid 
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distribution in public places. Seller may not include unpaid distribution in public places ( 
in any statement of circulation required in section unless those figures are presented 

separately and so labeled. Seller may not include unpaid distribution in public places in 
calculation required for subsection (c) of GS 66-250. 


H 1131. LITERACY GRANT STUDY. Intro. 4/19. House amendment adds effective 
date of 1 July 1993. 


H 1157. COURTS COMM’N CHAIR. Intro. 4/19. House amendment makes technical 
correction. 


H 1172. HEALTH CARE SAMARITANS. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/5. House 
amendment #2 makes clear that qualified tort liability protection is extended to a health 
care provider rendering services, without charge, to indigent patients referred by a local 
health dep’t or nonprofit community health center at the provider’s place of employment 
(previous version did not require the referral). House amendment #3 makes clear that 
standard for qualifying for tort liability protection is not charging a fee for service (was, 
not receiving compensation for services). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 61. ZONING DENIAL/ ABC PERMIT. Intro. 2/4. Senate committee substitute 
requires the ABC Comm’n to consider the factors listed in GS 18B-901(c) in determining 
whether an applicant and a business location is suitable for an ABC permit (now, Comm’n 
may consider these factors). These factors include, among others, reputation and criminal 
record of applicant, zoning laws, and parking and traffic conditions. Amends GS 
18B-901(b) to provide that before issuing any of the following permits, the ABC Comm’n 
need not give notice of the permit application to the local government in which the 
establishment is located: a special occasion permit, a limited special occasion permit, a 
temporary permit, or a special one-time permit. For other permits that require notice, 
time period for local government to file written objection to the permit is expanded from 
10 to 15 days. 


S 123. CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG SCHOOL FUNDING. Intro. 2/11. Senate 
committee substitute extends for an additional year the World Class Pilot School project 
in the Charlotte-Mecklenburg public schools, deletes provision requiring an interim report 
to the Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Committee by June 1, 1994, and extends deadline for 
final report to April 1, 1995, and extends expiration date of law to July 1, 1995. 


S 135. CLARIFY CORRECTION ENTERPRISES. Intro. 2/15. Senate committee 
substitute requires Dep’t of Administration to consult with NC Citizens for Business and 
Industry, NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs, NC School Boards Ass’n, and the NC League of 
Municipalities as well as with Dep’t of Correction in developing policy on Correction 
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S 242. GPAC/GOVERNOR ANALYZE AGENCIES. Senate committee substitute 
requires Governor to report results of studies mandated by act to the Joint eet Comm’n 
on Governmental Operations by 1 March, 1994. 


S 243. GPAC/PRISON CONSOLIDATION. Intro. 2/18. Senate committee substitute 
substantially changes original bill. In place of original bill’s specific list of prisons to be 
consolidated and a specific inmate-to-staff ratio to be reached, the committee substitute 
requires that the Dep’t of Correction: (1) develop a plan to consolidate smaller prisons 
into larger prisons, (2) identify a site for a pilot project consolidating at least five smaller 
facilities into a larger facility by 1 July 1993, and (3) consider a variety of options for use 
of vacated facilities, including use for intermediate sanctions, probation and parole 
detention, or local confinement. Requires that the DOC consult with local governments 
and other state agencies and report to General Assembly on the status of the plan by 1 
May 1994. In place of provision for reduction of staff by 792, requires that DOC, Div’n 
of Prisons reduce staff in a manner consistent with the consolidation plan. Original bill’s 
specific reductions of DOC budget and appropriation for prison construction are deleted. 


S 505. COMMUNITY COLLEGES STUDY. Intro. 3/18. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with an act "TO ESTABLISH THE COMMUNITY COLLEGES 
AND FUTURE EXCELLENCE TASK FORCE TO EXAMINE THE MISSION OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA COMMUNITY COLLEGE SYSTEM, AND TO MAKE AN 
APPROPRIATION.” Establishes a Community Colleges and Future Excellence Task 
Force. The Task Force consists of 18 members, as follows: the President of the 
Community College System, the State Sup’t of Education, the President of The Univ. of 
North Carolina, three Senators appointed by the President pro tem., three members of 
the House appointed by the Speaker, three representatives of business and industry 
appointed by the Governor, one member of the State Board of Community Colleges, two 
members of the boards of trustees of two community colleges appointed by the State © 
Board, and two community college students and one parent of a community college 
student appointed by the President of the Community College System. Requires the Task 
Force to review the mission of the community college system and its ability to meet 
changing educational and economic needs of the state, including the need to consolidate, 
eliminate, or modify the status of existing community colleges and multicampus and 
off-campus centers, assessing the distribution of facilities and programs to eliminate 
competition among community colleges, and identifying unproductive, low-quality, 
unnecessary, or duplicative programs. Requires the Task Force to develop a regional 
program structure for the community college system, to develop a program-based funding 
system for community colleges, and to establish guidelines for multicampus colleges and 
off-campus centers. Imposes a moratorium on establishment of new community colleges, 
multicampus colleges, or off-campus centers until the State Board of Comm. Colleges 
adopts these guidelines. Requires the Task Force to make an interim report to the Joint 
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Legis. Educ. Oversight Committee by April 15, 1994, and to make a final report by Jan. 
15, 1995. Appropriates from the General Fund to the General Assembly $30,000 for 
each year of the 1993-95 biennium to fund the Task Force. Effective July 1, 1993. 


S 543. EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE CERTIFICATION. Intro. 3/24. Senate committee 
substitute changes title of bill to an act "TO AUTHORIZE THE CERTIFICATION OF 
PROVIDERS OF EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS,” amends bill to apply to 
"providers of employee assistance programs” rather than to "assistance programs,” 
establishes maximum $200 application fee for certification, provides that any person who 
is not certified as a provider of an employee assistance programs and who, on or after 
July 1, 1994, holds himself out as a provider of employee assistance programs is guilty of 
an infraction (was, misdemeanor) punishable by a fine of up to $100, and changes 
effective date to July 1, 1993. 


S 558. PRESIDENT PRO TEM’S APPTS. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute 
provides that Rodney D. Ballance, Jr. of Dare County is appointed to the Private 
Protective Services Board for a three-year term to expire on 30 June 1996. Term begins 
1 July 1993. 


S 586. INSURANCE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee 
substitute deletes: (1) proposed amendments to GS 58-36-65(i) and 58-36-75(g) that 
would have redefined the term "conviction;” and (2) proposed amendment to GS 
58-78-5(a) that would have allowed State Fire and Rescue Comm’n to reimburse members 
of comm’n’s certification board, in accordance with GS 138-5, for travel and subsistence 
expenses incurred in their duties as board members. 


S 601. DISABILITY INCOME PLAN AMEND. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee 
substitute deletes portion of original bill that would have repealed benefit reduction on 
account of social security cost-of-living adjustments. Changes title of bill accordingly. 


S 613. MECKLENBURG EDUC. BOARD ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/29. Senate 
committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO CHANGE THE MANNER 
OF ELECTION OF THE CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO PROVIDE FOR DISTRICT AND AT-LARGE ELECTION, WITH NONPARTISAN 
PLURALITY ELECTIONS IN THE ODD-NUMBERED YEAR, AND TO USE THE 
SAME DISTRICTS FOR ELECTION OF THE MECKLENBURG COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS, ALL SUBJECT TO REFERENDUM.” As title indicates. 
Referendum to be held on Tuesday after first Monday in Nov. 1993. Board to consist of 
three members elected at-large and six members elected from single-member districts. 


S 617. HOME INSPECTORS. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee substitute adds the 
Comm’r of Insurance as a member of the NC Home Inspector Licensure Board, provides 
that license requirement for home inspectors is effective Mar. 1, 1995, adds provision 
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exempting licensed real estate brokers or salesmen acting under GS Ch. 93A provided that 
they do not hold themselves out as a home inspector, and makes technical change. 


S 726. SUNDAY BRUNCH ALCOHOL SALES. Intro. 4/7. Senate amendment allows 
Sunday sales and consumption of alcoholic beverages to begin at 12 noon (original bill set 
time at 11:45 A.M.). 


S 760. NO GIFTS FOR PURCHASING AGENTS. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with an act "TO PROHIBIT PURCHASING AGENTS IN 
STATE AGENCIES FROM ACCEPTING GIFTS OVER TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS IN 
VALUE AND TO PROHIBIT PERSONS AND ORGANIZATIONS FROM OFFERING 
OR GIVING GIFT OVER TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS IN VALUE TO STATE 
PURCHASING AGENTS.” Adds new G.S. 14-253 making it a class J felony (maximum 
three years imprisonment) (1) for a state purchasing agent to solicit or receive a gift with 
a value over $25 from a person or organization who intends to sell property or services to 
the agent’s department or agency, and (2) for a person or organization who intends to sell 
property or services to a state department or agency to offer or give a gift with a value of 
over $25 to a purchasing agent for the department or agency. Does not apply to gift and 
receipt of advertising items and souvenirs of nominal value and gifts and favors between 
relatives. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and applicable to offenses committed on or after that 
date. 


S 768. CHARLOTTE JOINT DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute specifically identifies one hundred acres authorized for public/private joint 
development project. Original bill described eligible property only as a parcel owned by 
City of Charlotte in and around the Charlotte Coliseum. 


S 772. CITY STREET CLOSINGS. Senate committee substitute replaces original local 
bill (applicable to City of Durham only) with public bill entitled “AN ACT CLARIFYING 
THE AUTHORITY OF THE CITIES TO PERMIT THE CLOSING OF UNOPENED 
STREETS, THE RETENTION OF UTILITY EASEMENTS, AND THE DIVISION OF 
RIGHT-OF-WAY IN TYPICAL STREET CLOSINGS, AND ESTABLISHING 
PROCEDURES FOR APPEALS OF STREET CLOSINGS.” Amends GS 160A-299(b) to 
provide in appeals of streets closed under section, judge without jury must hear and 
decide facts and issues. In addition to deciding whether procedural requirements were 
complied with, court must determine whether, on record presented to city council, 
council’s decision to close street was in accordance with standards of subsection (a) and 
any other applicable requirements of local law or ordinance. Amends GS 160A-299(c) to 
provide that subsection’s provisions about division of right-of-way in street closings may 
be altered as to particular street closing by assent of all property owners taking title to 
closed street by filing plat that shows street closing and portion of closed street to be 
taken by each owner. Amends GS 160A-299(d) to provide that section also applies to 
unopened streets that are shown in plats but have not been accepted or maintained by 
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city. Amends GS 160A-299(f) to provide that city’s reservation of title, interest, etc. also 
extends to utility improvements or easements owned by private utilities that at time of 
street closing have utility agreement or franchise with city. Adds new GS 160A-299(g) to 
allow city to retain utility easements, both public and private, in cases of streets 
withdrawn under GS 136-96; specified procedures for doing so. Act applies to street 
closing order adopted on or after July 1, 1993, but does not apply to pending litigation. 
Provides that act does not affect local modifications to GS 160A-299 that are not in 
conflict with amendments to section made by act. If conflict, amendments made by act 
prevail to extent they conflict. 


S 773. DURHAM ANNEXATION ORDINANCES. Intro. 4/8. Senate amendment 
adds provision that city may use property lines rather than topographic features as 
annexation boundaries, despite GS 160A-48(e), and changes title of bill to reflect new 
provision. 


S 794. WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH EMINENT DOMAIN. Intro. 4/12. Senate 
amendment makes technical change. 


S 799. AIDS TEST/SEX OFFENSES. Intro. 4/12. Senate committee substitute 
changes "vaginal, anal, or oral intercourse” to “cunnilingus, fellatio, analingus, vaginai 
intercourse, or anal intercourse,” and provides that results of HIV test performed under 
section is not admissible as evidence in a criminal (was, criminal or civil) proceeding. 


S 809. ORANGE/CHATHAM OMNIBUS. Intro. 4/12. Senate committee substitute 
deletes amendments to Chapel Hill town charter relating to administration of 
nondiscrimination policy by the town, and adoption of ordinances requiring developers to 
construct low-income housing. Also adds provision requiring town of Pittsboro to post 
signs adjacent to property to give public notice of proposed zoning changes relating to 
local water supply watershed protection prggram. Makes additional technical changes. 





S 825. CRAVEN ROAD HUNTING. Intro. 4/13. Senate committee substitute replaces 
blank bill. Prohibits all hunting, with firearms on or across state roads named in bill, 
unless the hunter has the permission of an adjoining landowner or renter. Violation for 
first conviction is a misdemeanor punishable by fine between $10 and $50 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days. A second, or subsequent, conviction is 
punishable by fine between $50 and $200, or by imprisonment for up to 90 days, or both. 
Authorizes wildlife officers, sheriffs, deputies, and peace officers with general subject 
matter jurisdiction to enforce this law. Effective 1 Oct. 1993. 


S 836. FREE HOMELESS ID CARD. Intro. 4/13. Senate committee substitute 
provides that a NC resident who is homeless does not have to pay a fee to receive a 
special identification card under GS 20-37.7(d). Original bill would have provided ID 
without fee to indigent persons who are mentally ill, mentally retarded, homeless, or who

are on public assistance as the sole source of income. Removes original bill’s definitions 
of indigent and homelessness. Provides that in order to obtain the special identification 
card without paying a fee, a homeless person must present a letter from the director of a 
shelter or facility serving the homeless verifying that the person is homeless. 


S 852. UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX CUT. Intro. 4/14. Senate committee 
substitute is identical to House committee substitute for H 920 adopted on 5/6. 


S 873. HEALTH CARE FACILITY ACCESS-2. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee 
substitute adds to punishable criminal activity the following: to injure or intimidate or 
attempt to do either to a person who is or has been (1) obtaining health services, (2) 
lawfully aiding another to obtain health care services, or (3) providing health care 
services. Deletes from original bill punishment for the following activities: (1) making 
noise that unreasonably disturbs the peace within a health care facility, (2) using words or 
conduct to place another person in reasonable fear of serious harm to his or her person or 
property, (3) telephoning such a facility repeatedly, (4) threatening to inflict injury on 
owners, agents, patients, employees, or property of such a facility, or (5) creating a 
noxious or offensive odor. Provides that punishment for a first offense may include a fine 
of up to $500 (was, only imprisonment). Deletes original bill’s provision that a minimum 
sentence could not be suspended by the sentencing judge. Provides that owners, officers, 
agents, or employees of a health care facility or law enforcement officers acting in the 
course of their employment are not subject to the prohibitions of the act. Changes 
effective date from 1 Dec. 1993 to 1 Oct. 1993. 


S 897. MECKLENBURG CODE EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee 
substitute provides that county is not required to review and approve residential building 
plans submitted pursuant to Section R-110 of Vol. VII of State Building Code (was, 
blanket exemption from required review of residential plans by building inspection 
departments). Allows county to require and review plans as it deems necessary. 


S 902. BICYCLE SIGNALS. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute makes act 
effective Dec. 1, 1993, and requires Dep’t of Transportation to conduct educational 
efforts to inform public of act’s provisions. 


S 925. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee substitute rewrites 
original bill so it now provides as follows: (1) bill’s title is AN ACT TO LIMIT POLICE 
PURSUITS BY ESTABLISHING A PRIMA FACIE RULE OF EVIDENCE 
CONCERNING THE OPERATOR OF A VEHICLE SPEEDING IN EXCESS OF 
TWENTY-FIVE MILES AN HOUR OVER THE SPEED LIMIT TO ELUDE ARREST 
AND TO INCREASE THE PENALTY;” (2) adds new GS 20-141.5 to provide that 
person commits Class J felony (maximum imprisonment of three years) when operating 
vehicle on highway or public vehicular area in excess of 25 mph while fleeing or 
attempting to elude law enforcement officer who is lawfully performing duties with blue 
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light flashing and to provide that it is a misdemeanor (maximum imprisonment of 60 days 
and $100 fine) for person to knowingly authorize or permit vehicle owned or under that 
person’s control to commit such violation; provides if evidence of violation by vehicle is 
presented in court or administrative hearing, it is prima facie evidence that vehicle was 
operated by person in whose name vehicle was registered, according to DMV records, at 
time of violation; (3) amends GS 20-141(j) to add as element of crime of speeding to 
elude officer that officer had blue light flashing; (4) adds proposed new GS 20-141.5 to 
mandatory driver’s license revocation provisions of GS 20-17; and (5) makes act effective 
for offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993, and provides savings clause for 
prosecutions and license revocations based on offenses occurring before a act’s effective 
date. 


S 961. PAMLICO JUNKYARDS. Intro. 4/26. Senate committee substitute makes 
technical change.

H 1272. UNC THERAPY FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD 
OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO PROVIDE 
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ADDITIONAL FACULTY POSITIONS FOR THE PHYSICAL THERAPY, 
OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY, AND SPEECH AND LANGUAGE PATHOLOGY 
TRAINING PROGRAMS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of 
Governors $2.6 million for 1993-94 to provide 11 additional physical therapy faculty 
positions in selected training programs and to provide temporary space for new faculty 
($1.2 million), to provide 5 additional occupational therapy faculty positions in selected 
training programs ($600,000), and to provide 10 additional speech and language 
pathology faculty positions in selected training programs ($800,000). Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 1273. GUILFORD TECH CC FUNDS (=S 1062). “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR GUILFORD TECHNICAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE TO SUPPORT ITS 
PROGRAMS FOR THE HEARING IMPAIRED.” Appropriates from the General Fund 
to the Dep’t of Community Colleges $64,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium as title 
indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Jarrell. 


H 1274. SCRAP TIRE TAX CORRECTION. ”TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
EXEMPTION FROM THE SCRAP TIRE TAX FOR TIRES SOLD FOR PLACEMENT 
ON NEWLY MANUFACTURED VEHICLES SHALL APPLY UNIFORMLY 
REGARDLESS WHEN THE TIRES WERE SOLD.” Amends former GS 130A-309.54(a) 
(repealed by SL 1991, Ch. 211 s. 3), and SL 1991, Ch. 867 s. 2 as title indicates. 
Amendment to former GS 130A-309.54(a) applies retroactively to tires sold on or after 
Jan. 1, 1990 and expires June 30, 1991. Amendment to SL 1991, Ch. 867 s. 2 applies 
retroactively to tires sold on or after July 1, 1991. Provides that refunds for overpayment 
may be requested on or before July 1, 1994.

H 1275. RELEASE MIA/POW INFORMATION. "JOINT RESOLUTION URGING 
THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES TO RELEASE MIA AND POW 
INFORMATION.” As title indicates.

H 1276. FLAG DESECRATION AMENDMENT. "JOINT RESOLUTION 
MEMORIALIZING CONGRESS TO PROPOSE AN AMENDMENT TO THE UNITED 
STATES CONSTITUTION PROVIDING THE STATES THE POWER TO PROHIBIT 
THE PHYSICAL DESECRATION OF THE UNITED STATES FLAG.” As title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Smith. 


H 1277. UNC CONIFER/PEST MGMT. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
A MOUNTAIN CONIFER INTEGRATED PEST MANAGEMENT SPECIALIST FOR 
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NORTHWESTERN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
UNC Board of Governors $64,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for NCSU, 
Cooperative Extension Service, as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Diamont. 


H 1278. -PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
INCREASE PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education $250,000 for 1993-94 and 
$500,000 for 1994-95 to provide grants to local school systems to develop programs 
providing for daily communication between parents and schools about school work and 
general school information. Requires that Dep’t of Public Education develop guidelines 
for awarding grants, that schools receiving grants provide a funding match of 50% of the 
grant, and that Dep’t report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
on the outcome of grants. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 1279. HEAD INJURY PROJECTS/ FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES HEAD INJURY PROJECTS.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $300,000 for each year of 1993-95 
biennium to fund up to three projects as named in title. Effective 1 July 1993. 
Introduced by Nye. 


H 1280. PARENT VOLUNTEER GRANT FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH A GRANT 
PROGRAM USING COMMUNITY VOLUNTEERS TO HELP PARENTS TO BECOME 
_ ACTIVELY INVOLVED WITH THEIR CHILDREN AGES THREE AND FOUR 
DEVELOP READINESS SKILLS AND INSTILL IN THEM A POSITIVE 
SELF-ESTEEM FOR SUCCESS.” Creates a Community Volunteer Grant Program for 
Parent Involvement within the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Child Development. 
Beginning in 1993-94, program to provide community volunteer parent involvement 
grants for community volunteers under county governments. Grants to be used to enable 
volunteers to assist families with children ages 3-4. Appropriates from the General Fund 
to DHR $300,000 for fiscal 1993-94, $50,000 is to be used for materials, training and 
consulting services, and the remaining $250,000 to be used for grants of up to $10,000 
for community volunteer organizations. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1281. SENIOR CENTER FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR SENIOR 
CENTERS’ MAINTENANCE, RENOVATION, AND UPKEEP.” Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human Resources, $1 million for each year 
of 1993-95 biennium as title indicates. Requires that Div’n allocate funds based on need. 
Provides that no single center may receive more than $10,000 of these funds in this 
biennium. Effective 1 July 1993. 
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H 1282. LRC STUDY COMMERCIAL NETS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE EFFECT OF THE USE 
OF COMMERCIAL NETS ON FISH AND SHELLFISH STOCKS AND THEIR 
ESTUARINE HABITATS.” As title indicates; Comm’n to make interim report to 1994 
session and final report to 1995 session. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1055. RURAL HOSPITAL BLDG. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ESTABLISH THE RURAL HOSPITAL BUILDING GRANT PROGRAM.” Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Office of Rural Health and 
Resource Development, $250,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium as title indicates. 
Program is to support renovation and construction projects to promote primary care or 
outpatient care at rural hospitals. Grants may not exceed $50,000 and matching funds 
must be provided. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Daniel. 


S 1056. DISTRICT ATTY. REMOVAL/COSTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT COURT 
COSTS MAY BE ASSESSED AGAINST A PARTY THAT FILES, WITHOUT 
REASONABLE GROUNDS, AN AFFIDAVIT CHARGING THE DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY WITH GROUNDS FOR REMOVAL.” Amends GS 7A-66 as title indicates. 
Costs assessed to include attorney’s fees. Makes further technical revisions to statute. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies to actions commenced on or after that date. 
Introduced by Daniel. 


S 1057. GUILFORD SCHOOL FUNDING. "CONCERNING FUNDING OF PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS IN GUILFORD COUNTY.” Amends Sec. 15 of Ch. 78 of the 1991 Session 
laws by adding a new subsection (c). Sec. 15 requires that the Guilford County Board of 
Comm’rs provide adequate funding for the new Guilford County Board of Education. 
New subsection allows the Board of Comm’rs a credit against its funding obligations for 
the 1993-94 school year in an amount not to exceed $8 million if undesignated fund 
balances of at least $8 million for Guilford County’s three existing school systems vest in 
the new Guilford County Board of Education as of 1 July 1993.

S 1058. HILLSBOROUGH TORNADO FUNDS (=H 926). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO THE TOWN OF HILLSBOROUGH FOR REMOVAL OF DEBRIS AND 
TRASH FROM THE RECENT TORNADO.” Identical to H 926, introduced 14 April. 
Introduced by Lee. 
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S 1059. SOCIAL WORKER EDUC. LOAN FUND. "TO ESTABLISH THE SOCIAL 
WORKERS’ EDUCATION LOAN FUND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS 
IMPLEMENTATION.” Appropriates from General Fund to the Dep’t of Human 
Resources $1 million for 1994-95 for program named in title. Adds new GS 143B-150.25 
to establish the program. Places program within the Office of the DHR Secretary. New 
statute outlines eligibility requirements for students receiving loans, including the 
following: must be a NC resident, must be enrolled in a BA or MA social work program, 
and must enter into an agreement with the State to accept employment in public child 
welfare in exchange for the loan. Sets loan limits as follows: $4,000 per year for 
maximum of four years for a BA student, $5,000 per year for a maximum of two years 
for a MA student. Provides for loan cancellation and repayment schedules as follows: 
one year of work with a NC child welfare agency cancels one academic year’s loan, 
whether it was $4,000 or $5,000; work for such an agency for a time equivalent to the 
total number of academic years funds were received cancels the entire loan; students who 
graduate with the relevant degree but who do not work with a NC child welfare agency 
must repay the loan plus 10% annual interest; students who do not graduate with a 
degree in social work must repay the loan plus 15% annual interest. Requires that DHR 
Secretary set repayment schedules, that all repayments and interest be placed in Fund, 
and that loan awards begin with the 1994-95 academic year. Effective 1 July 1994. 
Introduced by Walker. 


S 1060. FOREIGN LANGUAGE CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA FOREIGN LANGUAGE CENTER.” Creates the NC 
Foreign Language Center Fund within the Div’n of State Library, Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources to be administered by the NC Foreign Language Center of the Cumberland 
County Public Library pursuant to rules adopted by the dep’t. Cumberland County 
library must file plan for use of funds with the Div’n of State Library before the start of 
each fiscal year and shall provide an annual audit report of the funds. Appropriates 
$100,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from the General Fund to the Div’n of State 
Library, for allocation by monthly installment to the Cumberland County Public Library 
for the NC Foreign Language Center Fund. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Tally. 


S 1061. COURT COSTS FOR CRIME STOPPERS. "TO INCREASE THE COSTS IN 
CRIMINAL ACTIONS BEFORE THE GENERAL COURT OF JUSTICE TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR LOCAL ’CRIME STOPPERS’ PROGRAMS.” Adds new GS 7A-304(6) to 
add $1 in court costs in criminal actions for support of Crime Stoppers, Inc., or 
CrimeStoppers, Inc. programs. Adds new GS 7A-304(d)(5a) to provide that money 
collected for such programs is to be distributed after costs due State. Adds new GS 
7A-304(f) to require that money collected for such programs must be remitted quarterly to 
them; if jurisdiction does not have such programs, money is to be paid to General Fund. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

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S 1062. GUILFORD TECH. CC FUNDS (=H 1273). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR GUILFORD TECHNICAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE TO SUPPORT ITS 
PROGRAMS FOR THE HEARING IMPAIRED.” Identical to H 1273, introduced 6 
May. 

Introduced by Seymour. 


S 1063. ECU TEACHER LEADERSHIP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE ESTABLISHMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION OF THE TEACHER LEADERSHIP 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM AT EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY.” Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $550,000 for each year of the 
1993-95 biennium to establish and implement the Teacher Leadership Development 
Program in the School of Education at East Carolina Univ. The Program will provide 
100 classroom teachers with training in leadership skills necessary for effective site-based 
management. Local school boards must provide at least $250 per teacher to help offset 
the teachers’ costs of participation. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warren. 


S 1064. REFUNDS/MANUFACTURED HOUSING. "TO REWRITE THE LAW 
RELATING TO THE REFUND OF DEPOSITS FOR THE PURCHASE OF A 
MANUFACTURED HOME.” Adds new GS 143-143.21A allowing the buyer of a 
manufactured home to cancel the purchase, without penalty, within three business days of 
the date of the purchase contract by notifying the dealer, in writing, of the buyer’s intent 
to cancel. Provides that if a buyer cancels the purchase agreement after the three-day 
cancellation period but before delivery of the home, a manufactured home dealer may 
retain the buyer’s deposit in an amount equal to the dealer’s actual damages (up to a 
maximum of 10% of the purchase price if the home is in the dealer’s inventory or up to 
the full amount of the buyer’s deposit if the home was specially ordered from the 
manufacturer). Requires that retail purchase agreements for manufactured homes include 
information relating to the buyer’s right to cancel the contract and regarding the refund or 
retention of deposits. Repeals GS 143-143.21 (relating to limits on damages for buyer’s 
failure to accept delivery of manufactured home). Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies to 
purchase agreements executed on or after that date.

S 1065. AGENCY RECEIPTS FOR RECYCLING. "TO ALLOW STATE AGENCIES 
TO RETAIN RECEIPTS FROM THE SALE OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS.” Amends 
GS 143-64.05 to allow state dep’t, institution, or agency to retain receipts from sale of 
recyclable materials or supplies to be used to defray costs of recycling activities. Sec’y of 
Administration may adopt rules governing conditions and procedures for retaining 
receipts, including appropriate allocation of receipts when more than one dep’t is involved 
in recycling activity. Adds definition of "recyclable materials and supplies” to GS 
143-64.02. Effective July 1, 1993. 
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S 1066. VOTER REGISTRATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR VOTER 
PREREGISTRATION OF SIXTEEN- AND SEVENTEEN-YEAR-OLDS BY DRIVERS 
LICENSE EXAMINERS.” Adds GS 163-81.1 to require that Div’n of Motor Vehicles 
modify forms, pursuant to rules to be developed by the State Board of Elections, to allow 
any 16- or 17-year-old person who is otherwise qualified to vote to complete application 
to register to vote or update voter registration whenever that person applies for the 
Original issuance or correction of a drivers license or a special identification card. Makes 
willfully providing false information on application a Class I felony. Div’n of Motor 
Vehicles to forward application to State Board of Elections which is required to send 
notice to the applicant at the time applicant reaches proper age to vote. Effective on Jan. 
1, 1995, or upon the implementation of a statewide computerized voter registration 
system, whichever occurs later.

S 1067. TEACHER ASS’T FUNDS FOR TEACHERS. ”TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO REQUEST AND RECEIVE A WAIVER OF STATE 
LAWS REGARDING FUNDING FOR TEACHER ASSISTANTS.” Amends GS 
115C-238.6(a) (State Superintendent’s granting of waivers of State laws or regulations so 
that local school units may reach local accountability goals) by adding a new subsection 
(1a). New (1a) provides that state laws pertaining to the use of funds appropriated for 
teacher assistants may be waived so that these funds may be used for teachers. Requires 
that teachers so funded may be used only to reduce class size in kindergarten through 
grade three to no more than 15 students per class. Provides that if a state-funded teacher 
assistant position was filled on June 1 of a school year, a waiver may not be used to 
abolish that position in the next school year unless the person filling the position on June 
1 dies, resigns, is dismissed for cause, or rejects an offer to fill the position for the next 
school year. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Conder. 


S 1068. SICKLE CELL CENTER FUNDS (=H 1256). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CONSTRUCTION COSTS FOR A COMPREHENSIVE SICKLE CELL CENTER 
IN FAYETTEVILLE.” Identical to H 1256, introduced 5 May. 

Introduced by Edwards. 


S 1069. CHILD MEDICAL EVAL. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
CHILD MEDICAL EVALUATION PROGRAM AT MOSES CONE HOSPITAL IN 
GREENSBORO.” Appropriates $57,569 for 1993-94 and $54,654 for 1994-95 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for purpose 
indicated in title; program is for suspected victims of sexual abuse. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Shaw. 
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S 1070. NEW HANOVER/HUMAN RELATIONS. "RELATING TO THE POWERS 
AND SCOPE OF THE NEW HANOVER COUNTY HUMAN RELATIONS 
COMMISSION.” Amends Sec. 1, Ch. 960, SL 1981 to allow New Hanover county 
comm’rs to prohibit discrimination based on familial status, disabling condition, attained 
age over 40 years, and other categories that may in future be prohibited by federal law or 
regulations (now, handicap or attained age between 40 and 70 years). 

Introduced by Jordan. 


S 1071. SAFE SCHOOL GRANT FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
GRANT PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE 
UNITS TO MAKE SCHOOLS SAFER FOR STUDENTS AND SCHOOL EMPLOYEES.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education, Aid to Local 
School Administrative Units, $5 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium to provide 
grants to local school administrative units to design innovative local school safety 
programs. Requires that Sup’t of Public Instruction administer the grant program. 
Provides that funds may be used to provide grants of up to $100,000 per year. Requires 
that applicants provide the following information to the State Board of Education: an 
assessment of the local school safety situation, a detailed plan for addressing the local 
problem, a statement of how funds would be used, and details of an annual assessment of 
school violence. Requires that grant recipients be selected before 1 Jan. 1994. Provides 
State Board of Education with criteria for selecting grantees and requires that Board 
appoint a State task force to review grant applications. Requires that State Board report 
on use of funds to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee before 15 March 
1994 and again before 15 January 1994.

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S 1074. DRIVERS LICENSE COMPACT. "PROVIDING FOR NORTH CAROLINA 
TO JOIN THE DRIVERS LICENSE COMPACT.” Adds new Art. 1C to GS Ch. 20 for 
purpose indicated in title. Provides that licensing auth’y in home state (state that has 
issued license and has power to suspend or revoke it), for purpose of suspending, 
revoking, or limiting drivers license, must give same effect to conduct reported by other 
state as it would if conduct had occurred in home state, in case of conviction (defined in 
bill) for (1) vehicular manslaughter or negligent vehicular homicide; (2) driving under 
influence of intoxicating liquor or drug; (3) felony in which motor vehicle was used; or 
(4) failure to stop and render aid in motor vehicle accident involving death or personal 
injury. As to other convictions, licensing auth’y in home state must give such effect to 
conduct as is provided by laws of home state. Provides that on application for license to 
drive, licensing auth’y in party state must determine whether applicant has ever held, or is 
holder of, license to drive issued by any other party state; prohibits or limits, as specified 
in bill, licensing applicant (i) if license in other party state is currently revoked, or (ii) 
applicant is currently licensed in other party state and does not surrender license. 
Provides that to extent article conflicts with general driver licensing provision, article 
prevails; when article is silent, general licensing provisions apply.

S 1075. BEACH ACCESS PROGRAM CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE

H 20. LIABILITY FOR UNLAWFUL PURCHASES. Intro. 2/1. House committee 
substitute makes clarifying change. 


H 53. FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE ACT. Intro. 2/4. House committee 
substitute 

makes extensive clarifying, stylistic, and technical changes to original bill. Appropriates 
$50,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Labor for 1993-94 to implement act’s provisions. 
Adds in proposed new GS 95-277(c) to types of relief for violation of act (1) actual 
monetary losses sustained by employee as direct result of violation, such as cost of 
providing care, up to sum equal to 12 weeks of wages or salary for employee, and (2) 
interest on amount awarded under (1) and compensation for lost salary, benefits, etc. at 
legal rate of interest set in GS 24-1. Adds new section to require Comm’r of Labor to 
receive, investigate, and attempt to resolve complaints of violations in same manner as 
for violations of Art. 2A, GS Ch. 95 (Wage and Hour Act), and generally gives Comm’r 
same investigative and enforcement auth’y provided under GS 95-25.15(a) and GS

H 504. OSHA RECORD PROTECTION. Introduced 3/24. House committee 
substitute revises GS 95-136(e1) to make stylistic changes and provide that the names and 
statements may be used in OSHA enforcement proceedings and that the Commissioner of 
Labor may permit use of this information by public officials in the performance of their 
public duties. 


H 537. PREKINDERGARTEN PROGRAMS ESTABLISHED. Intro. 3/25. House 
committee substitute amends GS 153A-149(b)(7) to provide that counties may levy taxes 
for the programs and makes other technical changes. 


H 562. TEACHER STAFF DEVELOPMENT. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO CREATE STIPENDS TO ENCOURAGE STAFF 
DEVELOPMENT FOR TEACHERS.” Creates GS 115C-301.2 to provide that school 
building-level plans may require certified personnel to participate in approved staff 
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development activities for up to five of the 200 workdays and to provide that state funded 
teachers and certified instructional support personnel who participate in approved staff 
development activities outside the workday shall be eligible for stipends. Appropriates 
from General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Instruction $13,636,083 for each year of the 
1993-95 biennium for such stipends, with stipends set at $10 per eligible hour, with a 
maximum of $60 per day. Effective July 1, 1993. 


H 599. WAGE & HOUR NOTICE. Intro. 3/29. House committee substitute rewrites 
bill to provide that employer must notify employees, orally or in writing, at time of hiring 
of promised wages, and day and place for payment; must make available to employees, 
employment policies regarding promised wages; and must notify employees of any 
changes regarding promised wages. 


H 621. TRAILER COUPLINGS. Introduced 29 March. House committee substitute 
adds exemption for trailers and semitrailers that are connected to the towing vehicle by 
locking pins or bolts of sufficient strength and condition to hold the gross weight of the 
towed vehicle and semitrailers equipped with fifth wheel assemblies that include locking 
devises. Effective date changed to Dec. 1, 1993. 


H 665. CREDIT INSURANCE CHANGES. House committee substitute rewrites 
original bill with following provisions. Amends GS 58-57-1 to include credit property 
insurance and credit unemployment insurance within article. Amends GS 58-57-5 to add 
definitions of credit transaction, credit unemployment insurance, joint accident and health 
coverage, truncated coverage, and open-end credit. Amends GS 58-17-15(a)(1) to 
provide that amount of credit life insurance may not exceed amount of unpaid 
indebtedness as it exists from time to time, less any unearned interest or finance charges; 
provided, however, if amount of credit insurance is based on predetermined schedule, 
amount of credit insurance may not exceed scheduled amount of unpaid indebtedness, less 
any unearned interest or finance charges, plus an amount equal to three monthly 
installments or equivalent. Amends GS 58-57-15(b) to include credit unemployment 
insurance within its provisions and to specify total amount of indemnity allowed for 
open-end credit transactions. Amends GS 58-57-25(b) to provide that for open-end 
credit, premium must be disclosed as monthly amount charged for each $100 or $1,000 of 
outstanding indebtedness. Amends GS 58-57-35(a), effective on ratification, to provide 
that benefits provided by credit life, credit accident and health and credit unemployment 
insurance written under article must be reasonable in relation to premium charge. This 
requirement is conclusively presumed to be satisfied if premium rates to be charged for 
credit life and credit accident and health insurance are no greater than those premium 
rates set forth in GS 58-57-40, 58-57-45, and 58-57-105 for benefits as described in those 
sections. If insurer files premium rates greater than rates to which conclusive 
presumption applies, greater rates may be disapproved by Comm’r if insurer fails to 
demonstrate that benefits are reasonable in relation to rates filed for group or groups of 
insureds to which rates would apply and which groups must meet credibility standards 
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established by Comm’r. Amends GS 58-57-40(c) to set maximum premium rate for 
decreasing term life insurance on indebtedness repayable in substantially equal monthly 
installments (if premiums are payable in one sum in advance) as follows: effective Jan. 1, 
1994, $.65 per $100 of initial insured indebtedness per year; Jan. 1, 1995, $.60; Jan. 1, 
1996, $.55; Jan. 1, 1997, $.50. Amends 58-57-40(e) to set, for level term life insurance, 
effective Jan. 1, 1994, premium rate of $1.25 per $100 per year; Jan. 1, 1995, $1.20; 
Jan. 1, 1996, $1.15; Jan. 1, 1997, $1.10. Adds new GS 58-57-45(h) to provide that 
premium rates for joint credit accident and health insurance may not exceed one and 
two-thirds times permitted single accident and health rate. Adds new GS 58-57-105 to 
allow credit card facilities to be used to solicit, negotiate, or pay premiums for credit 
insurance on unpaid balance of credit card account. Solicitation or negotiation for credit 
insurance on credit card account balances may not be made by unsolicited telephone calls 
or facsimile transmissions. If premiums are charged through credit card facility or if 
premiums are payable on then outstanding balances on revolving charge account contracts, 
premium not exceeding $.74 cents per $1,000 of insured indebtedness per month is 
authorized. Adds GS 58-57-107, effective on ratification, to provide that no insurer, 
representative of insurer, or insurance broker may enter into any arrangement that 
involves sale of insurance or pledging of existing insurance as guaranty or collateral for 
issuance of any credit card. Adds new GS 58-57-110 to require Comm’r to prescribe 
minimum incurred loss ratio standard requirement to develop premium rate reasonable in 
relation to benefits provided by credit unemployment insurance coverage (requirements set 
out in bill); provides that joint coverage rates for credit unemployment insurance must be 
one and two-thirds times the approved single rate of coverage. Amends GS 58-57-90(b) to 
raise nonrefundable origination fee per credit property insurance transaction from $2 to $3 
when insured value is $500 or more. Amends GS 25A-17(a) to allow additional charges 
for credit life, credit accident and health, or credit unemployment insurance, written in 
connection with any consumer credit sale, provided insurance coverage is not required by 
seller and this fact is clearly disclosed to buyer, and buyer desiring such insurance 
coverage gives affirmative indication of such desire after disclosure of cost of such 
insurance. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 


H 720. EXPAND CHILD CARE CREDIT. Intro. 4/ 1. House amendment changes 
references to North Carolina adjusted gross income to adjusted gross income determined 
under the Internal Revenue Code and deleting amendment to GS 105-134.1 regarding 
definition of North Carolina adjusted gross income. 


H 754. MANDATORY JAIL FOR SOME DWI. Intro. 4/6. House committee 
substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) mandatory days in jail required by 
new subsection (u) may be suspended only if condition of special probation is imposed to 
require defendant to serve term of imprisonment equal to mandatory days in jail required 
by subsection (original bill prohibited suspended sentence or probation); (2) adds 
provision that if defendant is punished at Level Three, Four, or Five and has not been 
previously convicted of impaired driving offense within seven years, judge may order 24

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hours of community service in lieu of each day of mandated jail; (3) deletes provision 

' original bill limiting credit against another sentence; and (4) adds new provision that 
amends GS 20-139.1(b3) to provide that person’s willful refusal to give second sequential 
breath sample makes admissible at trial results of first breath test, if it is otherwise 
admissible.

"AN ACT REGULATING THE POSSESSION OF FIREARMS IN WAKE COUNTY 
WHILE UNDER THE INFLUENCE AND AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF RALEIGH 
TO ENACT AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE OR PROHIBIT THE POSSESSION OF 
FIREARMS BY MINORS.” Clarifies that prohibition against possession of firearm while 
impaired applies only to knowing possession while on property located in Wake County 
other than one’s own personal residence. Also adds section allowing City of Raleigh to 
regulate or ban by ordinance the possession of firearms by persons under 18 years of age.

under adult supervision. New section to apply only to City of Raleigh. 


H 844. ALAMANCE ROOFING BUILDING PERMIT. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute adds amendment to GS 160A-417 to allow cities in Alamance County to require 
permit for replacement of roofing if cost exceeds $1,500. 


H 858. NO HANDGUNS UNLESS 18. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute: (1) 
redefines minor in proposed new GS 14-269.7(c)(2) as person under 18 years old unless 
emancipated; and (2) makes act effective for offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993 
(original bill, Sept. 1, 1993). 


H 863. FELONY TO IMPERSONATE OFFICER. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute deletes provision making it crime to impersonate law enforcement officer by 
wearing uniform and makes violations of GS 14-277(a) punishable as misdemeanor and 
violations of subsection (b) as Class J felony (was, all violations of impersonating law 
enforcement officer Class I felony). | 


H 873. CHIROPRACTOR INSURANCE EQUALITY ACT. Intro. 4/12. House 
committee substitute restores requirement that chiropractic physician be duly licensed and 
adds requirement that treatment be medically necessary.

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H 877. CLARIFY VIDEO DEVICES. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute revises 
GS 14-306 to limit free replays to eight, amends GS 14-303 and GS 14-309 to make 
violation of GS 14-301, 14-302, and 14-304 through 14-309 regarding slot machines and 
gambling devices a Class J felony (was misdemeanor). Changes effective date to Dec. 1, 
1993. 


H 971. LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT REPORTS. Intro. 4/15. House 
committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO APPROVE A SYSTEM TO 
DEVELOP AND IMPLEMENT A SYSTEM FOR BUILDING IMPROVEMENT 
REPORTS.” Adopts and implements system developed by the State Board of Education 
concerning building improvements reports for all school buildings. Sets out required 
minimum information to be contained within reports concerning students, teachers, and 
performance levels at each individual school building as well as the manner in which that 
information must be presented. Reports to be sent to Dep’t of Public Instruction by the 
local school administrative unit and must be made available to any person requesting the 
report. : 


H 977. ENTRY OF JUDGMENT RULE. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
clarifies that judgment is entered when it is reduced to writing, signed and filed with the 
clerk; allows judge to designate party to serve copies of judgment on other parties; and 
provides that time periods to file motions for judgment not withstanding verdict, to amend 
judgment and for new trial are tolled until parties are served with copy of judgment (was, 
judgment stayed for all purposes until copy of judgment served on parties). 


H 982. FARM PRODUCE HAULING PERMITS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute changes bill to amend GS 20-188 to exempt vehicles used for hauling produce 
within 35 miles from farm on which grown from general weight requirements rather than 
requiring that operators of such vehicles get special operation permits. 


H 983. PISTOL PERMIT REWRITE. Introduced 4/19. House committee substitute 
amends GS 14-404 to add provision that if a person has already been issued a permit in 
the same calendar year, there is a 14 day waiting period after application and no 
additional applications may be made while an application is pending. Also adds provision 
directing sheriffs to make sufficient background checks to determine compliance. 


H 991. RECOGNITION OF FOREIGN JUDGMENTS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute allows court to refuse to recognize foreign judgment if foreign court rendering 
Judgment would not recognize comparable judgment of NC and makes clarifying changes. 


H 1008. UP PENALTIES/WEAPONS IN SCHOOL. House committee substitute 
rewrites original bill and changes title to "AN ACT TO MAKE IT A CLASS I FELONY 
TO POSSESS OR CARRY A FIREARM ON SCHOOL PROPERTY OR TO AID A 
MINOR TO POSSESS OR CARRY A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PROPERTY, TO 
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REQUIRE THE REPORTING OF WEAPONS ON SCHOOL PROPERTY, TO REQUIRE 
SAFE STORAGE OF FIREARMS TO. PROTECT MINORS, AND TO REQUIRE A 
WARNING ABOUT SAFE STORAGE UPON SALE OR TRANSFER OF A FIREARM.” 

Weapons on school property. Rewrites GS 14-269.2 to provide that person is guilty 
of Class I felony (punishable by maximum imprisonment of five years and fine) if person 
possesses or carries, openly or concealed, any gun, rifle, pistol, or any other firearm, 
bomb, etc., on educational property (defined in bill the same as current section). Person 
is guilty of misdemeanor, punishable by maximum two years’ imprisonment and fine, if 
person possesses or carries, openly or concealed, any bowie or switchblade knife, 
blackjack, etc., on educational property. Provides that person who causes, encourages, or 
aids person in committing either of two offenses discussed above is punished the same as 
the person who commits particular offense. Exempts from offenses (1) law enforcement 
officers, military, etc., while performing official duties; and (2) person temporarily on 
educational property for lawful purpose, if (i) weapon is not concealed; (ii) if weapon is 
firearm, it is not loaded and is in locked container or locked firearm rack in motor 
vehicle; (iii) person does not display weapon in careless or threatening manner; and (iv) 
person is not student in educational institution or suspended from institution. Provides 
that violation of section by student 14 years old or older is basis for expulsion under GS 
115C-391(d), when student’s continued presence in school constitutes clear threat to 
safety and health of other students and employees, whether or not violation of section 
resulted in conviction of felony. 

Report weapon at school. Adds new GS 14-269.7 to require that person who has 
cause to suspect that another person possesses weapon in violation of GS 14-269.2(a) or 
(b) (felony and misdemeanor violations discussed above) must report information to school 
principal or to appropriate law enforcement agency. Provides that report may be made 
orally, by telephone, or in writing and specifies information that must be given; provides 
immunity from civil or criminal liability for person making report in good faith. Failure 
to report information required by section is misdemeanor punishable by maximum two 
years’ imprisonment and fine. 

Safe storage of weapons. Adds new GS 14-315.1 to create misdemeanor, punishable 
by maximum two years’ imprisonment and fine, when person stores or leaves firearm on 
any premises when person knows or reasonably should know that minor would have or 
obtain access to firearm without lawful permission of minor’s parents or person in charge 
of minor, provided that (1) firearm is not (i) kept in secured container or in location 
reasonable person would believe to be secure; (ii) secured with trigger lock; or (iii) carried 
on person’s body or within close proximity to be used easily; and (2) minor gains access 
to firearm without lawful permission of minor’s parents or person in charge of minor, and 
(i) possesses it in violation of GS 14-269.2(b); (ii) exhibits it in public place in 
threatening manner; or (iii) intentionally or unintentionally causes personal injury or death 
with firearm or uses it to commit crime. Provides that there is no violation if minor 
obtained firearm as result of unlawful entry by any person. Provides that if minor 
possesses firearm in violation of GS 14-269.2(b) that is property of adult living in home 
with minor, there shall be "prima facie presumption” of unsafe storage in violation of 
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section. 

Warning on sale of weapons. Adds new GS 14-315.2 to require (1) when there is 
retail commercial sale or transfer of firearm, seller or transferor must deliver specified 
written warning (about it being unlawful to leave firearm within easy access of minor) to 
purchaser or transferee; and (2) retail or wholesale store or sales outlet that sells firearms 
must conspicuously post similar specified warning (described above) at each purchase 
counter. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by two years’ imprisonment and fine. 
Applicable to offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993. 


H 1077. DEFINE SEPTAGE. Intro. 5/7. House committee substitute makes technical 
corrections. 


H 1083. CONFORM PIPELINE PENALTY AMOUNTS. Intro. 4/19, amended 4/29. 
House committee substitute deletes reference to specific penalty and substitutes as 
maximum amount of penalty that which would apply if the penalty had been imposed 
under federal law (49 U.S.C. Appx. 1679a(a)). 


H 1089. LEGALIZE SOME PYROTECHNICS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute deletes from definition of permitted sparklers references to specific chemical 
compounds within the sparkler and adds new GS 14-414.1 to make it unlawful 
(misdemeanor punishable by 6 months imprisonment, $500 fine, or both) to sell 
permissible fireworks to child under the age of 14 unless accompanied by adult or to 
ignite fireworks within 600 feet of any church, hospital or school. 


H 1092. JUV.PROB./SCHOOL PROTECTION. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute provides that judge who requires juvenile to attend school as part of 
delinquency disposition for offense involving threat to safety of juvenile or others must 
make a finding whether the principal of the school should be notified (was, court 
counselor must notify principal for certain specified offenses) and requires principal to 
keep communication confidential unless believes that juvenile is actual threat and 
information must be released to protect person at school. 


H 1142. SUBSTANCE ABUSE CERT. ACT. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
amends GS 90-113.31 to add definition of substance abuse counseling, amends GS

H 1283. LRC STUDY DISASTER RELIEF. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY PROTECTION OF DISASTER RELIEF 
VOLUNTEERS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Legislative Research Comm’n 
$15,000 for 1993-94 to conduct study named in title. Requires report and recommendations 
from LRC to General Assembly during the 1994 Regular Session and a final report to the 
1995 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 1284. LRC STUDY EXTRATERRITORY ZONING. "DIRECTING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF 
REPRESENTATION OF EXTRATERRITORIALLY ZONED AREAS.” Directs Legislative 
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Research Comm’n to study the issue of how to best reduce the inequity of persons living in 
extraterritorial zoning jurisdiction not having a voice in decisions affecting them, and to 
recommend clarification of how the different statues on extensions of different mileages 
relate to each other.

H 1285. AGRI AND FORESTRY STUDY FUNDS. "TO FUND THE AGRICULTURE

FUNDS FOR TEEN INVOLVEMENT PROJECTS (TIPS) IN CUMBERLAND COUNTY.” 
Identical to S 1073, introduced 6 May.

H 1287. BREVARD MUSIC CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
BREVARD MUSIC CENTER, INC., FOR RENOVATION OF WHITTINGTON-PFOHL 
AUDITORIUM.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Brevard Music Center, Inc., 
$100,000 for 1993-94 for renovation of the Whittington-Pfohl Auditorium. Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 1288. NO NONHAZARDOUS SOLID WASTE IMPORT. ”"“MEMORIALIZING THE 
CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES TO ENACT LEGISLATION TO AUTHORIZE 
THE STATES TO RESTRICT THE IMPORTATION OF NONHAZARDOUS SOLID 
WASTE FROM OUTSIDE THEIR BORDERS.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Decker. 


H 1289. MARKET SPIRIT COOLERS LIKE WINE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE SALE OF 
SPIRIT COOLERS CONTAINING NO MORE THAN TEN PERCENT ALCOHOL AT 
GROCERY STORES AND OTHER RETAIL ESTABLISHMENTS LOCATED IN AREAS 
THAT HAVE APPROVED THE SALE OF UNFORTIFIED WINE AND TO MAKE 
SPIRIT COOLERS SUBJECT TO THE SAME MARKETING RESTRICTIONS AS 
UNFORTIFIED WINE.” Amends statutes throughout GS Ch. 18B to add spirit coolers to 
restrictions and requirements concerning the sale of malt beverages and unfortified wine. 
For example, under GS 18B-1001, as amended, an on-premises unfortified wine permit also 
allows the retail sale of spirit coolers. Defines spirit cooler in GS 18B-101 and GS 
105-113.68 as a beverage that contains distilled spirits or ethyl alcohol and has an alcoholic 
content of no more than 10% alcohol by volume (now, statute contains no definition of wine 
or spirit cooler). Redefines "spirituous liquor” as distilled spirits or ethyl alcohol containing 
more than 10% alcohol by volume. Amends GS 18B-303(a) to provide that a person may 
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purchase, without a permit, not more than 20 liters of spirit coolers. Amends GS 18B-403 
to provide that a purchase-transportation permit limit on unfortified wine, spirit coolers, or 
combination of both is 100 liters. Amends GS 18B-800(b) to provide that ABC stores may 
sell spirit coolers. Amends GS 18B-1105(a) to provide that the holder of a distillery permit 
may Sell, deliver, and ship spirit coolers to wholesalers and individual purchasers. Such a 
permit holder may not sell spirit coolers to exporters or nonresident wholesalers if purchase 
is for resale in the State. Adds spirit coolers to beverages that holders of wine wholesaler 
permits, wine importer permits, and bottler permits, may handle. Amends definition of 
winery in GS 18B-1201 to include a manufacturer, an importer, a bottler, or a nonresident 
vendor of spirit coolers who sells at least 1,000 cases of spirit coolers in NC per year. 
Replaces laundry list of regulated beverages in several statutes, such as GS 18B-206 
(giving ABC Comm’n authority to set standards for all alcoholic beverages), with the more 
encompassing term "alcoholic beverages.” Does not replace specifically named beverages in 
statute outlining ABC permits (GS 18B-1001). Amends GS 18B-300 to provide that it is 
unlawful to possess or consume malt beverages, unfortified wine, or spirit coolers on 
property owned or leased by a local board of education and used for school purposes [such 
use of malt beverages and unfortified wine now prohibited under GS 18B-301(f)]. Amends 
GS 18B-1203 (areas of responsibility for wine distributors) to provide that a winery that sells 
spirit coolers must send the ABC Comm’n written notice of sales territories for wine coolers 
by 1 September 1993. Makes other technical and clarifying changes in GS Chapter 18B. 
Adds a new GS 105-113.82A, providing for distribution to counties and cities, in which 
retail sale of spirit coolers is authorized, of 62% of net annual excise taxes collected on 
spirit coolers. Distribution is by appropriation from the General Fund. Provides that 
when a county and a city in a county both authorize such sale, portion of the tax received is 
based on population. Population is determined from the most recent annual population 
estimates certified by the State Planning Officer. | 
Introduced by Black, Fitch, and Lemmond. 


H 1290. STANLY WOODWORKING SHOP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
STANLY COUNTY FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF A WOODWORKING SHOP IN THE 
STANLY COUNTY SENIOR CENTER.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Stanly 
County $10,000 for 1993-94 to build a woodworking shop in the Stanly County Senior 
Center. Requires match of $1 in local or private funds for every $1 of state funds. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barbee and Hightower. 


H 1291. FOSTER CARE INCREASE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
INCREASE THE FOSTER CARE BOARD RATE.” Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Div’n of Social Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $978,716 for 1993-94 and 
$2,099,045 for 1994-95 to increase the foster care board rate from $250 per month per 
child to $300 per month per child in 1993-94 and to $350 per month per child in 1994-95. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Alexander. 
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H 1292. NC PHYSICIAN FELLOWS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA PHYSICIAN FELLOWS PROGRAM.” Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Office of Rural Health and Resource Development, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, $1.5 million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to establish and implement 
the NC Physician Fellows Program to support the development of primary care physicians in 
state. Authorizes DHR to provide up to $50,000 in scholarship funds, payable over four 
years, to at least 30 individuals entering NC medical schools, and requires individuals 
receiving scholarships to serve as primary care physicians in rural and underserved areas of 
state. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Wilkins. 


H 1293. FOSTER CARE NEEDS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ESTABLISH A FOSTER CARE REIMBURSEMENT RATE FOR CHILDREN WITH 
SPECIAL NEEDS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE TRAINING OF FOSTER 
PARENTS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of 
Social Services the following: (1) $3,990,391 for 1993-94 and $9,045,067 for 1994-95 to 
increase foster care rate for children with special needs from $250 to $375 in 1993-94 and 
from $375 to $500 in 1994-95, and (2) $231,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for 
foster care services training. Requires that DHR adopt mules defining "special needs.” 
Effective 1 July 1993.

H 1294. ROCKY MOUNT FARMER’S MKT. FUNDS. "REGARDING THE 
IMMEDIATE AND FINAL USES OF AN APPROPRIATION MADE IN 1988 FOR A 
FARMER’S MARKET IN ROCKY MOUNT.” Provides that $700,000 of the funds 
appropriated in 1988 to the Rocky Mount Business Development Authority for the Fountain 
Park agricultural complex may be loaned to the city of Rocky Mount to establish a farmer’s 
market, with no interest, to be repaid over 7 years. Requires the Authority to provide a 
grant of the accrued interest on the $700,000 appropriation to the Rocky Mount/Edgecombe 
Community Development Corp. for the South Washington Street Revitalization Project. 
Requires the Authority to assist in planning and construction of a vegetable and fruit 
processing facility in Fountain Park before Jan. 1, 2001. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Arnold, D. Brown, Fitch, Mavretic, and Mercer. 


H 1295. CALDWELL COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
A NEW CLASSROOM AND LABORATORY BUILDING AT THE WATAUGA COUNTY 
CAMPUS OF CALDWELL COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $2,261,000 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for 1993-94 as title indicates. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt and Wilmoth. 
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H 1296. SCHOOL FOR BLIND FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR BLIND 
AT-RISK CHILDREN AT THE GOVERNOR MOREHEAD SCHOOL.” Appropriates 
$838,222 for 1993-94 and $1,224,746 for 1994-95 from General Fund to Div’n of Services 
for Blind, Dep’t of Human Resources, for purpose indicate in title. Specifies amounts for 
braille textbooks and other basic program initiatives, increased nursing care, contracted 
medical care, and outreach services and statewide services for blind, visually impaired 
preschool children. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Green. 


H 1297. BIOTECHNOLOGY INITIATIVE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
A SPECIAL BIOTECHNOLOGY PROGRAM INITIATIVE FOR NORTH CAROLINA’S 
HISTORICALLY BLACK COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES.” Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the NC Biotechnology Center $550,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
as title indicates. Requires that initiative provide for a range of programs designed to 
enhance existing strengths of historically black colleges and universities, a full-time staffer to 
coordinate the initiative, and a Facilities and Infrastructure Review Committee to help decide 
which projects and programs to develop. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 1298. DEVELOPMENT BANKING FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
CENTER FOR COMMUNITY SELF-HELP TO FURTHER A STATEWIDE 
DEVELOPMENT BANKING PROGRAM.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Center for Community Self-Help $10 million for 1993-94 for revolving loans and loan 
guarantees for small businesses, nonprofit facilities, and other economic development 
projects in rural and other depressed or disadvantaged communities across the state when 
loans are unavailable from private lenders upon reasonably equivalent terms and conditions. 
Requires that state funds be matched dollar for dollar with funds from the Center or its 
affiliates. Requires the Center to submit records, reports, and audited financial statements 
pertaining to the use of state funds to the State Auditor. Also requires the Center to make 
quarterly reports for the next three years to the Dep’t of Commerce, Joint Legis. Comm’n 
on Governmental Operations, and House and Senate Appropriations Committees on Natural 
and Economic Resources, and to make an annual report to the General Assembly by May 1 
of each of the next 3 years regarding the use of appropriated funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 1299. SCHOOL SAFETY TASK FORCE FUNDS (=S 1096). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR COMMUNITY COORDINATORS TO ESTABLISH AND COORDINATE A 
SCHOOL SAFETY TASK FORCE IN EACH LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE 
UNIT.” Appropriates $2.4 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Public Education, Aid to Local School Administrative Units, to fund a half-time 
community coordinator for each local school unit, who is to coordinate work of a School 
Safety Task Force appointed by local board of education. Task Force to include students, 
parents, educators, law enforcement and court personnel, local government representatives, 
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and community leaders and is to evaluate extent of violence in community’s schools, develop 
plan for preventing it, and report plan to school board. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1300. ALTERNATIVE SCHOOL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
ALTERNATIVE PROGRAMS FOR SUSPENDED STUDENTS.” Appropriates $1.6 for 
each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, Dep’t of 
Public Instruction, to be allocated to local school boards and used for alternative educational 
programs for students suspended from school. Requires State Board of Education to adopt 
Tules assuring that these programs provide quality instruction and teach discipline and 
prevention of violent conduct. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hensley.

As 
title indicates.

H 1302. SOUTHPORT MARITIME MUSEUM. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE SHALL OPERATE THE SOUTHPORT MARITIME 
MUSEUM AS A PART OF THE NORTH CAROLINA MARITIME MUSEUM, 
CONTINGENT ON A DONATION OF THAT MUSEUM TO THE STATE.” Directs the 
Dep’t of Agriculture to operate the Southport Maritime Museum as a “satellite” of the NC 
Maritime Museum. Appropriates $66,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture for this purpose. Act applies only if Southport Maritime 
Museum, Inc., conveys all its assets to the State, or, with respect to restricted trust funds, 
agrees with the approval of the donor to apply the funds solely for the benefit of the 
museum. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1303. LRC STUDY CONSUMER PROTECTION. "JOINT RESOLUTION 
AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY 
CONSUMER PROTECTION ISSUES IN NORTH CAROLINA.” As title indicates. 
Requires report to 1995 session and authorizes interim report to 1994 session. 
Introduced by Spears. 


H 1304. HOSIERY TECHNOLOGY CENTER. ”TO PROVIDE FUNDING TO 
DISSEMINATE HOSIERY TECHNOLOGY THROUGH A HOSIERY TECHNOLOGY 
CENTER UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY 
COLLEGES.” Appropriates from General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges 
$150,000 for 1993-94 and $250,000 for 1994-95 as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 
Introduced by Bowman. 
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H 1305. SCHOOL OFFICE PERSONNEL SALARIES. ”TO REVISE THE SALARY 
SCHEDULES FOR NONCERTIFIED PUBLIC SCHOOL PERSONNEL WHO ARE 
CLASSIFIED AS OFFICE SUPPORT PERSONNEL.” Effective July 1, 1993, sets out in 
bill salary schedules applicable to noncertified public school personnel who are in five 
classifications as office support personnel. Requires that office support personnel be placed 
on new salary schedules based on years of experience as office support person. Office 
support person who holds professional standards program certificate to receive additional 
one percent of base salary. Longevity payments are not included in revised salary schedules. 
Appropriates $10 million in each year of 1993-95 biennium to implement act. Effective 
July 1, 1993. : 
Introduced by Bowman. 


H 1306. WAGE FLOOR/STATE EMPLOYEES. "TO SET A WAGE FLOOR FOR THE 
LOWEST PAID STATE EMPLOYEES.” Sets hiring rate: (1) for Salary Grade 50 state 
employees at $12,877, (2) for Grade 51 at $12,977, and (3) for Grade 52 at $13,079. 
Raises salary of any present employees in those grades below hiring rate to those rates. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to a Reserve for Lowest Paid Employees $114,262 for 
each year of 1993-95 biennium to implement the act. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes. 


H 1307. INCREASE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE-2. ”TO PROVIDE AN INCREASE 
TO RETIREES OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM, THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND THE LEGISLATIVE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND TO INCREASE THE RETIREMENT FORMULA WITH 
ADJUSTING INCREASE TO RETIREES OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Effective July 1, 1993, provides a 2% increase 
in retirement benefits for retired members of the cited State retirement systems. Directs that 
increase be funded from unencumbered actuarial gain without increasing the employer 
contribution rate. Also effective July 1, 1993, changes the formula for computing benefits 
under the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System for members retiring on or 
after July 1, 1993, by 1.71% (now, 1.7%) average final compensation times years of 
creditable service.

H 1308. LEARNING LINK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PUBLIC 
SCHOOL ACCESS TO LEARNING LINK.” Appropriates $260,000 for each year of 
1993-95 biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for UNC Center for 
Public Television to provide all public schools in state access to LEARNING LINK, 
computer-based interactive communications system. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1059. SOCIAL WORKER EDUC. LOAN FUND. "TO ESTABLISH THE SOCIAL 
WORKERS’ EDUCATION LOAN FUND AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS 
IMPLEMENTATION.” Appropriates from General Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources 
$1 million for fiscal 1994-95 for program named in title. Adds new GS 143B-150.25 to 
establish the program. Places program within the Office of the DHR Secretary. New statute 
outlines eligibility requirements for receiving loans, including the following: student must be 
a NC resident, student must be enrolled in a batchelor’s or master’s degree program in 
social work, and student must enter into an agreement with the State to accept employment 
in public child welfare in an underserved area of the State in exchange for the loan. Sets 
loan limits as follows: $4,000 per year for maximum of four years for a batchelor’s degree 
student, $5,000 per year for a maximum of two years for a master’s degree student. 

. Provides for loan cancellation and repayment schedules as follows: one year of work with a 
NC public child welfare agency cancels one academic year’s loan, whether it was $4,000 or 
$5,000; work for such an agency for a time equivalent to the total number of academic 
years funds were received cancels the entire loan; students who graduate with the relevant 
degree but who do not work with a NC public child welfare agency must repay the loan plus 
10% annual interest; students who do not graduate with a degree in social work must repay 
the loan plus 15% annual interest. Requires that DHR Secretary set repayment schedules, 
that all repayments and interest be placed in Fund, and that loan awards begin with the 
1994-95 academic year. Effective 1 July 1994.

H 153. \.C. RAIL COUNCIL. Intro. 2/15; comm. sub. adopted 4/8. House 
amendment clarifies that the Board of Transportation shall have two ex officio members, 
one of which shall be the chair of the NC Rail Council. If not already a member of the 
Board on the effective date of the act, the chair of the NC Rail Council shall not become 
a Board member until a vacancy in the at-large membership of the Board occurs, 
whereupon the at-large membership shall be reduced from seven to six members. 


H 262. AMEND LOBBYIST LAW. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute changes 
title of bill to "AN ACT TO REQUIRE REGISTERED LOBBYISTS TO REPORT 
EXPENDITURES. MADE TO INFLUENCE OR SOLICIT OTHERS TO INFLUENCE 
ACTIONS OF EXECUTIVE BRANCH AGENCIES AT THE SAME TIME THAT THE 
LOBBYISTS REPORT EXPENDITURES TO INFLUENCE LEGISLATIVE ACTIONS, 
AND TO MAKE OTHER CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO THE LOBBYING LAW, 
AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR.” Restores existing statutory 
definition. of “compensation.” Re-defines "executive action” as action relating to a rule 
or execuuive order and action relating to matters placed before the General Assembly by a 
state agency or by an officer of a state agency, adds definition of rule,” and excludes 
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Utilities Comm’n from definition of state agency. Defines "legislative employee” as 
employees and officers of the General Assembly and consultants and counsel to members, 
legislative committees, and legislative commissions if paid by state funds. Expands 
definition of lobbying to include electronic, as well as oral or written, communication 
with the General Assembly or legislative employees, and removes from definition of 
lobbying language relating to influencing executive action. Restores statutory language 
excluding reimbursement of actual travel and subsistence expenses from definition of 
“compensation” unless a significant part of the individual’s duties involve lobbying 
before the General Assembly. Removes provision requiring Sec’y of State to provide list 
of registered lobbyists to each state agency. Acds provision requiring lobbyists and 
principals to include in report of lobbying expezses a report of expenditures made to 
influence executive action. Raises from $25.00 to $50.00 the maximum value of items 
that need not be included in report of expenditrvres for lobbying and influencing executive 
action. Expands provision requiring designated ‘egislative liaisons of state departments 
and agencies to file expenses reports relating to lobbying expenses. Deletes provisions 
exempting from provisions of the law (1) persons who submit comments on a proposed 
Tule at a public hearing by a state agency, and (2) attorneys who represent a party in a 
request for declaratory ruling or administrative hearing under G.S. Ch. 150B or any other 
quasi-judicial proceeding. 


H 513. DEV. DISABILITY SINGLE PORTAL. Intro. 3/24. House committee 
substitute adds to GS 122C-3 a definition of "day/ night service” as follows: a service 
provided on a regular basis, in a structured, environment that is offered to the same 
individual for a period of three or more hours within a 24-hour period. Clarifies that 
substance abuse authorities are included in singic portal requirements. Changes proposed 
GS 122C-132.1 (single portal of entry and exit designation for services for individuals 
with developmental disabilities) by deleting provision that required that persons be 
discharged from services for individuals with developmental disabilities as described in an 
area’s single portal of entry and exit policy. Clarifies that an area’s plan must contain 
provisions concerning purchase of services in developmental day centers and rehabilitation 
facilities only to the extent that the area authority provided-funds for that purpose. 


H 548. SEAFOOD PARK AUTHORITY/NO GUNS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. adopted 
5/6. House amendment changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1993. 


H 611. VOC. REHAB. COUNCIL CHANGE. Intro. 3/29. House committee 
substitute revises provisions relating to composition and appointment of Vocational 
Rehabilitation Advisory Council as follows: (1) provides that Council will consist of 15 
voting members plus the Director of the Div’n of Voc. Rehab. Services and one vocational 
rehabilitation counselor employed by the Div’n as ex officio, non-voting members; (2) 
provides that five members will be appointed by the President pro tem. including one 
member recommended by N.C. Citizens for Business and Industry, one member 
representing providers of community rehabilitation services, one vocational rehabilitation 
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counselor who is not an employee of the Div’n, and two persons representing disability 
advocacy groups (three of the five appointees must be persons with disabilities); (3) 
provides that five members will be appointed by the Speaker, including one member 
representing business and industry, one member representing labor, one member 
representing a parent training and information center, and two members representing 
disability advocacy groups (three of the five appointees must be persons with disabilities); 
and (4) provides that five members will be appointed by the Governor, including a 
member representing business and industry, one member representing regional 
_rehabilitations centers for the physically disabled, one member representing the Statewide 
Independent Living: Council, one member representing the Client Assistance Program, and 
one current or former applicant or recipient of vocaticaal rehabilitation services (three of 
the five appointees must be persons with disabilities). 


H 625. NEGLECTED JUVENILE DEFINITION. Intro. 3/29. House amendment 
removes from original bill explanation that “developniental delay” may include a failure 
to get eyeglasses, hearing aids, speech therapy, or orthopedic braces. 


H 644. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. adopted 
4/22; comm. sub. adopted 5/6. House amendment deletes provision of GS 113A-64(a)(2) 
allowing civil penalties to be used to carry out purposes and requirements of 

’ Sedimentation Pollution Control Act, and adds provision requiring that civil penalties 
under the act be credited to the General Fund as nontax revenue. 


H 659. WAGE & HOUR/CIVIL PENALTIES. Intro. 3/29. House amendment makes 
technical change. 


H 753. CARY STREET RIGHT-OF-WAY. Intro. «;/6. House committee substitute 
corrects statutory citation and adds provision limiting application of act to real property 
within Wake County. 


H 801. CABARRUS HUNTING. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 5/6. House amendment 
allows deer hunting only from a “permanent or portable” stationary stand. 


H 946. STATE CONTRACTS/HANDICAPPED. Intro. 4/15. House committee 
substitute clarifies that state policy promoting the use of minority, physically 
handicapped, and women contractors for state contracts includes consideration of 
"disabled business enterprises” for those contracts. Provides a more detailed definition of 
"disabled business enterprise” as a nonprofit entity whose main purpose is to provide 
ongoing habilitation, rehabilitation, independent living, and competitive employment for 
handicapped persons through supported employment sites or business operated to provide 
training, employment, and competitive wages for those people. Adds provision requiring 
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that, in seeking contracts from the State, a disabled business enterprise must assure the 
Sec’y of Administration that payments received under any contract would be directed to 
training, employment of, and payment of competitive wages to handicapped employees. 


H 986. AMEND DANGEROUS DOG LAW. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 
restores language of existing GS 67-4.1(c) relating to de novo (rather than record review) 
by superior court of decisions by local animal control agencies regarding potentially 
dangerous dogs. 


H 1050. DNA DATABASE AND DATABANK. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute makes clear in original bills’ proposed GS 15A-266.7 (procedures for 
conducting DNA analysis of blood sample) that DNA samples must be securely stored in 
the State Databank. Changes proposed GS 15A-266.10 (expungement) to require that a 
copy of an application for expungement be served on the district attorney of the district in 
which the felony conviction was. obtained not less than twenty days before the date of 
hearing on the. application. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 


H 1053. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING LIMITED. Intro. 4/19, committee substitute 
adopted 5/5. House amendment #1 deletes provision that limits would not be applicable 
to property where commercial or industrial activity is permitted by applicable zoning or 
land use. In its place, amendment provides that, “There shall be no prohibition affecting 
outdoor advertising under this section on the opposite side of such highway.” House 
amendment #2 provides that proposed statute’s limits do not apply to farmers advertising 
produce for sale or ’pick-your-own’ farms. 


H 1119. PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT CHANGES. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute (1) changes burden of proof required to overcome statutory presumptions to 
clear and convincing evidence (was, beyond reasonable doubt); (2) provides that the court 
may tax as part of costs expenses for blood or genetic marker tests and comparisons (was, 
court may assess costs of tests to party determined to be parent); (3) deletes provision that 
would have given paternity actions priority for trial above other matters; (4) amends GS 
49-14 to change burden of proof in civil actions to establish paternity to clear and 
convincing evidence (now, beyond a reasonable doubt); and (5) amends GS 49-14 to 
delete evidence that putative father declined opportunity for blood test as basis for 
establishing paternity. 
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S 78. PRIMARY DATE CHANGED. Intro. 2/8. Senate committee substitute rewrites 
original bill by changing title to "AN ACT TO CHANGE THE. DATE OF THE 
PRIMARY TO THE TUESDAY NINE WEEKS BEFORE THE GENERAL ELECTION 
AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES.” Changes primary date of original bill 
from the first Tuesday in September to the Tuesday nine weeks before the general 
election. Changes dates for filing notice of candidacy for offices listed in GS 163-106(c) 
(Governor, Lt. Governor, judges, district attorney, state legislators, etc.) from between 
the last Monday in June and the third Monday thereafter before the primary, to between 
the Monday immediately preceding the Tuesday ten weeks before the primary and the 
Monday immediately preceding the Tuesday eight weeks Uefore the primary. 

Committee substitute offers two distinctly different changes in GS 163-22(k) in 
separate sections. Section eight makes technical changes in original bill’s change in GS 
163-22(k). Section seven provides that State Board of Elections may by resolution 
adopted before the printing. of primary ballots reduce the time by which ballots and 
absentee ballots must be printed and distributed before primary or general election (was in ~ 
original bill, and is in section eight of committee substitute, by resolution adopted before 
the first day of the election year). Provides that the act would expire on 1 July 1995 and 
would not apply with respect to primaries or elections held on or after 1 July 1995. 


_ § 466. BURIAL TRUST FUNDS. Intro. 3/4. Senate committee substitute makes no 
change in original bill. 


S 579. WORKERS COMP. SOLVENCY. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute 
deletes original bill’s provision of a new GS 97-93.1, which required that groups of | 
employers who collectively self-insure their workers’ compensation liability place security 
deposit or surety bond with Comm’r of Insurance. Makes other technical changes. 
Changes effective date from 1 July 1993 to 4 January 1994. 


S 602. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH INSURANCE. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee 
substitute deletes: (1) original bill’s repeal of GS 58-50-10 (all claim forms must conform 
to certain language approved by Commissioner of Insurance) and (2) original bill’s new 
GS 58-3-170, which provided, effective 1 January 1994, that all claims submitted by 
health care providers to health benefit plans, including workers’ compensation insurance 
policies, appear on a uniform form or in a format developed by Dep’t of Insurance and 
approved by Comm’r. 


S 603. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee 
substitute makes several technical changes, deletes sections that would have repealed a 
number of listed statutes, and makes the following substantive additions to the bill. 


Educational requirements for bail bondsmen. Adds new GS 58-71-71 providing that 
any person seeking licensure as a bail bondsman must complete at least 20 hours of 
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education pertinent to duties and responsibilities of bondsmen, including applicable laws 
and regulations; that licensed bondsmen must complete annually at least 10 hours of 
continuing education (not to include a written or oral examination); that persons licensed 
as bondsmen before act’s effective date must complete continuing education requirement 
but need not meet 20-hour requirement (except bondsmen 65 years old or older need not 
meet either requirement); that NC Bail Agents Ass’n must provide education called for by 
the act, subject to approval by Comm’r of Insurance of courses offered; and that person 
falsely representing to Comm’r that he has completed these requirements is subject to 
penalties and fines. 

Regulation of burgla-y & theft, personal injury, and property damage insurance. 
Provides that burglary and theft insurance, and personal injury or property damage 
insurance subject to the North Carolina Rate Bureau (GS Ch. 58, Art. 36) is not subject 
to regulation under the Insrrance Regulatory Reform Act (GS Ch. 58, Art. 41). 

Civil penalty for fail:zie to acknowledge claim. Adds GS 58-3-100(c) to authorize 
Comm’r of Insurance to assess civil penalty if insured fails to acknowledge a claim within 
30 days after written notice of claim. (Now, this section authorizes revocation, 
suspension, or refusal to renew license for such action but does not mention civil 
penalties.) 

Effective date. Makes many portions of the act effective Oct. 1, 1993; remainder 
effective on ratification. 


S 613. CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/29. Senate 
amendment revises ballot proposition to include statement that districts will be the same 
as for election of Mecklenburg County Board.of Commissioners. 


Senate committee 
substitute deletes original bill’s provision of uniform claim forms pursuant to a new GS 
58-3-175. : 


S 623. HMO IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee substitute changes 
title of the bill to "AN ACT TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS IN THE LAWS 
GOVERNING HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE LICENSING AND REGULATION OF PREFERRED PROVIDER 
ORGANIZATIONS, EXCLUSIVE PROVIDER PANELS, AND OTHER MANAGED 
CARE OPERATIONS.” Adds definition of "peer review committee” and provides that a 
member of a duly appointed peer review committee who acts without malice or fraud is 
not liable for civil damages in connection with acts performed within the scope of the 
committee’s functions. Revises other provisions relating to confidentiality of records and 
proceedings of HMO peer review committees.

Revises 
proposed G.S. 58-50-180 relating to requirements for provider availability and 
accessibility to require each managed care plan to provide health services for enrollees 
consistent with the standards of a nationally-accrediting body satisfactory to the Comm’r, 
including reasonable proximity to business or personal residences of enrollees, reasonable 
hours of operations and after hours services, accessible emergency care services, sufficient 
providers and staff, etc. Also revises provisic.as of proposed G.S. 58-50-185 relating to 
requirements for complaint and grievance procedures for managed care plans. Adds 
provision allowing Comm’r of Insurance to waive requirements regarding credentialing of 
providers in managed care plans if the plan has been accredited by a nationally recognized 
accrediting body satisfactory to the Comm’r.- Eliminates proposed G.S. 58-50-205 
relating to requirements for claims processing by managed care plans. Makes provisions 
relating to licensing of preferred provider organizations applicable to managed care plans. 


S 760. NO GIFTS FOR PURCHASING AGENTS. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 5/6. 
Senate amendment provides that the $25 limit on gifts to purchasing agents is an annual 
limit. 


S 767. CHARLOTTE/ MECKLENBURG DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/8. Senate 
amendment makes technical changes. 


S 793. NO HANDGUNS UNLESS 18. Intro. 4/12. Senate amendment # 2 provides 
that prohibitions on handguns for minors in GS 14-269.7 do not apply to emancipated - 
minors who possess a handgun inside their residence; Senate amendment # 1 provides that 
misdemeanor violation for selling or giving weapons to minors (GS 14-315) applies to 
"leaded cane or slungshot” (was, “loaded cane or slingshot”).

S 832. REVENUE DEP’T HEARINGS. Intro. 4/13. Senate amendment provides that 
hearing may be set at a date later than 90 days after a timely request for a hearing was 
filed, if mutually agreed upon by the taxpayer and the Sec’y of Revenue. Also provides 
that a hearing may be postponed for more than 90 days upon the same kind of mutual 
agreement. Makes other technical and clarifying changes.

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S 885. HEALTH INS./PHARMACY OF CHOICE. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee 

- substitute provides that the act does not apply to (i) any entity that has its own facility, 
employs its own health care personnel, and dispenses prescription drugs from its own 
pharmacy to its employees (except one that contracts with an outside pharmacy or provide 
prescription drugs and services); or (ii) any federal program, clinical trial progrem, or 
hospital when dispensing drugs to its own patients. Rewrites portion concerning rebates 
to provide that if rebates or marketing incentives are allowed to pharmacies providing 
services under a health benefit plan, the incentives must be offered on an equal basis to all 
pharmacies providing services under a benefit plan when pharmacy services are p:irchased 
in the same volume and under the same terms of payment. 


Senate committee 
substitute adds to original bill’s proposed GS 90-31.1 provisions permitting Board of 
Dental Examiners to exempt dentists from continuing education requirements by 
regulation if they are receiving alternate learning experiences or if they have limited 
practices. 


S 897. MECKLENBURG CODE EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. adopted 5/6. 
Senate amendment clarifies that this act applies to Mecklenburg County only. 


S 906. WORKER’S COMP. REFORM. Senate committee substitute will be digested in 
tomorrow’s Bulletin. 


S 921. FAXING MILITARY/ OVERSEAS BALLOTS. Intro. 4/20. Senate conimittee 
substitute changes original bill’s new GS 163-257 (fax absentee voting) and new GS 
163-258 (overseas fax absentee voting) as follows: (1) adds provision that ballots and 
other necessary information may be faxed to a voter, and (2) removes from original bill 
the requirement that a voter voting by fax must sign a statement acknowledging surrender 
of the right to a secret ballot. 


Senate committee 
substitute makes stylistic change. 


Committee 
substitute makes clear in bill’s proposed GS 95-229.11 (precautionary safety 
arrangements) that such arrangements must be cost-effective (was, just appropriate for the 
concerned work). Makes other clarifying and technical changes. Changes effective date to 
1 January 1994.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1309. LRC STUDY CHIROPRACTIC CARE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE APPLICATION OF 
CHIROPRACTIC CARE FOR THE COST-EFFECTIVE DELIVERY OF HEALTH 
CARE.” Authorizes study as title indicates, with interim report to 1994 session of 
General Assembly permitted and final report to the 1995 General Assembly. - 
Introduced by Stamey. 


H 1310. COOPERATIVE EDUCATION TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE A TAX 
CREDIT FOR EMPLOYERS WHO HIRE COOPERATIVE EDUCATION STUDENTS.” 
Adds new GS 105-130.42 (corporation income tax) and -151.23 (individual income tax) 
granting tax credit to businesses and individuals that hire cooperative education students. 
Sets credit at 50% of student’s wages, with maximum credit for. taxpayer of $2,000 per 
year. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 1311. USE VALUE WHEN RENTER BUYS LAND. "TO PROVIDE THAT WHEN 
FARMLAND THAT IS TAXED ON THE BASIS OF ITS PRESENT USE VALUE IS 
CONVEYED BY THE OWNER TO THE LESSEE WHO WAS ALREADY 
CULTIVATING THE LAND, THERE IS NO ROLLBACK OF DEFERRED TAXES.” 
Amends GS 105-277.3 to provide that a person who buys otherwise eligible agricultural 
land that he has been renting and cultivating may immediately qualify for taxation at 
present-use value. [Notwithstanding the title, this bill has no effect on the rollback of 
deferred taxes.] Effective for the 1993 tax year. Allows application for benefit afforded 
by this act to be filed on or before Sept. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt and James. 
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H 1312. HEAD START BOND ACT (=S 1087). "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE 
OF ELEVEN MILLION FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS GENERAL 

OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED 
VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER AVAILABLE 

FUNDS, FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR FACILITIES FOR THE HEAD 

START PROGRAM.” Identical to S 1087, introduced 10 May. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1313. COMM. COLLEGE SALARY SCHEDULE. "TO ESTABLISH A SALARY 
“SCHEDULE FOR PERSONNEL OF THE NORTH CAROLINA COMMUNITY 

COLLEGE SYSTEM.” Adds new GS 115D-25.3, effective July 1, 1993, to require that 
employees of each community college must be compensated under salary schedule set out 

in byfl, as follows: (1) each employee to be assigned to column of salary schedule that 
ccrresponds to employee’s applicable educational level; (2) each employee to be assigned 

to step of salary schedule that corresponds, to next highest dollar amount, to employee’s 

salary as of July 1, 1993, after giving effect to salary increases provided by General 

Assembly that are effective July 1, 1993; (3) each employee to be eligible annually to 

advance one step on salary schedule effective July 1 of each year; (4) salary increases for 
advancement through salary schedule to be paid to employees in addition to : 
across-the-board increases granted: by General Assembly; and (5) compensation for term 
of employee’s contract to be paid at monthly rate provided by bill for number of months 
that employee is employed.

H 1314. PARTNERS OF WAKE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
PARTNERS OF WAKE COUNTY’S PROGRAM FOR TROUBLED YOUTH.” 
Appropriates $60,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium from the General Fund to 
Partners of Wake County, Inc. as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kuczmarski. 


H 1315. CUED SPEECH CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE TRANSITION AND SUPPORT FOR DEAF AND HARD-OF-HEARING 
STUDENTS USING CUED SPEECH IN MAINSTREAM-EDUCATION PROGRAMS.” 
Appropriates $95,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Public Instruction for Cued Speech Center in Wake County to provide statewide services 
for deaf and hard-of-hearing children going from Cued Speech preschool programs to 
public school elementary programs. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kuczmarski. 3 


Hf 1316. BRAILLE LITERACY (=S 1024). "TO REQUIRE A DETERMINATION OF 
THE APPROPRIATE READING/WRITING MEDIUM FOR EACH VISUALLY 
IMPAIRED STUDENT.” Identical to S 1024, introduced 4 May. 

Introduced by Kuczmarski. 
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H 1317. AFFORDABLE HOUSING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
INCREASE AND SUSTAIN THE CAPACITY OF NONPROFIT HOUSING 
DEVELOPERS TO PRODUCE AFFORDABLE HOUSING.” Appropriates $2.5 million 
for 1993-94 from the General Fund to the North Carolina Housing Finance Agency to be 
allocated to community-based nonprofit low-income housing development organizations, 
as defined by the act, to be used to support development of affordable housing and for 
grants to new and existing housing development organizations to support operations and 
project activities. NC Housing Finance Agency to establish rules and regulations 
governing the awarc of such grants and performance standards for continued funding. NC 
Housing Finance Agency to report every 6 months to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations on the use of allocated funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Colten, 


H 1318. NC SOLAR CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA SOLAR CENTER.” Appropriates $500,000 for each year of 
1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce for administrative and 
program costs of cited center at NC State University. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Colton. © 


H 1319. LRC STUDY PILOT PROGRAMS. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY PILOT PROGRAMS.” As title indicates. 
Comm ’n may make final report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Ramsey. 


H 1320. LRC STUDY CEMETERY COMM’N. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE CEMETERY 
COMMISSION AND THE REGULATION OF CEMETERIES IN THIS STATE.” As 
title indicates; study to include need for additional legislation to protect consumers when 
private cemetery ceases operation or is sold to successor entity, and need for requiring 
plats to be filed witn register of deeds of county where cemetery is located and need to 
keep plats up-to-date. Comm’n may make interim report to 1994 session and must make 
final report to 1995 session. Appropriates $15,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
from General Fund to Comm’n for study. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hill. 


H 1321. $1000 IMPACT/FISCAL NOTE NEEDED. "TO REQUIRE A FISCAL NOTE 
FOR ANY LEGISLATION INTRQDUCED THAT REASONABLY APPEARS TO HAVE 
AN ANNUAL FISCAL IMPACT OF ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS OR MORE ON THE 
STATE’S BUDGET.” Effective for fiscal estimates addressing the 1994-95 fiscal year, 
adds.GS 120-36.7(e) as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993, appropriates $15,000 from 
General Fund to General Assembly for 1993-94 for needed staff support. 

Introduced by Bowman. 
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H 1322. ALAMANCE DISPUTE SETTLEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR THE ALAMANCE COUNTY DISPUTE SETTLEMENT CENTER.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Administrative Office of the Courts $5,000 for 
1993-94 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Bowman. 


H 1323. REPUBLICAN CAUCUS OMNIBUS. "TO PROVIDE FOR REVENUE 
FAIRNESS, TO MAKE BASE BUDGET AND EXPANSION BUDGET 
APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS OF 
STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS AND AGENCIES, AND TO EFFECT OTHER 
CHANGES TO THE OPERATION OF STATE GOVERNMENT.” 

Tax reductions. Incorporates ihe provisions of H 1181, which intum —__ 
incorporated H 1178 PHASE OUT STATE FOOD TAX, H 1179 UNIVERSAL CHILIS 
CARE CREDIT, AND H 1180 REDUCE CORPORATE INCOME TAX. 

General Fund and Highway Fund Appropriations. Appropriates in General Fund 
$8,508,424,599 for 1993-94 and $8,851,117,277 for 1994-95. Estimates increases in 
revenue due to sale of State surplus facility and land and reduction in Dep’t of Revenue field 
operations of $10.7 million in 1993-94 and $9 million in 1994-95. States that 
appropriations in bill have been adjusted to reflect General Fund savings from 
implementation of GPAC recommendations of $166,726,484 in 1993-94 and $212,210,738 
in 1994-95. Appropriates in Highway Fund for Dep’t of Crime Control & Public Safety 
$3,240,260 in 1993-94 and $5,499,683 in 1994-95. Contains no other Highway Fund or 
Highway Trust Fund appropriations, and includes no appropriations of Block Grant Funds. 

Legislative Branch appropriations to revert. Amends GS 143-18 to repeai clause 


that now provides that unexpended appropriations made to General Assembly do not revert. 

Combine funding categories in Public School Fund. Combines budget categories 
for classroom teachers and enhancement teachers into a single category for classroom 
teachers. Combines categories for clerical, teacher assistants, and custodians into single 
category for school-based noninstructional personnel, and reduces base budget appropriation 
for this category by 15%. 

Teacher salary funds. Earmarks $23.3 million in each year of biennium for 
one-step increment, effective 7/1/93, to State-paid teachers. Earmarks $19.3 million in each 
year of biennium to increase entry level step on teacher salary schedule to $2,002 per 
month, effective 7/1/93. Earmarks $38.8 million in each year of biennium for differentiated 
pay. 

Appoint Sup’t of Public Instruction. Submits constitutional amendment to make 
Sup’t of Public Instruction appointed by State Board of Education to serve at the-Board’s 
pleasure. 

UNC full-time equivalent computation. Provides that UNC Board of Governors 
shall revise FTE formula to count undergraduate students taking between 12 and 1¢ credit 
hours as 4/5 FTE, students taking between 15 and 18 hours as 1 FTE, and students taking 
18-21 hours as 1.5 FTE. Specifies rates for graduate students as 4/5 FTE for 9-12 hours, 1 
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FTE for 12 or more hours. 

Full cost for out-of-state tuition. Amends GS 116-144 to require UNC Board of. 
Governors to set nonresident tuition at rate necessary to "fully fund the average educational 
and general cost of providing undergraduate or graduate education” at each institution. 

Undergraduate tuition issues. States that undergraduates in UNC system should 
pay at least 18% of educational and general costs, excluding financial aid, and requires 
Board of Governors to phase in attainment of this level of tuition beginning in 1993-94 to be 
completed by 1996-97. Requires Board of Governors to develop tuition and fee policy that 
limits tuition and required fees to less than 25% of the cost to undergraduate resident 
students of attending school. Requires Board of Governcrs to develop plan for increasing 
State-funded need-tased financial aid, with strong emphasis on a grants program. Directs 
Board to develop higher tuition rates. for graduate and professional programs. Requires 
implementation of van for all tuition increases beginning ‘7 1993-94. | 

Eliminate Energy Div’n. Abolishes Energy Div’n in Dep’t of Commerce, 
transfers petroleum overcharge and weatherization programs to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
and transfers oversight and regulatory duties to Utilities Comm’n. 

Abolish Seafood Industrial Park Auth. Abolishes cited Authority and discontinues 
operation of Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park. 

Line-item veto. Incorporates provisions of H 45 LINE-ITEM VETO. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 1324. LRC STUDY USED VEHICLE WARRANTY. “JOINT RESOLUTION 
AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
ADVISABILITY OF PROTECTING PURCHASERS OF USED MOTOR VEHICLES AND 
OF EXTENDING WARRANTIES TO THE SALE OR LEASE OF USED MOTOR 
VEHICLES.” As title indicates. Comm’n to report fincings in 1995. 

Introduced by Beall. 


H 1325. BLACK MOUNTAIN CENTER. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A NEW 
WING AT THE BLACK MOUNTAIN CORRECTIONAL CENTER FOR WOMEN.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Corrections, Div’n of Prisons $412,000 
for 1993-94 to construct new wing for vocational, educational, recreational, and 
programming activities at Black Mountain Correctional Center for Women. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Nesbitt, Colton, and Crawford. 


H 1326. DURHAM LEIGH FARM PARK FUNDS (=S 1105). “TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR THE CITY OF DURHAM LEIGH FARM PARK.” Appropriates $175,000 
for each year of the 1993-95 biennium from the General Fund to the City of Durham as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Luebke. 
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H 1327. SOCIAL WORKERS’ ED. LOAN FUND (=S 1059). "TO ESTABLISH THE 
SOCIAL WORKERS’ EDUCATION LOAN FUND AND TO APPROPRIATE ISIS FOR 
ITS IMPLEMENTATION.” Identical to S 1059, introduced 6 May. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1328. SECRETARY OF STATE FUNDS-1. “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR ADDITIONAL STAFF.” 
Appropriates $126,950 for 1993-94 and $113,500 for 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t 
of the Sec’y of State for three data control clerks in Corporations Div’n and one computer 
systems analyst II. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour. : 


H 1329. OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL FUNDS-1. "TO APPROPR:ATE FUNDS 
FOR THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL FOR A CLASSIFICATION AND 
COMPENSATION STUDY AND A HUMAN RESOURCES MONITORING PROGRAM.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration (1) $450,346 for 1993-94 and 
$201,296 for 1994-95 for classification and compensation study, and (2) $386,028 for 
1993-94 and $331,978 for 1994-95 for human resources monitoring program. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1330. STATE CONTROLLER FUNDS (=S 1103). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE OFFICE OF THE STATE CONTROLLER FOR THE INFORMATION RESOURCE 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION.” Appropriates $425, 242 for 1993-94 and $409,169 for 
1994-95 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1331. DHR PROGRAMS FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES PROGRAMS.” Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Services for the Deaf and the Hard of 
Hearing, $200,000 for 1993-94 and $300,000 for 1994-95 to establish a pilot Extended Year 
Program on the three campuses of the N.C. Schools for the Deaf. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Youth Services, $500,000 for 
1993-94 and $1,551,513 for 1994-95 to provide Sex Offender Treatment Programs in the 
Training Schools. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1332. PARK AUTHORITY/PARK FUND. ”TO ESTABLISH A NORTH CAROLINA 
PARK AUTHORITY, TO ESTABLISH A PARK FUND OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR 
LAND ACQUISITION AND CAPITAL PROJECTS AT STATE PARKS AND CITY AND 
COUNTY PARKS, AND TO FUND THE PARK FUND OF NORTH CAF.OLINA 
PRIMARILY FROM THE DEED STAMP TAX.” Creates NC Park Auth’y, within Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR), with duty to: (1) receive public and 
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private donations, appropriations, grants, and revenues for deposit in Park Fund of NC; (2) 
to issue revenue bonds to finance land acquisition, capital repairs, improvements, etc.; and 
(3) to allocate funds for land acquisition, repairs, improvements, etc. from Park Fund. 
Auth’y to consist of nine members, three members each appointed by Governor, House 
Speaker, and Senate President Pro Tempore. Creates special, nonreverting, and . 
interest-bearing revenue fund known as Park Fund of NC, whose principal and income to be 
used for land acquisition, repairs, renovations, and construction at parks and recreation 
areas. Amends GS 105-228.30(b) to provide that of funds from excise deed stamp tax 
remitted to Dep’t of Revenue, Dep’t must credit not more than: $45,000 annually to 
DEHNR for expenses in administering Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund and Park 
Fund of NC, and remainder as follows: (1) 22.5% to Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust 
Fund; (2) 5.5% to NC State University for Recreation Resources Services to create rural 
tourism development program; (3) 72% to Park Fund of NC to be allocated as follows (i) 
36% to local gov’t units on 50% matching basis for local park and recreation purposes, (ii) 
28.8% to State Parks System, and (ili) 7.2% to local gov’t units or State Parks System 
based on merits of individual proposals. Repeals Part 13, Art. 7, GS Ch. 143B (Parks and 
Recreation Council). Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by DeVane. 


H 1333. LABOR DEP’T FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LABOR FOR ADDITIONAL STAFF AND EQUIPMENT.” 
Appropriates $3,346,274 for fiscal 1993-94 and $3,342,249 for fiscal 1994-95 from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Labor as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by DeVane. 


H 1334. LABOR DEP’T COMPUTER. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LABOR FOR EXPANSION OF COMPUTERIZED LINKAGE OF 
STATEWIDE INFORMATION AND RESOURCE CAPABILITIES.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to Dep’t Labor $1,500,000 for 1993-94 as title indicates. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Bowman. 


H 1335. RABIES VACCINE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
HUMAN RABIES VACCINE AND RABIES IMMUNE GLOBULIN FOR THE 
MEDICALLY INDIGENT.” Appropriates $50,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from 
General Fund to DEHNR as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Wright. 


H 1336. COMPLETE S CORP. LOSS RELIEF. "TO PROVIDE THE REMAINDER OF 
THE PARTIAL RELIEF ALLOWED IN 1990 TO SUBCHAPTER S CORPORATIONS 
FOR LOSS CARRYFORWARDS.” Repeals portions of GS 105-131.4(e) that limit the 
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amount of carryovers for SUBCHAPTER S corporations for tax years before 1993. For any 
overpayment created by act, demand must be made on or before July 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Creech. 


H 1337. NORPLANT AVAILABILITY/FUNDS. "TO REQUIRE THAT NORPLANT 
IMPLEMENTATION IS MADE AVAILABLE AND ACCESSIBLE TO RECIPIENTS OF 
AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN AND TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS.” Directs the Dep’t of Human Resources to ensure that all women who are eligible 
for assistance under the Aid to Families with Dependent Children Program (AFDC) receive 
written notification and counselir:g regarding the availability, effectiveness, and possible side 
effects of Norplant. Appropriate; to the Dep’t of Human Resources from the General Fund 
$5,000 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium to implement this. Appropriates to the Dep’t 
of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources from the General Fund $2,000,000 in each year of the 
1993- 95 biennium to provide Norreaat implantation without charge to women eligible for 
AFDC assistance. 

Introduced by Hall. 





H 1338. WOMEN’S HEALTH SERVICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 
FOR SERVICES TO WOMEN TO PREVENT PREGNANCY.” Requires the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to establish a Women’s Health Service Fund. 
The Dep’t is to make reimbursements from the fund to approved medical providers for 
services rendered to eligible women who voluntarily request the insertion, implantation, or 
injection of a long-term, reversible contraceptive devise or drug, as defined by the act.

Specifies new facilities as Eastern Processing Center, medium 
custodial level, 544 beds; Hyde Correctional Center, medium, 416 beds; East Work Facility, 
minimum, 500 beds; West Work Facility, minimum, 500 beds; and Boot Camp-West, 
minimum, 90 beds. Provides for facility expansions at 24 specified units. Included within 
987.5 million is $2,169,529 for contingencies; funds to be placed in State Prison and Youth 
Services Facilities Contingency Account and expended as specified in bill. Provides that 
administration of contracting, construction, etc. of facilities by Office of State Construction, 
Dep’t of Administration, may be accomplished without being subject to specified statutes; 
office must have verifiable 10% goal for participation by minority and women-owned 
businesses; office must provide quarterly reports to specified legislative committee chairs and 
others about any changes in projects and allocations in bill. Dep’t of Insurance and Dep’t 
of Correction must report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov’tmental Operations 
on their involvement in prison construction program. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1078. COMMUNITY COLLEGE SALARY SCHEDULE. ”TO ESTABLISH A 
SALARY SCHEDULE FOR PERSONNEL OF THE NORTH CAROLINA COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE SYSTEM.” Adds GS 115D-25.3 as title indicates. Schedule ranges from 
$1,880 per month for employee with less than a bachelor’s degree at entry level to $3,978 
per month for employee with doctor’s degree at top of the scale. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Marshall. 


S 1079. INSURANCE DEPARTMENT POSITIONS. "TO ALLOCATE FUNDS FROM 
THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE FUND TO THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 
TO ESTABLISH NEW POSITIONS AND FUND COMPUTER OPERATIONS.” 
Appropriates $349,492 for 1993-94 and $432,660 for 1994-95 from Dep’t of Insurance 
Fund to Dep’t Insurance to establish new positions specified in bill and to fund specified 
computer operations. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1080. PITTSBORO PEDESTRIAN SIGNAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR A PEDESTRIAN CALL SIGNAL AT HORTON MIDDLE SCHOOL IN THE TOWN 
OF PITTSBORO IN CHATHAM COUNTY.” Appropriates from the Highway Fund to the 
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Town of Pittsboro $10,000 for 1993-94 to install a pedestrian call signal on US Highway 
15-501 as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 
Introduced by Lee. 


S 1081. CRIM. RECORD CHECKS/HOSPITALS. ”TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE MAY PROVIDE CRIMINAL RECORD CHECKS TO 
HOSPITALS AND OTHER HEALTH CARE FACILITIES.” Adds new GS 114-9.3 to 
allow Dep’t of Justice to provide criminal record check to hospitals and other health care 
facilities licensed under GS Ch. 131E and Ch. 122C, including contract health care agencies 
of mental healt 1, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse auth’y subject to Art. 4, 
GS 122C, of pezson who is employed by area auth’y or applicant for employment if 
employee or applicant consents to record check. Dep’t must charge reasonable fee for 
record check.

S 1082. NASH/ WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT NASH COUNTY 
FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF ADOPTING OR 
AMENDING ZONING ORDINANCES FOR WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED 
PROTECTION.” Permits Nash County to satisfy notice requirements for adopting a 
watershed protection program by once-weekly publication of maps showing proposed action 
in a newspaper of general circulation and mail notice to property owners living outside the 
newspaper’s circulation area. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 1083. CHIROPRACTOR INS. EQUALITY ACT. "TO FULFILL THE INTENT OF 
THE INSURANCE EQUALITY STATUTE BY CORRECTING OMISSIONS IN THAT 
STATUTE.” Amends G.S. 58-50-30 to add provisions (1) that prohibit health insurance 
policies from imposing any limitation on treatment if performed by a duly licensed 
chiropractic physician acting within the scope of his practice unless a comparable limitation 
is imposed on treatment if performed by any other duly licensed physician, and (2) that 
prohibit an insurer from issuing a policy which has the effect, in actual application, of 
denying coverage for services routinely offered by chiropractic physicians.

S 1084. SERVICE AGREEMENT CHANGES. "TO MAKE SUBSTANTIVE AND 
TECHNICAL CHANGES AND IMPROVEMENTS IN THE LAWS REGULATING

PROPERLY ADMINISTER THOSE LAWS.” Adds new GS 58-1-36 to require each service 
agreement company to maintain contractual liability insurance with authorized insurer for 
100% of claims exposure, including reported and incurred but not reported claims and 
claims expenses, on gross written premiums (defined in bill) in state; specifies provisions 
that policy must contain. Amends GS 58-1-41(a) to require deposit to maintain market 
value of not less than $200,000 (now, not less than $200,000 and not more than $500,000).

Fund Administration. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1087. HEAD START BOND AUT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF ELEVEN 
MILLION FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS 
OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE 
STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR FACILITIES FOR THE HEAD START PROGRAM.” 
Authorizes vote in November 1993 general election for authorization to issue $11.4 million 
general obligation bonds or notes for capital improvements for Head Start facilities.

DHR to provide up to $50,000 
in scholarship funds, payable over four years, to at least 10 individuals entering NC medical 
schools. Those receiving scholarships required to serve as primary care physicians in rural 
and underserved areas in NC.

Senate 
committee substitute adds to the provisions governing terms of employment of school 
administrators hired or promoted after 1 July 1995 who are, therefore, ineligible for 
career status--that the cause for nonrenewal of such school administrators may not be for 
arbitrary, capricious, discriminatory, personal or political reasons. Provides that any 
school administrator who is not recommended for renewal shall have the right to an 
appeal in accordance with GS 115C-305 and GS 115C-325(n),and makes corresponding 
amendment to GS 115C-325(n). Provides that when possible, at least 90 days prior to 
end of the contract term, if a superintendent intends to notify a school administrator that 
the administrator will not be offered reemployment beyond the contract term, the 
superintendent shall give the administrator notice that termination is likely. and the 
administrator may request and participate in a conference with the superintendent at least 
60 days prior to the end of the contract term to discuss the reasons for the possible 
termination. If the superintendent or board of education fails to notify the administrator 
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at least 30 days (was, 90) prior to the end of the contract term that reemployment will not 
be offered, the administrator shall be entitled to 30 days (was, 90) of additional 
employment or severance pay beyond the date that notice of nonrenewal is received. 

Right of reassignment and employment at time of nonrenewal applies to school 
administrators who acquired career status prior to appointment as a school administrator. 
Clarifies that appeal provision does not apply to a principal whose contract is not renewed 
and who has not requested a hearing before the board of education. Adds new GS 
115C-276(q) to provide that a superintendent shall have the authority to assign principals 
to school buildings, but that, when making the assignment, the superintendent shall 
consider (1) whether a principal has demonstrated ability to improve student achievement 
at a school where conditions indicated a risk of low student performance, and (2) how to 
maintain stability at a school where there has been significant improvement during time 
principal has been there. 


S 446. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/3. Senate committee substitute changes title of 
bill to "AN ACT TO REDUCE THE BLOOD ALCOHOL CONTENT FOR DRIVING 
WHILE IMPAIRED AND RELATED OFFENSES FROM 0.10 TO 0.08; TO REDUCE 
THE MINIMUM BLOOD ALCOHOL CONTENT NECESSARY FOR AN IMMEDIATE 
TEN-DAY REVOCATION OF DRIVING PRIVILEGES FROM 0.10 TO 0.08; TO 
REDUCE THE BLOOD ALCOHOL LEVEL TO BE CONSIDERED AS SLIGHT 
IMPAIRMENT FROM 0.11 TO 0.09; TO MAKE THE RESULTS OF A FIRST 
BREATH TEST ADMISSIBLE UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; TO 
ESTABLISH THAT THE REVOCATION OF A PROVISIONAL LICENSEE’S LICENSE 
FOR DRIVING AFTER CONSUMING ALCOHOL SHALL BE UNTIL THE 
LICENSEE’S EIGHTEENTH BIRTHDAY OR FORTY-FIVE DAYS, WHICHEVER IS 
LONGER; TO PROVIDE CLARIFICATION ABOUT WHEN AN EARLIER 
CONVICTION FOR DRIVING WETLE IMPAIRED CAN BE USED FOR 
AGGRAVATION PURPOSES; TO ADD A NEW GROSSLY AGGRAVATING FACTOR 
TO IMPAIRED DRIVING; TO AMEND THE FELONY DEATH BY VEHICLE 
STATUTE; AND TO REQUIRE EXPUNCTION OF CIVIL REVOCATIONS 
FOLLOWING ACQUITTAL OF IMPAIRED DRIVING OFFENSES.” Changes bill’s 
amendment to GS 20-139.1(b3) to provide that if a person refuses to provide a second or 
subsequent breath sample (1) the refusal is not a willful refusal under GS 20-16.2(c), and 
(2) the results of a single breath sample (or if more than one breath sample is provided, 
the result of the sample providing the lowest alcohol concentration) may be used to 
provide a particular alcohol concentration to establish a violation of an offense involving 
impaired driving or for civil revocation purposes. Adds provisions amending GS’ 
20-179(c) (in addition to other provisions amending the same subsection already 
appearing in the bill) to provide that impaired driving while a child under the age of 16 
years was in the vehicle is a grossly aggravating factor that must be considered in 
sentencing if defendant is convicted of impaired driving. Adds provision amending GS 
20-141.4(a1) (felony death by vehicle) to include unintentional death caused by impaired 
driving in commercial vehicle. Adds new GS 20-16.5(k1) to require Div’n of Motor - 
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Vehicles to expunge a defendant’s civil revocation records following the defendant’s 
acquittal of an offense involving impaired driving, if the person has not been convicted of 
an offense during the civil revocation period. 


S 462. PRINCIPAL FELLOWS PROGRAM. Intro. 3/4. Senate committee substitute 
adds provisions that the State Education Assistance Authority is responsible for 
implementing, monitoring, collecting and enforcing scholarship loan agreements for the 
Principal Fellows Programs scholarship loans and that initial appointments to the Principal 
Fellows Comm’n are to be made by Sept. 15, 1993. Makes additional technical and 
conforming changes. 


S 505. COMMUNITY COLLEGES STUDY. Intro. 3/18; comm. sub. 5/6. Senate 
committee substitute provides that State Board of Community Colleges, as monitored and 
reviewed by the Monitoring Committee of the Comm’n on the Future of the NC 
Community College System, shall conduct the study authorized by the act. Thus, 
provision for a special Community Colleges and Future Excellence Task Force to conduct 
- study is deleted from act. Requires that Board make interim reports on study to Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee by 15 April 1994, and by 15 January 1995. 
Requires annual reports thereafter. 


S 625. ISTEA AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee substitute removes 
original bill’s amendment to GS 136-18(12) which would have permitted DOT to spend 
State highway funds and federal aid funds for environmental mitigation, transportation 
enhancements, transportation alternatives, including capital costs for transit, rail, bicycle 
and pedestrian projects. Authorization to comply with Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act remains. 


S 729. FRANKLIN/FRANKLINTON SCH. MERGER. Intro. 4/7. Senate committee 
substitute provides that the permanent board of education is comprised of seven members, 
five of whom are elected from districts, and two of whom are elected at large, in partisan 
elections in the same manner as elections for county officers. Establishes geographic 
areas of districts and assigns seat numbers among districts. Staggers terms of board 
members by providing that board members elected to odd-numbered seats in 1996 will 
serve four year terms, and board members elected to even-numbered seats in 1996 will 
serve two year terms. Deletes provision requiring State Board of Education to allot to the 
merged school unit for two years following the date of merger, or for duration of 
contracts existing at the time of ratification of act, funds that would have been allotted to 
the two existing administrative units if they had not merged, or funds to which the merged 
unit is entitled, whichever is higher. Requires county attorney for Franklin County to 
submit act to United States Attorney General for preclearance under Voting Rights Act. 
Makes additional technical and conforming changes. 
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S 758. PRESERVE RAILROAD EASEMENTS. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO ALLOW THE FILING OF AN 
AFFIDAVIT BY THE SECRETARY OF TRANSPORTATION TO STATE AN 
INTENTION TO PRESERVE A RAILROAD EASEMENT FOR FUTURE 
TRANSPORTATION PURPOSES AND NEGATE THE PRESUMPTION OF 
ABANDONMENT.” Provides that after removal of tracks, a railroad easement will not 
be presumed abandoned for a period of seven years if an affidavit executed by the Sec’y 
of the Dep’t of Transportation is filed with the register of deeds of the county in which . 
the easement is located stating the Sec’y’s intention to preserve the easement for future 
transportation use. Also provides that if, at the end of the seven-year extension of the 
easement, no railroad is using the easement for railroad purposes, the Dep’t of 
Transportation shall consider acquisition of the easement. 


S 793. NO HANOGUNS UNLESS 18. Intro. 4/12; amended 5/10. Senaie 
amendments (1) add new subsection providing that prohibition against possession of 
handgun by a minor does not apply to a minor who possesses a handgun with written 
permission of parent or guardian while hunting or trapping outside the limits of an 
incorporated municipality, and (2) re-define "handgun” as any “dangerous” firearm. 


S 811. ESC CONFORMING CHANGES. Intro. 4/12. Senate amendment restores 
parts of GS 96-13(b)(1) and GS 96-14(9) that would have been deleted by original bill. 
Specifically, limitations on benefits for services in educational institutions are restored, 
and provision that unemployment compensation benefits are reduced by payments 
received under Susial Security Act is restored. . 


S 883. TEACHiNG STANDARDS BOARD. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with a bill "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA | 
PROFESSIONAL TEACHING STANDARDS BOARD.” Adds new GS 115C-295.1 
creating the board named in title within the Dep’t of Public Education, but giving it 
authority indeperdent of the State Board of Education and the Dep’t of Public Instruction. 


Provides that, effective 1 Jan. 1994, the board will, among other duties: set standards for | 


public school teacher licensure; issue, renew, and revoke such licenses, approve teacher 
education programs; and monitor ethics Makes conforming changes throughout Chapter 
115C. 

Sets board membership at nineteen as follows: the state Sup’t of Public Instruction; 
four teachers, one representative of a teacher education institution, and one representative 
of business appointed by the Governor; three teachers, one representative of a teacher 
education institution, one representative of business, and one parent of a public school 
child recommended by President Pro Tempore of Senate and appointed by the General 
Assembly; three teachers, one school administrator, one representative of a teacher 
education institution, and one parent of a public school child recommended by Speaker of 
House and appointed by the General Assembly. Sets terms, beginning on 1 Sept. 1993, 
for members. Provides for board administration, expenses, and appointments to 
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vacancies. 

Amends GS 115-296 to provide that Professional Teaching Standards Board, rather 
than State Board of Education, sets teaching license (now, is certificate) requirements and 
fixes salary grades for those with license. Preserves State Board of Education’s role in 
overseeing certification requirements for principals and other administrators. Provides 
that all teachers or other public school employees paid on the teacher salary schedule who 
were certified teachers on 31 December 1993 shall be considered to be licensed so long as 
' their certification is not expired or revoked. Effective 1 July 1993, appropriates from the 
General Fund to the NC Professional Teaching Standards Board $50,000 in each fiscal 
year of the 1993-95 biennium to implement the act. 


S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. Intro. 4/ 19; comm. sub. adopted 5/10. 
Senate committee substitute adopted 5/10 changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO MAKE 
VARIOUS SUBSTANTIVE AMENDMENTS TO THE V.ORKERS’ COMPENSATION 
ACT”, and makes all changes summarized here excent the appropriations changes, made 
by amendment adopted 5/11. 

Definition of “injury.” With respect to compensation for back injuries, restores 
existing statutory ianguage that injury must have arisen from a "traumatic incident.” 

Definition of “disability.” Revises definition of "permanent total disability” to 
include physical inability to earn any wages in the same or other employment in NC or 
nearby surrounding areas as a result of injury; deletes provision in original bill excluding 
injuries included in schedule of injuries under GS 97-31. 

Election of remedies. Re-defines ”intentional tort” as intentional misconduct by an 
employer with knowledge that the misconduct is substantially certain to cause serious 
injury or death to employees that results in the death or injury of an employee; whether 
an act constitutes an intentional tort is a question of law and whether an employer acted 
with requisite intent is a question of fact for the jury. 

Reduction of benefits. Revises bill’s amendment to GS 97-12 to provide that 
compensation may be reduced by 10% if the employee’s injury is caused by his willful 
breach of any "reasonable” rule or regulation adopted by the employer. 

Procedures of the Industrial Comm’n. Deletes provisions relating to informal 
conferences to facilitate settlement of claims, but adds provision allowing Comm’n to 
order parties to participate in mediation. Deletes provision requiring employee to pay 
costs of defending claim (excluding attorneys fee) if employee rejects employer’s offer of 
settlement and does not obtain a more favorable award or judgment. Provides that rules 
adopted by Comm’n must be adopted pursuant to GS Ch. 150B. Deletes provisions 
relating to Advisory Committee for improvement of the Workers’ Compensation Act. 

Termination or modification of compensation benefits. Increases from 7 to 30 days 
the time in which an employee may request administrative review of employer’s decision 
to suspend compensation, and requires Comm’n to consider all medical evidence (was, 
medical reports based on examinations made within 15 days of employer’s notice of intent 
to terminate or modify compensation) in determining whether compensation should be 
terminated or modified. 
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Medical cost containment--preauthorization. Adds provisions requiring insurer to 
give notice to hospital regarding hospital and surgery review, and providing that a | 
hospital that refuses to treat an employee for other than an emergency medical condition 
because preauthorization has not been obtained shall be immune from civil liability. 

Benefits for temporary partial disability. Restores existing provisions of GS 97-30 
regarding temporary partial disability, retaining provision of original bill limiting benefits 
to maximum of 300 weeks. 

New penalties. Provides that a health care provider who "knowingly” charges or 
holds an employee financially responsible for the cost of services provided for a 
compensable injury is guilty of a misdemeanor. Adds new subsection providing that a 
hospital that relies on a written ordex of a physician in performing health care services is 
not subject to administrative penalties. 

Notice of coverage. Adds new GS 97-93(al) requiring employers tc 7cst notice 
regarding coverage under Workers’ Compensation Act. 

Effective date. Provides that provisions of bill relating to aiidenen program will 
not become effective unless and until General Assembly appropriates funds for 
implementation. Provides that provision relating to study of "difficult to place” workers’ 
compensation insurance risks is effective on ratification. Provisions relating to 
establishment of fee schedule for medical treatment are effective Oct. 1, 1993. Effective 
date for remaining provisions of bill remains Jan. 1, 1994. 

Appropriations. Senate amendment adds provisions (effective July 1, 1993) 
appropriating from the General Fund to the Industrial Comm’n $100,000 for each year of 
the biennium to establish an ombudsman program and $100,000 for each year of the 
biennium for the investigation of suspects workers’ compensation fraud. Makes 
conforming changes. 


S 910. PRESCRIPTION DRUG LABEL. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendment changes 
effective date from 1 January 1994 to 1 July 1994. 


S 925. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE. Intro. 4/20; committee substitute adopted 5/6. 
Senate amendment deletes section of bill which provided prima facie rule for presuming 
that person to whom vehicle is registered was operating it at the time of the violation. 


S 939. COMBINED AUTO FRANCHISES. Intro. 4/21. Senate committee substitute 
adds provision permitting manufacturers to require that new motor vehicle dealers 
maintain exclusive facilities, personnel, or display space, unless such requirements would 
be unreasonable in light of current economic conditions or would not be justified by 
reasonable business considerations (was, such requirements could not be imposed at all). 


S 950. HOSPICE CERT. OF NEED CHANGE-2. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee 
substitute adds the following: (1) amendment to GS 131E-176(9b), which adds hospice 
home care office, hospice inpatient unit, and hospice residential care facility to definition 
of "health service facility”; (2) amendment to GS 131E-176(9c), which adds hospice 
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inpatient and residential care beds to definition of "health service facility bed”; (3) 
amendment to GS 131E-176 which defines "hospice services” as hospice home care, 
hospice inpatient care, and hospice residential care; and (4) amendment to GS 
131E-176(16)d., which adds the offering of hospice services to the definition of “new 
institutional health services.” 


S 986. OAH MEDIATION PROGRAM (=H 657). Intro. 4/28. Senate committee 
substitute specifies that order to parties to attend a prehearing settlement conference 
conducted by a mediator must come from chief administrative law judge. 


S 987. HIGH-VOLTAGE LINE SAFETY ACT. Intro. 4/28; amended 5/5; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/10. First Senate amendment exempts from enforcement provision any person 
engaged in agricultural activities or any person engaged in activities on p-operty that they 
own or lease and which is encumbered by a high voltage line utility easement. Provides 
further that if application of the act places additional responsibilities on persons owning 
property subject to a high voltage line utility easement resulting in a significant 
diminution in property value, the owner may seek redress for the diminution in value as 
provided under existing law. Second Senate amendment provides that bill does not apply 
to the owner of the fee title over which any such overhead high-voltage line right of way 
exists nor to such owner’s lessee, renter, employee, agent, or invitee. 


S 1010. SENATE FLOOR PRIVILEGES. Intro. 5/3. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with “A SENATE RESOLUTION AMENDING THE PERMANENT 
RULES OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE 1993 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY OF NORTH CAROLINA RELATING TO RECALL OF BILL FROM 


~ COMMITTEE AND TO ADMISSION TO THE FLOOR OF THE SENATE.” Amends 


Rule 47(b) to allow the chairman of a committee to which a bill or other matter is 
assigned to recall the measure, with consent of two-thirds of the membership present 
and voting, to be referred to another committee or to the floor. Adds new Rule 67A 
providing that no one, other than members of the House and Senate, staff of the General 
Assembly, persons extended privileges of the floor by the presiding officer, and other 
designated persons, may be admitted to the floor of the Senate within 15 minutes prior to 
daily session. Specifically provides that registered lobbyists may not be admitted to or 
remain on the floor within 15 minutes prior to the daily session. Repeals Rule 67A 
effective June 10, 1993.

H 1344. ADVANCED DEGREE SUPPLEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO INCREASE THE SUPPLEMENTS PAID TO TEACHERS WITH 
ADVANCED DEGREES.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public 
Education $342,453 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to provide certified public 
school teachers with six-year degrees a salary supplement of $126 per month, and to 
provide public school teachers with doctoral degrees a salary supplement of $253 per 
month, in lieu of the separate salary schedules set forth in SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 72. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

Funds are to be 
provided to local health departments statewide based on a needs formula. Effective July 
1, 1993.

H 1348. COTTON PROMOTION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE ACCUMULATED 
INTEREST FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA WAREHOUSE ACT FUND FOR 
NONRECURRING COTTON PROMOTION PROJECTS AND ACTIVITIES.” Amends

SPECIAL P..OVISIONS 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
Insurance and fidelity bonds. Provides that all insurance & fidelity bonds shall be placed by Dep’t of 
Insurance. 

Contingency & emergency fund allocation. Earmarks $1,125,000 of the contingency & emergency 
appropriation in each year of the biennium for emergency allocations (i.e., to satisfy judgments, match 
unanticipated federal funds, respond to natural disasters, and call out Nat’! Guard), leaving $225,000 for other 
purposes. 

Budgeting pilot programs. Provides that any program designated by General Assembly as experimental, 
model or pilot shall be considered an expansion item until a succeeding General Assembly re-approves it; all 
programs funded through special appropriations bills are to be deemed pilot programs. 

Budget Practices Study Comm’n. Creates Budget Practices Study Comm’n of 14 members to study 
effectiveness of the Executive Budget Act. Speaker and President pro tem. each to appoint seven members, six 
of whom must be Senate or House members as appropriate and one of whom must be experienced in 
governmental fiscal management. Directs Comm’n to (1) compare Executive Budget Act with comparable 
legislation ir other states, (2) study the effect of current statutory provisions and administrative practices on the 
budget development, enactment, and administration process, and (3) study provisions of the budget system with 
respect to special revenue funds, federal funds, proprietary funds, university funds, fiduciary funds, and 
various types of departmental receipts. Gives the Comm’n the following additional powers and duties with 
specific reference to performance budget review process: (1) review and evaluate implementation of 
performance budgeting system; (2) examine presentation of information in that system to assure quality and 
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validity of information; (3) cooperate with Governor and agencies as additional program areas are converted to 
program budget format; and (4) propose strategies to General Assembly to manage and make decision based 
on the system. Allocates $40,000 of General Assembly’s appropriation for work of this Comm’n. 

Reserve for bloodborne pathogens. Directs that funds appropriated to cited reserve in Office of State 
Budget & Management to implement OSHA regulations regarding bloodborne pathogens may be used only for 
testing, inoculations, personal protection equipment, ard required cleanup equipment and supplies for covered 
employees and only if adequate funds are not available form other sources. Prohibits use of this money for 
planning or salaries for new positions. Directs OSBM to prepare long-range plan for State government 
implementation of OSHA bloodborne pathogen regulations to be presented by General Assembly by April 1, 
1994. 


SALARY INCREASES AND RETIREMENT BENEFITs. 

2% across-the-board increase. Grants a 2% pay increase across-the-board to all State officers and 
employees, except public school teachers covered by the teachers’ salary schedule. [See special provision 
under Public <cucation for change in teachers’ schedule. 

1% bonus in 1993. Grants a one-time bonus of 1 % of annual salary in effect on June 30, 1993, to all 
State cfficers and employees who were State employees on July 1, 1992, except teachers covered by teachers’ 
salary schedule, to be paid in lump sum in December, 1993. Bonus does not apply to clerks of superior court 
or their deputies and assistants or to members of the State Highway Patrol except for employees who are 
already at the top of their salary range. 

1.6% benefits increase for retirees. Increase retirement allowance of persons retired under 
State-administered retirement systems by 1.6%. 

Retirees guaranteed return of contributions. Incorporates provisions of S 528, intro. 3/28, which 
provides for a death benefit to be paid to a retiree or his surviving beneficiary in the amount of the difference, 
if any, between amount of accumulated contributions at retirement and total benefits paid after retirement. 

Legislators purchase creditable service. Amends GS 120-4.12 to permit eligible legislators to purchase 
prior service credit for the month of January 1985. 

Death benefit date change. Changes the effective date of SL 1987, Ch. 1108, which increased the 
maximum death benefit payable on the death of State employees to $50,000, from Aug. 1, 1988 to July 12, 
1988. This change affects beneficiaries of State employess who died between 7/12/88 and 8/1/88. 


ADMINISTRATION 

State Capitol restoration. Provides that Dep’t of Administration may pre-qualify bidders for all projects 
concerning restoration of the Capitol. 

Transfer Office of Marine Affairs. Amends GS 143-279.3(a) to transfer the Office of Marine Affairs to 
Dep’t of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources and makes conforming changes in several other sections. 

Employee training. Earmarks for employee training at least $3,000 for each year of the biennium of 
funds appropriated for travel expenses in Div’n of Information Services. 

Rape Crisis Center funds allocation. Directs that all funds appropriated for Rape Crisis Centers shall be 
available for direct services to victims of sexual assault and rape prevention services. Grants are to be awarded 
by Sepi. 1 each year and disbursed on quarterly basis. 

Domestic Violence Center funds. Directs that funds appropriated for domestic violence centers are to be 
allocated equally among centers in operation as of 7/1/90 that offer specified services. Provides that NC 
Coalition against Domestic Violence, Inc., is eligible for $10,000 grant. 

Parking revenues. Authorizes use of parking revenues in excess of parking system expense to be used to 
fund $10 per month subsidies for van pools and transit passes. 


AGRICULTURE 

Warehouse Act Funds. Amends GS 106-435 to provide that the interest received from all investments of 
the per bale tax on cotton shall be available for appropriation for capital projects and nonrecurring 
expenditures as provided in the act making the appropriation. Appropriates from the Warehouse Act Fund to 
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the General Fund, for 1993-94, $500,000 in accumulated interest for capital and nonrecurring expenditures. | 

Timber Sales Funds for Capital Projects Authorization. Authorizes the following expenditures during 
1993-94 from timber sales funds deposited with the State Treasurer under GS 146-30 in a capital improvement 
fund: (1) $323,000 for a shop and equipment storage facility at Upper Mountain Research Station; (2) 
$213,000 for a dairy milking parlor at Umstead State Farm. Authorizes the following 1994-95 expenditures 
from the same fund: (1) $168,900 for shop/storage at Horticulture Crops Research Station; and (2) $334,800 
for shop/storage at Upper Coastal Plain Research Station. 

Timber Sales Funds for Maintenance of State Farms Forest Lands. Transfers from GS 146-30 timber 
sale funds to the Reserve for Forest Management $20,000 for 1993-94 and $20,000 for 1994-95. 


AUDITOR. , ; 
Information about private organizations receiving State funds. Amends Gs 143-6.1 (a portion of the 
Executive Budget Act that places certain reporting requirements on private orgazizations receiving Sate funds) 
to make that section applicable to federal funds that flow through the State, and to provide that the financial 
Statements required by the section riusi be audited in accordance with auditing stuzdards prescribed by the 
State Auditor and must be received within six months after the end of the organization’s fiscal. year. 
Partial reversion of funds. Auihorizes Dep’t of State Auditor to carry forward from 1992-93 a balance of | 
$601,091 to be used to purchase data processing equipment and software. 


COMMERCE, DEP’T OF 

Industrial Development Fund/Local Match. Requires local governments requesting financial assistance 
from the Industrial Development Fund to demonstrate that it would be an economic hardship for the local 
gov’t to match State assistance. . 

NC Manufacturing Directory Proceeds. Permits expenditures, in addition to the $155,000 already 
budgeted for 1993-94 and 1994-95, for industrial promotional advertising from any amount collected from the 
sales of the NC Manufacturing Directory. Directory proceeds and amount spent on advertising shall be 
reported quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research 
Division. 

Home Program Matching Funds. Directs that funds appropriated in this act to the Dep’t of Commerce 
for the federal HOME Program shall be transferred to the Housing Finance A,sncy in the Office of the 
Governor and shall be used by the Agency to match federal funds appropriated for the HOME Program. In 
matching funds, first priority shall be given to projects located in counties designated as severely distressed, 
and second priority shall be given to projects benefiting persons and families with incomes 50% or less of the 
median family income for the local area. Funds appropriated in this act to match federal HOME Program 
funds shall not revert to the General Fund on June 30, 1995 and June 30, 1995. 

Housing Programs Transfer. Transfers statutory authority, powers, duties, and functions, records, 
personnel, property, and unexpended balances of appropriations, allocations, or other funds of the Housing 
Coordination and Policy Council, the HOME Program, the Permanent Housing for the Handicapped Homeless 
Program, and the Comprehensive Housing Affordability Strategy, from the Div’n of Community Assistance, 
Department of Commerce, to the Housing Finance Agency. Amends GS 122A-5, the statutory provision | 
granting general powers to- the Housing Finance Authority, to add the power to advise the Governor regarding 
the coordination of public and private low- and moderate-income housing programs, and to participate in and 
administer federal housing programs, including housing rehabilitation, construction of new housing, assistance 
to the homeless, and home ownership assistance. Repeals Part 1A of Art. 10 of GS Ch. 143B. Amends GS 
Ch. 122A to create the Housing Coordination and Policy Council in the Office of the Governor to advise the 
Governor regarding the coordination of various housing programs and the development of a comprehensive 
State housing plan. Council to consist of 15 governor-appointed members frem specified organizations, to 
serve four-year terms. 

Community Development Block Grant Reports. Directs the Dep’t to report quarterly on the Community 
Development Block Grant to the House Appropriations Subcommittee on Natural and Economic Resources and 
the Senate Appropriations Committee on Natural and Economic Resources. 
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Tourism Promotion Funds. Directs that appropriations for tourism promotion grants shall be allocated 
according to per capita income, unemployment, and population growth in an effort to direct funds to counties 
most in need in terms of lowest per capita income, highest unemployment, and slowest population growth. 

Center for Community Self-Help Funds. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to allocate $1 million for 1993-94 
to the Center for Community Self-Help to further a statewide program of lending to small businesses and other 
economic development projects in rural and other depressed or disadvantaged communities, provided these 
funds are matched on the basis of $1.00 of funds from the Center or its affiliates for every $1.00 of State 
funds. Requires the Center to submit financial reports and audits to the State Auditor and to report to the 
Dep’t of Commerce and specified legislative commissions and subcommittees. 

Economic Development Funds. Directs the Dep’t of Commerce to make the following allocations from 
funds appropriated in this act: (1) $300,000 for 1993-94 for the Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc., to 
provide free legal representation to low-income financially distressed small farmers; (2) $250,000 for 1993-94 
for the NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc., for its Small Farm Economic Development Project; 
and (3) $200,000 for 1993-94 to the NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc., to foster 
_ minority economic development. 

, Rural Economic Development Center. Directs the Dep’t to use $1,470,000 from appropriations to the 
Rural Economic Development Center for each year of the biennium for adminisirative costs of the Center and 
its pilot projects and research, with no more than $400,000 of the funds appropriated each year going towards 
administrative costs. Limits to 50% the amount of interest earned on State appropriations that may be used for 
administrative purposes, including salaries and fringe benefits. Biotechnology Center. Provides that the 
NC Biotechnology Center shall recapture funds spent in support of successful research efforts in the 
nonacademic private sector and shall provide funding for biotechnology and related bioscience applications 
under its Economic and Corporate Development Program. 

MCNC. Appropriates to the Microelectronics Center for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium the 
following: (1) $4,768,966 for the Microelectronics Program (contingent upon dollar for dollar match in 
non-State funds); (2) -0- for the Grants Program; (3) $2 million for Administration and Support; (4) 
$5,224,705 for the Supercomputer; and (5) $4,006,329 for Telecommunications. MCNC shall reduce the 
amounts appropriated by $300,000 in each fiscal year. MCNC shall provide quarterly reports on all programs 
to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division; MCNC 
shall also provide a budget report to the Office of State Budget and Management in the same manner as State 
departments and agencies in preparation for biennium budget requests. 

Worker Training Trust Fund. Appropriates from the Worker Training Trust Fund to the Employment 
Security Comm’n $5,539,964 for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium for the operation of local offices. 
Appropriates from the Special Employment Security Administration Fund to the Employment Security Comm’n 
$2 milliow for each year of the biennium for administration of the Veterans Employment Program, 
Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance Program. Directs expenditure of supplemental 
federal funds before expenditure of funds appropriated under this section. Appropriates from the Worker 
Training Trust Fund to the following agencies the following sums for the 1993-94 and 1994-95: (1) $2.4 
million for each fiscal year to the Dep’t of Economic and Community Development, Div’n of Employment and 
Training, for the Employment and Training Grant Program; (2) $1 million for each fiscal year to the Dep’t 
of Labor for customized training of the unemployed and the working poor; (3) $2,826,658 for 1993-94 and 
$1,528,067 for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Human Resources to assist welfare recipients in gaining employment 
through the federally funded Job Opportunities and Basic Skills Program; (4) $1,746,000 for each fiscal year 
to the NC Dep’t of Community Colleges to continue the Focused Industrial Training Program; (5) $225,000 
for 1993-94 to the Employment Security Comm’n for the NC Occupational Information Coordinating 
Committee to develop and operate an interagency system to track former participants in State education and 
training programs; (6) $300,000 for each fiscal year to the Dep’t of Community Colleges for a training 
program in entrepreneurial skills to be operated by NC REAL enterprises. 


Study State Ports Status as Separate Agency. Directs the Economic Development Board, Dep’t of 


Commerce, to study and report on by April 1, 1994, the NC State Ports Authority’s status as a State agency. 
Study Continued Necessity for Ports Railway Commission. Directs the Economic Development Board to 
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study and report on by April 1, 1994, whether the NC Ports Railway Comm’n provides a necessary service to 
the State and whether it should be continued or abolished. | 

Petroleum Overcharge Funds Allocation. Appropriates from the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge 
Funds to the Dep’t of Commerce $1.7 million for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium to be used for 
projects under the State Energy Conservation Plan. Appropriates from funds and interest received from the 
U.S. Dep’t of Energy’s Stripper Well Litigation $3,700,000 for 1993-94 and $3,000,000 for 1994-95 to be 
allocated as follows: (1) $3,200,000 for 1993-94 and $3,000,000 for 1994-95 for the Low Income 
Weatherization Program; and (2) $500,000 for 1993-94 for the Transportation Information Management 
System in the Dep’t of Instruction. Any funds remaining in the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds 
after the foregoing allocations are made may be expended only as authorized by the General Assembly. 

Petroleum Overcharge Attorneys’ Fees. Requires the Attorney General, no later than October 1, 1989, 
to direct the withdrawal of all funds received in the cases of United States v. Exxon and Stripper Well that are 
held in accounts or reserves located out-of-State for payment of attorneys’ fees and expenses incurred *= 
connection with oil overcharge litigation. Funds shall be deposited into the Special Reserve for Oil 
Overcharge Funds. Permits the Attorney General to authorize the payment of attorney fees and expenses from 
the Special Reserve without further action of the General Assembly and appropriates funds for the biernium 
for that purpose. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Course repetition policy. Provides that no full-time equivalent students (FTE) may be generated for 
occupational extensions students after the first repetition of an occupational extension class. After the second 
time taking the class, the student must pay full amount of per student cost of the class except that community 
colleges may permit a student to repeat the class if the student demonstrates that repetition is required by 
standards governing the certificate or licensing program in which the student is enrolled. Directs State Board 
of Community Colleges (SBCC) to review all occupational extension courses to ensure they are classified 
appropriately. 

Audit policies. Directs SBCC (a) to require program auditors to use sample sizes of at least 25% in | 
audits of community colleges; (2) to require colleges to repay funds for all programs, not just FTE- 
producing programs, that are not in compliance with rules adopted SBCC or by state or federal law; and (3) 
to assess a 25% fiscal penalty in addition to the audit exception on all audits of both dollars and student 
membership hours excepted. Provides that if a community college is in violation of a state or federal law or 
SBCC rule, the program auditors are to cite the college for an audit exception, not just a concern. Provides — 
that community colleges with FTE audit exceptions are not to benefit from the two-year averaging provision for 
the FTE audit exception. . 

Community college in-plant training. Directs SBCC to operate in-plant training programs in accordance 
with rules adopted by SBCC on April 8, 1993, except that the board may increase the administrative overhead 
percentage from 15% to 25%. Prohibits SBCC from approving funding for any in-plant training program 
without first making a written finding that the public’s interest in the program predominates over the private 
interests of the company, with that finding to made in conformity with rules adopted by SBCC. 

Prison education. Directs SBCC to develop and report to General Assembly by May 1, 1994 a plan for 
delivery of appropriate education in correctional facilities, taking into account the mobility of the prison 
population. Provides that correction education programs are to report FTE students on the basis of contact 
hours rather than student membership hours. 

Huskins program. Directs SBCC (a) to ensure that all courses offered to high school students under 
Huskins Bill programs are limited to college level courses that are not available or could not be offered by 
local high schools and (b) to use funds from its State Board Reserve to study all course offerings through each 
community college’s Huskins Bill programs and report to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994. | 

Community college sheltered workshops funds transfer. Expresses the intent of the General Assembly to | 
provide funds for sheltered workshops through the Dep’t of Human Resources’s Adult Development Activity 
Program, of which $512,925 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium is to be used for providing funds to 
sheltered workshops that received funds from local community colleges during the fall quarter of 1992. DHR 
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is to use none of the funds for administration and no state funds are to be used by community colleges to 
provide training in sheltered workshops except for compensatory education and literacy programs. 

Remediation measures. Directs SBCC to study the different tests used by colleges to place students in 
developmental courses and report finds to General Assembly by May 1, 1994. 

Community college accountability measures. Directs SBCC to establish standards for levels of 
performance by community co!leges to indicate how individual colleges are performing. Directs colleges to 
report performance to SBCC according to these standards. Directs SBCC to study models for measuring 
institutional effectiveness, including the Desktop Audit used by Coastal Carolina Community College. Directs 
SBCC to require colleges to follow up on early leavers to determine the reasons for their withdrawal from 
college programs. SBCC to report results of performance measurements by May 1, 1994. 

Maintenance of plant. Acds new GS 115D-31.2 providing that any community college that has an 
out-of-county student head coun: served on the main campus in excess of 50% of the total head count shall be 
provided funds for the purpose <f operations of plant not to exceed 85% of the funds allocated to these colieges 
during the 1990-91 fiscal year ior this purpose. 

Operating appropriations/no. used for recreation extension. Adds new GS 115D-5(g) providing that 
appropriated funds for community colleges are not to be used to support recreation extension courses. Such * 
courses must be financed on a self-supporting basis and membership hours are not to count in computing 
FTEs for budget purposes. 

Full-time equivalent teaching positions\community colleges. Provides that for purpose of calculating the 
community college systemwide FTE student enrollment (for calculating faculty allocation), the total curriculum 
FTE student enrollment is to be divided "by the appropriate number for each year of the 1993-95 fiscal 
biennium pursuant to funds appropriated in this act for this purpose” and occupational extension FTE 
enrollment is to be divided by 23. 

Books and equipment appropriations/revert after one year. States that appropriations to the Dep’t of 
Community Colleges for equipment and library books are made for each year of the biennium and all 
unencumbered appropriations revert to the General Fund 12 months after the close of the fiscal year for which 
they were appropriated. 

Assistance to hospital nursiag/fund distribution. Sets level of financial assistance to hospital programs of 
nursing education at maximum of $850 per student. Directs SBCC to adopt rules to ensure that the financial 
assistance is used directly for f.culty and instructional needs of diploma nursing programs. 

Student census date. Provides that the census date for reporting student membership hours for 
curriculum and occupational e:.tension classes is to be at the 30% point of the class. Does not apply to 
courses offered on a contact-hour basis. 


CORRECTION 

Use of Inmates for Prison Construction. Provides that the State may require that contractors awarded 
bids for prison construction under the $87.5 million authorization for construction, pursuant to 1989 Session 
Laws Ch. 935, use DOC inmates to make-up at least 20% of their workforce. Requires that the Office of 
State Construction and DOC report quarterly on use of inmates by private contractors generally, and then, 
specifically, on the use of inmate labor to construct East and West Work Facilities. 

Current Operating Expenses. Permits DOC to transfer, within its fiscal 1993-94 certified budget, up to 
$5 million for repair and renovation of present facilities, subject to prior approval of the Office of State Budget 
and Mgt. Requires that the DOC have a verifiable ten percent goal for participation by minority and women 
contractors in these projects. Allows DOC to transfer within its budget up to $650,000 in each fiscal year to 
match federal grant funds it receives. Requires that DOC submit a schedule of renovation and repair and 
report on compliance with other parts of this section quarterly. 

Limit Use of Operational Funds. Prohibits DOC from using funds appropriated in this act for personnel 
and operating costs for additional facilities until the new facilities are within 90 days of completion, except for 
management and support positions authorized in the budget approved by the General Assembly. 

Private Confinement Facilities. Amends 1991 Session Laws, Ch. 689, Sec. 67 (prohibiting private 
confinement facilities) to allow the Sec’y of Correction to issue requests for proposals to provide such services

in centers for 500 prisoners diagnosed as needing treatment for alcohol or drug abuse. 

NCCIW/ MATCH Program Funds. Provides that as a part of $112.5 million in bond proceeds 
appropriated and allocated for repairs and renovations at NC Correctional Institution for Women, a gatehouse 
and visiting/operations center should be constructed. Additionally, the visiting center must include space for 
the Mothers and Their Children (MATCH) program. 

Summit House. Provides that the DOC: (1) use $400,000 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium to 
support the Summit House residential program for mothers and pregnant women, including expansion of 
nonresidential day center services; (2) spend $150,000 in fiscal 1993-94 to plan and select a site for Summit 
House programs in Mecklenburg and Wake Counties (any leftover funds may be used for site allocation); and 
(3) spend $500,000 in fiscal 1994-95 for operating costs of the Mecklenburg and Wake County programs; 
requires that counties match funds appropriated to these programs and provide a site for «ach program. 
Requires quarterly reports by Summit House on progam effectiveness and progress toward establishment of 
new programs. 

Harriet House. Requires that DOC use $200,006 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium to support Harriet 
House, a ‘ransitional home for female ex-offenders and tueir children. Requires that Hatiiet House report 
quarterly. 

Sentencing Commission Extended. Identical to S 847, introduced 14 April 1993. 


CRIME CONTROL & PUBLIC SAFETY 

Use of Seized and Forfeited Property Transferred to State Law Enforcement Agencies by the Federal 
Government. Permits assets transferred to DOJ, and to Dep’t of Crime Control, during 1993-95 biennium 
pursuant to 19 U.S.C. 1616a to be credited to each Dep’t’s budget and used to increase the Dep’t’s law 
enforcement resources. Requires that dep’ts report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operaticns upon 
receipt of such assets and, before using them, about the intended use. Prohibits use of such funds, without 
prior General Assembly approval, for new projects, acquisition of real property, building repair which 
includes structural change, or construction. 

Report on Community Service Workers. Requires that Dep’t report quarterly during 1993-95 biennium» 
to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n concerning how 
many, and in what locations, community service worsers were available during each month to perform park 
maintenance work. . 

Rape Victims Assistance Program. Effective 30 June 1993, allows Dep’t to use up to $150,000 of funds 
received, but not used, from the contingency and emergency fund to liquidate unpaid invsices for emergency 
room services provided to rape victims, and to provide rape evidence collection kits to hospitals. 

National Guard Disaster Training. Amends GS 166A-6 (laws pertaining to disasters) to provide that 
Governor may use contingency and emergency funds for National Guard training in emergency preparation. 

Highway Patrol Div’n Report. Requires report by 30 April 1994 to Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees on Justice and Public Safety and the Joint Appropriations Committee on Transportation on the 
following: long-range staffing plans for the Div’n, trooper assignment, development of a reciprocity plan with 
local law enforcement agencies, justification of use of troopers for special assignment, and justification of 
annual automatic pay increases currently provided to sworn Div’n personnel. 


CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Grassroots Arts Program funds. Repeals portion of SL 1977, Ch. 1008, sec. 5, cigs prohibited use of 
State funds appropriated to grassroots arts programs for personnel expense. 

Cultural Resources security officers. Requires Dep’t of Cultural Resources to redefine job 
responsibilities of security personnel so that these employees need not be certified law enforcement officers and 
the Dep’t need not make payments to Law Enforcement Officers’ Retirement System. 


Dep’t of Cultural Resources vehicles. Requires Dep’t to transfer title to all passeng2r-carrying vehicles to 
Div’n of Motor Fleet Management no later than 12/30/93. 
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ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Funds for Voluntary Remedial Actions. Authorizes the Sec’y to utilize the Inactive Hazardous Sites 
Cleanup Fund for up to 10% of the cost of implementing a voluntary remedial action program at three high 
priority sites, not to exceed $50,000 per site. 

Hazardous Waste Inspectors. Permits the Dep’t to request through the Office of State Budget and 
Management the authorization to establish new positions and support costs necessary to comply with GS 
130A-295.02. 

Hazardous Waste Reduction and Management Plan. The Dep’t shall not approve any permit for a 
commercial hazardous waste incinerator or a commercial hazardous waste treatment facility until the Dep’t 
adopts a hazardous waste reduction and management plan and determines that additional treatmert capacity is 
needed. « 

Superfund Program Funds. Authorizes the use of available funds, in addition to appropriat.d funds, tc 
provide the 10% cost share required for Superfund Cleanups of sites on the National Priority Lis‘; report on 
source and amount to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations within 30 days of expenditure. 

Technical.Review Committee Appointments. Ar.euds GS 143-215.74B to allow designees os ioth the 
Executive Director of the Wildlife Resources Comm’n and the Director of the Division of Marin:: risheries to 
represent those agencies on the committee established pursuant to that section. 

Dental Health Program. Amends GS 130A-366 to state that program emphasis shall be on services to 
preschool children and school-age children. 

Pharmaceutical Funds/Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Program. Provides that $90,000 of funds 
appropriated to DEHNR in each fiscal year of the biennium shall be transferred from the pharmaceuticals line 
item in the Tuberculosis Control Program to the pharmaceuticals line item in the Sexually Transmitted Disease 
Control Program. 

Communicable Disease Control Aid to Counties Flexibility. For 1993-94 and 1994-95, permits DEHNR 
to combine and allocate funds appropriated for Aid to Counties in the Acute Communicable Disease Control 
Fund, the Tuberculosis Control Fund, and the Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Fund, into one Acute 
Communicable Disease Control Aid to Counties Grant. Funding to local health departments and other 
recipients will be based on a general formula developed by DEHNR. Dep’t shall maintain a system to monitor 
and identify expenditures by each communicable disease. 

Eligibility Standards for Participation in Department Reimbursement Programs Established. Amends GS 
130A-29(c) to provide that the Comm’n for Health Services shall establish eligibility standards for participation 
in Dep’t reimbursement programs. 

Liability Insurance Premiums. Authorizes DEHNR to use funds available from lapsed salaries to pay 
premiums for liability coverage for medical personnel; directs the Office of State Budget and Management to 
prepare a report on professional liability coverage for medical personnel, to be submitted to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations no later than January 7, 1994. 

DWI test changes. Provides that amounts collected under GS 20-16.5(j) for each year of the biennium 
and designated for the alcohol testing program of the Injury Control Section of DEHNR shall not revert to the 
General Fund unless the amounts exceed the appropriations of this section. Provides that, beginning with the 
1995-96 fiscal year, funds collected under GS 20-16.5(j) that are designated, but not needed, for the alcohol 
testing program shall be transferred quarterly to the Governor’s Highway Safety Program for grants to local 
law enforcement agencies for training concerning enforcement of DWI laws. Appropriates from the General 
Fund to DEHNR $1,096,897 for 1993-94 and $1,091,907 for 1994-95 for funding the statewide chemical 
alcohol testing program by the Injury Control Section of the Dep’t. If revenues raised under GS 20-16.5(@) 
are less than the appropriations for the biennium, the appropriations shall be reduced accordingly. 

Asbestos Hazard Management Funds. Appropriates to DEHNR’s Asbestos Hazard Management 
Program the fees collected pursuant to Art. 19 of Ch. 130A. 

Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive. Permits $400,000 of the $800,000 appropriated for the 1993-95 fiscal 
biennium to the Div’n of Maternal and Child Health for the Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive Program to be 
used as follows: (1) to increase the maximum amount per provider per year to no more than $7,500; (2) to 
increase the number of counties served; and (3) to increase the maximum any county may receive each year. 
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General surgeons, providing cesarean section backup io physicians in counties where no obstetricians are 
available to provide such backup, are also eligible for the program. Physicians and nurse midwives covered 
under the program shall participate in the obstetrical care coverage plan developed by their local health dep’t 
or community, migrant, or rural health center, and shall agree to provide services to pregnant women 
regardless of ability to pay. 

Infant Mortality Prevention Funds. Directs that, of appropriation to Div’n of Maternal and Child Health, 
$475,000 for 1993-94 and $1,445,000 for 1994-95 shall be used to expand the existing Comprehensive 
Adolescent Health Projects Program. Establishes mandatory primary medical care and mental health services 
for funding eligibility. 

WIC Program Funds. Of funds appropriated to the Women, Infants, and Children Program, directs that 
$500,000 in 1993-94 and $1.2 million in 1994-95 shall be spent, if sufficient federal funds are available, as 
follows: (1) not more than $290,000 or not less than $160,000 in 1993-94. and not less than $400,000 in 
1994-95 to establish new WIC Programs in Head Start or other private or public nonprofit agsncies; (2) not 
more than $210,000 or not less than $80,000 in 1993-94, and not more than $500,000 or not less $200,000 
in 1994-95, to renovate facilities of existing prograius where space constrai=.s limit program expansion, and to 
fund rental costs in areas where accessible donated space is not available. Funding for rental costs shall not 
be more than $65,000 in 1993-94 and not more than $150,000 in 1994-95; (3) not more thau $105,000 or 
not less than $40,000 in 1993-94, and not more than $250,000 or not less than $100,000 in 1994-95 to 
purchase physician-prescribed special formulas and nutritional supplements for infants, children, and pregnant 
women; (4) not more than $60,000 or not less than $20,000 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium to provide 
the State match to the WIC farmers’ market project. If sufficient federal food funds are not available, then 
funds appropriated in this act for the WIC program shall supplement federal food funds, with any balance 
remaining to be used in accordance with the foregoing funding requirements. 

Lead Poisoning Prevention Funds. Allocates the following from the funds appropriated to the WIC 
program: (1) $331,095 for 1993-94 (for positions and operating expenses) and $1,031,095 for 1994-95 (for 
positions, operating expenses, and Aid-to-Counties) to the Lead Poisoning Prevention Program for early 
identification, medical management, and environment investigation and abatement. 

Maternal and Child Health Program Funds Do Not Revert. Amends GS 130A-124 to provide that prior 
year refunds received by the Children’s Special Health Services Program, and funds appropriated for the 
purchase of care and contracts in the Program, that are not encumbered and not spent during a fiscal year 
shall not revert to the General Fund but shall remain in the Dep’t for the purchase of care and contracts in the 
Program. 

Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Projects. Amends GS Ch. 130A, Art. 5, to direct the Dep’t to 
establish and administer a program to distribute funds appropriated for adolescent pregnancy prevention 
projects; all projects shall be evaluated by an outside firm or individual, and Dep’t to annually report findings 
to Comm’n for Health Services and specified commissions and committees by April 1. Any local agency or 
organization or combinations thereof may apply to the Dep’t for money to operate a project aimed at 
preventing adolescent pregnancy. Each proposed project shall have a five-year plan of action and a Board of 
Advisors. The Dep’t, responsible for managing and funding the projects, shall make recommendations on 
which projects are to be funded; the Comm’n shall make the final determination. 

Immunization Receipts. Provides that unexpended or unencumbered funds received as iramunization 
receipts in the 1992-94 biennium by DEHNR for reimbursement of vaccines provided to Medicaid recipients, 
or from federal excise tax refunds, may be used in the 1993-95 biennium to (1) push forward the schedule for 
providing measles, mumps, and rubella vaccines to children aged 8 to 18; and (2) pay for cost of purchasing 
approved vaccines when that cost exceeds prices charged in 1992-93. Any of these funds remaining on June 
30, 1995, shall revert to the General Fund. 

Commission for Health Services Vaccination Rules. Directs Comm’n for Health Services to adopt rules 
establishing fees for administration of vaccines and limiting requirements for receiving vaccines. Amends GS 
130A-433 to eliminate language enabling the Sec’y to charge local health care providers for the cost of 
providing providers with vaccines and to limit the local health care provider’s charge to the cost of 
administration of the vaccine.

Parks Receipts. Directs DEHNR to use any overrealized receipts from the Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation’s sale of pine straw, timber, or any other forest product for the maintenance of State parks and 
reservoirs. 

Coastal Boating Guide. Directs the Wildlife Resources Comm ’n to publish and distribute the NC Coastal 
Boating Guide. 

Soil and Water Conservation District Supervisor’s Expenses. Directs the Div’n of Soil and Water 
Conservation to use $289,594 each fiscal year of the biennium for the per diem and travel expenses of the Soil 
and Water Conservation District Supervisors. 

Sales Tax Transfer to Wildlife Resources Fund. Amends GS 105-164.44B to increase the amount of 
sales and use tax net collections transferred from the Dep’t of Revenue to the Wildlife Resources Fund each 
year o $3,731,116, plus or minus the percentage of that amount by which the total collection of State sales 
and use tax increased or decreased during the preceding fiscal year, plus the amount of any legislative salary 
increse for employees of the Wildlife Resources Comm’n; effective July 1, 1994, amends the same section to 
provize that the amount transferred shall be the amount transferred the preceding fiscal year plus or minus the 
perceatsse¢ of that amount by which the total collection of State sales and use tax increased or decreased during 
the ricceding year 

Dismal Swamp State Park. Directs the Div’n of Parks and Recreation to update the master plan for the 
Dismal Swamp State Park with public participation and public hearing. Directs the Div’n to ensure 
maintenance of fire lines. 

B.R.I.D.G.E. Youthful Offenders/Park Maintenance. Directs DEHNR to allocate, from the funds 
appropriated to the Div’n of Parks and Recreation for the pilot program to supervise county jail inmates 
working in State parks, $100,000 for each fiscal year of the biennium to the Div’n of Forest Resources to 
establish and support two positions for the B.R.I.D.G.E. Youthful Offenders Program and for Program 
operating expenses. B.R.I.D.G.E. youthful offenders shall be used to perform maintenance and repairs in 
State parks. 

GOVERNOR. 

Council of Governments funds. Earmarks $864,270 in each year of the biennium of funds appropriated 
to Office of State Planning for grants of $48,015 each to regional councils of governments or lead regional 
orga. izations. 


HUMAN RESOURCES 

Willie M. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Thomas S. Provides that funds appropriated for the Thomas S. program may be expended only for 
programs serving members of the Thomas S. class or for clients who are (1) adults with mental retardation 
who were admitted to a state psychiatric hospital after Mar. 22, 1984 and who are on the official list of 
prospective class members, (2) adult with mental retardation with a history of state psychiatric hospital 
admissions who, without funding support, have a good probability of being readmitted to a state psychiatric 
hospital, or (3) adults with mental retardation who have not been admitted to a state psychiatric hospital but 
who have a history of behavior that is dangerous to themselves or others and who, without funding support, 
have a good probability of being admitted to a state psychiatric hospital. Provides that no more than 5% of 
Thomas S. funding may be spent on clients in categories (2) and (3). Expands DHR reporting requirements. 

Transfer of Funds. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Mixed Beverage Ta Beverage Tax for Area Mental Health Programs. Contains provisions similar to 1991 
appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Specialized Residential Centers’ Bed Conversion. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act 
(1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Physician Services. Allows Dep’t, with approval of Office of State Budget and Management, to use 
funds for across-the-board: salary increases and performance pay to offset increases in costs of contracting with 
universities for provision of physician services to clients in facilities operative by Div’n of MHDDSAS. 

Liability Insurance. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 
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Non-Medicaid Reimbursement. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 
689). 

Developmental Day Centers’ Grant-in-Aid. Transfers from the Div’n of MHDDSAS to the Dep't of 
Public Instruction $2,301,248 for each year of the biennium to serve handicapped children aged 3 through 4 
years who need developmental day services. 

Loan Fund for ICF/MR Facilities. Continues short-term loan fund established by sec. 133 of 1991 SL 
Ch. 689, and provides that, effective July 1, 1994, fund shall be used to assist area mental health programs in 
establishing community, nou-Medicaid-funded housing alternatives. 

Integrated Funding Approach for Mental Health/Substance Abuse Institutional Services. Requires Dep't 
to develop and implement a plan during 1993-95 for an integrated funding approach for mental 
health/substance abuse institutional services at one regional psychiatric hospital and one regional alcohol and 
drug abuse treatment center and the area mental health programs using those facilities. Requires DHR to 
submit reports on integrated funding system to House and Senate Human Resources Appropriation . 
Subcommittees by May 1, 14994 and May 1, 1995. 

Child Support Funds. Provides that consent judgment in Cassell v. Britt litigation is subject to G.S. 
114-2.2 regarding approval of consent judgments by Attorney General. Allows Div’n of Social Services to use 
appropriated funds to implement consent judgment. : 

Pioneer Mental Health Plan. Incorporates provisions of S 599, introduced 3/29. 

Medicaid. Contains provisions relating to covered services, eligibility standards, and allocation of 
state/county responsibility for funding similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Reduce Infant Mortality. Requires Div’n of Medical Assistance to provide medical coverage for 
nutritional counseling, psycho-social counseling, and predelivery and post-partum home visits by maternity 
care coordinators and public health nurses for Medicaid-eligible pregnant women. 

Transportation Services for Medicaid-eligible Pregnant Women and Children. Transfers from DHR to 
Dep’t of Transportation $300,000 for each year of the biennium to purchase transportation services for 
pregnant women and children who receive Medicaid benefits. Funds may not supplant funds now being used 
by local governments for that purpose and may not be used for purchase of vehicles or equipment or to cover | 
state administrative costs. Es.2hlishes formula for distribution of funds to counties. . 

Pharmacy Dispensing Fee. Establishes pharmacy dispensing fee of $5.60 per prescription. 

ICF and ICF/MR Wok Jncentive Allowances. Authorizes DHR to provide incentive allowance, set by 
statute, to Medicaid-eligible recipients in ICF and ICF/MR facilities who are regularly engaged in work 
activities as part of heir developmental plan. Provides that state funds for costs of incentive allowances shall be 
provided from savings in Medicaid budget or other unbudgeted funds available to DHR. 

Medicaid Inpatient Hospital Reimbursement. Effective July 1, 1994, requires DHR to implement a 
budget-neutral Diagnosis Related Group reimbursement methodology for inpatient hospital services. 

Family Support Act. Requires Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to change the manner in which 
AFDC payments are calculated so that more recipients will be able to keep working. (Similar to provision 
contained in 1991 appropriations act.) 

Retrospective Accounting Adjustment. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL 
Ch. 689). 

AFDC for Pregnant Women. Requires Div’n of Social Services to provide AFDC benefits to pregnant 
women in third trimester of pregnancy, regardless of whether they have other children, if they are otherwise 
eligible. (Similar to provision contained in 1991 appropriations act.) 

Foster Care. Establishes foster care assistance rate of $265 per month ($15 per month is a special needs 
allowance for the child). 

Emergency Assistance. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Food Stamp Outreach. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Child Protective Services. Requires DHR to distribute funds appropriated for child protective services as 
follows: $30,000 for each year of the biennium to each county department of social services; balance of 
funds allocated on basis of ratio of child abuse and neglect reports during last 2 fiscal years in county to total 
number of child abuse and neglect reports state-wide. Contains additional provisions similar to 1991 
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appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Adoption Subsidy. Establishes adoption subsidy of $200 per month per child for families who adopt 
hard-to-place children. 

Social Services Plan/Family Preservation Services. Requires Div’n of Social Services to use $410,000 of 
funds appropriated during each year of the biennium to further develop the social services plan under 1989 SL 
Ch. 448 and to pilot the plan in 3 to 5 counties. Requires Div’n of Social Services to use $50,000 of funds 
appropriated during each year of the biennium to make grants to public or private agencies to develop and 
implement model programs for family preservation services under part 4A of art. 3 of G.S. Ch. 143B. 

Limitation on Transfer of Abortion Funds. Provides that no funds in excess of $1 million each fiscal 
year may be expended for the state abortion fund during the 1993-95 biennium, regardless of the source of 
funds. 
County Match for Child Protective Services. Effective July 1, 1995, requires counties to provide 25% 
match, from federal or county funds, for state assistance to counties for child protective services. 

Domiciliary Care Rate Increase. Effective July 1, 1993, increases maximum monthly rate for residents 
in domiciliary care facilities ty $938 for ambulatory patients and $979 fcr s:miambulatory patients. Effective 
July 1, 1994, increases these rates to $941 and $982, respectively. 

Caregiver Support Sharing. Contains provision similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689) 
requiring Div’n of Aging to use $1,008,000 of appropriated funds for each year of the biennium to provide 
services that support family caregivers of elderly persons with functional disabilities who want to stay in their 
homes rather than be institutionalized. Services include respite care, adult day care, and senior companions. 
Establishes allocation formula for distribution of funds and allows Div’n to use no more than 5% of funds for 
contracts for technical assistance. 

Senior Center Outreach. Contains provision similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689) 
requiring Div’n of Aging to use $403,800 of appropriated funds for each year of the biennium to enhance 
senior center programs by testing satellite services provided by existing senior centers to unserved or 
underserved areas and to provide start-up funds for new senior centers. Limits state funding to 90% of 
reimbursable costs. 

Day Care Funds Matching Requirement. Prohibits DHR from reqviring local matching funds as a 
condition of receiving state day care funds unless federal law requires a local match. 

Day Care. Requires DHR to distribute day care funds (except all cation of support costs from federal 
grants or reallocation of federal grant funds by Office of State Budget and Management) in manner that will 
serve greatest number of children. | 

Day Care Rates. Contains provisions relating to establishment of day care rates similar to 1991 
appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Day Care Allocation Formula. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 
689). ; 

DHR Employees/In-Kind Match. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 
689). 

Community-Based Alternatives Participation. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act 
(1991 SL Ch. 689). 

Supplemental Head Start Funds. Requires that Div’n of Economic Opportunity continue to allocate 
supplemental head start funds to counties currently receiving those funds. 

County Day Care Encouragement. Incorporates provisions of H 206, as amended 5/3. 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives. Allows counties participating in the Early 
Childhood Education and Development Initiative (if enacted) to use federal and state child care funds to 
subsidize child care according to the DHR approved county plan under the act. Requires that day care 
providers comply with applicable requirements for state licensure or registration under G.S. Ch. 110 and other 
applicable requirements of state law or rule, and with applicable federal regulations. 

Child Day Care Revolving Loan Fund. Authorizes investment of funds budgeted for child day care 
revolving loan fund. Provides that principal and income of the fund may be used to make loans, reduce loan 
interest to borrowers, serve as collateral to borrowers, pay contractor’s cost of operating fund, or pay Dep’t 
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cost of administering program. | 
Rural/Primary Care Initiatives. Adds new G.S. 131E-76(6) and (7) defining “primary care hospital” and 
"rural hospital network.” 
Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives Quality Assurance/Accountability. Requires 
DHR to develop and implement a performance-based evaluation system to evaluate the Early Childhood 
Education and Development Initiatives (if enacted) and to make reports to General Assembly regarding 
development and implementation of system and evaluation of program, including final cumulative report to 
General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 


INSURANCE 

Unbudgeted receipts. Authorizes Dep’t of Insurance to use receipts in excess of budget:d levels, up to 
10% for each Fund Code, to support operations generating the receipts, except that no perma” ent positions 
may be established in this manner. 


JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

AOC Network Transfer Study. Requires thac AOC and Information Resource Mgt. Corsm’n evaluate the 
feasibility of transferring ownershin of the AOC network back to the State Telecommunications System. 
Agencies must present evaluation to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov’tal Operations by 31 December 
1993. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. Effective 1 July 1993, requires that AOC, in each year of the 
1993-95 biennium: (1) place $3.8 million from this fund in a reserve for capital cases and for transcripts, 
professional exams, and expert witness fees; and (2) allot $11.5 million from this fund for adult, juvenile and 
guardian ad litem cases to each coterminous district/ superior court judicial district or county, according to the 
caseload of indigents who were not served by the public defender in those areas during 1992-93 and 1993-94. 
Requires that chief district court and senior resident superior court judges be notified of funding under (2) and 
that they manage spending out of the fund. Permits subsequent funding under (2) if funds are depleted in a 
particular district or county, but provides that total funding cannot exceed the total approved budget for this | 
fund. ! 

Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund. Continues this nonreverting special fund for use in McKoy 
resentencing. Provides that this fund can be terminated and transferred to Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee 
Fund when the AOC Director certifies to the State Controller that McKoy resentencing has been substantially 
completed. Provides that in each year of biennium $1,048,424 of appropriation may be used for this fund. 

Community Penalties Programs. Provides that in each year of biennium $1,918,912 may be used for | 
existing or new programs. Requires that Dep’t report annually to Bega Subcommittees on Justice 

] 





and Public Safety about use of these funds. 

Rape Witness Counselor Program. Provides that in each year of biennium, the AOC may transfer within 
its certified budget up to $25,000 to support this existing program. - 

Grant Matching Funds. Provides that in each year of the biennium, the AOC may transfer within its 
certified budget up to $200,000 to match grants it receives from non-State funds. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Representation Contract Extension. Amends GS 7A-344(4) (special duties of 
AOC Director concerning representation of indigent persons) to authorize Director to employ full- or part-time 
attorneys, with the approval of chief district court and senior resident superior court judges, to provide defense 
services for the the indigent in both courts (was, only authority for district court representation). 

Equipment and Supply Funds Transfer. Requires certification of funds for this purpose in a reserve 
account. Allows transfer of funds for this purpose between and among programs, and requires that AOC 
report quarterly to Appropriations Subcommittees about transfers. 

Add Public and Appellate Defender Personnel. From appropriations to the Indigent Persons’ Attorney 
Fee Fund for the biennium, permits use of $466,230 in fiscal 1993-94 and $471,989 in fiscal 1994-95 as 
follows: (1) $217,060 in 1993-94 and $234,478 in 1994-95 for up to four new assistant public defenders, (2) 
$140,640 in 1993-94 and $119,555 in 1994-95 for up to five new public defender secretaries, and (3) 
$108,530 in 1993-94 and $117,478 in 1994-95 for up to two new assistant appellate defenders. 
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Fund Transfer from Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund to the Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. 
Permits transfer of up to $1.1 million as title indicates during fiscal 1993-94. 


Regional mediation center in Pitt County. Allocates $40,000 of Judicial Dep’t funds in 1993-94 for The 
Mediation Center of Pitt County, Inc. to establish regional mediation and dispute settlement center. 

Emergency Judges’ Per Diem Increase. Amends GS 7A-52(b) to provide increase per diem for 
emergency district and superior court judges from $150 to $200. Permits DOJ to use from appropriation 
$77,722 in fiscal 1993-94 and $81,598 in fiscal 1994-95 for this increase. | 

_ New Superior Court Judges/ Creation of new Superior Court District 9A Composed of Caswell and 
Person Counties. Effective 1 July 1993, amends GS 7A-41(a) to create district as title indicates. Transfers a 
superior court judge position from District 17A to new District 9A. Requires that Governor appoint, effective 
1 July 1993, eight additional superior court judges as follows: one each in districts 2, 3B, 9A, 15A, 17B, 
20B, 25B, and 27B. To assure unstaggered terms for multiple judgeships in same district, provides for 
succession as follows: (1) in districts 2, 3B, 9A, 15A, 17B, and 27B, successors will be elected in the 1994 
general election for eight-year terms, and (2) in districts 20B and 25B, successors will be elected in the 1994 
general election to serve the remainder of the unexpired terms expiring 31 December 1998. 

New District Court Judges/ Creation of District Court District 9A. Effective 1 July 1993, amends GS 
7TA-41(a) to create a district court district with two judgeships comparable to the new superior court district 
described in section just above. New 9A judges are the current District 9 district court judge residing in 
Person County and the current District 9 judge residing in Caswell County. The Caswell County judge’s term 
expires the first Monday in December, 1994, with a successor ta be elected in the 1994 general election. The 
Person County judge’s term expires the first Monday in December, 1994, with a successor to be elected in the 
1996 general election (apparently, based on time of election, term should expire in December, 1996). 

’ Requires that secretarial services for 9A’s new chief district court judge be provided by 9A’s new superior 
court judge secretary. Transfers current magistrates in Caswell and Person County from districts 17A and 9, 
respectively, to new district 9A. Provides juvenile intake, probation, and aftercare services for new district 9A 
by transferring a position from current district 9 to district 17A, and requiring that district 17A provide these 
services to for district 9A. Prohibits appointment of a court reporter to serve new district 9A; provides, 
instead, that reporting services be provided by electronic equipment, free-lance reporters, or reporters from 
outside the district. 

Effective 1 July 1993, directs appointment of fifteen new district court judges as follows: one each ‘iy 
districts 1, 3A, 6B, 8, 10, 12, 18, 19A, 19B, 19C, 20, 22, 26, 29, and 30. Provides that successors will be 
elected in 1994 general election for four-year terms beginning in December, 1994. New 


Assistant District Attorneys/ Transfer for New Prosecutorial District 9A/ Creation of New Prosecutorial _ 


District 19C/ New Investigatorial Assistants in Prosecutorial Districts 1 and 8. Effective 1 July 1993, amends 
GS 7A-60(al) to add twelve new full-time asst. district attorneys as follows: one each in prosecutorial districts 


10, 11, 15B, 18, 19B, 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, and 28. Provides two full-time asst. district att’ys for new 
district 9A by decreasing districts 9 and 17A by one each: Provides for an elected district attorney for district 
9A, to be filled by Governor’s appointment. That district attorney’s term expires 31 December 1994, with a 
successor to be elected in the 1994 general election. Effective 1 January 1995, amends GS 7A-60(al) to 
create a new prosecutorial district 19C by removing Rowan County from district 19A. Transfers four asst. 
district att’ys from 19A to 19C. Provides for an elected district attorney for district 19C, to be elected in the 
1994 general election to a four-year term beginning 1 January 1995. Provides for district attorney election in 
district 19A in the 1994 general election for the same term. Amends GS 7A-69 to add investigatorial 
assistants as title indicates. 


JUSTICE 

SBI Funding/ Spending Priorities. Provides spending priorities for appropriations to the Dep’t of 
Justice, SBI for the 1993-95 biennium, for overtime payments, as follows: (1) to pay overtime to Field 
Investigative Div’n agents, and (2) to pay overtime to supervisory personnel receiving such payments as of 30 
June 1993 up to $5,200 annually per employee. 

SBI Use of Court-Ordered Restitution Funds. Permits SBI to use funds from court-ordered restitution in 
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undercover drug operations. 


Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards Pay for Use of State Facilities and 


Services. As title indicates. 


Transfer Banking Comm’n Legal Counsel to Dep’t of Justice. As title indicates, along with necessary 
equipment and support. Also requires that Banking Comm’n provide space for transferred staff. 


LABOR 

Increase Amusement Device Inspection Fees. Amends GS 95-106 to change the rate of reimbursement 
for costs of inspecting amusement devices when such devices are not present or not ready for inspection after 
the owner or operator requests inspection. Cost of travel to be assessed according to the rate set forth in GS 
128-6, and time expended by inspector traveling to and from site to be assessed at $60 per hour per inspector. 
Grants Comm’r of Labor rulemaking power for rules necessary to carry out provisions of GS 95-106. 

Increase elevator fees. Amends GS 95-105 to raise by $10 the fees for periodic inspection of elevators, 
escalators, and dumbwaiters; applicable to inspections conducted on or after July 1, 1995. 

OSHA Positions. Permits the Dep’t of Labor to use funds appropriated for the Occupational Safety and 
Heatia Act of North Carolina (OSHANC) to fully fund enforcement personnel in the Compliance Bureau of 
the OSHANC program, provided that the Dep’t certifies to the Office of State Budget ard Management that no 
federal match is available for the 1993-94 and 1994-95. If federal funds are granted to match all or part of 
the funds for enforcement positions and support that are 100% State-funded, then State funds equivalent to the 
federal match shall revert to the General Fund at the end of the year for which the federal match was received. 


LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR. 3 
Certain funds not to be transferred. Prohibits transfer to other objects of expenditure funds appropriated 
to Lt. Governor for Other Services and for Service and Maintenance Contracts. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Freshman performance reports made available to parents of high school students. Amends GS 
115C-12(18) to require State Board of Education (SBE) to direct local boards of education to provide to 


parents of children at a school all information--except for confidential information--received about that school ~ 


from institutions of higher education pursuant to GS 116-11(10a) and to make that information available to the 
general public. 

Career development funds 1994-95 reduction. Directs SBE to require local school administrative units 
receiving career development funds to modify their differentiated pay plans for fiscal. 1994-95 so that the cost 
of the plan equals (a) 5% of teacher and administrative salaries and employer’s contributions for social 
security and retirement and (b) the amount of local funds available for differentiated pay. Expresses intent of 
General Assembly that this reduction not result in employees receiving less on a monthly basis in salary and 
state-funded bonuses during 1994-95 than they received on a monthly basis in 1993-94 so long as the 
employees qualify for bonuses under the local differentiated pay plan. 

Teacher salary schedules. Sets out salary schedule for public school teachers paid from state funds and 
directs Governor to transfer sufficient funds from the Reserve for Salary Increases to implement the schedule 


as well as pay lump-sum longevity pay equivalent to 1% of base salary for persons with 10 to 14 years service, 


1.5% for 15 to 19 years, 2% for 20 to 24 years, and 2.5% for 25 years and more. Salary schedule provides 
increases over 1992-93 schedule ranging from $20 per month for "A” certificate teachers with no experience 
to $40 per month for "A” certificate teachers with 29 years of experience, and from $21 per month for "G” 
certificate teachers with no experience to $38 per month for "G” certificate teachers with 29 years of 
experience. Eliminates separate salary schedules for teachers with certification based on academic preparation 
ai the six-year degree level and the doctoral degree level and replaces with a flat $126 per month and $253 per 
ronth supplement respectively. Sets special schedule placement for school psychologists. 


Office of Teacher Recruitment statutes repealed. Repeals Part 1 of Article 24C of Chapter 115C. 
Allocation of funds for merged career ladder pilot projects. Provides that where a unit with a career 


development pilot project merges with a unit that has no such project, any differentiated pay plan resulting is 
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to receive (a) the amount of funds previously allocated to the particular pilot project and (b) amount the unit is 
entitle to receive to administer the School Accountability Act of 1989 for the portion of the unit not 
participating in the pilot program. Resulting pay plan may be modified by local board of education upon 
recommendation of State Superintendent of Public Instruction with approval of SBE. 

Reorganization of the Department of Public Instruction. Directs the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
to reorganize the Department of Public Instruction to implement base budget reductions of $763,366 for fiscal 
1993-94 and $1,781,716 for fiscal 1994-95, eliminating 57 positions funded from the General Fund and 29 
positions funded from other sources during the biennium. 

School counselor funds. Appropriates $10,268,657 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to lower the ratio 
of counselors to students toward the 1 to 400 ratio set out in the Basic Education Program. Provides that if a 
local school administrative unit has already achieved that ratio, it may use the funds for other instructional 
support personnel. 

School technology commission created. Creates Comm’n on School Technology in the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction operating independently of the SBE and the dep’t. Comm’n to have 21 members: Governor of 
designee; one teacher, one school administrator, cne school board member, and one representative of 
business, all appointed by Governor; one teacne:, one school board member, one representative of business, 
and three members of the Senate, all appointed by the President Pro Tempore; one teacher, one school 
administrator, one parent of a child in public school, and three members of the House, all appointed by the 
Speaker; the State Superintendent of Public Instruction or designee; one representative of UNC, appointed by 
the President; one representative of the community college system, appointed by the President; and the chair 
of the Information Resources Management Comm’n or designee. Comm’n is to prepare a requirements 
analysis and propose a plan to the General Assembly for improving student performance through the use of 
learning technologies by May 1, 1994. Dep’t of Public Instruction to provide staff; comm’n may also hire 
staff or consultants. Allocates $300,000 for fiscal 1993-94 for the study. 

Weyerhaeuser fine to Craven County schools. Provides that the $926,000 civil fine paid by 
Weyerhaeuser Corporation to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources on October 17, 1991 
is to be allocated to the Craven County Board of Education. 

Teacher academy plan. Creates in the Dep’t of Public Instruction the Teacher Academy Task Force with 
15 members: The Superintendent of Public Instruction or designee; one member of the SBE appointed by 
the chair of the SBE; one member of the UNC Board of Governors, appointed by the board chair; the 
director of the North Carolina Center for the Advancement of Teaching; one dean of a school of education 
appointed by the UNC President; four public school teachers appointed by the Speaker (one from preschool 
through grade 2, one grade 3 through 5, one grade 6 through 8, and one grade 9 through 12); four public 
school teachers appointed by the President Pro Tempore (same distribution); one superintendent of a local 
school administrative unit appointed by the Speaker; one school principal appointed by the President Pro 
Tempore. Task force is to develop for consideration by the General Assembly a plan to establish a statewide 
network of high quality, integrated, comprehensive, and sustained professional development for teachers. 
Identifies specific areas of concern. Dep’t of Public Instruction to provide staff and facilities. SBE to use up 
to $15,000 of funds it received prior to June 30, 1993 from audit exceptions and refunds to Aid to Local 
School Administrative Units for the task force. 

Also directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to begin implementing Teacher Academies in the summer of 
1994 as model units at various sites, taking into consideration the work of the task force. SBE to use up to 
$285,000 of the funds identified above for the teacher academies. 

Role of the Department of Public Instruction in staff development. Authorizes Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee to hire a consultant to review the role and capabilities of the Dep’t of Public Instruction 
with respect to implementation of site-based management and decision-making. The committee is to receive 
the consultant’s analysis and report on its results to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994. 

Staff development fund. Directs SBE to use up to $3.8 million of funds it received prior to June 30, 
1993 from audit exceptions and refunds to Aid to Local School Administrative Units for staff development 
activities. May not be used for activities that would require hiring substitute teachers. Requires Dep’t of 
Public Instruction to report by April 15, 1994 to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on use of

state, federal, and local funds for substitute teachers from Aug. 1, 1989 through Jan. 1, 1994. 

Exceptional children funds. Sets allocation for exceptional children’s funds as follows: (a) each local 
school administrative unit is to receive for academically gifted children $643.65 per child for 3.9% of the 
1992-93 actual average daily membership, regardless of the number of children identified as academically 
gifted. This allocation applies to 43,114 children statewide; and (b) each unit is to receive for other 
exceptional children $1,930.95 per child for the lesser of (i) 12.5% of 1992-93 actual average daily 
membership or (ii) the actual number of exceptional children identified. Directs SBE to study methods of 
identifying exceptional children and formulas for allocating funds and report to Comm’n on Children with 
Special Needs and to the chairs of the appropriations committees and subcommittees on education of the House 
and Senate by March 15, 1994. 

Extended services allotment. Provides that allotments for summer school, remediation, dropout 
prevention, community schools, duty-free period, and sports medici:.e are to be combined and allocated by the 
SBE under one allotmerm for extended services. At the close of a fiscal year, unencumbered balances from 
this allotment will not revert but will carry forward to the next fisca: year. Amends GS 115C-301.1 to provide 
that unencumbered balan<es from this allotment may be used to prcevi-ie duty free periods. Amends GS 
115C-174.11(6) to provide that funds for remediation for students vho fail the high schoo! competency test are 
to be allocated within the Extended Services Allotment. 

School Leadership Academy. Directs UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Education to convene 
a joint committee to study how to establish a school leadership academy. Specifies composition of committee, 
to include representatives of Board of Governors, State Baord of Education, Sup’t of Public Jnstruction, 
schools of education, and NC Ass’n of Independent Colleges & Schools. Directs committee to consider 1993 
recommendations of Educational Leadership Task Force and specified related matters. Requires committee to 
report to Joint Legislative Educ. Oversight Comm. by 3/1/94, at which time committee will terminate. 
Allocates up to $15,000 from appropriation to Board of Governors and up to $15,000 from appropriation to 
Dep’t of Public Education, Aid to Local School Units, for 1993-94 to fund the study. 

Principal Fellows Program. Establishes NC Principal Fellows Comm’n and authorizes Comm’n to | 
grant up to 50 scholarship loans during 1994-95 to recipients enrolled in school administrator programs 7 
approved by the Comm’n. Provisions concerning structure and powers of the Comm’n and terms of loans are 
substantively identical to Senate committee substitute for S 462, adonted 5/11. 

Local school improvement plans. Incorporates provisions of Senate committee substitute for S 49, 
adopted 5/S. 





REVENUE 

Field office closure and consolidation. Directs Dep’t of Revenue to analyze effect of field office closures 
and consolidations executed pursuant to GPAC recommendations and to report findings to General Assembly 
by 3/31/94. 

No cigarette tax stamps. States that General Assembly intends to enact tegisiation providing for payment 
of cigarette tax by reporting rather than stamps. [See S 1025, intro. 5/4.] 


TRANSPORTATION 

Moratorium on naming bridges, highways, and facilities. Establishes a moratorium on naming bridges, 
highways, and facilities for anyone who is not a deceased public official between 7/1/93 and 6/30/94. Directs 
Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to adopt guidelines for future naming of such facilities 
and to report to the 1994 session together with any recommended legislation. 

Permanent hourly worker status. Directs Dep’t of Transportation to begin converting all existing 
permanent hourly highway maintenance workers to permanent status, effective 7/1/93, requires DOT to cease 
hiring permanent hourly workers as of 7/1/93, and requires complete conversion of permanent hourly workers 
to permanent status by 1/1/94. Repeals GS 126-5(c4) effective 1/1/94. 


Repeal special $15,000 appropriation to DMV. Repeals GS 20-97(c) which makes a special annual 


appropriation of $15,000 to Div’n of Motor Vehicles from Highway Fund. 
Elderly & Handicapped Transportation Program. Amends GS 136-44.27 to rename cited program as 
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Elderly and Disabled Transportation Assistance Program. 

Powell Bill eligibility. Amends GS 136-41.2 to provide that otherwise eligible active municipalities that 
do not levy at least a $.05 per $100 property tax are nevertheless eligible for Powell Bill distributions. 

Small urban construction programs. Allocated $20 million in each year of the biennium for small urban 
construction projects. Provides that $14 million shall be allocated equally among the 14 highway divisions for 
projects located within a one-mile radius of municipal corporate limits. The remaining $6 million shall be 
used statewide for rural or small urban improvements. None of these funds are subject to the county 
allocation formula. Requires DOT to report to each member of the General Assembly projects funded i in his 
district under this section. 

Air Cargo Airport Authority marketing funds transfer. Requires transfer of $500,000 appropriated in 
1993-94 to Air Cargo Airport Authority to Dep’t of Commerce for marketing of Global TransPark, including 
two positions, operating support, and advertising funds. 

North Carolina Bridge Authority. Creates NC Bridge Authority for purpose of building a two-mile 
bridge "going from the mainland to a peninsula from which land egress is through property of the United 
States” (i.e., across Currituck Sound in the vicinity of Corolla). Av<a. to consist of six members: Sec’y of 
Transportation (chairman), three members appointed by Governor, and two appointed by General Assembly, 
one on recommendation of President pro tem. and one on recommendation of Speaker. Confers on Auth. 
powers appropriate to its function, including power to charge tolls for use of the bridge. Directs Joint 
Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to study best method frr funding the Auth. and a bridge to the 
mainiand near Corolla, and to report findings to the General Assembly on or before the first day of the 1994 
session. 

Rename Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. Amends GS 120-70.50 to rename cited 
committee (now, Joint Leg. Highway Oversight Comm.), to give it jurisdiction over all State transportation 
matters, and to provide that its powers are to be liberally construed. 

Transfer Rail Safety Section to Dep’t of Transportation. As title indicates (now, under jurisdiction of the 
Utilities Commission). 

Implement selected GPAC recommendations. Directs DOT to centralize monitoring and reporting of 
data related so small and minority business development firms and civil rights-related matters, and to report 
progress to Transportation Oversight Comm. by 10/1/93. 

Directs DOT to submit plan to General Assembly and Transportation Oversight Comm. by 9/1/93 on 
consolidating part-time driver license offices. 

Directs DOT to submit plan by 11/1/93 outlining steps to enhance efficiency of the vehicle registration 
process. 

Directs DOT to submit plan by 9/1/93 implementing GPAC recommendations with respect to contracting 
out more preconstruction work to private engineering firms. 

Directs DOT to report by 9/1/93 a plan to increase use of outside contract forces for highway 
Maintenance and repair, and to develop by 2/1/94 a plan to consolidate 14 division garages and 14 county 
garages. 

Directs DOT to realign traffic services sections of the 14 traffic divisions. 

Directs DOT to report by 11/1/93 a plan on maintenance staffing and ways to increase efficiency of 
maintenance work force. 

Equipment fund transfer. Directs transfer of $10 million from Equipment Fund to Highway Fund for 
1993-94. 

Visitor and Welcome Center funds. Amends GS 20-79.7 to earmark $225,000 for each year of 
1993-95 biennium from Special Registration Plate Account for existing visitor and welcome centers in 
Camden, Brunswick, Macon, Watauga, and Caswell. 

Farm equipment dealer plate usage. Amends GS 20-79(d) to provide that a deaier who sells, trades, or 
services farm tractors may use a dealer plate on a vehicle sued to haul tractors and other farm-related 
equipment that handles. 

Cap on driver education costs. Provides that transfers from Highway Fund for drivers education may not 
exceed $23,188,826 in either year of biennium. 
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Report on billboard fees. Directs DOT to report by 10/1/93 on billboard fees with attention to how 
much is generated and how much is needed to administer the program. 

Report on personnel effects of new computer system. Directs Sec’y of Transportation to report to 
Transportation Oversight Committee by 10/1/93 on plans for reducing personnel costs due to new computer 
system for drivers licensing and vehicle registration. 

Modify aviation appropriation. Amends GS 136-16.4 to fix annual appropriation from General Fund to 
DOT for aviation purposes at $8.4 million for 1993-94 and $8.9 million for 1994-95 (now, equal to sales tax 
collections on aircraft and related items). Provides that this amount is increase or decrease in the future in 
proportion to percentage change in overall sales tax collections. 

Report on use of inmate labor. Requires DOT to report to Transp. Oversight Comm. by 10/1/93 on use 
of minimum and medium custody inmates. 

Branch agent transaction rate. Sets DMV branch agent rate at $.92 per transaction. 


UNC BOARD OF GOVERNORS. 

UNC academic provisions. Expresses intent of General Assembly not to reduce the budgets of UNC for 
fiscal 1993-95 biennium in response to the 30% of costs of personnel exempt from the State Personnel Act 
who retired during the 1992-93 fiscal year and were working in the arezs of teaching, libraries, and academic 
leadership. 

Inventory. Directs UNC Board of Governors to require chancellors and appropriate management staff at 
the constituent institutions to review inventory control practices and install improvements in accordance with 
recommendations of the Government Performance Audit Committee and report resulting savings to the the 
Joint Appropriations Committees by April 15, 1994. 

Computer network management. Directs Board of Governors to review its planned improvements to the 
LINCNET network operated by UNC in conjunction with the Office of the State Controller and the 
Microelectronics Center to determine whether it would be advantageous to combine LINCNET with other 
networks or integrate it into the proposed statewide broadband network. Board to report to General Assembly 
and to Information Resources Management Commission by May 1, 1994. 

Wake Forest and Duke medical school assistance/funding formulae. Sets disbursements to Wake Forest 
at $8,000 for each medical student who is a North Carolina resident, $1,000 of which is to go into a fund to 
be used to provide financial aid to needy NC students. Maximum aid to any student from this fund may not 
exceed the difference between tuition and fees charged by Wake Forest’s medical school and those charged by 
UNC-Chapel Hill’s. Sets disbursement to Duke at $5,000 for each medical student who is a North Carolina 
resident, $500 of which is to go into a needy NC students fund. Maximum aid to any student from the fund 
is to be $2,000. An additional disbursement to Duke of $1,000 per NC resident student is to be made to the 
extent that the first-year, second-year, third-year, and fourth-year classes, respectively, enroll more than 30 
NC resident students. Directs Board of Governors to establish rules for eligibility for aid as a needy NC 
student, for establishing NC residency, and for insuring that funds disbursed to the schools are used directly 
for instruction in the medical programs. Directs Wake Forest and Duke to develop plans for encouraging NC 
resident students to enter primary care disciplines. 

Research campuses tuition surcharge. Directs Board of Governors to set a tuition surcharge of $200 per 
Student at research university campuses, with receipts to go to increasing the competitiveness of faculty 
teaching salaries (50% of receipts), increasing student financial aid (30%), and enhancing library operations 
(20%). 

Aid to private colleges/legislative tuition grant limitations. Sets limitations on amount of tuition grant that 
may be awarded to a student enrolled in a degree program at a site away from the main campus of a private 
college and sets limitations on Legislative Tuition Grant funds to be expended for a program at an off-campus 
site of a private institution. Provides that a member of the armed forces abiding in this state because of active 
military duty who does not qualify a resident for tuition purposes is eligible for a Legislative Tuition Grant if 
enrolled as a full-time student. The grant is not to exceed the cost of tuition less any assistance paid by the 
member’s employer. 


Aid to private Sollegea/ procentrel Incorporates provisions of H 161, except sets amount of direct 
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payment to private college for each NC resident enrolled at $450 for students enrolled as of October 1, 1993 
and $475 as of October 1, 1994 (H 161 set amount at $500), and sets amount of payment to be credited for 
each NC resident enrolled at $1,150 (H 161 set amount at $2,000). 

NC State University/competitive industry. Appropriates from NCSU overhead receipts $250,000 for state 
matching funds for the Nonwovens Cooperative Research Center, $500,000 for the Furniture Manufacturing 
and Management Center, and $300,000 for technology enhancement in the pulp and paper manufacturing 
programs. 

New degree programs. Directs Board of Governors to allocate up to $1.4 million for fiscal 1993-94 to 
supplement funds available to the constituent institutions to implement new degree programs proposed in the 
long-range plan that have received the board’s approval. 

ECU medical school/hospital teaching costs. Transfers $5,420,994 for fiscal 1993-94 and $5,865,713 
for fiscal 1994-95 ;rom the Division of Medical Assistance to East Carolina University School of Medicine for 
hospital teaching cvsts, in the event that the State Medicaid Plan amendment affecting Pitt County Memorial 
Hospital reimbursement at full costs due to its status as a primary affiliated teaching hospital of a state-operated 
medical school is nut approved by the Health Care Financing Agency. In that event, also appropriates from 
the Savings Reserve Tad to the ECU School of Medicine $10,602,697 for hospital teaching costs and directs 
the Governor to nc.ity the General Assembly of the failure of the amendment. 

Allied health personnel study/AHEC. Directs director of the Nc Area Health Education Centers 
program, with the staff of UNC General Administration and Dep’t of Community Colleges to make 
recommendations to General Assembly’s Joint Education Oversight Committee by May 1, 1994 on methods to 
increase number of physical therapists, occupational therapists, speech and language pathologists, and other 
related health paraprofessionals graduating from the university and community college systems. 

UNC educational consortia. Directs Board of Governors to allocate $600,000 in each year of 1993-95 
biennium to establish four new cooperative educational consortia at Appalachian State, East Carolina, NCCU, 
and UNC-C, linking elementary and secondary education, higher education, and leadership in the business 
community. 

Rural/primary care initiatives. Directs Board of Governors to use $2.1 million in each year of fiscal 
1993-95 biennium, according to Area Health Education Center Program plans, to expand programs for 
training primary cas medical students, residents, and other health professionals in community settings, 
including private practices, health departments, and community health services. 

Need-based c totechnology scholarships. Incorporates provisions of H 106 and identical S 224.

Office of 
the Courts, in consultation with the NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs, to select by Jan. 1, 
1994 up to 6 counties on a voluntary basis to implement restructured child support 
enforcement system. Requires Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules for implementation 
of state-supervised child support system, and provides that new child support enforcement 
system must be implemented in remaining counties beginning July 1, 1996. Under the 
restructured system, effective Jan. 1, 1994 and with respect to orders entered or modified 
after the implementation date, (1) unless the court orders otherwise, all court-ordered 
child support payments must be made through the clerk of court, and (2) in non-IV-D 
cases, the clerk of court has no responsibility or authority to monitor the obligor’s 
compliance with the support order or to initiate enforcement proceedings. Deletes 
provisions of original bill relating to (1) transfer of authority in interstate (URESA) child 
support actions from district attorneys to IV-D agencies, (2) repeal of criminal laws 
relating to willful failure to support minor child, (3) other proposed amendments to child 
support laws in GS Ch. 50 and 110, and (4) reduction of appropriations to Div’n of 
Social Services for child support enforcement. Retains provisions of original bill 
establishing Child Support Oversight Comm’n, with the following changes: (1) requires 
Comm ’n to determine whether changes in or recodification of child support laws is 
necessary (rather than propose legislation to recodify child support laws), and (2) requires 
Comm’n to report findings and recommendations (rather than submit proposed legislation) 
to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995 and every 2 years thereafter with respect to 
specified child support issues. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 315. GPAC GENERAL GOV’T OMNIBUS. Intro. 2/23; comm. sub. adopted 4/1. 
Senate amendment adds, to the components of the program for contracting out 
government services to the private sector, that the Office of State Budget and 
Management shall, when identifying activities that will benefit from contracting out, 
consider whether it would be feasible for the state to resume providing the service if 
contracting out the service proves unsatisfactory. Deletes provision (sec. 4.5) requiring 
the Dep’t of Commerce to eliminate two regional offices and four staff positions in the 
Business and Industry Div’n and two regional offices in the Div’n of Community 
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Assistance. Deletes from the bill Part V (Revenue), Part VI (Organization and Staffing), 
and Part VII (Sunset Review) and amends title accordingly. Makes other technical 
changes. 


S 366. GPAC/STATE WORKERS’ COMP. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. adopted 4/26. 
Senate amendment requires Office of State Personnel to fund act within funds available to 
it and provides that General Assembly is not obligated to appropriate funds to implement 
act. 


S 369. ‘SPAC/CIVILIANIZATION. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. adopted 4/29. Senate 
amendment deletes security officers in Dep’t of Cultural Resources, Divisions of Archives 
and Arts, and historic site manager from provision requiring filling of positions by persons 
other then sworn law enforcement officers. 


S 386. GPAC/SCHOOL ADMIN. JOB PROTECTION. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/11. Senate amendment #1 provides (1) that, after school administrator invokes 
right to conference with the superintendent subsequent to receiving notice of termination, 
the superintendent may either recommend reemployment or notify school administrator 
that reemployment will not be offered; (2) that the board of education may approve or 
disapprove of a superintendent’s recommendation to reemploy a school administrator for 
any cause that is not arbitrary, capricious, discriminatory, personal or political (was, for 
any cause deemed sufficient); and (3) that a superintendent’s recommendation for 
reemployment may be made at any time after a termination conference or more than 90 
days prior to the end of the school administrator’s current contract term. Senate 
amendment #2 makes technical correction. 


S 431. STRICT LIABILITY/MINOR’S DAMAGE. Intro. 3/1. Senate amendment sets 
maximuin limit of $3000 (was, $5000) on amount of damages that may be recovered from 
parent of minor child for child’s malicious and willful injury of another person or 


property. 


S 446. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/3; comm. sub. adopted 5/11. Senate 
amendment removes provision lowering the blood alcohol level considered slight 
impairment for mitigation purposes from 0.11 to 0.09. 


S 479. SENIOR TAR HEEL LEGISLATURE. Intro. 3/11. Senate amendment #1 
specifies that Senior Tar Heel Legislature is authorized to meet one day in March of every 
year and shall hold its first session no later than August (was June) 1993. Senate 

’ amendment #2 provides that the sessions may be heid in the Capitol or in a building to be 
selected by the Governor or the Governor’s designee. 
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S 504. STRATEGIC ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 3/18; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/5. Senate amendments (1) delete appropriation for Economic Development 
Board, and (2) increases membership of the Economic Development Board from 34 to 35 
by designating the Lt. Governor as a member of the Board. 


S 533. OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH/REPORTING. Intro. 3/24. Senate committee 
substitute (1) requires Comm’n for Health Services to adopt rules establishing list of 
occupational injuries that occur in agricultural settings (was, occupational injuries 
generally) that must be :eported to Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources, and (2) 
provides that medical facilities may report (was, shall report) reportable occupational 
injuries, illnesses, diseases, and conditions to DEHNR. Also adds provision requiring 
DEHNR to evaluate each report for its potential indication of exposure to a health hazard, 
and, if an on-site visit is deemed necessary, to forward the report to the Dep’t of Labor in 
cases in which Dep’t of Labor has jurisdiction over the work site. If the Dep’t of Labor 


~ determines that an on-site visit is necessary for enforcement purposes, the Dep’t of Labor 


must inform DEHNR within 30 days of receipt of the report and a representative of 
DEHNR may participate in the visit. Allows DEHNR and Dep’t of Labor to exchange 
information regarding specific workplaces and conditions and provides that such 
information shall retain the same confidentiality provided by the originating agency. 


S 559. SPECIAL ED. CIVIL ACTION. Intro. 3/25. Senate amendment makes 
technical correction. 


S 622. MISC. HEALTH INS. AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate comm. sub. 
adopted 5/10. Senate amendment establishes several new sections in the insurance laws to 
provide that insurance policies, contracts, certificates or health care plans that provide 
coverage for prescribed drugs approved by the federal Food and Drug Administration for 
the treatment of certain types of cancer shall not exclude coverage of any drug on the 
basis that the it has been prescribed for treatment of a type of cancer for which the drug 


has not been approved by the FDA, provided that the drug is FDA approved and is 


recognized for the treatment of the specific type of cancer for which it has been 
prescribed in any one of three established reference compendia listed in the bill. Does 
not require coverage for any experimental or investigational drugs or any drugs that the 
FDA has determined to be contraindicated for treatment of the specific type of cancer for 
which the drug has been prescribed. Provision is not to be construed to create, impair, 
alter, limit, notify, enlarge, abrogate, or prohibit reimbursement for drugs used in the 
treatment of any other disease or condition. 


S 754. AMEND STATE REAL PROPERTY MANAGEMENT. Intro. 4/8. Senate 
committee substitute retnoves provisions in bill making NC Energy Development 
Authority subject to GS Ch. 146 and making its property transactions subject to review by 
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the Council of State. Deletes provisions in bill requiring legislative approval for 
acquisitions and exchanges of the Dep’t of Administration worth more than $100,000. 
Reinserts references to the Governor that had been struck by the original bill. 


S 759. LIABILITY FOR UNLAWFUL PURCHASES. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute provides that if an employee violates siate purchasing laws and regulations, the 
employee, the agency head, or both may (was, both shall) be held personally liable for 
the costs of the unlawful purchase. 


S 792. ROCKINGHAM COUNTY AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12. Senate committee 
substitute changes title to “AN ACT TO ALI].OW THE CITY OF EDEN TO 
NEGOTIATE ANNEXATION CONTRACTS ANv TO AUTHORIZE ROCKINGHAM 
COUNTY TO PARTICIPATE IN THE REDEVELOPMENT OF CERTAIN 
ABANDONED PROPERTY” and inserts property description of property_covered by 
original bill. Adds new section authorizing Rockingham County to expend nontax 
revenue to assist in the redevelopment of an abandoned or closed school or other public 
facility. 


S 831. TRUTH IN SENTENCING ACT. Intro. 4/13. Senate amendment adds June 
30, 1995 sunset. 


S 834. FORECLOSURE STATUTE AMENDS. Intro. 4/13. House amendment makes 
provisions retroactive for all instruments (was, leasehold mortgages and deeds of 
trustonly). 


S 839. EXEMPT MVS FROM 3-DAY SALE RULE. Intro. 4/13. Senate committee 
substitutes revises exemption from definitior of "off-premises sale” of sale of motor 
vehicles defined in GS 20-286(10) to specify such sales must be by licensed motor vehicle 
sales representatives. 


S 840. FRANCHISE TERMINATION DECISION. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO EXTEND THE TIME FOR THE 
COMMISSIONER TO RENDER A FINAL DETERMINATION IN CONTESTED 
FRANCHISE TERMINATION, CANCELLATION, OR FAILURE TO RENEW 
MATTERS, BASED ON BANKRUPTCY, FAILURE TO STAY OPEN, LOSS OF 
LICENSES, OR CONVICTION OF FELONY INVOLVING MORAL TURPITUDE, 
UNDER THE MOTOR VEHICLES DEALERS AND MANUFACTURERS LICENSING 
LAW.” Amends GS 20-305(6) to increase from 60 to 90 days the time in which the 
Comm ’r of Motor Vehicles must render a final decision in matters involving the 
termination, cancellation, or nonrenewal of a motor vehicle dealership franchise. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993 and applicable to petitions filed on or after that date. 
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S 841. MV WARRANTY REIMBURSEMENT RIGHTS. Intro. 4/13. Senate 
committee substitute revises limitation on compensation for warranty work to provide that 
it must be reasonable, and in no event less than the dealer’s current retail labor rate and 
the amount charged to retail customers for the manufacturer’s or distributor’s original 
parts for nonwarranty work of like kind, provided that amount is competitive with other 
franchised dealers within the dealer’s market. Revises change in GS 20-305.1(b) relating 
to limitations on charge-backs for warranty work to provide that any audit for warranty 
parts or service compensation, services incentives, rebates, or other forms of sales 
incentive compensation shall only be for the 24-month period following the date of the 
claim. 


S 848. REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT. Intro. 4/14. Senate committee 
substitute excludes from definition of medical equipment (1) medical equipment used or 
dispensed in the normal course of treating patients by hospitals and nursing facilities or 
facilities for the mentally ill, developmentally disabled, and substance abusers, other than 
medical equipment delivered or dispensed by a separate unit or subsidiary corporation of 
these entities which is in the business of delivering medical equipment to an individual’s 
residence; (2) medical equipment used or dispensed by licensed professionals licensed 
under GS Ch. 90 provided the professional is practicing within the scope of his or her 
professional practice act; and (3) upper and lower extremity prosthetics and related 
orthotics. 


S 865. RABIES INFO RESTRICTED. Intro. 4/14. Original bill permitted release of 
information on rabies vaccination certificates only by local health director. Senate 
committee substitute provides that information may not be used for commercial purposes 
and rewrites title accordingly. 


S 873. BUILDING ACCESS. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. adopted 5/6; amended 5/10. 
Senate amendment #2 retitles bill, "AN ACT TO PROTECT A PERSON’S ACCESS TO 
PUBLIC OR PRIVATE BUILDINGS, BUSINESSES, OR FACILITIES.” Rewrites bill to 
expand its application from health care facilities to any public or private building, 
business, or facility, including the surrounding grounds and premises of the building, 
business or facility. 


S 889. CONT. ED. DENTISTS, HYGIENISTS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. adopted 
5/10. Senate amendment provides that Board of Dental Examiners may require up to five 
hours per year (previously no maximum number of hours specified) of continuing 
education for dentists and dental hygienists. 


S 899. UCC LEASES. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute amends definition of 
"consumer lease” by inserting maximum dollar amount of $25,000. Makes additional 
technical amendments. 
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S 929. MINORITY BUS./HIGHWAY CONSTRUCT. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee 
substitute deletes paragraph setting forth General Assembly’s findings regarding 
discrimination against minority- and women-owned business in the construction industry, 
eliminates several of the factors to be used to determine the participation goals, deletes 
paragraph establishing activities to conducted by the Dep’t to encourage awarding of 
contracts to disadvantaged businesses and paragraph providing for establishment of 
set-asides if activities are deemed insufficient. 


S 930. PATIENT COUNSELING ABOUT MEDICATION. Intro. 4/20. Senate 
committee substitute includes among the health care facilities covered by the act, local 
health departments, community health centers, medical offices, and facilities operated by 
a health care provider licensed under GS Ch. 90. 


__§ 945. USE DEADLY FORCE AGAINST INTRUDER. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee 


substitute and amendments authorize a lawful occupant of a home or other place of 
residence to use any degree of force, including deadly force, against an intruder to 
prevent forcible entry into the home or residence if there is a reasonable apprehension of 
death or serious bodily harm to the occupant or others in the home or residence or if 
there is a reasonable belief that the intruder intends to commit a felony. If the intruder is 
_ inside the home or residence, a lawful occupant is justified in using any force, including 
deadly force, necessary to protect the occupant or others from death or serious bodily 
harm, or that the occupant reasonably believes is necessary to protect himself or others 
from bodily harm. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 


S 954. INS. PAYMENT/CLIN. SOCIAL WORKERS. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment 
provides that state employees’ comprehensive health insurance plan covers care and 
treatment for mental illness provided by psychiatric nurses and other social workers who 
are under the direct employment and supervision of a licensed psychiatrist or licensed 
doctor of psychology. 


S 955. HEALTH CARE CONSENT/MINOR. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment makes a 
stylistic change. 


S 957. SURRY BEER/WINE TAX. Intro. 4/26. Senate amendment makes technical 
correction. 


S 989. Safe Schools Partnership Act. Intro. 4/27; amended 4/29. Senate committee 
substitute changes title to rad "AN ACT TO REQUIRE LOCAL BOARDS OF 
EDUCATION TO REPORT ACTS OF SCHOOL VIOLENCE TO THE STATE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION AND TO ADOPT CLEAR RULES REGARDING THE 
CONSEQUENCES OF COMMITTING VIOLENT ACTS AT SCHOOL, TO 
ENCOURAGE THE IMPLEMENTATION AND USE OF CONFLICT RESOLUTION

begins on or after July 1, 1993. Amends GS 20-24.1 to require that a defendant charged 
with a motor vehicle offense be afforded a hearing or trial within a reasonable time of 
defendant’s appearance. Foregoing provisions effective July 1, 1993. Adds provision, 
effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993, that the percentage rate 
used in calculating the insurance regulatory charge under GS 58-6-25 is 7.75% for the 
1993 taxable year.

H 1362. EXPAND BUSINESS TAX CREDIT (=S 1141). "TO EXPAND THE TAX 
CREDITS FOR QUALIFIED BUSINESS INVESTMENTS.” Amends GS 105-163.010 
(definitions) relating to income tax credits for qualified business investments: (1) adds a 
definition for “consideration,” (2) revises the definition of "control” of an entity, establishing 
new definition of ” pass-through entity,” (3) deletes definition of "qualified investment 
organization,” and (4) adds new definitions for "real estate-related business,” "selling or 
leasing at retail,” and "service-related industry.” 

Amends GS 105-163.011 to provide tax credit for purchases for consideration (now, 
investment) in an amount equal to 25% of the consideration invested not to exceed $750,000 
for corporations and $50,000 for individuals. Adds new subsection (b1) to that section to 
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provide the same credit for pass-through entities. Amends GS 105-163.012 to provide that 
the $50,000 and $750,000 limits on the tax credits described above do not apply to unused 
amounts carried over under that section. Deletes reference to qualified investment 
organizations in GS 105-163.012(b)(2). 

Amends GS 105-163.013 as follows: (1) deletes subsection (a) relating to | 
registration of qualified investment organizations, (2) amends subsection (b) relating to 
registration of qualified business ventures, (3) amends subsection (c) relating to registration of 
qualified grantee businesses, (4) amends subsection (d) to provide for reinstatement of 
registration and a fee for reinstatement of $50, (5) amends subsection (e) relating to 
revocation of registration to provide that the Sec’y of State shall not revoke the registration of 
a business solely because it ceases business operations for indefinite period of time as long as 
it renews its registration each year, and (6) adds a new subsection (f) to provide for transfer 
of registration. Amends GS 105-163.014 to provide for forfeiture of credits for participation. 
in the operation of the business, providing false information in the registration application, 
relocation of business out-of-state, or transfer or redemption of the investment. 

‘Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993 and applies to 
investments made and qualified businesses registered or renewed on or after July 1, 1993. 
Grandfathers registrations of qualified businesses or qualified grantee business prior to July 1, 
1993 until their renewal date under existing law and upon renewal; must satisfy new 
requirements unless a forfeiture of the credit would result. Authorizes Sec’y of State to 
require a qualified business venture or a qualified grantee business that is unable to renew its 
registration after July 1, 1993 to file reports appropriate to determine the location of the 
headquarters and principal business operations until three years after the date of the last 
investment in business that qualified for the tax credit.

H 1363. MARINE SCIENCES UNIV. FUNDS (=S 1145). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR MARINE SCIENCES AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT 
WILMINGTON AND AT ELIZABETH CITY STATE UNIVERSITY.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $8.5 million for 1993-94 and $8.1 million 
for 1994-95 for marine sciences at UNC-W and ECSU to be allocated as follows: $100,000 
for each fiscal year to ECSU for operation of the marine sciences program and the remainder 
of the funds to UNC-W for planning and construction of a marine science research and 
education center. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1364. CREATIVE RETIREMENT CENTER FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS

biennium for operations of the NC Center for Creative Retirement. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 1365. ECKERD CAMF' FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ECKERD 
WILDERNESS CAMP FOR TROUBLED YOUTH.” Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Div’n of Youth Services $359,512 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for the Eckerd 
Wilderness Camp’s program for troubled youth. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1366. SBI COMPLEX FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CONSTRUCTION

Bureau of Investigation complex. Effective July 1, 1993.

Appropriates from the General Fund 
to the Dep’t of Agriculture $53,752 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for a security 
guard and maintenance mechanic for the Western Carolina Farmers Market, and $675,100 for 
1993-94 to construct a truck shed and an addition to a wholesale building at the Western

H 1368. WESTERN AGRICULTURAL CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS

from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Agriculture $1.08 million for 1993-94 for a covered 
show-ring and parking area, rest rooms and shower facilities, and a NC Mountain Fair Master 
Plan for Western NC Agricuitural Center at Fletcher. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1369. FLETCHER CROP STATION FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
MOUNTAIN HORTICULTURAL CROPS RESEARCH STATION AT FLETCHER.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $258,000 for 1993-94 
for the Mountain Horticultural Crops Research Station at Fletcher. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Nesbitt, Colton, and Crawford. 


H 1370. CALDWELL ADOLESCENT HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CALDWELL COUNCIL ON ADOLESCENT HEALTH, INC., FOR THE 
ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY PROJECT.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Dep’t of Human Resources $15,000 for 1993-94 to be used by the Caldwell County Health 
Dep’t to provide funding for the adolescent pregnancy project of the Caldwell Council on 
Adolescent Health, Inc. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced Ly Robinson. 
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H 1371. MOUNTAIN AREA FIRE FIGHTING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO THE DIVISION OF FOREST RESOURCES, DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO ESTABLISH AND SUPPORT THREE FIRE 
PREVENTION AND FIRE-FIGHTING POSITIONS TO SERVE THE MOUNTAIN AREA 
OF THE STATE.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of Forest Resources 
$132,728 for each year of the biennium to establish and support three fire prevention and 
fire-fighting positions to serve the mountain area of the state. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Robinson. 


H 1372. ECONOMIC DEV. FINANCING BONDS. "TO AMEND THE 
CONSTITUTION TO PERMIT CITIES AND COUNTIES TO ISSUE BONDS TO 
FINANCE THE PUBLIC PORTION OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS.” 
Subject to voter approval at Nov. 1993 general election, adds new section to Art. V of NC 
Constitution, permitting General Assembly to enact general laws permitting local 
governments to borrow money without voter approval to finance public activities associated 
with private economic development projects within the territorial areas, such areas to be 
determined by statute. Funds set aside to secure the bonds to be derived from the net 
proceeds of taxes levied on the excess of assessed value in area defined from the time area is 
established (see explanation below), along with other sources of revenue, excluding property 
tax revenues other than the incremental taxes established in this section. 

Adds new GS Ch. 159, Art. 6, entitled Economic Development Financing Act. 
Permits cities and counties to issue economic development financing bonds subject to 
approval of Local Government Comm’n. Permits proceeds of such bonds to be expended to 
provide public facilities within a development financing district in the manner set out below. 
Provides that when such a district is established, existing tax valuation is determined (and is 
denominated the base valuation); thereafter, each year that base valuation is subtracted from 
the current valuation, and the difference, if any, is the incremental valuation. Each year, each 
local government that includes the district within its boundaries levies taxes on property in the 
district in the same manner as taxes are levied throughout the unit; taxes on the base value go 
to the taxing unit; taxes on the incremental value to into a special fund used to retire the 
bonds issued under the act. Also permits bonds to be secured by any revenues arising from 
the public facilities, any other source of revenue that does not involve a pledge of the taxing 
power, and, if general obligation bond issuance procedures are followed, by faith and credit 
of the issuing unit. Permits issuing unit to contract with property owners within the 
development financing district under which the owners agree to a minimum level at which 
their property will be assessed during the life of the bonds. 

Adds new GS 160A-515.1 as part of Urban Redevelopment Law, permitting cities to 
establish development financing districts within redevelopment areas and to adopt 
development financing plans for such districts. Before such a district is defined, the county 
commissioners must be given notice and the city may not proceed if the county disapproves 
of the proposed plan. Adds new GS 158-7.3 permitting cities and counties to establish 
development financing districts comprised of property that is blighted, deteriorated, or 
otherwise inappropriately developed, or is appropriate for rehabilitation or conservation 
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activities, or is appropriate for economic development. Counties may do so only outside of 
cities. Requires adoption of development financing plan for such districts. Limits private 
development in district outside a city’s central business district so that no more than 20% 
may be used for retail uses. Bill makes numerous conforming amendment to GS Ch. 159 and 
other and other statutes. Effective upon passage of constitutional amendment summarized 
above.

S 1131. DD INDEPENDENT LIVING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Div’n of Mental Health, Dev. Disabilities, & Substance Abuse 
Services $4 million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to establish a capital fund for the 
purchase of real estate to provide sites for persons with developmental disabilities 
participating in independent living programs or Medicaid-waiver programs. Effective July 1, 
1993.

S 1132. PARENT/CHILD CENTER FUNDS (=H1350). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE OPERATION OF FIVE ADDITIONAL HEAD START PARENT AND CHILD 
CENTERS.” Identical to H 1350 digested 12 May. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 1133. PERSONAL NEEDS ALLOWANCE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
INCREASE THE PERSONAL NEEDS ALLOWANCE FOR CERTAIN DOMICILIARY 
CARE RESIDENTS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of Social Services 
$2,777,400 for 1993-94 and $2,917,050 for 1994-95 to increase the personal needs 
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allowance for domiciliary care residents receiving State-County Special Assistance from $25 
to $50 per month. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Walker. 


S 1134. SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL.” Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of Cultural Resources $75,000 for each year of the biennium for the NC 
Shakespeare Festival. These funds will become part of future continuation budgets. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

S 1135. PIEDMONT TRIAD ENGINEERING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE PIEDMONT TRIAD ENGINEERING RESEARCH 
CENTER.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $500,000 
for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to establish the Piedmont Trial Engineering Research 
Center to carry out graduate education and research in engineering, initially as it relates to 
medicine. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1136. APPRENTICESHIP EXPANSION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR FOR EXPANSION OF THE APPRENTICESHIP 
DIVISION.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Labor $697,839 for 
1993-94 and $729,536 for 1994-95 to expand the Apprenticeship Division to provide training 
for 8,500 registered apprentices buy the end of the 1993-95 biennium. Effective July 1,

S 1137. LABOR DEP’T COMPUTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

STATEWIDE INFORMATION AND RESOURCE CAPABILITIES.”. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Labor $1,500,000 for 1993-94 for the expansion of the 
computerized network of resources which will benefit employers and employees across the 
State.

S 1138. UNC-CH BICENTENNIAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

OBSERVANCE.” Appropriates from the General Fund to UNC-CH $250,000 for 1993-94 
for the Bicentennial Observance. Effective July 1, 1993.

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S 1140. AIRBORNE MUSEUM FUNDS (=H 1360). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR

S 1141. EXPAND BUSINESS TAX CREDIT (=H 1362). "TO EXPAND THE TAX 
CREDITS FOR QUALIFIED BUSINESS INVESTMENTS.” Identical to H 1362 digested 
12 May.

S 1142. STATE-REQUIRED VACCINES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE STATE-MANDATED VACCINES WITHOUT CHARGE TO PHYSICIANS AND 
LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENTS.” Provides that DEHNR shall provide without charge, 
vaccines for immunizations required by GS 130A-152 to licensed physicians and to local 
health departments that administer these required immunizations. Prohibits physician who 
receives vaccines without charge from charging the patient for the vaccine, but allows charge 
for the administration of the vaccine. Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR 
$5,000,000 for 1993-94 and $10,900,000 for 1994-95 to implement the act. Appropriation 
is effective July 1, 1993, and remainder of act is effective Jan. 1, 1994.

S 1143. HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION/DEFERRAL. "TO PROVIDE PROPERTY TAX 
DEFERRAL AS AN ALTERNATIVE FORM OF PROPERTY TAX RELIEF FOR THE 
ELDERLY AND DISABLED AND, IF A STATE-OPERATED LOTTERY IS 
IMPLEMENTED, TO INCREASE THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION 
FOR THE ELDERLY AND DISABLED AND REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR 
THEIR REVENUE LOST DUE TO THE HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION.” GS 105-277.1 now 
excludes from property taxes the first $12,000 in value of residential property owned by 
persons with disposable income in the preceding calendar year of $11,000 or less and who 
are 65 or older or permanently and totally disabled. This bill (1) allows a qualifying owner 
to elect property tax relief in the form of either a homestead exemption or a property tax 
deferral; (2) sets the income limit for deferral at $25,000; (3) redefines income to be adjusted 
gross income as defined in section 62 of the Internal Revenue Code and, for married 
applicants residing with their spouse, to include the income of both spouses whether or not 
the property is in both names. Where property tax deferral is elected, payment of taxes may 
be deferred until the death of the owner or until the property is transferred, unless the 
property is transferred to the former owner’s spouse and the spouse is 65 years old or older 
and occupies the residence, in which case the spouse make elect to continue deferral. 
Deferred taxes and interest may be prepaid in whole or in part. Deferral election not 
permitted where property is subject to a lien that, under federal law, prohibits deferral of 
taxes, or where outstanding lien amounts exceed 85% of assessed value. Effective for taxes 
imposed for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1994. 
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In the event that a state-operated lottery is implemented, the income eligibility limit 
for homestead exemption is raised to $18,000 for the taxable year beginning the first July 1 
after the lottery is implemented, and for each succeeding July 1, the income eligibility limit is 
raised by the same percentage as federal benefits under Titles II and XVI of the Social 
Security Act. The homestead exclusion increases from $12,000 to $25,000 in the event of a 
state lottery, to be adjusted every fifth year according to one-half the percentage increase in 
the Consumer Price Index for the most recent five-year period. Amends GS 105-277.1A to 
provide for the reimbursement of localities for tax lost under this section, using revenues from 
lottery ticket sales. State-lottery dependent provisions become effective for taxes imposed for 
taxable years beginning on or after the first July 1 after a state-operated lottery is 
implemented.

S 1144. BRIDGE FORMULA EXCEPTIONS. ”TO EXTEND CERTAIN EXEMPTIONS 
TO THE FEDERAL BRIDGE FORMULA ON STATE HIGHWAYS, EXCEPT 
INTERSTATES.” Amends GS 20-118(i)(6) as title indicates. Extends exemption to Oct. 1, 
1998 (under current law, would expire Oct. 1, 1993).

S 1145. MARINE SCIENCES UNIV. FUNDS (=H 1363). “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR MARINE SCIENCES AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT 
WILMINGTON AND AT ELIZABETH CITY STATE UNIVERSITY.” Identical to H 1363 
digested 12 May. 

Introduced by Soles. 


S 1146. FLEA MARKET TAX, SALES, RECORDS. "TO INCREASE THE STATE 
PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX FOR ITINERANT MERCHANTS AND SPECIALTY MARKET 
OPERATORS, TO MODIFY THE PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX REQUIREMENTS FOR 
FLEA MARKET VENDORS, AND TO PROHIBIT SALES OF OVER-THE-COUNTER 
DRUGS AT FLEA MARKETS.” Amends GS 105-53 to increase from $100 to $110 the 
privilege license tax for itinerant merchants and from $200 to $225 the privilege license tax 
for specialty market operators. Provides that a law enforcement agent may require a specialty 
market vendor or another itinerant merchant to provide evidence of the source of merchandise 
offered for sale, prohibits sale of over-the-counter drugs at a specialty market and makes it a 
misdemeanor to violate these requirements. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

S 1147. DMV FALSE RECORDS PENALTIES. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 20 TO 
PROVIDE INCREASED PENALTIES FOR FALSIFYING RECORDS AND THE USE OF 
FRAUDULENTLY OBTAINED LICENSES AND IDENTIFICATION CARDS.” Amends 
GS 20-7 to authorize Div’n of Motor Vehicles to require applicant for drivers license to 
present two or more forms of approved identification which the Div’n may copy or hold for a 
reasonable period of time to verify authenticity. Amends GS 20-30, -34.1 and -34.2 to make 
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it unlawful to counterfeit a special identification card issued by DMV or to possess an altered 
or fictitious special identification card. Makes it a class H felony (1) to photocopy or 
reproduce a drivers license or learners permit, or to possess a reproduced drivers license or 
learners permit, (2) to give or use a false or fictitious name or address in any application for 
a drivers license, learners permit, or special identification card, or to knowingly provide false 
or fictitious documents for purpose of providing proof of identification to DMV, (3) to use or 
display a drivers license, learners permit, or special identification card obtained in violation of 
GS 20-30 in connection with the operation of a vehicle for which a commercial drivers license 
is required, the operation of a vehicle by a driver while his license is revoked, or the 
obtaining of money or property by false pretenses with a check or credit card, (4) for a 

DMV employee to accept money or anything of value (other than authorized fees) for the 
issuance of a drivers license, learners permit, or special identification card, or to fraudulently 
or knowingly accept false proof of identification for a drivers license, learners permit, or 
special identification card, and (5) for a DMV employee to knowingly enter false information 
in DMV records or computer system, or to wilfully alters records or computer data, or 
intentionally ente: incorrect test scores, or intentionally fail to enter or file information or 
records for the purpose of obtaining or maintaining a person’s drivers license or motor 
vehicle registration. Allows DMV employees and law enforcement officers to seize any 
drivers license, learners permit, or special identification card used or displayed in violation of 
GS 20-30 and to hold the license, permit, or card until disposed of by order of a court or 
DMV. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 1149. SCHOOLS PARENTAL INVOLVEMT. FUNDS (=H 1278). "TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT IN THE PUBLIC

S 1150. UNC UNDERGRADUATE EDUCATION STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE 
LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON THE QUALITY OF UNDERGRADUATE EDUCATION 
IN THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA, AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION.” 
Establishes comm ’n as title indicates consisting of 18 members appointed as follows: (1) three 
Senators appointed by the Pres. pro tem., (2) three Representatives appointed by the 
Speaker, (3) two chancellors, appointed by the UNC President, (4) two members of the UNC 
Board of Governors , appointed by the chair of that Board, (5) the UNC President or 
designee, (6) two professors recognized for teaching excellence, one appointed by the Pres. 
pro tem. and one by the Speaker, (7) the student ex officio member of the UNC Board of 
Governors , and (8) four representatives of business and industry, two appointed by the 
President pro tem. and two by the Speaker. 

Issues to be investigated in the study include: institutional and professional rewarcl 
and incentives for quality undergraduate teaching; role of teaching as scholarship in the 
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university rewards system; methods to assess and evaluate faculty teaching; current activities 
dedicated to faculty professional development in the area of teaching; institutional missions 
and planning in order to determine the emphasis placed on undergraduate teaching and 
learning in each UNC constituent institution ; current measure of quality undergraduate 
education; freshman placement issues; academic support for undergraduates; relationship 
among the constituent institutions , the public schools, and the community colleges in 
providing undergraduate education; consistency of quality in General College (freshman and 
sophomore) coursework; student contact with tenured faculty; and alternative systems to 
provide methods for paying college costs, including prepaid tuition plans, zero-coupon bond 
programs and need-based student aid, such as contractual plans (the Taylor Plan), work 
study, and others. 

Comm’n to make interim report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by April 14, 1994 and final report by Jan. 15, 1995, at which time Comm’n 
terminates. Appropriates from the General Fund to the General Assembly $30,000 for 
1993-94 and $30,000 for 1994-95 to fund work of Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Hoyle. 


The following bills were introduced out of order today. 


S 1163. POLLUTION FACILITIES FINANCING. "TO ALLOW PROJECTS FINANCED 
UNDER THE INDUSTRIAL AND POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITIES FINANCING 
ACT AND THE NORTH CAROLINA INDUSTRIAL AND POLLUTION CONTROL 
FACILITIES POOL PROGRAM FINANCING ACT TO BE LOCATED IN MORE THAN 
ONE COUNTY.” Amends GS 159C-10 and 159D to allow a portion of a pollution control 
project to be located in a county other than the county for which the authority was created as 
jong as the additional portion of the project constitutes functionally appurtenant or incidental 
facilities and the governing body of the other county in which the additional portion of the 
project is located approves the project. 

Introduced by Tally. 


S 1164. SOLID WASTE FINANCIAL RESPONS. "TO CONFORM THE MEANS BY 
WHICH SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITIES MAY DEMONSTRATE 
FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY TO THE REQUIREMENTS OF FEDERAL LAW.” 
Amends GS 130A-294(b) to make solid waste facilities operated by local governments subject 
to financial responsibility rules adopted by Comm’n for Health Services. 

Introduced by Tally. 


S 1165. RESIDENT INSPECTOR PRGM. AMENDS. "TO PROVIDE FOR REFUND OR 
FEES IN EXCESS OF THE AMOUNT NEEDED TO OPERATE THE RESIDENT 
INSPECTORS PROGRAM AND TO REVISE THE METHOD BY WHICH RESIDENT 
INSPECTORS ARE ASSIGNED.” Amends GS 130A-295.02(i) to require Dep’t of Env., 
Health, & Nat. Resources to establish program for assigning resident inspectors to 
commercial hazardous waste facilities so that scheduled rotation of inspectors or equivalent 
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oversight procedures will ensure adequate objectivity of inspector (current law specifies 
maximum time periods for which inspector may be assigned to facility). Amends GS 
130A-295.02(h) to provide that fees collected by DEHNR in connection with resident 
inspector program shall be deposited in separate nonreverting fund within dep’t and that 
funds in excess of actual costs of resident inspector program may be credited or refunded to 
facilities on an equitable basis.

H 647. MOLD LIEN & MOLD RETENTION ACT. Intro. 3/29. House amendment 
changes title to rad "AN ACT TO LIMIT MOLDERS’ OBLIGATIONS TO RETAIN 
DIES, MOLDS, FORMS, OR PATTERNS,” and deletes amendment to GS 44A-2(g) in 
Original bill that created lien in dies, molds, forms or patterns. Adds a requirement that 
notice requirements under the bill be provided to any known secured creditor in addition 
to the customer, and adds provision for notice by publication if notice cannot be obtained 
by mail with title transferring to the molder 45 days after the date of first publication. 


H 784. NATURAL GAS STUDY. Intro. 4/7. House committee substitute changes title 
of bill to "AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE UTILITIES COMM’N TO STUDY THE 
ALLOCATION OF UNSERVED AREAS FOR THE PROVISION OF NATURAL GAS 
SERVICE AND TO STUDY ALTERNATIVE MEANS OF RATE MAKING FOR 
NATURAL GAS.” Requires Utilities Comm’n to study allocation of unserved area for 
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provision of natural gas service (was, allocation of franchise territories). Adds provision 
requiring Utilities Comm’n to study alternative means of rate making for natural gas 
companies. 


H 969. DEMOLITION ASPHALT SUNSET OFF. Intro. 4/15. House committee 
substitute makes technical change. ) 


H 1027. FORUM SELECTION FOR NC CONTRACTS. Intro. 4/19. House 
amendments (1) extend provisions of act to include contract provisions requiring 
arbitration of contract disputes in another state, and (2) exempt non-c nsumer loan 
transactions from provisions of act. 


H 1091. STATEWIDE SUP. CT. MEDIATION. Intro. 4/19. House 2mendment 
requires (was, authorized) Supreme Court to establish standards for qualifications of 
mediators, requires that these standards provide that nonattorneys be eligible for 
certification as mediators, and requires Supreme Court to conform previously adopted 
mediation rules to meet this requirement. 


H 1094. DELIVERY OF MOTOR VEHICLES. Intro. 4/19. House amendment 
deletes provision amending GS 20-298 and revises new section GS 20-75.1 to remove 
provision allowing motor vehicle dealer to condition sale and delivery of motor vehicle to 
purchaser on the purchaser having liability, collision, and comprehensive insurance on 
another vehicle that will cover the delivered vehicle without notification to the purchaser’s 
insurance agency. Clarifies when and under what conditions insurance coverage on 
purchased vehicle changes from the seller’s to the purchaser’s insurance policy. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 27. CURRENT OPERATIONS BUDGET. Comm. sub. adopted 5/11 and on 5/12. 
Senate amendments make the following changes: 

Senate amendment #1 deletes $3,481,723 appropriation for 1994-95 for Reserve for 
Compensation Bonus in Current Operations/Highway Fund. 

Senate amendment #2 changes general provisions relating to funds available from 
overrealized receipts by providing that such funds, excluding gifts and grants that are 
unanticipated and are for a specific purpose only, shall not be used for new permanent 
employee positions or to raise the salary of exiting employees except (1) as provided for 
special responsibility institutions under GS 116-30.1 through 30.4 or educational, 
charitable and correctional institutions under GS 143-27; or (2) if the Governor finds that 
the new permanent employee positions are necessary to maintain the function that 
generated the receipts at the level anticipated in the certified budget codes for that Fund, 
in which case the Governor shall notify, at least 10 days before making the finding, the 
President pro tem., the Speaker, the chairmen of the appropriations committees of the 
Senate and House, and the Fiscal Research Division that he intends to make such a 
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finding, such notice to set out the reason the positions are necessary to maintain the 
function. 

Senate amendment #3 makes technical change. 

Senate amendment #4 adds new special provision under DOT (Sec. 116.1) entitled 
"SOME TEMPORARY FERRY DIVISION POSITIONS CONVERTED TO 
PERMANENT FULL-TIME POSITIONS” and providing that any temporary positions 11 
the Ferry Div’n that are filled by personnel who have worked for 24 or more months as of 
the effective date of the act shall be converted to permanent ful!-time positions, subject to 
the approval of the Sec’y of Transportation. 

Senate amendment #5 restores existing language in GS 142-18(a) relating to the 
source of funds for wages and allowances of inmates not employed by prison enterprises 
as contained in special provision 133.2 "INMATE INCENTIVE PAY.” 

Senate amendment #6 deletes provision establishing $400 tuition surcharge for 
out-of-State students, leaving the surcharge at $200 per student per year. 

Senate amendment #7 provides that the Governor or his designee shall serve as chair 
of the Commission on School Technology, and those currently designated as cochairs are 
changed to vice-chairs. 

Senate amendment #8 adds two additional members to the Teacher Academy Task 
Force to be public school teachers appointed by the Governor and to change the 
appointment of the superintendent and principal members to be appointed by the 
Governor. 

Senate amendment #11 adds new special provision under General Gov’t (Sec. 16.1) 
entitled "MINORITY PARTY REPRESENTATION” to amend GS 143-4 which 
establishes the composition of the Advisory Budget Comm’n to add one additional 
member for each of the appointing authorities, and to provide that at least one of the 
appointments of each appointing authority must be from the membership of the minority 
party. Makes conforming change regarding vacancies. 


S 132. MINORITY BUSINESS COORDINATOR. Intro. 2/15; comm. sub. adopted 
4/1; amended 5/12. Senate amendment changes provision concerning state term contracts 
to require Sec’y of Administration to consult with affected agencies when adopting rules 
authorizing the purchase of commodities off term contracts and the conditions governing 
such procedures. Sec’y to give consideration to purchase price, availability on a 
continuing basis, availability and cost of appropriate service and maintenance, 
convenience of agencies, stability of state purchasing and contracting process, and means 
of reporting the impact of such procedures to the Sec’y and General Assembly. 


S 633. STAGGERED PAROLE COMMW°N TERMS. Intro. 3/30. Senate amendment 
makes technical correction. 
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S 787. ESC TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. adopted 4/26. Senate 
amendment provides that Employment Security Comm’n may waive, for good cause 
shown, penalty for failure to comply with tax reporting requirement. Makes technical 
change. 


S 898. LAND CLEARING/DEBRIS LANDFILLS. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendments 
(1) require that survey of property on which landfill is located indicate record owner of 
the land on which the landfill is situated, and (2) exempt Dep’t of Transportation from 
requirements of section with respect to on-site disposal of land clearing and inert debris 
on highway rights-of-way. 


S 980. DEFINE SEPTAGE. Intro. 4/28. Senate committee substitute changes title of 
bill to "AN ACT TO DEFINE SEPTAGE, TO CLARIFY WHEN CHEMICAL OR 
PORTABLE TOILETS MAY BE USED, TO AMEND THE FEE SCHEDULE 
APPLICABLE TO SEPTAGE MANAGEMENT FIRMS, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
AND CONFORMING CORRECTIONS.” Revises annual fees for septic management 
firms--$200 plus an additional $50 per truck for each truck in excess of two. Restores 
statutory provision making it unlawful to discharge sewage or other waste from a chemical 
or portable toilet into an unapproved wastewater system. Makes additional technical 
amendments. 


S 1003. LANDFILL PERMIT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/29. Senate committee 
substitute changes title to read "AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT A PUBLIC HEARING 
BE HELD PRIOR TO THE APPROVAL OF AN APPLICATION FOR A NEW PERMIT, 
THE RENEWAL OF A PERMIT, OR A SUBSTANTIAL AMENDMENT TO A PERMIT 
FOR A SANITARY LANDFILL,” and deletes provision in original bill prohibiting 
substantial change in documents affecting application for sanitary landfill permit within 
five years of filing an application. Makes various technical changes. 


S 1006. REGULATED METALS PURCHASE. Intro. 4/29. Senate committee 
substitute redefines "law enforcement officer” to mean any duly constituted law 
enforcement officer of the state or of any municipality or county and eliminates from 
definition a law enforcement officer’s designee. Deletes requirement that law enforcement 
officer give proper identification before inspecting a secondary metals recycler. Replaces 
the "Right to Reimbursement” provision, which specified in detail the circumstances 
under which a secondary metals recycler could be reimbursed when materials it bought 
were recovered by the lawful owner as stolen property, with a general "Right to 
Restitution” provision allowing the court to order a defendant to make restitution to the 
secondary metals recycler for any damage or loss caused by the defendant arising out of a 
defendant’s offense. Deletes provision in bill making second and subsequent violations of 
the statute a class J felony. Redefines "regulated metals property” to mean all ferrous 
and nonferrous materials; subsequent Senate amendment changed "materials” to ”metals.” 
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S 1012. ECONOMIC IMPACT OF RULES. Intro. 5/3; amended 5/12. Senate 
amendment (1) appropriates from the General Fund to the Rules Reivew Commission 
$50,000 to carry out the requirements imposed by the bill; (2) changes effective date to 
July 1, 1993; (3) changes title of bill to reflect above appropriation. 


S 1020. NORTH CAROLINA ARBORETUM CHANGES. Intro. 5/3. Senate 
amendment adds provision that two members of board of directors will be appointed by 
General Assembly in accordance with GS 120-121 upon the recommendation of the Pres. 
pro tem. 


S 1032. WORKERS’ COMP/MED COST CONTROLS. Intro. 5/4. Senate 
amendments (1) provide that fees for medical compensation éstablished by Industrial 
Comm’n shall be based on, and be equal to, the maximum fees payable under the State 
Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan for similar services and procedures, and 
(2) restores existing statutory language of GS 97-90(e) with one change--delays effective 
date of changes in legal and medical fees from July 1 to Jan. 1 following approval of the 
fees. 


S 1051. OVERTIME EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/5. Senate committee substitute replaces 
Original bill with "AN ACT TO EXEMPT CERTAIN EMPLOYEES OF CERTAIN 
SEASONAL AND RECREATIONAL BUSINESS ESTABLISHMENTS FROM 
OVERTIME REQUIREMENTS UNDER THE WAGE AND HOUR ACT.” Provides that 
GS 95-25.4 (relating to overtime) and GS 95-25.15(f) (relating to record keeping) do not 
apply to any employee employed by an establishment which is a seasonal amusement or 
recreational establishment who provides whitewater river guide service. 


S 1054. PHYSICIAN PRACTICE PARAMETERS. Intro. 5/5. Senate amendment 
adds one member to the advisory committee designated to be an attorney appointed by 
the Governor, adds one attorney to be appointed by the Governor to the Primary care 
subcommittee, adds one attorney to be appointed by the Governor to the Anesthesiology 
subcommittee; adds one attorney to be appointed by the Governor to the Emergency 
medicine subcommittee; adds one attorney to the Obstetrics and gynecology 
subcommittee. 


S 1066. VOTER PREREGISTRATION. Intro. 5/6. Senate amendments deletes 
criminal penalty for providing false information on application for voter preregistration 
and provides that act becomes effective Jan. 1, 1995, regardless of whether statewide 
computerized voter registration system has been implemented. 


S 1082. NASH/WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. Intro. 5/10. Senate amendment 
adds requirement in addition to published notice that county post one or more prominent 
signs immediately adjacent to the subject area reasonably calculated to give public notice 
of the proposed rezoning. 
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S 1113. TITLE INSURANCE PREMIUM ERRORS. Intro. 5/11. Senate amendment 
allows Comm’r of Insurance to waive civil penalty or sanction for understatement or 
overstatement of title insurance premium if understatement or overstatement is due to. 
inadvertence, mistake, or miscalculation by the closing attorney or his employees. 


S 1121. SOIL CONSERVATION LAW CHANGES. Intro. 5/11. Senate amendment 
adds GS 139-19.1 (Supervisors of multi-county soil and water conservation district may 
delegate powers) and GS 139-27.1 (Debts may be incurred to be repaid over more than 
three years) to list of statutes being repealed.

Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $370,000 for each year of the 1993-95 
biennium to continue the Western Carolina Tomorrow Program. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced (by request) by Jenkins, Ramsey, Beall, Nesbitt, Colton, Crawford, R. Hunter, 
and Ives. 


H 1385. FELONY TO ASSAULT EDUCATOR. ”TO MAKE IT A FELONY TO 
ASSAULT AN EDUCATOF. AND TO-APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INFORM STUDENTS 
OF THIS ACT.” Adds new GS 14-32.3 making it a Class J felony for a person, 14 years of 
age or older, to assault an educator (defined as a public or private school administrator, 
coach, teacher, teacher’s aid, or guidance counselor) if the educator was discharging official 
duties at the time of the assault or if the assault occurs on grounds of the school at which the 
educator is employed. Imposes mandatory minimum 90 day term of imprisonment which 
may not be suspended. Prohibits early parole, early release, and probation during the 
mandatory minimum term.

H 1386. ACCIDENT PREVENT. COURSE REDUCTION. "TO PROVIDE FOR 
AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE PREMIUM DISCOUNTS OF AT LEAST TEN PERCENT 
FOR CERTAIN PERSONS WHO COMPLETE ACCIDENT PREVENTION COURSES.” 
Adds new GS 58-36-66 to provide for a reduction in premium rates of at least 10% for 
liability and physical damage coverages for insureds 55 years of age or older who successfully 
complete motor vehicle accident prevention courses approved by the Comm’r of Motor 
Vehicles. Course must provide actual classroom instruction; rate reduction does not apply to 
self-instructed courses or courses required by court order, statute, or DMV regulation.

H 1403. WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO CONSTRUCT A FREESTANDING BOILER PLANT AT WESTERN CAROLINA 
CENTER.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources $350,000 
for 1993-94 to be used as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Church. 


H 1404. NC EQUITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A WOMEN’S 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CLEARINGHOUSE AT NC EQUITY.” Appropriates 
from the General Fund to NC Equity $200,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium to 
establish and support a Women’s Economic Development Clearinghouse to (1) collect and 
disseminate information about economic options and opportunities for NC women; (2) 
serve as a resource and referral center for education, financing, credit, and mentoring 
services; (3) create a database of the above information by county and region; (4) assess 
and disseminate information about model public and private programs in the US that 
promote women’s economic development; (5) collaborate with such entities as community 
development centers, economic development agencies, small business centers, women’s 
centers, and community colleges to ensure that these entities assist women; and (6) 
produce an annual report on economic indicators relating to women’s economic activities 
and conduct relevant research. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour and Easterling. 


H 1405. LAW OFFICERS’ HALL OF HONOR. "TO CREATE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’ HALL OF HONOR AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE FOR THE NORTH 
CAROLINA LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’ HALL OF HONOR.” Creates a new 
Ch. 114A creating the Hall of Honor within the Dep’t of Justice to be located on the 
grounds of the SBI, Hammond Road Campus, Raleigh. Establishes Hall of Honor 
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Committee consisting of eight members: the Governor; the Attorney General; the 
president of the NC Sheriff’s Ass’n; the president of the NC Law Enforcement Officers’ 
Ass’n; the president of the NC Police Executives Ass’n; one person appointed by the 
Speaker; and one person appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. Committee to plan, 
erect, administer, and maintain the Hall of Honor. 

Establishes fund within the Dep’t of Justice to be used in support of activities relating 
to the planning, construction, administration, and maintenance of the Hall of Honor. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Justice $50,000 for 1993-94 and 
$50,000 for 1994-95 for establishment and support of the Hall. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 1406. LAKE JAMES STATE PARK. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR LAKE 
JAMES STATE PARK.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $1 million for 1993-94 for the Div’n of 
Parks and Recreation for Lake James State Park land acquisition, capital improvements, 
and equipment purchase. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by R. Hunter and Church. 


H 1407. STUDY REPETITIVE MOTION INJURIES. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR TO CONDUCT A STUDY OF WORKPLACE 
REPETITIVE MOTION INJURIES.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t 
of Labor $25,090 for 1993-94 to fund a Dep’t of Labor study of workplace injuries 
resulting from cumulative trauma disorder, specifically carpal tunnel syndrome. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 1408. TEACH AMERICAN ETHICS (=S 1169). "TO REQUIRE THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS TO PROVIDE INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN ETHICS.” Amends GS 
115C-81 to require public schools to give special emphasis to instruction in honesty; 
morality; courtesy; tolerance; obedience to law; respect for the national flag, the US 
Constitution, and the NC Constitution; respect for parents and the home; the dignity and 
necessity of honest labor; other lessons that tend to promote and develop an upright and 
desirable citizenry; respect for all, regardless of race, color, creed, national origin, 
religion, age, sex, or handicap; and acknowledgment of the dignity and worth of 
individuals and groups. Directs the Sup’t of Public Instruction to prepare an outline for 
this purpose, which the State Board of Education will incorporate in the courses of study 
for all public schools. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction $25,000 for 1993-94 to support the Sup’t’s duties, and to distribute materials, 
pursuant to this act. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nesbitt and Black. 
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H 1409. CAPITAL BUDGET. "TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS TO PROVIDE 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND 
AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.” Blank Bill. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Nesbitt and Diamont. 


H 1410. PERSONAL NEEDS ALLOWANCE FUNDS (=S 1133). "TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE PERSONAL NEEDS ALLOWANCE FOR 
CERTAIN DOMICILIARY CARE RESIDENTS.” Identical to S 1133, introduced 12 
May. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1411. LRC STUDY CHEM. DEPEN. INS. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY HEALTH CARE INSURANCE COVERAGE 
FOR CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY.” Permits the Legislative Research Comm’n to study 
the issue title indicates, including whether any existing laws need to be amended; report 
may be presented to 1993 General Assembly, Regular Session 1994. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1412. LRC STUDY LONG-TERM CARE FINANCE. "AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY LONG-TERM CARE 
MEDICAID ELIGIBILITY, MEDICAID ESTATE RECOVERY, AND WAYS TO 
ENCOURAGE THE DEVELOPMENT AND USE OF PRIVATE-SECTOR RESOURCES

DEVELOPMENT AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE STUDY.” Permits the 
study title indicates. Legislative Research Comm’n may make report and 
recommendations to the 1993 General Assembly, Regular Session 1994, and a final report 
to the 1995 General Assembly. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Legislative 
Research Comm’n $15,000 for 1993-94 for the study.

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H 1414. CRIME CONTROL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY FOR THE CRIME 
VICTIM’S COMPENSATION FUND AND TO PROVIDE ACCESS TO THE POLICE 
INFORMATION NETWORK FOR ALCOHOL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS.” 
Appropriates from the General-Fund to the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety the 
following: (1) $500,000 for 1993-94 and $1 million for 1994-95 to provide adequate 
funding for the Crime Victim’s Compensation Fund; and (2) $46,800 for each fiscal year 
of the 1993-95 biennium to provide access to the police information network for alcohol 
law enforcement officers. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1415. WATER RESOURCES DEV’T FUNDS (=S 1170). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR VARIOUS WATER RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS AND 
VARIOUS COASTAL DREDGING PROJECTS.” Appropriates from the General Fund 
to Dep’t of Environment $7,400,000 for 1993-94 to be used for water resources 
development projects as follows: (1) Wilmington Harbor Deepening Study, $612,000; (2) 
Morehead City Harbor Deepening, $4,883,000; (3) Jordan Lake Water Supply 
Repayment, $106,000; (4) Wilmington Harbor Ocean Bar Deepening, $2,422,000; (5) 
Aquatic Plant Control, $150,000; (6) Wrightsville Beach Renourishment, $400,000; (7) 
Wanchese Channel Maintenance $280,000; (8) State-Local Projects, $300,000; (9) North 
Channel Maint. Dredging, $523,000; (10) Hamlet City Lake, $377,000; (11) Cape Fear 
Above Wilmington Channel Maintenance, $100,000; (12) Wilmington Harbor N.E. Cape 
Fear Deepening, $240,000; (13) Wilmington-Harbor 25-ft. Project, $125,000; (14) Dare 
County Beaches, $70,000; (15) Matching Funds for Corps Planning, $100,000; (16) 
Limestone Creek, $180,000; (17) Deep Creek, $250,000. Additional funds resulting from 
lower cost of these projects may be used to fund Corps of Engineers project feasibility 
studies, Corps of Engineers projects whose studies have advanced and require State 
matching funds in 1993-94, or State-local Water Resources Development Projects. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR $1,000,000 for 1993-94 to funds 
various coastal dredging projects. Requires DEHNR to make quarterly reports on the use 
of these funds beginning Oct. 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1416. MOUNT MITCHELL STATE PARK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR MOUNT MITCHELL STATE PARK.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Dep’t of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources, $1 million for 1993-94 for Div’n of 
Parks and Recreation for Mount Mitchell State Park to be used for land acquisition and 
capital improvements. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. 


H 1417. EXPAND HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INDEX THE HOMESTEAD 
EXEMPTION AMOUNT FOR INDIVIDUALS SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OLD AND 
OLDER, TO INCREASE THE INCOME LIMIT FOR ELIGIBILITY FOR THE 
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EXEMPTION FOR INDIVIDUALS SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OLD AND OLDER, AND 
TO EXPAND THE SIZE OF THE HOMESTEAD TO WHICH THE EXEMPTION 
APPLIES.” Amends GS 105-277.1 (providing property tax exclusion with respect to 
residential property occupied by low-income elderly or disabled persons) as follows: (1) 
defines residence as dwelling and dwelling site not to exceed 10 acres (was, 1 acre), (2) 
provides increased property tax exclusion of $15,000 for residence occupied by owner 
who is NC resident 75 years old or older with adjusted gross income (including spouse’s 
income) of less than $20,000, (3) provides that the exclusion for residences occupied by 
owners 75 years old or older will be indexed to average percentage increase or decrease in 
appraised value of real property in county resulting from horizontal adjustment or 
reappraisal, and (4) makes additional technical and conforming changes.

H 1418. JUVENILE JUSTICE PILOT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
PILOT PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO THE CUMBERLAND COUNTY 
DISPUTE RESOLUTION CENTER TO DEVELOP AND IMPLEMENT A 
COMPREHENSIVE JUVENILE JUSTICE PROGRAM DESIGNED TO REDUCE ACTS 
OF VIOLENCE COMMITTED BY JUVENILES.” Appropriates from the General Fund 
to the Admin. Office of the Courts $30,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for the 
Cumberland County Dispute Resolution Center to develop and implement a teen court 
program, alternative sentencing programs for juveniles, school-based mediation 
programs, and conflict resolution programs for students. Requires funds to be matched by 
non-state funds on a dollar for dollar basis. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1419. RENT REDUCTIONS TAX CREDIT. "TO CREATE A FOUR-YEAR PILOT 
PROGRAM TO ALLOW AN INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR RENT REDUCTIONS 
PROVIDED TO LOW-INCOME TENANTS IN RESIDENTIAL DWELLING UNITS.” 
Establishes tax credit against individual and corporate income taxes for rent reductions 
provided to low-income tenants. In order to qualify for the credit the taxpayer must (1) 
be engaged in business of renting dwelling units and subject to NC Residential Rental 
Agreements Act, (2) provide a rent reduction (at least 30% less than rent charged to other 
tenants or for comparable units) to a low-income tenant (whose income is less than 50% 
of median income for nonmetropolitan area or less than 35% of median income for 
metropolitan area), (3) charge a rent that does not exceed the fair market rent for the area 
minus the rent reduction, (4) charge a rent that does not exceed 30% of the tenant’s 
adjusted net income (using federal "section 8” formula) or $50.00 whichever is greater, . 
and (5) provide a dwelling unit that meets the federal section 8 housing quality standards 
and the requirements of the NC Residential Rental Agreements Act. The amount of the 
credit is 40% to 60% of the amount of the rent reductions (depending on the income level 
of the tenants). The maximum amount of rent reduction credits provided to all taxpayers

in a calendar year may not exceed $5 million. Applies to rent reductions allowed between 
Jan. 1, 1993 and Dec. 31, 1996.

H 1420. CHILD CARE LOANS/FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH THE CHILD CARE 
LOAN GUARANTEE ACT OF 1993 AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS.” Adds a new 
Part 1B to GS Ch. 143B to establish a Child Care Loan Guarantee Fund administered by 
a new Child Care Development Authority within the Dep’t of Commerce, Div’n of 
Housing and Community Development. Authority shall be governed by a Board 
consisting of 11 members, five appointed by the Governor and six appointed by the 
General Assembly. Board shall include persons with child care experience. Directs the 
Board to make funds from the Child Care Fund available to qualifying child care 
providers for use as collateral to obtaining financing. Collateral may be used to develop 
services through construction, purchase, or lease of facilities; purchase or improvement of 
land; purchase or lease of equipment; training of teachers; operating expenses; salaries; 
and marketing. Board shall issue rules establishing loan guarantee standards; applicants to 
provide collateral at least equal in value to 5% of loan amount. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Div’n of Housing and Community Development $500,000 for each 
fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1421. RURAL SEPTAGE MANAGEMENT PROGRAM. "TO PROVIDE — 
WASTEWATER, DISPOSAL OPTIONS FOR EXISTING RURAL RESIDENCES THAT 
ARE NOT SERVED BY ON-SITE WASTEWATER SYSTEMS OR PUBLIC OR 
COMMUNITY SANITARY SEWAGE SYSTEMS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
IMPLEMENT THIS PROGRAM.” Amends GS 130A-291.1 by adding new subsections 
requiring Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to establish and 
administer a wastewater pump and haul management program or other programs as title 
indicates. Requires Dep’t to publish comprehensive manual to enhance use, design, 
construction, operation, and maintenance of such systems. Establishes limited 
circumstances under which Dep’t may approve use of pump and haul method of 
wastewater management and authorizes counties and municipalities to contract for services 
to implement the program. Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR $1,200,000 
for 1993-94 to be allocated: (1) $100,000 for costs of publishing manual; (2) remaining 
$1,100,000 to be distributed as grants to units of local government for construction, 
expansion, or modification of facilities to accommodate pump and haul wastes, renovation 
of residences to provide holding tanks that are constructed to separately receive storage 
waste for black water and gray water, and for purchase of necessary equipment required 
for hauling wastewater to a treatment and disposal facility. Dep’t to determine number of 
grants and amount of each grant. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 1422. MCNC NETWORK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CONNECT 
SIX UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA CAMPUSES TO THE MCNC 
NETWORK.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Microelectronics Center of NC 
$2,408,000 for 1993-94 and $2,018,000 for 1994-95 for purchase and installation of — 
capital equipment and leasing of telephone circuits to connect MCNC Concert 
Telecommunications Network to Pembroke State, Elizabeth City State, Western Carolina, 
Fayetteville State, NC Central, and UNC-Greensboro. Specifies allocation of funds 
among these campuses. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by DeVane, Sutton, and Cummings. 


H 1423. ENVIRONMENTAL JUSTICE COMMISSION. "TO ESTABLISH THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL JUSTICE STUDY COMMISSION.” Creates 12 person commission 
as title indicates. Six members appointed by President Pro Tem. and six by the Speaker. 
Comm’n to study (1) the advantages and disadvantages of requiring applicants for 
environmental permits to provide socioeconomic and demographic data on the community 
affected by the permit; (2) current criteria for siting waste facilities and the identity of 
major emitters of air pollution and dischargers of wastewater in low-income and minority 
communities; (3) the advisability of adopting policies to increase participation of 
low-income and minority citizens in environmental decisions; and (4) the advisability of 
adopting policies to ensure fairness in siting waste facilities and in permitting major 
emitters and dischargers of pollution. Comm’n to make final report by the first day of 
the 1995 session and upon filing report, shall terminate. Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the General Assembly $25,000 for 1993-94 and $15,000 for 1994-95 for the 
expenses of the Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1424. GLOBE THEATRE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
RUTHERFORD COUNTY ARTS COUNCIL, INC., TO COMPLETE THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE GLOBE THEATRE.” Appropriates from the General Fund to 
Rutherford County Arts Council, Inc., $250,000 for 1993-94 to complete the construction 
of the Globe Theatre in Alexander Mills. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. 


H 1425. DOMICILIARY CARE IMPROV. FUNDS. "TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY 
OF CARE PROVIDED TO DOMICILIARY CARE RESIDENTS.” Requires Dep’t of 
Human Resources to ensure that a formal resident assessment procedure, including an 
ongoing level of care review, is established for residents of domiciliary care facilities, that 
one professionally trained medical technician for every 30 residents is available in 
domiciliary care facilities, and that all appropriate state and county officials work together 
to enforce the protection of the health, safety, and welfare of residents of domiciliary 
care facilities. Makes domiciliary care facilities subject to NC Controlled Substances Act 
and requires Comm’n for Mental Health, Dev. Disabilities, and Subst. Abuse Services to 
adopt rules necessary to effect provision. Requires DHR to develop a plan to establish a 
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state-certified training program for all personal care staff in domiciliary care homes and to 
report this plan, with necessary proposed legislation, to 1993 General Assembly by April 
1, 1994. Appropriates to DHR $50,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to 
implement act. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1426. LRC STUDY CRAFTS TRAINING. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED FOR HISTORIC PRESERVATION 
CRAFTS TRAINING IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Makes authorization as title indicates. 
In the study, the comm’n may consider whether there is a shortage of craftsmen skilled in 
restoration and rehabilitation of historic buildings, which specific trades are lacking the 
types of preservation crafts training methods used in other parts of the US, the economic 
and cultural benefit in providing preservation crafts training, and any other issues relevant 
to determining the need for preservation crafts training.

H 1427. ARBORETUM FUNDS/BOARD CHANGES. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA ARBORETUM AND TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE ARBORETUM BOARD.” Amends GS 116-243 to provide that 
the president of the NC Arboretum Society (was, president of the Western NC 
Arboretum, Inc.), the sup’t of the Blue Ridge Parkway, the supervisor of national forests 
in NC, the director of the Southeastern Forest Experiment Station, and the president 
(was, exec. vice pres.) of the Western NC Development Ass’n shall serve as ex officio 
members of board of directors of NC Arboretum. Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the UNC Board of Governors (1) $3,899,500 for 1993-94 to implement first phase of 
capital development plan for NC Arboretum, and (2) $400,000 for 1993-94 and $800,000 
for 1994-95 for interinstitutional programs at the NC Arboretum.

H 1428. CHARLOTTE AREA TRANS. AUTHY. STUDY. "TO CREATE A 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE FORMATION OF A REGIONAL PUBLIC 
TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY FOR THE GREATER CHARLOTTE 
METROPOLITAN REGION.” Creates commission as title indicates consisting of eight 
members; four Senators appointed by the President Pro Tem. and four Representatives 
appointed by the Speaker. The legislative members shall represent Mecklenburg, Union, 
Gaston, Cabarrus, Cleveland, Iredell, Lincoln, Rowan, or Stanly Counties. Comm/’n to 
work with units of local government, NC DOT, the Carolinas Transportation Compact of 
the Urban Institute at the UNC-Charlotte, and other interested parties, including 
representatives from South Carolina, to consider creation of the transportation authority. 
Comm’n to submit final report by the first day of the 1995 Session of the General 
Assembly, after which Commission terminates. Appropriates from the General Fund to 
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the General Assembly $100,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium for expenses of the 
Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1429. -LRC STUDY JUVENILE.CODE. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE JUVENILE CODE.” Makes authorization 
as title indicates, to determine whether the Juvenile Code needs amending or complete 
rewriting. Interim report may be made to 1993 General Assembly, Regular Session 1994, 
and a final report may be made to the 1995 General Assembly.

H 1430. NORPLANT REQUIREMENT/FUNDS-2. "TO REQUIRE THAT ALL 
WOMEN OBTAINING AN ABORTION FUNDED THROUGH THE STATE 
ABORTION FUND RECEIVE NORPLANT IMPLANTATION AND TO ENSURE 
THAT NORPLANT IMPLANTATION IS MADE AVAILABLE AND ACCESSIBLE.” 
Requires the Dep’t of Human Resources to ensure that all women who receive an abortion 
funded through the State Abortion Fund receive Norplant implantation and do not remove 
it unless the procedure is medically contraindicated. Requires DHR to ensure that women 
eligible for assistance under AFDC: (1) receive notice of the availability of Norplant and 
the requirement of its implantation in the event that they receive a state-funded abortion; 
and (2) receive individual counseling that covers the effectiveness and possible side effects 
of Norplant implantation as a method of birth control. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR $5,000 for each year of the 1993-95 
biennium to implement the foregoing requirements. Requires the Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources to ensure that Norplant implantation is available without 
charge and accessible to all women eligible for AFDC and that it is provided 
automatically to women who receive state-funded abortions. Appropriates $2 million for 
each year of the 1993-95 biennium to implement this requirement. Effective July 1, 
1993. |

H 1431. SHAKESPEARE AND FURNITURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL AND THE FURNITURE 
DISCOVERY CENTER IN HIGH POINT.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources $75,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for the NC 
Shakespeare Festival, with funds to become a part of future continuation budgets. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to The Furniture Discovery Center, Inc., $50,000 for 
each year of the 1993-95 biennium to help develop an educational program with needed 
staff and resources for the Center. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 1432. CORRECT SALES TAX INEQUITY. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES AND 
PROVIDE FOR MORE EFFICIENT ENFORCEMENT OF THE SALES TAX LAW.” 
Amends GS 105-164.5 to require wholesale merchants selling tangible personal property 
to anyone other than to a registered retailer, wholesale merchant, or nonresident retail or 
wholesale merchant: for resale. to keep-a record of each taxable sale, which may include 
the name and address of the purchaser, in accordance with rules adopted by the Sec’y of 
the Dep’t of Revenue. Effective October 1, 1993.

H 1433. CALDWELL ANIMAL SHELTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF AN ANIMAL SHELTER IN CALDWELL COUNTY.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Caldwell County $50,000 for 1993-94 for the 
construction of an animal shelter. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1434. LRC STUDY RECOVERY CARE CENTERS (=S 1172). "AUTHORIZING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF 
RECOVERY CARE CENTERS AND THEIR ROLE IN DEVELOPING A SYSTEM OF 
AFFORDABLE, QUALITY HEALTH CARE.” Authorizes the Legislative Research 
Comm’n to conduct the study title indicates. Study may consider allowing certain 
ambulatory surgical facilities operating as recovery care centers to admit patients needing 
extended recovery care for a period not to exceed 72 hours and may consider how such a 
change would effect health care costs and quality. Interim report and proposals may be 
made to the 1993 General Assembly; final report may be made to the 1995 General 
Assembly.

$4 million for 1993-94 for construction of a conference center at UNC-Asheville, (2) 
$5,475,600 for 1993-94 for construction of a physical education facility at UNC-A, (3) 
$3,974,400 for 1993-94 to renovate the old library and complete the library facility at 
UNC-A. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1437. WESTERN NC GENETICS CTR. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ESTABLISH AND FUND THE REGIONAL GENETICS CENTER AT MEMORIAL 
MISSION HOSPITAL.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources (1) $475,000 for 1993-94 to establish the 
Western NC Regional Genetics Center at-Memorial Mission: Hospital serving 16 western 
NC counties, and (2) $120,000 for 1994-95 for operating the Center. Provides that 
appropriation for operation of center shall become part of DEHNR continuation budget. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1438. RESPONSIBLE PARENTING ACT/’93. "TO ESTABLISH THE AID TO 
FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN RESPONSIBLE PARENTING AND 
EMPLOYMENT INCENTIVE ACT OF 1993 AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
IMPLEMENT THIS ACT.” Adds new Part 2 of Art. 2 of GS Ch. 108A to provide that a 
family who moves to NC and who has not resided in NC continuously for 12 months may 
not receive AFDC benefits in excess of the maximum NC AFDC payment for the family 
or the maximum AFDC payment of the state from which the family moved, whichever is 
less. Provides, with certain exceptions, that a family may not receive increased AFDC 
benefits based on an increase in the family’s size with respect to a dependent child that is 
born while the family is receiving AFDC benefits or within 24 months of the date that the 
family last received AFDC benefits. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to ensure that 
parents and teenaged dependent children (male and female) who receive AFDC benefits 
also receive counseling regarding parenting responsibilities, birth control options, and 
prevention of sexually transmitted diseases, and that all appropriate forms of birth control 
are available at no charge to any parent or teenaged dependent child who receives AFDC 
benefits. Provides that earnings in the amount of $200 per month plus 20% of the 
remaining earned income are disregarded in determining AFDC eligibility and benefits, 
that earnings of dependent child who attends school at least 80% of the time is 
disregarded in determining AFDC eligibility and benefits, that families who have received 
AFDC in 3 of the last 6 months and who would still be eligible for AFDC benefits except 
for the family’s income will receive Medicaid benefits for an additional 24 months, and 
that families in which the principal wage earner works more than 100 hours per month or 
has not worked in 6 of the last 13 calendar quarters are eligible for AFDC benefits under 
the unemployed parent program if they meet all other eligibility criteria. These 
provisions are effective Oct. 1, 1993, unless funds have not been appropriated to make up 
for federal funds that might be lost if the provisions were implemented without a 
necessary federal waiver.

Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR the following: (1) $24,864,000 for 
1993-94 and $33,152,000 for 1994-95 for implementation of the program; and (2) $5 
million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for allocation to county health departments 
that apply for matching funds to be used to expand hours of service to the community for 
specified preventive health care services. Funds to be matched at the rate of $1 of county 
funds for every $3 of state funds, and such funds may not be used to supplant federal, 
state, and local funds appropriated for local health departments. DEHNR shall report to 
the General Assembly on or before Jan. 1, 1995, on the use of appropriated funds. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1458. CAPITAL NEEDS BOND BILL. ”TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
ONE BILLION FOUR HUNDRED EIGHTY-SEVEN MILLION DOLLARS IN 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE 
QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS THROUGH LOANS TO 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNITS FOR WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS, WASTEWATER 
TREATMENT WORKS, AND PUBLIC SCHOOL AND COMMUNITY INSTITUTIONS 
FOR HIGHER EDUCATION FACILITIES, AND CONSTRUCTION AND 
RENOVATION OF STATE BUILDINGS.” Authorizes issuance of up to $1,487,000,000 
in general obligation bonds to be used as follows: (1) $150 million to provide loans to 
local governments for water supply and wastewater projects; (2) $600 million to provide 
loans to local governments for public school building projects; (3) $289 million to provide 
loans to local governments for community college building projects; (4) $289 million to 
provide loans for higher education facilities meeting rules to be set by UNC Board of 
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Governors; and.{5) $150 million for loans for construction and renovation of state 
buildings. Requires each of the five purposes and amounts to be put to the voters 
separately on a date selected by the Governor but not later than Nov. 2, 1993. 

Proceeds of water supply and wastewater bonds are to be allocated for loans to local 
governments for the same -purposes as loans from the Clean Water Revolving Loan and 
Grant Fund. 

Proceeds of the public school bonds are to be distributed by the State Board of 
Education; of the community college bonds by the State Board of Community Colleges; 
of the higher education bonds by the UNC Board of Governors; and of the state building 
bonds, by the Dep’t of Administration. Requires those entities seeking a loan of bond 
proceeds to file application with the appropriate body. Requires all proceeds of bonds 
(less administrative expenses) to be used for loans. Loans may cover up to 100% of any 
proposed project. 

Requires community colleges applying for loans to demonstrate ability to repay loan 
in light of past appropriations and revenue history. Requires repayment of loans to higher 
education institutions to be made from tuition increases. 

Requires local governments to hold a public hearing before applying for a loan. 
Permits State Treasurer to withhold state appropriations to local governments and 
community colleges that fail to pay loan obligations on schedule. Permits local 
governments to execute debt instruments payable to the state. If faith and credit is given 
as loan security, it must be done in,accordance with the Local Government Bond Act (GS 
Chap. 159,.Art. 4). Local Government Commission must approve loans to local 
governments under GS Chap. 159, Art. 4 & 5.

knowledge and experience related to the subjects and persons regulated by the Comm’n. 
Establishes Oyster Management Advisory Council to advise Sec’y of EHNR on rules, policies, 
and programs to protect and rehabilitate oyster resources. The advisory council consists of 11 
members appointed by Sec’y of EHNR with experience or expertise in areas specified in bill. 
Requires advisory council to report to Sec’y of EHNR by Jan. 1, 1995 regarding 
recommendations to improve regulation and rehabilitation of state’s oyster resources. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR (1) $15,000 for each year of the 1993-95 
biennium to establish Oyster Management Advisory Council, (2) $1 million for 1993-94 to 
provide capital funds for construction of an oyster research hatchery, (3) $1 million for each 
yer of the biennium to support and expand oyster programs, (4) $90,000 for each year of 
the biennium to do the NC Environmental Index, and (5) $100,000 for 1993-94 for the 
Governor’s Blue Ribbon Comm’n on the 20th anniversary of the Coastal Management 
Program, provided that funds are matched on basis of $2.00 of non-state funds for every 
$'.00 of state funds. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 1464. SEAT BELTS ON SCH. BUSES REQUIRED. "TO REQUIRE ALL SCHOOL 
BUSES AND SCHOOL ACTIVITY BUSES PURCHASED AFTER JULY 1, 1993, TO BE

H 1465. TEACHING STANDARDS BD. CREATED. "TO CREATE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA PROFESSIONAL TEACHING STANDARDS BOARD.” Adds new GS 
115C-295.1, creating the NC Professional Teaching Standards Board (Board). Board is to be 
located administratively within the Dep’t of Public Education, but will operate independently 
of the State Board of Education (SBE) and the Dep’t of Public Instruction (DPI). Effective 
Jan. 1, 1994, Board’s duties, all transfered from SBE, are to (1) to set standard for licensure 
of public school teachers and employees paid on the teacher salary schedules (for these 
employees, licensure replaces certification); (2) issue, renew, and revoke licenses; (3) approve 
teacher education programs at colleges and universities; (4) monitor ethics and professional 
practices of teachers; and (5) approve reciprocity agreements between NC and other states 
with regard to teacher licensure. These duties are transferrd from SBE to Board. Also 
transfers powers, responsibilities, and funds relating to these duties from DPI to Board, 
effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Sets out composition of 19-member board: ten teachers, one administrator, three 
representatives of teacher education institutions, two representatives of business, two parents, 
and the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Amends GS 115C-296 to place control of licensing (not certifying) applicants for positions 
as teachers and other employees paid on the teacher salary schedule in Board, rather than in 
SBE, and requires Board to prescribe rules for renewal, extension, and revocations of licenses 
and amends GS 115C-12, -110, 215, -238.4, 238.6, 238.23, 315, 325, -363, -358, -471 
accordingly. All rules of SBE remain in effect until amended or repealed by Board, and acts 
of SBE or DPI with regard to certification before Jan. 1, 1994, continue to be valid. 

Also amends GS 115C-296 to provide that Board must require applicants to demonstrate 
preparation by achieving prescribed minimum score on standard examination. Prohibits 
Board from decreasing the licensure standards for physical education or health education 
teachers below the standards in effect on June 1, 1988. Requires the SBE to set the salary 
for each grade and type of license authorized by Board. Requires Board and other agencies 
to continue to refine teacher licensure requirements and standards in teacher education 
programs. Requires SBE and other agencies to refine certification requirements for 
administrators and standards for programs for administrators. Makes Board responsible for 
criteria and procedures for lateral entry into teaching after Jan. 1, 1994. 

Provides that teachers and other empioyees paid on teacher salary schedule who were 
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certified or certificated teachers on Dec. 31, 1993, are considered licensed for the same 
purpose as long as their certification is not expired or revoked. 

Amends GS 115C-274 to authorize SBE (now, Superintendent of Public Instruction) to 
revoke a superintendent’s certificate for persistent failure to perform duties. Makes same 
change to GS 115C-288 with regard:to principals -and supervisors.: Amends GS 115C-276 
accordingly. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Board $50,000 for each year of the 1993-95 
biennium, effective July, 1, 1993.

H 1466. WESTERN ECON. DEV. COMMISSION. "TO CREATE THE WESTERN 
NORTH CAROLINA REGIONAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS ACTIVITIES.” Adds new GS 158-8.1 creating the 
Western North Carolina Regional Economic Commission to serve Buncombe, Cherokee, 
Clay, Cleveland, Graham, Haywood, Henderson, Jackson, McDowell, Macon, Madison, 
Polk, Rutherford, Swain, Transylvania, and Yancey counties. Comm’n to have 15 members: 
three appointed by Governor, three by Lieutenant Governor, five by General Assembly on 
recommendation of President Pro Tem. of the Senate, and five by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Speaker of the House of Representatives. In addition to powers and 
duties of economic development commissions set out in GS 158-13, Comm’n is to (1) survey 
Western NC and determine region’s contribution to economic development process, (2) 
develop and evaluate alternatives for economic development, (3) develop preferred economic 
development plan and strategies for implementing it, (4) coordinate activities and contract 
with nonprofit corporations created to assist Comm’n, (5) report to the General Assembly by 
March 31 of each year. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Comm’n $2 million for 
each year of fiscal 1993-95 biennium. Effective July 1, 1993.

R. Hunter. 


H 1467. TAX LAW CHANGES/APPROPRIATIONS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
TAX AUDI” DRS AND FOR PROGRAMS IN THE GOVERNOR’S OFFICE, AND TO 
AMEND CH..PTER 105 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES TO REQUIRE NOTIFICATION 
OF PROPERTY TAXES DUE, TO CHANGE THE PROPERTY TAX VALUATION DATE 
FOR MOTOR VEHICLES REGISTERED UNDER THE ANNUAL SYSTEM, AND TO 
MAKE OTHER TAX LAW CHANGES.” Amends GS 105-350 to require each tax bill or 
notice to state the amount of tax due, the due date, the amount of any discount for payment 
before the due date, the date on which taxes become delinquent, and the amount of interest 
that accrues on delinquent taxes. Amends GS 105-330.2(a) to provide, effective for taxes 
imposed for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1993, that the value of a vehicle 
registered under the staggered system is determined as of Jan. 1 preceding the date of new 
registration is applied for or the current registration expires, and the value of a vehicle 
registered under the annual system is determined as of Dec. 1 preceding the date a new 
registration is applied for or the current registration expires. Appropriates from the General 
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Fund to the Office of Governor (1) $180,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to 
reestablish the Governor’s Executive Institute, (2) $200,000 for each year of the biennium to 
implement a total quality management program for state government, (3) $139,500 for each 
year of the biennium for positions related the the NC Information Highway. Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Revenue $200,000 for each year of the biennium for 
additional field audit positions. Appropriations provisions are effective July 1, 1993.

H 1468. GOV. CAPITAL BUDGET ’93. "TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS TO PROVIDE

provisions relating to capital improvements but does not designate funds for specific capital 
improvement projects.

A NEW SALARY SCHEDULE FOR SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Educ. $12,319,361 for 1993-94 and $12,064,897 for 
1994-95 to implement new salary schedule set forth in bill for state-funded principals and 
assistant principals in public schools. Provides that principals and assistant principals shall be 
placed on step on salary schedule that reflects total years of experience as teachers or 
administrators in the public schools. Requires State Board of Education to adopt rules for 
placing principals and assistant principals who have experience in other states on schedule. 
Provides for additional 2 1/2 % salary supplement for principals and assistant principals with 
certification based on six year degree level, and 5% supplement with certification based on 
doctoral degree. Provides differentiated salary supplement for principals and assistant 
principals of middle schools and secondary schools. Provides that principals and assistant 
principals may not receive state-paid salary increment of more than 16 1/2 % for 1993-94 or 
16 3/4 % for 1994-95 as a result of placement on new salary schedule unless principal or 
assistant principal has been promoted or for fiscal 1994-95 is at top of the range for 
classification. Effective July 1, 1993.

Notes exempted under this provision may be issued for periods of up to five years 
and the total debt incurred may not exceed five times the net worth of the entity. Capital 
raised from sale may not be used to pay the private debts of the sole proprietor, partners, or 
stockholders. Advertisements shall clearly state that the notes being offered are not 
guaranteed by any governmental agency. Provides for review of proposals by the Sec’y of 
State and requires Sec’y of State approval. Sec’y of State may adopt implementing rules and 
may establish a fee not to exceed $100 to recover administrative costs. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Hall.

S 1180. TEACHING FELLOWS SUPP. PACKAGE. "TO PROVIDE A 
SUPPLEMENTAL PACKAGE TO CERTAIN TEACHING FELLOWS.” Adds new GS 
115C-363.23B, creating a bonus and grant program for certain teaching fellows. Applies 
to teaching fellows who, beginning with the school year after completion of the prograrn, 
agree to teach at least four years in any elementary school in which at least 35% of 
students qualify for free or reduced price lunch or to teach mathematics, science, or 
language arts in a middle or high school in which at least 35% u< students qualify for free 
or reduced lunch price and which is in a low-performing school system (as defined in GS 
115C-64.1). Bonus for teacher in qualifying elementary school not in a low-performing 
unit is $500 and for teacher in qualifying elementary school that is in a low-performing 
unit and for teacher in qualifying middle or high school is $2,000. These one-time 
bonuses are paid on acceptance of position. Requires teaching fellow who does not fulfill 
commitment to repay bonus with interest of 10% per year, but Teaching Fellows Comm’n 
must forgive repayment if death or illness makes it impossible for recipient to teach. 
Grant for teaching fellows in this program is $1,000 a year for the four years of the 
agreement. Requires Comm’n to develop procedures to determine appropriate use of 
grant funds. Authorizes fellow to use grant funds, with consent of principal and assistant 
superintendent, for appropriate staff development activities. Grant recipients are eligible 
to participate in other staff development activities on the same basis as other teachers. 
Provides that for the 1993-94 academic year, only fellows who completed the program 
before May 1, 1993, are eligible for bonuses and grants. Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education $100,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and $200,000 for 
fiscal 1994-95. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1184. CAR REPAIRS AUTHORIZATION. "TO REQUIRE A MOTOR VEHICLE 
REPAIR FACILITY TO PREPARE A WRITTEN STATEMENT FOR REPAIRS THAT 
COST MORE THAN THREE HUNDRED FIFTY DOLLARS PRIOR TO 
COMMENCING THE REPAIRS.” Adds new Art. 15B ("Motor Vehicle Repair 
Authorization Act”) to GS. Ch. 20 for purpose indicated in title. Only diagnostic work 
necessary for preparation of the written estimate may be undertaken before the written 
estimate is presented. Fee may be charged for diagnostic work only if customer is 
informed beforehand that the fee will be charged. Written estimate must include a 
description of the problem as described by the customer or work requested by the 
customer; description of repairs to be performed by the repair facility; estimated costs of 
labor, parts, and other charges necessary for the repairs; and explanation of guarantees, if 
any. Customer must authorize work orally or in writing after receiving written estimate. 
Repair facility may not charge more than 15% above the written estimate without prior 
authorization. Repair facility is to return to customer as customer’s request all replaced 
parts, except warranty, core charges, or trade-in parts required to be returned to a 
manufacturer or distributor. Customer may bring in returned parts up to 30 days later for 
repair facility to dispose of. Notice of ”Customers’ Rights” as set out in this bill must be 
posted at repair facility in format required by bill. Facility that is unwilling to undertake 
the repair work need not provide a written estimate. 

Also amends GS 20-183.7(a) to raise from $6.25 to $6.50 the charge for motor 
vehicle safety inspections and GS 20-183.7(al) to raise from $13 00 to $13.10 the charge 
for exhaust emission inspections, both effective October 1, 1993. Amends GS 
20-183.7(c) to provide that the increase in these charges is to be credited to the Div’n of 
Motor Vehicles for enforcement of the safety equipment inspection program.

S 1185. WORKERS’ COMP/UNINSURED EMPLOYEES. "TO ESTABLISH THE 
UNINSURED EMPLOYEES INJURY FUND TO PROVIDE COMPENSATION FOR 
INJURED EMPLOYEES WHOSE EMPLOYERS FAILED TO SECURE THE PAYMENT 
OF COMPENSATION AND TO REQUIRE INSURERS THAT WRITE WORKERS’

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FUND.” Adds new GS 97-94.1 through 97-94.4 to GS Ch. 97, Art. 1 (Workmen’s

where employer determined compensation was payable but failed to comply with GS 
97-93, which requires employers to obtain workmen’s compensation insurance or prove 
financial ability to pay for benefits. Requires Dep’t to pay the award from Fund within 
six months after final award of compensation ordered. 

Fund to consist of contributions paid by insurers that write workers’ compensation 
insurance in state under GS 97-94.3 plus accruing interest. Dep’t to report annually to 
General Assembly beginning Jan. 1, 1994 on amount of Fund and awards paid. 

Requires every insurer that writes workers’ compensation insurance in state to report 
semiannually each yea: to State Treasurer and Insurance Comm ’r on amount of net 
written premiums rece:ved for policies issued under GS 97-93. Upon filing each 
semiannual return, insv.cr must pay into Fund tax of 0.5% of such net written premiums. 
Net written premiums defined as gross written premiums less return premiums on policies 
returned not taken or canceled. If Fund exceeds $1 million, no further contributions are 
required as of the following Dec. 31. If Fund is reduced to below $1 million due to 
compensation payments, contributions to Fund must be resumed until it exceeds $1 
million. 

Effective on ratification; applies to awards ordered on or after March 15, 1993. Tax 
applies to premiums for insurance policies written on or after Jan. 1, 1993.

Requires the Office of State Budget to assist the OSP in developing 
monitoring systems for measuring the effectiveness of human resources management. 
Eliminates language in new GS 126-4.1 making the annual employee survey, conducted

Adds to that section a provision that the Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources is to transfer ownership, custody, and control of its passenger-carrying vehicles 
to the Dep’t of Administration by Jan. 1, 1994 (original bill added instead a provision 
that after Jan. 1, 1993, no agency other than Dep’t of Administration shall own or cor trol 
such vehicles, except as provided by this sub-subdivision). Deletes provision at GS 
143-341(8)i.7 added by original bill that revoked assignment of vehicles driven less thz 1 
3,150 miles per quarter, and restores current law provision that permits revocation if 
agency cannot justify lower than minimum allowable mileage per quarter. Deletes 
provision at GS 143-341(8)i.7aIVa. and IVb., that required revocation if individual 
committed more than one moving traffic violation or failed to pay parking fine while 
using state vehicle in three year period, and deletes provision requiring Dep’t of State 
Auditor to be sent copies of complaints on a quarterly basis. 


H 277. STRUCTURED SENTENCING-2. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
chan«es title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR STRUCTURED SENTENCING IN 
NO"TH CAROLINA CONS.STENT WITH THE STANDARD OPERATING 
CAPACITY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS AND LOCAL 
CONFINEMENT FACILITIES AND TO REDEFINE STATE AND COUNTY

Makes corresponding changes throughout statutes to reflect change of 
name of Parole Commission to Post-Release Supervision and Parole Commission and to 
reflect powers of commission to regulate and administer post-release supervision. AJ'ows 
early release for Class B through Class E felons in accordance with eligibility 
requirements set forth in act. Specifes conditions of release, length of supervision, and 
procedures for revocation of release for failure to comply with conditions. 

Amends Article 85 to specify parole eligibility for persons convicted of impaired 
driving under GS 20-138.1 and for persons sentenced to life imprisonment with eligibility 
for parole after 25 years.

Deletes amendments to GS 58-30-220 relating to payment of claims against insurer after 
liquidation. Deletes amendments to GS 58-48-20 and 58-62-16 expanding definitions of 
"covered claim” and "covered policy” to include policies transferred to unlicensed 
insurers through merger, consolidation, or assumption reinsurance agreeme1:is. Amends 
GS 58-62-16 to define “resident” to include US citizens living outside the US who own 
covered policies purchased while they resided in NC. Amends GS 58-62-21(d) to provide 
that Life & Health Insurance Guaranty Ass’n may not be liable for more than $300,006 in 
present value annuity benefits with respect to indiviiuals participating in certain 
governmental retirement plans, or $5 million with respect to a contract holder covered Sy 
any other unallocated annuity contract. Amends GS 58-62-41(a) to provide that 
assessments imposed by the Life & Health Insurance Guaranty Ass’n accrue interest at she 
rate of 1% per month (was 8% per year). Makes additional technical and conforming 
changes. 


H 1005. REGOLATE FUNERAL PROCESSIONS. Intro. 4/19. House committee

House committee 
substitute amends GS 143B-272.6(b)(2) to provide that the general public nember which 
the Lieutenant Governor is to appoint as a member of the Board is to be a a person who 
is recovering from chemical dependency or who is a previous consumer of substance abuse 
treatment services. Adds four new duties to the board at GS 143B-272.7: (1) to 
recommend community-based corrections program priorities; (2) to review the criteria for 
monitoring and evaluating community-based corrections program;; (3) to distribute an 
annual plan describing program priorities, application process, aid procedures for funding 
programs; and (4) to coordinate community-based corrections prc grams administered by 
state agencies and funded under the act. 

Amends GS 143B-272.10 to specify that members at large appointed to county 
Criminal Justice Partnership Advisory Boards are to include persons who are recovering 
from chemical dependency or who are previous consumers of substance abuse treatment 
services. Amends GS 143B-272.10(b) to permit board of county comm’rs to designate an 
existing board to serve as the county Criminal Justice Partnership Advisory Board.

Further amends GS 105-113.68(a)(13) to provide that the 
term wholesaler or importer refers to breweries that produce fewer than 310,000 gallons 
of malt beverages per year (was 62,000 gallons). 


H 536. AREA AUTHORITY PROPERTY. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
reorganizes and elaborates the real and personal property provisions of the original bill by 
further amending GS 122C-147(c) and (f). 


H 624. NONPROFIT CORPORATION ACT. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. adopted 5/11. 
House committee substitute #2 differs from house committee substitute #1 by amending 
proposed GS 55A-1-22 to add schedule of filing, service, and copying fees. Establishes 
filing fees that by way of illustration include (1) a $5 fee for a change in registered agent; 
(2) a $50 fee for filing articles of 

incorporation ($50.00); and (3) a $100 fee for filing for an application for authority. 


H 910. MASSAGE THERAPY PRACTICE. Intro. 4/13; comm. sub. adopted 4/29; 
house amendments adopted 5/25. House amendments provide that (a) massage therapy 
does not include treatment of children or pregnant women and such treatment is expressly 
prohibited, and (b) bill does not restrict or prohibit anyone licensed as or employed by a 
person who is licensed as a barber or cosmetologist from providing massage. 


H 936. HABITAT FOR HUMANITY TAX EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/14. House 
committee substitute amends title to read "AN ACT TO EXPAND THE PROPERTY 
TAX EXEMPTION FOR NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS PROVIDING NOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME HOUSING TO INCLUDE REAL PROPERTY HELD AS A SITE 
FOR FUTURE NOW AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING.” Amends GS 
105-278.6(e) to delete provision that property held by a nonprofit corporation providing 
housing for persons with low to moderate income will be deemed held for future a 
charitable purpose if held for future sale to provide funds for such housing. Restricts 
property "held for a charitable purpose” to only that property to be used as a future site 
for housing. 


H 1022. PUB. ASSISTANCE DIRECT DEPOSIT. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with a bill entitled “AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF THE DIRECT 
DEPOSIT OF CASH PAYMENT PUBLIC ASSISTANCE.” Original bill required the 
Dep’t of Human Resources to implement direct deposit services for cash payments made 
under GS Ch. 108A, Art. 2 (aid to families with dependent children, special assistance, 
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food stamp program, foster care and adoption assistance, and low-income energy 
assistance). Committee substitute permits the Legislative Research Comm’n to study the 
issue of direct deposit of cash payment public assistance and to report findings and 
recommendations to the 1995 General Assembly, with an interim report permitted to the 
1994 Regular Session of the 1993 General Assembly. 


H 1212. AUCTIONEER FEES. Intro. 4/28. Deletes from schedule of fees in original 
bill the $25 nonrefundable examination fee for apprentice auctioneers; requires (was, 
allows) the NC Auctioneers Comm’n to impose a $25 reinstatement fee for licensee’s who 
apply for renewal of license after the license has expired. Requires records of the 
disbursement of funds on auction day to include a copy of each receipt or settlement 
statement issued when funds were disbursed. Makes other technical changes and amends 
GS 85B-4(g) to make conforming change. 


H 1355. INCREASE COURT FEES (= §S 1139). Intro. 5/12. House committee 
substitute changes bill title to "AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE PERCENTAGE RATES 
FOR THE PUBLIC UTILITY REGULATORY FEE AND THE INSURANCE 
REGULATORY CHARGE, TO INCREASE AMUSEMENT DEVICE INSPECTION 
FEES, TO INCREASE ELEVATOR FEES, AND TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON THE 
MOTORCYCLE SAFETY EDUCATION PROGRAM.” Rewrites bill completely. 
Provides that the percentage rate to be used in calculating the public utility regulatory fee 
under GS 62-302(b)(2) is .085% of each public utility’s North Carolina jurisdictional 
revenues earned during each quarter that begins on or after July 1, 1993. Provides that 
the percentage rate to be used in calculating the insurance regulatory charge under GS 
58-6-25 is 7.25% for calendar year 1993. Amends GS 95-106 to set fees for inspection 
of amusement devices in following circumstances: (a) inspector arrives but no devices are 
present: fee to cover inspector’s travel cost at mileage rate set in GS 138-6 
(reimbursement rate for state travel) plus an hourly rate of up to $60 for each inspector 
(now, 23 cents per mile plus $15 per hour); (b) inspector arrives but devices not ready for 
inspection but become ready for inspection: fee based on hourly rate of $60 per hour per 
inspector for time inspector(s) must wait (now, $15 per hour); and (c) reinspection made 
necessary because devices not ready for inspection on first visit: travel costs based on 
mileage rate set in GS 138-6. Adds GS 95-106(c) to authorize Comm’r of Labor to adopt 
rules to implement inspection fee provisions pursuant to GS 95, Art. 14B. Provides that 
fees collected after July 1, 1995 are to be credited to the General Fund. Amends GS 
95-105 to provide that inspection fees for elevators, escalators, dumbwaiters, and special 
equipment are to be credited to the General Fund. Repeals expiration date of Oct. 1, 
1993, for motorcycle safety instruction program and related provisions (1989 Sess. Laws, 
ch. 755, sec. 4). Makes all provisions of act effective July 1, 1993, except for provisions 
concerning insurance regulatory charge, which are effective upon ratification. 
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H 1467. TAX LAW CHANGES/APPROPRIATIONS. Intro. 5/17. House committee 
substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER 105 OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES TO REQUIRE NOTIFICATION OF PROPERTY TAXES DUE, 
TO CHANGE THE PROPERTY TAX VALUATION DATE FOR MOTOR VEHICLES 
REGISTERED UNDER THE ANNUAL SYSTEM AND TO MAKE OTHER TAX LAW 
CHANGES.” Deletes appropriations for each year of fiscal biennium for following 
purposes: (a) Governor’s Executive Institute, $180,000; (b) Total Quality Management 
Program for state government, $200,000; (c) two staff positions in the Office of the 
Governor to seek grants for North Carolina Information Highway, $139,500; and (d) 
Dep’t of Revenue field audit positions, $200,000. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 27. CURRENT OPERATIONS BUDGET. House committee substitute for this bill, 
the budget bill, is digested in a separate section of today’s Bulletin, under the heading 
"Budget Bill.” 


S 54. TAX HAZARDOUS HOUSEHOLD ITEMS. Intro. 2/4. Senate committee 
substitute redefines household hazardous “items” and “waste” to provide non-exhaustive 
list (was, exhaustive) of items and waste covered. Changes rate of tax on household 
hazardous items to 1% of sales price for items sold at retail and wholesale and adds a 1% 
excise tax (was 10 cents per container on first dealer to handle item). Deletes provisions 
requiring reports and licensing of manufacturers and wholesale and retail dealers; provides | 
that collection and administration of taxes shall be in same manner as sales and use taxes 
imposed by GS Ch. 105, Art. 5. Adds provision for the manufacturer of a taxed product 
to petition for nontaxed status of an item and adds provision allowing unit of local 
government to contract with private parties for management of applicable waste. Deletes 
provision requiring counties to provide at least one site for the collection of household 
hazardous waste for that county, but retains language requiring county to provide for the 
collection and disposal of household hazardous waste and requiring retailers to post notice 
that State law requires counties to provide a site for collection. Adds that retailer notice 
must state that disposal of household hazardous waste in a landfill or incinerator is 
prohibited by law. Changes penalty provision for prohibited disposal from the criminal 
penalties provisions of GS Ch. 14-399 to civil penalties in accordance with GS 
130A-309.22; adds to penalty provision for failure to post notice, in new GS 
130A-309.85(b), that $50 per violation per day penalty shall not exceed $500. 


S 822. CHARLOTTE/MATTHEWS VEHICLE TAX. Intro. 4/12. Senate amendment 
changes title to rad “AN ACT TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM MOTOR VEHICLE 
TAX THAT CAN BE LEVIED IN THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE, THE TOWN OF 
MATTHEWS, AND THE CITY OF WILMINGTON AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
PROCEEDS OF THE ADDITIONAL TAX IN THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE AND THE 
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TOWN OF MATTHEWS MAY BE USED ONLY FOR PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION.” 
Adds new Sec. 3 to modify GS 20-97(a) to permit the City of Wilmington to levy annual 
motor vehicle tax up to $10. 


S 1084. SERVICE AGREEMENT CHANGES. Intro. 5/10. Senate committee substitute 
makes various editorial and substantive changes. Adds definition of a motor vehicle 
distributor (cross references GS 20-286(3)). Amends proposed GS 58-1-25(h) to clarify 
circumstances in which a motor vehicle dealer who sells a motor vehicle service agreement 
to a consumer is not deemed to have made a written warranty. Amends proposed GS 
58-1-30(a) to clarify that it does not apply to any warranty made by a builder or seller of 
real property concerning home appliances sold with the real property; deletes proposed 
amendment to GS 58-1-15(b), which would have had the same effect. 


S 1089. REGULATE HOMELESS SHELTERS. Intro. 5/10. Senate amendment 
makes a technical change and provides that act shall not apply to shelters that serve six or 
fewer adults. 


S 1102. SOCIAL WORKER CASE LOAD. Intro. 5/11. Senate amendment 
appropriates $3 million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium from the General fund to 
the Div’n of Social Services, Dep’t of Human Resources to implement the act. 


S 1157. ECONOMIC DEV. FINANCING BONDS. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. adopted 
5/26. Senate amendment #1 deletes provision from proposed GS 158-7.1(d2) stating that 
prospective tax revenues may not be taken into account when arriving at the amount of 
consideration received when conveying or leasing property in a development financing 
district. Amendment #2 clarifies new GS 159-105 by providing that the Comm’n, when 
determining whether a proposed economic development financing bond issue shall be 
approved, shall consider whether the projects to be financed by the proceeds of the bond 
issue are necessary to secure significant new economic development for a development 
financing district. Amendment #2 also adds, to the conditions requiring approval of 
applications for economic development financing bonds, the Comm’n finding that taxes on 
the incremental valuation accruing to the development financing district, together with any 
other revenues available, will be sufficient to service the proposed financing bonds.

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SPECIAL PROVISIONS. The special provisions in this House Committee Substitute are similar to the 
special provisions in the Senate Committee Substitute for this bill digested 11 May. "No change” means that 
the provision in the House version is the same as the Senate version. “Deleted” means the provision appears 
in the Senate version and not the House. For provisions appearing only in the House version, or appearing in 
the House version in some way different from the Senate version, a summary appears below:

Authorizes use of private license tags on all State Highway 
Patrol vehicles and on 97 vehicles of the Dep’t of Motor Vehicles, License and Theft; 277 vehicles for SBI 
agents; 25 for Probation/Parole Surveillance Officers; and 92 vehicles for ALE Officers, 54 of those to be 
distributed to Agent I officers, 20 to Agent II officers, 1 to the Deputy Director, 12 to the District Offices, and 
5 to the Director to be distributed at the Director’s discretion. 


Budget Practices Study Comm’n. No change.

State mileage allowance. Sets milage allowance for use of personal automobile at business standard 


milage rate set by Internal Revenue Service. 

Mediation costs. Permits state departments and agencies to use funds available from lapsed salaries to 
pay costs apportioned to the department or agency as a result of mediation under the Industrial Commission or 
Office of Administrative Hearings. 

Local financial security. Substantially similar to H 134, which is identical to S 48, digested 3 February. 
House committee substitute adopted 5/19. Changes amount of intangibles tax to be distributed by increasing 
deduction for growth freeze from $13.4 million to $23.77 million, and increases annual deduction before 
distribution from taxes on utilities and telephone companies from $610,000 to $890,000. Makes technical 
change to GS 105-277A(D)(5). 


SALARY INCREASES AND RETIREMENT BENEFITS. 

2% across-the-board increase. Revises provisions for salaries of clerks of superior court, calling for 
salary differentials based on county population brackets of less than 100,000 ($48,391), 100,000 to 149,999 
($54,621), 150,000 to 249,999 ($62,247) and 250,000 and above ($68;256). Sets miniumum deputy clerk 
salary at $16,560. Sets out separate salary schedule for public school principals and assistant principals (see 
Public Schools sections below). Adds a provision setting a minimum salary of any employee at grade 50 of 
$12,877, 51 at $12,977, and 52 at $13,079. Appropriates $135,000 for each year of biennium to cover these 
minimum salaries. Revises slightly the percentages for calculating state’s sg es contribution rates budgeted 
for retirement and related benefits. 

1% bonus in 1993. Delays payment of bonus until June 1994 and makes ae that the person receiving 
the bonus must be a permanent, full-time employees or officers 

1.6% benefits increase for retirees. Raises increase to 2%. Changes retirement service formulas as 
follows: Amends GS 135-5(b13) to make current benefit formulae for teachers and state employees retiring 
after July 1, 1992, applicable only to those who retire on or after July 1, 1992 but before July 1, 1993. Adds 
new GS 135-5(b14) to establish benefit formulae for those retiring on or after July 1, 1993, as follows: (a) 
provides that eligible law enforcement officer will receive allowance equal to 1.71% of average final 
compensation (now, 1.70%), multiplied by the number of years if creditable service, but only if member 
retires after age 55 and completes five years of service or completes 30 years of creditable service; (b) provides 
that if law enforcement officer retires after age 50 but before age 55 with 15 or more years of service but prior 
to completing 30 years of service, the formula described in (a) above applies but is reduced 1/3 of 1% for 
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each month by which the retirement date precedes the first day of the month following his 55th birthday; (c) 
provides that an eligible employee not a law enforcement officer will receive allowance equal to 1.71% of 
average final compensation (now, 1.70%), multiplied by the number of years of creditable service, but only if 
member retires after age 65 and completes five years of service or completes 30 years of service or if member 
retires after age 60 and completes 25 years of service; (d) provides that if eligible employee not a law 
enforcement officer retires after age 60 but before age 65 and prior to completing 25 years of service, the 
formula described in (c) above applies but is reduced 1/4 of 1% for each month by which the retirement date 
precedes the first day of the month following his 65th birthday; (e) provides that if eligible employee not a law 
enforcement officer retires before age 60 and prior to completing at least 30 years of service, the allowance 
shall be the actuarial equivalent of the allowance at the age of 60 as computed under the formula in (d) above; 
and (f) provides that if an eligible employee not a law enforcement officer began work prior to July 1, 1963, 
the employee shall receive a benefit no less than the benefit provided under GS 135-5(b) (service retirement 
allowances of persons retiring after July 1, 1959 but prior to July 1, 1963).

Appropriations. Adds a provision that $147,710 of funds appropriated from Highway Fund to Reserve 
for Salary Increases are to be used to fund the 2% increase in the teacher salary schedule. 

Legislators purchase creditable service. Amends GS 120-4.12 to permit any member of the Retirement 
System who was a member of the General Assembly as of January 1985 to purchase prior service credit for 
the month of January 1985 based upon 7% of the compensation received for that period.

Appropriates from this fund to Dep’t of Commerce 
$3,262,813 for fiscal 1993-94 and $2 million for fiscal 1994-95 to be allocated as follows: (a) $2 million for 
each year of fiscal 1993-95 biennium for projects under the State Energy Conservation Plan and Energy 
Extension Service Program and (b) $1,262,813 for fiscal 1993-94 for Low Income Home Energy Assistance 
Program.

Substantially similar to S 193, introduced 16 February, except this 
bill: (1) changes membership provision such that Council shall consist of 30 members not to include the 
Governor (was, 20 members with Governor as chair), with four members appointed by the General Assembly, 
22 members appointed by the Governor, the Sec’y of Commerce serving ex officio as a member and as 
secretary of the Council, and the Sec’y of State, the president of UNC, and the president of the NC System of 
. Community Colleges serving as members (chair and vice chair designated by the Governor; (2) changes 
staffing provision to direct that staff support to the Council shall be provided by an Interagency Council 
composed of representatives of the Dep’t of Administration, the Dep’t of Agriculture, the Employment Security 
Comm’n, the Dep’t of Labor, and the Dep’t of Transportation, with the Dep’t of Commerce responsible for 
coordination (was, Dep’t of Commerce provided staff); and (3) deletes $300,000 appropriation for each year of 
the 1993-95 biennium. 

Requires the Dep’t of Commerce to develop five-year plans for 
the economic development of the far-western, northwestern, northeastern, and southeastern regions of the State 
and a five-year plan for the economic development of various minority communities across the State. Plans 
are to assume that $25 million is available over the five-year period for each of the four regions and for the 
various minority communities. Dep’t shall report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental

Creates the Joint Legislative Human 
Resources Oversight Committee, consisting of eight members of the Senate and eight members of the House of 
Representatives serving for two-year terms, for the purpose of examining the institutions that provide humans 
resources to North Carolinians at the State and local level and to make ongoing recommendations to the 
General Assembly on ways to improve the provision of these resources. Examination of the committee shall 
include (1) a study of the budgets, programs, and policies of the Dep’t of Human Resources; (2) a study of 
local agencies’ provision of human resources, both private and public, to determine how to improve and 
coordinate these services; (3) a study of other state’s innovative human resources services initiatives; and (4) a 
study of other human services matters as necessary. President pro tem. of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House shall each designate a cochair; the Legislative Services Comm’n shall assign staff to assist the 
committee. 

State abortion fund. Provides that no state funds in excess of $1,424,000 per fiscal year may be 
expended for the State Abortion Fund during the biennium. 

House amendment # 3 amends House committee substitute to S 27 to restrict the State Abortion Fund to 
servicing women whose income is below the federal poverty level or who are eligible for Medicaid, and where 
one of the following conditions exists: (1) the woman is a victim of rape or incest; (2) the woman is mentally 
retarded; (3) the woman is a minor; (4) a physician, selected by the woman, has determined that the woman’s 
health would be impaired by the pregnancy; or (5) a physician has determined that a fetal deformity is 
present. Eligibility rules adopted by the Social Services Comm’n may not be based on the applicant’s race, 
creed, color, national origin, marital status, age, or handicapping condition. Services provided shall be in 
accordance with GS 14-45.1 governing when abortion is lawful.

State controller review of insurance chart of accounts. Directs the Office of the State Controller to 
review the chart of accounts used by the Dep’t of Insurance and report to the 1993 General Assembly and to 
the Dep’t of Insurance by March 1, 1994, findings and recommendations regarding changes needed to align 
the accounting practices in the Dep’t of Insurance with standards of the Government Accounting Standards 
Board and generally accepted principles of governmental accounting used within the State’s system.

Amends GS 115C-12(16) to require that school 
boards, by 1995-96 school year, put all office support personnel, teacher assistants, and custodial personnel 
on a Salary schedule adopted by the State Board of Education. 

Low performing units. Authorizes Dep’t of Public Instruction to use up to $1.2 million of funds 
appropriated for Aid to Local School Administrative Units for staff development activities and technical 
assistance for school systems that are low performing or have been placed on warning status so that unit may 
improve its student performance and decrease dropout rates. Requires units that are low performing and that 
also receive small school system supplemental funding, low-wealth county supplemental funding, or both, to 
use these funds for improving performance and improving dropout rates. Requires units that are on warning 
status and that also receive small system supplemental funding, low-wealth county supplemental funding, or 
both, to use those funds to carry out locally developed plan for these purposes. Directs Board of Governors to 
require the Office of School Services at UNC constituent institutions to provide annually in-kind technical 
assistance valued at no less than $600,000 to units that are low performing or that have been placed on 
warning status. 

Mobile preschool pilot program. Directs State Board of Education to use funds appropriated for the 
McSmiles pilot program to implement a pilot Mobile Classroom Instructional Laboratory for Educational 
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Success Program in the McDowell County schools. 

Supplemental funds for school in low-wealth counties. Directs that $18 million of the funds appropriated 
to Aid to Local Administrative Units for each year of 1993-95 fiscal biennium be allocated to low-wealth 
counties. Provides that $9 million is to be allocated to those counties in which the adjusted property tax base 
per student is less than the state average and the remaining $9 million to those 30 counties in which the tax 
base per student is lowest. Requires that each. eligible county’s pro rata share is computed as follows: 

(a) divide the county tax base per student by the state tax base per student; (b) multiply the result by the 
current state average expense appropriation per student; (c) subtract the resulting amount per student from the 
state average county current expense appropriations per student; and (d) multiply the resulting amount by the 
average daily membership of students of the county. Requires the funds a county receives to be allocated each 
local administrative unit on the basis of the average daily membership of the county’s students. Directs Local 
Gov’t Comm’n to analyze budgets and expenditures of units receiving funds to determine whether funds used 
to supplement and not supplant State and local funding for public schools and report its findings to the State 
Board of Education, to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee, and to the Appropriations Committees 
of Senate and House before May 1, 1994 and before May 1, 1995. Provides that any county that fails to 
maintain an effective county tax rate that is at least 100% of the state effective tax must refund to the state the 
entire amount of its allocation. Requires counties to report annually to the State Board of Education 
concerning the use of funds. Requires State Board of Education to report to the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee before May 1, 1994 and again before May 1, 1995. 

Parents as teachers pilot programs. Directs State Board of Education to use funds appropriated for 
Parents as Teachers Pilot Programs to implement pilot programs in Rutherford County schools and Wake 
County schools, which have been designated as national training sites for the program. Directs that program ~ 
send parent educators into homes with children younger than three years old to provide the child’s parents 
with information and training. Directs the two administrative units to report to the State Board of Education 
and to the General Assembly prior to March 1, 1995. 

Safe schools. Allocates $2.5 million for each year of fiscal 1993-95 biennium from funds appropriated to 
Aid to Local School Administrative Units to be used for grants to local units for locally designed innovative 
local programs to make schools safe. Directs funds to be used for grants ranging in amount from $50,000 to 
$100,000. Requires application to include (a) an assessment of local problems; (b) a detailed plan; (c) a 
statement how grant funds will be used; and (d) an annual evaluation process. Directs grant recipients to be 
selected prior to Jan. 1, 1994. Directs State Board of Education to appoint a state task force, including 
representatives of Dep’t of Public Instruction, local units, educators, parents, the juvenile justice system, 
social services, and nongovernmental agencies providing services to children, to review grant applications. 
Directs State Board of Education to report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee before 
March 15, 1994 and before Jan. 15, 1995. Amends GS 115C-12 to direct State Board of Education to 
monitor and compile annual report on acts of violence in the public schools and to develop a standard format 
by which local boards of education are obliged to report such acts to the state board. Directs State Board of 
Education to develop a model curriculum for the prevention of school violence and local units to establish a 
curriculum based on the model. Directs that the model include instruction on conflict resolution and mediation 
and that the curriculum be initiated by the beginning of the 1994-95 school year. 

Task force on teacher staff development. Establishes Task Force on Teacher Staff Development, to be 
located administratively within the Dep’t of Public Instruction. Provides that 19-member task force consist of 
following: (a) the Superintendent of Public Instruction (or designee) to serve as chair; (b) a member of the 
State Board of Education appointed by board’s chair; (c) a member of the UNC Board of Governors appointed 
by the board’s chair; (d) the Director of the NC Center for the Advancement of Teaching; (e) two deans of a 
school of education appointed by the UNC President; (f) four public school teachers appointed by the General 
Assembly upon recommendation of House Speaker, each of whom teaches children in and represents a 
different grade cohort; (g) four public school teachers appointed by the General Assembly upon 
recommendation of the President Pro Temp of the Senate, each of whom teaches children in and represents a 
different grade cohort; (h) two public school teachers appointed by the Governor; (i) one superintendent of a 
local. school administrative unit appointed by the Governor; and (j) two public school principals appointed by 
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the Governor. Directs the task force to develop a plan for a statewide network of professional development for 
teachers. Requires task force to to develop training modules, provide training for an initial cadre of teacher 
trainers, contracting with trainers, and selecting sites for staff development for summer training in 1994. 
Directs task force to report its plan to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee no later than 
March 1, 1994, and report on the implementation of the plan no later than Jan. 1, 1995. Terminates task 
force Jan. 1, 1995. 

Expand NCCAT services. Allocates $200,000 for each year of 1993-94 fiscal biennium from funds 
appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors Reserve for University Operations for the North Carolina Center 
for the Advancement of Teaching at Western Carolina University to be used to train teacher trainers, expand 
services to areas not located near the center, and to conduct pilot programs at five local school administrative 
units. Provides that purpose of pilot programs is to help units develop professional development programs to 
solve the needs identified by school-based committees. Directs NCCAT to conduct clinical research at five 
pilot units to evaluate the effectiveness of the program design on staff development plans for school units, 
school buildings, and individual teachers.

Allocates $125,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium of funds 
appropriated to the NC Board of Governors for Agricultural Programs to NC State University, College of 
Agriculture and Life Science, to the Seafood Laboratory Program located in Morehead City, to provide 
education and.an applied research program for the NC seafood industry. 

Learning link. Allocates $100,000 each year of the 1993-95 biennium of the funds appropriated to the 
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UNC Board of Governors to the UNC Center for Public Television to provide public schools across the State 
access to Learning Link, a computer-based interactive communications system. 

NCCU law school. Requires that in allocating the Reserve for University Operations for its Schedule of 
Priorities, the UNC Board of Governors allocate at least $1,600,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium 
for enhancement of the School of Law at North Carolina Central University to address accreditation concerns 
of the American Bar Association. Total allocations shall include at least $300,00 each fiscal year for School 
of Law library.

ssociation; and (8) a leaf tobacco dealer appointed by the governing board 

of the Tobacco Ass’n of the US. Authorizes the Comm’n to submit to the General 
Assembly an interim report, a final report, or both. Directs the Comm’n to report by the 
first day of the 1994 legislative session if it chooses to report that year. Directs the 
submission of a final report by Jan. 16, 1995 if the Comm’n does not report to the 1994 
session. Allocates from funds appropriated to the General Assembly for conducting 
studies $15,000 for each year of fiscal 1993-95 biennium. Effective July 1, 1993. 


H 982. HAULING AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES. Intro. 3/19; House comm.

State Chair of the Republican Party, and a member of the State Board of Elections. One 
cochair of the committee to be selected by the President of the Senate and the other by 
the Speaker of the House. Comm’n to study State election laws, policies and procedures, 
including those relating to campaign finance regulation, and shall recommend changes to 
the State laws, policies, and procedures. Comm’n to submit final written report on or 
before the convening of the 1995 Session, and report to be filed with the President of the 
Senate, the Speaker of the House, the Principal Clerks of the House and Senate, and the 
Legislative Librarian. Appropriates $75,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium from 
the General Fund to the Legislative Services Comm’n for the use of the Election Laws 
Review Comm’n. Entire bill effective July 1, 1993. 


S 95. STATE ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM. Intro. 2/9. Senate committee 
substitute makes following substantive changes in bill: (1) Reorganizes and expands the 
detail of provisions permitting special indebtedness by the State for financing the costs of 
energy conservation projects. Sets out the authorization and terms of permitted 
indebtedness in a new Art. 8 ("Energy Conservation Projects Finance Act”) of GS Ch. 
142, specifically authorizing "alternative financing agreements” to finance energy 
conservation projects, such as lease-purchase agreements, installment-purchase 
agreements, and other similar installment-financing agreements, and specifically 
authorizing indebtedness incurred under certificates of participation, bonds, bond 
anticipation notes, and refunding bonds and notes. Specifies that qualifying energy 
conservation projects include modifications, rehabilitations, and renovations of existing 
State facilities and acquisition and installation of fixtures at such facilities. Sets out 
requirements of Council of State approval for use of an authorized alternative financing 
agreement. Retains original bill’s provision for authorization of $30 million in financing 
of this sort, and retains provision for security interest to be created in the project 
property. Sets out procedures for issuance of bonds. (2) In the line-item specification in 
budget requests called for by bill, the committee substitute deletes the requirement that 
energy expenditures be identified "by location.” (3) Specifies 60-day time limit for State 
agency to select an engineer for technical analysis after entering into a contract with the 
Energy Div’n. (4) Adds a requirement that the Energy Div’n is to notify the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations of any energy conservation project 
having a construction cost greater than $5,000 before executing the financing documents. 
And (5) adds a specification that the $1,119,652 received from the US Dep’t of Energy’s 
Stripper Well Litigation, appropriated from the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge funds 
to the Dep’t of Economic and Community Development for fiscal 1992-93, and allocated 
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for energy conservation programs for hospitals and schools, is to be reallocated to the 
Dep’t of Commerce for fiscal 1993-94 for energy conservation projects for hospitals and 
schools and for such projects for State facilities.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 379. HALIFAX FIRE DISTRICT FEES. Intro. 3/1; House com. sub. adopted 3/31. 
Senate committee substitute provides that $75,000 in funds previously donated to the 
Bethel Fire Dep’t or raised by its fund-raising events, plus interest that has accrued since 
March 31, is subject to the certain restrictions. Requires funds to be segregated from 
other municipal funds and spent only upon authorization of committee appointed by the 
governing board of Bethel. Provides that committee must consist of no fewer than three 
nor more than seven members appointed from pool of persons recommended by the 
volunteer members of the fire department. Limits the use of funds to the following 
purposes: (1) food; (2) purchase, repair, and maintenance of furniture, appliances, and 
equipment; (3) uniform accessories; (4) training aids and subscriptions; (5) professional 
dues; (6) florist costs; (7) printing, office equipment, and supplies; (8) charitable 
donations; and services provided to out-of-town residents. Provides that once authorized, 
expenditures of these funds shall be included in the Bethel town budget and audited in the 
same manner as other municipal funds.

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H 398. HIGH POINT CHARTER CHANGES. Intro. 3/8; House comm. sub. adopted 
4/7; House comm. sub. #2 adopted 5/4. Senate amendment adds new section providing 
that all local laws that are in conflict with this act are repealed to the extent of the 
conflict. 


H 502. ABC LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/24; House comm. sub. adopted 4/28; House 
comm. sub. #2 adopted 5/27; amended 6/1. House amendments provide that a "tourism 
ABC establishment” may not be located in McDowell or Yancey counties, or in an 
unincorporated area of Avery, Burke, or Mitchell counties or in a city in those counties 
that has not authorized the sale of beer and unfortified wine. Amends definition of 
"tourism ABC establishment” to require that restaurant or hotel derive over half of its 
gross receipts from food or lodging. 


H 665. CREDIT INSURANCE CHANGES. Intro. 3/29; House comm. sub. adopted 
5/7. Senate committee substitute retains requirements of GS 25A-17(c) relating to written 
disclosure of information regarding credit insurance, and adds provision setting maximum 
rate for joint credit life insurance coverage with respect to credit card balances. Makes 
additional technical changes. 


H 976. REORGANIZE GOVERNOR’S WASTE MGMT. BOARD. Intro. 4/19. 
House committee substitute changes title to read "AN ACT TO REORGANIZE AND 
TRANSFER THE GOVERNOR’S WASTE MANAGEMENT BOARD TO THE OFFICE 
OF ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION, TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES, AND 
TO CREATE THE POLLUTION PREVENTION ADVISORY COUNCIL.” Reorganizes 
original bill to transfer all of the powers, positions, property and unexpended balances of 
appropriations of the Governor’s Waste Management Board to the Office of 
Environmental Education within DEHNR, and to make conforming changes to numerous 
other statutes. Requires that dep’t make recommendations to the Governor, other State 
agencies, and to the General Assembly regarding improvement of waste management, and 
encourage research and development, and disseminate the results of the research and 
development, regarding the handling and disposing of hazardous waste. Dep’t to submit 
recommendation each year to Governor for recipient of ‘Governor’s Award of Excellence’ 
for outstanding achievement by an industry or company in waste management. Creates 
new Part 4B to Art. 7 of GS 143B to establish by statute the Office of Environmental 
Education within DEHNR. Purpose of Office is to encourage, promote, and support the 
development of programs, facilities, and materials for the purpose of environmental 
education in the State. Grants corresponding powers and duties to the Secretary of 
DEHNR. 

Create Pollution Prevention Advisory Council to consist of 15 members set forth in 
bill and provides that the Secretary of DEHNR or designee will be chair of the Council. 
Council to advise and assist the Governor, the Secretary of DEHNR, the Secretary of 
Commerce, and the General Assembly with issues relating to hazardous waste 
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management. Council required to hold public meetings in at least 3 locations to receive 
public comment. Must make interim report to Governor, Secretary of DEHNR, Secretary 
of Commerce and the Environmental Review Comm’n of General Assembly by Mar. 1, 
1994 and final report by Oct. 1, 1994. 

Amends GS 104E-62(a) to place limitations, as specified in bill, on exercise of local 
gov’ts of power to regulate management of low-level radio active waste by special, local, 
or private acts or resolutions, ordinances, property restrictions, zoning regulations, or 
otherwise. Makes similar amendment to GS 130A-293(a) concerning hazardous waste. 


H 1061. UNDERGROUND TANKS AMENDS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE LEAKING PETROLEUM 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUP ACT OF 1988 AND TO CLARIFY 
THE PURPOSES OF THE OIL OR OTHER HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES POLLUTION 
PROTECTION FUND.” Adds new GS 143-215.94B(b1) allowing use of Commercial 
Fund to pay for costs (in excess of the costs for which the owner or operator is 
responsible and not to exceed $1 million) resulting from discharge of petroleum product 
from a commercial underground storage tank that was removed from the ground between 
Dec. 22, 1988 and July 1, 1994, if the tank was removed in compliance with all 
applicable federal and state laws and regulations, the discharge was not discovered at the 
time the tank was removed, and the discharge was discovered and reported more than 120 
days after the tank was removed from the ground. Deletes provision that would have 
exempted the owner of an underground storage tank from statutory requirements relating 
to reporting of discharge and removal of discharge from tank if the owner held indicia of 
ownership in the tank solely to protect a security interest, was not otherwise an owner or 
operator of the tank or otherwise engaged in production, refining, or marketing of 
petroleum, and, after obtaining title by foreclosure, emptied the tank and temporarily or 
permanently closed the tank in accordance with applicable rules. Amends GS 
143-215.94M to require Sec’y of Dep’t of Env., Health & Nat. Resources to make 
semiannual report to Environmental Review Comm’n (was, Environmental Review 
Comm’n and Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations) relating to cleanups of 
discharges from underground storage tanks; adds provision requiring Secretary’s 
semiannual report to include recommendations regarding measures necessary to assure 
continued solvency of Commercial Fund and Noncommercial Fund. Amends GS 
143-215.87 to allow Oil or Other Hazardous Substances Pollution Protection Fund to be 
used to assess damages for injury to, destruction of, or loss of use of natural resources 
from discharge of oil or other hazardous substances on land or water within the state, and 
for development and implementation of plans for restoration, rehabilitation, replacement, 
or acquisition of natural resources injured by such discharges. 


H 1102. PESTICIDE ENV. TRUST FUND. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. adopted 5/5; 
amended 5/11. Senate amendment makes act effective on ratification (was, effective Jan. 
1, 1994) and applicable to all applications for registration filed under GS 143-442 on or 
after that date. 
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H 1119. PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT CHANGES. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/10; amended 5/12. Senate committee substitute makes technical changes and 
specifies in GS 130A-101(f) that the State Register shall develop and distribute form 
affidavits and information sheets in compliance with the provisions of the bill. Provides 
that a certified copy of an affidavit signed in compliance with the provisions of the bill is 
admissible in any action to establish paternity, and that the execution and filing of the 
affidavit does not affect rights of inheritance unless there is further compliance with GS 
29-19(b)(2). Deletes requirement that child support enforcement agency pay costs of 
blood tests when party is indigent, and clarifies that any person contesting the results of a 
blood test may subpoena the testing expert pursuant to the Rules of Civil Procedure. 
Adds new subsection (e) to GS 49-14 to provide that either party to a paternity action 
may request that the case be tried at the first court session after the case is docketed, but 
allows the presiding judge the discretion to determine that another pending case should be 
tried first. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 621. CONTROLLED SUB. REGIS. FEES. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee substitute 
makes stylistic changes to GS 90-100 and 90-101 and requires applicant for registration to 
submit required fee with application. Sets maximum fees for each category of applicants 
as follows: (a) clinic, $150; (b) hospital, $350; (c) nursing home, $150; (d) teaching 
institution, $150; (e) researcher, $150; (f) analytical laboratory, $150; (g) distributor, 
$600; and (h) manufacturer, $700. Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1994 (was Dec. 1, 
1993) and applies to applications for registrations submitted on or after that date. 


S 808. ORANGE REVENUE CHANGES. Intro. 4/12. Senate committee substitute 
changes title to read "AN ACT TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL LOCAL REVENUE 
OPTIONS IN ORANGE COUNTY AND TO CORRECT THE CHAPEL HILL 
CHARTER CONCERNING LOW AND MODERATE HOUSING.” Deletes all sections 
of original bill regarding Chapel Hill’s prepared food and beverage tax and Pittsboro 
license tax on peddlers, and redefines membership on the Hillsboro Tourism Board. 
Changes fine for evasion of tax imposed by bill to $500 (was $1,000). Adds section to 
amend the Charter of the Town of Chapel Hill regarding ordinances permitting low and 
moderate housing and providing density bonuses. Allows density bonuses to developers 
who agree to construct up to but no more than 25% (was at least 25%) of the total units 
of a housing development for persons of low to moderate income, or to construct up to 
but no more than 10% (was, at least 10%) of total units of a development for lower 
income households. Changes definition of density bonus to mean a density increase of up 
to but no more than 25% (was, at least 25%) of the otherwise maximum allowable 
density. 
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S 834. FORECLOSURE STATUTE AMENDS. Intro. 4/13; amendment adopted 5/12. 
Senate committee substitute differs from amended bill as follows: (1) rewrites provisions 
governing notice and hearing (GS 45-21.16(a)) to provide that the hearing notice must be 
posted by the sheriff (original bill, may be posted by either the mortgagee, trustee, an 
authorized agent of the mortgagee or trustee,or any other person authorized to serve 
process by the Rules of Civil Procedure); (2) amends GS 45-21.17(1)b.1. to provide that 
the notice of sale of real property must be published in a newspaper published and 
qualified for legal advertising in the county in which the property is situated (original bill, 
in a newspaper qualified for legal advertising in the county in which the property is 
situated or in a newspaper having a general circulation in said county); and (3) adds a 
new GS 45-21.27(e1) to provide that if an upset bid is made, the clerk must notify the 
trustee or mortgagee, who is required to mail a written notice of upset bid by first-class 
mail to the last known address of the last prior bidder and the current record owner(s) of 


the property. 


S 839. EXEMPT MVS FROM 3-DAY SALE RULE. Intro. 4/13; Senate comm. sub. 
adopted 5/12. House amendment substitutes Good Friday for Easter Monday in list of 
holidays that are not considered "business days” under GS 14-401.13(c). 


S 1190. STATE PHONE SYSTEMS. Intro. 5/20. Senate committee substitute makes 
clarifying changes.

S 1216. TRESTLE REPLACEMENT FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
REPLACE THE TRESTLE OVER THE NEWPORT RIVER ON THE BEAUFORT AND 
MOREHEAD RAILROAD.” Appropriates $4,000,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from the General 
Fund to the North Carolina Ports Railway Comm’n for use as title indicates. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Perdue, Daniel, and Kaplan. 


S 1217. UNC-A LAND FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT ASHEVILLE FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
PROPERTY TO ALLOW FOR CAMPUS GROWTH.” Appropriates $4,200,000 from the 
General Fund to the Board of Governors of UNC for fiscal 1993-94 for use as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by D. Winner and Hyde. 


S 1218. REDISTRICTING COMM’N/CONST AMEND. "ESTABLISHING 
AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO ESTABLISH A 
NONPARTISAN METHOD OF REDISTRICTING.” Proposes a new Art. II, sec. 25 in 
the State constitution (to become effective upon approval by the voters in the general 
election in November 1994) permitting the General Assembly to establish a process 
whereby a commission or agency proposes plans for revising the districts for State Senate 
and House and for Congress, and the General Assembly makes the final approval or 
rejection. Adds a new GS Ch. 163A ("Redistricting”) to become effective only if the 
constitutional amendment passes. 

Preparation of proposed districts. The new Ch. 163A would direct the 
Legislative Services Office to obtain all necessary information after each federal 10-year 
census and all necessary facilities and equipment for preparing population information for 
redistricting. Legislative Services Office is then to prepare districts on the basis of 
population, with a maximum population spread between largest and smallest Senate and 
House districts being 5%, and with no population differences between Congressional 
districts. Boundaries are to coincide with boundaries of other political subdivisions to the 
extent possible. The number of cities and counties divided among more than one district 
is to be as small as possible. Large population areas are to be split, when necessary, 
before small population areas. Districts are to be composed of contiguous territory (and 
areas meeting only at points of adjoining comers are not to be considered contiguous). 
Districts are to be compact in form, where possible, but compactness is to be the lowest 
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priority consideration among those listed here. No district is to be drawn to favor a 
political party, incumbent legislator or Congressman or other person or group or to 
augment or dilute the voting strength of a language or racial minority group. No use can 
be made of information indicating addresses of incumbent legislators or Congressmen, 
political affiliation of registered voters, previous election results, or other demographic 
information, other than head counts, except as required by the Constitution and laws of 
the US. 

Submission of proposed districts for a vote. By May of each year ending in 
”1” the Legislative Services Office is to deliver to the Principal Clerk of each chamber a 
bill embodying districts drawn as provided above. With no amendments permitted, each 
chamber is to vote within one week to approve or reject the bill. If the bill is rejected, by 
either chamber, that chamber is transmit to the Legislative Services Office a statement of 
reasons why the bill failed. The Legislative Services Office is then to prepare a second 
bill with new plans which take into account the statement of reasons. That second bill is 
then to be submitted by June 1 (or two weeks after rejection of the first bill, whichever is 
later), and the process is then to be repeated. If the process must be repeated a third 
time, the bill may be amended on the floor of either chamber in the same manner as other 
bills. 

Temporary Redistricting Advisory Commission. By February 15 in each year 
ending in ”1,” there is to be appointed a Temporary Redistricting Advisory Comm’n 
composed of five people. One member each is to be appointed by the Speaker and House 
minority leader and President Pro Tempore and Senate minority leader. Those four are 
then to select a fifth member, who will act as chairman. If, in the preparation of plans, 
the Legislative Services Office is confronted with the necessity to make a decision for 
which no clearly applicable guideline is provided by this act, the Office may submit a 
request for direction to the Temporary Redistricting Advisory Comm’n. Comm’n is to 
conduct public hearings on all proposed plans and submit to the Principal Clerk in each 
chamber the results of its hearings. 

Appropriates from General Fund to State Board of Elections $36,000 for fiscal 
1994-95 for extra expenses of conducting the referendum. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Plexico. 


S 1219. SBI COMPLEX FUNDS. ”TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE STATE BUREAU OF INVESTIGATIONS COMPLEX.” 
Appropriates $28,700,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Justice for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Odom. 


S 1220. PRISON CONSOLIDATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE CONSOLIDATION OF FIVE PRISON UNITS.” Appropriates $12,000,000 for 
fiscal 1993-94 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Correction to develop and

Amends GS 143C-133 to provide that until the study of the effectiveness 
of lottery communications is conducted and the results have been reviewed by the General 
Assembly, expenditures for advertising of the lottery shall not exceed 4% of all proceeds 
from the sales of lottery tickets or shares. Amends GS 143C-175(b) to provide that 60% 
(was, 50%) of the net revenues of the Lottery Fund shall be transferred to 

the Public School Technology Endowment Fund until the principal of the Fund equals 
20% of the General Fund availability for the fiscal year. Further amends that section to 
reduce from 25% to 20% the net revenue transfer to the Community College Technology 
Endowment Fund and the University Technology Endowment Fund. Amends GS 
143C-175.1 to delete requirement that State Treasurer notify State Board of Education 
annually of net fund earnings. Rewrites formula for allocation of fund shares to local 
school administrative units, and eliminates requirement that local units match funds in 
accordance with their ability to pay. Further provides that if the Comm’n on School 
Technology is created by the 1993 General Assembly, then the State Board of Education 
may not allocate funds under this section unless the General Assembly has enacted 
directions and limitations after considering the requirements analysis prepared and the 
plan developed by the Comm’n. Makes technical and conforming changes to GS Ch. 105 
and Ch. 14. Provisions creating lottery and funds effective Jan. 1, 1994, if lottery 
approved by the voters, with remainder effective upon ratification. 


S 787. ESC TAX PROPOSALS. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. adopted 4/26; amended 5/12. 
House committee substitute amends GS 96-9(a)(7) to set penalty for failure of an 
employer to comply with that section at $25 (was, 5% of the amount of tax or $25, 
whichever is greater). Provides that Comm’n shall deny agent who fails to comply the 
right to report wages and file reports for the subject employees for one year following 
quarter in which agent failed to comply, but permits Comm’n to reduce or waive a 
penalty for good cause. 


S 882. INCREASE FLEXIBILITY/SCHOOL FUNDS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 
adopted 4/28; amended 5/27. Senate amendment #1, adopted 5/27, adding the City of 
Wilmington to the bill, withdrawn by unanimous consent 6/3. 


S 1154. NORPLANT AVAILABILITY/FUNDS. Intro. 5/13. Senate committee 
Substitute provides that Dep’t of Human Resources shall provide Norplant counseling at 


the time women begin to receive assistance under AFDC (new language underlined). 
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S 1157. ECONOMIC DEV. FINANCING BONDS. Intro 5/13; comm. sub. adopted 
5/26; amended 5/27. Senate amendments provide 1) that cities’ and counties’ authority 
to pledge revenues to secure economic development bonds under new GS 159-111(b) does 
not include revenue from local sales taxes and 2) that the Local Government Comm’n. 
must look only to revenue streams arising from or tied directly to the proposed project 
itself when evaluating proposed bonds. 


S 1180. TEACHING FELLOWS SUPP. PACKAGE. Intro. 5/18. Senate committee 
substitute amends GS 115C-363.23B to add to list of qualifying schools those that are on 
warning status as defined by the State Board of Education. Provides that initial bonuses 
and grants shall be awarded to teaching fellows graduating after Jan. 1, 1994. Adds to 
list of uses for grant funds the purchase of equipment or instructional materials.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 218. COUNSELOR LICENSING. Intro. 2/19. House committee substitute exempts 
the following professions or occupations: (1) persons registered, certified, or licensed by 
the State to practice any other occupation or profession, while rendering counseling 
services within the scope of that profession or occupation; (2) certified school counselors 
while counseling within the scope of their employment by a board of education or private 
school; (3) student interns or trainees designated "Counselor Intern” and in counseling 
study at a regionally accredited institution of higher learning or training, if activities and 
services constitute a part of supervised course study; (4) ordained ministers or clergy while 
in their ministerial capacity; (5) nonresidents temporarily employed in this State to render 
counseling services for no more than 30 days in a year, if the person is licensed or 
certified as a counselor in another state; and (6) persons employed by State, federal, 
county, and municipal governments while counseling within the scope of their 
employment. Also exempts persons performing mental health counseling solely as an 
employee of an area facility, as defined in GS 122C-3(14)a, provided that (1) the person 
performing services meets the educational qualifications required of licensed professional 
counselors under the Act and (2) the facility or agency has verified with specified boards 
that the employee has not had his or her license, se or certification revoked, 


rescinded, or suspended. N.C. DOCUMENTS

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H 233. MARRIAGE & FAMILY THERAPISTS. Intro. 2/23. House committee 
substitute: (1) clarifies that marriage and family therapy includes referrals to and 
collaboration with other health care professionals; (2) adds GS 90-270.48B stating that 
this Article does not require direct third-party reimbursement to persons licensed under 
the Article; (3) raises fees for license renewal (from $50 to $100), license reinstatement 
and application to return to active status (both from $75 to $125). 


H 385. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/3; comm. sub. 4/1. Senate committee 
substitute removes provision that would have lowered the blood alcohol level to be 
considered as slight impairment from 0.11 to 0.09. Amends GS 20-139.1(63) so that 
upon a person’s refusal to provide a second or subsequent breath sample: (a) result of a 
single breath test is admissible 

to establish an impaired driving offense or grounds for civil revocation, and (b) if more 
than one breath sample is provided, the lowest alcohol concentration may be used to 
establish an impaired driving offense or grounds for civil revocation. In neither of the 
above situations may the person’s refusal be treated as a willful refusal under GS 
20-16.2(c). Adds the following as a new grossly aggravating factor of impaired driving: 
driving by the defendant while a child under 16 years of age was in the vehicle. Requires 
expunction of civil revocations of driver’s license after acquittal of impaired driving 
offense. Amends felony death by vehicle so that it encompasses deaths resulting from 
impaired driving in a commercial vehicle. 


H 488. RESPIRATORY CARE PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 3/24. House committee 
substitute changes period of provisional licenses under act from 10 to 12 months and 


makes clear that the act does not apply to health care professionals licensed under GS Ch. 


90 who are performing services within their authorized scope of practice (was not limited 
to authorized scope of practice). Makes other clarifying changes. 


H 551. NO DRIVER LICENSE UNTIL TREATMENT. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 4/26. 


House committee substitute changes bill’s title to read "AN ACT TO IMPOSE 
CONDITIONS FOR THE RESTORATION OR CONTINUED ENJOYMENT OF A 
DRIVING PRIVILEGE AFTER A CONVICTION FOR DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED 
OR DRIVING WHILE A PROVISIONAL LICENSEE AFTER CONSUMING DRUGS 
OR ALCOHOL, AND TO PROMOTE COMPLIANCE WITH THESE CONDITIONS.” 
Makes following changes in previous committee substitute: (1) clarifies that Dep’t of 
Human Resources issues certificates showing completion of rehabilitation programs; (2) 
requires that area mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse 
authorities inform persons convicted of specified driving offenses involving substance 
abuse of the requirements and consequences of failing to comply with this bill’s 
requirements; (3) provides for hearing and appellate process for persons to contest 
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finding of failure to earn a certificate; and (4) adds $5 fee on the restoration fee for 
persons affected by the bill. Makes further clarifying changes. Changes effective date to 
1 January 1994. 


H 622. INSURER FINANCIAL SOLVENCY. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/24: House 
committee substitute amends GS 58-7-21(b)(2) to provide that reinsurance companies 
must pay annual $500 fee to Comm’r of Insurance for accreditation and renewal of 
accreditation. 


H 745. PRESCRIPTION DRUG PROGRAM. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. 5/20. House’ 
committee substitute sunsets the bill on July 1, 1995 and changes effective date for 
sections 1 and 3 to July 1, 1993. 


H 843. TAX EXPENDITURE REPORT. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute 
eliminates bill’s requirement that Sec’y of Revenue issue annual tax expenditure report 
and restores current requirement of biennial report. Also requires Sec’y to provide copy 
of tax expenditure report to each member of General Assembly (was, on request of 
member). 


H 870. WATAUGA/WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/6. Senate amendment makes clarifying change. 


H 956. SCHOOL BUS DRIVER PAY/ LIABILITY. Intro. 4/15. House committee 
substitute requires a chemical analysis of bus driver’s blood or urine showing the absence 
of any controlled substance in the body before any settlement of a tort claim involving the 
driver. Allows settlement if the driver lawfully obtained a controlled substance identified 
by the test. 


H 1016. 5 YEAR DRIVERS LICENSE RENEWAL. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute rewrites original bill by: (1) requiring that all driving tests must assure that an 
applicant recognizes the handicapped international symbol of access; (2) replacing 
present system of license renewal with a schedule of renewal on the fourth birthday after 
initial licensing and thereafter in years in which the person’s age is evenly divisible by 
five; (3) removing present law’s exceptions allowing persons 60 and over exemption from 
parallel parking; (4) removing permission for Commission to exempt some employees 
from taking road test; and (5) changing all fees for licenses, endorsements, and special 
ID cards in accordance with new schedule. Makes clarifying changes in GS 20-7. 


H 1150. DOT ROAD ABANDONMENT LIMITED. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute clarifies that state highway system roads within one mile of corporate limits of a 
municipality cannot be abandoned, closed, or made private without consent of 
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municipality (original bill referred to abandonment only). Also authorizes municipality to 
assume responsibility for maintenance of state highway system road abandoned or closed 
within one mile of its corporate limits. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 489. CHILD EVAL. CENTER FUNDS. Intro. 3/16. Senate committee substitute 
specifies terms of grant program for child maltreatment evaluation and education centers 
contemplated by original bill. Places grant program under administration of Sec’y of 
Human Resources and establishes criteria for issuance of grants to centers and use of 
funds. Requires Sec’y to consult with review panel, composed of law enforcement 
officers, district attorneys, medical practitioners, and social workers, in setting up grant 
program. Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Social Services, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, $840,000 for 1993-94 fiscal year (to be used for six grants of up to $80,000 
and six grants of up to $60,000) and $660,000 for 1994-95 fiscal year (to be used for six 
grants of up to $65,000 and six grants of up to $45,000). 


S 758. PRESERVE RAILROAD EASEMENTS. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub adopted 5/11. 
House amendment makes clarifying change. 


S 767. CHARLOTTE/ MECKLENBURG DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/8; amended 
5/10. House committee substitute amends GS 158-7.1(c), to conform the law with public 
notice and hearing requirements. 


S 955. HEALTH CARE CONSENT/MINOR. Intro. 4/22; amended 5/12. Senate 
amendment changes model statutory authorization language in bill’s GS 32A-34 to 
provide that a custodian of a minor entrusting a child to another adult does not authorize 
that other adult to withhold or withdraw life sustaining procedures to the child. 


S 1018. MORTGAGE INVESTMENT CONDUIT. Intro. 5/3. Senate amendment 
revises GS: 105-212(c) to provide that exemption from intangible personal property tax is 
automatic for an entity that is treated as a regulated investment company or real estate 
investment trust for federal tax purposes (under current law, exemption available on 
election by entity and approval by NC Sec’y of Revenue). Also grants automatic 
exemption from intangible personal property tax to real estate mortgage investment 
conduit as defined in bill. 


S 1148. STATE EMPLOYEE PREFERRED PROVIDERS. Intro. 5/11. Senate 
amendment #1 adds provision requiring the Executive Administrator and Board of 
Trustees to implement a refined diagnostic related grouping or diagnostic related grouping 
based reimbursement system for hospitals no later than January 1, 1995, and defines 
"preferred provider contracts or networks” to include such grouping or system. Senate 
amendment #2 adds the President pro tem. of the Senate to the persons and entities to be 
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reported to. Senate amendment #3 retitles bill to "AN ACT TO MAKE PROVISIONS 
WHICH AFFECT THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE 
MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN,” and provides that the bill shall not affect the question 
whether preferred provider contracts, signed by hospitals that are parties to litigation or 
administrative proceedings filed before the date of ratification against the Plan, are subject 
to the requirements of GS Ch. 143.

H 222. MAXIMUM CLASS SIZE/PHYS. ED. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute 
changes title to "AN ACT TO REPEAL THE LAW THAT ALLOWS THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION TO SET HIGHER MAXIMUM CLASS SIZE FOR 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND MUSIC CLASSES,” and rewrites substantive part of 
bill. Effective date is not changed. Committee substitute repeals GS 115C-301(e), which 
authorizes State Board of Education in its discretion to set higher maximum class sizes 
and daily teaching loads for classes in physical education, music, and other similar 
subjects, so long as the effectiveness of the instructional programs in those areas is not 
thereby impaired. 


H 486. RESTRICT PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. Intro. 3/24. Senate amendment 
makes clarifying change. 


H 827. UNIFORM ROADSIDE HUNTING. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/11 and 5/12. 
Senate amendment #1 adds Beaufort, Cherokee, Clay, and Macon to list of counties 
exempted form bill’s provisions. Senate amendment #2 provides that prohibition against 
roadside hunting does not apply to persons hunting bear or boar from, on or across an 
unpaved road. 


H 1049. ASSAULT COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute clarifies that assault is punishable as provided in bill when committed against

amended 5/11. Senate amendment makes technical change. 


H 1119. PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT CHANGES. Intro. 4/19; House comm. 
sub. adopted 5/10; amended 5/12; Senate comm. sub. adopted 6/2. Senate amendment 
allows party to obtain court order for blood or genetic marker test of mother, child, or 
alleged father without making showing for test, as required by previous version of bill. 
Also provides that alleged parent is rebuttably presumed not to be parent of child if expert 
concludes, based on test, that probability of the alleged parent’s parentage is less than 
85% (under previous version of bill, rebuttable presumption arose when expert found it 
unlikely that alleged parent is parent of child). Also provides that when test shows that 
alleged parent is not excluded and that probability of alleged parent’s parentage is 
between 85% and 97% (was, less than 97%), test results are admissible and shall be 
weighed with other competent evidence.

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 380. NEW BERN ADJUSTMENT BD. VOTE. Intro. 3/1. Senate committee 
substitute requires that three-fifths of the members of the Board of Adjustment must 
concur in any decision concerning issuance of a special use permit. Present law’s 
requirement of four-fifths concurring vote to reverse a Board action is preserved (was, 
changed to three-fifths). 


H 551. SUBSTANCE ABUSE REHAB. Intro. 3/25; comm. subs. adopted 4/26 and 
6/7. House amendment allows the area authority to designate either itself or another 
area facility (including contracting agencies) as the substance abuse facility that shall 
provide the substance abuse treatment services required of new GS 20-17.6. Substitutes 
the terms "substance abuse facility” or “designated area facility” for the term "area 
authority,” where necessary, in order to delineate the facility required to carry out the 
responsibilities under the bill. 


H 681. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTATION. Intro. 3/30; comm. sub. 4/15. 
House committee substitute: (1) amends GS 143-215.5 (judicial review) to require that a 


_ person seeking judicial review of a final agency decision encompassed by this bill must 


file a petition for judicial review within 30 days after public notice of the final agency 
decision; (2) amends GS 105-455 (application of proceeds of gasoline tax) to provide that 
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each collected one-half cent of excise tax revenue be distributed in part as follows: 
nineteen thirty-seconds to the Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank 
Cleanup Fund, three thirty-seconds to the Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum 

Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund, and five sixteenths to the Water and Air 

Quality Account (remainder of revenue to be allocated as now provided); (3) amends GS 
143-215.3A to establish the I&M Air Pollution Control Account as a nonreverting account 
within DEHNR. 


H 743. HAZELWOOD/WAYNESVILLE MERGER. Intro. 4/6; amended 5/6. Senate 
amendment rewrites the language of the ballot proposition to more clearly reflect the 
bill’s substance. 


H 837. WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH EMINENT DOMAIN. Intro. 4/13. Senate 
amendment makes technical change. 


H 881. GRANVILLE/BRUNSWICK FOX TRAPPING. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 5/4. 
Senate amendment adds Franklin County to exceptions allowing open season for taking 
foxes with weapons and by trapping from October 1 through January 31 of each year. 


H 882. CHARLOTTE BID RFP’S. Intro. 4/12; amended 4/21. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with bill "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY 
OF CHARLOTTE TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY TO PURCHASE 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS, DATA PROCESSING AND DATA COMMUNICATIONS 
EQUIPMENT, SUPPLIES AND SERVICES ON A REQUEST FOR PROPOSAL 
BASIS.” Replaces original exemption from GS 143-129 formal bid requirements with a 
request for proposal system outlined in bill. 


H 998. STRENGTHEN LITTER LAW. Intro. 4/19. House amendment makes 
technical changes. Also changes effective date from date of ratification to December 1, 
1993. 


H 1061. UNDERGROUND TANKS AMENDS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 6/2. House 
committee substitute amends GS 119-18 (underground tank inspection fee) by: (1) 
renaming present one quarter cent fee a tax; (2) providing that motor fuel inspection tax 
is payable when excise tax is due, while kerosene inspection tax is payable monthly; and 
(3) providing for distribution of collected taxes as follows: first to pay costs of 
administering the law, with the remainder credited on a monthly basis to the Commercial 
and Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Tank Cleanup Funds. If the Noncommercial 
Fund contains at least $5 million at the end of a month, one-half of the remainder shall 
be credited to the Noncommercial Fund and the rest to the Commercial Fund. Otherwise, 
revenues go fully to the Noncommercial Fund. 
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H 1492. REGULATE PORTABLE TOILETS. Intro. 5/17. House committee 
substitute adds provision that toilet facilities need not be provided for a work crew on a 
job site for no more than one working day and having transportation to readily available 
nearby toilet facilities. Changes effective date from 1 July 1993 to upon ratification. 


SENATE BILLS 


S11. 1993 LOTTERY WITH REFERENDUM. Intro. 1/28; comm. subs. adopted 5/25 
and 6/3; amended 6/8. Senate amendment adds new GS 143C-141.1 regulating lottery 
advertising to minimize appeal of lottery to minors and preclude use of false, misleading, 
or deceptive information. Authorizes NC State Lottery Comm’n, on recommendation of 
its director, to adopt rules implementing section. Makes other technical changes. 


S 95. STATE ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM. Intro. 2/9; comm. sub. 6/1. 
Senate amendment removes amendment to GS 143-6(a) that would require that agencies 
which pay for energy directly submit a line item for energy expenses by energy type in 
their budget submission to the Governor. Additionally, amends bill’s proposed GS 
142-64 (procedure for incurrence or issuance of special indebtedness) to require that 
agencies (a) request authorization from the Director of the Budget to use funds 
appropriated for energy expenses to pay for indebtedness, and (b) convey to the Director 
of Budget authority to transfer unencumbered money to appropriate budgetary line items 
to permit payment of indebtedness. 


S 550. FERTILIZER LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/24. House amendment makes 
technical change. 


S 685. ANNEXATION OF STREETS. Intro. 4/5. Senate committee substitute makes 
clarifying changes. 


S 724. HIGH ROCK LAKE MARINE COMM?’N. Intro. 4/7. Senate committee 
substitute deletes provision from original bill authorizing High Rock Lake Marine 
Comm’n to hire special officers, and makes technical changes. 


S 887. SANTEETLAH WATER SUPPLY. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute 
replaces blank bill with an act "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF SANTEETLAH TO MAKE 
EQUAL ASSESSMENTS FOR EACH LOT IN A NEW SYSTEM.” Modifies GS 
160A-218 to allow Santeetlah to levy special assessments on property benefitted by local 
improvements at an equal rate per lot served in all cases (general law allows this method 
only for extension of existing systems). 


S 905. LIMITATION/CHILDHOOD SEX ABUSE. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee 
substitute requires that a civil action based on sex abuse commence before the plaintiff's 
thirtieth birthday (was, 40th birthday). Prohibits action after the plaintiffs twenty-first 
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birthday if the defendant is deceased. Requires that in an action commenced after a 
plaintiff's twenty-first birthday, sexual abuse must be proven by "clear, cogent, and 
convincing evidence.” Changes definition of "childhood sexual abuse” to apply when 
victim of specified sex acts is less than 16 years old (was, 18 years old) and defendant is 
at least seven years older than the victim (was, five years older). Adds masturbation in 
presence of victim to sexual abuse definition. Effective 1 July 1993, appropriates $25,000 
from General Fund to the AOC for fiscal 1993-94 to conduct a survey of civil and 
criminal cases involving child sexual abuse. AOC must report back to General Assembly 
by 30 April 1994. 


S 913. REAL ESTATE CONTINUING ED. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/3. Senate 
committee substitute sets upper limits on fees as follows: no more than $125 to review 
and approve a proposed continuing education course for a sponsor, no more than $75 for 
annual renewal of course approval, and no more than $5 per licensee completing an 
approved course. 


S 924. CHANGE REGISTER OF DEEDS FEES. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee 
substitute amends new GS 161-10(a)(1a) to establish fee schedule for registering of any 
deed of trust or mortgage ($10 for first page, $2 for second page, and $10 for each 
additional instrument attached to deed of trust or mortgage). Retains provision of original 
bill stating that no fee shall be charged for recording of satisfaction or cancellation of 
deed of trust or mortgage and amends GS 45-37.2 (recording satisfactions of deeds of 
trust and mortgages) to reflect that no fee shall be charged. Also amends GS 45-16 to 
require register of deeds to index substitution of trustee and, whenever practical, to note 
substitution on margin of registration of mortgage, deed of trust, or other instrument 
securing payment of money.

BILL DIGESTS 


SENATE BILLS 

S 1227. PROPERTY RIGHTS/JUST COMPENSATION. "REQUIRING JUST 
COMPENSATION FOR TAKING OF PROPERTY RIGHTS, AND INCREASING THE 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING PERMIT FEES.” Adds new GS 40A-70 to prohibit 
municipalities, counties, or other political subdivisions of the State from altering, 
removing, or requiring the altering or removal of lawfully established uses or structures 
that have not been altered or removed pursuant to government ordinance or action by the 
effective date of this bill, unless just compensation is paid. Just compensation shall not 
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include the continuation of a use or structure over a period of time. Raises the permit 
fees for outdoor advertising structures from $60 to a maximum of $200, for the initial fee, 
and from $30 to a maximum of $50, for annual renewal. 

Introduced by Ballance. 


S 1228. MANUFACTURED HOME OWNER RIGHTS. "TO ESTABLISH A BILL 
OF RIGHTS FOR OWNERS OF MANUFACTURED HOMES.” Adds new GS Ch. 42A, 
"Manufactured Home Owners’ Bill of Rights.” Defines “operator” as the owner or 
operator of a manufactured home community or other facility that leases space to owners 
of manufactured homes for the location of those homes. 

Requires that all rental agreements regarding manufactured homes be in writing. The 
monthly or annual rental amount is to be clearly set forth in the agreement. Requires that 
all services included in the rental fee for a manufactured home be clearly defined, and 
specifies some of those services. An operator may terminate a rental agreement in order to 
change the use of the community’s land only by providing each tenant with at least 90 
days’ prior written notice. 

Requires every operator to provide tenants with a list of the park rules, which may be 
changed with at least 60 days’ notice to tenants. No notice is required if the rules 
changes are the result of changes in state or local law. 

Specifies that the owner of a manufactured home has the exclusive right to sell the 
home and that an operator may not receive any fee or commission on the home’s sale 
unless the owner otherwise agrees in writing. Operator may not place unreasonable or 
discriminatory restrictions on the placement of "for sale” signs or on access to the 
community by prospective purchasers or realtors, or otherwise interfere with tenants’ 
efforts to sell their homes. 

Provides that an operator may evict a tenant only pursuant to those grounds specified 
in GS 42-26 (allowing tenants holding over without landlord’s permission to be evicted in 
specified cases). ; 

Provides that tenants in manufactured home communities may organize resident 
homeowners’ associations without retaliatory action by the operator. Specifies that the 
provisions of GS 42-37.1 provide tenants with the defense of retaliatory eviction with 
regard to the protected activities listed in that section. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applies to all rental agreements entered into or renewed on or 
after that date.

H 271. GPAC/STUDY BANKING REGULATION. Intro. 2/25. House committee 
substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO CREATE THE 
FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS REGULATORY AGENCIES STUDY COMMISSION.” 
Replaces original bill which called for the Governor to study the organization of state 
agencies that regulate financial institutions and instead creates the Financial Institutions 
Regulatory Agencies Study Commission to consist of 15 members identified in the bill as 
follows: five members appointed by the Speaker, three of whom are members of the 
House and one representing the nondepository consumer finance industry; five members 
appointed by the President pro tem., three of whom are members of the Senate, one 
member representing mortgage lending industry and one representing the borrowing 
public; five members appointed by the Governor, one representing each of three 
industries: commercial banking, credit unions, and savings institutions, and one member 
selected primarily as a representative of the borrowing public. Speaker and President pro 
tem. to designate a Representative and Senator, respectively, as co-chairs. 

Commission to.conduct comprehensive study of the organization of the State’s 
agencies that regulate financial institutions and report to the 1994 Regular Session on the 
feasibility of creating a Department of Financial Institutions. Study to include (1) whether 
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the three regulatory boards should be merged of retained in a separate department; (2) 

extent to which saving or other benefits could be achieved by merger; (3) impact or 

merger upon various industries currently regulated by three separate agencies. 
Appropriates $25,000 for 1993-94 for expenses of Commission. 


H 473. SEPARATE NC APPRAISAL BOARD. Intro. 3/23. House committee 
substitute provides that Appraisal Board shall consist of nine (was, seven) members, 
including five (was, three) appointed by Governor, and four appointed by General 
Assembly, one upon recommendation of Pres. pro tem., one upon recommendation of 
Pres. of Senate, and two upon recommendation of Speaker of the House. Requires that 
each member appointed by Governor be appointed from a different congressional district. 
Provides that appraiser members who hold designations from any professional 
organization or association may maintain only one such designation during term on Board 
and that no two members may hold the same designation. Amends provisions relating to 
schedule of terms for members of Appraisal Board. Exempts 

members of the General Assembly from continuing education requirements for renewal of 
real estate appraiser license or certificate during their terms of office. Makes additional 
technical and conforming changes. 


H 556. AMEND BOILER/PRESSURE VESSEL ACT. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 5/4; 
amended 5/17. Senate committee substitute specifies that exemption for pressure vessels 
containing water at a temperature not exceeding 110 degrees Fahrenheit does not include 
hydropneumatic pressure vessels which are not excluded from regulation. 


H 740. NURSING HOME PENALTY REV. COMM. Intro. 4/5. House committee 
substitute increases size of Nursing Home Penalty Review Committee to 11 members, and 
adds provision requiring that one public member be a spouse, sibling, parent, child, 
grandparent, or grandchild of a rest home patient chosen from a list prepared by the 
Office of the State Long-Term Care Ombudsman. Changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO 
ADD A RELATIVE OF A NURSING HOME PATIENT AND A RELATIVE OF A REST 
HOME PATIENT TO THE NURSING HOME PENALTY REVIEW COMMITTEE.” 


H 1061. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS AMENDS ’93. Intro. 4/19; comm. 
sub. 6/2; comm. sub. #2 6/9. House amendment makes special provision for public 
hospital in Mitchell County, to permit Sec’y of DEHNR to waive reimbursement of all or 
any part of the costs of developing and implementing a cleanup plan for discharge or 
release of petroleum from underground storage tank owned by the hospital, if Sec’y 
determines that hospital has cooperated fully in developing and implementing cleanup 
plan and that reimbursement cost would render hospital insolvent or otherwise result in 
extreme hardship. 
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S 513. BANKING AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/22; comm. sub. 4/26. House committee 
substitute change composition of State Banking Comm’n by returning the number of 
members appointed by the Governor to 12 as in current law, (original bill increased to 
13), increases number appointed by the General Assembly to four, one appointed upon 
the recommendation of the President of the Senate, one upon the recommendation of the 
President pro tem. and two upon the recommendation of the Speaker, one of whom shall 
shall be a person selected primarily as a representative of the borrowing public and the 
other shall be a representative of the nondepository consumer finance industry. 


S 533. OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH/REPORTING. Intro. 3/24; comm. sub. 5/12; 
amended 5/25. Senate amendment #2 changes title by deleting the word 
“CONDITIONS,” makes same deletion in title of new GS 130A-455 created in the bill 
and in various other places throughout the bill. Rewrites GS 130A-455 to change charge 
of Comm’n to adoption of rules establishing a list of serious and preventable occupational 
injuries that occur while working on a farm and serious and preventable diseases and 
illnesses to be reported to the Dep’t. Occupational diseases and illnesses are defined as 
those which result from exposure to a health hazard in the workplace. Adds that in 
adopting rules, Comm’n shall avoid duplication of reporting and minimize cost to 
physicians, medical facilities, laboratories, or others reporting under the act. Changes 
references to “in an agricultural setting” to "while working on a farm” throughout the 
bill. Deletes immunity from criminal liability (immunity from civil liability remains) for 
those reporting under GS 130A-459 created in the bill. Reorganizes GS 130A-460 into 
subsections and adds new subsection to provide that on-site inspection procedures shall 
not apply to asbestosis/silicosis inspections conducted for the Industrial Commission under 
GS 97-76 of the Workers’ Compensation Act and that it does not affect the allocation of 
responsibilities set forth in GS 74-24.4(c) relating to mine safety. 


S 571. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 4/26. 
Senate committee substitute #2 exempts from provisions of act dams that are less than 15 
feet in height or that have impoundment capacities of less than 10 acre feet unless Dep’t 
of Health, Env., & Nat. Resources determines that failure of dam could result in loss of 
human life or significant damage (was, damage in excess of $200,000) to property below 
dam. Deletes provision stating that Dam Safety Account shall be administered by State 
Treasurer. Adds provision allowing DEHNR to inspect dams that are otherwise exempt 
from act upon written request of any affected person or agency, or upon motion of the 
Environmental Management Comm’n. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 613. CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/6; 
amended 5/10. House amendment adds provision that act does not limit the authority of 
(1) the Mecklenburg County Board of Comm’rs to redefine electoral district boundaries of 
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the board after the 2000 census or subsequent censuses under GS 153A-22, or (2) the 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg Board of Educ. to revise the electoral district boundaries of the 
board after the 2000 census or subsequent censuses under GS 115C-37(i). 


S 1013. WORKFORCE PREPAREDNESS ACT. Intro. 5/3. Senate committee 
substitute provides that the following federal resource programs are designated as the 
State’s workforce preparedness programs: the Adult Education Act, the Carol D. Perkins 
Vocational and Applied Technology Education Act, the Wagner-Peyser Act, the National 
and Community Service Act of 1990, Title IV-F of the Social Security Act, the Job 
Training Partnership Act, the Food Stamp Act employment program, and all other 
applicable federal human resource programs except for programs under the federal 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973. Deletes provisions relating to Governor’s Coordination and 
Special Services Plan, other than requirement that plan comply with section 121 of the 
Job Training Partnership Act. Adds provisions stating that goals of workforce 
preparedness programs shall be accomplished by preparing economically disadvantaged 
persons, as well as unskilled youth and adults, for entry into the work force, and by 
requiring instruction on worker safety and health standards and practices as part of 
employment and job training programs. Also limits linking of employment and training 
services with economic development efforts to extent prohibited by the Job Training and 
Partnership Act. 


S 1057. GUILFORD SCHOOL FUNDING. Intro. 5/6. House committee substitute 
provides that the funding obligation of the Guilford County Board of Comm’rs under SL 
1991, Ch. 78, Sec. 15 shall be reduced by undesignated and unrestricted fund balances in 
the local current expense funds from the three existing school systems amounting to $8 
million, which fund balances vest in the new Guilford County Board of Education as of 
July 1, 1993. 


S 1139. INCREASE COURT FEES/ADD JUDGES. Intro. 5/11; comm. sub. 5/12. 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO IMPOSE A PROCESSING 
FEE ON 20-DAY FAILURES AND TO ADD ADDITIONAL COURT POSITIONS” and 
completely rewrites bill. Amends GS 20-24.1 to add processing fee of $50 payable by 
persons whose driver’s license is revoked for failure to appear or pay a fine, penalty, or 
costs for motor vehicle offenses. Provides that defendant must be given opportunity for 
trial or hearing within a reasonable time of defendant’s appearance. Adds one new 
resident superior court judge to each of the following judicial districts: 3B, 8B, 10A, 15A, 
17B, 20B, 25B, and 27B. Adds one new district court judge for each of the following 
district court districts: 1, 3A, 6B, 8, 10, 12, 18, 19A, 19B, 19C, 20, 22, 26, 29, and 30. 
Elections for judges to be held in 1994 general election. Adds one new assistant district 
attorney to each of the following prosecutorial districts: 10, 11, 15B, 18, 19A, 19B, 20, 
22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27B, and 28. Amends GS 7A-69 to authorize appointment of 
investigatorial assistants in the first and eighth prosecutorial districts. Effective July 1, 
19938 
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S 1165. RESIDENT INSPECTOR PRGM. AMENDS. Intro. 5/12. Senate committee 
substitute adds provision that if the Dep’t refunds or credits fees to a commercial 
hazardous waste facility, that facility shall issue credits or refunds on a pro rata basis to 
users of the facility that have paid a fee. Adds new subsection (k) to provide that a facility 
that uses hazardous waste as a fuel or that has done so within the preceding year, and that 
is an affiliate of and adjacent or contiguous to a commercial hazardous waste facility is 
subject to inspection as a special purpose commercial hazardous waste facility as if it were 
a part of the commercial hazardous waste facility. Deletes provision in current law that 
defined "commercial hazardous waste facility” as that facility and any other commercial 
hazardous facility which is operated by the same business entity or by a parent, 
subsidiary, or affiliate of that business entity. Makes other conforming changes.

Provides that the President pro tem. of the Senate 
appoint five Senators and three public members and that Speaker of the House appoints 
five Representatives and three public members to Comm’n. Authorizes Comm’n to (1) 
gather data about the status of racial minority male children, (2) identify and visit 
successful programs, (3) consult with researchers and encourage their involvement in 
Comm’n activities, (4) conduct hearings to obtain information about successful programs, 
(5) meet with representatives of organizations that may be helpful, (6) make 
recommendations about steps that public and private entities should take to address 
concems related to minority male children, and (7) determine the extent of resources 
needed to address these concerns. Comm’n must submit final report to the General 
Assembly no later than the first day of the 1995 session and terminates when report is 
filed. Appropriates from the General Fund to the General Assembly $100,000 for fiscal 
1993-94 and $75,000 for fiscal 1994-95 for Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993. | 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 1237. LOCALS INSPECT ABC PREMISES. "TO AUTHORIZE INSPECTIONS OF 
ABC LICENSED PREMISES BY LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS.” Amends 
GS 18B-502(a) to allow officers of local law enforcement agencies that have not 
contracted to provide ABC enforcement to investigate, within their territorial jurisdiction 
and during hours of operation of the premises, the operation of a licensed ABC premises 
for the purpose of procuring evidence of violations of the ABC law. This authority does 
not include the authority to investigate the premises of a private club or an examination of 
the books and records of a permittee and is limited. to viewing the licensed premises. 
Alcohol law-enforcement agents, employees of the Alcoholic Beverage Comm’n, local 
ABC officers, and officers of local law-enforcement agencies that have contracted to 
provide ABC enforcement may inspect the entire premises and examine the books and 
records of the permittee any time it reasonably appears that someone is on the premises.

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S 1238. PROJECT RAP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

Appropriates $6,000 from General Fund to Cumberland County Schools for 
1993-94 for Project RAP (Reaching The At-Risk Population). Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Edwards. 


S 1239. NATIONAL GUARD ARMORY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
REPLACE THE NATIONAL GUARD ARMORY IN KINSTON.” Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety $524,700 for fiscal 
1993-94 for the State’s share of the construction costs of a new National Guard Armory in 
Kinston. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Odom. 


S 1240. AERIAL RESERVE EQUIPMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE PURCHASE OF AERIAL RESERVE EQUIPMENT FOR THE ARMY 
NATIONAL GUARD.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Crime 
Control and Public Safety $275,000 for 1993-94 to purchase aerial rescue equipment. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1241. NCSU TOXICOLOGY BUILDING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A TOXICOLOGY BUILDING AT NORTH CAROLINA 
STATE UNIVERSITY.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of 
Governors $12,960,000 for 1993-94 for construction of a building to house the Dep’t of 
Toxicology at NC State Univ. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1243. SENATE INTRODUCTION DEADLINE. "AMENDING THE PERMANENT 
RULES OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE 1993 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO CREATE A DEADLINE FOR THE 
INTRODUCTION OF BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS DURING THE 1993 REGULAR 
SESSION AND TO MAKE PERMANENT THE RULE RESTRICTING ADMISSION TO 
THE FLOOR OF THE SENATE IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO THE DAILY SESSION.”

H 649. THOMASVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 3/29. House committee substitute 
provides that if Davidson County is authorized to levy a room occupancy tax, the 
combined room occupancy tax rates for Davidson County and any city or town located in 
that county may not exceed six percent.

Senate 
committee substitute allows a city or county to contract with an individual who is not a 
city or county employee who holds a certificate under GS 153A-351.1 or GS 160A-411.1 
to serve as a member of a city or county inspection department, and requires such 
individuals to have errors and omissions and other insurance coverage acceptable to the 
city or county. Adds provision that city or county has the same potential liability for 
inspections conducted by an individual who is not an employee of the city or county as it 
does for inspections made by a city or county employee. 


H 1074. MAGISTRATES PAY PLAN. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute adds 
GS 7A-171.1(al) to make following salary provisions applicable to individuals who were 
serving as magistrates on June 30, 1993: (1) salaries of magistrates who on June 30, 1993 
were paid at a salary level of less than five years of service under the table in effect that 
date shall be $17,058 for less than one year of service, $17,934 for 1 to 3 years service, 
and $19,698 for 3 to 5 years service; (2) salaries of magistrates who on June 30, 1993 
were paid at a salary level of five or more years of service shall be paid entry rate for 5 to 
7 years service, Step | for 7 to 9 years service, Step 2 for 9 to 11 years service, and Step 
3 for 11 or more years service.

House committee 
substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TURFGRASS

Submits proposition to authorize $150 million in bonds, proceeds 
to be used for the same purposes for which funds in the Clean Water Revolving Loan and 
Grant Fund may now be used, i.e., to make loans and grants to local government units for 
water supply systems, wastewater collection systems, and wastewater treatment works. 
Earmarks $50 million for water supply wastewater collection, and wastewater treatment with 
first priority to be to match full amount of available federal wastewater assistance funds 
(was, $25 million in comm. sub. #1), Earmarks remaining $100 million for loans to local 
governments to pay cost of water supply systems, water conservation projects, wastewater 
collection systems, and wastewater treatment works. Provides that 69% ($69 million) must 
be used for loans for wastewater collection systems and wastewater treatment works, and the 
remaining 39% ($39 million) for. loans for water supply systems and water conservation 
projects. 

Solid Waste Management Bonds. Deletes provisions of comm. sub. #1 concerning 
solid waste management bonds. 

State parks bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $100 million in bonds, proceeds to 
be used for capital facilities in state parks, including land acquisition, visitors’ centers, 
parking lots and access roads, dams, picnic areas, ranger residences, campsites, boat/canoe 
launching areas, rental cabins, boathouses, swimming facilities, storage buildings, water and 
wastewater systems, electrical systems, and underground fuel tanks. States that it is intent 
of General Assembly to appropriate bonds proceeds in 1994 or subsequent session based on 
recommendations of Dep’t of EHNR in its state parks capital improvement and land 
acquisition plan submitted to be submitted to General Assembly in May 1994. 


S 162. DEALER PLATE/LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15; comm. sub. 3/25, 4/14. 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF 
MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER LICENSE PLATES THAT CAN BE ISSUED TO THE 
SAME DEALER, TO MODIFY THE SANCTIONS FOR MISUSE OF A DEALER 
LICENSE PLATE, TO EXPAND THE USE OF TRANSPORTER PLATES, TO 
ESTABLISH A SPECIAL SPORTS EVENT TEMPORARY PLATE, AND TO CHANGE 
THE FEES FOR DEALER PLATES AND TRANSPORTER PLATES.” Deletes proposed 
revision to GS 20-286(5a) and (6). Amends GS 20-79.2 to add to list of purposes for which 
a transporter plate may be obtained driving a motor vehicle that is at least 25 years old to 
and from a parade or other public event, or driving a motor vehicle that is part of the 
inventory of a dealer to and from a motor vehicle trade show, exhibition, or parade. Adds 
new GS 20-79.01 to authorize display of a temporary special sports event license plate, 
defined as a sports event held no more than once a year and open to the public, upon 
payment of $5 fee. 


S 554. FLETCHER-JERALDS HEALTH REFORM. Intro. 3/24. House committee 
substitute completely replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO ENACT THE 
FLETCHER-JERALDS OMNIBUS HEALTH REFORM ACT OF 1993.” Adds new Art. 64 
to Chapter 143 creating the North Carolina Health Planning Comm’n within the Dep’t of 
Human Resources, composed of 18 members, six appointed by the Governor, six by the 
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General Assembly upon recommendation of the Speaker and six by the General Assembly 
upon recommendation of the President pro tem. Appointees to serve initial terms ranging 
from one to six years. Lists powers of Comm’n, including conducting investigations and 
inquiries, establishing advisory panels, developing a financing system to ensure affordable 
health care for every citizen by 1998, developing benefits to be included in package of 
health services, and assisting community health districts established by the act. Provides for 
appointment of director, who may employ additional staff. 

Adds new GS 116-11.3, “Production of primary care physicians.” States intent of 
General Assembly to appropriate funds so that medical schools and university-based and 
community hospital-based medical residency programs are rewarded for producing adequate 
number of primary care physicians, defined as licensed physician whose practice is limited 
to family medicine, general medicine, general internal medicine, obstetrical and 
gynecological medicine, and general pediatric medicine. Defines primary care specialty as 
family practice, general internal medicine, ob/gyn, and general pediatrics. UNC Board of 
Governors must ensure that each medical school complies with requirement that by the year 
2001 (for 1996 graduating class) percentage of graduates entering primary care specialties 
shall be at least 50%, and each year thereafter shall be at least 60%. Private medical 
schools receiving less than $2 million for North Carolina students to develop a plan by 
December 1, 1993 to encourage 50% of their students to practice primary care medicine. 
Board of Governors to develop plan to achieve requirements and submit it to the 1994 
session, and to submit report to State Health Director by October 1, 1994 and each year 
thereafter. If medical school does not meet goal, Office of State Budget and Management 
to reduce state funds appropriated to school by an amount equal to the amount reached by 
multiplying the annual cost to the State of preparing a medical student by the number of 
graduates by which the school fails to meet the goals. 

Adds new GS 130A-3.1 listing duties of State Health Director, including monitoring 
compliance reports from UNC Board of Governors, evaluating actions by other states, 
studying funding strategies to reach 60% family practice requirement, and conducting 
studies and evaluations to effectuate other duties. 

Requires Governor to present a plan to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994 to 
consolidate all state health functions into one state Dep’t of Health, encompassing all health 
functions now in Dep’t of Human Resources, Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources, all licensing boards that relate to health, and any other functions assigned by the 
General Assembly or the Governor related to health care reform. Governor’s plan must 
further expand the Comm'n for Health Services to include membership comprised of health 
experts, business leaders, and consumers. Dep’t of Health must promote and organize 
Community Health Districts, which will conduct all governmental health related activities. 
Governor to recommend to General Assembly method for dividing the state into Community 
Health Districts. Districts to be defined using such factors as population, secondary and 
tertiary health institution use patterns, economic conditions, political boundaries, 
geographical areas, transportation patterns, and shopping patterns. County Commissioners 
in each district shall establish a Community Health District Board which shall be the local 
policy-making body for each district. Requires preparation of a district health status 
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assessment on a regular basis. 

Requires UNC-CH School of Public Health to reconsider its mission and name and 
report its findings by February 1, 1995 to the General Assembly. 

Creates Medical Practice Parameter Advisory Committee within the Board of Medical 
Examiners. Committee is to oversee the development of practice parameters by specialty 
area subcommittees and make recommendations to the Board for a report to the General 
Assembly. Committee to be composed of 13 members appointed by the Governor, 
including eight physicians, one nurse practitioner, one hospital administrator, one 
representative of the insurance industry, one consumer, and one medical malpractice 
attorney. Five subcommittees to be created, including one each on primary care, OB-GYN, 
surgical specialty, and medical specialty. Requires report to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 
19953 

Comm’r of Insurance to survey work done on establishing practice guidelines and 
parameters, quality measures, and effectiveness outcomes in the delivery of health care, with 
report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Adds new Ch. 131E, Art. 9A, "Certificate of Public Advantage.” Encourages 
cooperative agreements between hospitals or between hospitals and others that are not 
hindered by federal and State antitrust laws. Provides for issuance of a certificate of public 
advantage by the Dep’t of Human Resources to a hospital and any person who is a party to 
a cooperative agreement with a hospital, such that parties may conduct business without 
liability under State or federal antitrust laws. Sets forth procedure for review and issuance 
of certificate by the Dep’t. Attorney General may state an objection to the issuance of 
certificate, and if agreement is not reached, certificate will not be issued. Provides for 
periodic reports by parties to agreement to the Dep’t, and provides for right to seek review 
in courts by person aggrieved by decision to issue or not issue a certificate of public 
advantage in superior court, who must show determination by Dep’t or Attorney General 
was arbitrary or capricious. Amends GS 131E-7(b) to permit municipality or public hospital 
to contract with or enter into agreements with other public hospitals or municipalities for 
provision of health care. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to prepare and submit a 
report to the 1999 General Assembly summarizing the effects of the act. Permits hospital 
authority to engage in health care activities in a county outside its territorial boundaries 
pursuant to hospital agreements. 

Adds new GS 58-3-170 on guaranteed health benefit plans. Provides that effective 
January 1, 1998, no insurer shall, on account of the physical or mental condition or health 
of any person, (1) refuse to issue, deliver, or renew any health benefit plan; (2) have a 
higher premium rate or charge for any health benefit plan; (3) reduce coverages or benefits 
or charge higher deductibles or copayments on any health benefit plan; or (4) require 
evidence of individual insurability. Any pre-existing conditions provision in a health benefits 
plan may not limit or exclude coverage for a period of more than 12 months after an 
insured’s effective date of coverage, and may only relate to conditions manifesting 
themselves during the 12 months immediately before the effective date of coverage. 
Requires that as of January |, 1998 every insurer licensed in the state that offers health 
benefit plans to offer all of its health benefit plans to the general public. Every person who 
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accepts such offer, elects coverage, and pays premiums and satisfies other provisions of the 
plan shall be guaranteed issuance of the plan by the insurer. Renewal is guaranteed except 
for nonpayment of premiums, fraud, or when insurer ceases providing health benefit plans. 
Premium payments may address potential credit risk of persons electing coverage. If insurer 
offers group coverage to an employer, the insurer shall offer coverage to all eligible 
employees of an employer and their dependents. Specifies conditions for cessation of 
providing health benefit plans. Requires insurers to establish a six-year conversion plan by 
which it converts its current rating structure to a pure community rating structure. Requires 
insurers to have an individual and family community rate for each health benefit plan by 
Jan. 1, 2000, and sets forth ratios to be met during conversion period. Amends GS 
58-3-170(c) to phase in pre-existing condition limitations from 12 months to 90 days from 
1994 to 2000. 

Amends GS 58-50-10 to require acceptance of a standard claim form by all insurers. 
Form to be single-page to extent possible. 

Adds new GS 58-2-235 creating the Health Education and Personal Responsibility 
Program. Requires Comm’r and State Health Director to implement program in which each 
person who participates in health education and personal responsibility curriculum receives 
credit in form of an amount to be applied against the annual deductible, coinsurance, or 
maximum out-of-pocket limit or total premium under which individual is covered. Requires 
annual report by Comm’r to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Amends GS 58-50-50 to redefine term "preferred provider” not to apply to any prepaid 
health service or capitation arrangement implemented or administered by the Dep’t of 
Human Resources or to any provider of health care services participating in such prepaid 
service Or arrangement, and makes conforming change to GS 58-67-10(b) and GS 
108A-55(b). 

Adds new GS 143-48.1, Medicaid program exemption. Provides that article does not 
apply to any capitation arrangement or prepaid health service arrangement administered 
pursuant to Medicaid waiver provisions of 42 USC 1396n, or to the Medicaid program 
authorizations under Chapter 108A. 

Amends SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 136(e) to require area mental health plans to be 
submitted to Mental Health Study Comm’n on Nov. |, 1993, Feb. 1, 1994, and May 1, 
1994 (was, Nov. 1, 1993). 

Adds new Ch. 131E, Art. 13, “Disposal of Surplus Property to Aid Other Countries.” 
Permits public hospital or State hospital to donate medical equipment to tax exempt 
corporation, United States, foreign government, United Nations, or charitable institutions or 
groups. 

Amends GS 90-85.29 to require prescription drug labels to contain discard date when 
dispensed in container other than the manufacturer’s original. Adds new GS 131E-79.1 
providing that any hospital or health care facility licensed under Chapter 90, providing 
patient counseling, shall be deemed in compliance with the rules adopted by the North 
Carolina Board of Pharmacy regarding patient counseling. 
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Requires Legislative Research Comm’n to study this act and make a report to the 1994 
session. Effective dates of various sections of the act range from June 30, 1993 until July 1, 
1994. Sunsets new Health Planning Comm’n July 1, 1999. 


S 578. SCHOOL BUS SPEED TO 45 MPH. Intro. 3/25; amended 4/14. House 
amendment provides that act is effective Dec. 1, 1993, and applies to offenses committed on 
or after that date. 


S 590. INCREASE CERT. OF NUMBER FEES. Senate amendment makes statutory 
citation corrections and stylistic change. 


S 591. WILDLIFE LICENSE RESTRUCTURING. Intro. 3/29; amended 5/26. Senate 
committee substitute adds provisions amending GS 143-240 and 143-241 to increase the 
size of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n from 13 to 19 members, and authorizing the General 
Assembly to appoint eight members (was, two members) to the Comm’n, four upon 
recommendation of the Speaker and four upon recommendation of the Pres. pro tem. Initial 
terms of office of the six new members expire on the same date in 1995 as terms of other 
members appointed by the General Assembly. The amendments to GS 143-240 and 

143-241 are effective on ratification; effective dates for provisions of original bill are 
unchanged. 


S 682. C&RNW RAILROAD AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/5; comm. sub. 4/28. House 
committee substitute increases membership of Authority from seven to nine, with addition of 
presidents of Caldwell and Catawba County Chambers of Commerce, who are exempt from 
requirement that appointees be registered voters of jurisdictions making appointments. 


S 780. LIMITED LIABILITY CO, ACT. Intro. 4/8. Senate Committe substitute 
changes title to "AN ACT TO PERMIT THE ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF 
LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANIES AND TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF 
SHAREHOLDERS OF PROFESSIONAL CORPORATIONS AND PARTNERS OF 
REGISTERED LIMITED LIABILITY PARTNERSHIPS.” Amends newly created Chapter 
57C (Limited Liability Company Act) and Chapters 55B (Professional Corporation Act), and 
59 (Partnership) to provide for limited liability as title indicates. Limitation provides that 
member or manager of a professional limited liability company, shareholder, director, or 
officer of a professional corporation, or partner in a registered limited liability partnership is 
not individually liable for the debts and obligations of the entity arising from errors, 
omissions, negligence, incompetence, or malfeasance of another not working under the 
supervision of the first person unless the first person was directly involved in the activity 
from which the liability arose. 
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S 1007. NURSING TECH. AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/29. House amendment amends GS 
90-171.30 to require Board to give an examination at least twice each year, deleting 
proposed revision stating that Board shall cause an examination to be given. Effect is to 
retum to existing language in the statute, with stylistic change (adding comma). 


S 1141. EXPAND BUSINESS TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/12. Senate committee substitute 
changes title of bill to “AN ACT TO EXPAND THE TAX CREDITS FOR QUALIFIED 
BUSINESS INVESTMENTS AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE TAX CREDITS SHALL 
SUNSET FOR INVESTMENTS MADE ON OR AFTER JANUARY 1, 1999.” Deletes 
definition of “consideration” as.”money, but not real property, securities, tangible or 
intangible personal property, or services,” and deletes references throughout bill to 
purchases "for consideration” and amount "of consideration.” Adds provision stating that if 
an investment is paid for other than in money, the taxpayer must include a certified 
appraisal of the value of property used to pay for the investment in the taxpayer’s 
application for a credit. Adds provision that a “qualified business venture” may not be a 
real estate-related business. Effective upon ratification, amends GS 105-241.1(e) to require 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Revenue to assess tax due as a result of forfeiture of tax credit under GS 
105-163.014 within three years after the date of the forfeiture. Repeals statutes relating to 
tax credits for qualified business investments effective for investments made on or after Jan. 
1, 1999. Except as otherwise provided above, act is effective for taxable years beginning on 
or after Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 1243. SENATE INTRODUCTION DEADLINE. Intro. 6/16. Senate committee 
substitute amends Rule 40.1 to provide that all bills and resolutions except those honoring 
memory of deceased persons or adjourning General Assembly must be filed by June 24, 


1993 (underlined words added). Senate amendment makes technical correction.

S 1242. STATE CONTRACT BONDING. "TO AMEND THE PAYMENT AND 
PERFORMANCE BOND LAWS AND TO PROVIDE ENHANCED OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR SMALL BUSINESS CONTRACTORS ON STATE PROJECTS.” With respect to 
contracts by state agencies (other than Dep’t of Transp.), allows Sec’y of Admin. to (1) 
waive performance bond requirement and/or payment bond requirement for contractor if 
the contract is $100,000 or less and the total amount of contracts awarded for the project 
is $250,000 or less, (2) establish a percentage (between 50% and 100% of the amount 
bid) of the contract to be secured by the contractor under a performance and/or payment 
bond, and (3) accept from a contractor, in lieu of a payment or performance bond, a fee 
equal to the cost of a Small Business Admin. guaranteed bond. With respect to contracts 
by Dep’t of Transp., allows Sec’y of Transp. to (1) waive performance and/or payment 
bond for contractor if the contract is $50,000 or less and the total amount of contracts 
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awarded for the project is $100,000 or less, (2) establish a percentage (between 50% and 
100% of the amount bid) of the contract to be secured by the contractor under a 

_ performance and/or payment bond, and (3) accept from a contractor, in lieu of a payment 
or performance bond, a fee equal to the cost of an SBA guaranteed bond. These 
provisions apply only to contractors that (1) qualify as small businesses (in accordance 
with rules adopted by the State Building Comm’n or the Board of Transp. as 
appropriate), (2) have been operating as the same business for a continuous period of 
three years, (3) have demonstrated capability to perform work in accordance with terms of 
the contract without excessive delays or cost overruns, (4) do not have a demonstrated 
record of past projects resulting in arbitration or litigation in which the contractor was 
found liable or at fault, and (5) with respect to the provision regarding fee in lieu of 
bond, have not been denied an SBA guaranteed bond or denied a performance and 
payment bond by an established surety company for reasons other than prior defaults. 
Establishes a State Projects Bond Fund in Office of the State Treasurer (consisting of a 
Highway Account and a Building Account) to be used to wholly or partially indemnify 
surety Companies that provide performance and payments bonds for construction contracts 
and to provide security for defaults by contractors.

House committee substitute 
changes title to "AN ACT TO REGULATE SALVAGE MOTOR VEHICLE BUSINESSES.” 
Change name of new Article 12A to "Salvage Motor Vehicle Businesses.” Adds new 
introductory section stating General Assembly finding that regulation and licensing of 
salvage motor vehicle businesses is in the public interest. Adds new definitions of "fair 
market retail value” (used in determining what constitutes a salvage rebuilt or junk vehicle), 
and "junk vehicle”. Adds provision that no fee will be charged for additional locations of a 
business that are within 500 yards of the licensed location and that books, records and files 
of the business must be located at this location. Provides authority for Div’n to establish 
licensing application requirements and provides bases for denial, suspension or revocation of 
license. Clarifies that exemption for individuals as to vehicles acquired for their own use 
applies to individuals not required to be licensed under the Article. Adds section 
authorizing Comm’r to make rules to effectuate Article, including licensing of non-residents 
doing business in the State, and reporting by owners and insurance companies of damage 
losses that require reclassification of vehicle as a junk vehicle. Requires that copy of rules be 
mailed to salvage motor vehicle business licensees 30 days prior to their effective date. 
Makes violation of license requirement a misdemeanor. Replaces GS 20-4.01(33) with new 
definition of salvage rebuilt vehicle as (1) vehicle damaged such that repair cost exceeds 
75% of fair market retail value; (2) vehicle with fair market retail value of at least $3,000 
that has been repaired at cost exceeding 75% of fair market value; (3) current year model 
vehicle repaired at cost exceeding 75% of fair market value; or (4) vehicle of any of the 
FIVE preceding model years repaired at cost exceeding 75% of fair market retail value. 


H 1131. LITERACY GRANT STUDY. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/6. Senate amendment 
directs Comm’n on Work Force Preparedness to report its findings and recommendations, 
pursuant to study authorized by bill, to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee 

instead of to General Assembly. 


H 1147. MEDICAID LONG-TERM CARE ELIGIBILITY. Intro. 4/19. House 
committee substitute changes from July 1, 1993, to April 1, 1994, effective date of 
provision declaring purchases of certain term life insurance policies to be for less than fair 
market value for purposes of Medicaid eligibility. Also revises provision on inter vivos 
trusts by declaring that certain inter vivos trusts shall be deemed to result in an 
uncompensated transfer of assets on the date the trust provision transferring the assets takes 
effect; changes effective date of provision on trusts from July 1, 1993 to Jan. 1, 1994.

Senate committee 
substitute adds exemption for any person performing mental health counseling solely as an 
employee of an area facility, as defined in G.S. 122C-3(14)a. if the services are provided by 
a qualified mental health professional who meets or exceeds the minimum educational 
requirements for licensure and the area facility obtains certification from relevant boards that 
the employee has not had his or her license, registration or certification revoked, rescinded, 
or suspended.

sub. adopted 6/17. Senate amendment provides that one member of Comm’n is to be 
appointed upon the recommendation of the President of the Senate, four upon the 
recommendation of the President pro tem, and four upon the recommendation of the 
Speaker, and adds that at least one of the members appointed by the Speaker and one of the 
members appointed by the President Pro tem shall be a member of the political party to 
which the largest minority of the members of the General Assembly belongs. 


S 628. PERMIT FOR CROSSBOW & BOLTS. Intro. 3/30. House committee substitute 
makes technical change. 


S 683. LRC STUDY OFFICER REVIEW BOARDS. Intro. 4/5. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with a bill "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE CREATION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA 
CITIZENS’ LAW ENFORCEMENT REVIEW COMMISSION AND LOCAL CITIZENS’. 
LAW ENFORCEMENT REVIEW BOARDS TO PROVIDE FOR CITIZEN REVIEW OF 
THE CONDUCT OF STATE AND LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS.” As title 
indicates. Permits LRC to report to General Assembly during 1994 or 1995. 
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S 793. NO HANDGUNS UNLESS 18. Intro. 4/12; amended 5/10, 5/11. House 
committee substitute amends GS 14-315 (selling weapons to minors) to provide that a 
person charged with this offense may, as a defense to the charge, show evidence that the 
minor produced some kind of identification card indicating he or she was of the required age 
for purchase, or show other evidence reasonably indicating that the minor was of the 
required age at the time of the sale. 


S 885. HEALTH INS./PHARMACY OF CHOICE. Intro. 4/19, comm. sub. 5/10. 

House committee substitute adds licensed health care facilities to exemption applicable when 
dispensing drugs to its patients. Adds to prohibition on denial of opportunity to participate 
as contract provider that if the pharmacy is offered the opportunity to participate, it must 
participate or none of the provisions of the section apply. Adds provision requiring that 
where a pharmacy provides a service to an enrollee of a health benefit plan that meets the 
terms and requirements of the insurer under health benefit plan, the pharmacy shall provide 
its services to all enrollees of that plan on the same terms and requirements of the insurer. 
Changes requirement for notification of names and locations of participating pharmacies to 
reasonable means, at regular intervals through reasonable means, and adds provision to 
allow participating pharmacies to announce their participation to their customers through 
means acceptable to the pharmacy and the entity providing the health benefit plans. Adds to 
provision on marketing incentives that section does not prevent a pharmaceutical 
manufacturer or wholesale distributor from providing special prices, incentive, rebates or 
discounts to different purchasers subject to federal and State antitrust laws. Adds 
severability clause. 


S 889. CONT. ED. DENTISTS, HYGIENISTS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/10; amended 
5/12. House committee substitute deletes provision limiting to five hours per year the 
number of continuing education hours that the Board of Dental Examiners may require of 
dentists and dental hygienists. 


S 1045. PHOTOVOLTAIC EQUIP. TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/5. Senate committee 
substitute replaces references to solar and photovoltaic equipment throughout previous bill 
with "solar energy equipment for water heating, space heating or cooling, or electricity”. 
Changes tax credits as follows: (1) for credit against corporate income tax under GS 
105-151.2 and GS 105-151.2, changes credit to 40% of cost up to a $1,500 maximum (was, 
50% and $2,000 maximum); (2) for credit against corporate income tax for installing solar 
energy equipment for commercial or industrial purposes, under GS 105-130.32, changes 
credit to 35% of installation costs up to a $25,000 maximum (was, 35% up to present law’s 
$8,000 maximum); and (3) for credit against individual income tax for installing solar 
energy equipment under GS 105-151.8, changes credit to 35% of costs up to a $25,000 
maximum (was 50% and present law’s $8,000 maximum).

30 days of assessment. Also revises new provisions of GS 105-241.1(g) and 105-241.2(e) 
by providing that Sec’y is not required to give taxpayer written statement of reasons for 
jeopardy assessment or levy when the assessment or levy is the result of a criminal 
investigation or the result of a tax liability concerning controlled substances. Also revises 
new GS 105-237(b) to allow Sec’y to modify or terminate agreement for payment of tax 
in installments when taxpayer’s financial condition has changed (original bill authorized 
action when financial condition changed significantly); also revises section by providing 
that Sec’y is not required to give taxpayer 30 days’ written notice before modifying or 
terminating installment payment agreement if taxpayer has acquired assets or income that 
can satisfy all or part of tax liability or taxpayer failed to disclose assets or income at time 
of agreement. Also revises new provisions of GS 105-242(c) by providing that when 
Sec’y has seized tangible property, and owner requests that the property be sold to satisfy 
the tax liability, the Dep’t shall receive from the sale of the property its administrative 
expenses. 

Also revises current GS 105-260 by deleting provision that Sec’y of Revenue has 
authority to appoint employees as necessary and discretion to discharge them. 


H 1156. STUDY SALTWATER SPORTS FISHING LIC. Intro. 4/19. House 
committee substitute replaces original bill with a bill "TO REQUIRE THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON SEAFOOD AND AQUACULTURE TO 
STUDY THE NEED FOR A LICENSE FOR RECREATIONAL HOOK-AND-LINE 
FISHING IN COASTAL FISHING WATERS AND TO STUDY THE EFFECT OF THE 
USE OF COMMERCIAL NETS ON FISH AND SHELLFISH STOCKS AND THEIR 
ESTUARINE HABITATS.” Authorizes Seafood & Aquaculture Study Comm’n to 
undertake cited studies. With respect to study of need for license for recreational 
hook-and-line fishing in coastal waters, requires Comm’n to hold at least seven statewide 
hearings. Authorizes report to 1994 session and requires final report to 1995 session. 


H 1158. NO BILLBOARDS NEAR PILOT MTN. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendment 
extends prohibition on outdoor advertising, as defined in GS 136-128(3), to new or 
replacement outdoor advertising in areas outside corporate limits of a municipality and 
within 660 feet of Interstate 26 or Interstate 40 west of U.S. 221. Allows holder of 
permit for outdoor advertising, who must remove outdoor advertising because of changing 
land use conditions, to obtain permit for replacement outdoor advertising along same road 
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in same county as outdoor advertising erected under previous permit; provides that such 
replacement outdoor advertising must not exceed 50 feet in height and must comply with 
GS, Ch-336;rartaeit: 


SENATE BILLS 


S 60. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON WHITE GOODS. Intro. 2/4; comm. sub. 4/5. 
Senate committee substitute #2 deletes all portions of the bill concerning taxes at the 
wholesale level of trade, and changes the refund provision to allow a 60% refund of the 
tax when a person buys at least 25 new white goods to be placed in new or remodeled 
dwelling units in NC that do not contain that kind of white good (was, 100% refund if 
100 units purchased for new dwelling units). 


S 95. STATE ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM. Intro. 2/9; comm. sub. 6/1; 
amended 6/9. Senate amendment #3 reduces maximum term of bonds from 40 years to 
10 years. Senate amendment #2 makes technical and clarifying changes. 


S 164. BLDG. CODE/LOCAL CIVIL PENALTIES. Intro. 2/16; comm. sub. 5/3. 
House committee substitute adds provision to GS 143-139(b1) and 143-138(e) that a city 
or county may not institute a civil enforcement action if the Insurance Commissioner or 
other state official has instituted an enforcement action for that violation and that appeals 
of civil penalties shall be as provided by GS 160A-434. 


S 554. FLETCHER-JERALDS HEALTH REFORM. Intro. 3/24; comm. sub. 6/17. 
House amendment #1 replaces provisions of new GS 131E-192.11 concerning fee 
schedules with new section requiring Dep’t of adopt rules establishing schedules for 
submission and review or completed applications for certificate of public advantage. 
House amendment #2 provides that nothing in the act requires the General Assembly to 
appropriate implementing funds. House amendment #3 restructures the NC Health 
Planning Comm’n. Provides for an 18-member Comm’n composed of the Governor, the 
Speaker, the President pro tem., three House members appointed by the Speaker, three 
Senators appointed by the President pro tem., and nine public members, three appointed 
by Governor, three by Speaker, and three by President pro tem. Provides for the 
Governor to convene the Comm’n. House amendment #4 revises proposed GS 116-11.3 
to require the Board of Governors to insure that each medical school receiving State 
appropriations for medical education of NC residents see that by the year 2001 and each 
year thereafter, the percentage of graduates entering primary care specialties be at least 
60% (was, 50% by 2001 and 60% by 2006). House amendment #5 deletes all portions of 
the House committee substitute concerning a Medical Practice Parameter Advisory 
Committee. House amendment #6 makes technical change. House amendment #7 
provides that the following portions of proposed GS 58-3-170 do not apply with respect 
to any health benefit plan or insurer unless the provisions apply to at least 80% of the 
total number of NC residents for whom health care coverage is provided: (1) provision 
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effective 1/1/98 prohibiting discrimination among persons covered on basis of existing 
mental or physical conditions; (2) provision effective 1/1/98 requiring insurers to offer all 
available benefits plans to the general public; (3) provision effective 1/1/98 concerning 
insurers intending to cease doing business in NC; (4) provisions effective 1/1/94 
conceming six-year conversion plan that establish required conversion ratios for 1998, 
1999, and 2000; (5) provision effective 1/1/97 reducing period for exclusion of coverage 
of pre-existing conditions to 6 months; and (6) provision effective 1/1/2000 furthering 
reducing this period to 90 days. 


S 591. WILDLIFE LICENSE RESTRUCTURING. Intro. 3/29; amended 5/26; comm. 
sub. 6/17; amended 6/23. Senate amendment #2 makes technical change. 


S 681. LATE FEE/MORT. BROKER AMENDS. Intro. 4/5. House committee 
substitute adds amendment to GS 66-108 prohibiting loan brokers from collecting advance 
fees or other consideration from the borrower prior to loan closing, except reasonable and 
necessary fees payable to third parties such as appraisal, survey, title examination, and 
credit report fees. Also amends GS 66-106 making it clear that GS Ch. 66, Art. 20, 
regulating loan brokers, does apply to credit cards and lines of credit and does not apply 
(with respect to residential mortgage loans) to residential mortgage bankers or mortgage 
brokers regulated under GS Ch. 53, Art. 19. 


S 808. ORANGE REVENUE CHANGES. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 6/2. Senate 
amendment makes clarifying change. 


S 871. IMPROVEMENT CONTRACTOR LICENSE. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee 
substitute (1) changes civil penalty that may be assessed for failure to obtain a license to 
25% of the tax (was, $25 per day until paid); (2) removes the $200 threshold for 
requiring a license; (3) adds provision that municipal tax may be levied only on businesses 
not subject to State privilege license tax; (4) revises penalty provision for engaging in 
business without a license to $5 per day up to maximum of $500 (was, $500 for each 
project undertaken without license); and (5) changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1993 (was, 
July 1, 1993). 


S 1044. RENTAL CAR SURTAX/REIMBURSEMENT. Intro. 5/5. Senate committee 
substitute increases surtax rate to 4%. Amends GS 105-130.5(a) (corporation income tax) 
and 105-134.6(c) (individual income tax) to require taxpayer to include in State taxable 
income any personal property taxes deducted from gross income for federal income tax 
purposes but retained by taxpayer from surtax collections. Apparently intends to sunset 
the entire bill June 30, 1996. 


S 1084. SERVICE AGREEMENT CHANGES. Intro. 5/10; comm. sub. 5/27. Senate 
committee substitute makes several stylistic changes. Adds to GS 58-1-25 requirement 
that dealers comply with GS 58-1-35, 58-1-36, and 58-1-40 to be exempt from coverage. 
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Adds definition of licensed insurer to GS 58-1-25(b). Adds exemption to GS 58-1-30 for 
issuer of certain credit cards that market appliance service agreements as an ancillary part 
of its business. Amends GS 58-1-41 to change the required deposit from 
$200,000-500,000 to $50,000 or 25% of gross written premiums in force in this state, 
whichever is greater. Amends 58-1-50 to provide for rules specifying the kinds of assets 
held by service agreement companies for determining the companies’ financial condition. 


S 1111. FARMERS MUTUALS INCORPORATED. Intro. 5/11. Senate amendment 
makes technical change. 


S 1146. FLEA MARKET TAX, SALES, RECORDS. Intro. 5/12. Senate committee 
substitute revises prohibition of sales of over-the-counter drugs so that the prohibition 
does not apply when the itinerant merchant has the written approval of the drug’s 
manufacturer. Makes tax increases effective July 1, 1994; retains December 1, 1993, 
effective date for other provisions.

Authorizes Board to charge a fee of not more than $1.00 per 
class hour of continuing education. Amends GS 88-25 to prohibit renewal of registration 
of cosmetology instructors who fail to satisfy continuing education requirements. 

Effective Sept. 1, 1994 and applies to all cosmetology instructors who apply for 
registration as cosmetologists, or apply for renewals of registration, on or after that date.

Water resources development funds. Establishes a reserve for Water Resources (Civil 
Works) in Dep’t of EHNR to be used for planning, construction projects, operations and 
maintenance projects, and feasibility studies. 

Project cost increase. Authorizes the Governor to increase the cost of a capital project 
when the increase is to be funded by gifts, grants, special fund receipts, or excess patient 
receipts at UNC Hospitals. 

New project authorization. Authorizes the Governor, upon request of any State dep’t 
Or institution, to authorize construction of capital projects not specifically authorized by the 
General Assembly if such project is to be funded by gifts, grants, special fund receipts, 
self-liquidating debt, or excess patient receipts at UNC Hospitals. 

Advance planning. Authorizes Governor to permit use of gifts, excess patient receipts 
at UNC Hospitals, grants, special fund receipts, or any other available funds for advance 
planning through working drawing phase of capital projects. Also permits Governor to use 
Advance Planning Fund for advance planning through working drawing phase except for 
projects in UNC or Community College systems. | 

Appropriations to lapse. Provides that capital projects appropriations are to lapse 
unless construction contracts are let within 12 months of first day of fiscal year for which 
appropriation is made, but permits Governor to extend this deadline for an additional 12 
months. 

Highway 264 rest area. Provides that funds appropriated in 1992 for a US 264 rest 
area in Beaufort County may also be used to purchase land for that purpose. 

_ Museum of the Albemarle. Provides that funds appropriated for Museum of the 
Albemarle must be used for a facility sited in downtown Elizabeth City and may be used for 
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land acquisition if necessary. 

State parks. Provides that up to $100,000 of funds appropriated for State parks land 
purchase ey be used for operating expenses associated with land acquisition. 

| nity college system. Authorizes use of up to $10 million of 
funds piveiael to repairs and renovations reserve to develop, construct, and equip a 
workforce training facility at a site to be selected by the Governor. Requires report to 
President pro tem. and Speaker before such expenditure is made. 

Dep’t of Agriculture livestock facility. Authorizes Dep’t of Agriculture to use the 
design/build construction process to construct $6.5 million livestock facility authorized by 
the bill.

Senate 
amendments raise fine for violation of navigation rules from $35 to $200 and make 
technical change. 


House committee substitute 
changes effective date of act to Jan. 1, 1994. 


H 1061. UNDERGROUND TANKS AMENDS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. #1 6/2; 
comm. sub. #2 6/9; amended 6/14. Senate committee substitute restores current statutory 
language in G.S. 143-215.94B relating to discharges or releases reported after Jan. 1, 

- 1994 (was, discovered and reported). Makes additional technical and conforming 
changes. | 
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H 1109. EXPAND LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute revises current GS 158-7.1(c) to specify contents of public. notice when county 
or city proposes to improve privately owned property by site preparation or extension of 
water and sewer lines to property; leaves intact current notice requirements for acquisition 
by county or city of interest in real property. Revises current GS 158-7.1(d) to provide 
that before county or city may lease or convey an interest in real property for economic 
development activities, the county or city must determine the probable average hourly 
wage to be paid to workers by the business to be located at the property. Revises new GS 
158-7.1(d2) to require county or city to meet following additional conditions before it 
may take into account prospective tax revenues in setting consideration for lease or 
conveyance of real property: (1) county or city must determine that conveyance will 
result in creation of substantial number of jobs in county or city that pay at or above the 
median wage in the county or, for a city, in the county where the city is located; and (2) 
county or city must contractually bind the purchaser to construct within 5 years (was, 10 
years) the improvements that will generate the anticipated tax revenue. Revises current 
GS 158-7.1(f) to provide that for each fiscal year the total investment, expenditures, and 
anticipated tax revenues for economic development activities shall not exceed .5% of the 
outstanding property tax valuation for the county or city as of January 1 preceding the 
beginning of the fiscal year; further provides that Local Gov’t Comm’n shall review the 
annual financial reports of counties and cities to determine compliance and, upon finding 
a violation, may require county or city to submit for review and approval of Comm’n any 
proposed appropriation or expenditure for next three years.. Changes effective date to 
January 1, 1994, but exempts appropriations or expenditures after that date if agreed to in 
writing by the county or city before effective date of bill. 


H 1147. MEDICAID LONG-TERM CARE ELIGIBILITY. Intro. 4/ 10; comm. sub. 
6/23. House committee substitute #2 deletes portions of the bill concerning term life 
insurance, and makes clarifying changes. 


H 1263. FIRE PENSION BENEFITS UPPED. Intro. 5/5. House committee substitute 
makes technical change. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 549. AREA PERSONNEL CRIMINAL CHECKS. Intro. 3/24; amended 4/29: 
comm. sub. 5/20. House committee substitute lowers fee for a criminal record check 
from $14 to $10. Adds that Dep’t of Justice may refuse to provide further criminal 
record checks to hospital, nursing home, area authority, or contract agency that has 
disclosed confidential information. 


S 630. FELLOWS’ TEACHING COMMITMENT. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 4/19: 
amended 4/22. House committee substitute deletes loan forgiveness provision relating to 
teaching in low-wealth county. Adds that Comm’n will forgive the loan if, within seven 
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years of graduation, recipient teaches three consecutive years (unless recipient is on a 
leave of absence) in a school administrative unit that is a low-performing unit in the 
recipient’s first year of teaching there. 


S 678. BOND PAYMENT CHANGE. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute (1) 
makes it clear that approval by the Local Gov’t Comm’n required for granting a security 
interest in a project financed by special obligation bonds is in addition to Comm’n 
approval for such bonds otherwise required by law; (2) requires that a local government 
proposing to grant a security interest in a project to be financed by special obligation 
bonds must first hold a public hearing on that matter; (3) deletes change in GS 159-94(a) 
and GS 1591-30 that would have authorized the State or a municipality to use tax 
proceeds or general funds to meet debt service payments on revenue bonds and special 
obligation bonds; and (4) makes technical changes. 


S 709. LAYAWAY CONTRACTS. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. 5/5. House committee 
substitute changes effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1993. 


S 716. COGENERATING TAX CREDIT. Intro. 4/7. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes in the bill as introduced: (1) adds provision that the credit 
may not be taken for the year in which the costs are paid but must be taken for the tax 
year following the calendar year in which the costs were paid; (2) limits the amount of 
credit available under the alternative method to one-fourth of tax liability for the year 
(was, one -half); (3) provides that the alternative method may be used only if the taxpayer 
makes an election to use that method by April 15 following the calendar year in which the 
plant becomes operational; (4) requires that in all cases the taxpayer must make 
application for the credit by April 15 of the year following the calendar year in which the 
costs are paid; (5) limits the carryforward period for unused credit under the alternative 
method to 10 years (was, 15 years); (6) limits the total amount of all allowable 
cogeneration facility tax credits in any one calendar year to $5 million, to be 
proportionately shared among eligible taxpayers, subject to a 10-year carryforward of any 
reductions due to the ceiling; (7) changes effective date to tax years beginning on or after 
Jan. 1, 1993 (was, 1992); and (8) effective for costs paid on or after Jan. 1, 1998, limits 
the cogeneration credit to plants using natural gas as their energy source. 


S 738. REAL ESTATE ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/19, 5/25, and 5/26. 
House committee substitute amends new GS 93A-~4 by limiting any increases in 
application fee for real estate broker or salesperson license to $10 per year and by 
limiting any increases in renewal fees to $5 per year. 


S 855. EDEN/ROCKINGHAM ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. House committee 
substitute completely replaces original Stokes County local bill and changes title to "AN 
ACT TO ALLOW THE CITY OF EDEN TO NEGOTIATE ANNEXATION 
CONTRACTS AND TO AUTHORIZE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY TO PARTICIPATE 
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IN THE REDEVELOPMENT OF CERTAIN ABANDONED PROPERTY.” Authorizes 
Eden to enter into contracts with the owners of several described tracts of land not to 
annex the property before 12/30/2003 under the involuntary annexation laws. Authorizes 
Rockingham County to use nontax revenues to aid in redevelopment of an abandoned 
school or other public facility. 


S 859. REIDSVILLE ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/14. House committee substitute specifies 
procedures for election of Reidsville city council and mayor as follows: (1) council 
members other than mayor shall be elected by a nonpartisan plurality as provided in GS 
163-92; and (2) mayor shall be elected by a substantial plurality of the total votes cast 
(defined as a vote total for a candidate greater than 40% of the total votes cast) and if two 
candidates receive a substantial plurality, the candidate receiving the greater number of 
votes wins. Also sets time and filing period for elections. Makes bill effective on 
ratification, with implementation beginning with the regular 1993 city election if 
preclearance under the Voting Rights Act occurs by August 5, 1993; specifies election 
procedures if preclearance does not occur by that date and authorizes Reidsville city 
council to alter election procedures by resolution to cure objections, if any, by United 
States Attorney General. 


S 860. CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE RECORDS. Intro. 4/14; amended 4/29. House 
committee substitute revises new GS 132-1.4(d) to provide that law enforcement agency 
may temporarily withhold the name or address of a complaining witness if release of the 
information is reasonably likely to pose a threat to the mental health, physical health, or 
personal safety of the complaining witness (was, personal safety only). Also revises new 
GS 132-1.4(k) to provide that arrest and search warrants that have been returned by law 
enforcement agencies (was, arrest and search warrants, whether or not returned) are 
public records and may be withheld only when sealed by court order. Also adds new GS 
132-1.4(1) to provide that records of investigations of alleged child abuse shall be 
governed by GS 7A-675 (confidentiality of juvenile records). 


S 875. REGULATE INTERBASIN TRANSFERS. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 4/26; 
amended 5/4. House committee substitute: (1) prohibits increasing an existing transfer 
from one basin to another above the amount approved by the Comm’n by certificate 
issued before 7/1/93; (2) provides that no certificate is required for transfers up to the full 
capacity of a facility existing or under construction on 7/1/93; (3) authorizes Sec’y of 
EHNR to authorize temporary interbasin transfers for up to six months, subject to renewal 
for an additional six months, in case of water supply problems caused by drought, 
pollution incident, temporary water plant failure, or other temporary condition affecting 
public health; (4) changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1994 (was, 1993); and (5) exempts 
from certification requirements any ‘project that Dep’t of Administration determines to 
ieee ae review process under NC Environmental Policy Act of 1971 before 
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S 940. CHARITABLE SOLICITATIONS REWRITE. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee 
substitute changes definition of "charitable organization” to any person who has or who 
holds out as having a section 501(c)(3) tax exempt determination by the Internal Revenue 
Service and operates for a charitable purpose. Rewrites several other definitions and 
reorganizes bill. Requires charitable organizations, sponsors, fund-raising consultants, 
solicitors to obtain license from Dep’t of Human Resources, but not to file registration 
statement. Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 970. TEACHING HATE CRIMES UNLAWFUL. Intro. 4/27; amended 6/30. House 
committee substitute incorporates amendments adopted 6/30 and makes conforming 
change to title. 


S 1006. REGULATED METALS PURCHASE. Intro. 4/29; comm. sub. 5/13; 
amended 5/13. House amendment adds provision that act applies only to offenses 
committed on or after effective date (Dec. 1, 1993). 


S 1165. RESIDENT INSPECTOR PRGM. AMENDS. Intro. 5/12; Senate comm. sub. 
adopted 6/14. Senate amendment deletes provision allowing partial credit or refund of 
fees to commercial hazardous waste facilities if total amount of fees collected from 
facilities by Dep’t of Env., Health. & Nat. Resources exceeds the actual cost of the 
resident inspectors program; makes conforming change to title.

Directs Comm ’n to appoint 
seven-member economic development advisory board and seven-member tourism advisory 
board, and directs Governor to appoint and set salary of director of economic 
development and separate director of tourism for Comm’n; also authorizes Comm’n to 
hire other personnel and contract for services as necessary and within limit of funds. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce $600,000 for 1993-94 fiscal year 
and $1,250,000 for 1994-95 fiscal year for activities of Comm’n; provides that funds shall 
not revert at end of each fiscal year. Effective July 1, 1993.

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S 1285. POLK REPLACEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
CONSTRUCTION OF A REPLACEMENT FOR POLK YOUTH INSTITUTION.”

(person less than 18 years old) may testify by closed circuit television in delinquency or 
criminal proceedings involving certain offenses if the testimony is given during the 
proceeding and the judge determines that testimony by the child in the courtroom in the 
presence of the defendant will result in the child suffering serious emotional distress such 
that the child cannot reasonably communicate.

specifies further that judge and defendant are entitled to communicate electronically with 
persons in room where child is testifying, but must remain in courtroom. States that 
section shall not be interpreted to preclude presence of defendant and child in courtroom 
at same time for purpose of identifying defendant. 

Also adds new GS 8-58.3 to similar effect for proceedings involving juvenile alleged 
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to be abused or neglected. Contains same procedures as new GS 8-58.2, except that 
section is not limited to specified offenses.

Requires Comm’n to submit an interim 
report on or before the first day of the 1994 session, and to submit a final report of its 
findings and recommendations to the General Assembly on or before the first day of the 
1995 session. Allocates from funds appropriated to the Legislative Services Comm’n 
$15,000 for each year of the biennium for expenses of the Comm’n. Effective July 1,

instrument with exception of instructional supplies, unaltered nail file and clip, and tool 

used solely to prepare food or for instruction or maintenance. Substantially revises 

language exempting persons from GS 14-269.2 provisions; as revised, person is exempt 

only if person is not student attending the school, is there to transport a student attending 

that school or is a school employee, and does not brandish the weapon. Also exempts 

home schools as defined in GS 115C-563(a) from GS 14-269.2. Requires Dep’t of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to study issue of parental accountability in keeping weapons 

safe from minors, and specifically whether parent or guardian may be prosecuted under 

GS 14-318.2 (misdemeanor child abuse) or other laws for criminally negligent failure to 

store weapon safely. Dep’t to report findings and recommendations to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations by May 1, 1994. Requires State Board of 

Education in consultation with Wildlife Resources Comm’n to develop guide for firearm 

and weapon safety and storage which may be used by parents and teachers; Board must 
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consider Comm’n’s existing hunter safety course developed under GS 113-270.1A. Board 
to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Comm. by Feb. 14, 1994. Revisions to 
GS 14-269.2 continue to be effective December 1, 1993 and applicable to offenses 
committed on or after that date; other provisions effective on ratification. 

H 1122. NO UNWRAPPED FOOD SAMPLES. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendment 
exempts open air produce markets and farmer markets operated on land owned or leased 
by state or local government. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 128. HIGHWAY USE TAX EXEMPTIONS. Intro. 2/15; amended 2/25; comm. sub. 
3/25. House committee substitute: (1) deletes change that would have restricted highway 
use tax exemption for transfers between certain family members to gifts, thereby restoring 
current law which exempts any conveyance between husband and wife or parent and child; 
(2) caps vehicle registration fee for commercial Class A or Class B motor vehicles at 
$1,000 (now, $1,500); (3) revises the brackets for farm vehicle registration fees; (4) 
increases registration fee schedule for non-farm property hauling vehicles; (5) increases 
title fees earmarked for Highway Trust Fund; and (6) makes numerous clarifying and 
editorial changes. Establishes brackets for farm vehicle registration fees as follows: under 
4,000 pounds, $.23 per 100 lbs; 4,001 to 9,000 Ibs, $.29/100; 9,001 to 13,000, 
$.37/100; 13,001 to 17,000, $.51/100; over 17,000 $.58/100. Establishes brackets for 
non-farm property hauling vehicles as follows: under 4,000 Ibs, $.56/100 lbs.; 4,001 to 
9,000, $.63/100; 9,001 to 13,000, $.78/100; 13,001 to 17,000, $1.06/100; over 17,000, 
$1.20/100. Earmarks $31.50 of each title fee for Highway Trust Fund (now, $30) with 
remaining $3.50 (now, $5) earmarked for Highway Fund. Makes changes in farm and 
non-farm property-hauling vehicle registration fees effective Oct. 1, 1993; remainder of 
act effective Aug. 1, 1993. Provides that any person who has paid the highway use tax 
on commercial vehicle at maximum $1,500 rate is entitled to a $500 refund if application 
is made by Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 431. STRICT LIABILITY/MINOR’S DAMAGE. Intro. 3/1; amended 5/12. House 
amendment sets maximum liability of $2,000 (Senate version is $3,000) for amount of 
damages that may be recovered from parent of minor child for child’s malicious or willful 
injury of another person or property. 


S 630. FELLOWS’ TEACHING COMMITMENT. Intro. 3/30; amended 4/22; comm. 
sub. 7/1. House amendment clarifies that, for purposes of loan forgiveness for thrée 
consecutive years of teaching, the determination of whether a local school administrative 
unit is a low-performing school system or is on warning status is measured at the time 
that the recipient accepts employment with the unit. Changes effective date to August 1, 
1993 (was, July). 
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S 631. PSYCHOLOGY PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 3/30; amended 4/28 and 5/19. House 
committee substitute (1) requires that each member of Psychology Board reside in a | 
different congressional district at the time of his or her appointment, and that the 

Governor implement this requirement as vacancies occur; (2) requires that licenses in 

effect on Oct. 1, 1993 must be renewed on or before Jan. 1, 1994; and (3) makes 

technical changes. 


S 633. STAGGERED PAROLE COMMW’N TERMS. Intro. 3/30; amended 5/13. 
House amendment makes act effective upon ratification (was, June 30, 1993). 


S 729. FRANKLIN/FRANKLINTON SCH. MERGER. Intro. 4/7; comm. sub. 5/11. 
House committee substitute deletes provision that would have (1) forbidden Merged Board 
to change student assignment boundaries before 1995-96 school year without vote of at 
least six members, and (2) required Merged Board to revise the student attendance plan 
for 1995-96 year consistent with long-range facility plan. Requires Interim Board or its 
successor Merged Board or Permanent Board to present long-range facilities plan, if 
completed before July 1, 1994, to existing boards of education, and in any event to 
present it to Franklin County Comm’rs by Jan. 1, 1995S. 


S 733. PARK AUTHORITY/PARK FUND. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute 
deletes provision authorizing General Assembly to set the maximum amount of funds that 
may be allocated from the Park Fund. Provides that money from Park Fund, other than 
donations for a specific park, shall be allocated as follows: 22.5% to the Recreation and 
Natural Heritage Trust Fund, 5.5% to N.C. State Univ. to create a rural tourism } 
development program, to provide technical assistance to local government park and 
recreation programs, and to fund research activities, 4% to the Div’n of Coastal 
Management for the beach access program, 15% to local governmental units on 50% 
matching grant basis for local park and recreation purposes, 50% to the State Parks 
System, and 3% to State or local governmental units for development of access areas, 
scenic vistas, and related facilities associated with the state’s water resources. Makes 
additional technical and conforming changes. Provides that effective date of amendment 
to GS 105-228.30 is July 1, 1995 (was, July 1, 1993). Provides that remainder of act is 
effective upon ratification (was, July 1, 1993). 


S 773. DURHAM ANNEXATION ORDINANCES. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/6; comm. 
sub. 5/24. House amendment makes technical change. 


S 873. NO OBSTRUCTION/HLTH FACILITIES. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/6; 
amended 5/10, 5/12. House committee substitute revises the elements of the offense of 
obstructing health care facilities so that the bill would make it a misdemeanor (1) for any 
person to obstruct or block another person’s access to or egress from a health care facility 
or from the common areas of the real property upon which such a facility is located in a 
manner that deprives or delays the person from obtaining or providing health care services 
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in the facility, or (2) to injure or attempt to injure a person who has been (a) obtaining 
health care services, or (b) lawfully aiding another to do so, or (c) providing health care 
services. Makes no change in penalty provisions. Includes definitions of "health care 
facility” and "health care services.” 


S 939. COMBINED AUTO FRANCHISES. Intro. 4/21; comm. sub. 5/11, 6/29. 
House amendment changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1993 (was, July 1, 1993.) 


S 950. HOSPICE CERT. OF NEED CHANGE-2. Intro. 4/22; comm. sub. 5/11. 
House committee substitute (1) deletes "home care offices” from amended definition of 
"health service facility;” (2) amends GS 131-176 and 131-201 to define "hospice inpatient 
facility” and "hospice residential care facility;” (3) amends GS 131-201 to define "hospice 
services” as palliative and supportive medical and other health services to meet the 
physical, psychological, social, and special needs of patients and their families during the 
final stages of terminal illness and during dying and bereavement; (4) amends GS 
131E-176 to apply to the construction, development, or establishment of a hospice, 
hospice inpatient facility, or hospice residential care facility regardless of the amount of 
the facility’s operating budget; (5) requires Medical Care Comm’n to adopt rules for 
licensing and regulation of hospice inpatient facilities and hospice residential care facilities 
under GS 131E-202(a); (6) makes GS 131E-203 applicable to hospice inpatient facilities, 
hospice residential care facilities, and persons or entities offering hospice services to the 
public; and (7) provides that act applies to any person or entity, including the State and 
political subdivisions of the State, that has not been licensed as a hospice prior to date of 
ratification, or, if exempt from licensure, that has not actually furnished comprehensive 
hospice services prior to ratification. 


S 992. PAMLICO COUNTY CONSTRUCTION. Intro. 4/29; amended 5/12; comm. 
sub. #1 6/28. House committee substitute #2 provides that the use of alternative 
construction delivery systems by Pamlico County is limited to the construction of a 
building for the county dep’t of social services. Makes additional technical, clarifying, 
and conforming changes. 


S 1053. REGIONAL FACILITIES AUTHORITIES. Intro. 5/5. Senate committee 
substitute makes technical changes. 


S 1088. DIESEL FUEL PAYMENT METHOD. Intro. 5/10. Senate committee 
substitute provides that diesel fuel surtax applies only with respect to diesel fuel used to 
propel a motor vehicle having a registered gross weight of more than 26,000 pounds. 
Amends GS 105-449.38 to establish road tax with respect to diesel fuel used by motor 
carriers within the state. Amends GS 105-449.26 to require user-sellers and suppliers to 
keep records and receipts of sales showing the fuel license number of motor carriers 
purchasing fuel within the state. Adds new GS 20-87(12) imposing additional $50 
registration fee on passenger vehicles propelled by diesel fuel. Adds new GS 20-88(k) 
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imposing additional registration fee ($50 or $150) on property-carrying vehicles that are f 
propelled by diesel fuel and that have a gross registered weight of 26,000 pounds or less. ( 
Requires the Joint Legis. Highway Oversight Comm. to study issue of level of 

consumption of diesel fuel in NC and impact of this act on consumption of diesel fuel in 

NC and on Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund revenues, and to make a final report 

to the 1996 session, including a recommendation as to whether the provisions of this act 

should be continued after Oct. 1, 1996. Adds transitional provisions and makes numerous 
technical and conforming changes. Provides that act expires Oct. 1, 1996. 


S 1146. FLEA MARKET TAX, SALES, RECORDS. Intro. 5/12; comm. sub. 6/24; 
amended 6/28. Senate amendment deletes provision prohibiting an itinerant merchant 
from selling an over-the-counter drug at a specialty market unless the itinerant merchant 
has the written approval of the manufacturer of the over-the-counter drug, and adds 
provision making it a class J felony for a peddler, itinerant merchant, or specialty market 
vendor to fail to provide information, or to provide false information, regarding the 
source of nonlegend drugs having a value of more than $100 when requested to do so by 
a law enforcement officer. Changes title of bill and makes additional conforming 
changes. Changes effective date of act to Oct. 1, 1993.

set aside settlement agreement based on fraud, misrepresentation, undue influence or 
mutual mistake; (8) increases from 10 to 30 days the time in which an employee may 
accept an employer’s offer of settlement; (9) adds provision defining "managed care 
organization” as a preferred provider organization, exclusive provider panel, or health 
maintenance organization regulation under GS Ch. 58, and allows employers and insurers 
to satisfy requirements of GS 97-25 by contracting with managed care organizations, 
provided that the plan has been approved by the Comm’r of Insurance and the contract 
complies with rules adopted by the Industrial Comm’n; (10) adds provision allowing 
employee to select an attending physician from among the physicians who are members of 
the managed care program; (11) provides that a physician, as well as a hospital, who 
refuses to treat an employee because preauthorization has not been obtained is immune 
from civil liability; (12) revises method for determining schedule of maximum fees for 
medical services and procedures; (13) adds provision allowing health care provider to 
charge for diagnostic tests previously conducted by other providers if the provider has

Senate amendment #3 reduces from 25% to 20% the 

minimum amount of space required to be designated as a smoking area and makes further 
technical change. 


H 1037. ADOPTION RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute 

adds to blank bill substantive provisions regarding disclosure of adoption records, 

including provisions allowing for disclosure to an adopted person, under specified 

circumstances, of the identity of the biological parent or birth siblings, and disclosure of 

an adopted person’s identity to a birth sibling of the adopted person. Authorizes social 

services or child-placing agency to (1) make use of records relating to adoptive parents in 
connection with a subsequent adoption matter involving the same adoptive parents; (2) 

make use of information contained in its records on an adoptee when the adoption 

disrupts after finalization, or when required by federal law; and 

(3) petition the superior court to obtain access to the department’s or agency’s own 

adoption records for the purpose of releasing nonidentifying medical information to a 

provider of medical services. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to maintain a registry | 
of requests for identity of biological relatives made by adopted persons and a record of () 
written consent or objections of biological relatives. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. i 


H 1121. WATER SUPPLY PLANS EXPANSION. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute deletes provision stating that the Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources shall 
not approve local government expansion of water supply systems unless the Dep’t has 
approved that government’s required water supply plan. Adds provision requiring each 
unit of local government that provides public water services to submit a local water supply 
plan to the Dep’t by Jan. 1, 1995, and adds present and projected industrial development 
as information to be included in plan. Changes effective date from July 1, 1994 to date 
of ratification. 


H 1420. CHILD CARE LOANS/FUNDS. Intro. 5/17. House committee substitute 
places responsibility for administration of the Child Day Care Loan Guarantee Fund with 
the NC Rural Economic Development Center, Inc., rather than with a newly created Child 
Care Development Authority within the Dep’t of Commerce as in the original bill. The 
Center shall establish and administer the Fund in order to guarantee loans made by 
lenders to qualifying child day care providers for financing the development or expansion 
of child day care centers or homes in distressed counties. Deletes language allowing 
guaranteed loans to be used for training of teachers, payment of salaries, and marketing, 
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but adds language allowing loans to be used for start-up and expansion costs, and initial 
operating expenses. Maximum loan guarantee shall be no greater than $75,000 (was, 
$150,000). Adds to criteria for determining whether to grant a loan guarantee the 
applicant’s compliance history regarding licensing and registration requirements and 
ability to repay. Requires applicant to provide a five-year (was, two-year) projected 
budget and deletes provision requiring applicant to provide collateral equal in value to 5% 
of the loan. Caps amount of appropriations to be used for administrative costs at 10% 
and changes effective date from July 1, 1993 to Aug. 1, 1993. 


House committee 
substitute makes technical corrections.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 101. ENERGY POLICY FOR STATE GOVERNMENT. Intro. 2/10; comm. sub. 
3/10 and 3/30; amended 4/6. Conference report modifies amendment of GS 133-3 
(Specifications to carry competitive items; substitution of materials) to require: (1) that 
professionals providing design services or writing specifications for materials to be used in 
any city, county, or State work, must specify the required performance and design 
characteristics of such materials; when it is impractical to state those characteristics, the 
professional may use a brand name specification so long as they cite three or more 
examples of items of equal design which establish an acceptable range of performance and 
design characteristics; use of brand names must be accompanied by a statement that cited 
examples are used only to state quality standards and do not restrict bidders to specific 
brand items; (2) that when materials, items, or equipment are substituted on a project, 
the architect or engineer concerned must approve or disapprove the substitution before the 
opening of bids. Clarifies that above section applies to municipal and county work 
projects, in addition to State projects. 


H 402. CHILD SUPPORT WHILE IN SCHOOL. Intro. 3/8; amended 4/29 and 6/1. 
Conference report withdraws Senate amendment that provided that a person paying child 
support for a child over 18 years of age may cease making payments upon presentation of 
satisfactory proof to the clerk of superior court that the child graduated from high school. 
Amends bill to provide that in the case of graduation, or attaining age 20, support 
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payments shall terminate without court order, subject to the right of the party receiving 
support to show, upon motion and with notice to the opposing party, that the child has 
not graduated or attained the age of 20. 


H 542. ESTATE AMOUNT CHANGES. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute adds 
additional affidavit requirements to GS 28A-25-1(a) and GS 28A-25-1.1(a) to be met in 
cases where a small estate affiant is the surviving spouse and the sole heir (in the case of 
no will) or entitled to all of the property of the decedent (in the case of a will). 

Generally, these affidavits must state the affiant’s status as the sole heir of the decedent or 
the affiant’s entitlement to all of the decendent’s property. 


H 602. TRAUMA SYSTEM ACT OF 1993. Intro. 3/29; amended 6/16. Conference 
report amends proviso in Senate amendment #1 to state that nothing in new GS Ch. 
131E, Art. 7A, is to be interpreted so as to grant Dep’t "authority to require private 
physicians, schools, or universities, except those voluntarily participating in the trauma 
system, to provide information or data or to conduct educational programs regarding 
trauma” (underlined words added). Otherwise, report adopts bill as amended by Senate. 


H 781. DURHAM CONDEMNATIONS. Intro. 4/7. Senate committee substitute adds 
provision requiring that an owner who receives notice of the city’s intent to institute a 
condemnation action disclos 

e that notice to any subsequent purchaser if the property is transferred between the receipt ( 
of notice and the filing of the complaint. Provides that: (1) a property owner who fails to | 
disclose is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine not to exceed one hundred 

dollars, and (2) that any contract for purchase made under such conditions is voidable. 


H 887. W-SALEM POLICE BOARD SUBPOENA. Intro. 4/12. Changes bill to "AN 
ACT AUTHORIZING THE WINSTON-SALEM BOARD OF ALDERMEN TO GRANT 
SUBPOENA POWER TO THE WINSTON-SALEM CITIZEN POLICE REVIEW 
BOARD.” As new title indicates, changes bill from a direct granting of subpoena power 
to police review board to one granting authority to the board of aldermen to adopt 
ordinances concerning subpoena power for the police review board. 


H 1274. SCRAP TIRE TAX CORRECTION. Intro. 5/6; amended 7/8. House 
amendment corrects citation. |

House amendment makes technical correction and changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1993. 
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S 535. CLARIFY RETURNED CHECK DAMAGES. Intro. 3/24. House committee 
substitute changes bill to act "TO CLARIFY AND EXPAND REMEDIES FOR 
RETURNED CHECKS AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES

service charges for processing the dishonored check. Amends GS 7A-180 (functions of 
superior court clerk) and GS 7A-273 (powers of magistrates) to include the fees described 
above in the restitution each official is empowered to collect. Changes effective date from 
October 1, 1993 to December 1, 1993. 


S 600. RETIREMENT SYSTEM IRC COMPLIANCE. Intro. 3/29. House committee 
substitute amends GS 135-94(a) to delete as a limit on the transfer of funds from other 
qualified plans to the Supplemental Retirement Income Plan the requirement that such a 
transfer not create adverse tax consequences for the State. : 


S 863. EXCEPTIONAL CHILD GRADUATION REQ. Intro. 4/14; comm. sub. 
adopted 5/5. House committee substitute specifies that NC Education Standards and 
Accountability Comm/’n, rather than Clinical Center for Study of Development and 
Learning in the School of Medicine at UNC at Chapel Hill, is to conduct study of 
graduation standards for children with special needs as defined in GS 115C-109 
(underlined words added) called for in bill. Revises directions for study and reporting 
requirements, and requires Comm’n to to include its findings and any recommendations 
from this study in its initial report to the State Board of Education by July 1, 1994 (was 
Deciwl5,.1993), 

Specifies that the suspension of application to learning disabled children of 
requirement of Algebra I as a graduation standard applies to any student who is so 
identified on the April 1993 headcount of exceptional children (underlined provision 
added). State Board of Education is to complete its reevaluation and establish any 
modifications to Algebra I graduation requirement rule on or before October 15, 1994 
(was, Board was to complete its reevaluation and establish any modifications on or before 
March 15, 1994). Deletes requirement that Board’s reevaluation be based on 
recommendations of report from cited study. Board is to file a written report with the 


~ chair of the Comm’n on Children with Special Needs and the chairs of the Joint 


Legislative Education Oversight Committee no later than Jan. 1, 1995 (was, April 1,

HOUSE BILLS ~ 


H 297. MARINE FISHERIES LICENSE TO SELL. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 4/14. 
House amendment revises new GS 113-154.1(j), which dealt with use of income received 
by State from sale of endorsements to sell fish. As rewritten, fees paid under GS 
113-152(h)-or GS 113-154.1 for an endorsement to sell fish are to be applied to the cost 
of a fisheries data information system that compiles fisheries data obtained from the 
endorsement program established by GS 113-52 (apparently intends GS 113-152) and GS 
113-154.1 or to marine fisheries programs or research projects that enhance knowledge 
and use of marine and estuarine resources. 

Rewrites effective date section so that it specifies that bill is effective on ratification 
and that fees for endorsements to sell apply to endorsements issued on or after that date. 
(Previously, bill specified that it was effective on ratification except that any new or 
increased fees for licenses applied to licenses that become effective on July 1, 1993.) Bill 
still expires on July 1, 1996. Makes technical and correcting amendments. 


H 458. NURSES PAID BY STATE PLAN. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute 
limits state health care plan coverage for services provided by nurses under GS 135-40.6 
to registered nurses who are duly licensed or certified as nurse practitioners, clinical 
specialists in psychiatric and mental health nursing, registered nurse anesthetists, nurse 
midwives, or clinical nurse specialists. Also amends GS 135-40.6 to provide that benefits 
are not payable for (1) a service that is not performed while the nurse is a regular 
employee in an office of a license physician, or (2) if the supervising physician has not 
obtained an assignment of and is not otherwise entitled to benefits under the plan.

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H 483. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/24; comm. subs. 4/8, 4/21, 
and 6/17. Senate amendment #1 changes effective date to October 1, 1993 for entire bill 
(was, just specified parts). Senate amendment #2 amends GS 143-215.31(b) to require 
that orders and written approvals issued by DEHNR concerning stream classifications, 
water quality standards, and aquatic habitat requirements be consistent with rules of NC 
Environmental Management Comm’n; also adds new GS 143-215.31(c) to require 
Comm ’n to adopt rules specifying minimum stream flow in length of stream affected by 
dam and sets specific parameters for minimum stream flow for dam operated by small 
power producer that diverts water from 4,000 feet or less of a natural stream bed and 
retums water to the same stream. 


H 578. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute adds 
authorization for: (1) $9,227,600 renovation of ECU’s Minges Coliseum and (2) $15 
million for acquisition, renovation, and refurbishment of the Mission Valley Inn for 
NCSU student housing and office space. Provides that authorization for Minges Coliseum 
supersedes and replaces amounts previously established for the project by 1991 Session 
Laws Ch. 1012. Limits use of 

UNC-CH patient receipts to UNC-CH hospital project described in previous version of 
this act. 


H 781. DURHAM CONDEMNATIONS. Intro. 4/7; comm. sub. 7/12. Senate 
amendment makes clarifying change. 


H 814. MECKLENBURG PARK RANGER POWERS. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee 
substitute provides that authority furnished by act applies only to park rangers that have 
training equivalent to that received by a Charlotte police officer or a Mecklenburg County 
deputy sheriff. 


H 815. VARIOUS COUNTY THOROUGHFARES. Intro. 4/8. Senate amendment 
makes bill applicable also to Cabarrus and Mecklenburg Counties and amends title 
accordingly. 


H 877, CLARIFY VIDEO DEVICES. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 5/7; amended 5/12; 
comm. sub. 7/7. Senate amendment deletes amendment to GS 14-303 and 14-309 that 
would have increased the penalty for violation of the statute outlawing slot machines, 
punch boards, and similar gambling devices from a general misdemeanor to a Class J 
felony. | 7 


H 976. REORGANIZE GOVERNOR’S WASTE MGMT. BOARD. Intro. 4/19; 
comm. sub. 6/2. House committee substitute revises GS 104E-6.2(a) and 130A-293(a) to 
provide that local ordinances prohibiting establishment or operation of low-level 
radioactive or hazardous waste facilities are invalid to extent necessary to effectuate 
purpose of statute if Sec’y of DEHNR has preempted the ordinances pursuant to powers 
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formerly exercised by Governor’s Waste Mgmt. Board under GS 104E-6.2(b)-(f) and 
130A-293(b)-(f) (under previous version of bill, such ordinances were automatically 
invalid to extent necessary to effectuate purpose of statute). Also adds new GS 104F-2.1 
prohibiting NC members of Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Mgmt. 
Comm/’n from voting in favor of importing waste into NC regional facility from any entity 
Outside the compact without prior approval from the General Assembly. Also provides 
that position of liaison between Office of Environmental Education and Dep’t of Public 
Instruction, created by new GS 143B-285.25, is to be within Office of Instructional 
Services of Dep’t of Public Instruction and not necessarily within science section of Dep’t. 
Also deletes section of previous version of bill providing that all positions, property, and 
unexpended funds of Governor’s Waste Management Board are to be transferred to Office 
of Environmental Education.. Makes bill effective on ratification instead of on July 1, 
1993. 


H 1089. LEGALIZE SOME PYROTECHNICS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate 
committee substitute deletes proposed new GS 14-414.1 that would have added new 
misdemeanor offenses of selling pyrotechnics to minors and discharging pyrotechnics 
within certain distance of church, hospital, or school. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 475. SELLING HANDICAP PLACARDS ILLEGAL. Intro. 3/10; comm. sub. 6/23. 
House committee substitute deletes amendment to GS 20-37.6(c) which was added by 
6/23 House committee substitute, so that bill makes no change in wording of that statute. 
Bill now reads same as original bill. Amends title and renumbers sections accordingly. 


S 602. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH INSURANCE. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/10. 
House committee substitute provides that in determining, under GS 58-51-80(b), 
58-65-60(e), and 58-67-85(c), whether a pre-existing condition provision applies to an 
eligible employee or dependent, health benefit payors must credit the time person was 
covered by previous payor if previous coverage was continuous to date not more than 60 
days (was 30 days in prior version) before new coverage becomes effective. 

Amends GS 58-50-130(a) to: (1) redefine pre-existing conditions in health care plans 
covering small employers as "those conditions for which medical advice or treatment was 
received or recommended or that could be medically documented within the 12-month 
period immediately preceding the effective date of the person’s coverage”; (2) require that 
the minimum participation for a small employer group must be the greater of two or 25% 
of eligible employees, and that employees or dependents with qualifying existing coverage 
may not be counted toward that percentage; (3) prohibit small employer carriers from 
offering coverage to only certain individuals in a small employer group; (4) prohibit small 
employer carriers from modifying coverage via riders, endorsements, etc. in order to 
restrict coverage for particular diseases or medical conditions; and (5) require that small 
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employer carriers provide eligible employees excluded from or denied coverage on or , 
before August 14, 1992, an opportunity to enroll in the health benefit plan. Changes 
effective date of changes to GS 58-50-130(a) from January 1, 1994 to October 1, 1993. 


S 603. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES. Intro. 5/10. House committee 
substitute repeals GS 143-143.21 (allowing dealers to retain damages for buyer 
cancellation of purchase agreements). Adds a new GS 143-143.21A (refund of 
manufactured home buyer deposit) requiring: (1) that manufactured home dealers record 
particular information, including description of home and price, in a retail purchase 
agreement; (2) that purchase agreements contain statement indicating right to cancel to 
buyer; (3) that sellers provide buyers with "Notice of Cancellation” forms; and (4) that 
sellers refund deposits to buyers who cancel their agreement to purchase within three days 
of signing the agreement. Permits sellers to retain a portion of deposit if buyer cancels 
deal after three days. 

Adds new GS 58-2-52, describing authority of Commissioner of Insurance to adopt 
tules for hearing appeals and specifying which statutes apply to such appeals. Amends 
GS 58-36-30(b) (permitting insurance rates higher than that allowed by Commissioner on 
Commissioner’s approval) to specify that data kept by the Commissioner on this topic are 
not public records under GS 132-1 or GS 58-2-100. Amends GS 58-28-5 (prohibiting 
transaction of business without certificate of authority) to make exception for nonprofit 
corporation resulting from merger between a nonprofit corporation established by the NC 
State Bar Council and another domestic nonprofit corporation, so long as that nonprofit ( 
corporation registers with the State Bar Council. Amends GS 58-36-1(5) (workers’ | 
compensation duty) to permit issuance of multiple coordinated policies for risks involved 
in employee: leasing arrangements. | 

Makes other clarifying and technical changes. Changes effective date of some ) 
provisions from October 1, 1993 to July 1, 1993. Changes effective date of bondsmen 
education requirement from October 1, 1993 to January 1, 1994. 


S 950. HOSPICE CERT. OF NEED CHANGE-2., Intro. 4/22; comm. sub. 5/11 and 
7/7. Senate amendment provides that persons who are exempt from the certificate of 
need requirement before ratification of this act, and who have made a written request for 
written interpretation from the Certificate of Need Section of the Div’n of Facility 
Services of DHR on or before July 9, 1993, have 90 days from issuance of written 
interpretation to apply for a license to provide hospice services without complying with 
this act’s new definitions of "hospice services” in amendments to GS 131E-201. 


S 1066. VOTER PREREGISTRATION. Intro. 5/6; amended 5/13. House committee 
substitute retains provision that county board of elections shall not send any notice to 16- 
or 17-year old applicant who registers to vote until applicant has attained age of eligibility 
to vote, but deletes provisions detailing method by which county board of elections must 
give notice. Adds new GS 163-81.1(d) (and reletters remainder of bill accordingly) 
providing that if a person has completed an application to register, but before attaining 
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age of eligibility has obtained a duplicate license or new special identification card on 
account of an address change, the change of address shall be considered as updating the 
person’s application to register; provides further that if change of address is to different 
county, second county is required to treat the change of address as an application to 
register. 


S 1077. PRISON BOND FUNDS. Intro. 5/10. Senate committee substitute authorizes 
$84,984,490 for prison construction projects (was $85,330,471) and sets aside $2,515,510 
in contingencies (was $2,169,529). Deletes the following facility expansion projects from 
the bond authorization: Polk renovation (no new beds), Rockingham (104 medium 
custody beds), Alamance (100 minimum custody beds), Henderson (50 min. beds), Martin 
(100 min. beds), Richmond (100 min. beds), Warren (50 min. beds), and Watauga (50 
min. beds). 

However, beds to be provided remain at total of 4,220 with addition of these 
expansion projects: Caldwell (50 min. beds), Carteret (100 min. beds), Davidson (50 
min. beds), Greene (50 min. beds), Rutherford (50 min. beds), and Sanford (50 min. 
beds). 

Expands new Hyde Correctional Center from 416 to 520 medium custody beds. 
Increases Cherry expansion from 50 to 100 minimum beds, and increases Umstead 
expansion from 50 to 100 minimum beds. 

Removes general exception from construction laws in favor of a more limited 
permission to deviate from certain statutory and administrative requirements concerning 
construction after notice to various General Assembly officials and committees. Repeals 
SL 1991, Ch. 1036, sections 1 through 4 (concerning appropriation and administration of 
funds now authorized by this act). Permits the State to require that contractors awarded 
bids on these construction projects use inmates in their workforce. State may require that 
up to 20% of workforce be so composed. Requires reporting to General Assembly about 
the use of inmate labor by private contractors and in construction of the East and West 
Work Facilities. Provides that, in the event of excess costs, funds from the Current 
Operations Appropriations Act of 1993 may be used for projects at the NC Correctional 
Institution for Women and that funds allocated for projects at NCCIW may not be used 
for any other purpose.

H 485. ADOPT NAVIGATION RULES. Intro. 3/24; comm. sub. 4/27, amended 7/1. 
Conference report changes fine accompanying misdemeanor conviction for violating 
navigation rules to $100 (Senate had changed to $200, while, in original bill, it was $35). 


H 513. DEV. DISABILITY SINGLE PORTAL. Intro. 3/24; comm. sub. 5/10; 
amended 5/12. Senate amendment rewrites parts (7) and (8) and related provisions of GS 
122C-132.1(c) (contents of single portal of entry and exit plan). Plan is to include 
provisions for services funded jointly by area authorities and local education agencies and 
jointly by area authorities and the Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services (Div’n). 
When the services just described are not funded jointly, they are not to be part of the GS 
122C-132.1(c) plan. Requires the local education agencies and the Div’n on receipt of a 
written request to notify annually the appropriate area authority of the projected number 
of individuals with developmental disabilities needing day/night and 24-hour services who 
are not otherwise included in the plan. Amends statutory references in definition of 
"services for individuals with developmental disabilities” in new GS 122C-132.1(a). 
Makes technical change. 


H 604. .MAINTAIN ROAD SERVICE DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/29. Senate committee 
substitute requires that protected mountain service districts must include only property 
within a subdivision platted as already described in bill and one or more additional 
contiguous platted subdivisions. 
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H 613. PATIENT RECORDS/EHNR INVESTIGATION. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. A 
4/13. Senate committee substitute revises bill to allow Secretary of Environment, Health, ( 
and Natural Resources access to otherwise privileged medical records under following | 
circumstances: (1) DEHNR physician and patient’s attending physician jointly agree the | 
records are necessary to communicable disease investigation by Sec’y; or (2) if DEHNR is 
unable to contact the patient’s attending physician after reasonable attempts to do so or if 
DEHNR determines that contacting all attending physicians of patients involved in 
investigation would be impractical or would unreasonably delay the investigation and 
thereby endanger the public health, DEHNR physician and health care facility’s chief of 
staff (or, if none, facility’s chief administrator) jointly agree the records are necessary to 
investigation. Also clarifies that persons authorized to have or handle privileged medical 
records, who provide copies or summaries of such records under provisions of bill, are 
immune from civil or criminal liability for furnishing records. 

Adds new GS 130A-144(h) to provide that anyone who assists in investigation by 
State Health Director for purpose of evaluating risk of HIV or Hepatitis B transmission 
from infected health care worker to patients, or who serves on expert panel established by 
State Health Director for that purpose, is immune from civil liability for acts taken in 
good faith and not amounting to gross negligence, willful or wanton misconduct, or 
intentional wrongdoing. States that section does not grant immunity from liability for 
violation of GS 130A-143 (concerning confidentiality of records). 


H 618. DOT USE OF LICENSED APPRAISERS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 4/14. 
Senate amendment revises current GS 136-89.56 to allow placement on DOT signs, 
located on controlled access facilities, the call letters, frequency, and other station 
identification of radio stations authorized by DOT to provide traffic advisory information. 
Requires such radio stations to furnish appropriate logo to DOT and pay for costs of 
installation and maintenance of logo. Changes title of bill accordingly. 


H 658. INDUSTRIAL COMM’N MEDIATION PROGRAM. Intro. 3/29; amended 
5/12. Senate committee substitute makes following changes in bill as amended: (1) 
Modifies amendments to both GS 97-80(a) and GS 143-296 to specify that the Industrial 
Comm’n is to determine the manner in which payment of the costs of the mediated 
settlement conference is assessed (deletes "to apportion the costs among the parties” 
language). (2) Effective on ratification, adds amendment to GS 97-77(b) to authorize 
chairman of Comm’n to hire or fire personnel and transfer personnel within the Comm’n, 
notwithstanding GS Chs. 97, 143A, and 143B (now, chairman has such authority with the 
approval of at least one of the other commissioners). Amends title of bill accordingly. 


H 684. LRC STUDY FORESTUSE-VALUE ACREAGE. Intro. 3/31. Committee 
substitute replaces original bill with joint resolution "AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WHETHER THE MINIMUM 
NUMBER OF ACRES REQUIRED FOR A TRACT OF FORESTLAND TO QUALIFY 
FOR USE-VALUE TAXATION SHOULD BE REDUCED.” Authorizes Legislative 


( 
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Research Comm ’n to conduct study as title indicates, with interim report to be submitted 
to 1994 regular session and final report to 1995 General Assembly. Effective on 
ratification. 


H 686. HENDERSON/TRANSYLVANIA ECON. DEV. Intro. 3/31; comm. sub. 4/21. 
Senate amendment adds Clay county to coverage of bill (allowing listed cities and counties 
to take into account prospective revenues in setting consideration for conveyance and 
allowing them to extend water and sewer lines to industrial properties for economic 
development purposes). 


H 716. LRC STUDY BID LAWS/RECIPROCITY. Intro. 4/1. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with bill "TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF THE 
STATE PERFORMING MORE PROFESSIONAL CONTRACT SERVICES IN-HOUSE 
AND TO STUDY THE NEED FOR AND FEASIBILITY OF USING RECIPROCAL 
LAWS AGAINST VENDORS AND BUSINESSES WHOSE HOME STATES 
DISCRIMINATE AGAINST NORTH CAROLINA COMPANIES.” Directs Legislative 
Research Comm ’n to conduct study as title indicates, with interim report to 1994 regular 
session and final report to 1995 General Assembly. Allocates to Comm’n, from funds 
appropriated to General Assembly, $10,000 each year of the 1993-95 biennium. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 


H 997. ESTHETICIAN/MANICURIST REGIS. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute: (1) deletes portions of bill that amended statutes concerning manicurists; (2) 
provides that a person registered pursuant to bill’s statutes authorizing registration of 
estheticians shall use the title "registered esthetician”; (3) permits a person to practice as 
an esthetician without a certificate of registration as a registered cosmetologist; and (4) 
provides that after January 1, 1994, no person may hold him or herself out as a registered 
esthetician without an appropriate certificate of registration. 


H 1001. ENCOURAGE SCHOOL BLDG. RENOVATION. Intro. 4/19; amended 
5/12. Senate amendments make clarifying changes. 


H 1032. LRC STUDY RESID. PROP. DISCLOSURE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/12. 
House committee substitute replaces original bill with bill "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED FOR A 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE ACT.” Authorizes Comm’n to study need 
for act requiring owners of residential property to provide purchasers of property with 
either (1) a disclaimer statement that owner makes no representations or warranties about 
property or (2) a disclosure statement disclosing defects in property of which owner has 
actual knowledge. Authorizes interim report to 1994 regular session and final report to 
1995 General Assembly. Appropriates no funds. Effective upon ratification. 
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H 1050. DNA DATABASE AND DATABANK. Intro. 4/19; com. sub. 5/10. Senate ( 
committee substitute adds provision to bill’s GS 15A-266.8 (SBI’s duty to receive, store, | 
and analyze DNA) allowing the SBI to contract out DNA typing analysis to a qualified 

DNA lab that meets guidelines established by the SBI. 


H 1060. LRC STUDY FARM PRESERVATION PROGRAM. Intro. 4/19; amended 
5/6. House committee substitute replaces original bill with joint resolution 
"AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY 
PARTICIPATION BY CHARITABLE TRUSTS AND NONPROFIT INSTITUTIONS IN 
THE FARMLAND PRESERVATION PROGRAM.” Directs Legislative Research 
Comm’n to conduct study as title indicates, with interim report to be submitted to 1994 
session and final report to be submitted to 1995 General Assembly. Effective on 
ratification. 


H 1109. EXPAND LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. eee comm. sub. 7/1. Senate 
amendment makes technical changes. 


H 1127. PILOT MTN PARK RIGHT-OF-WAY. House committee substitute replaces 

original bill with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONVEYANCE OF A 

RIGHT-OF-WAY TO THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION WITHIN PILOT 
MOUNTAIN STATE PARK.” Adds new GS 143-260.10F authorizing State of NC to 

convey a road right-of-way to DOT across lands within cited park, notwithstanding GS 
143-260.10’s provisions. Describes right-of-way, and specifies that described property is | 
removed from the State Nature and Historic Preserve and deleted from the State Parks i 
System. State is only to use the proceeds from this right-of-way to acquire lands for the : 
expansion of Pilot Mountain State Park. 


H 1172. HEALTH CARE SAMARITANS. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/5, 5/6. Senate 
committee substitute amends changes bill so that it applies to any volunteer medical or 


health care provider rendering services to a patient (was, any medical or health care 
provider rendering services to indigent patients) who neither charges nor receives a fee for 
medical services rendered to the patient (was, who charges no fee for medical services 


rendered to indigent patients) when the patient is referred as specified in bill and the 
services are rendered at the provider’s place of employment. Makes corresponding title 
change; makes technical change. 


H 1327. SOCIAL WORKERS?’ ED. LOAN FUND. Intro. 5/10. House amendments 

add: (1) provision permitting the Secretary of Human Resources to consider appropriate 

numbers of minority students to receive funds under the act, and (2) provisions allowing 
students to qualify for loan cancellation or special repayment schedules by working in an 
agency in a rural or other "need-based area” of North Carolina (was, just working in an 
agency in North Carolina).

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H 1359. HISTORIC PRESERVATION TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/12. House committee 
substitute makes clear that a historic structure qualifying for the tax credit must be located 
in this State. 


H 1492. REGULATE PORTABLE TOILETS. Intro. 5/17; comm. sub. 6/9. House 
committee substitute adds to new GS 143-143.3(a) by providing that there shall be at least 
one toilet facility for every two contiguous construction sites. Deletes provision 
appropriating funds to Dep’t of Insurance for implementation of act and provides that act 
becomes effective August 1, 1993 (was, effective on ratification), but only if funds are 
available to implement act. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 14. EDUCATION/CLEAN WATER/PARKS BONDS. Intro. 1/28; comm. sub. 4/15 
and 6/17. Senate committee substitute deletes from title and body of bill total amount of 
bonds authorized by bill and revises provisions dealing with following bonds. 

University Improvements Bonds. Adds to purposes for which bond proceeds may be 
used by authorizing grants to nonprofit corporations and public agencies to provide capital 
improvements to area health education centers; specifies conditions for making of such 
grants. Also deletes provision that no bonds may be issued for any specific project until 
authorized by separate legislative action. Empowers Director of Budget to make changes 
in projects listed in bill, but requires Director to give at least 20 days notice of any 
proposed change to Advisory Budget Comm’n and Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations. 

Community College Bonds. Increases bond amount from $210 million to $240 
million. Deletes requirement that each community or technical college must receive at 
least one grant. Adds provision directing State Board of Community Colleges to evaluate 
needs of community college system and make recommendations to General Assembly by 
May 1, 1994; states that General Assembly intends to appropriate proceeds of bonds 
based on such recommendations but that General Assembly is not bound by bill in making 
actual appropriations. 

State Parks Bonds. Decreases bond amount from $100 million to $60 million. 
Clarifies that bond proceeds may be used for new and existing parks. Adds provision that 
General Assembly is not bound by bill in making actual appropriations. 

Clean Water Bonds. Defines the term "water conservation project” and clarifies that 
such projects are included within authorized purposes of bonds. Elaborates on procedures 
for state match of federal funds deposited in Clean Water Pollution Control Revolving 
Fund. 

Also makes following changes. Revises percentages set forth in GS 159G-4(b) 
conceming appropriations from General Fund to accounts within Clean Water Revolving 
Loan and Grant Fund, as follows: General Wastewater Revolving Loan Account, 39%; 
Emergency Wastewater Revolving Loan Account, 10%; High-Unit Cost Wastewater 
Account, 20%; General Water Supply Revolving Loan Account, 21%; High-Unit Cost 
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Water Supply Account, 5%; and Emergency Water Supply Revolving Loan Account, 5% i 
(unchanged). Also revises GS 159G-6(a) to increase from $500,000 to $1 million amount Q 
of grant that may be made to any one local governmental unit during any fiscal year. 

Also clarifies that state treasurer may not withhold state funds from local governmental 

unit that has failed to make scheduled repayment of loan if, prior to execution of loan, 

local governmental unit has pledged such funds for special obligation bonds of unit; 

provides for same exemption from withholding when local governmental unit has made 

pledge of funds after execution of loan agreement provided that state treasurer has given 

prior written consent. 


S 63. REPEAL RTA TAX RESTRICTION. Intro. 2/4. House amendment adds new 
GS 160A-625, requiring Regional Transportation Authority to annually submit to the 
General Assembly and specified committees an annual operating report. 


S 100. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY. Intro. 2/9; comm. sub. 2/24, 5/7. House 
committee substitute #2 changes title to "TO VEST AUTHORITY IN THE SECRETARY 
OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO GRANT 
SHELLFISH CULTIVATION LEASES, TO MAKE CHANGES TO CHAPTER 113 OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL STATUTES, AND TO PREVENT MARINE 
LITTER.” Makes following changes in first House committee substitute. 

(1) Provides in GS 113-202(d) that if Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources finds an application for a shellfish cultivation lease under GS 113-202 is 
inconsistent with the applicable standards, he is to deny the application or to propose that . 
a conditional lease be issued that is consistent with the applicable standards (under current ( 
law, Sec’y recommends that the application be denied or that a conditional lease be issued | 
which is consistent with the applicable standards). 

(2) Amends contested case procedures in GS 113-202(f) and (g) to make consistent 
with Sec’y’s authority to deny applications. Amends GS 113-202(g) to specify that the 
applicant or another person aggrieved by the decision (was, dissatisfied applicant or other 
persons meeting the requirements of GS 150B-23) may commence a contested case by 
following the procedure specified. Specifies that Sec’y makes the final agency decision in 
a contested case. Deletes provision that Sec’y’s decision disapproving an application 
becomes the final agency decision on the application unless the applicant initiates a 
contested case in specified manner. 

(3) Deletes amendments to GS 143B-289.4(2) (power and duty of Marine Fisheries 
Comm’n to establish standards and adopt rules on specified subjects). 

(4) Adds provisions to GS 14-399 (littering) to specify that when an item such as a 
fishing net, fishing line, or rope is placed in the waters of State for a purpose other than 
its disposal and is then left in the waters of the State after that purpose is served, the 
person who placed the item in the waters is considered to have disposed of the item in the 
waters unless he (a) made a good faith effort to recover it from the waters, (b) despite this 
effort, could not recover all of the item, and (c) caused the part of the item that remained 
in the water to sink. Amends statute’s definition of “litter” to include any fishing net, 
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fishing line, or crabpot retrieval or marker line. 

(5) Adds new GS 143B-214.2B, "Storage of waste on vehicles.” New section 
requires the operator of a vessel in the State’s waters to store the following items carried 
on the vessel in one or more closed containers that are adequate to prevent the release of 
the items into the waters should the containers fall into the waters: Fuel, oil, paint, 
varnish, solvent, pesticide, insecticide, fungicide, algicide, or another hazardous liquid; 
any type of plastic, such as a synthetic rope, a plastic fishing net, a plastic fishing line, or 
a plastic garbage bag; and any other solid waste. Requirement does not apply to bait or 
substances intended for human consumption or while a vessel is taking on or unloading 
cargo and provisions. 

(6) Makes technical and conforming amendments and adds severability provision. 

(7) Changes effective date from ratification to Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 183. SALES TAX LICENSE DURATION. Intro. 2/17. House amendment changes 
effective date from July 1, 1993 to Aug. 1, 1993. 


S 204. GPAC/CON SELF-FUNDED. Intro. 2/17; comm. sub. 4/29. House 
committee substitute: (1) raises the maximum fee for applications for certificates of need 
to $17,500 (was $22,500, while maximum under present law is $15,000); (2) effective 
July 1, 1994, provides that such collected fees must be credited to the General Fund as 
nontax revenue; and (3) except as noted above, changes effective date to ratification. 


S 393. GPAC/UNC BD. OF GOV. REVIEW/PLAN. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. 4/29. 
House committee substitute makes bill effective on ratification instead of on July 1, 1993. 


S 482. RECOGNIZE NASCAR CAR RACING. Intro. 3/15. Senate committee

S 590. INCREASE CERT. OF NUMBER FEES. Intro. 3/29; amended 6/17. House 
committee substitute establishes a Boating Account within the Wildlife Resources Fund. 


S 692. RAISE PITT ROOM TAX. Intro. 4/5. House committee substitute amends 
section 1(d) of Ch. 143 of the 1987 Session Laws by replacing existing penalties for 
failure to pay room tax with a reference to penalties set out in GS 105-236. Requires that 
Pitt-Greenville Convention and Visitors Authority spend at least two-thirds of funds 
received as a result of this tax on promoting travel and tourism in the area. Permissible 
expenditures include advertising, promotional efforts, and market research. Requires that 
remainder of receipts be spent on "tourism-related expenditures” --expenditures designed 
to increase the use of lodging facilities, including expenditures to construct, maintain, 
Operate, or market a convention center. 
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S 787. ESC TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 4/26; amended 5/13; comm. | 
sub. 6/3. House committee substitute revises bill by providing that when an employer’s ( 
agent files an improper report, the Employment Security Comm’n may (was, shall) deny 

the agent the right to report wages and file reports for the employer (was, for the 

employees who were the subject of the improper report) for one year following the 

calendar quarter in which the agent filed the improper report. 


S 853. GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEV. ZONE. Intro. 4/14; amended 4/21. House 
committee substitute replaces power of Zone to levy a 1% sales and use tax within the 
Zone with the power to levy a temporary annual motor vehicle registration tax of $5 on 
vehicles with a tax situs within the Zone. The tax, its administration, manner of 
distribution, and accounts it may be held in are described in new GS 158-42. Tax 
proceeds may be used for economic development projects and infrastructure construction 
projects that are within the territorial jurisdiction of the Zone but not within the Global 
TransPark Complex. 
Changes dates for local gov’t adoption of resolution to participate in Global TransPark 
Zone and filing of that resolution with the Secretary of State from July 7, 1993 to 
October 1, 1993. Adds Carteret and New Hanover Counties to list of counties that the 
General Assembly finds will derive economic benefits from the Zone. Changes 
composition of Global TransPark Developmental Comm ’n as follows: (1) requires that 
one of three voting members appointed by a participating board of county commissioners 
must be a minority person as defined in GS 143-128(c); (2) requires that the NC Global 
TransPark Authority appoint at least three, but not more than seven voting members (was 
one), and requires that these appointments be used to assure that the voting membership ( 
of the Comm ’n is made-up of at least seven women and seven members of a racial f 
minority; (3) at least one half of these Authority appointees must be designated to serve 
an initial two year term and remaining appointees will serve an initial four year term. ; 
Adds to economic development powers of the Zone, the following: power to monitor 
and encourage use of utility corridors adjacent to highways in the Zone, power to plan for 
and assist in extending natural gas service within the Zone, and power to assist in placing 
an "information highway” within the Zone. Provides, in withdrawal and termination 
statute (GS 158-41), that upon termination of the Zone, assets of the Zone that exceed the 
amount of tax collected by the counties and are attributable to an appropriation made to 
the Zone by the General Assembly shall revert to the General Fund and not be distributed. 
to the counties. 


S 873. NO OBSTRUCTION/HLTH FACILITIES. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/6; 
amended 5/10, 5/12. House amendment provides that persons not subject to the act’s 
prohibitions are covered while acting to protect real or personal property (was, while 
acting in the course of their employment).

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S 926. SWINE FARM ODOR ABATEMENT. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with bill "TO DIRECT NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
UNIVERSITY TO STUDY, THROUGH RESEARCH WITH A HIGH PRIORITY ON 
FINDING SOLUTIONS FOR, THE ABATEMENT OF ODORS FROM SWINE FARMS 
AND COMPILE INFORMATION ON THE IMPACT OF SWINE FARMS ON 
GROUND AND SURFACE WATER SUPPLIES, AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR THE 
HOUSE AGRICULTURE COMMITTEE AND THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON 
AGRICULTURE, MARINE RESOURCES, AND WILDLIFE TO HOLD MEETINGS 
AND TOUR SWINE FARMS IN THE STATE.” Appropriates from General Fund to 
UNC Board of Governors $85,000 each year of 1993-95 biennium for study as title 
indicates, with focus on economically feasible options for reducing odor from swine farms 
and reducing impact of swine farms on ground and surface water supplies. Directs that 
NC Agricultural Research Service of College of Agriculture and Life Sciences at NC State 
University conduct study. Requires submission of progress reports to chairs of House 
agriculture committee and Senate committee on agriculture, marine resources, and 
wildlife, and submission of final report to offices of General. Assembly listed in bill before 
1995 General Assembly convenes. Also appropriates from General Fund to General 
Assembly $15,000 each year of 1993-95 biennium, to be used for committee meetings 
and tours of swine farms in NC, as indicated in title. 


S 974. COSMETOLOGY CONTINUING EDUCATION. Intro. 4/27; comm. sub. 
6/30. Senate committee substitute revises new GS 88-24.1(a) to provide that cosmetology 
instructors who teach cosmetic art in NC public schools can apply toward their continuing 
education requirement, on an hour for hour basis, courses they take to renew or extend 
their teaching certificate if the courses relate to cosmetic art and are approved by the State 
Board of Education. Also revises GS 88-25 to require all registered cosmetology 
instructors to renew their license on or before October 1 of the second year after obtaining 
their initial license and thereafter every two years. Also adds new GS 88-31, effective on 
ratification, requiring all persons who teach cosmetic art at a cosmetic art school to be 
licensed as a cosmetology instructor by the Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners; also directs 
Board to establish qualifications for licensure, including examination. Retains Sept. 1, 
1994, as effective date for remaining provisions of bill. 


S 992. PAMLICO COUNTY CONSTRUCTION. Intro. 4/29; amended 5/12; comm. 
sub. 6/28 and 7/7. House committee substitute allows Pamlico County Board of Comm’rs 
to use alternative construction delivery systems for the construction of any building, not 
just for building for county dep’t of social services as provided in previous version of bill. 
Changes title accordingly. 
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S 1025. NO CIGARETTE TAX STAMPS. Intro. 5/4; comm. sub. 5/20. House 
committee substitute revises current GS 105-113.24, dealing with out-of-state distributors, ( 
to reflect change from stamp tax to excise tax. Provides that Sec’y of Revenue may 

authorize any cigarette distributor outside NC to obtain license and to report and pay 

taxes as required by bill.

H 46. WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH ASSESSMENTS. Intro. 2/3; comm. sub. 3/3. 
Senate amendment, provides that assessments against agricultural, horticultural and forest 
lands will be deferred in the same manner as property taxes are deferred for such lands. 


H 80. FEDERAL DETERMINATION/WITHHOLDING. Intro. 2/9. House committee 
substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO REDUCE THE TIME ALLOWED THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO MAKE ASSESSMENTS OF TAXES FOLLOWING 
A FEDERAL DETERMINATION, TO REINSTATE AN INADVERTENTLY DELETED

Also revises new GS 
130A-309.63(a) to provide that scrap tire disposal account established by bill is 
nonreverting account within Dep’t of Revenue; deletes provision that interest and other 
investment income earned in the account accrue to the General Fund as nontax revenue. 
Also adds new section providing that DEHNR may use up to $500,000 of revenue in 
scrap tire disposal account to develop and implement one or more pilot programs on 
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alternative, market-based approaches to scrap tire collection and recycling in NC; requires 
DEHNR to report on pilot programs to Environmental Review Comm’n by January 1, 
1995. Changes effective and expiration dates of bill as follows: All sections of bill 
become effective October 1, 1993, except section on disposal fees becomes effective 
January 1, 1994; and all sections of bill expire on June 30, 1996, except section on 
DEHNR pilot programs expires on June 30, 1995. Also provides that any funds in scrap 
tire disposal account on June 30, 1996, shall be transferred to solid waste management 
trust fund. 


H 174. ELECTRONIC FUNDS TRANSFER. Intro. 2/17; comm. sub. 3/15. House 
amendment makes clarifying change and changes effective date from July 1 to Aug. 1, 
1993. 


H 235. PRISON BOND FUNDS/INMATE LABOR. Intro. 2/23. House committee 
substitute provides that $87.5 million in prison bonds shall be expended for the 26 
projects identified in bill, resulting in projected expansion of standard operating capacity 
by 3,704 beds (under previous version of bill, specific projects were not identified). 
Elaborates on procedures for using alternative construction delivery systems in 
construction of facilities; also authorizes use of unexpended bond funds and funds in State 
Prison and Youth Services Facilities Contingency Account for purposes described in bill. 
Adds new section allowing state to require that inmates comprise up to 20% of 
contractor’s work force on projects funded by bonds; also provides that if bond funds 
previously allocated for certain projects at NC Correctional Institution for Women are 
insufficient to complete projects, the projects shall be completed from the $5 million 
authorized for use by DOC under the Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1993. 
Deletes provisions concerning increase of prison cap. Makes bill effective July 1, 1993, 
instead of on ratification. 


H 284. SCHOOL ADMIN. STANDARDS BOARD. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. 4/1, 5/3; 
amended 5/11. Senate amendment #1 makes it a misdemeanor punishable by six months 
in jail and a $200 fine for a person to falsely claim to be qualified by the NC Standards 
Board for Public School Administration. Senate amendment #2 provides that individuals 
seeking qualification must have a graduate degree (was, masters degree) from an approved 
program and deletes provision making bill effective only if the General Assembly 
appropriates funds to implement it. 


H 473. SEPARATE NC APPRAISAL BOARD. Intro. 3/23; comm. sub. 6/14 and 
6/21; amended 6/24. Senate committee substitute makes several fee changes, as follows: 
(1) sets fee at $150, instead of in amount not to exceed $150, for application for license 
or certificate [GS 93A-73(b), 93E-1-6(b)]; (2) sets fee at $200, instead of in amount not 
to exceed $300, for renewal of license or certificate [GS 93-74(a), 93E-1-7(a)]; (3) sets 
fee at $50, instead of in amount not to exceed $100, for temporary license [GS 93A-76, 
93E-1-9(c)]; (4) sets fee at $20, instead of at $25, for administrative costs associated with 
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obtaining eligibility for federally related transactions [GS 93A-79(e), 93E-1-11(d)]; (5) 
sets fee at $5 per month with maximum of $60, instead of $20 per month with maximum 
of $240, for reinstatement of license or certificate expired up to 12 months, and sets fee 
at amount required for original license, instead of amount required for original license 
plus $240 late filing fee, for reinstatement of license expired for 12 months or more [GS 
93E-1-7(c)]; (6) sets fee at $5, instead of $10, for replacement license or certificate, and 
sets fee at $10, instead of $25, for certification of license or certificate history of person 
[GS 93E-1-7(d)]; (7) sets fee at $40 per course for approval and $20 per course for 
renewal of approval, instead of $150 and $100 respectively, of prelicensing and 
precertification courses by private schools, and sets fee at $300 per course for approval 
and $50 per course for renewal of approval, instead of $300 and $200 respectively, of 
such courses by course sponsors, such as appraisal trade organizations [GS 93E-1-8(b)]; 
(8) sets fee at $100 per course for approval and $50 per course for renewal of approval, 
instead of $200 and $100 respectively, of appraiser continuing education courses [GS 
93E-1-8(d)]; and (9) sets fee at $50 per course, instead of $100, for licensees or 
certificate holders requesting continuing education credit when school or course sponsor 
has not obtained approval of course [GS 93E-1-8(d)]. 


H 502. ABC LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/23; comm. subs. 4/28, 5/27; amended 6/2; 
comm. sub. 6/22. Senate committee substitute removes from definition of "tourism ABC 
establishment” provisions that limited the locations of or prohibited or limited the location 
of such establishments in Ashe, Avery, Burke, McDowell, Mitchell, Watauga, or Yancey 
Counties. 


H 536. AREA AUTHORITY PROPERTY. Intro. 3/24; comm. sub. 5/27. Senate 
amendment changes tag line of GS 122C-147 to "Financing and title of area authority 


property.” 


H 639. TEACHER ASS’T LEAVE FLEXIBILITY. Intro. 3/29. Senate amendment 
adds new section providing in GS 115C-302(a)(1) that vacation leave for instructional 
personnel who do not require a substitute may not be restricted to days that students are 
not in school. Changes effective date from July 1 to Aug. 1, 1993 and makes technical 
change. 


H 664. EDUCATION/CLEAN WATER BONDS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 6/23. 
House committee substitute adds water conservation projects to types of projects that may 
be funded with proceeds of clean water bonds. Specifies that first priority for $20 million 
in proceeds from those bonds is to provide funds to match federal wastewater or water 
supply assistance funds during 1993-95 biennium. Authorizes issuance of up to $10 
million in bonds in each year of biennium for this purpose. 

Requires that proceeds of remaining $100 million of clean water bonds be allocated 
69% for loans to local governments for wastewater collection systems and wastewater 
treatment works, including water conservation projects. 31% is to be used for loans to 
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local governments for water supply systems, including water conservation projects. ) 
Establishes procedures by which the Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources 

is to set priorities for and determine eligibility for these loans. Requires State Treasurer 

to set terms of loans. Specifies that proceeds of loans shall be credited to the General 

Fund. 

Increases amount of NC University Improvement Bonds from $303 to $315 million 
and allocates entire $12 million increase to the UNC Board of Governors for "other 
critical needs.” 

Changes proposed projects for Sandhills Community College by reducing allocation for 
continuing education center/classrooms from $5.1 to $4.8 million and using difference to 
fund $300,000 for renovating classrooms in Hoke County. 

Provides the Governor may use excess proceeds from community college bonds to 
increase the size of any project specified in bill or increase the allocation to any 
community college. 


H 747. VETERINARY PRACTICE ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/5, 5/12. 
Proposed Senate committee substitute increases membership of NC Veterinary Medicine 
Board from seven to eight, giving an appointment to the President pro tem. Makes 
numerous other technical, clarifying, and stylistic changes. 


- H 844. ALAMANCE ROOFING BUILDING PERMIT. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 5/7. 
Senate amendment clarifies that county and cities may require permit for removal as well 
as replacement of roofing. ! 


H 908. SUITS AND APPEALS BY INDIGENTS. Intro. 4/13; comm. sub. 4/29, 5/12, 
and 6/16. Senate committee substitute makes editorial changes. 


H 976. REORGANIZE GOVERNOR’S WASTE MGMT. BOARD. Intro. 4/19; 
comm. sub. 6/2, 7/13. House amendment clarifies that revisions to GS 104E-6.2(a) and 
130A-293(a) that provide that local ordinances prohibiting establishment or operation of 
low-level radioactive or hazardous waste facilities are invalid to the extent necessary to 
effectuate purpose of statute if Sec’y of DEHNR has preempted the ordinances pursuant 
to powers formerly exercised by Governor’s Waste Mgmt. Board. 


H 1008. UP PENALTIES/WEAPONS IN SCHOOL. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7; 
amended 5/12; comm. sub. 7/7. Senate committee substitute revises new GS 14-269.2(b) 
and (d) so that possession or carrying of BB gun, air rifle, or air pistol on educational 
property is not a Class I felony but is a misdemeanor. Also deletes provisions of new GS 
14-269.2(c) and (e), which made it a crime for any person knowingly to allow a minor to 
possess or carry weapons on educational property; rewrites those sections to make it a 
Class I felony or misdemeanor (depending on weapons) to cause, encourage, or aid a 
minor to possess or carry weapons on educational property. Also adds new GS 
14-269.2(f) (and reletters remaining sections accordingly) to make it a misdemeanor, but 


i) 
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not a Class I felony, for a person to possess or carry any gun, rifle, pistol, or other 
firearm on educational property under the following circumstances: (1) the person is not 
a student attending the school; (2) the firearm is not concealed within the meaning of GS 
14-269; (3) the firearm is not loaded and is in a locked container, locked vehicle, or 
locked firearm rack on motor vehicle; and (4) the person does not brandish, exhibit, or 
display the firearm in a careless, angry, or threatening manner. Deletes from previous 
version of bill provision stating that criminal penalties are inapplicable to person who is 
not a student attending the school, is on the property for the purpose of transporting a 
student or is an employee on the property, and does not brandish the weapon. Also 
deletes provisions directing Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to conduct study 
and directing State Board of Education and Wildlife Resources Comm’n to develop guide 
for firearm and weapon safety and storage. 

Adds new GS 14-315.1 making storage of firearms a misdemeanor when all of 
following conditions are present: (1) person resides in same premises as minor; (2) 
person owns or possesses firearm; (3) person stores or leaves the firearm in a condition 
that the firearm can be discharged and in a manner that the person knew or should have 
known that an unsupervised minor would be able to gain access to the firearm; (4) minor 
gains access to the firearm without the lawful permission of the minor’s parents or a 
person having charge of the minor; and (5) the minor possesses the firearm in violation of 
Class I felony provisions in new GS 14-269.2(b), or exhibits firearm in public place in 
careless, angry, or threatening manner, or causes personal injury or death with firearm, or 
uses firearm in commission of crime. Provides that new section does not prohibit person 
from carrying firearm on his or her body or in such close proximity that it can be used as 
easily and quickly as if carried on body. Provides further that new section does not apply 
if minor obtained firearm as result of unlawful entry by any person. 

Also adds new GS 14-315.2 requiring that, upon retail commercial sale or transfer of 
firearm, seller or transferor shall deliver a copy of GS 14-315.1 to purchaser or 
transferor. Also requires all retail and wholesale stores that sell firearms to post 
conspicuously at each purchase counter the following warning in block letters not less than 
one inch in height: "IT IS UNLAWFUL TO STORE OR LEAVE A FIREARM THAT 
CAN BE DISCHARGED IN A MANNER THAT A REASONABLE PERSON SHOULD 
KNOW IS ACCESSIBLE TO A MINOR.” Makes violation of either part of section a 
misdemeanor. 

Makes entire bill effective December |, 1993, and applicable to offenses committed 
on or after that date. 


H 1043. HEALTH CARE ATTORNEY. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/12. Senate committee 
substitute removes provision keeping health care power of attorney in effect after 
principal’s death for the purpose making anatomical gifts, authorizing autopsies, and 
disposing of remains; deletes conforming amendment to GS 130A-404; and makes 
conforming change to title. 
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H 1260. MARTIN LUTHER KING COMM’N. Intro. 5/4. House amendment #1 
changes effective date from July 1, 1993 to ratification. Amendment #2 makes technical 
correction. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 8. NO SELF-REFERRALS/HEALTH CARE. Intro. 1/27; comm. sub. adopted 3/3; 
amended 3/11. House committee substitute adds interests in real property to definition of 
"investment interest” that may give rise to an obligation not to self-refer. Excludes from 
that definition leases of one year or more that fully describe the leased premises, give the 
terms and conditions of the lease, and set in advance a rental charge consistent with fair 
market value. Adds definition of fair market value. Changes effective date from July 1, 
1993 to date of ratification. 


S 60. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON NEW WHITE GOODS. Intro. 2/4; comm. 
sub. 4/5 and 6/24. House committee substitute revises new GS 105-187.23 to eliminate 
tax refund for person who buys at least 25 new white goods in same sale; adds language 
stating that tax does not apply to sale of white good by nonresident manufacturer or 
nonresident wholesale merchant to resident wholesale merchant or resident retail 
merchant. Also deletes new GS 130A-309.84 (requiring retailer to post notice describing 
proper disposal of white goods) and new GS 130A-309.85 (concerning civil penalties for 
failure to comply with bill’s provisions); adds new GS 130A-309.84 (and renumbers 
remaining sections accordingly) providing for civil penalty of not more than $100 per day 
against person who, knowing it is unlawful, improperly disposes of white good or fails to 
remove chlorofluorocarbon refrigerants from discarded white good (with daily penalty 
accruing until materials are properly discarded). Also revises current GS 105-187.24, 
effective Jan. 1, 1995, to eliminate formula for deducting Dep’t of Revenue’s 
administrative and collection expenses from tax proceeds to be distributed by Sec’y of 
Dep’t; retains general language that Sec’y is obligated to distribute net tax proceeds in 
accordance with section. 


S94. LOCAL ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. Intro. 2/8; comm. sub. adopted 
6/30. Senate amendment #1 makes technical corrections. Senate amendment #2 requires 
governing bodies to publish a second notice of request for proposals for guaranteed 
energy savings contracts if only one proposal is received in response to the first notice. 


S 125. PURCHASE MONEY REFINANCING. Intro. 2/10; comm. sub. 4/5; amended 
4/7; comm. sub. adopted 7/5. Conference report amends GS 25A-27 to provide that 
buyer’s payments are applied to finance charges before being applied the principal owed 
on prior purchases.

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S 161. SPECIAL/MULTIYEAR PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 2/11. Amended 3/17; 
comm. sub. 4/7, amended 4/14. House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT 
TO ALLOW ALL TRAILERS TO OBTAIN MULTIYEAR LICENSE PLATES, TO 
INCREASE THE TYPES OF SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES, TO SPECIFY HOW FEES 
FROM THE NEW SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES ARE TO BE USED, TO MODIFY THE 
APPEARANCE OF THE SPECIAL LICENSE PLATE ISSUED TO MEMBERS OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES TO THE LAWS CONCERNING SPECIAL 
LICENSE PLATES.” 

Adds provisions allowing these special license plates: American Legion, county 
commissioner, Future Farmers of America, register of deeds, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
and wildlife resources. 

Fee for the wildlife resources plate is $20, to be evenly divided between the Special 
Registration Plate Account and the Collegiate and Cultural (was, Historical) Attraction 
Plate Account. Money from the latter is to be transferred to the Wildlife Conservation 
Account. Amends GS 105-269.5 and 143-247.2 to establish the Wildlife Conservation 
Account within the Wildlife Resources Fund. This account will receive funds from income 
tax refund donations, sales of emblems, and wildlife resources license plates. 

Eliminates fee for Purple Heart special license plate. Adds emblem of the Great Seal 
of North Carolina to House members’ special license plates. 


S 808. ORANGE REVENUE CHANGES. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 6/2; amended 6/24. 
House committee substitute retains provisions for Hillsborough prepared food and 
beverage tax, but places limit of $500 on accrual of daily $2 penalty for failure or refusal 
to file prepared food and beverage tax return. Eliminates all provisions from previous 
version of bill applicable to Chapel Hill (concerning low and moderate housing and 
recreation areas within developments). 


S 836. NO FEE FOR INDIGENT’S ID CARD. Intro. 4/13; comm. sub. 5/6. House 
committee substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO WAIVE THE FEE FOR 
SPECIAL IDENTIFICATION CARDS FOR HOMELESS PERSONS AND TO ABOLISH 
THE RESERVE FUND FOR FEES COLLECTED FOR SPECIAL IDENTIFICATION 
CARDS.” Makes no other changes. 


S 880. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 4/28; amended 
4/29. House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO ENABLE LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO EXPEL FROM SCHOOL THOSE STUDENTS WHOSE 
INTENTIONAL ACTS CREATE A CLEAR THREAT TO THE SAFETY OF OTHER 
STUDENTS, EMPLOYEES, OR PERSONS AT THE SCHOOL AND TO SET OUT 
CERTAIN DUE PROCESS REQUIREMENTS FOR EXPULSION.” Rewrites the bill to 
authorize the expulsion of any student over 14 years of age whose intentional acts create a 
clear threat to the safety of persons at school (was, any student whose continued presence 
constitutes a threat to safety or health of other students or employees). Adds new GS 
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115C-391(d1), (d2), and (d3) specifying written notice and hearing requirements for 
expulsion proceedings. Provides that student may be assisted at the expulsion hearing by 
an attorney or a lay person. Student or student’s parent may request that the local board 
recommend a volunteer adult advocate for assistance at the expulsion hearing. Amends 
section of bill allowing student to request readmission at least six months following an 
order of expulsion to clarify that if readmission is denied, the student may continue to 
request readmission every six months and that the board’s denial of readmission is subject 
to judicial review only upon a claim that the denial was arbitrary and capricious. Further 
specifies that any hearings held by the local board to consider readmission are confidential 
and shall be held in closed session. 

Requires that the State Board of Education adopt rules to implement the act no later 
than December 1, 1993, and report to the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee no later 
that January 15, 1995 (was, February 15, 1995) on the implementation of the act with the 
number of students expelled categorized by race, age, gender, school administrative unit, 
the reasons for the expulsion, and whether the student was assisted by a volunteer adult 
advocate at the expulsion hearing. Mandates that the State Board in consultation with the 
North Carolina School Boards Association develop a model publication on policies and 
procedures for suspension and expulsion proceedings to be distributed to all local school 
administrative units no later than January 1, 1994. State Board must report on model 
publication to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee no later than December 1, 
1993. Provisions of bill providing for expulsion are applicable to acts committed on or 
after December 1. 1993. Remainder of bill effective upon ratification. 


S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/10; amended 5/11; 
comm. sub. 7/8. Senate amendments change GS 97-25 by (1) stating that the medical 
care for which the employer must pay is that which cures the employee or keeps the 
employee’s health stable; (2) adding a provision providing for hearings to review 
termination of benefits for employee’s failure to obtain care ordered by the Industrial 
Comm/’n; and (3) restoring provision in current law that permits the Comm’n to order 
employer to pay for care rendered in an emergency caused by the employer’s failure to 
provide required care. 


S 923. CUMBERLAND MEALS TAX. Intro. 4/20. House committee substitute 
provides that prepared food and beverage tax is due and payable and return must be filed 
by 25th day of each month (was, 15th day of each month). Also limits penalty to $5 per 
day, with maximum penalty of $500 for each return, for failure or refusal to file return 
(was, $10 penalty per day with maximum of $2,000 for each return). Also requires 
county comm’rs to repeal tax when new or expanded arena facilities for which tax was 
imposed and any debt for those facilities has been paid. 
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S 940. CHARITABLE SOLICITATIONS REWRITE. Intro. 4/20; comm. sub. 7/1. 
Senate committee substitute adds united arts funds to the definition of "federated 
fund-raising organization.” Permits voluntary associations as defined in bill to apply for a 
charitable organizations license on behalf of its individual members. 


S 942. MOORE/LAURINBURG AIRPORT AUTH. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill (concerning Burke County thoroughfares) with bill "TO 
CREATE THE MOORE COUNTY AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR THE OPERATION 
AND MAINTENANCE OF AIRPORT FACILITIES IN THE COUNTY OF MOORE 
FOR THE CITIZENS OF MOORE COUNTY AND VICINITY AND CONCERNING 
THE POWERS OF THE LAURINBURG-MAXTON AIRPORT AUTHORITY.” Creates 
Moore county airport authority for purpose as title indicates, with five-member board 
consisting of registered voters in county (expandable to seven members by county 
commissioners on request of airport authority). Also amends current GS 63-4 to allow 
city of Laurinburg and town of Maxton to use areas not contiguous to airport for landing 
fields, water and sewer systems, and other purposes associated with airports. 


S 954. INS.--NURSES/SOCIAL WORKERS. Intro. 4/22; amended 5/12. House 
committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO PERMIT THE DIRECT PAYMENT 
OF CERTIFIED SOCIAL WORKERS AND CERTAIN ADVANCED PRACTICE 
REGISTERED NURSES UNDER HEALTH INSURANCE POLICIES AND PLANS.” 
Makes changes to reflect inclusion of advanced practice registered nurses. Also provides 
that from January 1, 1993 until September 30, 1993 (bill’s provisions effective October 1, 
1993), psychiatric nurses, social workers, or other psychological associates under the 
direct supervision of a physician (was psychiatrist) are authorized providers of mental 
health services under GS 135-40.7B(c). Makes further clarifying changes. 


S 1249. BD. OF ELECTROLYSIS CHANGES. Senate committee substitute replaces 
blank bill with one entitled "AN ACT TO MAKE CHANGES CONCERNING THE 


‘ BOARD OF ELECTROLYSIS EXAMINERS.” Amends GS 88A-4 to move date after 


which it is unlawful to practice electrolysis without a license from Nov. 1, 1992 to July 1, 
1995. Amends GS 88A-7 to require fees paid to Board to be deposited with State 
Treasurer and makes their funds subject to the Executive Budget Act and the supervision 
of the Governor. Amends GS 88A-11 to provide licenses without examination to those 
practicing electrolysis in this or another state before July 1, 1993 and who apply for a 
license by June 30, 1995. Amends GS 88A-19(a) to provide for Board approval of 
out-of-state electrolysis schools. Makes technical correction to GS 88A-10. 

Provisions affecting Board funds are effective July 1, 1994 and expire June 30, 1999. 
Remaining provisions are effective on ratification.

H 235. PRISON BOND FUNDS/INMATE LABOR. Intro. 2/23. House committee 
substitute, adopted 7/15, designates $87.5 million in bonds for following projects:

H 235. PRISON BOND FUNDS. Intro. 2/23; comm. sub. 7/15. Senate committee 
substitute replaces House version with bill identical to Senate committee substitute for S 
1077, adopted July 15. 


H 249. ADOPT YOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE PLAN. Intro. 2/24. House amendment 
clarifies that nothing in joint resolution obligates any appropriation of funds and that no 
rights are created except to the extent funds are appropriated from year to year. 


H 250. MENTAL HEALTH QUALITY IMPROVEMENT. Intro. 2/24. House 
amendment clarifies that joint resolution does not create any rights except to the extent that 
the state appropriates funds for implementation of resolution and that resolution does not 
obligate state to appropriate any funds. 


H 251. DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES PLAN. Intro. 2/24. House amendment 
provides that act creates no rights except to extend that implementing funds are 
appropriated, and that nothing in the act obligations General Assembly to make any such 
appropriations. 


H 277. STRUCTURED SENTENCING-2. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 5/24. House 
committee substitute adds new GS 15A-1340.13(g), which provides that court may impose 
intermediate punishment for a class of offense requiring active sentence if court finds that: 
(1) extraordinary mitigating factors exist; (2) those factors substantially outweigh aggravating 
factors; and (3) it would be a manifest injustice to impose active punishment. Also adds 
new GS 15A-1340.13(g1) to preclude court from imposing intermediate punishment under 
new subsection (g) when the offense is a class A offense, the offense is a drug trafficking 
offense, or the defendant has five or more points under new GS 15A-1340.14. Also revises 
GS 15A-1445(a) to grant state right of appeal on ground that court imposed an intermediate 
punishment based on findings of extraordinary mitigating factors that are not supported by 
evidence or are insufficient as a matter of law to support deviation in sentencing. 

Adds new GS 15A-1343.2 to establish special probation rules for persons sentenced to 
community and intermediate punishments under structured sentencing. Sets caseload goals 

for probation officers; establishes presumptive probation terms for misdemeanants and 
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felons; delegates to probation officer, subject to judicial review on motion of offender, 
authority to require community punishment offender to perform additional community 
service, report more frequently to probation officer, and submit to substance abuse 
monitoring or treatment; delegates to probation officer, subject to judicial review on motion 
of offender, authority to require intermediate punishment offender to perform additional 
community service, submit to electronic monitoring, submit to substance abuse monitoring 
or treatment, and participate in educational or vocational skills program; and grants court 
power to hold intermediate punishment offender in contempt and imprison offender for up 
to 30 days for willfully failing to perform condition of probation. 

Amends current GS 15A-1344(a) to provide that if community punishment offender 
violates probation condition, court has authority to modify probation judgment by requiring 
offender to comply with probation conditions that would otherwise make the sentence an 
intermediate punishment. | 

Changes effective date from January 1, 1994, to July 1, 1994, and makes bill applicable 
to offenses occurring on or after latter date. 


H 278. CLASSIFY MISDEMEANORS/FELONIES. Intro. 2/25. House committee 
substitute combines provision of H 278 and H 279. H 278 classifies misdemeanors in three 
classes according to minimum and maximum punishment. H 279 reclassifies some 200 
felony offenses in 10 classes. Committee substitute changes effective date of all changes to 
Jan. 1, 1995, for offenses committed on or after that date. Provides that prosecutions begun 
before act’s effective date are not affected. 


H 281. CRIMINAL JUSTICE PARTNERSHIP ACT. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 5/25. 
House committee substitute deletes appropriations from bill and provides instead that DOC 
may use funds available to support administration of State-County Criminal Justice 
Partnership program. Makes bill effective January 1, 1994, instead of July 1, 1993, except 
that grants administered under act become effective July 1, 1995. 


H 292. GPAC-EDUCATION CONTINUUM. Intro. 2/25. Senate amendments (1) clarify 
that the Education Cabinet created by the bill will be funded by existing resources of the 
Office of the Governor and that the Education Commission will be funded by the shared 
available resources of the State Board of Education, the UNC Board of Governors, and the 
State Community College Board; (2)delete requirement that the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee study the appointment process of the UNC Board of Governors and 
that the State Board of Community Colleges report on the governance structure of the 
community college system to the 1994 session; and (3) specify that the Education Cabinet 
report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Jan. 1, 1995. 


H 514. YOUTH SERVICES TEACHER CERT. Intro. 3/24. Senate amendment changes 
effective date from July 1 to August 1, 1993. 
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H 729. EMPLOYEE HEALTH PLANS. Intro. 4/5; amended 5/19. House committee ( 
substitute, as amended, makes substantial clarifying changes. Increases membership of State 
Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board from 8 members to 11, including the Lt. Governor, 
Comm’r of Insurance, three members (was two) appointed by the Governor, three members 
(was two) appointed upon recommendation of the Speaker, and three (was two) appointed 
upon recommendation of the Pres. pro tem. Clarifies and expands duties of the Board in 
creating and operating the Health Care Alliances authorized by the act, and in qualifying 
Accountable Health Carriers (was Accountable Health Plans in original bill) and supervising 
their relationship with the Alliances. Elaborates on duties and powers of the Health Care 
Alliances and expands eligibility requirements for Accountable Health Carriers. Makes 
numerous conforming changes to insurance statutes in GS Ch. 58. 


H 827. UNIFORM ROADSIDE HUNTING. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/11, 5/12, and 6/8. 
Senate committee substitute revises new GS 113-291.10(b) to provide that it is prima facie 
evidence of a violation of section to discharge a firearm (was, possess a firearm outside of 
vehicle) on roadway or right-of-way of publicly maintained road during season for hunting 
game birds or animals with firearms. 


H 873. CHIROPRACTOR INSURANCE EQUALITY ACT. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 

adopted 5/7. Senate amendments (1) add provision to GS 58-50-30 making clear that the 

term "chiropractic physician” is not to be interpreted to mean that persons who practice 
chiropractic are included in the definition of ”physician” when that term is used by itself ”in 
numerous places in the General Statutes”; (2) specifies that unless the context clearly ( 
indicates otherwise, the term "physician” when used by itself in the General Statutes or ! 
Session Laws means a licensed medical doctor, or a physician licensed to practice medicine 
under GS Ch. 90, Art. 1; and (3) make technical change. 


H 1008. UP PENALTIES/WEAPONS IN SCHOOL. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7; 
amended 5/12; comm. sub. 7/7, 7/15. Senate amendments (1) clarify that no charge will 
result from storage of a weapon in violation of bill if minor causes personal injury or death 

- with the weapon while acting in self defense; and (2) amend drivers’ license statutes to 
provide that any juvenile convicted of unlawfully carrying a gun or dangerous weapon to 
school, or adjudicated delinquent for acts that would constitute a violation of act, shall be 
ineligible for a drivers’ license until reaching 18 years of age. Title of bill is amended to 
reflect new sections. Amendment requires that the court notify DMV of any such conviction 
or adjudication of delinquency. 


H 1015. INFRACTION PROCEDURES. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/6 and 6/16. Senate 
committee substitute rewrites new GS 15A-1114(h) to provide that for infraction that is 
moving traffic violation and does not require mandatory court appearance, court may enter 
prayer for judgment continued (PJC) upon admission or finding or responsibility and 
payment of court costs. Allows (but does not require) court to consider following factors in 
deciding whether to issue PJC: age, state of health, or driving record of person; successful 
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completion of DMV-approved driving course and payment of course fee; and any other 
factor deemed appropriate by judge. Retains language that new section is not exclusive 
procedure for issuance of PJC. 


H 1035. SENTENCING COMM’N STUDY RESTITUTION. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 
5/20. House committee substitute replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE 
THE SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION TO STUDY 
RESTITUTION POLICY AS PART OF NORTH CAROLINA’S CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
SYSTEM AND EXPAND THE COMMISSION.” As title indicates. Comm/’n to report to 
1994 Session. Amends GS 164-37 to add one member to the Comm’n who is to be a 
member of the Justice Fellowship Task Force and a resident of NC, to be appointed by the 
Chairman of the Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993. 


H 1062. NO DEATH PENALTY/MENTALLY RETARDED. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 
5/3. Senate committee substitute revises definition of "mentally retarded” to require 
significant impairment, instead of just impairment, in adaptive functioning. Also revises 
definition of “significantly subaverage intellectual functioning” to require that intelligence 
quotient of 70 or below be evidenced by at least one individually administered standardized 
intelligence quotient test given to defendant between 6 and 18 years of age; bars admission 
in evidence of tests given to defendant before 6 years of age. Also provides that judge’s 
decision concerning whether defendant is mentally retarded is question of fact. Makes act 
applicable only to original trials, instead of any trials, begun on or after Dec. 1, 1993. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 14. EDUCATION AND CLEAN WATER BONDS. Intro. 1/28; comm. sub. 4/15, 
6/67, 7/14. House committee substitute replaces Senate version with a bill identical to 
House committee substitute for H 664, adopted July 15. 


S 84. STATE COMPREHENSIVE PAY PLAN. Intro. 2/9; amended 5/24. House 
committee substitute makes following changes in bill as amended by Senate: 

(1) Deletes use of midpoint of salary range in determining amount of career growth 
recognition award (award) for an employee. Instead, award is to represent a 2% increase 
within the employee’s assigned pay grade. Other parts of new GS 126-7(c)(4a) (regulating 
such awards) are unchanged. Definition of “midpoint” is deleted. 

(2) Amends new GS 126-7(e) to clarify appropriation language and to change order in 
which funds appropriated to the Comprehensive Compensation System (System) are 
distributed. Funds go first to full funding of award component (same as Senate bill), second 
to funding of cost-of-living adjustments, and third to performance bonuses. (Senate bill 
funds performance bonuses second and cost-of-living adjustments third.) GS 126-7(e)’s 
limitations on and rules for funding each component are otherwise unchanged. 

(3) Creates new 11-member Task Force on the Implementation of a Comprehensive 
Compensation System for State Employees in the Office of the Governor. Includes five 
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members appointed by the Governor, including representatives of the Office of State 
Personnel and State agencies with employees who are subject to the State Personnel Act; 
three members appointed by President pro tem., and three members appointed by Speaker. 
Task Force is to develop a plan for moving State employees into the System and to report 
on its plan to the Governor and the General Assembly before March 1, 1994. States 
General Assembly’s intent to consider Task Force’s report and to make any changes in the 
System it deems appropriate before July 1, 1994. 

(4) Requires Office of State Personnel (Office) to study the State Personnel System, 
including several specified areas, and to develop a plan for realigning the classification 
system. Office is to make interim and final reports to the legislature before April 1, 1994, 
and Feb. 1, 1995, respectively. States intent of General Assembly to consider the April 1, 
1994 report and to incorporate the report as appropriate in the System before system’s 
implementation, and to consider the Feb. 1, 1995 report and to modify the System as 
appropriate after consideration. 

(5) Provides, in section specifying that nothing in act obligates this or future General 
Assemblies to fund its provisions, that nothing in act is to be construed to entitle State 
employees to increases in compensation for which the legislature has not appropriated funds. 
States intent of General Assembly to use the System as a model for the allocation of funds 
appropriated for salary increments to State employees, but with the proviso that current 
revenue forecasts require that the legislature choose among components of the system 
(including awards, cost-of-living adjustments, performance bonuses, modifications in salary 
schedules, and placement of employees on the salary schedules) when it allocates funds for 
salary increments to State employees. 

(6) Provides that procedures and rules to implement amendments to GS 126-7 and -4 
may be adopted at any time after act’s ratification. Makes clarifying and technical 
corrections. Act is still effective on ratification, with amended GS 126-7 and -4 still 
applying to any compensation earned on or after July 1, 1994. 


S 161. SPECIAL/MULTIYEAR PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15; amended 3/17; comm. 
sub. 4/7; amended 4/14; comm. sub. 7/15. House amendments provide that (1) Veterans of 
Foreign Wars license plate shall also bear the emblem of the VFW and (2) no additional fee 
(other than regular motor vehicle registration fee) is due for new Legion of Valor license 
plate. 


S 544. MHDDSAS EARLY INTERVENTION. Intro. 3/24; amended 4/1; comm. sub. 
6/16. House committee substitute changes composition of Interagency Coordinating Council 
(established under GS 143B-179.5) by including two members of Senate (appointed on 
recommendation of President Pro Tem.) and two members of House (appointed on 
recommendation of Speaker). Also rewrites new GS 122C-112(a)(13) by providing that 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Human Services shall ensure, in cooperation with appropriate agencies, 
that all types of early intervention services specified in the federal Individuals with 
Disabilities Education Act are available to all eligible infants and toddlers and their families 
to extent funded by General Assembly. 
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S 594. HONORING CENTER FOR THE BOOK. Intro. 3/29. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with "A JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE 
MEMORY OF PAUL GREEN, DRAMATIST LAUREATE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND 
ESTABLISHING THE NORTH CAROLINA CENTER FOR THE BOOK.” As title 
indicates. 


S 710. NASH ROOM TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/6. House committee substitute changes 
title to "AN ACT TO MODIFY THE NASH COUNTY ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX.” 
Amends SL 1987, Ch. 32 to allow occupancy tax discount to Nash county operator equal to 
State discount (was 3%) and specifies that civil and criminal penalties for failure to file 
return under this section are same as those imposed for failure to file return for State sales 
and use taxes. Provides that Nash county may spend two-thirds of funds collected under this 
section for promotion of travel and tourism in Nash county and that remainder of funds may 
be spent on tourism-related expenses. Changes effective date to Aug. 1, 1993. 


S 719. BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS FEES. Intro. 4/7. Senate committee 
substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE FEES AND PER DIEM OF THE 
BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS.” Deletes all provisions of original bill except 
changes to GS 90-15 and 15.1 as reflected in new title. Also deletes provision of original 
bill amending GS 90-15.1 to require Board to mandate completion of 18 hours of continuing 
medical education every three years. 


S 734. PILOT PARK ENTRANCE FEES. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/19. House amendment 
requires that Div’n consult with the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Affairs 
before setting fees for pilot program. 


S 769. MECKLENBURG TOWNS/ZONING NOTICE. Intro. 4/8. House amendment 
makes applicable only to that portion of Town of Davidson that is in Mecklenburg County. 


S 806. VOTING MACHINE ALLOCATION. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute 
revises act (which provides that voter registration is sole criteria for allocation of voting 
machines among precincts) by limiting it to counties of 450,000 or more in population 
according to 1990 census (i.e., Mecklenburg). 


S 829. TRANSFER MUSEUM OF NAT. SCIENCES. Intro. 4/13; comm. sub. 5/19. 
House committee substitute makes technical change. 


S 899. UCC LEASES. Intro. 4/9; comm. sub. 5/12, 7/9. House amendment #1 changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1993, and provides that act does not apply to pending litigation. 
House amendment #2 makes technical change. 
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S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/10; amended 5/11; 
comm. sub. 7/8; amended 7/15. Senate amendments (1) delete provision of original bill 
amending GS 97-10.1 to provide that acceptance of benefits by an employee forfeits all 

other rights and remedies against the employer; (2) change penalty for misrepresentation on 
claim from a felony to a misdemeanor and add new section to new GS 97-88.2 that makes it 

a misdemeanor to threaten an employee with prosecution for misrepresentation during 
negotiation of compensation; (3) add new GS 97-29.1 to specify that, except in cases of 
scheduled injuries, an employee’s age, education, skills, and employment history must be 
considered in determining disability (this provision is to expire upon the enactment of 

workers’ compensation legislation recommended by the newly created Workers’ 

Compensation Study Comm’; (4) reinstate provision of GS 97-18(e) that provides penalty 

for late payment of installment, of compensation attaches after 14 days (original bill changed 

to 30); and (5) make further clarifying changes. 


S 917. NORTH CAROLINA BRIDGE AUTHORITY. Senate committee substitute 

replaces original bill with a bill "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA BRIDGE 
AUTHORITY.” Identical to § 108 of the Senate version of the Current Operations Act, a 
provision that was not included in the Conference Report. Creates NC Bridge Authority for 

the purpose of building a two-mile bridge across Currituck Sound in the vicinity of Corolla. 
Authority to consist of six members: Sec’y of Transportation, three members appointed by 
Governor, and two members appointed by General Assembly, one on recommendation of 
Speaker and one on recommendation of President pro tem. Confers on the Authority | 
powers appropriate to its function, including power to charge tolls for use of the bridge. ( 
Directs Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to study best method for funding the 
Authority and the bridge, and to report findings on or before first day of 1994 session. 


S 937. CIVIL DAMAGES FOR CERTAIN CRIMES. Intro. 4/21. Senate committee 
substitute deletes provision in GS 1-538.2(a) allowing treble damages against a defendant 
and specifies that if a person detained by a merchant in accordance with the section is 16 
years of age or younger, the merchant must make reasonable efforts to contact the parent of 
the minor during the period of detention and provides that if a violator pays the $200 
demanded by a merchant prior to the institution of any civil action in accordance with the 
provisions of the section, the merchant has no further civil remedy for the offense. 


S 1112. CLEAN WATER LOAN AMENDS. Intro. 5/11. House committee substitute 
amends GS 143-215.3(a)(10) to clarify that NC Environmental Management Comm’n has 
power to require laboratory facility that monitors water and air quality to be certified 
annually by DEHNR, to establish standards that laboratory and employees must meet, and 
to charge laboratory fee for certification; also provides that fees collected under section shall 
be credited to water and air account. 


S 1124. SENATE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS. House committee substitute makes 
the following appointments on recommendation of the Lieutenant Governor:

H 499. DRUG ED. SCHOOL FEES. Intro. 3/24. House amendment changes effective 
date to August 1, 1993 (was, July 1, 1993). 


H 502. ABC LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/23; comm. subs. 4/28, 5/27; amended 6/2; 
comm. sub. 6/22. Senate amendment further amends GS 18B-1006(k) to allow NC 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm’n to issue the ABC permits listed in GS 18B-1001 
without approval at an election to a residential private club or a sports club that is located 
in a county that has not approved the issuance of permits, has at least three cities that 
have approved the issuance of only either off-premises malt beverage or both off-premises 
malt beverage and off-premises unfortified wine permits, and has only one city that, as of 
July 1, 1993, had approved the operation of an ABC store. 


H 686. HENDERSON/TRANSYLVANIA ECON. DEV. Intro. 3/31; comm. sub. 4/21; 
amended 7/14. Senate amendment #2 amends title to add "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
REGULATION OF WATER SUPPLY WATERSHEDS DOES NOT APPLY TO 
CERTAIN WATERSHEDS AND” at beginning of title. Adds preamble, and substantive 
provisions specifying that notwithstanding any other law, the provisions of GS 143-214.5 
(water supply watershed protection) do not apply to any water supply watershed area 
Classified as WS II by the Environmental Management Comm’n (Comm’n) prior to July 
1, 1993 and formerly classified as Class C, with 70,000 or more but less than 75,000 
acres in protected area and lying in two or more counties, one of which has land use 
jurisdiction therein, and part of which lies in the land use regulation jurisdiction of a city 
or town, having a point of elevation of at least 1,650 feet above sea level and was not 
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being used as a water supply for any municipality on July 1, 1993, and which also lies 
adjacent to a third county which lies within the same two-member State Senate district as 
do all or parts of the other two counties. 

Provision just described is to expire on July 1, 1996, if the following conditions have 
been met: (1) The Comm’n has reclassified the area affected by act to a classification 
other than WS II or WS I and the critical area has been removed; (2) The General 
Assembly has provided by legislation: (a) for a definition of "water supply;” (b) for a 
definition of "critical water supply watersheds” as used in GS 143-214.5(b); (c) for a 
definition of ” performance-based alternatives to development density controls” as used in 
GS 143-214.5; (d) for making clear whether the provision in GS 143-215.2(a) that that 
section does not apply to agricultural operations applies to the entire water supply 
watershed protection laws; (e) for correcting specified session law references to GS 
143-214.4(b); (f) for specifying that guidelines for water supply watershed management 
shall be consistent with stated goals for such management, for setting specific standards to 
be followed by the Comm’n in adopting water supply watershed classifications and for 
making rules and regulations governing the public and private use of lands and waters 
within classified areas; (g) that any rules restricting agricultural use of lands or waters 
- Shall specifically include appropriate connections between acreage involved and height and 
slope of lands involved with such necessary restrictions to fit different classifications; (h) 
for judicial review of any order, classification, rule, or regulation of the Comm/’n for any 
person having a recorded interest or interest by operation of law in or registered claim to 
land within an area affected by such order, etc., as now set forth in GS 113A-123(b) and 
(c) (part of Coastal Area Management Act (CAMA) judicial review provisions); (i) for 
protection of landowners’ rights as set forth in GS 113A-128 (part of CAMA); and (j) that 
drinking water from a water supply watershed can be distributed only in an area 
downstream from the watershed except where the entire watershed is owned by one or 
more governmental entities; and (3) The Comm’n has amended its rules‘and regulations to 
provide (a) that no rule or regulation, federal or State, is to be included therein by 
reference, whether current or adopted later, in circumstances set out in bill; (b) a clear 
definition of "Best Management Practice” as now appears in 15A NC Adminstrative Code 
(NCAC) 2B .0202(6); and (c) that references to and use of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act be eliminated from the rules and regulations as a standard on which to base 
water quality based effluent limits and best management practices related to water supply 
watershed protection, as now set forth in 15A NCAC 2B .0202(55).

PART 7. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. 

Economic Development Board. Amends GS 143B-434, as amended by § 313 of the Current 
Operations Appropriations Act (SL 1993, ch. 321) to provide that the Speaker and President pro tem. make 
their appointments to the Board directly (was, appointment by General Assembly on recommendation of 
presiding officers). 


Early childhood education & development initiatives. Amends § 321 of Current Operations 
Appropriations Act to correct amount allocated to cited program in 1994-95 to $27,640,000. 
PART 8. GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

GPAC recommendations. Provides that GS 143-16.3 "does not apply to any purpose because that 
purpose was included in a bill to implement recommendations of the Government Performance Audit 


Committee.” (Cited section forbids spending money for any purpose for which General Assembly considered 
by rejected an appropriation.) 


PART 9. OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT. 

Expenditure of Funds from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Allocates 45% of the Reserve for 
Repairs and Renovations to the General Fund supported facilities in UNC, and 55% to the Office of State 
Budget and Management for repairs and renovations to all other General Fund supported facilities. From the 
Reserve, UNC Board of Governors may spend $25,650,000, and the Office of State Budget and Management 
may spend $31,350,000 for repairs and renovations, improvements to roads and walks, architectural barrier 
removal, and NC Occupational Safety and Health Act Projects. Board of Governors and Office of State 
Budget and Management must submit proposed allocation to the Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office for review. 

Local Water/Sewer Funds. Notwithstanding provisions of Current Operations Appropriations Act, 
directs the Office of State Budget and Management to transfer $6.8 million from funds allocated to the 
Reserve for Local Government Shared Tax Revenue for fiscal 1993-94, to the Clean Water Revolving Loan . 
and Grant Fund. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to reduce amount transferred to municipalities on or before 
December 15, 1993 pursuant to GS 105-116(d) by $6.8 million and to allocate that amount on a pro rata 
basis to cities and counties entitled to receive funds pursuant to GS 105-113.82 for fiscal 1993-94 for water 
supply and wastewater treatment facilities. 

Reserve for GPAC Recommendations. Funds appropriated within act to Reserve for GPAC shall be 
used to implement GPAC recommendations relating to program budget and evaluation; personnel 
classification and compensation; personnel policy; and legislative peer review, classification, and 
compensation.

PART 10. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION. 
Evaluation of els and Contract Work for clea College Buildings. Amends GS 143-135.26(4) 
to require development of pr ures for evaluating design and contract work on community college 
Ce for which public bidding is required. 
a useum of the Albemarle. Directs that funds appropriated from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 


sources for the Museum of the Albemarle be used for construction of new facilities for the 
museum sited in downtown Elizabeth City. 
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Domestic Violence Center Funds. Amends Current Operations Appropriations Act to provide that funds 
appropriated for domestic violence centers be distributed equally among centers in existence on July 1, 1993 
was 1990). 

State Veterans Home. Directs that no further State funds be appropriated in support of the State 
Veterans Home in Fayetteville. 

Legislative Review Required for Certain Conveyances of State Lands. Amends GS 146-27 and 146-74 
to require Legislative review of gilts of State Iands (was only sales, Teases or rentals) and to make review by 
the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations mandatory for all conveyances. Amends GS 
145-29.1 to direct that sales made for less than fair market value to public entities be reported at least 30 
days prior to the sale. 

Polk Youth Center Replacement/Prison Consolidation. Directs that $4 million of funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Administration, Ottice Of State Construction, be used for construction of replacement for Polk Youth 
Institution, and that $2 million of those funds be used to plan and develop site for consolidation of Granville, 
Halifax, Person, Warren, and Vance prison units. Authorizes Office of State Construction of the Dep’t of 
Administration to contract for and supervise all aspects of these projects in accordance with specifications and 
reporting requirements set forth in act. 

Feasibility Study/Renovation of Old Education Building. Directs the Office of State Construction of the 
Dep’t o inistration to conduct feasibility study as title indicates. Office to report findings to Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n by March 1, 1994. 


PART 11. OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

Limitation on Certain Funds. Directs that funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Commerce for a 
workplace training facility and for reserve to industrial equipment and training, and for economic 
development, and appropriated to the Office of the Governor to reserve for education technology, will revert 
to the General Fund if not expended for those purposes by June 30, 1993. 

Governor’s Office Economic Initiatives. Suspends prohibition of GS 143-16.3 against spending for any 
purpose for which the General Assembly has considered but not appropriated funds for following programs 
within the Office of the Governor: the Total Quality Management Program, the Governor’s Executive 
Institute, and the Economic Development Institute. 


PART 12. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

Engineering Graduate Research Center Funds. Provides that up to $1.5 million of the funds 
peered in eL I9ST (Reg. Sess. 1992), Ch. 1044, from the General I‘und to the UNC Board of 
Governors for the NCSU Engineering Graduate Research Center at NC State University may be used for 
equipment at the Center when it is completed. 

UNC at Asheville Land Funds. Specifies that $4 million appropriated to UNC Board of Governors for 
UNC-Asheville are to be used to buy the Highland Hospital property, if available, for future campus growth. 
UNC at Chapel Hill Educational Consortium. Requires that cooperative educational consortium at 
UNC at Chapel Aull funded by act to extent of $150,000 shall comply with the requirements of SL 1993, Ch. 

321, Sec. 101.2 (Sec. 101.2 includes general guidelines for other UNC cooperative educational consortia). 

Election-Related Limitation on UNC at Chapel Hill School of Business Funds. Specifies that 
$6,750,000 appropriated for UNC-CH School of Business may be obligated or expended only if the 
ae eae Bonds issue is approved by the voters; otherwise this appropriation reverts to 

eneral Fund. 


PART 13. DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

sou Colleges’ ae Projects Report Addition. Requires the State Board of Community 
Colleges (Board) to consider the following criteria in evaluating the rank order for capital projects, in 
addition to the other considerations required in the Board’s study and evaluation of the capital needs of the 
Community College System mandated by Education, Clean Water, and Parks Bond Act of 1993, Sec. 11 (S 
14), if enacted (specifies that these additional criteria are included in Board’s capital resource allocation 
funding formula): (1) Space to population ratio; (2) Population served ratio; (3) Capacity enrollment ratio; 
(4) Local to State and Voc-Ed ratios; (5) Type of project; and (6) Readiness to implement. 


PART 14. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Small School Supplemental Funding Rules. Requires State Board of Education, for fiscal 1993-94 
Only, to allocate funds appropriated in act for small school supplemental funding (supplemental funding) to 
any county school administrative units that meet the following criteria, notwithstanding provisions of SL 
1983, Ch. 321, Sec. 138.1 (dealing with funds for small school systems): (1) Unit received funds 


appropriated for supplemental funding for fiscal 1992-93; (2) Unit is located in a county in which the total 
average daily membership of all local school administrative units located within the county is from 3,000 to 


( 
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4,000; and (3) Unit is located in a county in which the county adjusted property tax base per student is not 
below the State adjusted property tax base per student. Each such unit is to receive the same amount for 
fiscal 1993-94 that it received for fiscal 1992-93. 


PART 15. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

DOT to Develop Criteria for Payment of Nonbetterment Costs. Requires Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT) to study and implement a pro or the payment of nonbetterment costs for the relocation of water 
and sewer lines within existing State highway rights-of-way ener GS 136-27.1, and to develop criteria 
for State participation in-the relocation of water and sewer lines owned by counties and water and sewer 
districts based on (1) their ability to pay, (2) the per capita income of the populations served, and (3) the 
supporting tax base. DOT is to report on the criteria developed to the Joint Legislative Highway Oversight 
Committee and the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office by Oct. 1, 1993. 

Small Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund Project Bidding. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT), for Tite Fund or pipaaas Trust Fund projects of S30G-000 or less, to award contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder after soliciting at least 3 informal bids in writing from Small Business Enterprises 
(SBE’s), notwithstanding the provisions of GS 136-28.4(b). DOT may identify projects likely to attract 
increased participation by SBE’s, and restrict the solicitation and award to those bidders. Board of 
Transportation may delegate full authority to award contracts, adopt necessary rules, and administer the 
provisions of this section to Sec’y of Transportation (Sec’y). Letting of contracts under this section is not 
subject to any of GS 136-28.1’s provisions relating to the letting of contracts, and DOT may waive the 
bonding requirements of GS Ch. 44A and the licensing requirements of GS Ch. 87 for such contracts. 
Sec’y is to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee on implementation of 
section. 

Management Assessment and Compliance Positions Recreated. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT), from funds available to DOT from funding codes 84210, 84220, and 84260, to recreate three 
positions in Management Assessment and Compliance that were eliminated in SL 1983, Ch. 321. 

Planning Funds for Replacement Trestle. Requires that $250,000 of funds appropriated in act to 
replace the Ao eeS trestle over the Newport River on the Beaufort and Morehead Railroad be used for 
modern concrete trestle. Att’y General and Dep’t of Transportation are to identify legal issues related new 
trestle’s design, construction, and operation, and are to report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
opti a Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n by March 1, 1994, on options available to resolve 

ose issues. 

Reserve for putas and development of international air service. Earmarks $5 million of funds 
appropriated to cited reserve to be used to acquire, promote, and develop international air routes. 

Highway Fund availability. Amends § 18 of Current Operations Appropriations Act (SL 1993, ch. 
321) to increase - ginning credit balance in Highway Fund by $5 million, and increase estimated 
Highway Fund availability by $5 million. 


Highway 264 rest area. Provides that funds appropriated in 1992 session for Highway 274 rest area in 
Beaufort County may also be used for land purchase. 


DOT vehicles exemption. Provides that all state-owned vehicles permanently assigned to Dep’t of 
Transportation are exempt from minimum mileage requirements of GS 143-341(8)i.7a. Requires DOT to 


report on use of these vehicles to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Joint Legis. Highway 
Oversight Comm. on quarterly basis beginning Oct. 1, 1993. 

Transportation Oversight study diesel fuel consumption. Directs Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight 
Comm. to study issue of Ievel of diesel fuel consumption in NC compared to surrounding states. Specifies 
scope of study to include extent to which 1989 tax increase may have resulted in shift of truck fueling to 
other states or noncompliance with tax law, analysis of impact of diesel fuel tax rate on fuel consumption in 
NC, comparison of other states that have raised in-state fuel consumption by placing part of fuel tax at the 
pump, evaluation of diesel fuel tax proposal contained in S 1088, study of how compliance measures can 
enhance diesel fuel consumption in NC, and any other relevant issues. Authorizes interim report to 1994 
session and final report to 1995 session. 


PART 16. DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

Alcohol law enforcement officer access to public information network. Authorizes Dep’t of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to use up to $46,800 ws forfeiture funds available in 1993-94 fiscal year to 
provide access to public information network by alcohol law enforcement officers. 


PART 17. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
Centralized utilization of legal publications. Directs Attorney General and Director of Budget to study 
most eiiicient use of legal publications by state agencies, departments, and institutions and feasibility of 
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providing centralized access to such publications. Requires Attorney General and Director of Budget to | 
submit report to General Assembly by March 31, 1994, by submitting copy of report to Speaker, President ( 
Pro Tem., and Fiscal Research Division. 


PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES. 

Distribution specifications for area mental health program capital funds. Provides that no area program 
shall receive more ion 10% of total funds ayaa in 1993-04 fiscal year by General Assembly for area 
rogram capital needs. Requires dollar-for-dollar local match for capital funds awarded for projects, except 
or projects in counties that are within last quartile of 1990 rankings of either per capita income or property 

valuation. Makes all grants subject to Dep’t of Human Resources approval. 

Medicaid planning funds. Authorizes use of up to $200,000 in funds appropriated from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources for 1993-94 fiscal year for purpose of planning and designing eligibility system 
to provide Medicaid coverage to all SSI recipients, elderly, and disabled persons with incomes below 75% of 
federal poverty guidelines, and additional children. Provides that section does not obligate state to provide 
Medicaid coverage to such persons without further state appropriations. 


PART 19. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

Warehouse Act funds. Amends current GS 106-435 (concerning investment of certain tax receipts to 
support warehouse system for cotton) to provide that interest from investments may be used for appropriation 
for capital projects and nonrecurring expenditures as provided in the bill making the appropriation. 


PART 20. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

Center for applied automotive technology. Allocates the following amounts from funds appropriated 
from General Fund for Center for Advanced bio e Technology for 1993-94 fiscal year: (1) $10 
million to Dep’t of Commerce for design and construction of facility for Advanced Automotive Technology 
Center; (2) $15.75 million to Dep’t of Commerce to be placed in reserve for purchase and installation of 
automotive industrial equipment, office and other equipment, instructional materials, and salary and support 
of 11 instructors; and (3) $10 million to Office of Governor, Reserve for Education Technology, for 
purchase and installation of telecommunications equipment and for computer network use and line charges 
for pre Requires Dep’t of Commerce and Office of Governor to make quarterly reports, beginning 
October 1, 1993, to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee. 

Economic development funds. Requires that $2.9 million of funds appropriated from General Fund to | 
Rural Economic iseaeiement Center for 1993-94 fiscal year be used to support community development | 
projects and activities within minority community in NC. Provides that any community development 
corporation meeting definition of section is eligible to apply for funds, and requires Rural Economic 
Development Center to make following allocations of funds: (1) $900,000 for grants to new and emerging 
community development corporations for support and project activity; and (2) $2 million to NC Community 
Development Initiative for operating and project activity grants to mature community development 
corporations. Also requires that $200,000 of funds appropriated from General Fund to Rural Economic 
Development Center for 1993-94 fiscal year be allocated to the NC Minority Credit Union Support Center to 
provide technical assistance to minority-owned and other small credit unions. Requires Rural Economic 
Development Center and NC Community Development Initiative to report quarterly on use of funds to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Requires that $350,000 of funds appropriated from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce be allocated to 
NC Institute of Minority Economic Development to foster minority economic development within NC, and 
reduies Institute to report quarterly on use of funds to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 

perations. 


PART 21. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Partnership for the Sounds. Requires that funds appropriated to DEHNR for 1993-94 fiscal year for 
Partnership for Sourar be used to provide architectural, engineering, and development services for design 
and construction of Estuarine Educational Center in Beaufort county, Lake Mattamuskeet Lodge in Hyde 
county, and Walter B. Jones Center for the Sounds in Tyrrell county. Authorizes use of up to $60,000 of 
funds for contracted personal services. 

Parks capital improvements. Requires that $2.1 million of funds appropriated to DEHNR for 1993-94 
fiscal year be used for health, safety, and access improvements and for land acquisitions in state parks. 
Requires DEHNR to report on proposed use of funds to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and to Office of State Budget and Management before expending or obligating funds. 

State parks. Authorizes Division of Parks and Recreation to spend up to $100,000 for operating 
sae associated with acquisition of land from funds appropriated to DEHNR for land purchase in state 
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Forestry st ELE Requires that $1,448,100 of funds sppgporntes to DEHNR for 1993-94 fiscal 
ear be to replace District 6 Headquarters in Fayetteville and for county headquarters in Davidson, 


Hadilersons Mitchell, Scotland, and Wayne counties. Directs that any remaining funds be used for repair or 
replacement of county headquarters in other counties. 

Water resources development projects funds. Requires that of funds appropriated to DEHNR for 
1993-94 fiscal year, 37,508 B00 be mt for water resources development projects and $1,180,000 be used 
for small watershed projects. Requires that DEHNR allocate those funds for following projects: (1) 
$612,000 for Wilmington Harbor Deepening Study; (2) $3,825,000 for Morehead City Harbor Deepening; 
(3) $130,000 for Jordan Lake Water Supply Repayment; $1,016,000 for Wilmington Harbor Ocean Bar 
D ing; (5) $150,000 for Aquatic Plant Control; (6) $400,000 for Wrightsville Beach Renourishment; 
(7) $580, for Wanchese Channel Maintenance; (8) $300,000 for State-Local Projects; (9) $523,000 for 
North Channel Maintenance Dredging; (10) $377,000 for Hamlet City Lake; (11) $100,000 for Cape Fear 
Above Wilmington Channel Maintenance; (12) $125,000 for Wilmington Harbor 25-feet Project; (13) 
$70,000 for Dare County Beaches; (14) $180,000 for Limestone Creek (Duplin County); (15) $250,000 for 
Deep Creek (Yadkin County); (16) $400,000 for Town Fork (Stokes County); and (17) $350,000 for 
Meadow Branch (Robeson County). 

Provides that if actual costs differ from estimated costs of projects, DEHNR may adjust allocations 
among projects. Also provides that if any projects are delayed and funds cannot be used during 1993-94 
fiscal year, or if projects are completed at lower cost, DEHNR may use resulting funds for any of following 
purposes: Corps of Engineers project feasibility studies; Corps of Engineers projects whose schedules have 
advanced and require state matching funds during 1993-94 fiscal year; or state-local Water Resources 
Development Projects. States that funds not expended or encumbered for these purposes shall revert to 
General Fund at end of 1994-95 fiscal year. 

Requires DEHNR, beginning October 1, 1993, to report quarterly on use of funds to Joint Legislative 
Comm ’n on Governmental Operations, Fiscal Research Division, and Office of State Budget and 
Management. 


PART 22. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

Reserve for advance planning. Requires OSBM to report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations 
at least 45 days in advance of s eae any money from Reserve for Advance Planning, and also results of 
any project for which Reserve funds are used. 

Encumbered appropriations and project reserve fund. Establishes procedure for encumbering funds 
when a project, other than UNC System projects, is placed under construction. 

Project cost increase. Authorizes Governor to increase cost of a project if necessary, and to report 
action to Taint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations at its next meeting. Increase may be funded from gifts, 
grants, special fund receipts, excess patient receipts, or direct capital improvement appropriations. 


New project authorization. Authorizes Governor to authorize construction of capital project not 
specifically eral by General Assembly if project is to be funded by gifts, grants, special fund receipts, 
excess patient receipts, or self-liquidating debt. Requires report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 


Advance planning, capital projects. Permits use of gifts, excess patient receipts, grants, special fund 
receipts, or SU ecafabia fands for advance planning through working drawing phase of capital projects, 
with Governor’s approval. Permits use of Advance Planning Fund for this purpose except for projects in 
UNC System or Community College System. 


Appropriations limits/reversion or lapse. Provides that capital projects must be commenced, or 
self-liquidabng debt incurred, within IZ months of first day of fiscal year in which the funds become 
available; otherwise, appropriations lapse. 


S 100. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY. Intro. 2/9; comm. sub. 2/24, 5/7, 7/14. 
House amendment makes technical and clarifying changes. 


S 219. DELETE UNC VENDING REPORT. Intro. 2/17. House amendment changes 
effective date to August 1, 1993 (was July 1, 1993). 


S 602. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH INSURANCE. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/10, 
7/13. House 1) amendments (1) amend GS 58-50-130(a)(2) to provide that in determining 
whether a pre-existing condition provision applies to an eligible employee, benefit plan must 
credit the time covered by a previous plan providing coverage up to 60 days (was 30) prior

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to effective date of new plan; and (2) amend GS 58-51-80(c), 58-65-60(e)(3), and | 
58-67-85(d) to provide that an employee under the act is a nonseasonal person who works ( 
on a full-time basis, with a normal work week of 30 hours or more. Clarifies that 

temporary, part-time, and substitute persons are not employees for purposes of this act. 


S 733. PARK AUTHORITY/PARK FUND. Intro.°4/8; comm. sub. 7/7. House 
committee substitute deletes section establishing Park Authority Advisory Committee, and 
deletes from proposed GS 143B-313.3 (creating Park Fund of NC) all provisions concerning 
allocation of money in the Fund, and procedures for obtaining a grant from the Fund. Adds 
section providing that General Assembly shall estimate amount of income available to the 
Fund and shall set a maximum amount that the Park Authority may obligate in upcoming 
fiscal year.

S 799. STD TEST/SEX OFFENDERS. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 5/6. House committee 
substitute completely rewrites the bill and its title. Title now reads "TO PROVIDE 
THAT A DEFENDANT, AFTER A FINDING OF PROBABLE CAUSE OR 
INDICTMENT FOR COMMITTING A NONCONSENSUAL SEX OFFENSE, SHALL 
BE TESTED FOR CERTAIN SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED INFECTIONS UPON THE 
REQUEST OF THE VICTIM.” Adds GS 15A-615 to provide that after a finding of 
probable cause or indictment for an offense involving nonconsensual intercourse (vaginal, 
anal, or oral) or such intercourse with a child 12 years old or less, the victim or the 
parent or guardian of a minor victim may request that the defendant be tested for the 
following sexually transmitted infections: chalmydia, gonorrhea, hepatitis B, HIV, and 
syphilis. Upon such a request having been made, the district att’y must petition the court 
on behalf of the victim for an order requiring the defendant to be tested, and upon finding 
probable cause that the alleged sexual contact would pose a significant threat of 
transmitting one of the listed infections, the court shall order the defendant to submit to 
testing. Dep’t of Correction shall test defendant in its custody; otherwise, testing to be 
done by local health dep’t. Provides for both victim and defendant to be informed of test 
results and counseled accordingly. Test results not admissible as evidence in any criminal 
proceeding. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
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S 832. REVENUE HEARINGS/TAXPAYER RIGHTS. Intro. 4/13; amended 5/10. 
House committee substitute combines provisions of committee substitute for H 1028, 
digested June 24, 1993, with provisions S 832. 


S 1066. EARLY VOTING/PREREGISTRATION. Intro. 5/6; amended 5/13; comm. 
sub. 7/13. House committee substitute #2 retains all provisions of House committee 
substitute #1 and adds new provisions concerning early voting and absentee voting without 
excuse in certain circumstances. 

Early voting. Adds a new Art. 13A to the elections laws establishing an early voting 
program. Allows any registered voter to vote early in each even-year general election 
during the period beginning on the third Friday before the election and ending on the 
Friday before the election. Each county must have at least one main early voting site, 
which must be in the vicinity of the county board of elections office. The county may 
establish up to 20 other temporary early voting sites, except that counties with a 
population of 300,000 or more must establish at least one site per 50,000 persons. 

- Selection of sites must not favor or disfavor voters on basis of race or party affiliation. 
Requires that early voting by personal appearance at the main site and any mandatory 
temporary sites must be conducted on each weekday of the early voting period for at least 
eight hours (at least 10 hours per day in counties with a population of 100,000 or more). 
Early voting at temporary non-mandatory sites may be conducted at times set by board of 
elections. Requires the county board to order early voting at the main site and any 
mandatory temporary sites on both Saturdays during the early voting period; Saturday 
voting at other sites is optional. Saturday voting hours are up to local board, except that 
at least six hours must be provided. Directs State Board of Elections to provide security 
measures to prevent persons from voting more than once. Requires chief of each early 
voting site to keep daily list of persons voting early, and requires supervisor of elections 
to provide to each precinct a list of all registered voters who have voted early. 

Absentee voting. Repeals GS 163-227.2 and 163-255, concerning alternative 
procedures for requesting absentee ballots and providing for "one stop” voting at the 
elections board office. Amends GS 163-226(a) to permit any registered voter to vote by 
absentee ballot in two instances: (1) the voter expects not be at the voting place to vote 
in person, and (2) the voter is unable to appear due to illness or physical disability arising 
between 5:00 p.m. on Tuesday before the election and 5:00 p.m. on the day before the 
election. Retains the same procedures for voting absentee ballots in these circumstances 
as now prevail for voting on grounds of absence from the county or illness arising before 
5:00 p.m. on the day before the election. Makes numerous conforming amendments to 

implement the above changes. 
. Effective date. Makes early voting program and absentee ballot amendments 
effective Jan. 1, 1995, but authorizes State Board of Elections and each county board of 
elections to take necessary actions to implement these changes at any time after act’s 
ratification.

H 699. ACCOUNT DATE ON CHECKS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute 
replaces original bill with 7AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF REQUIRING THAT CERTAIN 
NEW CHECKING ACCOUNTS INDICATE THE MONTH AND YEAR IN WHICH 
THE ACCOUNT WAS OPENED.” Legislative Research Comm’n to make interim report 
to 1994 session of the General Assembly and to make final report on study to the 1995 
session. Act effective upon ratification. 


H 1003. NCSU CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/19. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with bill entitled "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION 
OF THE CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY.” Adds Part 4 to GS Ch. 160A, Art. 20 
authorizing NC State University, county where principal campus of the University is 
located, and any city in that county to create a Centennial Authority by adopting 
substantially identical resolutions to that effect. Resolution must be adopted by UNC 
Board of Governors and governing body of each local government. Purpose of Authority 
is to plan, build, own, and operate a regional facility (facility), defined as an arena for 
sports, entertainment, and cultural activities. Authority may receive and dispense funds, 
acquire real and personal property, borrow money, issue revenue bonds, and set and 
collect fees and charges for use of facility. Authority may set term of bonds not to exceed 
40 years from issuance; may secure bonds by revenues of facility, debt service subsidy 
payments, and/or security interest acquired with bond proceeds. Bond issue to be subject 
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to approval of Local Gov’t Comm’n. Bonds not to constitute debt secured by state’s faith ( 
and credit, and not to be secured by taxing power of state or subdivision. Income on | 
bonds to be exempt from state income tax to same extent as federal bonds. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 64. N.C. RAIL COUNCIL. Intro. 2/4. House committee substitute makes the 
chairman of the NC Rail Council an ex officio siesta of the Board of Transportation, 
and makes technical changes. 


S 155. TAX TECHNICAL CHANGES/SECRECY. Intro. 2/15, amended 3/30. House 
committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
CONFORMING CHANGES TO REVENUE LAWS AND TO CLARIFY AND MODIFY 
THE TAX SECRECY PROVISION.” Incorporates the substance of HB 74 (Modify Tax 
Secrecy Provision, intro. 2/9, comm. sub. adopted 7/7) into SB 155. Also makes 
additional technical changes. 


S 501. AVERY OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 3/17. House committee substitute specifies 

that tax rate for accommodations furnished in Avery County may not exceed 6% and 

amends title of bill accordingly. Allows business owner to retain from amount remitted to 

the county an amount equal to the discount the State allows the owner for collecting State 

sales and use taxes (was 3%). Avery county to use at least two-thirds (was 50%) of the 

net proceeds of the tax revenue to promote travel and tourism in Avery county and the i) 
remainder of the funds for tourism-related expenditures. 


S 897. CITY/COUNTY CONVEYANCE VOTE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/6; 
amended 5/10.. House committee substitute replaces original local bill with public bill 
entitled "AN ACT TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT CITY OR COUNTY 
PROPERTY CONVEYANCES TO A NONPROFIT ENTITY AT PRIVATE SALE 
RECEIVE A UNANIMOUS VOTE OF THE GOVERNING BOARD.” Repeals GS 
160A-279(c) and all local acts modifying it with effect as title indicates. Effective upon 
ratification. 


S 1157. ECONOMIC DEV. FINANCING BONDS. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 5/26; 
amended 5/27. House committee substitute engrosses House amendments of 5/27, and 
makes the following changes. 

Minimum wage requirement. Adds a requirement that tax increment financing 
scheme must include a requirement that the initial users of of a new manufacturing facility 
to be aided in this manner must pay its employees an average weekly manufacturing wage 
that is either above the average manufacturing wage paid in the county or not less than 
10% above the statewide average manufacturing wage. Prohibits a unit of local 
government from going forward with a proposed tax increment financing plan until the 
Sec’y of Commerce certifies that the minimum wage requirement has been met, or 
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exempts the plan from that requirement. Permits an exemption if the issuing unit’s 
governing board requests exemption and "an appropriate State official, selected by the 
Secretary” finds that unemployment in the county "is especially severe.” Requires a 
county, upon creation of a financing district, to take any lawful actions necessary to 
require the manufacturer to comply with the minimum wage requirement, but provides 
that failure to do so does not invalidate the district or impair the obligation of the bonds. 

Environmental review. Adds a requirement that before a plan may be implemented, 
the county must obtain from the Sec’y of Environment, Health & Natural Resources a 
finding that the new manufacturing facility will not have a "materially adverse effect on 
the environment,” employing the criteria specified in GS 159C-7, and that the company 
has operated other facilities in compliance with environmental requirements. 

Security of bonds. Revises proposed GS 159-110 to make a statutory pledge of 
moneys in the revenue increment fund (previous version authorized but did not expressly 
require issuing unit to pledge those revenues). 

Pay-back period. In the proposed amendment to GS 158-7.1, decreases from ten 
years to five years the time within the purchaser of property under that section must make 
improvements that will generate the tax revenue taken into account in determining the 
consideration for transfer of the property. 

Save harmless provision. Continues to make act effective on ratification, but adds 
provision that amendments to GS 158-7.1 concerning consideration of prospective tax 
revenues in property transfers do not affect appropriations or expenditures made by a 
county or city after the effective date of the act in furtherance of written agreements enter 
into before the effective date as part of an economic development project.

Senate amendments: (1) change definition of significantly subaverage 
intellectual functioning from intelligence quotient of 70 or below to 60 or below; and (2) 
to provide that the test be administered by a qualified test administrator.

service agreements and 58-1-30 regarding home appliance service agreements; and 
amends Sec. 5, Ch. 1014 of the 1991 Session Laws to provide that application of 
specified provisions apply to service agreements written to become effective on or after 
Jan. 1, 1995 (was, Jan. 1, 1993). 


S 605. ART IN STATE BUILDINGS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 6/21; amended 7/6. 
Senate amendment makes conforming change to title of bill, makes amendment to GS 
105-164.13 (relating to sales tax exemption for sales of works of art to state agencies) 
effective Sept. 1, 1993, and makes additional conforming change. 


S 658. COMPUTER SOFTWARE NOT TAXABLE. Intro. 3/31. House committee 
substitute rewrites the bill so that it now excludes from the property tax base computer 
software except: (1) embedded software that resides permanently in the internal memory 
of a computer system, (2) software that is purchased or licensed from a person who is 
unrelated to the taxpayer and that is capitalized on the books of the taxpayer. Adds 
computer software to list of classifications for which no exemption application is required. 
Provides that act is effective for taxes imposed in taxable years beginning on or after July 
1, 1994 (was, July 1, 1993). 
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S 836. FREE SPECIAL ID CARDS FOR HOMELESS. Intro. 4/13; comm. sub. 5/6, 
7/15. House committee substitute #2 provides that special identification cards issued 
under GS 20-37.7(d) expire on the same date that a drivers license issued to the person on 
the same date would expire. Repeals SL 1993, Ch. 368, sec. 3 (which made similar 
changes to GS 20-37.7(d) with respect to the expiration date of special identification 
cards). 


S 922. SURETY BONDSMAN EXAM/FEE. Intro. 4/20; amended 6/29. Senate 
amendment makes technical change. 


S 989. SAFE SCHOOLS PARTNERSHIP ACT. Intro. 4/27; amended 4/29; comm. 
sub. adopted 5/12. House committee substitute deletes the provisions of the Senate 
committee substitute bill, except for the provisions adding new GS 95-28.3 (relating to 
leave for parent involvement in schools). Adds provisions encouraging schools to include 
a comprehensive parent involvement programs as part of building-level plans under GS 
115C-238.3, requiring State Board of Educ. to develop a list of recommended strategies 
for effective parent involvement programs, encouraging schools to review the need for a 
comprehensive conflict resolution program as part of building-level plans under GS 
115C-283.3, and requiring local boards of educ. by Dec. 1, 1993 to reevaluate and 
update their policies related to school safety and to ensure they have clear policies relating 
to violent or assaultive behavior, possession of weapons, and criminal acts committed on 
school property or at school-sponsored functions. 


S 1013. WORKPLACE PREPAREDNESS ACT. Intro. 5/3; comm. sub. 6/14. Senate 
amendment deletes provision that funds appropriated for the Employment and Training 
Grant Program that are not expended by the end of the fiscal year will remain available to 
the Dep’t of Commerce, and specifies that nothing within act obligates the General 
Assembly to appropriate State funds in excess of those appropriated in the Current 
Operations Appropriations Act. 


S 1053. NCSU CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. Intro. 5/5; comm. sub. 7/7. Senate 
committee substitute #2 is identical to the House committee substitute for H 1003, 
digested July 19.

House amendments make technical changes and adds definition of median average wage. 


S 1185. WORKERS’ COMP/UNINSURED EMPLOYERS. Intro. 5/18. Senate 
committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) provides that the Uninsured 
Employers’ Fund will be administered by the Industrial Comm’n (was, by the Dep’t of 
Insurance); (2) effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993, imposes a

cases involving employers who have not complied with GS 97-93; (7) except in cases 
involving compensation under GS 97-38(3) and in cases in which employee had duty to 
secure payment of compensation under GS 97-93, authorizes payment from the Fund in 
cases in which the Industrial Comm’n determines that employee suffered compensable 
injury while employed by employer subject to compensation provisions of the workers’ 
compensation law, the employee is entitled to compensation under the workers’ 
compensation law, the employer failed to secure the payment of compensation pursuant to 
GS 97-93, and the employer is unable to pay the compensation to which the employee is 
entitled; (8) makes additional technical and conforming changes; and (9) provides that act 
is applicable with respect to injuries occurring on or after date of ratification and to claims 
in which injury occurred on or after Oct. 1, 1992 and for which hearing is held before 
Sept. 1, 1993 if claimant files claim or amends claim on or before Nov. 1, 1993 
requesting recovery from the Fund. é; 


S 1278. CORRECTION ENTERPRISES FINANCING. Intro. 7/5. Senate committee 
substitute amends title to read "TO AUTHORIZE THE FINANCING OF CAPITAL

Local Water/Sewer Funds. Notwithstanding provisions of Current Operations Appropriations Act, 
directs the Office of State Budget and Management to transfer $6.8 million from funds. allocated to the 
Reserve for Local Government Shared Tax Revenue for fiscal 1993-94, to the Clean Water Revolving Loan 
and Grant Fund to be used to match federal wastewater or water supply assistance funds for 1993-94 
deposited in Clean Water Pollution Control Revolving Fund. 

Directs Sec’y of Revenue to reduce amount transferred to municipalities on or before Dec. 15, 1993 
pursuant to GS 105-116(d) (franchise tax) $4,420,000, and to allocate this reduction among municipalities 
pro rata. 

Directs Sec’y of Revenue to reduce amount transferred to counties and municipalities for 1993-94 by 
$2,380,000, and to allocate this reduction among eligible units pro rata. 

Makes this special provision effective only if S 14 EDUCATION/CLEAN WATER/PARKS BONDS is 
not ratified in the 1993 session or the water and sewer bonds submitted by S 14 are not approved by the 
voters.

PART 10.1. OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 

Automobile manufacturing ees anil Provides that the $35 million in non-recurring funds 
appropriated to Restric eserve for Automobile Manufacturing Company Relocation may be expenses only 
for purposes directly related to recruitment, relocation, and retention in NC if facility for manufacture and 
assembly of automobiles by major auto manufacturer, and may not be spent until following conditions are 
satisfied: (1) Governor prepares and submits to Joint Legis. Cantina tt on Gov. Operations implementation 
plan detailing major activities and costs involved in the project, including plans for providing advance skills 
training in auto manufacturing technology to NC work force, and status af efforts and level of commitment 
by the manufacturer to construct new facility in NC, and (2) Governor has received a written, legally binding 
commitment from the manufacturer that the facility will be built and put in operation. In addition, requires 
Governor’s implementation plan to include anticipated number and type of jobs created, information on 


proposed advanced skills training, long-range recurring and non-recurring costs to the state associated with 
the venture and with advanced skills training over five-year period beginning 1994-95, and information on

Requires that $750,000 of funds appropriated from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Admin. for [993-94 be used for purchase of land, environmental study, and design of the N.C. 
Indian Cultural Center in Robeson County, and that up to $50,000 of these funds may be used by the N.C. 
Indian Cultural Center, Inc., for administrative and operating expenses. Amends section 22(a) of Ch. 900 of 
1991 SL to provide that the Indian Cultural Center may not be developed or constructed in a manner that 
will materially affect the operation of the Riverside Golf Course unless prior approval is granted by the 
General Assembly; deletes provision prohibiting lease between Dep’t of Admin. and Riverside Golf Course 
for term in excess of 12 months without prior approval of General Assembly. Amends section 18(a) of Ch. 
1074 of 1989 SL, as amended, to exclude Riverside Golf Course from provisions relating to 99 year lease of 
fone apts by State for the Indian Cultural Center. Makes technical change to section 1 of Ch. 88 of 


PART 12. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Local Historical Organizations Grants. Requires that funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural Resources 
for 1993-954 for local historical organizations be distributed as grants of up to $50,000 to nonprofit historical 
organizations or local governmental entities on a competitive basis in accordance with guidelines issued by 
the Sec’y of Dep’t of Enitural Resources, for purpose of encouraging protection, preservation, and 
interpretation of historic assets with local or regional significance. 

Local Cultural Organizations. Requires that $500,000 of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources for 993-04 be allocated for grants to local cultural organizations under the general 
support program of the N.C. Arts Council.

PART 13.1. SECRETARY OF STATE 

_ Business License Office/Master Application System. Amends GS 147-54.16 to require Business 
License Office to administer an aries Master application system for business licenses (except 
environmental licenses) to collect fees for licenses, accept license application forms, forwarding license 
applications to appropriate agencies, and notifying applicants regarding issuance of licenses. Establishes two 
phase implementation process for the master application system, requires that phase I be completed by July 
1, 1994, and requires that phase II be completed by Jan. 1, 1996.

UNC-Chapel Hill Educational Consortium. Requires that $150,000 of funds appropriated to Board of 
Governors of ONT for 1993-94 be allocated to establish a new cooperative educational consortium at 
UNC-CH to link elementary and secondary education, higher education, and leadership in the business 
sector to improve education practices and enhance economic development, focus research capabilities on 
educational issues and economic problems, and provide other initiatives leading to improvements in education 
and economic development. 

UNC Educational Consortia. Requires each constituent institution of UNC that has received an 
allocation of state funds for educational consortia to provide a report by May 15, 1994 to the Joint Legis. 
Educ. Oversight Committee on the allocation and use of these funds, the amount and sources of non-state 
funds contributed to these efforts, activities supported by these funds, and an assessment of the educational 
value added by these efforts. 

Swine Farm Odor Abatement Study. Requires that $85,000 of funds appropriated to Board of 
Governors of UNC for 1993-94 be ated to perform a technical study by the N.C. Agric. Research Service at 
NCSU on the cause, extent, and abatement of odors from swine farms and to compile information on the 
impact of swine farms on ground and surface water supplies. Requires the Service to file a final report and 
recommendations on or before convening of the 1995 General Assembly. Provides that $15,000 of funds 
appropriated to General Assembly in Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1993 for 1993-94 shall be 
used for the House Agric. Committee and the Senate Committee on Agric., Marine Resources, and Wildlife 
to hold meetings and tour swine farms for evaluating information on the issues of odors and wastewater 
supplies from swine farms. 

Freshmen Scholars Program. Requires that $1 million of the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of 
Governors be allocated in the 1993-94 fiscal year equally among Fayetteville State Univ., N.C. A & T State 
Univ., N.C. Central Univ., Pembroke State Univ., and Winston-Salem State Univ. for a pilot Freshmen 
Scholars Program to recruit new students who might not be able to attend college without this incentive. The 
funds are non-reverting and shall be placed in trust funds accounts. The funds are to be used to guarantee 
high school students tuition, fees, and books for their freshman year of college. Eligibility standards must 
include minimum grade point average, minimum admission standards, additional coursework required by the 
campus, and behavioral guidelines. Requires that the five campuses report to the General Assembly by Feb. 
1, 1995 on their guidelines for receiving these funds and on the progress of students in the pilot programs. 
Requires UNC Board of Governors to evaluate the success of these pilot programs and to report to the Joint 
Legis. Educ. Oversight Committee by May 15, 1996. 


PART 16. DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Certain SoBe State ee for Community Se Tuition Purposes, Continued. Repeals sunset 
provision for amendment to extending state residency status to refugees who lawfully enter the 
U.S. and who are living in N.C. for purposes of determining tuition and fees at community colleges. 

Books and Sele Appropriations/Changes in Bd eee ae Amends section 
113 0 to provide that unencumbered appropriations for library revert to the 
General Fund 12 months after the close of each fiscal year for which they were appropriated, and that 


equipment funds revert to the General Fund 48 months after the close of the fiscal year for which they were 
appropriated. Provides that equipment funds may not be spent for any other purpose. 


PART 17. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Small School Formula/Hold Harmless Provision. Notwithstanding section 138.1 of Ch. 321 of 1993

supplemental funding to the Ashe and Jackson County School Administrative Units in the same amount those 
amounts received for the 1992-93 fiscal year.

New Hanover County Schools Pay Dates Changed. Provides that, notwithstanding any other provision 
of law, month contract teachers an month teacher assistants of the New Hanover County 
Schools shall be paid on the 15th day of each month. Does not authorize changing rate of pay of any 
Saunas or prepayment of any employees. 


Payment of Career Development Bonuses. Allows payments in the career development pilot units to be 
made on a monthly basis. 


CPR Instruction Study. Requires State Board of Educ. to study issue of whether local boards of 
education are providing efiecient teaching at appropriate grade levels regarding cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
and the Heimlich maneuver as required by GS 115C-81(c), and to report results of study to Joint Legis. 
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Educ. Oversight Comm. prior to May 1, 1994. 2 

Differentiated Pay Funds/Reversion. Adds new GS 115C-238.4(al) providing that all 
state-differentiated pay funds are available for expenditure July 1 of each fiscal year, and that funds remain 
available for expenditure for bonuses and SUPP eens to implement local differentiated pay plans until Nov. 
30 of the subsequent fiscal year and for staff development to implement local differentiated pay plans until 
Aug. 31 of the subsequent fiscal year (or until Nov. 30 of the subsequent fiscal year if funds allocated for 
bonuses and supplements under a local differentiated pay plan are not spent for that purpose because of a 
failure to meet local goals). Applies to all fiscal years beginning with the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

Noncertified School Employee Study. Authorizes Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. to study 
methods by which local pore of education employ, train, evaluate, and dismiss noncertified employees, and 
to report its findings and recommendations to the 1994 Session of the General Assembly. we 

Teacher Training Task Force. Amends Ch. 971 of 1991 SL to expand the Teacher Training Task 
Force to 23 members eae 20 members). Reduces from eight to seven the number of task force members 
appointed jointly by the UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Educ. Provides that if the term of a 
member of the Joint Committee on Teacher Education of the UNC Board of Governors and the State Board 
of Educ. expires, that member may be reappointed to continue to serve on the Task Force, and to serve as 
co-chair of the Task Force. Adds four public school teachers as members of the Task Force. The four 
additional members are to be appointed by the co-chairs of the Task Force from a list compiled by the State 
Sup’t of Public Instruction. One teacher must be chosen from each of the following s of school systems: 
small, urban, rural, and low-wealth. At least one of the teachers must have graduated from a N.C. teacher 
training program since 1989. The teachers should represent gender, ethnic, and racial diversity. Requires 
that $10,000 of the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors for 1993-94 be used to complete the 
activities of the Teacher Training Task Force. 

Public School Library Technology Funds. Requires that funds appropriated to Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units for public schacl fey technology be allocated to local school administrative units by 
the State Board of Educ. on the basis of average daily membership and be used only to enhance the 
availability of technology in public school libraries. . 

North Carolina Future Farmers of America Center Funds. Requires that $300,000 of the funds 
appropriated to the Office of State Budget and Management for 1993-94 be allocated to the N.C. Future 
Farmers of America Foundation, Inc. for development, repairs, and renovations to the N.C. Future 
Farmers of America Center, to be matched by local funds on a dollar for dollar basis. 

ees in Reorganizing Department of Public Instruction Positions. To the extent not prohibited by 
federal Iaw or the conditions o eral grants, authorizes the Director of the Budget, upon request of the 
Sup’t of Public Instruction and with the approval of the State Board of Educ., to transfer federal funds from 
the Dep’t of Public Instruction to Aid to Local School Administrative Units and to offset that transfer by 
transferring General Fund appropriations from Aid to Local School Administrative Units to the Dep’t of 
Public Instruction. 

Advanced Placement Pilot Program/Matching Requirement. Requires that funds appropriated to Dep’t 
of Public Instruction for the ieee placement pilot program be allocated by the Sup’t of Public Instruction 
and matched on basis of one non-state dollar for every state dollar. 

Payroll Deduction Clarification Continued. Amends GS 143-3.3(g) to allow payroll deduction for 
payments of certain employees” associations to be made each payroll period upon the employee’s written 
authorization, and to provide that the authorization shall remain in effect until revoked by the employee. 


Provides that an authorization under section 80 of Ch. 900 of 1991 SL is considered to have been made 
under GS 143-3.3(g), as amended. 


PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

DOT to Develop Criteria for Payment of Nonbetterment Costs. Requires Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT) to study and implement a program for the payment of nonbetterment costs for the relocation of water 
and sewer lines within existing State highway rights-of-way required by GS 136-27.1, and to develop criteria 
for State participation in the relocation of water and sewer lines owned by counties and water and sewer 
districts based on (1) their ability to pay, (2) the per capita income of the populations served, and (3) the 
supporting tax base. DOT is to report on the criteria developed to the Joint Legislative Highway Oversight 
Committee and the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office by Oct. 1, 1993. 

Small Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund Project Bidding. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT), for Highway Fund or Serre Trust Fund projects of 5300-000 or less, to award contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder after soliciting at least 3 informal bids in writing from Small Business Enterprises 
(SBE’s), notwithstanding the provisions of GS 136-28.4(b). DOT may identify projects likely to attract 
increased participation by SBE’s, and restrict the solicitation and award to those bidders. Board of 
Transportation may delegate full authority to award contracts, adopt necessary rules, and administer the 


provisions of this section to Sec’y of Transportation (Sec’y). Letting of contracts under this section is not 
subject to any of GS 136-28.1’s provisions relating to the letting of contracts, and DOT may waive the 
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bonding requirements of GS Ch. 44A and the licensing requirements of GS Ch. 87 for such contracts. 
Sec’y is to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee on implementation of 
section. 

Management Assessment and Compliance Positions Recreated. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT), from funds available to DOT from funding codes 84210, 84220, and 84260, to recreate three 
positions in Management Assessment and Compliance that were eliminated in SL 1983, Ch. 321. 

Reserve for Promotion and Development of International Air Service. Requires that $5 million of the 
funds appropriated to the Reserve for Promotion and Development of International Air Service be used to 
acquire, promote, and develop international air routes and service. 

Global TransPark Zone Infrastructure Funds. Requires that funds appropriated from General Fund to 
Global TransPark Development Zone be used for economic development projects and infrastructure 
construction projects as provided in art. 4 of GS Ch. 158. These funds must be credited to the 
interest-bearing account created by GS 158-42 and shall be subject to the restrictions on funds in that 
account provided in GS 158-42. Funds in the account are an asset of the Zone and shail not revert to the 
General Fund unless the Zone terminates. 


PART 19. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

Credit for Safekeeper Medical Expense Payments. Amends section 2 of Ch. 983 of 1991 SL to 
provide that counties that reimbursed the Dep't oT Correction for extraordinary medical expenses of 
safekeepers prior to the effective date of that act shall be given credit for that payment by applying it against 
extraordinary medical expenses of safekeepers incurred on and after July 1, 1993. 

Repair and Renovation Funds. Amends section 170 of Ch. 321 of 1993 SL to allow Dep’t of 
Correction to use up to $5 million from the Repair and Renovation Reserve in the Office of State Budget and 
Management for repair and renovation of its facilities. 

Clarify Policy EY Correction Enterprises. Requires Dep’t of Admin., in consultation with the 
Dep’t of Correction, the N.C. Citizens for Business and Industry, the N.C. Ass’n of County Comm’rs, the 
N.C. School Boards Ass’n, and the N.C. League of Municipalities to develop policy concerning the 


manufacture of goods and the provision of services by Correction Enterprises, to distribute the policy to all 
a agencies and departments, and to submit the policy for approval by the General Assembly by March 15, 


Renovation of Polk Youth Institution. Requires that, when the replacement facility for Polk Youth 
Institution has been completed and the inmates have been relocated, the existing Polk Youth Institution be 
renovated for use as a minimum custody facility. 


PART 20. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

community Penalties Programs. Amends section 189 of Ch. 321 of 1993 SL to allow funds for 
community penalties programs to be allocated to existing state-operated community penalties programs. 

Indigent Attorney Contracts. Amends GS 7A-344(4) to authorize contracts with a particular attorney or 
attorneys to provide specialized representation on a full-time or part-time basis in juvenile cases and in civil 
cases in which a party is entitled to counsel. Authorizes a pilot program in up to six judicial districts 
selected by the Director of the Admin. Office of the Courts (with the approval of the senior resident superior 
court judge and the chief district court judge of each district) to engage the services of a particular attorney 
or attorneys to provide specialized representation to indigent persons on a full-time or part-time basis. 
Provides that the pilot programs terminate on June 30, 1994. Requires Admin. Office of the Courts to 
provide written evaluation of the pilot program to the N.C. Courts Comm’n by Oct. 1, 1994. 

Juvenile Justice Program. Requires that $30,000 of the funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t for 
1993-54 shall be used by the Cumberland County Dispute Resolution Center for the development and 
implementation of a Teen Court program, Teen Court model programs, alternative sentencing programs in 
juvenile court, school-based mediation programs, and curriculum supplements for teaching conflict 
resolution. Requires that funds be matched with non-state funds on dollar for dollar basis. Requires Admin. 
Office of the Courts to evaluate effectiveness of the programs and report its findings and recommendations by 
March 15, 1995 to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and to the chairs of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 


PART 21. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

Centralized utilization of legal publications. Directs Attorney General and Director of Budget to study 
most efficient use of Tegal publications by state agencies, departments, and institutions and feasibility of 
providing centralized access to such publications. Requires Attorney General and Director of Budget to 
submit report to General Assembly by March 31, 1994, by submitting copy of report to Speaker, President 
Pro Tem., and Fiscal Research Division. 

Law Enforcement Hall of Honors. Provides that $45,000 of the funds appropriated to the NC Law 
Enforcement Hall of Honor Foundation shall be used for fiscal 1993-94 for the support of activities relative 
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to the promotion, planning, construction, administration, and maintenance of the Hall of Honor. 

Banking Commission Legal Counsel Technical Correction. Amends GS 53-96 as rewritten by sec. 
206(b) of the Current Operations Appropriations Act to Clar1 at the Commissioner of Banks shall 
reimburse the Dep’t of Justice for cost of attorney assigned from Attorney General’s office to work with the 
Commissioner of Banks. 


PART 22. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES. ‘ 

Medicaid planning funds. Authorizes use of up to $200,000 in funds appropriated from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources for 1993-94 fiscal year for purpose of planning and designing eligibility system 
to provide Medicaid coverage to all SSI recipients, elderly, and disabled persons with incomes below 75% of 
federal poverty guidelines, and additional children. Provides that section does not obligate state to provide 
Medicaid coverage to such persons without further state appropriations. 

Children’s Grants Funds. Of funds appropriated to DHR, $200,000 for fiscal 1993-94 to be allocated 
to county programs that specifically provide services to children at risk and for capital needs relating to child 
day care services. Programs must include juvenile delinquency prevention programs designed to prevent 
youth suicide. Grants to individual county programs not to exceed $50,000. 

Commitment of Foreign National/Consular Notice. Makes technical change to GS 122C-344. 

Juvenile Secure mice Study. Directs Div’n of Youth Services, DHR, in cooperation with the 
Administrative Office of the oars the Juvenile Law Study Commission, and the Juvenile Code Revision 
eee to study the issue of secure custody facilities. Div’n to report results to General Assembly by 

ay l, ; 

Certain ICF/MR Facilities Certificate of Need Bed Limitation Exemption Extended. Provides that 
existing facilities that were granted a Certificate of Need to develop no more than 30 beds and that have 
applied for a Certificate to expand to 32 beds prior to July 1, 1993, are exempt form the 30-bed limitation 
and shall be allowed Certificate for 32 beds. 


Commission for Blind Changes. Identical to H 635 intro. 3/29, except effective date is August 1, 1993 
(was upon ratification). 

Area Authority Plan. Encourages Area Mental Health Authorities to develop service implementation 
plans in accordance wi 


e long-range plans of the Mental Health Study Comm’n. Plans may be used as 
basis for future budget requests submitted by the Div’n. Plans to be prepared for review by November 1, 
1993, February 1, 1994, and May 1, 1994. 

Consent Sua Sek Class Agreement/Thomas S. Provides that State may enter into the Focus 
Class/Evaluation Alternative Test Agreement in the case of Thomas S. v. Flaherty, 699 F. Supp. 1178 
(W.D.N.C. 1988) notwithstanding GS 114-2.1. 

Carolina Access Change Repealed. Repeals sec. 238 of the Current Operations Appropriations Act. 


PART 23. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

Reallocation of 1988 Funds for Rocky Mount’s Farmer’s Market for Rocky Mount Business 
Development. ows the Roc ount Business Development Authority to Ioan the city ,000 of its 

appropriation to establish a Farmers’ Market. The no-interest loan is to be repaid by the city over next 
seven years. Business Development Authority to grant all interest accrued to date on that $700,000 to the 
Rocky Mount/Edgecombe Community Development Corporation. Directs city to organize the Rocky Mount 
ae Development Authority to construct a vegetable and fruit processing facility prior to January 1, 

Warehouse Act funds. Amends current GS 106-435 (concerning investment of certain tax receipts to 
support warehouse system for cotton) to provide that interest from investments may be used for appropriation 
for capital projects and nonrecurring expenditures as provided in the bill making the appropriation. 
Appropriates $400,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from interest on the Warehouse Act Fund to the Dep’t of 
Agriculture for non-recurring cotton promotion projects. 

Reallocate Funds Appropriated for Agriculture Facilities. Allocates $90,000 of the funds appropriated

Administrative Expenses. en : ) ession Laws as title indicates. 

PART 24. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

Rural Tourism Development Funds. Allocates $200,000 of the funds appropriated for fiscal 1993-94 
from the General Fund to ihe Dep’t of Commerce to be used by the Rural Tourism Development Grant 
Program. Dep’t of Commerce to establish and implement the Program to provide grants to local 
governments and organizations. No recipient to receive more than $50,000 for fiscal 1993-94. 


Biotechnology Funds for Minority Universities. Allocates $1,000,000 of the funds appropriated from 
the General cand to NC Biotechnology Center for fiscal 1993-94 to be used by Center to develop a special 
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biotechnology program initiative for North Carolina’s Public Historically Black Universities and Pembroke 
State University. Center to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1994 on the development of the 
initiative. Center to assure funds are distributed equally among eligible universities. 

Promote Tourism Throughout the State. Amends § 307 of the Current Operations Appropriations Act 
(SL 1993, ch. 321) to provide that Dep’t of Commerce shall review its tourism advertising program 
specifically as it addresses the state’s minority communities, and requires that in expending tourism 
promotion funds the Dep’t shall ensure that minority-owned businesses are considered. Requires Dep’t to 
report quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations on use of these funds. 

MCNC Capital equipment. Allocates the $4.5 million appropriated for 1993-94 to the Microelectronics 
Center of NC as follows: $900,000 for Telecommunications Program for video and data network equipment; 
$1 million for design and test equipment for chip fabrication and packaging equipment; $600,000 to 
additional supercomputer work stations and peripherals; $2 million to conduct joint research and development 

rojects with MCI Communications Corp. and with NCSU and Duke Univ. Provides that release of funds 
or the latter purpose is contingent on MCI Communications Corp. locating its billing center in NC by June 
30, 1994; otherwise those funds revert. Directs MCNC to report quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. 
pperanons on use and benefits of funds appropriated under this provision, and status of MCI billing center 
relocation. 

Study expansion of economic development commissions. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to (1) survey 
existing Sane economic development comm’ns and determine need for more; (2) develop plan to create 
any additional comm’ns that may be needed, establish a statewide economic development comm’n to address 
minority needs, and establish linkages between this statewide comm’n and local comm’ns; and (3) establish a 
formula for funding regional comm’ns based on distress factors established in GS 143B-437A(b). 

Study of economic incentives to lure ae Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on Economic 
Incentives to Lure Industry, consisting 0 members: five House members appointed by Speaker, and five 
Senators appointed by President pro tem. Directs Comm’n to study use of economic incentives to lure 
industry to NC, including experience of NC and other states in this regard, long- and short-term impacts of 
such incentives, costs and benefits, whether industries move from state to state solely to receive the — 
incentives, what rules would be appropriate to provide adequate state control over incentives program, 
complications inherent in program requiring public business to be carried on in private, amount of state 
resources to be dedicated to program, impact that erosion of tax base may have on state’s fiscal condition, 
ways to attract industry equitably throughout the state, ways to attract high-wage industries, and extent to 
which program may require future recurring appropriations.

and (6) $650,000 to Rural Economic Development Center to Microenterprise Loan Program. Requires 
quarterly reports to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations on uses of these appropriations. 

Allocates $1 million appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce to Center for Community Self Help for same 
purposes and with same restrictions, except dollar-for-dollar match required as provided in § 308 of Current 
Operations Appropriations Act. Requires Dep’t to disburse funds within 15 working days of request from the 
Center. Requires Office of State Budget to ensure that funds allocated under this provision are disbursed 
within 15 days of request from any of the agencies identified above.

Agriculture cost share program funds. Allocates $40,000 appropriated for 1993-94 to DEHNR for 
Agriculture Cost Share Program, Nonpoint Source Pollution Control, to install best management practices to 
protest vater ua in subbasin of Cape Fear and Atlantic drainage east of Cypress Creek and north of 

en Creek. 


_ Technical assistance grants. Authorizes DEHNR to use appropriated funds to provide technical 
assistance grants of STO0-000 each to Richmond, Chatham, and Wake for site designation review committees. 


Water resources development projects. Allocates $2.1 million appropriated to DEHNR for water 
resources development projects and STS million appropriated for small watershed projects to the following 
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projects: (1) $2 million to reserve for planning, construction, operations and maintenance, and feasibility 
studies; (2) $100,000 for hydrilla eradication at Lake Gaston; (3) $180,000 for Limestone Creek (Duplin 
County); (4) $250,000 for Deep Creek (Yadkin County); (5) $400,000 for Town Fork (Stokes County); and 
(6) $350,000 for Meadow Branch (Robeson County). Requires DEHNR, beginning October 1, 1993, to 
report quarterly on use of funds to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Fiscal Research 
Division, and Office of State Budget and Management. 

Boards of health funds. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $100,000 of 1993-94 funds for grant to 
Ass’n of NC Boards of Health; specifies source of funds to be funds appropriated by SL 1991, Ch. 900, § 3 
for purposes specified in § 168(e) of that chapter. 

Immunization program funding. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $1 million of funds appropriated in 
Current Operations RpCRICRaRONE Ret for childhood immunization projects for projects and activities that are 
also designed to increase immunization rates, including (1) outreach efforts to improve service delivery of 
vaccines; and (2) continued development of automated immunization registry. Prohibits use of funds under 
this provision to establish new positions. Prohibits expending funds under this provision until Dep’t prepares 
and submits for review by Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations the eight-year plan for statewide 
immunization program required by § 287 of Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Expand/extend beaver control program. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 1044 to extend beaver control program 
to Pender and Robeson, and to extend expiration date of that chapter to Dec. 1, 1994.

Fire tower transfer. Requires Div’n of Forest Resources to transfer in fee simple by gift the East 
Robeson fire tower and approximately .91827 acres of land on which it sits to East Howellsville Volunteer 
Fire Dep’t, Inc. 

Transfer Museum of Natural Sciences. Transfers Museum of Natural Sciences from Dep’t of 
gna to Dep’t of Environment, Health & Natural Resources as Type I transfer, effective Aug. 1, 


PART 26. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

Reserve for advance planning. Requires OSBM to report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations 
at least 45 days in advance of s rain any money from Reserve for Advance Planning, and also results of 
any project for which Reserve funds are used.

Adds 
to duties of guardian ad litem the duty to offer evidence and examine witnesses at 
adjudication and deletes language giving guardian ad litem the duty to move for 
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amendment of the petition. Provides that both the guardian ad litem and attorney 
advocate have standing to represent the juvenile in all actions under Subchapter XI of Ch. 
7A where they have been appointed. Deletes language amending GS 7A-586 that would 
give the guardian ad litem, in situations where the dep’t of social services petitions for 
and receives custody of a juvenile placed in voluntary foster care pursuant to GS 7A-661, 
the right to request and receive from the dep’t the juvenile’s preadoption placement 
information prior to any adoption proceedings in order that the guardian ad litem may 
represent the best interests of the juvenile. Amends GS 7A-659(f) to require the dep’t of 
social services, when requested, to provide the guardian ad litem with information about 
the selection process for adoptive parents within five days of the request. Amends GS 
7A-661 to provide that a child placed in voluntary foster care shall not remain in 
placement more than 12 months without the filing of a petition alleging abuse, neglect, or 
dependency. Deletes language authorizing the court, upon review of voluntary foster 
placement, to order a juvenile removed from foster care and returned to the juvenile’s 
home if the dep’t of social services does not respond to a court order directing that the 
dep’t petition the court for legal custody. Amends GS 7A-660(b) to provide that, in cases 
where an adoption is dismissed or withdrawn and the child returns to foster care with a 
dep’t of social services or a private child-placing agency, the dep’t or agency must notify 
the clerk within 30 days (was, six months) from the date the child returns. Changes 
effective date from October 1, 1993 to January 1, 1994. 


H 296. PINHEHURST IS GOLF CAPITAL. Intro. 2/15; comm. sub. 4/16. Senate 
amendment makes technical change. 


H 297. MARINE FISHERIES LICENSE TO SELL. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 4/14; 
amended 7/13. Senate amendment deletes requirement that vessel license and an 
endorsement to sell fish contain the applicant’s social security number and makes other 
correcting amendments. Provides that effective date for sec. 3 of the act dealing with 
endorsements to sell fish is Dec. 1, 1993, and applies to violations committed on or after 


that date. Fees for endorsements to sell apply to endorsements issued on or after 
ratification. 


H 364. JUV. LAW/CHILD PROTECTION. Intro. 2/25; House comm. sub. adopted 
5/6. Senate committee substitute (1) amends GS 7A-517(1)(a) (regarding physical abuse 
of children) to require infliction of, or creation of a substantial risk of, a serious physical 
injury by other than accidental means; (2) amends GS 7A-517(1)(d) (regarding emotional 
abuse of children) to delete requirement relating to parent’s or caretaker’s refusal to 
permit, provide for, or participate in treatment of child; (3) amends GS 7A-517(5) to” 
provide that a “caretaker” includes, in addition to other specified persons, an adult 
member of the juvenile’s household or an adult relative entrusted with the juvenile’s care; 
(4) provides that definition of "caretaker” includes any person who has the responsibility 
for the care of a juvenile in a day care home or ina day care facility under GS Ch. 110; 
(5) provides that definition of caretaker” under GS 7A-517(5) shall not be construed to 
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impose a legal duty to support a child under GS Ch. 50 or GS Ch. 110; (6) amends GS 
7A-517(13) (defining "dependent juvenile”) to apply when the child’s parent, guardian, or 
custodian is unable to provide for the child’s care or supervision, due to physical or 
mental incapacity and the absence of an appropriate alternative arrangement; (7) deletes 
requirement that a licensed health care profession make a written report of suspected child 
abuse, neglect, dependency, or maltreatment resulting in death if the initial report by the 

- professional is made orally; (8) requires that county social services director give notice to 
persons making reports of child abuse, neglect, or dependency within five working days of 
receipt of the report and within five working days of the completion of a protective 
services investigation based on the report; (9) limits prosecutor’s review of action by 
county department of social services in child protective services investigation to cases 
involving director’s decision not to file petition with juvenile court; (10) requires county 
social services director to make a report to the district attorney and appropriate law 
enforcement agency within 48 hours (was, 24 hours) of receiving information regarding 
criminal physical abuse of child by a person other than the child’s caretaker, and requires 
local law enforcement agency to initiate a criminal investigation within 48 hours (was, 24 
hours) of receiving the director’s report; and (11) amends GS 7A-551 to provide that no 
privilege shall be grounds for any person’s failing to report child abuse, neglect, or 
dependency, except when information regarding actual or suspected abuse, neglect, or 
dependency is gained by an attorney from the attorney’s client during representation in 
the abuse, neglect, or dependency case. 


H 445. STATEWIDE VOTER REGISTRATION. Intro. 3/17. House committee 
substitute makes the following changes in the bill as introduced: (1) deletes proposed 
Voter Registration Council; (2) deletes provisions concerning voter awareness and 
outreach programs; (3) replaces all references to Sec’y of State with references to State 
Board of Elections; (4) revises section on access to statewide voter registration file to 
provide that State Board of Elections shall sell magnetic copies of the file, on request, to 
any public or private organization and may sell selective lists of voters by county, 
congressional or legislative district, party affiliation, sex, race, date of registration or 
other category; requires State Board to recoup full cost of furnishing any such lists; and 
(5) adds $100,000 appropriation from General Fund to State Board of Elections for 
1993-94 for writing software requirements specifications for the system. Directs State 
Board to use outside consultant, procured through Div’n of Purchase and Contract, to 
write software specifications. Requires request for bids on software specification contract 
to include statement that successful bidder will not be considered for award on subsequent 
hardware, software, software support, or related procurements based on the specifications, 
but permits this statement to be omitted with Governor’s approval. Any action to delete 
the statement must be reported to Director of Fiscal Research Div’n and Joint Legis. 
‘Comm ’n on Gov. Operations. 
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H 538. NON-IV-D INCOME WITHHOLDING. Intro. 3/25; House comm. sub. 
adopted 5/4. Senate committee substitute (1) limits provision regarding immediate 
income withholding in non-IV-D cases to civil or criminal child support orders initially 
entered in non-IV-D cases on or after Jan. 1, 1994 (was, entered or modified beginning 
Jan. 1, 1994); (2) limits provisions of GS 110-136.3(a) regarding required contents of 
support orders to IV-D child support orders and non-IV-D child support orders that 
contain an income withholding requirement (was, all child support orders entered or 
modified beginning Oct. 1, 1989); (3) adds new GS 110-136.3(a)(4)(i) providing that in 
IV-D cases and in non-IV-D cases that contain an income withholding requirement the 
custodial party must keep the obligor informed of the custodial party’s disposable income 
and the amount and effective date of any substantial change in the custodial party’s 
disposable income; (4) adds provision defining "good cause” for purposes of exception to 
requirement for immediate income withholding in non-IV-D support orders initially 
entered after Jan. 1, 1994; (5) deletes provision stating that immediate income 
withholding in non-IV-D cases would not apply if information is unavailable regarding an 
obligor’s disposable income or if the obligor is unemployed; (6) deletes proposed 
amendment to GS 110-136.5 relating to service of notice to withhold on subsequent 
payors if the obligor changes employment; (7) deletes proposed amendment to GS 
110-136.5 requiring obligor to notify the initiating party if the obligor is subject to 
multiple conflicting income withholding orders; and (8) makes additional technical and 
conforming changes. 


H 541. CPA AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute amends GS 
93-2 to provide that persons who are resident aliens or citizens of foreign jurisdictions that 
extent reciprocal privileges to citizens of N.C. may be licensed as certified public 
accountants; deletes provisions relating to CPA’s who hold certificates under Ch. 157 of 
Public Laws of 1913; and makes additional technical and conforming changes. 


H 544. OMNIBUS TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee 
substitute makes further technical changes to the General Statutes and changes title to 
"AN ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE GENERAL STATUTES 
AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION, AND TO 
MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS TO OTHER GENERAL STATUTES AND 
SESSION LAWS.” 


H 698. FELONY LARCENY AMT./FLEA MARKETS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee 
substitute deletes provision in original bill amending fines for worthless checks. Amends 
GS 105-53 to make it a 30-day misdemeanor, subject to a fine up to $200, for a peddiler, 
an itinerant merchant, or a specialty market vendor to fail to produce evidence of the 
source of the merchandise offered for sale when requested to do so by a law enforcement 
agent, and amends title accordingly. Also a violation to produce false information in 


e 
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response to a request for evidence of the source. Evidence of source may be a sales 
receipt or other similar document, and if peddler cannot produce evidence upon request, 
law enforcement agent may seize the merchandise until its source is established. 


H 740. NURSING HOME PENALTY COMM. CHANGE. Intro. 4/5; comm. sub. 
6/14. Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO DESIGNATE A . 
RELATIVE OF A NURSING HOME PATIENT AND A RELATIVE OF A REST HOME 
PATIENT AS PUBLIC MEMBERS OF THE NURSING HOME PENALTY REVIEW 
BOARD,” and returns number of members of the Review Committee to nine (was, 
changed to eleven in original bill). Specifies that Committee shall have two public 
members (was, three), one of whom shall be a relative of a rest home patient and one 
who is a relative of a nursing home patient. Deletes provision that members appointed to 
fill new positions serve until Aug. 3, 1995. 


H 747. VETERINARY PRACTICE ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/6; comm. subs. 5/5, 
5/12, 7/15; amended 7/20. Conference report amends Senate committee substitute by 
returning number of members on Veterinary Medical Board to seven (was eight). Five of 
the members must be appointed by the Governor, with four (was three) of those five 
being legal residents who have been licensed to practice veterinary medicine in NC for at 
least five years. The Lt. Governor (was Lt. Governor and the Speaker of the House) to 


appoint one member who also must be a resident of the State and licensed to practice 


veterinary medicine in this State for at least five years. Also clarifies that act does not 
affect term of any member serving on effective date of act. 


H 765. ESCHEATS/RETENTION OF MOLDS. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. 4/20. Senate 
committee substitute revises portion of original bill concerning escheats and adds 
provisions concerning retention of molds. 

Escheats. Adds amendment to GS 116B-11 to incorporate into the definition of 
unclaimed or abandoned intangible personal property subject to the custody and control of 
the State intangible personal property issued by NC or a political subdivision of NC or a 
business ass’n, financial institution, or other entity incorporated, organized, or located in 
NC. Replaces original bill’s amendment to GS 116B-12 with amendments (1) providing 
that certificates of deposit are presume abandoned if the issuing financial institution is 
unable to locate the owner and, within the ten-year period beginning on initial maturity 
date, the owner takes none of several actions defined in existing law indicating an 
ownership claim; and (2) making it clear that after the escheat date inactive deposits or 
accounts are not subject to service charges and do not accrue interest or dividends. Adds 
new GS 116B-22 to provide that securities (principal, interest, and dividends) are 
presumed abandoned if, after the maturity date, the owner has not claimed the property 
or corresponded in writing with the holder within the shorter of (a) five years, or (b) the 
time period set by another state for taking custody of the security under that state’s 
escheat laws. Provides that interest and dividends on abandoned securities continue to 
accrue during the above period, and that charges authorized by statute or contract may be 
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deducted during that period. Retains other provisions of original bill, including Dec. 1, 
1993, effective date. 

Retention of molds. Adds new GS 66-67.3 conceming disposal of dies, molds, é 
forms, and patters. Provides that a customer (as defined) retains all ownership rights in a 
die, mold, form, or pattern used by molder on customer’s behalf unless. otherwise agreed. 
If customer does not claim mold within three years after last use, molder may choose to 
obtain ownership by operation of law unless otherwise agreed. Establishes procedure for 
assertion of ownership rights by molder. Upon obtaining ownership rights, molder may 
destroy or otherwise dispose of the mold, but may not use the mold for any other 
purpose. Provides that the new section does not affect customer’s rights under federal 
patent or copyright laws or state or federal laws pertaining to unfair competition. This 
portion of the bill is effective on ratification, and applies to molds, etc., made or used 
before, on, or after effective date. 


H 1003. NCSU CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 7/19; 
amended 7/20. Senate amendment specifies that the Authority’s charter include the name 
of the authority and the number of members. Amends membership provision to provide 
that the initial number of Authority members shall be based upon the initial financial 
contribution of each member unit to the Authority and that the amount of initial 
contribution be stated in the adopted resolutions creating the Authority. Members 
appointed by the Board of Governors of the University of North Carolina shall be from 
nominees submitted by the North Carolina State University Board of Trustees. Members 
shall be citizens of NC and should represent the geographic areas of the State. 


H 1359. HISTORIC PRESERVATION TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/12; comm. sub. 7/14. 
Senate amendment clarifies that credit applies to tax payers who make qualifying 
rehabilitative expenditures (was, one who claims a federal income tax credit for such 
expenditures). 


H 1467. TAX LAW CHANGES/STATE INVESTMENTS. Intro. 5/17; comm. sub. 
5/27, 7/21; Senate amendment specifies that the semiannual report of the State Treasurer 
to the Joint Leg. Comm’n on Governmental Operations required by the act specify the 
book value of the investments, the number of partnerships in which investments are made, 
the nurhber of investments made by each partnership, the number of investors in each 
partnership, the stage of investments made by each partnership, and the year to date and 
meee to date annualized cash and total returns on the investments made pursuant to 

e act. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 220. WRECKER SERVICE SYSTEM. Intro. 2/18; comm. sub. 5/4. House 
committee substitute adds amendments to GS 20-219.2 regarding the removal of 
unauthorized vehicles from private parking lots and amends title to bill accordingly. 
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Amendments applicable only to counties of Craven, Dare, Forsyth, Gaston, Guilford, 
New Hanover, Orange, Robeson, Wake, and Wilson, and the cities of Durham, 
Jacksonville, Charlotte, and Fayetteville. Allows owner of a privately owned parking 
space to request in writing that a vehicle parked in the space be removed to a place of 
storage if all conditions set forth in act are met. Such conditions include that the space be 
well marked with signs that contain the name, address and telephone number of the place 
of storage and of the person authorizing the towing. Specifies that if owner of vehicle 
objects to its removal before it is towed, the vehicle must be released to the vehicle owner 
at no cost. Also provides that if vehicle is towed, owner can pay for towing charges with 
a personal check or credit card. Provides that person who tows a vehicle in violation of 
the provisions of the act must release the vehicle to the owner and pay the vehicle owner 
an amount equal to the removal and storage costs or actual damages, whichever is greater. 
Raises maximum fine for violating act to $100 (was $10) and makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person who tows vehicles under this section to kick back, rebate, or in any way pay 
the owner of the property from which the vehicles are removed any Boron of the charges 
collected from the vehicle owners. 


S 544. MHDDSAS EARLY INTERVENTION. Intro. 3/24; amended 4/1; comm. subs. 
6/16 and 7/16. House amendment makes a technical correction. 


S 785. SHERIFF’S COMM’N DISTRICTS. Intro. 4/8; amended 4/20; comm. sub. 
5/24; amended 5/25. House committee substitute provides that Speaker of the House will 
appoint two members (was, one member) to the Sheriffs’ Education and Training 
Standards Comm’n and increases membership of the Comm’n to 19 members. 


S 883. TEACHING STANDARDS BD. CREATED. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/11, 
7/21. Senate amendment deletes provisions authorizing the Board to employ an executive 
director and clerical staff and to propose and administer a budget. Directs the Board to 
“recommend” operational policy (was, determine”). Directs the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction to provide staff to the Board and pay the Board’s per diem and travel expenses 
from funds appropriated to the Dep’t for 1993-94. 


S 907. REVISE COMMUNITY WATER FEES. Intro. 4/19. Original bill repealed GS 
130A-328. Senate committee substitute retitles bill to "AN ACT TO RESTRUCTURE 
THE FEE SCHEDULE FOR COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS,” and amends GS 
130A-328 to raise fees imposed for issuance or renewal of a permit to operate a 
community water system as follows: (1) system serving 100 or fewer persons, fee raised 
from $15 to $150; (2) system serving 100 but no more than 500, fee raised from $150 to 
$175. Makes further technical changes. 
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S 1045. PHOTOVOLTAIC EQUIP. TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/5; comm. sub. 6/23. 
Senate amendment reduces tax credit offered for the construction of photovoltaic 
equipment production facility to 25% of the installation and equipment costs of 
construction (was, 50%). 


S 1074. DRIVERS LICENSE COMPACT. Intro. 5/6. House committee substitute 
deletes definitions section of new Art. 1C, GS Ch. 20. Provides that member states of the 
compact shall report to each other certain driving offenses, and that each member state 
shall treat a report of a conviction received from another member state as follows: (1) 
reports of convictions enumerated in bill shall be given the same effect as if the conviction 
had occurred in the state receiving the report; and (2) for reports of other convictions each 
state shall give the effect to the report that is required by the laws of that state. New Art. 
1C is effective upon ratification. Amends GS Ch. 20 to allow the Div’n of Motor 
Vehicles require an applicant for a driver’s license to present at least two forms of 
identification; makes this requirement mandatory effective January 1, 1995. Makes the 
following amendments to Ch. 20, effective January 1, 1995: (1) deletes nonresident 
military personnel exemption to provision in GS 20-9(h) requiring the surrender of drivers 
license issued by another state when applying for NC license; (2) disqualifies a person 
from driving a commercial motor vehicle when that person’s regular or commercial license 
is revoked; (3) allows for electronic transmittal of driving offense information from clerk 
of court to Div’n; (4) repeals GS 20-62 and GS 20-7(b); (5) amends GS 20-115 to change 
from 22 to 30 the number of inches that a rear underride guard on semitrailers must be 
from the surface. Effective December 1, 1993, amends GS 20-34.1 to make it a Class J 
felony for employees and agents of the Div’n to (1) accept anything of value other than 
the required fee for the issuance of a driver’s license or special identification card; (2) 
knowing it is false, accept false proof of identification; or (3) knowing it is false, enter 
false information concerning a drivers license or special identification card in the records 
of the Div’n. Violations by employees result in dismissal from employment and a bar to 
public office or public employment for five years; violation by an employee of an agent of 
the Div’n results in cancellation of the contract unless agent dismisses employee. Amends 
GS 136-55.1 and GS 136-63, effective upon ratification, to allow a municipality to keep 
open and assume responsibility for maintenance of a road within one mile of its corporate 
limits once road is abandoned from the State highway system. Makes other technical 
changes to GS Ch. 20. 


S 1249. BD. OF ELECTROLYSIS CHANGES. Intro. 6/22; comm. sub. 7/15. Senate. 
committee substitute changes date after which it is unlawful to practice electrolysis from 
July 1, 1995 to January 31, 1994. Changes application deadline for licensure without 
examination (for persons engaged in electrolysis before July 1, 1993) from June 30, 1995 
to Jan. 31, 1994. Deletes provision making licensure without examination (for 
electrologists licensed in other states) dependent on reciprocal exemption for NC 
electrologists and requires only that the other state’s required educational hours be equal 
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to or greater than the hours required in this State. Adds to qualifications for electrology 
license that applicant hold a high school diploma or equivalency. Makes all sections of 
act effective upon ratification.

Senate amendment adds to GS 7A-586(c) that information or reports shall not be made 
available except on court order or (new) as otherwise provided in Chapter 7A. 


H 235. PRISON BOND FUNDS. Intro. 2/23; comm. subs. 7/15, 7/16. Both chambers 
discharged conferees. The Senate then reconsidered the vote by which its committee 
substitute of 7/16 was adopted; the committee substitute was then withdrawn, with the 
effect that the House committee substitute of 7/15 was before the Senate for second 
reading. Senate amendment makes the following changes in the list of projects 
authorized: (1) adds Eastern Processing Center at Vanceboro, planning and design; (2) 
deletes the 192-bed expansion of the facility at Marion; (3) adds 200-bed expansion of the 
minimum custody facility in Pasquotank; and (4) reduces the amount allocated for 
contingencies to $2,440,052 (was, $2,812,508).

Senate committee substitute amends GS 15A-1340.17(e) to increase sentence ranges for 
Class B-E felonies. Amends G.S. 15A-1340.23(c) (misdemeanor punishment chart) to 
change the sentence ranges for class 1, level II prior convictions, and for class 3, levels II 
and III, prior convictions. Amends GS 14-2.6 to codify the offense of solicitation to 
commit a crime and punishes solicitation as two classes lower than the substantive offense. 
Amends GS 15A-1370.3 to add a nine-month mandatory period of post-release

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supervision following release from prison for Classes B-E felonies. Amends GS 
15A-1370.1 to apply GS Ch. 15A, art. 85 to all prisoners serving sentences for 
convictions of impaired driving and sentences of life imprisonment.

14-27.6, 14-33, 14-50, 14-89, and 14-95. Senate amendment also makes the following 
changes: (1) reclassifies GS 14-34 (assault by pointing gun) as a class 1 (was, class 2) 
misdemeanor; (2) restores existing statutory provisions relating to elements of GS 14-33 
(misdemeanor assault) and adds provision making it a misdemeanor to assault a sports 
official who is discharging or attempting to discharge official duties at a sports event, or 
immediately after a sports event at which the sports official discharged official duties; (3) 
amends GS 14-49 and 14-49.1 to apply only to the willful and malicious injury or damage 
(previously included attempt to injure or damage) of persons or property by use of 
explosive or incendiary devices; (4) amends GS 14-67.1 to apply only to the wanton and 
willful burning (previously included attempt to burn) of a building; (5) amends GS 
14-87.1 to delete provisions regarding attempted common law robbery; (6) repeals GS 
14-217(c) relating to bribery of officials; (7) amends GS 148-45(a) to delete provisions 
regarding attempted escape from prison; (8) amends GS 90-95 to provide that possession 
of more than one gram of cocaine (previously any amount of cocaine) is a class I felony; 
(9) repeals GS 14-42 relating to conspiracy to abduct children; and (10) repeals GS 14-67 
relating to attempted burning of houses and other buildings. 


H 539. BUSINESS CORP. ACT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25; amend. 5/11; comm. 
sub. 6/16. Conference report concurs in Senate comm. sub. but amends GS 55-6-30(d) 
rather than. GS 55-6-30(b)(3); amendment limits right of shareholders of corporation 
incorporated before July 1, 1990, to acquire unissued shares to shareholders of a 
corporation that is not a public corporation. Makes technical changes. 


H 544. OMNIBUS TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 7/22. 
Senate amendment #1 makes additional technical change. Senate amendment #2 amends 
1993 SL Ch. 321, § 141(a) to increase the membership of the Task Force on Teacher 
Staff Development from 20 to 21 members by adding as a member of the task force the 
President of the NC Ass’n of Independent Colleges and Universities. 
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H 618. DOT USE OF LICENSED APPRAISERS. Intro. 3/29; amended 7/14. Senate 
amendment #1 adopted 7/14 (regarding call letters of radio stations furnishing traffic 
information) was reconsidered and withdrawn. Senate amendment changes expiration date 
from July 1, 1993, to July 1, 1994. 


H 689. THIRD DEGREE TRESPASS. Intro. 3/31; amended 4/28. Senate committee 
substitute, as amended, replaces original local bill with "AN ACT TO CREATE A NEW 
OFFENSE OF THIRD DEGREE TRESPASS.” Effective Dec. 1, 1993 (with savings 
clause for prosecutions for offenses occurring prior to effective date) repeals 1991 SL Ch. 
252 and 1992 SL Ch. 862 (relating to third degree trespass in Davidson and Rowan 
Counties); and adds new GS 14-159.13A, effective Dec. 1, 1993, making it a 
misdemeanor (punishable by imprisonment for not more than 30 days, a fine of not more 
than $200, or both) for a person to enter or remain on the premises of another, without 
written authorization, for the purpose of operating an all-terrain vehicle. 


H 729. EMPLOYEE HEALTH PLANS. Intro. 4/5; amend. 5/19 and 7/21; comm. 
sub. 7/16. Senate committee substitute changes title of bill to: "TO PROVIDE FOR 
HEALTH CARE REFORM PLANNING, SMALL EMPLOYER PURCHASING 

GROUPS, REORGANIZATION OF STATE HEALTH FUNCTIONS INTO A STATE 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, THE CREATION OF COMMUNITY HEALTH 
DISTRICTS, UNIFORM HEALTH CLAIM FORMS, HOSPITAL COOPERATION 
AGREEMENTS, AND HEALTH DELIVERY IMPROVEMENTS.” Committee substitute 
incorporates numerous health care bills in addition to H 729 as follows: (1) H 729 (Small 
Employer Purchasing Groups) as reflected in the comm. sub. adopted 7/16, as amended 
7/21; (2) derives from S 554 (Health Reform Planning), as reflected in comm. sub. 
adopted 6/17, 16-member Health Planning Comm’n to design a system of universal health 
care coverage known as the NC Health Plan and to recommend financing for the plan, 
plan and financing recommendations to be reported to the General Assembly; (3) amends 
SL 1993, Ch. 321 (1993 appropriations) to increase the minimum goal of graduates at 
UNC-CH and ECU medical schools entering primary care to 60% (was 50%); (4) 
incorporates from S 554, as reflected in comm. sub. adopted 6/17, direction to Governor 
to present to General Assembly by April 1, 1994, plan for consolidating all state health 
functions into a State Department of Health; (5) enacts new GS 58-3-171 to require all 
claims submitted by health care providers to health benefit plans to be submitted on a 
uniform form or format developed by Dep’t of Ins.; (6) enacts new GS 90-411 to provide 
that the fee for providing a copy of a medical record shall not exceed $0.50 per page or a 
minimum fee of up to $10; (7) incorporates new article 9A, GS 131E (Certificate of 

- Public Advantage) from S 554, as reflected in comm. sub. adopted 6/17; and (8) 
incorporates health delivery improvements provisions (preferred provider, medicaid 
exemption, prescription label, disposal of surplus property) from S 554, as reflected in 
comm. sub. adopted 6/17. Amendment to Senate comm. sub. in section of bill states title 
of act is "Jeralds-Ezzell-Fletcher Health Care Reform Act of 1993.” 
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H 765. ESCHEATS/RETENTION OF MOLDS. Intro. 4/6; comm. subs. 4/20 and 
7/22. Senate amendment amends GS 116B-13(a) to provide that unclaimed proceeds of a 
life insurance policy shall be considered abandoned after 5 years (now 10). 


H 873. CHIROPRACTOR INSURANCE EQUALITY ACT. Intro. 4/12; comm. sub. 
5/7; amend. 7/16. Conference report changes “chiropractic physician” to “chiropractor” 
throughout the bill. 


H 935 PUBLIC EDUC. DEPT. DELETED. Intro. 4/14. Senate amendment deletes 
repeal of GS 143A-43 (transfer of Dep’t of Community Colleges) and GS 143A-46 
(transfer of NC Advancement School), and makes following changes in SL 1993, Ch. 321 
(1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act): (1) deletes reference to Dep’t of Public 
Ed. in § 86(g); (2) changes reference in § 135(a) from Dep’t of Public Ed. to Dep’t of 
Public Instruction and deletes provision that Comm’n on School Technology shall exercise 
its powers independently of the State Board of Education; (3) changes Willie M. 
appropriation in § 208(c) from Dept’ of Public Ed. to Aid to Local School Administrative 
Units; (4) changes the reporting requirement of § 208(e) from Dep’t of Public Ed. to 
State Board of Ed. and Dep’t of Public Instruction; and (5) changes the reporting 
requirement of § 208(f) from Dep’t of Public Ed. to State Board of Ed. and Dep’t of 
Public Instruction. 


H 987. OPTOMETRY LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/19; amended 6/3. House 
amendment deletes reviews and evaluations of records and reports from definition of peer 
review activities that may be covered by agreements between NC State Board of 
Examiners in Optometry and NC State Optometric Society. 


H 1029. PESTICIDE APPLICATOR LICENSING. Intro. 4/19. House amendment 
changes the exemption from licensing requirements to include a person applying 
pesticides to control household pests in outside areas only if that person has complied 
with the financial responsibility requirements of GS 106-65.37. 


H 1043. HEALTH CARE ATTORNEY. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/12; comm. sub. 7/15. 
Senate amendment makes technical correction. 


H 1095. MV INSURANCE REPAIR REFERRALS. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/12. 
Senate amendment provides that discounts agreed to by repair services do not violate GS 
58-33-76 prohibiting insurance companies, agents, adjusters, or appraisers from accepting 
remuneration from a repair service for recommending that repair service to the claimant.

Adds 
provision prohibiting new or replacement outdoor advertising within 660 feet of any 
interstate highway located in Buncombe County outside the corporate limits of an 
municipality, and makes conforming change to title of bill. 


H 1226. OVERLOADING MOTOR VEHICLES. Intro. 5/3. House committee 
substitute, as amended, completely revises GS 20-96(a) to provide as follows: allows a 
law enforcement officer to seize a property-hauling vehicle being operated on the 
highways of the State (1) when the vehicle is being operated in excess of the gross vehicle 
weight rating, (2) when the vehicle is being operated with an overload in violation of GS 
20-118, or (3) when the owner of a property-hauling vehicle is more than 30 days 
delinquent in payment of penalties owed for previous violations of GS Ch. 20. In the 
first two instances, the seized vehicle may be held until the excess or overload is removed; 
in the third instance, the vehicle may be held until the delinquent penalties and a late 
payment fee of $25 are paid.

Senate amendment removes condition that bill becomes effective only if funds are made 
available to implement it.

Provides that no Community College Bonds shall be issued and no projects commenced 
until General Assembly makes a specific appropriation for a project. 


Clean Water Bonds. Generally, accepts provisions of the Senate version with respect to 
Clean Water Bonds, except reduces allocation to Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant 
Fund from $50 million to $45 million. Incorporates from House version direction the Dep’t 
of EHNR is to set priorities and determine eligibility of local governments for loans from 
that Fund. 


State Parks Bonds. Accepts provisions of the Senate version with respect to State Parks 
Bonds, except reduces total amount from $60 million to $35 million, and adds restriction 
that no more than 30% of bond proceeds may be used for land acquisition. 


S 60. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON NEW WHITE GOODS. Intro. 2/4; comm. sub. 
4/5, 6/24, and 7/15. Conference report adopts House comm. sub. of 7/15 with following 
change. GS 105-187.23 is subdivided into parts (a) and (b). Part (b) provides that sales tax 
refunds allowed by GS 105-164.14 do not apply to this tax, but a person who buys at least 
50 new white goods at the same sale may obtain a refund equal to 60% of the amount of the 
white goods tax if all of the goods are to be placed in new or remodeled dwelling units in 
NC. To obtain a refund the applicant must file an application with Sec’y of Revenue. 


S 161. SPECIAL/MULTTYEAR PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15; amended 3/17; comm. 
sub. 4/7; amended 4/14; comm. sub. 7/15. Conference report revises title to read "AN 
ACT TO ALLOW ALL TRAILERS TO OBTAIN MULTIYEAR LICENSE PLATES, TO 
INCREASE THE TYPES OF SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES, TO SPECIFY HOW FEES 
FROM THE NEW SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES ARE TO BE USED, TO MODIFY THE 
APPEARANCE OF THE SPECIAL LICENSE PLATE ISSUED TO MEMBERS OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES TO THE LAWS CONCERNING SPECIAL LICENSE 
PLATES.” Deletes provisions of House committee substitute that would have waived any 
additional fee for specialized plates for Purple Heart or Legion of Valor other than 
Congressional Medal of Honor (leaving those plates subject to special fee of $10). Makes 
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provisions concerning placing Great Seal on special plates for members of the General 
Assembly applicable to both House and Senate, effective for members serving in the 1995 
General Assembly and subsequent sessions. 


S 252. GPAC OMNIBUS. Intro. 2/19; comm. sub. 4/8. Senate committee substitute #2 
makes the following changes. 

Strategic planning process and outcome measures. Eliminates Office of State Planning 
as a participant in the strategic planning process. Authorizes members of Council of State 
who disagree with strategic plans developed for their agencies by Governor as Director of 
the Budget to file objections with Governor and General Assembly. Amends GS 143-11 
require Governor to include with his recommended budget a list of Council of State 
members’ objections to strategic plan or performance measures established for their 
departments and their appropriations requests not included in the recommended budget. 

Performance budgeting and annual financial model. Deletes proposed amendments to 
GS 143-11 and GS 143-23 that would have eliminated the distinction between continuation 
and expansion budget items and the requirement for a line item budget. Deletes proposed 
authority for the Governor to establish target levels to control agency appropriations 
requests. Requires the Current Operations Appropriations Act to incorporate by reference a 
General Fund Financial Model with its assumptions and five-year impact estimates. Study 
state employee classification/benefits. Directs State Personnel Comm’n to study job 
classifications and compensation of all state employees (except UNC System faculty and 
administrators, and officers and employees whose salaries are set directly by General 
Assembly). 

Human resources management. Adds GS 126-4.1 and -4.1 to direct Office of State 
Personnel continuously to plan, guide, coordinate, and evaluate state’s human resources 
(personnel) management programs. 

Organizational analysis of state agencies. Directs Governor to analyze organization of 
state agencies so as to reduce middle management positions, consolidate small units, and 
achieve better supervisory spans of control. 

Audit Subcommittee. Adds GS 120-80 through -83 to establish Legislative Audit 
Subcommittee (four Senators, four Representatives) of Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations to serve as evaluator of state agency programs and agencies’ 
compliance with recommendations of State Auditor and enacted legislation recommended by 
Governor Performance Audit Committee. 

Effective date. Effective on ratification and expires June 30, 1994, except that 
continuing compensation and benefits review by Governor is effective Jan. 1, 1995. 
Provides that personnel positions for which funds have been appropriated to implement the 
act shall be time-limited permanent positions and shall expire July 30, 1994. 


S 575. REST HOMES PAY FINES. Intro. 3/25; amend. 4/15. House amendment 
changes title of bill to: TO REQUIRE THE PAYMENT OF OUTSTANDING FINES AS A 
CONDITION OF LICENSE RENEWAL FOR DOMICILIARY CARE FACILITIES AND 
NURSING FACILITIES AND TO MAKE CHANGES CONCERNING THE LICENSURE 
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OF ELECTROLOGISTS. Amends GS 88A-4 to provide it shall be unlawful to practice 
electrolysis without a license after Jan. 31, 1994 (was Nov. 1, 1992). Amends GS 88A-11 
to change dates concerning which an applicant may obtain a license without a license from 
Jan. 1, 1992, to July 1, 1993, for practice in NC or another state who submits an 
application on or before Jan. 1, 1994 (was Oct. 31, 1992), and requires that a person who is 
certified in another state and seeks a license in NC may be licensed in NC only if the other 
state’s educational hours of instruction are equal to or greater than the hours required by 
NC. 


S 611. WATER AUTH. PERSONNEL RECORDS. Intro. 3/29. House amendment 
changes effective date from July 1, 1993, ta Oct. 1, 1993. 


S 622. MISC. HEALTH INS. AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/10; amended 
5/12. Senate amendment #1 eliminates journal approval as a basis for inclusion of cancer 
treatment drug under regulated health policy or contract, and requires that covered drug 
"have proven effective and accepted” (was, "be recognized”) to be included as cancer 
treatment drug under regulated health policy or contract. Senate amendment #2 deletes 
proposed GS 58-54-11, which would have excluded from coverage of regulated medicare 
supplement policy or contract certain drugs not approved by FDA. 


S 625. ISTEA AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29; comm. sub. 5/11. House amendment makes 
technical change. 


S 710. NASH ROOM TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. 7/16. Conference report 
concurs in House committee substitute and adds provision requiring members of the 
authority to be citizens of Nash County. If authority has an even number of members, at 
least one-half the members shall have experience in the promotion of travel and tourism; if 
authority has an odd number of members, at least one less than one-half of the members 
shall have experience in the promotion of travel and tourism.

Requires LRC cochairs to appoint members of each LRC committee during 1993-94. 
LRC may report study findings to 1994 or 1995 regular legislative session. 

Re-establishes Mental Health Study Comm’n until July 1, 1995 with existing powers 
and duties. Requires Comm’n to: oversee and make recommendations concerning Adult 
Substance Abuse Plan, Comprehensive Long Range Plan for Adults with Severe and 
Persistent Mental Illness, Child Mental Health Plan, Child and Adolescent Alcohol and 
Other Drug Abuse Plan, and Developmental Disabilities Services Plan; Quality Improvement 
Initiative; and Pioneer Funding System. Comm’n also required to monitor implementation 
of its recommendations to improve mental health services to criminal offenders, recommend 
effective model programs for implementation in each of its plans, develop business initiative 
to increase awareness about mental health system crisis, and review initiatives for children 
for integration with Child Mental Health Plan. 

Requires Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture to study shellfish 
leasing program and report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Requires Environmental Review Comm’n to study requiring applicants for permits for 
solid, hazardous, and low-level radioactive waste and other environmental permits to give 
state agencies data on community affected; criteria for siting waste facilities; identity of 
major emitters of air and water pollution in low-income and minority communities; policies 
to increase participation of low-income and minority citizens in environmental decisions; 
policies to ensure fairness in siting of waste facilities and issuing permits to major emitters 
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and dischargers of pollution. Comm’n to report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Adds Art. 22 to GS Ch. 120 establishing Public Health Study Comm’n to study 
availability of public health services throughout state; provisions to expire June 30, 1995. 
Comm’n to have 17 members with two-year staggered terms, one of which is State Health 
Director. Speaker to appoint seven members; five must be House members and one of these 
must be chair of House standing committee on health matters. President pro tem. to 
appoint seven members; five must be Senate members and one of these must be chair of 
Senate standing committee on health matters. Governor to appoint one member from either 
NC Medical Society or NC Hospital Ass’n; Lt. Governor to appoint one member from 
either NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs or Ass’n of NC Boards of Health. Comm’n to report 
to General Assembly, Governor, and Lt. Governor the results of its study and 
recommendations, and submit written report within 30 days of convening of each biennial 
session of General Assembly. 

Creates Election Laws Review Comm’n to study election laws and campaign finance 
regulation. Comm’n to have 18 members: six appointed by Senate President pro em; six 
by Speaker; and six by Governor. Comm’n to submit interim report by first day of 1994 
Regular Session and final report by convening of 1995 Session. Comm/’n to terminate upon 
filing final report. 

Authorizes Joint Legislative Utility Review Comm. to study (1) recent rulings by 
Utilities Comm ’n on regulatory treatment of gain on sale of water and sewer facilities and 
(2) municipal electric utility systems serving customers outside corporate limits, and report 
to 1994 Regular Session. 

Allows Joint Legislative Education Oversight Comm. to study educational neglect; 
requires comm. to report study results to 1995 General Assembly in its regular report. 

Requires UNC Board of Governors to study (1) establishment of N.C. Institute of 
Gerontology on a UNC campus to be administered by Board, (2) all marine sciences 
programs offered by UNC, and (3) status of School of Science and Mathematics as affiliated 
school of UNC; board to report findings and recommendations to Joint Legislation 
Education Oversight Committee by May 1, 1994 on first study and by March 1, 1994 on 
other studies.

Limits 1994 session to consideration of the 
following matters: (1) bills "directly and primarily” affecting the State budget for 1994-95, 
subject to an introduction deadline; (2) bills and resolutions introduced in 1993 meeting all 
of the following requirements: (a) passed third reading in house of introduction, (b) 
received in the other house, (c) not disposed of in second chamber by tabling, unfavorable 
report, indefinite postponement, or failure to pass any reading, and (d) does not violate 
Tules of either chamber; (3) bills implementing study commission recommendations, subject 
to an introduction deadline; (4) non-controversial local bills endorsed by each of House or 
Senate representing a district that "includes the area to which the bill applies,” subject to an 
introduction deadline; (5) appointments and confirmations; (6) any matter authorized by 
joint resolution adopted by 2/3 vote in both houses; (7) bills ”primarily affecting” any State

(S 27) and the Capital Improvements Appropriations Act of 1993, SL 1993, ch. 561 (S 26). 


CHAPTER 321 (S 27). CURRENT OPERATIONS APPROPRIATIONS 
ACT OF 1993. 





PART 5. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
§ 9. Permit deviation from expenditure of funds restriction. For 1993-94 only, suspends operation of 
GS 143-16.3 if Governor finds that compliance is impossible and deviation is necessary due to unforeseen 
» complications in budget process (cited section prohibits expenditures for purposes for which General Assembly 

considered but did not enact an appropriation). Requires report on quarterly basis for first six months of 
1993-94 and monthly thereafter to Joint Leg. Comm’n on Gov. Operations (hereafter, JUCGO) and Fiscal 
Research Div’n (hereafter, FRD) on any deviations, reasons compliance was impossible, and complications 
that were not foreseen. 

: ental receipts and other special funds. Provides that if departmental receipts and cash 
balances (other than gifts and grants) exceed amounts certified, the Governor shall decrease appropriated funds 
allotted to the agency according unless he finds that the appropriation is needed to maintain the function that 
generated the over-realized receipts. Prohibits use of over-realized receipts for new permanent employee 
positions or for salary increases except (1) as otherwise permitted for by law for institutions in the UNC 

system, or (2) if the Governor finds that new positions are needed to maintain the function that generated the 
over-realized receipts. Requires reports of actions under this section to JUCGO and FRD. 

Requires all non-state monies received by any state agency to be deposited with State Treasurer, unless 
otherwise allowed by law, and requires that any such funds must be expended in accordance with terms and 
conditions of fund award that are not contrary to NC law. 

11. Insurance and fidelity bonds. Requires that all insurance and official bonds shall be placed by 
Dep’t of Insurance, with cost to be paid by affected agency. 

§ 12. Contingency & emergency fund allocation. Earmarks $900,000 of the contingency & emergency 
appropriation in each year of the biennium for emergency allocations (i.e., to satisfy judgments, match 
unanticipated federal funds, respond to natural disasters, and call out Nat’l Guard), leaving $225,000 for other 
purposes. 

§ 13. Budgeting pilot programs. Provides that any program designated by General Assembly as 
experimental, model or pilot shall be considered an expansion item until a succeeding General Assembly 
re-approves it; all programs funded through special appropriations bills are to be deemed pilot programs. 

§ 14. Authorized transfers. Authorizes Governor to transfer funds from salary adjustment appropriation 
as needed to support approved salary adjustments made necessary by difficulties in recruiting and holding 
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qualified employees, but only when use of salary reserve funds of individual operating units is not feasible. 
§ 15. Expenditures of funds in reserves limited. Provides that funds appropriated to reserves may be 
used only for purpose for which the reserve is established. 


16. State money recipients/conflict of interest policy. Requires each nonprofit entity eligible to receive 
state funds to file a copy of its conflict of interest policy with the state agency disbursing funds to it. 

§ 17. Budget reform statements. Details the revenue availability estimates on which the budget is based. 
The estimates are for an ending General Fund balance as of 6/30/93 of $316.5 million, revenues from 
existing taxes of $8,649,700,000 in 1993-94 and $9,212,100,000 in 1994-95. Estimates additions to these 
totals from court fee increases and other non-tax sources of $232,459,720 in 1993-94 and $18,074,000 in 
1994-95. The estimated growth rate for revenues is 7.1% in 1993-94 and 3.9% in 1994-95. 

§ 17.1. _Repairs/renovations reserve created. Effective for the 1992-93 credit balance, amends the 
Executive Budget Act in several places to create a reserve for repairs and renovations. Amends GS 143-15.2 
and adds GS 143-15.3A to (1) require State Controller to place in Repairs and Renovations Reserve, at the end 
of each fiscal year, the lesser of 25% of cash basis credit balance in General Fund or 1.5% of replacement 
value of all state buildings supported from the General Fund, (2) provide that General Assembly may 
appropriate portion of year-end cash basis credit balance not placed in Savings Reserve or Repairs & 
Renovations Reserve only for capital improvements or other one-time expenditures, (3) limit use of Repairs & 
Renovations Reserve to repair and renovation of buildings and related infrastructure supported from General 
Fund, and (4) prohibit Governor from using funds in Repairs & Renovations Reserve unless authorized by 
legislative act. Amends GS 143-11 to require Governor to consider data from Facilities Condition & 
Assessment Program in State Construction Office in formulating recommendations for expenditures from 
Repairs & Renovations Reserve. 

§ 18. Highway Fund availability. Not digested. . 

§ 20. Health care initiatives. Provides that funds appropriated to the Reserve for Health Care Initiatives 
must be used as provided in this act or other acts establishing such programs. 

§ 21. Private license tags on state-owned vehicles. Authorizes use of private license tags on all State 
Highway Patrol vehicles and on 97 vehicles of the Dep’t of Motor Vehicles, License and Theft; 277 vehicles 
for SBI agents; 25 for Probation/Parole Surveillance Officers; and 92 vehicles for ALE Officers, 54 of those 
to be distributed to Agent I officers, 20 to Agent II officers, 1 to the Deputy Director, 12 to the District 
Offices, and 5 to the Director to be distributed at the Director’s discretion. 

§ 21.1. Restore June 30 pay day. Restores June 30 pay day for state employees, university employees, 
and community college employees. 

§ 21.2. Eliminate liability for teacher payday deferral. Amends GS 143-15.3(b) (use of Savings Reserve 
Account) to indicate that as of the 1994-95 fiscal year the June 30 pay day will be restored for public school 
teachers. Authorizes use of funds from Savings Reserve Account for this purpose if needed. 

§ 21.3. Disposition of disproportionate share receipts. Directs Div’n of Medical Assistance, as it 
receives funds associated with Disproportionate Share Payments from State psychiatric hospitals in 1993-94, to 
deposit an equal amount of funds appropriated for Medicaid as a nontax revenue receipt. Directs State 
Controller to reserve for future appropriation any such funds not appropriated by 1993 session. 





PART 6. GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 

§ 22. Budget Practices Study Comm’n. Creates Budget Practices Study Comm’n of 14 members to 
study effectiveness of the Executive Budget Act. Speaker and President pro tem. each to appoint seven 
members, six of whom must be Senate or House members as appropriate and one of whom must be 
experienced in governmental fiscal management. Directs Comm’n to (1) compare Executive Budget Act with 
comparable legislation in other states, (2) study the effect of current statutory provisions and administrative 
practices on the budget development, enactment, and administration process, and (3) study provisions of the 
budget system with respect to special revenue funds, federal funds, proprietary funds, university funds, 
fiduciary funds, and various types of departmental receipts. Gives the Comm’n the following additional powers 
and duties with specific reference to performance budget review process: (1) review and evaluate 
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implementation of performance budgeting system; (2) examine presentation of information in that system to 
assure quality and validity of information; (3) cooperate with Governor and agencies as additional program 
areas are converted to program budget format; and (4) propose strategies to General Assembly to manage and 
make decision based on the system. Allocates $40,000 of General Assembly’s appropriation for work of this 
Comm’n. 

§ 23. Reserve for bloodborne pathogens. Directs that funds appropriated to cited reserve in Office of 
State Budget & Management to implement OSHA regulations regarding bloodborne pathogens may be used 
only for testing, inoculations, personal protection equipment, and required cleanup equipment and supplies for 
covered employees and only if adequate funds are not available form other sources. Prohibits use of this 
money for planning or salaries for new positions. Directs OSBM to prepare long-range plan for State 
government implementation of OSHA bloodborne pathogen regulations to be presented by General Assembly 
by April 1, 1994. 

§ 24. State mileage allowance. Amends GS 138-6 to set mileage allowance for use of personal 
automobiles on state business at business standard mileage rate set by Internal Revenue Service. Effective 
upon convening of 1995 General Assembly, makes same change in GS 120-3.1 concerning mileage allowances 
for members of the General Assembly. 

§ 25. Mediation costs. Permits state agencies to use lapsed salary funds to pay costs apportioned to the 
agency as result of mediation ordered by Industrial Comm’n or chief administrative law judge. 

§ 26. Local financial security. Provides that effective July 1, 1995, local shares of the yields of the 
intangibles tax, wine and beer tax, and utility franchise tax shall be paid by the state to the cities and counties 
as an entitlement rather than an appropriation. 


PART 7. DEP’T OF ADMINISTRATION 

§ 27. State Capitol restoration. Provides that Dep’t of Administration may pre-qualify bidders for all 
projects concerning restoration of the Capitol. 

§ 28. Transfer Office of Marine Affairs. Amends GS 143-279.3(a) to transfer the Office of Marine 
Affairs to Dep’t of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources and makes conforming changes in several other 
sections. 

§ 29. Employee training. Earmarks for employee training at least $3,000 for each year of the biennium 
of funds appropriated for travel expenses in Div’n of Information Services. 

§ 30. Rape Crisis Center funds allocation. Directs that all funds appropriated for Rape Crisis Centers 
shall be available for direct services to victims of sexual assault and rape prevention services. Grants are to be 
awarded by Sept. 1 each year and disbursed on quarterly basis. 

§ 31. Domestic Violence Center funds. Directs that funds appropriated for domestic violence centers 
are to be allocated equally among centers in operation as of 7/1/90 that offer specified services. Provides that 
NC Coalition against Domestic Violence, Inc., is eligible for $10,000 grant. 

32. Parking revenues. Authorizes use of parking revenues in excess of parking system expense to be 
used to fund $10 per month subsidies for van pools and transit passes. 


§ 32.1. Martin Luther King, Jr., Comm’n funds. Directs that at least 2/3 of funds appropriated for 
cited Comm’n shall be used for program development and support. 


DEP’T OF CULTURAL RESOURCES AA 
§ 33. Grassroots Arts Program funds. Repeals portion of SL 1977, Ch. 1008, sec. 5, which prohibited 
use of State funds appropriated to grassroots arts programs for personnel expense. 


§ 34. Cultural Resources security officers. Requires Dep’t of Cultural Resources to redefine job 


responsibilities of security personnel so that these employees need not be certified law enforcement officers and 
the Dep’t need not make payments to Law Enforcement Officers’ Retirement System. 


§ 35. Dep’t of Cultural Resources vehicles. Requires Dep’t to transfer title to all passenger-carrying 


vehicles to Div’n of Motor Fleet Management no later than 12/30/93. 


§ 37. North Carolina Symphony funds. Directs the Dep’t of Cultural Resources to use funds 


appropriated for the NC Symphony to expand Symphony programs into economically depressed rural counties 
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and low-wealth school administrative districts. Requires the Dep’t to reduce by one-half any fee customarily 
paid by a sponsor for a performance by the Symphony if: (1) the sponsor is located in an economically 
depressed county or a low-wealth school administrative district, and (2) the symphony has not performed in 
that county or local school administrative district during the calendar year in which the request was made. 

§ 38. State aid to public libraries funds. Directs that a grant to a local library system from the Aid to 
Public Libraries Fund shall not be terminated but shall be reduced proportionately by the Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources if the local funding for a public library was reduced by the local governing body as part of an 
overall general budgetary reduction reflecting local economic conditions and local government fiscal 
constraints. 


PART 9. OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

§ 39. Council of Governments funds. Earmarks $864,270 in each year of the biennium of funds 
appropriated to Office of State Planning for grants of $48,015 each to regional councils of governments or lead 
regional organizations. 

§ 39.1. World Language Center funds. Requires NC Center for World Languages and Cultures at 
Pfeiffer College become self-supporting, and makes appropriations to Governor’s Office for the Center 
contingent on matchings as follows: $250,000 appropriation for 1993-94 to be matched by gift to the state or 
at least 25 acres of land and $250,000 for 1994-95 to be matched dollar-for-dollar by non-state funds, 
whereupon an additional allocation of $250,000 in state funds will be made to the Center. Land donated is to 

revert to the College if its ceases to be used for the Center. 
; § 39.2. Cities in Schools funds. Requires that $150,000 of funds appropriated to Governor’s Office for 
cited purpose shall be matched by non-state funds on one-to-one basis. 

§ 39.3. NC Education Standards & Accountability Comm’n. Amends GS 115C-105.4(a) to require 
cited Comm’n annually to (1) estimate number of students for whom action should be taken to bring 
achievement level up to student’s potential, (2) estimate and advise the Governor and General Assembly on 
number of students unlikely to meet high school graduation performance standards, and (3) estimate cost of 
these actions. 


PART 10. DEP’T OF INSURANCE 

§ 40. Unbudgeted receipts. Provides that appropriation to the Dep’t of Insurance in this act shall be 
repaid to the General Fund from the Dep’t of Insurance Fund in equal quarterly installments, except that the 
final installment of the fiscal year shall be reduced by the difference between the amount appropriated and 
actual expenditures in that fiscal year. Departmental receipts realized by the Dep’t of Insurance in excess of 
amounts approved for expenditure by the General Assembly shall revert to the General Fund at the end of each 
fiscal year. ; 

§ 41. Fire/Rescue Comm'n staff. Amends GS 58-78-5(a) to provide that the comm’n shall have the 
power and duty to reimburse the members of the comm’n’s certification board, in accordance with GS 138-5, 
for travel and subsistence expenses incurred by them in their duties as certification board officers. 

§ 42. State Controller review Insurance chart of accounts. Directs the Office of the State Controller to 
review the chart of accounts used by the Dep’t of Insurance and report to the 1993 General Assembly and to 
the Dep’t of Insurance by March 1, 1994, findings and recommendations regarding changes needed to align 
the accounting practices in the Dep’t of Insurance with standards of the Government Accounting Standards 
_ Board and generally accepted principles of governmental accounting used within the State’s system. 


PART 11. OFFICE OF THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR. 


§ 43. Certain funds not to be transferred. Prohibits transfer to other objects of expenditure funds 
appropriated to Lt. Governor for Other Services and for Service and Maintenance Contracts. 


PART 12. DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE. 
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§ 44. Field office closure and consolidation. Directs Dep’t of Revenue to analyze effect of field office 


closures and consolidations executed pursuant to GPAC recommendations and to report findings to General 
Assembly by 3/31/94. 


PART 13. OFFICE OF STATE AUDITOR. 

§ 45. Information about private organizations receiving State funds. Amends GS 143-6.1 (a portion of 
the Executive Budget Act that places certain reporting requirements on private organizations receiving Sate 
funds) to make that section applicable to federal funds that flow through the State, and to provide that the 
financial statements required by the section must be audited in accordance with auditing standards prescribed 
by the State Auditor and must be received within six months after the end of the organization’s fiscal year. 


PART 14. SALARIES AND BENEFITS. 

§§ 47-66. 2% across-the-board increase. Grants a 2% pay increase across-the-board to all State 
officers and employees, except public school teachers covered by the teachers’ salary schedule. [See special 
provision under Public Education for change in teachers’ schedule. ] 


§ 67. Reserve for lowest paid employees. Authorizes use of funds in Reserve for Lowest Paid 


Employees to continue pay increases awarded in 1992-93 pursuant to SL 1989, ch. 1066, § 37. 

§ 68. Wage floor for lowest paid state employees. Sets the following annual wage floors for listed salary 
grades, and provides that the salary of any employee below those amounts is raised to stated minimum: Salary 
Grade 50 -- $12,877; Grade 51 -- $12,977; Grade 52 -- $13,079. Authorizes use of salary adjustment funds 
to adjust salaries of employees on basis of years of experience if employee was above wage floor on 6/30/93 
but is now at new floor as result of this section. 

§ 69. 1% bonus in 1993. Grants a one-time bonus of 1% of annual salary in effect on June 30, 1993, 
to all State officers and employees who were State employees on July 1, 1992, except teachers covered by 
teachers’ salary schedule, to be paid in lump sum in December, 1993. Bonus does not apply to clerks of 
superior court or their deputies and assistants or to members of the State Highway Patrol except for employees 
who are already at the top of their salary range. Makes special provision for principals and ass’t principals: 
if pay increase provided under § 132 of this act is less than 2%, bonus shall be in the amount of the 
difference between actual pay increase and 2% increase, but not more than 1% of 6/30/93 salary. 

§ 70. Salary-related contributions. Sets employer contribution rates to retirement systems and state 
employees medical plan. 


§ 71. Legislators purchase creditable service. Amends GS 120-4.12 to permit eligible legislators to 


purchase prior service credit for the month of January 1985. 

§ 72. Allow local boards of education to establish sick leave banks. Amends GS 115C-336 to require 
State Board of Education to adopt rules and regulations whereby local boards of education may establish sick 
leave banks. Specifies subjects to be addressed by rules. Authorizes DPI to reimburse local units for 1993-94 
costs occasioned by this section. Directs each unit created sick leave bank to report specified data to DPI. 

§ 73. Allow school employees and state employees to convert excess annual leave to sick leave. Amends 
several sections in GS Ch. 115C-272 and GS 126-8 as title indicates. 

§ 74. 1.6% benefits increase for retirees. Effective 7/1/93, increases retirement allowance of persons 
retired under State-administered retirement systems by 1.6%, and for employees retiring on or after 7/1/93, 
increases retirement formula to 1.71% of average final compensation multiplied by years of service. 

§ 74.1. Retirees guaranteed return of contributions. Provides for a death benefit to be paid to a retiree 
or his surviving beneficiary in the amount of the difference, if any, between amount of accumulated 
contributions at retirement and total benefits paid after retirement. 

§ 74.2 Death benefit date change. Changes the effective date of SL 1987, Ch. 1108, which increased 
the maximum death benefit payable on the death of State employees to $50,000, from Aug. 1, 1988 to July 
12, 1988. This change affects beneficiaries of State employees who died between 7/12/88 and 8/1/88. 
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PART 15. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

§ 75. UNC academic provisions. Expresses intent of General Assembly not to reduce the budgets of 
UNC for fiscal 1993-95 biennium in response to the 30% of costs of personnel exempt from the State 
Personnel Act who retired during the 1992-93 fiscal year and were working in the areas of teaching, libraries, 
and academic leadership. 

§ 76. Inventory. Directs UNC Board of Governors to require chancellors and appropriate management 
staff at the constituent institutions to review inventory control practices and install improvements in accordance 
with recommendations of the Government Performance Audit Committee and report resulting savings to the the 
Joint Appropriations Committees by April 15, 1994. 

§ 77. Computer network management. Directs Board of Governors to review its planned improvements 
to the LINCNET network operated by UNC in conjunction with the Office of the State Controller and the 
Microelectronics Center to determine whether it would be advantageous to combine LINCNET with other 
networks or integrate it into the proposed statewide broadband network. Board to report to General Assembly 
and to Information Resources Management Commission by May 1, 1994. 

§ 78. Wake Forest and Duke medical school assistance/funding formulae. Sets disbursements to Wake 
Forest at $8,000 for each medical student who is a North Carolina resident, $1,000 of which is to go into a 
fund to be used to provide financial aid to needy NC students. Maximum aid to any student from this fund 
may not exceed the difference between tuition and fees charged by Wake Forest’s medical school and those 
charged by UNC-Chapel Hill’s. Sets disbursement to Duke at $5,000 for each medical student who is a 
North Carolina resident, $500 of which is to go into a needy NC students fund. Maximum aid to any student 
from the fund is to be $2,000. An additional disbursement to Duke of $1,000 per NC resident student is to 
be made to the extent that the first-year, second-year, third-year, and fourth-year classes, respectively, enroll 
more than 30 NC resident students. Directs Board of Governors to establish rules for eligibility for aid as a 
needy NC student, for establishing NC residency, and for insuring that funds disbursed to the schools are | 
used directly for instruction in the medical programs. Directs Wake Forest and Duke to develop plans for 4 
encouraging NC resident students to enter primary care disciplines. 

Specifies legislative intent and plan for increasing NC residents entering primary care disciplines, with 
goal of at least 50% of NC residents graduating from each school entering those disciplines. The schools 
must present their plans to the Board of Governors by April 15, 1994, and the Board must report to the Legis. 
Educ. Oversight Comm. by May 15, 1994, on status of efforts to strengthen primary health care in NC. The 
Board of Governors is also directed to increase to at least 50% the share of medical school graduates from 
ECU and UNC-CH who enter primary care disciplines. Plans and reports for that purpose are to be filed by 
the State medical schools with the Board of Governors as is provided for the private schools. 

79. Aid to private colleges/legislative tuition grant limitations. Sets limitations on amount of tuition 
grant that may be awarded to a student enrolled in a degree program at a site away from the main campus of a 
private college and sets limitations on Legislative Tuition Grant funds to be expended for a program at an 
off-campus site of a private institution. Provides that tuition grant funds may not be used for off-campus site 
established after May 15, 1987, unless the institution has secured consent of other private institutions in the 
area, or the program is not planned or available in the area. Provides that a member of the armed forces 
abiding in this state because of active military duty who does not qualify a resident for tuition purposes is 
eligible for a Legislative Tuition Grant if enrolled as a full-time student. The grant is not to exceed the cost of 
tuition less any assistance paid by the member’s employer. 

§ 80. Aid to private colleges/procedure. Sets amount of direct payment to private college for each NC 
resident enrolled at $450 for students enrolled as of October 1, 1993, and sets amount of tuition grant 
available to each NC resident enrolled in private college at $1,150. Provides that tuition grants are to be 
administered by State Education Assistance Auth. Provides that state funds may be used only for secular 
purposes. Amends GS 116-19 and 116-21 to make State Educ. Assistance Auth. (now, Board of Governors) 
responsible for administering contracts with private colleges for scholarship funds for needy students. 

§ 81. NC State University/competitive industry. Appropriates from NCSU overhead receipts $250,000 
for state matching funds for the Nonwovens Cooperative Research Center, $500,000 for the Furniture 
Manufacturing and Management Center, and $300,000 for technology enhancement in the pulp and paper 
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manufacturing programs. 

82. New de TO s. Directs Board of Governors to allocate up to $1.4 million for fiscal 
1993-94 to supplement funds available to the constituent institutions to implement new degree programs 
proposed in the long-range plan that have received the board’s approval. 

§ 83. ECU medical school/hospital teaching costs. Transfers $5,420,994 for fiscal 1993-94 and 
$5,865,713 for fiscal 1994-95 from the Division of Medical Assistance to East Carolina University School of 
Medicine for hospital teaching costs, in the event that the State Medicaid Plan amendment affecting Pitt County 
Memorial Hospital reimbursement at full costs due to its status as a primary affiliated teaching hospital of a 
State-operated medical school is not approved by the Health Care Financing Agency. In that event, also 
appropriates from the Savings Reserve Fund to the ECU School of Medicine $10,602,697 for hospital teaching 
costs and directs the Governor to notify the General Assembly of the failure of the amendment. 

84. Allied health personnel study/AHEC. Directs director of the NC Area Health Education Centers 
program, with the staff of UNC General Administration and Dep’t of Community Colleges to make 
recommendations to General Assembly’s Joint Education Oversight Committee by May 1, 1994 on methods to 
increase number of physical therapists, occupational therapists, speech and language pathologists, and other 
related health paraprofessionals graduating from the university and community college systems. 

§ 85. Principal Fellows Program. Establishes NC Principal Fellows Comm’n and authorizes Comm'n 
to grant up to 50 scholarship loans during 1994-95 to recipients enrolled in school administrator programs 
approved by the Comm’n. Provisions concerning structure and powers of the Comm’n and terms of loans are 


. substantively identical to Senate committee substitute for S 462, adopted 5/11. § 86. School Leadership 
Academy. Directs UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Education to convene a joint committee to 


study how to establish a school leadership academy. Specifies composition of committee, to include 
representatives of Board of Governors, State Board of Education, Sup’t of Public Instruction, schools of 
education, and NC Ass’n of Independent Colleges & Schools. Directs committee to consider 1993 
recommendations of Educational Leadership Task Force and specified related matters. Requires committee to 
report to Joint Legislative Educ. Oversight Comm. by 3/1/94, at which time committee will terminate. 
Allocates up to $15,000 from appropriation to Board of Governors and up to $15,000 from appropriation to 
Dep’t of Public Education, Aid to Local School Units, for 1993-94 to fund the study. 

§ 87. ECU Medical School receipts. Requires ECU School of Medicine to request on a regular basis 
funds earned by the school from Medicare reimbursements for education costs to be allocated as follows: (1) 
to portion generated through the effect and expense of the Medical Faculty Practice Plan to be transferred to 
appropriate Plan account; Plan to assume responsibility for refunding any money found to be due in 
subsequent audit settlement; (2) funds from this source budgeted by General Assembly as part of the school’s 
General Fund budget code shall be credited to that code as a receipt; (3) remainder to be transferred to a 
special fund to be used to repay Medicare funds due to final audit settlements for funds allocated under (2), 
above. Provides that General Assembly must consider capital improvements needs of ECU before 
appropriating money from this fund. 

Receipts from lease of Magnetic Resonance Imaging building and equipment may be retained in 
institutional trust account for facility maintenance and improvement. 

Revenue from Radiation Therapy Facility shall accrue to Medical Faculty Practice Plan accounts. Plan 
to reimburse General Fund budget code quarterly for operating costs of facility paid from General Fund, such 


reimbursement limited to portion of receipts actually collected for facility charges. 


§ 89. UNC Graduation rates/undergraduate education. Requires Board of Governors of UNC to 


require constituent institutions to set a goal of increasing to 15 the average number of credit hours per term 
taken by full-time undergraduates. Goal to be met statewide by December, 1997. Board shall report annually 
by April 1 to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on the progress of each institution. Board 
of Governors to establish procedures to impose a 25% tuition surcharge on students who take more than 140 
credit hours to complete a baccalaureate degree in any program designated as a four-year program or more 
than 110% of the credit hours necessary to complete degree in a designated five-year program. Requires that 
Board of Governors allocate $250,00 of overhead receipts each year of the biennium for establishing faculty 
awards for excellent teaching; and provides that any funds allocated from the Reserve for University 
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Operations to the Distinguished Professors Endowment Trust Fund shall be used only to establish endowed 
chairs that recognize undergraduate teaching. None of funds appropriated for increases in enrollment at 
constituent universities shall be used to increase the overall time available for faculty research. Board to 
report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee about impact of additional funds on teaching 
workloads of faculty by May 1, 1994. 

§ 90. UNC agricultural programs. Allocates from the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of 
Governors for agricultural programs at NC State University $500,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium 
to fund additional staff and operating costs at the Tidewater Research Station. 

§ 91. UNC libraries funding. Allocates from funds appropriated to the Board of Governors of UNC 
for Institutional Programs at least $9,400,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and at least $6,500,00 for lines 2 and 4 of 
the Schedule of Priorities, to enhance library networks and operations. 

§ 92. UNC Public Television. Allocates from the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors 
for institutional programs $43,472 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to the UNC Center for Public 
Television for the Sesame Street Pre-educational Program. 

§ 93. UNC funding levels. Allocates from the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors for 
institutional programs at least $1 million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to Line 11 of the Schedule of 
Priorities, to address the funding levels of various institutions. 

§ 94. UNC hunger study. Appropriates from the overhead receipts of UNC Chapel Hill for the UNC 
Chapel Hill, School of Public Health, $50,000 for fiscal 1993-94 to conduct a study of childhood hunger in 
North Carolina. School of Public Health to report findings to General Assembly on or before March 1, 1994. 

§ 95. Christmas tree production. Requires that funds appropriated to NC State University for the 
Cooperative Extension Service for the 1993-95 biennium be used to fund a full-time extension forestry 
specialist and related services to assist Christmas tree growers. 

§ 96. Aquaculture funds. Allocates from the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors in the 
Reserve for University Operations $136,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to support the Mountain 
Aquaculture Research Center at Western Carolina University; and allocates $64,000 for each year of the 
1993-95 biennium of those funds to support research and extension programs to benefit the cold-water 
aquaculture industry of the State by establishing a program to coordinate and study the production of trout. 
The North Carolina Cooperative Extension Service to establish demonstration projects at 3 facilities in Graham 
County to demonstrate appropriate trout production. 

§ 97. Diabetes program funds. Allocates $225,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium of the funds 
appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors in the Reserve for University Institutional Programs to establish 

and operate an interdisciplinary diabetes program at the School of Medicine at UNC Chapel Hill. 

§ 98. Nurse anesthetist training funds. Allocates $50,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium of 
the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors to be used for the Area Health Education Center 
program to contract for training of nurse anesthetists. 

§ 99. Seafood laboratory funds. Allocates $125,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium of funds 
appropriated to the NC Board of Governors for Agricultural Programs to NC State University, College of 
Agriculture and Life Science, to the Seafood Laboratory Program located in Morehead City, to provide 
education and an applied research program for the NC seafood industry. 

§ 100. LEARNING LINK. Allocates $100,000 each year of the 1993-95 biennium of the funds 
appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors to the UNC Center for Public Television to provide public 
schools across the State access to Learning Link, a computer-based interactive communications system. 

§ 101. NC Central Univ. School of Law. Requires that in allocating the Reserve for University 
Operations for its Schedule of Priorities, the UNC Board of Governors allocate at least $1,600,000 for each 
year of the 1993-95 biennium for enhancement of the School of Law at North Carolina Central University to 
address accreditation concerns of the American Bar Association. Total allocations shall include at least 
$300,00 each fiscal year for School of Law library. 

101.1. UNC Faculty salaries. Of funds appropriated for University Institutional Programs, allocates 
$7.1 million in each year of the biennium to enhance teaching faculty salaries as Board of Governors deems 
appropriate. 
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§ 101.2 UNC educational consortia. Directs Board of Governors to allocate $600,000 in each year of 
1993-95 biennium to establish four new cooperative educational consortia at Appalachian State, East Carolina, 
NCCU, and UNC-C, linking elementary and secondary education, higher education, and leadership in the 
business community. 

101.3 Rural/primary care initiatives. Directs Board of Governors to use $2.1 million in each year of 
fiscal 1993-95 biennium, according to Area Health Education Center Program plans, to expand programs for 
training primary care medical students, residents, and other health professionals in community settings, 
including private practices, health departments, and community health services. 

§ 101.4. Cytotechnology scholarships. Provides that cytotechnology students are eligible for apply for 
scholarship loans under the Health, Science, and Mathematics Student Loan Program administered by State 
Educ. Assistance Auth. 

§ 101.5 UNC Education Study. Establishes Legislative Study Comm’n on Status of Education at The 
Univ. of North Carolina, comprising six Senators appointed by President pro tem. and six House members 
appointed by Speaker. Directs Comm’n to study: (1) undergraduate education, including teaching rewards and 
incentives, evaluation of teaching, academic support systems for students, minimum standards for college-level 
coursework and success rates of students in remedial or developmental programs, accessibility of higher 
education to NC residents, and student contact with tenured faculty; (2) University funding issues, including 
equity of funding among institutions, effect of budget flexibility, impact of allowing campuses to retain greater 
portion of overhead receipts, total funding sources available to each institution, projected impact of changing 
FTE formula from 12 hours to 15 hours per student, changes in faculty teaching loads in past decade, and 
affordability of higher education, and (3) University education quality issues, including impact of research on 
teaching mission, quality of library services, faculty salaries and fringes relative to peer public institutions in 
other states, and relative quality of all 16 campuses compared to peer institutions and changes in quality of 
each campus over time. Requires interim report to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. by 4/15/94, and final 
report to the Committee by 2/15/95. Allocates $100,000 of General Assembly’s 1993-94 appropriation for 
this study. 


PART 16. COMMUNITY COLLEGES. 
§ 102. Course repetition policy. Provides that no full-time equivalent students (FTE) may be generated 
for occupational extensions students after the first repetition of an occupational extension class. After the 


_ second time taking the class, the student must pay full amount of per student cost of the class except that 


community colleges may permit a student to repeat the class if the student demonstrates that repetition is 
required by standards governing the certificate or licensing program in which the student is enrolled. Directs 
State Board of Community Colleges (SBCC) to review all occupational extension courses to ensure they are 
classified appropriately. 

§ 103. Audit policies. Directs SBCC (a) to require program auditors to use sample sizes of at least 
25% in audits of community colleges; (2) to require colleges to repay funds for all programs, not just FTE- 
producing programs, that are not in compliance with rules adopted SBCC or by state or federal law; and (3) 
to assess a 25% fiscal penalty in addition to the audit exception on all audits of both dollars and student 
membership hours excepted. Provides that if a community college is in violation of a state or federal law or 
SBCC rule, the program auditors are to cite the college for an audit exception, not just a concern. Provides 
that community colleges with FTE audit exceptions are not to benefit from the two-year averaging provision for 


‘the FTE audit exception. 


§ 104. Community college in-plant training. Directs SBCC to operate in-plant training programs in 
accordance with rules adopted by SBCC on April 8, 1993, except that the board may increase the 


administrative overhead percentage from 15% to 25%. Prohibits SBCC from approving funding for any 
in-plant training program without first making a written finding that the public’s interest in the program 
predominates over the private interests of the company, with that finding to made in conformity with rules 
adopted by SBCC. 

§ 105. Prison education. Directs SBCC to develop and report to General Assembly by May 1, 1994 a 
plan for delivery of appropriate education in correctional facilities, taking into account the mobility of the 
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prison population. Provides that correction education programs are to report FTE students on the basis of 
contact hours rather than student membership hours. 

§ 106. Huskins program. Directs SBCC (a) to ensure that all courses offered to high school students 
under Huskins Bill programs are limited to college level courses that are not available or could not be offered 
by local high schools and (b) to use funds from its State Board Reserve to study all course offerings through 
each community college’s Huskins Bill programs and report to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994. 

§ 107. Community college sheltered workshops funds transfer. Expresses the intent of the General 
Assembly to provide funds for sheltered workshops through the Dep’t of Human Resources’ Adult 
Development Activity Program, of which $1,059,002 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium is to be used for 
providing funds to sheltered workshops that received funds from local community colleges during the fall 
quarter of 1992. DHR is to use none of the funds for administration and no state funds are to be used by 
community colleges to provide training in sheltered workshops except for compensatory education and literacy 
programs. 

§ 108. Remediation measures. Directs SBCC to study the different tests used by colleges to place 
students in developmental courses and report finds to General Assembly by May 1, 1994. 

109. Community college accountability measures. Directs SBCC to establish standards for levels of 
performance by community colleges to indicate how individual colleges are performing. Directs colleges to 
report performance to SBCC according to these standards. Directs SBCC to study models for measuring 
institutional effectiveness, including the Desktop Audit used by Coastal Carolina Community College. Directs 
SBCC to require colleges to follow up on early leavers to determine the reasons for their withdrawal from 
college programs. SBCC to report results of performance measurements by May 1, 1994. 

§ 110. Maintenance of plant. Adds new GS 115D-31.2 providing that any community college that has 
an out-of-county student head count served on the main campus in excess of 50% of the total head count shall 
be provided funds for the purpose of operations of plant not to exceed 85% of the funds allocated to these 
colleges during the 1990-91 fiscal year for this purpose. 

§ 111. Operating appropriations/not used for recreation extension. Adds new GS 115D-5(g) providing 
that appropriated funds for community colleges are not to be used to support recreation extension courses. 
Such courses must be financed on a self-supporting basis and membership hours are not to count in 
computing FTEs for budget purposes. 

§ 112. Full-time equivalent teaching positions\community colleges. Provides that for purpose of 
calculating the community college systemwide FTE student enrollment (for calculating faculty allocation), the 
total curriculum FTE student enrollment is to be divided "by the appropriate number for each year of the 
1993-95 fiscal biennium pursuant to funds appropriated in this act for this purpose” and occupational 
extension FTE enrollment is to be divided by 23. 

§ 113. Books and equipment appropriations/revert after one year. States that appropriations to the Dep't 
of Community Colleges for equipment and library books are made for each year of the biennium and all 
unencumbered appropriations revert to the General Fund 12 months after the close of the fiscal year for which 
they were appropriated. 

§ 114. “TECH PREP” Implementation. Requires that of funds available to State-aid to local school 
units for vocational education, $50,000 for each year of the biennium shall be allocated to NC Tech Prep 
Leadership Development Center at Richmond Community College for assistance to local education agencies 
and community colleges in planning and implementing "Tech Prep” across the state. Requires Dep’t of 
Community Colleges to allocated $50,000 in each year of the biennium for this purpose. 

§ 115. Community college faculty salaries. Requires each community college to adjust its faculty 
salaries so that the average for 1993-94 is $34,262. Authorizes State Board of Community Colleges to exempt 
an institution from this requirement for sound educational reasons, with report of any such exemption and 
reasons therefor to Joint Leg. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 


§ 116. Hosiery technology center funds. Allocates $50,000 in each year of the biennium to establish 


hosiery technology program at Center for Applied Textile Technology. 


§$ 117. Community college costs of education policy. Finds that community college tuition policy needs 


re-examination; and that tuition and fees should be a limited amount of resident students’ per capita student 
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funding. Directs State Board to develop tuition/fee policy limiting tuition and fees to specific percentage less 
than 20% of per capita student funding for resident students, and to present plan to General Assembly by 
4/1/94. Amends GS 115D-S5 to provide that State Board may regulate student tuition and fees within policies 
for tuition and fees establisned by the General Assembly (underlined words added). 

118. Community college system funding goal. Expresses the General Assembly intention to increase 
the per student funding for the NC Community College System, as soon as fiscal conditions permit, to a level 
more comparable to national averages for similar institutions. Effective July 1, 1993. 

§ 119. Community college study. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to undertake 
comprehensive review of the mission of the community college system, and provides that Monitoring 
Committee of the Comm’n on the Future of the NC Community College System shall serve as independent 
body to monitor and review the issues. Directs Board and Committee to (1) examine mission and structure of 
the system, including defining enlarged service areas, evaluating need to consolidate, eliminate, or modify 
status of existing institutions, distribution of physical facilities, identify unproductive, low-quality, unnecessary, 
or duplicative programs, and impact of distance learning technologies; (2) assess how system can meet current 
and future needs of business and industry and NC adult population; (3) develop regional program structure, 
using Criteria to determine how the system can be restructured into newly defined regions; (4) establish 
guidelines for multicampus colleges and off-campus centers (no new campus or centers to be established until 
State Board adopts such guidelines); (5) develop program-based funding system; (6) establish standards for 
periodic review of programs; (7) develop articulation policy facilitating transfer of course credits amount 
institutions under jurisdiction of State Board of Education, State Board of Comm. Colleges, and UNC System; 
(8) design Programs for Excellence; and (9) study any other matter deemed appropriate. Requires interim 
reports to Joint Leg. Educ. Oversight Comm. by 4/15/94 and 1/15/95, and annual reports thereafter. 
Provides that this section shall remain in effect until terminated by General Assembly. 


§ 120. Community college scholarships. Requires Dep’t of Comm. Colleges to develop plan to establish 
Community College System Challenge Grant Scholarship Fund to be presented to 1994 session. 


§ 124. Proration of FTE reimbursements/minimum class size study. State Board is to develop a plan 
for the proration of FTE reimbursements between two community colleges when both are operating a joint 
program or one is operating a program on the other’s campus. 

§ 124.1. Assistance to hospital nursing/fund distribution. Sets level of financial assistance to hospital 
programs of nursing education at maximum of $850 per student. Directs SBCC to adopt rules to ensure that 
the financial assistance is used directly for faculty and instructional needs of diploma nursing programs. 

§ 124.2. Student census date. Provides that the census date for reporting student membership hours for 
curriculum and occupational extension classes is to be at the 30% point of the class. Does not apply to 
courses offered on a contact-hour basis. 


PART 17. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

§ 125. Freshman performance reports made available to parents of high school students. Amends GS 
115C-12(18) to require State Board of Education (SBE) to direct local boards of education to provide to 
parents of children at a school all information--except for confidential information--received about that school 
from institutions of higher education pursuant to GS 116-11(10a) and to make that information available to the 
general public. 

§ 126. Career development funds 1994-95 reduction. Directs SBE to require local school 
administrative units receiving career development funds to modify their differentiated pay plans for fiscal 
1994-95 so that the cost of the plan equals (a) 5% of teacher and administrative salaries and employer's 
contributions for social security and retirement and (b) the amount of local funds available for differentiated 
pay. Expresses intent of General Assembly that this reduction not result in employees receiving less ona 
monthly basis in salary and state-funded bonuses during 1994-95 than they received on a monthly basis in 
1993-94 so long as the employees qualify for bonuses under the local differentiated pay plan. 

§ 127. Teacher salary schedules. Sets out salary schedule for public school teachers paid from state 
funds and directs Governor to transfer sufficient funds from the Reserve for Salary Increases to implement the 
schedule as well as pay lump-sum longevity pay equivalent to 1% of base salary for persons with 10 to 14 
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years service, 1.5% for 15 to 19 years, 2% for 20 to 24 years, and 2.5% for 25 years and more. Salary 
schedule provides increases over 1992-93 schedule ranging from $20 per month for "A” certificate teachers 
with no experience to $40 per month for "A” certificate teachers with 29 years of experience, and from $21 
per month for "G” certificate teachers with no experience to $38 per month for "G” certificate teachers with 
29 years of experience. Eliminates separate salary schedules for teachers with certification based on academic 
preparation at the six-year degree level and the doctoral degree level and replaces with a flat $126 per month 
and $253 per month supplement respectively. Sets special schedule placement for school psychologists. 


§ 128. Office of Teacher Recruitment statutes repealed. Repeals Part 1 of Article 24C of Chapter 115C. 
§ 129. Allocation of funds for merged career ladder pilot projects. Provides that where a unit with a 


career development pilot project merges with a unit that has no such project, any differentiated pay plan 
resulting is to receive (a) the amount of funds previously allocated to the particular pilot project and (b) 
amount the unit is entitle to receive to administer the School Accountability Act of 1989 for the portion of the 
unit not participating in the pilot program. Resulting pay plan may be modified by local board of education 
upon recommendation of State Superintendent of Public Instruction with approval of SBE. 

§ 130. Reorganization of the Department of Public Instruction. Directs the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to reorganize the Department of Public Instruction to implement base budget reductions of 
$763,366 for fiscal 1993-94 and $1,781,716 for fiscal 1994-95, eliminating 57 positions funded from the 
General Fund. Requires report to Joint Leg. Educ. Oversight Comm. on positions eliminated. 


§ 131. Continue model teacher education consortium. Adds Bertie County to model teacher consortium 
established by SL 1191, ch. 900. 


§ 132. School-based administrator salaries. Establishes new salary schedule for principals and ass’t 
principals. States that entry level salary of ass’t principal is 3% higher than teacher with "G”" certificate and 
four years experience. Provides that certified base salary of principal or ass’t principal shall not increase less 
than 1% nor more than 3% as result of placement on new salary schedule. States that there is no State 
requirement that superintendents receive in State-paid salary at least 1% more than highest-paid principal in ( 
that school unit, but provides that no superintendent is to suffer pay cut from 1992-93 salary as result of this 
requirement as long as he or she remains in employ of same unit. Authorizes Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight 
Comm. to consider current salary schedules for administrators other than principals and ass’t principals and 
may recommended changes to salary schedules. 

§ 133. Salaries for noncertified public school employees. Directs each local board of education, before 
the 1995-96 school year, to place all State-allotted office support personnel, teacher assistants, and custodial 
personnel on State salary schedule so that the average salary paid is the State-allotted amount for each 
category. States that General Assembly intends that no employee be discharged in order to comply with this 
requirement. Provides that average salary paid in each category from State funds for 1993-94 must be at least 
2% higher than 1992-93 average. Requires State Board of Education to report to General Assembly before 
3/31/94 and 3/31/95 on implementation of this section. 

§ 134. Exceptional children funds. Sets allocation for exceptional children’s funds as follows: (a) each 
local school administrative unit is to receive for academically gifted children $641.26 per child for 3.9% of the 
1992-93 actual average daily membership, regardless of the number of children identified as academically 
gifted. This allocation applies to 43,114 children statewide; and (b) each unit is to receive for other 
exceptional children $1,923.79 per child for the lesser of (i) 12.5% of 1992-93 actual average daily 
membership or (ii) the actual number of exceptional children identified. Provides that unit with more than 
12.5% of children in exceptional class, other than academically gifted, will receive $418.76 per child to be 
used only for nonrecurring expenses. Provides that dollar amounts allocated under these formulas will 
increase in accordance with legislative salary increments for personnel serving exceptional children. Directs 
SBE to study (1) methods of identifying exceptional children and formulas for allocating funds and (2) laws, 
rules, and policies concerning education of academically gifted children, and report to Comm’n on Children 
with Special Needs and to the chairs of the appropriations committees and subcommittees on education of the 
House and Senate by March 15, 1994. 

§ 134.1. School counselor funds. Appropriates $10 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium for 
instructional support personnel. States intent that this money be used first for counselors, then for social

workers and other personnel to help reduce violence in schools. 

§ 135. Commission on School Technology created. Creates Comm’n on School Technology in the 
Dep’t of Public Instruction operating independently of the SBE and the dep’t. Comm’n to have 16 members: 
Sup’t of Public Instruction or designee; one representative of UNC System appointed by President; one 
representative of Community College System appointed by President; Deputy Controller for Information 
Resources Mgt. Comm’n; four members appointed by Governor; four members appointed by General 
Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem.; and four members appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Speaker. Comm’n is to prepare a requirements analysis and propose a plan to the General 
Assembly for improving student performance through the use of learning technologies by May 1, 1994. Dep’t 
of Public Instruction to provide staff; comm’n may also hire staff or consultants. Allocates $300,000 for 
fiscal 1993-94 for the study. Directs Comm’n to make progress report before 3/15/94 and final report before 
5/15/94 to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. 

§ 136. Low performing units. Authorizes Dep’t of Public Instruction to use up to $1.2 million of 
funds appropriated for Aid to Local School Administrative Units for staff development activities and technical 
assistance for school systems to enable unit to improve student performance and decrease dropout rates. 
Directs Board of Governors to require the Office of School Services at UNC constituent institutions to provide 
annually in-kind technical assistance valued at no less than $600,000 to units that are low performing or that 
have been placed on warning status. 

§ 137. Mobile preschool pilot program. Directs State Board of Education to use funds appropriated for 
the McSmiles pilot program to implement a pilot Mobile Classroom Instructional Laboratory for Educational 
Success Program in the McDowell County schools. 

§ 138. Supplemental funding in low-wealth counties/small school systems. Retains $18 million 
appropriated in each year of the biennium for additional State aid to low-wealth counties and small school 
systems, but revises the allocation formula. 

The low-wealth formula provides to schools the difference between the amount of the State’s average 
appropriation per student and a calculated amount per student. The latter figure is based on the counties’ 
relative wealth. The counties’ relative wealth is calculated according to a formula that gives 50% weight to the 
percentage that county per capital income is of State per capita income, 40% weight to the percentage that 
county revenue availability (as defined) per student is of the State average revenue availability, and 10% weight 
to the percentage that the county adjusted property tax base (as defined) per square mile is of the State adjusted 
property tax base per square mile. Reduces this allocation to counties that fail to do one of the following: 

' either keep their effective tax rate equal to the effective State average tax rate, or maintain an appropriation per 
student equal to the calculated amount per student the county could provide based on its relative wealth. 

The small system supplemental funds go to (1) county school administrative units with an average daily 
membership (ADM) of fewer than 3,000 students and (2) to those with ADM of from 3,000 to 4,000 if the 
county adjusted property tax base per student is less than the State adjusted property tax base per student and if 
all units within the county have 3,000 to 4,000 ADM. The funding allocation formula as developed by the 
State Board of Education must: (1) round fractions of positions to the next whole position, (2) provide four 
regular classroom teachers in counties in which the ADM per square mile is greater than four, (3) provide six 
teachers in which ADM per square mile is 4 or fewer, (4) change the duty-free allocation to one teacher 
assistant per 400 ADM, (5) provide a base allotment for consolidated funds of $150,000 excluding textbooks, 
and (6) allot vocational education funds for grade 6. If funds appropriated are insufficient, the Board must 
. reduce allocations pro rata. 

Provides that funds allocated to low-wealth and small systems may not supplant current funding for 
schools. 

§ 139. Safe schools. Allocates $2.5 million for each year of fiscal 1993-95 biennium from funds 
appropriated to Aid to Local School Administrative Units to be used for grants to local units for locally 
designed innovative local programs to make schools safe. Directs funds to be used for grants ranging in 
amount from $50,000 to $100,000. Requires application to include (a) an assessment of local problems; (b) a 
detailed plan; (c) a statement how grant funds will be used; and (d) an annual evaluation process. Directs 
grant recipients to be selected prior to Jan. 1, 1994. Directs State Board of Education to appoint a state task 
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force, including representatives of Dep’t of Public Instruction, local units, educators, parents, the juvenile 
justice system, social services, and nongovernmental agencies providing services to children, to review grant 
applications. Directs State Board of Education to report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee before March 15, 1994 and before Jan. 15, 1995. Amends GS 115C-12 to direct State Board of 
Education to monitor and compile annual report on acts of violence in the public schools and to develop a 
standard format by which local boards of education are obliged to report such acts to the state board. Directs 
State Board of Education to develop a model curriculum for the prevention of school violence and local units 
to establish a curriculum based on the model. Directs that the model include instruction on conflict resolution 
and mediation and that the curriculum be initiated by the beginning of the 1994-95 school year. 

§ 140. Parents as teachers pilot programs. Directs State Board of Education to use funds appropriated 
for Parents as Teachers Pilot Programs to implement pilot programs in Rutherford County schools and Wake 
County schools, which have been designated as national training sites for the program. Directs that program 
send parent educators into homes with children younger than three years old to provide the child’s parents 
with information and training. Directs the two administrative units to report to the State Board of Education 
and to the General Assembly prior to March 1, 1995. 

141. Teacher academy plan. Creates in the Dep’t of Public Instruction the Teacher Academy Task 
Force with 20 members: The Superintendent of Public Instruction or designee; one member of the SBE 
appointed by the chair of the SBE; one member of the UNC Board of Governors, appointed by the board 
chair; the director of the North Carolina Center for the Advancement of Teaching; two deans of a school of 
education appointed by the UNC President; four public school teachers appointed by the Speaker (one from 
’ preschool through grade 2, one grade 3 through 5, one grade 6 through 8, and one grade 9 through 12); 
four public school teachers appointed by the President Pro Tempore (same distribution); two public school — 
teachers appointed by Governor; one superintendent of a local school administrative unit appointed by the 
Governor; two public school principals appointed by the Governor; and one member of Teacher Training Task 
Force appointed by Chair of State Board of Educ. Task force is to develop for consideration by the General 
Assembly a plan to establish a statewide network of high quality, integrated, comprehensive, and sustained 
professional development for teachers. Identifies specific areas of concern. Dep’t of Public Instruction to 
provide staff and facilities. SBE to use up to $15,000 of funds it received prior to June 30, 1993 from audit 
exceptions and refunds to Aid to Local School Administrative Units for the task force. 

Also directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to begin implementing Teacher Academies by developing training 
modules in collaboration with NCCAT, training initial cadre of teacher trainers in collaboration with NCCAT, 
contracting with trainers, and selecting sites for Teachers Academies for summer training in 1994. 

Provides that Task Force shall expire on July 1, 1995. 

§ 142. Expand NCCAT services. Allocates $200,000 for each year of 1993-94 fiscal biennium from 
funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors Reserve for University Operations for the North Carolina 
Center for the Advancement of Teaching at Western Carolina University to be used to train teacher trainers, 
expand services to areas not located near the center, and to conduct pilot programs at five local school 
administrative units. Provides that purpose of pilot programs is to help units develop professional development 
programs to solve the needs identified by school-based committees. Directs NCCAT to conduct clinical 
research at five pilot units to evaluate the effectiveness of the program design on staff development plans for 
school units, school buildings, and individual teachers. 

§ 143. Staff development fund. Directs SBE to use up to $3.8 million of funds it received prior to June 
_ 30, 1993 from audit exceptions and refunds to Aid to Local School Administrative Units for staff development 
activities. May not be used for activities that would require hiring substitute teachers. Requires Dep’t of 
Public Instruction to report by April 15, 1994 to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on use of 
state, federal, and local funds for substitute teachers from Aug. 1, 1989 through Jan. 1, 1994. 

143.1. Scotland County school pay date changed. Provides for payment on 15th of month for all 
10-month, monthly-paid employees of Scotland County schools, except bus drivers. 

§ 144. Brunswick County school pay date change. Provides that all ten-month contract teachers and 
employees of the Brunswick County schools, who are paid on a monthly basis, are to be paid on the 15th of 7 
the month. 
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§ 144.1. Study GPAC recommendations concerning reorganization of education agencies. Authorizes 


Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations to review GPAC recommendations as title indicates. 

§ 144.2. Local school improvement plans. Amends GS 115C-238.1 to provide that guidelines for 
school performance indicators adopted by State Board of Education concern how to gauge community 
involvement, parent involvement, professional teacher development, and school climate with regard to student 
and employee safety and use of positive discipline; indicators shall not rely predominantly on test scores. 
Requires Board to report to the Joint Legis. Education Oversight Committee by Feb. 1, 1994 regarding 
guidelines for school performance indicators, and that school performance indicators be addressed in local 
school improvement plans modified or adopted after Mar. 15, 1995. Amends GS 115C-238.3 to require (1) 
that parents serving on advisory panels for developing student performance goals and on building level 
committees developing strategies for achieving student performance goals not be employees of the local school 
administrative unit or members of the building-level staff, respectively, (2) that parents on such advisory 
panels and building level committees reflect the racial and socioeconomic composition of the students and shall 
not be members of building-level staff, (3) teacher members shall be selected by secret ballot, (4) that 
systemwide staff development plan address building-level staff development needs and that each building have 
flexibility to combine its funds with other buildings with similar needs, that performance goals for the local 
school administrative unit address specific, measurable goals for school performance indicators adopted by the 
State Board of Education, (5) that building-level strategies for attaining school performance goals include a 
plan for the use of staff development funds made available to the school, and (6) that principals disclose by 
Oct. 1 of each year to all affected personnel the total allocation of funds for differentiated pay, and make 
available to all such personnel a year-end report on disbursement of such funds. Amends GS 115C-238.7 to 
increase the membership of the Task Force on Site-Based Management in the Dep’t of Public Instruction from 
15 to 21 by adding a parent of a public school child and two at-large member (each appointed by the Sup’t of 
Public Instruction), a business and industry representative appointed by the Governor, a representative 
appointed by the UNC Board of Governors, and a county comm’r appointed by the Sup’t of Public Instruction 
after receiving recommendations from the NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs. Also provides that Div’n of 
Administrators of NC Ass’n of Educators may make recommendations regarding appointment of principals to 
the Task Force. 

Directs State Board to report to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. on school performance guidelines 
indicators by 2/1/94, and requires that these indicators be addressed in local improvement modified or adopted 
after 3/15/94. 

§ 144.3. Driver education study. Directs Legis. Research Comm’n to study driver education program 
and to report results by 4/15/94. 


PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 

§ 145. Permanent hourly worker status. Directs Dep’t of Transportation to begin converting all existing 
permanent hourly highway maintenance workers to permanent status, effective 7/1/93, requires DOT to cease 
hiring permanent hourly workers as of 7/1/93, and requires complete conversion of permanent hourly workers 
to permanent status by 1/1/94. Repeals GS 126-5(c4) effective 1/1/94. 

§ 146. Repeal special $15,000 appropriation to DMV. Repeals GS 20-97(c) which makes a special 
annual appropriation of $15,000 to Div’n of Motor Vehicles from Highway Fund. 

147. Elderly & Handica Transportation Program. Amends GS 136-44.27 to rename cited 
program as Elderly and Disabled Transportation Assistance Program. 

§ 148. Small urban construction programs. Allocated $20 million in each year of the biennium for 
small urban construction projects. Provides that $14 million shall be allocated equally among the 14 highway 
divisions for projects located within a one-mile radius of municipal corporate limits. The remaining $6 
million shall be used statewide for rural or small urban improvements. None of these funds are subject to the 
county allocation formula. Requires DOT to report to each member of the General Assembly projects funded 
in his district under this section. 

§ 149. Implement selected GPAC recommendations. Directs DOT to centralize monitoring and 


reporting of data related so small and minority business development firms and civil rights-related matters, and 
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to report progress to Transportation Oversight Comm. by 10/1/93. 

Directs DOT to submit plan to General Assembly and Transportation Oversight Comm. by 9/1/93 on 
consolidating part-time driver license offices. 

Directs DOT to submit plan by 11/1/93 outlining steps to enhance efficiency of the vehicle registration 
process. 

Directs DOT to submit plan by 9/1/93 implementing GPAC recommendations with respect to contracting 
out more preconstruction work to private engineering firms. 

Directs DOT to report by 9/1/93 a plan to increase use of outside contract forces for highway 
maintenance and repair, and to develop by 2/1/94 a plan to consolidate 14 division garages and 14 county 
garages. 

Directs DOT to realign traffic services sections of the 14 traffic divisions. 

Directs DOT to report by 11/1/93 a plan on maintenance staffing and ways to increase efficiency of 
maintenance work force. 

§ 150. Equipment fund transfer. Directs transfer of $10 million from Equipment Fund to Highway 
Fund for 1993-94. 

§ 151. Report on billboard fees. Directs DOT to report by 10/1/93 on billboard fees with attention to 
how much is generated and how much is needed to administer the program. 

152. rt on personnel effects of new computer system. Directs Sec’y of Transportation to report to 
Transportation Oversight Committee by 10/1/93 on plans for reducing personnel costs due to new computer 
system for drivers licensing and vehicle registration. 

§ 153. Modify aviation appropriation. Amends GS 136-16.4 to fix annual appropriation from General 
Fund to DOT for aviation purposes at $8.4 million for 1993-94 and $8.9 million for 1994-95 (now, equal to 
sales tax collections on aircraft and related items). Provides that this amount is increase or decrease in the 
future in proportion to percentage change in overall sales tax collections. 

§ 154. Report on use of inmate labor. Requires DOT to report to Transp. Oversight Comm. by 
10/1/93 on use of minimum and medium custody inmates. 

§ 155. Branch agent transaction rate. Sets DMV branch agent rate at $.92 per transaction. 

§ 156. Highway Fund allocations by Controller. Not digested. 

§ 157. Cash flow Highway Fund/Highway Trust Fund appropriations. Not digested. 

§ 158. Highway Fund limitations on overexpenditures. Not digested. 


§ 159. Resurfaced roads may be widened. Authorizes use of up to 15% of resurfacing funds to be used 
to widen narrow pavements scheduled for resurfacing. Requires report of use under this section to Joint 


Legis. Highway Oversight Comm. and Fiscal Research Div’n by 5/15/94. 


§ 160. Highway Fund adjustments to reflect actual revenue. Not digested. 
§ 161. Dep’t of Trans., to pay attorneys assigned to DMV. As title indicates. 
§ 162. DOT exempt from public construction laws for certain projects. Authorizes DOT to enter into 


design-build-warrant contract to develop, with federal assistance, system of traffic management for greater 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg area. Exempts this project from occupational licensing board laws and public 
contracting statutes to the extent necessary to comply with federal regulations for completion of this project. 
Requires quarterly report to Joint Legis. Highway Oversight Comm. on this project. 

§ 163. DOT to report on DMV Enforcement Section. Requires DOT to report to Joint Legis. Highway 
Oversight Comm. by 10/1/93 on efforts to restructure DMV Enforcement Section. 

§ 164. Disposition of tax proceeds from Highway Trust Fund. Amends GS 105-187.9 to provide that 
transfer from Trust Fund to General Fund of $170 million of proceeds from highway taxes may occur either 
by transferring one-fourth of the amount at the end of each quarter in the fiscal year or by transferring the full 
amount annually on July 1 of each fiscal year, subject to the availability of revenue (now, transfer required at 
end of each quarter). 

§ 165. DMV enforcement efficiency implementation report. Directs Comm’r of Motor Vehicles to 
report on the first day of the 1994 session to the Appropriations Committees on Transportation of both the 
House and Senate and to the Fiscal Research Division on the implementation of the 1993-94 expansion budget 
requests for computer equipment, computerized vehicle weighing systems, and the Optical Disk File Storage 
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System. 

§ 166. Major resurfacing and maintenance projects to be in transportation improvement program. 
Directs Sec’y of Transportation to report, not later than 30 days before the beginning of the 1994 legislative 
session, to the Appropriations Committees on Transportation of both the House and the Senate and the Fiscal 
Research Division on a plan to include cited projects on the primary highway system within the TIP. 

§ 167. Piedmont Triad Transportation Study. Allocates from funds appropriated from the Highway 
Fund to NCDOT a sum of $222,750 for fiscal 1993-94 and $346,500 for fiscal 1994-95 for cited study 
involving the metropolitan planning organizations of High Point, Greensboro, and Winston-Salem. Directs 
fund recipient to provide detailed periodic reports and financial information to the Board of Transportation and 
to make a final report to the board and the General Assembly by May 31, 1995. 

§ 168. State highway facilities naming moratorium: Places a moratorium from July 1, 1993, through 
June 30, 1994, on naming bridges, highways, and other facilities after a person other than a deceased state, 
federal, or local official. Requires Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Comm. to adopt guidelines for future 
naming, to be reported to 1994 session. 

§ 169. Study Highway Fund expenditures to agencies other than DOT. Authorizes Legislative Research 
Comm’n and directs Fiscal Trends Study Comm’n to study all appropriations from Highway Fund to agencies 
other than the Department of Transportation, including the Highway Patrol, Department of Correction, and 
Department of Public Instruction and report to the General Assembly by the first day of the 1994 session. 

169.1. Secon road funds eligibility modification. For municipalities incorporated between July 1, 
. 1989, and June 30, 1993, requires DOT to maintain streets on State highway system within municipalities not 
~ eligible for Powell Bill funds. Requires DOT to maintain such streets as part of State secondary system and to 
maintain paving priority for these roads as if the municipality were not incorporated, so long as municipality 
remains ineligible for Powell Bill distributions. 

§ 169.2. Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. Amends GS 120-70.50 to rename cited 
committee (now, Joint Leg. Highway Oversight Comm.), to give it jurisdiction over all State transportation 
matters, and to provide that its powers are to be liberally construed. 

§ 169.3 Visitor and Welcome Center funds. Amends GS 20-79.7 to earmark $325,000 in 1993-94 
and $375,000 for 1993-95 from Special Registration Plate Account for existing visitor and welcome centers in 
Camden, Brunswick, Macon, Watauga, and Caswell. 

§ 169.4 Farm equipment dealer plate usage. Amends GS 20-79(d) to provide that a dealer who sells, 
trades, or services farm tractors may use a dealer plate on a vehicle sued to haul tractors and other 
farm-related equipment that handles. 

169.5. Some tem Ferry Div’n positions converted to full-time. Provides that any temporary 
positions in Ferry Div’n that are filled by personnel who have worked for 24 or more months as of July 1, 
1993, shall be converted to permanent full-time positions, subject to approval of Sec’y of Transportation. 


PART 19. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

§ 170. Current Operating Expenses. Permits DOC to transfer, within its fiscal 1993-94 certified 
budget, up to $5 million for repair and renovation of present facilities, subject to prior approval of the Office 
of State Budget and Mgt. Requires that the DOC have a verifiable ten percent goal for participation by 
minority and women contractors in these projects. Allows DOC to transfer within its budget up to $650,000 
in each fiscal year to match federal grant funds it receives. Requires that DOC submit a schedule of 
renovation and repair and report on compliance with other parts of this section quarterly. 

§ 171. Limit Use of Operational Funds. Prohibits DOC from using funds appropriated in this act for 
personnel and operating costs for additional facilities until the new facilities are within 90 days of completion, 
except for management and support positions authorized in the budget approved by the General Assembly. 

§ 172. NCCIW/ MATCH Program Funds. Provides that as a part of $112.5 million in bond proceeds 
appropriated and allocated for repairs and renovations at NC Correctional Institution for Women, a gatehouse 
and visiting/operations center should be constructed. Additionally, the visiting center must include space for 
the Mothers and Their Children (MATCH) program. | 

§ 173. Summit House. Provides that the DOC: (1) use $400,000 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium 
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to support the Summit House residential program for mothers and pregnant women, including expansion of 
nonresidential day center services; (2) spend $150,000 in fiscal 1993-94 to plan and select a site for Summit 
House programs in Mecklenburg and Wake Counties (any leftover funds may be used for site allocation); and 
(3) spend $500,000 in fiscal 1994-95 for operating costs of the Mecklenburg and Wake County programs; 
requires that counties match funds appropriated to these programs and provide a site for each program. 
Requires quarterly reports by Summit House on program effectiveness and progress toward establishment of 
new programs. 

§ 174. Harriet House. Requires that DOC use $200,000 in each year of the 1993-95 biennium to 
support Harriet House, a transitional home for female ex-offenders and their children. Requires that Harriet 
House report quarterly. 

§ 175. Inmate incentive pay. Amends GS 148-18(a) to increase hourly wage of prison inmates employed 
by prison enterprises to $3 (now, $1) and to provide that inmates may be paid either by hourly rate or on the 
basis of production quotas. 

§ 176. Private confinement facilities. Prohibits adding for-profit private confinement facilities to State 
prison system until General Assembly approves, but authorizes Sec’y of Correction to seek proposals for 
private for-profit or nonprofit firms to provide and operate treatment facilities for inmates with substance abuse 
problems providing at least 500 beds. Requires reports to legislative leadership and appropriate committees on 
this matter by 4/15/94. 

§ 177. Consolidation of prison facilities. Directs the Dep’t of Corrections to develop and execute plans 
to close prison units in Granville, Halifax, Person, Warren, and Vance and replace them with appropriate 
facilities. ; 

§ 178. Reasonable audit fees and access to inmate medical records. Directs any hospital that provides 
medical care or treatment to an inmate in the custody of the Dep’t of Correction to permit the department or 
its agents to review and audit those medical records. Prohibits the hospital from imposing unreasonable 
copying fees or imposing unreasonable conditions upon access to records. Adds new GS 131E-99.2 (Inmate 
medical records) to provide that hospital that allows review of inmate records does not breach patient 
confidentiality and is immune from liability for the release of the inmate’s medical records. 

§ 178.1. Community corrections programs. States intent of General Assembly to consider action in 
1994 on GPAC recommendation to transfer Community Service Work Program from Dep’t of Crime Control 
to Dep’t of Correction and to consolidate all community corrections programs under single administrative 
structure. 


‘PART 20. DEP’T OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

179. rt on Community Service Workers. Requires that Dep’t report quarterly during 1993-95 
biennium to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n concerning 
how many, and in what locations, community service workers were available during each month to perform 
park maintenance work. 

§ 180. Rape Victims Assistance Program. Effective 30 June 1993, allows Dep’t to use up to $150,000 
of funds received, but not used, from the contingency and emergency fund to liquidate unpaid invoices for 
emergency room services provided to rape victims, and to provide rape evidence collection kits to hospitals. 

§ 181. National Guard Disaster Training. Amends GS 166A-6 (laws pertaining to disasters) to provide 
that Governor may use contingency and emergency funds for National Guard training in emergency 
preparation. 

§ 182. Highway Patrol Div’n Report. Requires report by 30 April 1994 to Senate and House 
Appropriations Committees on Justice and Public Safety and the Joint Appropriations Committee on 
Transportation on the following: long-range staffing plans for the Div’n, trooper assignment, development of 
a reciprocity plan with local law enforcement agencies, justification of use of troopers for special assignment, 
and justification of annual automatic pay increases currently provided to sworn Div’n personnel. 

§ 183. Report on Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Requires that the Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety report annually to the Senate and House Appropriations Base Budget Committees on Justice and 
Public Safety and the Fiscal Research Division on the administrative expenditures of the victims’ compensaiion 
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fund. 

§ 184. Legislative review of drug law enforcement and other grants. Provides that State applications for 
grants under the State and Local Law Enforcement Assistance Act of 1986, Part M of the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1986, or any other federal law or regulation that requires review of grant 
application by State Legislature or other designated body, are designated subject to review by the Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations when the General Assembly is not in session. 
Applications must also be reported to the House Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety and 
to the Senate Appropriations Committee on Justice and Public Safety. 

§ 185. Automated administration of the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Requires that the Dep’t of 
Crime Control and Public Safety develop or acquire software to automate the system of claims and 
reimbursement administration for the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Dep’t must report on installation of 
system to the House and Senate Appropriation Committees on Justice and Public Safety and to fiscal Research 
by March 31, 1994. 


PART 21. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

§ 186. AOC Network Transfer Study. Requires that AOC and Information Resource Mgt. Comm’n 
evaluate the feasibility of transferring ownership of the AOC network back to the State Telecommunications 
System. Agencies must present evaluation to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov. Operations by 31 
December 1993. 

§ 187. Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. Effective 1 July 1993, requires that AOC, in each year of 
the 1993-95 biennium: (1) place $3.8 million from this fund in a reserve for capital cases and for transcripts, 
professional exams, and expert witness fees; and (2) allot $11.5 million from this fund for adult, juvenile and 
guardian ad litem cases to each coterminous district/ superior court judicial district or county, according to the 
caseload of indigents who were not served by the public defender in those areas during 1992-93 and 1993-94. 
Requires that chief district court and senior resident superior court judges be notified of funding under (2) and 
that they manage spending out of the fund. Permits subsequent funding under (2) if funds are depleted in a 
particular district or county, but provides that total funding cannot exceed the total approved budget for this 
fund. 

§ 188. Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund. Continues this nonreverting special fund for use in 
McKoy resentencing. Provides that this fund can be terminated and transferred to Indigent Persons’ Attorney 
Fee Fund when the AOC Director certifies to the State Controller that McKoy resentencing has been 
substantially completed. Provides that in each year of biennium $1,048,424 of appropriation may be used for 
this fund. 

§ 189. Community Penalties Programs. Provides that in each year of biennium $1,918,912 may be 
used for existing or new programs. Requires that Dep’t report annually to Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Justice and Public Safety about use of these funds. 

§ 190. Rape Witness Counselor Program. Provides that in each year of biennium, the AOC may 
transfer within its certified budget up to $25,000 to support this existing program. 

§ 191. Grant Matching Funds. Provides that in each year of the biennium, the AOC may transfer 
within its certified budget up to $200,000 to match grants it receives from non-State funds. 

§ 192. Indigent Persons’ Attorney Representation Contract Extension. Amends GS 7A-344(4) (special 


duties of AOC Director concerning representation of indigent persons) to authorize Director to employ full- or 


. part-time attorneys, with the approval of chief district court and senior resident superior court judges, to 


provide defense services for the the indigent in both courts (was, only authority for district court 
representation). . 

"§ 193. uipment and Supply Funds Transfer. Requires certification of funds for this purpose in a 
reserve account. Allows transfer of funds for this purpose between and among programs, and requires that 
AOC report quarterly to Appropriations Subcommittees about transfers. . 

§ 194. Add Public and Appellate Defender Personnel. From appropriations to the Indigent Persons 
Attorney Fee Fund for the biennium, permits use of $466,230 in fiscal 1993-94 and $471,989 in fiscal 
1994-95 as follows: (1) $217,060 in 1993-94 and $234,478 in 1994-95 for up to four new assistant public 
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defenders, (2) $140,640 in 1993-94 and $119,555 in 1994-95 for up to five new public defender secretaries, 
and (3) $108,530 in 1993-94 and $117,478 in 1994-95 for up to two new assistant appellate defenders. 
§ 195. Fund Transfer from Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund to the Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee 


Fund. Permits transfer of up to $1.1 million as title indicates during fiscal 1993-94. 

eal 199. Emergency special superior court judges. Adds GS 7A-45.2 establishing criteria and procedure 
for appointment, removal, and authority of emergency special superior court judges. 

§ 200. Study mediation programs. Requires that Administrative Office of the Courts study the 
effectiveness of the child custody and visitation mediation programs, the court-ordered non-binding arbitration 
programs, and the dispute mediation programs, and report its findings to General Assembly by April 15, 
1994, 


§ 200.1. Sentencing Commission extended. Extends Sentencing Comm’n through July 1, 1994. 
§ 200.2 Regional mediation center in Pitt County. Allocates $40,000 of Judicial Dep’t funds in 


1993-94 for The Mediation Center of Pitt County, Inc. to establish regional mediation and dispute settlement 
center. 


§ 200.3. Emergency Judges’ Per Diem Increase. Amends GS 7A-52(b) to provide increase per diem 


for emergency district and superior court judges from $150 to $200. 

§ 200.4 Transfer Caswell and Person to new judicial and prosecutorial districts 9A. As title indicates. 
Effective date for transfer is the later of Nov. 1, 1993, or 15 days after federal approval under Voting Rights 
Act. Provides that Governor shall appoint superior court judge for new district by term expiring 12/31/94; 
successor to be chosen in 1994 general election. Transfers one superior court reporter from District 17A to 
new District 9A. Two district court judgeships created by this section to be filled by incumbents now residing 
in Person and Caswell. Provides that term of judge residing in Caswell expires 12/31/94; term of judge 
residing in Person expires 12/31/96. Successors to be chosen by election as terms expire. Provides that new 
district attorney position to be appointed by Governor for term expiring 12/31/94; successor to be chosen in 
1994 general election. 

§ 200.5. Additional superior court judges/special superior court judges. Effective Nov. 1, 1993, or 
approval by US Justice Dep’t, whichever is later, adds Superior Court judges in District 3B (Carteret, Craven, 
Pamlico), District 10A (part of Wake), District 1SA (Alamance), District 17B (Stokes and Surry), District 20B 
(Stanly and Union), and District 25B (Catawba). Effective Jan. 1, 1995, adds superior court judge in District 
27B (Cleveland and Lincoln). Amends GS 7A-45.1(a) effective Nov. 1, 1993 to permit Governor to 
appoint two special superior court judges to serve terms expiring Dec. 31, 1998. Successors to these judges 
serve four-year terms. This provision does not affect term of judge whose term was extended by SL 1989, 
Chap. 1066, Sect. 124. 

. § 200.6. Additional district court judges. Effective Nov. 1, 1993 (or later Justice Dep’t approval) Adds 
district court judges in following districts: 1, 8, 10, 12, 18, and 30. These new positions to be appointed by 
Governor for terms ending 12/31/94; successor to be chosen in 1994 general election. Effective Dec. 1, 1994, 
adds district court judges in following districts: 3A, 6B, 19A, 19C, 20, 22, and 26. These new positions to 
be filled in 1994 general election. 

200.7. Add’! ass’t district atty’s/create district 19C/add’1 investigatorial ass’ts. Effective Jan. 1, 1994, 
adds assistant district attorneys in following districts: 10, 11, 15B, 18, 19B, 20, 22, 25, 26, and 28. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1995, moves Rowan from prosecutorial district 19A to new prosecutorial district 19C. Effective Jan. 
1, 1994, adds investigatorial assistants in prosecutorial districts 1 and 8. 











PART 22. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

§ 201. SBI Funding/ Spending Priorities. Provides spending priorities for appropriations to the Dep’t 
of Justice, SBI for the 1993-95 biennium, for overtime payments, as follows: (1) to pay overtime to Field 
Investigative Div’n agents, and (2) to pay overtime to supervisory personnel receiving such payments as of 30 
June 1993 up to $5,200 annually per employee. 


§ 202. SBI Use of Court-Ordered Restitution Funds. Permits SBI to use funds from court-ordered 


restitution in undercover drug operations. é 


§ 203. Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards Pay for Use of State Facilities 
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and Services. As title indicates. 

§ 204. Use of seized and forfeited property transferred by federal gov’t. Provides that seized and 
forfeited property transferred to Dep’t of Justice or Dep’t of Crime Control & Public Safety by federal 
government shall be credited to the agency’s budget and shall result in increase in law enforcement resources. 
Requires report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations on receipt and intended use of such assets. 
Prohibits use of assets for new projects, real property acquisition, or repairs and renovations without prior 
approval of General Assembly. 


§ 205. Report on attorneys fees. Requires Dep’t of Justice to report to 1994 session and annually 
thereafter on efforts to collect attorneys’ fees to support Consumer Anti-Trust Section. 


§ 206. Transfer Banking Comm’n Legal Counsel to Dep’t of Justice. As title indicates, along with 
necessary equipment and support. Also requires that Banking Comm’n provide space for transferred staff. 
Amends GS 53-96 providing that salary of Comm’r of Banks is to be fixed by General Assembly in Current 
Operations Appropriations Act, and specifying that Att’y General (now, Governor) assigns legal counsel to 
Comm’r, on a full-time basis. 

§ 207. Salary funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Justice to use $936,000 in each year of biennium to create 
new positions and change salaries of existing positions. New hires must be completed by 6/30/94 and salary 
adjustments must be completed by 12/31/93. Requires quarterly report to Fiscal Research Div’n. 


PART 23. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES. 

§ 208. Willie M. Not digested. 

§ 209. Thomas S. Provides that funds appropriated for the Thomas S. program may be expended only 
for programs serving members of the Thomas S. class or for clients who are (1) adults with mental retardation 
who were admitted to a state psychiatric hospital after Mar. 22, 1984 and who are on the official list of 
prospective class members, (2) adult with mental retardation with a history of state psychiatric hospital 
admissions who, without funding support, have a good probability of being readmitted to a state psychiatric 
hospital, or (3) adults with mental retardation who have not been admitted to a state psychiatric hospital but 
who have a history of behavior that is dangerous to themselves or others and who, without funding support, 
have a good probability of being admitted to a state psychiatric hospital. Provides that no more than 5% of 
Thomas S. funding may be spent on clients in categories (2) and (3). Prohibits expenditures of state funds on 
placement and service for Thomas S Class members except (1) funds specifically appropriated for that purpose, 
and (2) funds for which Thomas S Class members are otherwise eligible. Requires DHR to implement in 
1993-94 a prospective unit cost reimbursement system and to ensure that unit cost rates are reasonable. 
Requires DHR to report to General Assembly by April 1 of each year on this program. Authorizes DHR to 
take appropriate action when it finds that a local program is not providing minimally adequate services to class 
members. 


§ 210. Transfer of Funds. Not digested. 
§ 211. Mixed Beverage Tax for Area Mental Health Programs. Not digested. 
§ 212. Specialized Residential Centers’ Bed Conversion. Not digested. 


§ 213. Physician Services. Allows Dep’t, with anproval of Office of State Budget and Management, to 
use funds for across-the-board salary increases and pe: »rmance pay to offset increases in costs of contracting 
with universities for provision of physician services to clients in facilities operative by Div’n of MHDDSAS. 


§ 214. Liability Insurance. Not digested. 
§ 215. Non-Medicaid Reimbursement. Not digested. 
§ 216. Developmental Day Centers’ Grant-in-Aid. Transfers from the Div’n of MHDDSAS to the Dep't 


of Public Instruction $2,301,248 for each year of the biennium to serve handicapped children aged 3 through 
4 years who need developmental day services. 


§ 217. Loan Fund for ICF/MR Facilities. Continues short-term loan fund established by sec. 133 of 


1991 SL Ch. 689, and provides that, effective July 1, 1994, fund shall be used to assist area mental health 
programs in establishing community, non-Medicaid-funded housing alternatives. 


§ 218. Integrated Funding Approach for Mental Health/Substance Abuse Institutional Services. 


Requires Dep’t to develop and implement a plan during 1993-95 for an integrated funding approach for mental 
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health/substance abuse institutional services at one regional psychiatric hospital and one regional alcohol and 
drug abuse treatment center and the area mental health programs using those facilities. Requires DHR to 
submit reports on integrated funding system to House and Senate Human Resources Appropriation 
Subcommittees by May 1, 1994 and May 1, 1995. 

§ 219. Child Support Funds. Provides that consent judgment in Cassell v. Britt litigation is subject to 
GS 114-2.2 regarding approval of consent judgments by Attorney General. Allows Div’n of Social Services to 
use appropriated funds to implement consent judgment. 

§ 220. Pioneer Mental Health Plan. Codifies the Pioneer Funding System by amending the Mental 
Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Act of 1985. Adds GS 122C-143.1, which states the 
General Assembly shall endorse as policy guidance, and the Sec’y shall develop a payment policy for the use 
of State resources that is consistent with, long-range plans that designate the types of services to be provided 
and the persons to be served, according to age/disability level, by area authorities. Payment policy shall 
provide incentives to equalize services among catchment areas, and each area authority shall develop local 
long-range plans consistent with the State’s plans and subject to approval by the Sec’y. DHR requests for 
expansion funds shall be consistent with State’s long-range plans. Adds 122C-143.2 to provide for a 
Memorandum of Agreement between the Sec’y and each area authority establishing the services to be paid for 
by the State. Repeals GS 122C-144 and 147(a). Adds 122C-147.1 which provides that the General Assembly 
shall appropriate funds in broad age/disability categories, except where the General Assembly finds it 
necessary to appropriate funds for a more specific purpose. Specific purpose funds shall be converted to a 
broad age/disability category at the beginning of second biennium following the appropriation unless otherwise 
acted upon by General Assembly. The Sec’y shall allocate funds in broad age/disability categories so as to 
provide the area authority with flexibility to respond to local needs consistent with the Sec’y’s payment policy. 
Funds to area programs are to be earned on a purchase of service basis, at negotiated reimbursement rates, 
for services that are included in the Sec’y’s payment policy, or under a grant when the Sec’y determines that a 
purchase of service basis of payment would be impractical. Payments of funds shall be made at the close of 
the fiscal year for services actually delivered (purchase of service basis) or actual expenditures (grant basis). 
Adds GS 122C-147.2, which provides that, for purchase of service funds, reimbursement rates for specific 
types of services shall be negotiated between the Sec’y and area authority utilizing cost-finding and rate-setting 
conducted by the area authority in preparation for the Memorandum of Agreement, or another Sec’ y-approved 
method. Reimbursement rates shall incorporate operating and administrative costs, including property costs 
under GS 122C-147. Repeals GS 122C-148 through 122C-150. Adds GS 122C-144.1 to provide (1) that 
area authority budgets shall comply with the Local Gov’t Budget and Fiscal Control Act, (2) that the Sec’y 
may require periodic financial reports; (3) that the area authority shall submit an annual audit to the Local 
Government Comm’n and (4) that the Sec’y may require reports on clients, staffing, policies, activities, 
services, or financial data. Amends 122C-151 to establish that an area authority’s failure to comply with Act 
could result in the delay or denial of funds. Repeals GS 122C-151.1, effective July 1, 1994. Adds, effective 
January 1, 1994, 122C-151.3 and 122C-151.4 to establish the Area Authority Appeals Panel (three members 
appointed by and serving at pleasure of Sec’y) to hear appeals from contractors, clients, or persons claiming 
area authority has acted arbitrarily and capriciously in reducing funding for a service, or has not acted within 
applicable State law in imposing a contract requirement or in developing a plan or budget. Panel hearings are 
informal (no sworn testimony or rules of evidence). Panel jurisdiction limited to amount in controversy and 
appeal from Panel is via a contested case under Art. 3, Ch. 150B. Amends GS 122C-112(a) to require Sec’y 
to adopt rules implementing appeal procedure. Effective July 1, 1993, except where noted above. 

§ 221. Developmental disabilities training requirements. Directs Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to develop 
training requirements to carry out Developmental Disability Plan adopted by Mental Health Study Comm'n; 
training to be administered by Developmental Disabilities Training Institute at UNC-CH. 

§ 221.1. Ownership, etc., of vehicles purchased by Div’n of Vocational Rehab. Services. Authorizes 
Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services to purchase vehicles to be used primarily to transport clients being 
served under federal Rehabilitation Act of 1973 without transferring ownership, custody, or control to Dep’t of 
Administration. 


§ 222. Medicaid. Not digested. 
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§ 223. Reduce Infant Mortality. Requires Div’n of Medical Assistance to provide medical coverage for 
nutritional counseling, psycho-social counseling, and predelivery and post-partum home visits by maternity 
care coordinators and public health nurses for Medicaid-eligible pregnant women. 

§ 224. Transportation Services for Medicaid-eligible Pregnant Women and Children. Transfers from 
DHR to Dep’t of Transportation $300,000 for each year of the biennium to purchase transportation services 
for pregnant women and children who receive Medicaid benefits. Funds may not supplant funds now being 
used by local governments for that purpose and may not be used for purchase of vehicles or equipment or to 
cover state administrative costs. Establishes formula for distribution of funds to counties. 


§ 225. Pharmacy Dispensing Fee. Establishes pharmacy dispensing fee of $5.60 per prescription. 
§ 226. ICF and ICF/MR Work Incentive Allowances. Authorizes DHR to provide incentive allowance, 


set by statute, to Medicaid-eligible recipients in ICF and ICF/MR facilities who are regularly engaged in work 
activities as part of heir developmental plan. Provides that state funds for costs of incentive allowances shall be 
provided from savings in Medicaid budget or other unbudgeted funds available to DHR. 

§ 227. Medicaid Inpatient Hospital Reimbursement. Effective July 1, 1994, requires DHR to 
implement a budget-neutral Diagnosis Related Group reimbursement methodology for inpatient hospital 
services. 

§ 228. Family Support Act. Requires Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to change the manner in 
which AFDC payments are calculated so that more recipients will be able to keep working. 

§ 229. Retrospective Accounting Adjustment. Not digested. 

§ 230. AFDC for Pregnant Women. Requires Div’n of Social Services to provide AFDC benefits to 
pregnant women in third trimester of pregnancy, regardless of whether they have other children, if they are 
otherwise eligible. (Similar to provision contained in 1991 appropriations act.) 

§ 231. Foster Care. Establishes foster care assistance rate of $265 per month ($15 per month is a 
special needs allowance for the child). 

232. Emergency Assistance. Not digested. 

§ 233. Food Stamp Outreach. Not digested. 

§ 234. Child Protective Services. Requires DHR to distribute funds appropriated for child protective 
services as follows: (1) each county to receive an amount based on formula that takes into consideration 
number of Child Protective Services cases in that county and number of workers required to meet 20 cases per 
worker; no county’s allocation to be less than 1992-93 allocation; and (2) each county to receive a portion of 
remaining funds on proportional basis determined by amount needed to meet 20 caseload standard. Allocates 


_ $2 million in each year of the biennium for additional workers and supervisors. 


§ 235. Adoption Subsidy. Establishes adoption subsidy of $265 per month per child for families who 
adopt hard-to-place children. 

§ 236. Social Services Plan/Family Preservation Services. Requires Div’n of Social Services to use 
$410,000 of funds appropriated during each year of the biennium to further develop the social services plan 
under 1989 SL Ch. 448 and to pilot the plan in 3 to 5 counties. Requires Div’n of Social Services to use 
$50,000 of funds appropriated during each year of the biennium to make grants to public or private agencies 
to develop and implement model programs for family preservation services under part 4A of art. 3 of GS Ch. 
143B. 

§ 237. County Match for Child Protective Services. Effective July 1, 1993, requires counties to provide 


25% match, from federal or county funds, for state assistance to counties for child protective services. 


§ 238. Carolina Access program/eye care. Provides that Medicaid patients receiving health care 


‘through Carolina Access program may receive eye care directly from licensed optometrists. 


§ 238.1. Limiting ERISA plan requirements. Amends GS 58-50-151 to provide that an employee 
benefit plan (as defined in ERISA) shall not include any provision limiting or excluding coverage for any 


health care that the insured would have been entitled to on grounds that the individual is provided or eligible 
for such benefits under Medicaid. ) 
§ 239. Domiciliary Care Rate Increase. Effective July 1, 1993, increases maximum monthly rate for 
residents in domiciliary care facilities to $938 for ambulatory patients and $979 for semiambulatory patients. 
§ 240. Rest home payment method. Provides that the Dep’t of Human Resources shall develop a plan 
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for a vendor payment methodology for domiciliary care facilities. Proposed methodology must include a direct 
payment for mandated services such as costs associated with minimum wage laws, workers’ compensation 
laws, and Occupational Safety and Health laws; a direct payment for administrative costs including costs 
associated with insurance inflation management and with equitable return on investment. Dep’t to submit plan 
to 1993 General Assembly and to Fiscal Research by March 1994. Also authorizes DHR to develop any other 
plan for rest home reimbursement that it wishes the General Assembly to consider. Provides that DHR shall 
not implement any plan developed pursuant to this section until specifically authorized by General Assembly. 

241. Pilot subsidy to domiciliary homes for services to DD residents. Allows secretary of Human 
Resources, with approval of Office of State Budget and Management, to use any funds appropriated or 
otherwise available to the dep’t for fiscal 1993-94 to conduct a pilot of a subsidy to homes for the aged and 
disabled and family care homes to provide habilitative and related services to the disabled persons who reside 
there. Dep’t to report results of pilot to General Assembly by July 1, 1994. 

242. DHR monitoring domiciliary care facilities licensure requirements. Amends GS 108A-14(8) to 
require DHR monitoring as title indicates. 

§ 243. Caregiver Support Sharing. Contains provision similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 
689) requiring Div’n of Aging to use $1,008,000 of appropriated funds for each year of the biennium to 
provide services that support family caregivers of elderly persons with functional disabilities who want to stay 
in their homes rather than be institutionalized. Services include respite care, adult day care, and senior 
companions. Establishes allocation formula for distribution of funds and allows Div’n to use no more than 
_ 5% of funds for contracts for technical assistance. . 

§ 244. Senior Center Outreach. Contains provision similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 
689) requiring Div’n of Aging to use $403,800 of appropriated funds for each year of the biennium to 
enhance senior center programs by testing satellite services provided by existing senior centers to unserved or 
underserved areas and to provide start-up funds for new senior centers. Limits state funding to 90% of 
reimbursable costs. 

245. Rural/primary care initiatives. Adds new GS 131E-76(6) and (7) defining "primary care 
hospital” and "rural hospital network.” 

§ 246. Day Care Funds Matching Requirement. Prohibits DHR from requiring local matching funds as 
a condition of receiving state day care funds unless federal law requires a local match. 

§ 247. Day Care. Requires DHR to distribute day care funds (except allocation of support costs from 
federal grants or reallocation of federal grant funds by Office of State Budget and Management) in manner that 
will serve greatest number of children. 

§ 248. Day Care Rates. Contains provisions relating to establishment of day care rates similar to 1991 
appropriations act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 

§ 249. Day Care Allocation Formula. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 SL 
Ch. 689). 


§ 250. DHR Employees/In-Kind Match. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations act (1991 
SL Ch. 689). 


§ 251. Community-Based Alternatives Participation. Contains provisions similar to 1991 appropriations 
act (1991 SL Ch. 689). 


§ 252. Supplemental Head Start Funds. Requires that Div’n of Economic Opportunity continue to 
allocate supplemental head start funds to counties currently receiving those funds. 


§ 253. County Day Care Encouragement. Encourages counties to use initial child care allocations by 
aggressively pursuing all existing child care resources currently available. Directs DHR to reevaluate 
allocation timetable to balance needs of counties having difficulty using initial allocations in timely manner 
with needs of counties who have used reverted allocations to excellent purpose. Encourages counties to use 
innovative methods of enriching day care, such as by using senior citizen volunteers. Encourages counties to 
reevaluate practice of making child care payments directly to parents rather than to the provider. Requires 
DHR to report quarterly to Joint Leg. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on 
implementation of this section. 


§ 254. Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives. Adds new part 10B to GS 143B, Art. 3 
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to provide financial and other support for the NC Partnership for Children, Inc. (NCPC). Provides that, as a 
condition of receiving state funds, the NCPC board of directors shall consist of four ex officio members and 
29 appointed member: the Sec’y of the Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR), the Sec’y of the Dep’t of Env., 
Health, and Nat. Resources, the Sup’t of Public Instruction, and the Pres. of the Dep’t of Community 
Colleges, 17 members appointed by the Governor, and twelve members appointed by the General Assembly 
(six on recommendation of the Speaker and six on recommendation of the Pres. pro tem.; these members 
allocated among the 12 congressional districts). Requires NCPC, as condition of receiving state aid, to comply 
with Open Meetings Law and Public Records Law and to submit to audit by State Auditor. Also requires 
NCPC to oversee the development of 12 local demonstration projects during 1993-94 and eight additional 
projects during 1994-95. Each local demonstration project must be coordinated by a new, local, private, 
nonprofit 501(c)(3) organization responsible for developing a comprehensive, collaborative, long-range plan of 
services to children in the service-delivery area. Requires that the boards of directors of these coordinating 
organizations include representatives of public and private nonprofit health and human service agencies, day 
care providers, the business community, foundations, county and municipal governments, local education 
units, and families. These local agencies must also agree to comply with Open Meetings Law, Public Records 
Law, and audit by State Auditor. Provides that DHR, in consultation with NCPC, will select one local 
demonstration projects for 1993-94 from each of the 12 congressional districts. Funds allocated to local 
demonstration projects may be used to expand coverage and improve quality of day care services, in-home 
visitation, parent training programs, and other services to children and families. Provides that communities 
shall be given maximum flexibility in developing plans. Specifies activities and services that may be included 
in local plans. Requires DHR to develop needs and resource assessment for each county. Requires DHR to 
report to General Assembly and Governor by April 1, 1994 and by March 1, 1995 on results of local 
demonstration projects and proposals to implement program statewide. 

Allocates to this program $20 million for 1993-94 and $28.44 million for 1994-95. 

Amends GS 110-91(7) effective Jan. 1, 1994 to establish specific staff-child ratios and group sizes for 
infants and toddlers in day care facilities as follows: O-12 months, 1:5 staff-child ratio, max. group size of 10; 
12-24 months, 1:6 staff-child ratio, max. group size of 12; 2-3 years, 1:10 staff-child ration, max. group size 
of 20. Gives religious sponsored facilities not receiving state aid until June 30, 1994, to comply with lower 
staff-child ratios for children under 3 if facility files notice of intent to delay compliance and accepts no 
child-care subsidy funds until compliance is achieved. Requires all religious-sponsored facilities to comply with 
lower ratios by July 1, 1994. 

Allocates $1.4 million in 1993-94 and $2,216,293 in 1994-95 to increase reimbursement rate to day care 
providers in order to implement lower ratios. 

§ 255. Early childhood education and development initiatives plan. Authorizes counties participating in 
Early Childhood Evaluation and Development Initiatives to use county’s allocation of child care funds to 
subsidize child care according to county plan approved by DHR. 

§ 256. Child Day Care Revolving Loan Fund. Authorizes investment of funds budgeted for child day 
care revolving loan fund. Provides that principal and income of the fund may be used to make loans, reduce 
loan interest to borrowers, serve as collateral to borrowers, pay contractor’s cost of operating fund, or pay 
Dep’t cost of administering program. 

§ 257. Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives Quality Assurance/Accountability. 
Requires DHR to develop and implement a performance-based evaluation system to evaluate the Early 
Childhood Education and Development Initiatives (if enacted) and to make reports to General Assembly 
regarding development and implementation of system and evaluation of program, including final cumulative 
report to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 

§ 258. Health centers’ purchase of medications. Permits state rural health centers and federally funded 
community and migrant health centers to purchase medications by participating in contracts administered by 
the Dep’t of Administration, Div’n of Purchase and Contracts. 

§ 259. Joint Legislative Oversight Comm. on Early Childhood Education & Development Initiatives. 
Creates the Joint Legislative Human Resources Oversight Committee, consisting of six members of the Senate 
and six members of the House of Representatives serving for two-year terms, for the purpose of examining the 
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initiatives undertaken pursuant to § 254 of this act. 

§ 260. State Abortion Fund eligibility criteria. Directs Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules 
governing eligibility for services under State Abortion Fund, limiting eligibility to women with income below 
federal poverty level or who are eligible for Medicaid and: (1) the woman is a victim of rape or incest; (2) 
the woman is mentally retarded; (3) the woman is a minor; (4) a physician, selected by the woman, has 
determined that the woman’s health would be impaired by the pregnancy; or (5) a physician has determined 
that a fetal deformity is present. Eligibility rules adopted by the Social Services Comm’n may not be based on 
the applicant’s race, creed, color, national origin, marital status, age, or handicapping condition. Services 
provided shall be in accordance with GS 14-45.1 governing when abortion is lawful. Limits expenditures of 
funds in excess of $1,212,000 per fiscal year. 


PART 25. AGRICULTURE 

§ 260. Timber Sales Funds for Maintenance of State Farms Forest Lands. Transfers from GS 146-30 
timber sale funds to the Reserve for Forest Management $20,000 for 1993-94 and $20,000 for 1994-95. 

§ 260.1. Capital bill contents. Amends Executive Budget Act, GS 143-30, to provide that capital projects 
to be funded by sale of land or timber under control of Dep’t of Agriculture shall be included in Capital 
Improvement Appropriations Act rather than in Current Operations Appropriations Act 

§ 260.1. Grassroots Science program. Of $450,000 appropriated for Grassroots Science Program in 
each year of biennium, allocates $50,000 each to following programs: Catawba Science Center, Discovery 
Place, Imagination Station, NC Museum of Life & Science, Rocky Mount Children’s Museum, Schiele 
Museum of Natural History, Sci Works Science Center & Environmental Park of Forsyth County, and Natural 
Science Center of Greensboro. Allocates $15,000 to Western NC Nature Center, and $35,000 to Health 
Adventure Museum of Pack Place Educ., Arts & Science Center, Inc. 


PART 25. DEP’T OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, & NATURAL RESOURCES. 

§ 261. Technical Review Committee appointments. Amends GS 143-215.74B to allow designees of both 
the Executive Director of the Wildlife Resources Comm’n and the Director of the Division of Marine Fisheries 
to represent those agencies on the committee established pursuant to that section. 

§ 262. Hazardous Waste Inspectors. Permits the Dep’t to request through the Office of State Budget 
and Management the authorization to establish new positions and support costs necessary to comply with GS 

130A-295.02. 
§ 263. Oyster management. Amends GS 143B-289.5 to provide that the Marine Fisheries Commission 
shall consist of 17 members (now 15); 4 must represent commercial fishing interests, with 3 of those 4 
earning at least 50% of their income from commercial fishing and the other one earning at least 50% of 
income from processing and distributing; 4 must be connected with sport fishing; 3 must represent 
shellfishing interests; 3 must have special training in marine sciences; and 3 at large members. Establishes 
Oyster Management Advisory Council to advise Secretary of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources on 
rules and policies to protect and rehabilitate the State’s oyster resources. Council to consist of 11 members 
appointed by the Secretary, 4 of whom must be experienced and actively connected with oysters; 2 shall have 
training in marine biology and expertise in oyster resources; 1 must be an oyster pathologist; 1 must be a 
human health expert; 1 must be a water quality expert with particular knowledge of oyster habitats; and two at 
large members. Council shall report to the Secretary by January 1, 1995 its recommendations regarding 
. improvement of oyster resources in State. 

§ 264. Funds to study effectiveness of CAMA. Allocates $50,000 of the funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for fiscal 1993-94 for use by the Coastal Futures Committee, 
provided funds are matched by non-State funds. Purpose of Committee is to manage comprehensive study of 
the Coastal Area Management Act. 

§ 265. Funds for Voluntary Remedial Actions. Authorizes the Sec’y to utilize the Inactive Hazardous 
Sites Cleanup Fund for up to 10% of the cost of implementing a voluntary remedial action program at three 
high priority sites, not to exceed $50,000 per site. 

§ 266. Superfund Program Funds. Authorizes the use of available funds, in addition to appropriated é 
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funds, to provide the 10% cost share required for Superfund Cleanups of sites on the National Priority List; 
report on source and amount to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations within 30 days of 
expenditure. 


§ 267. Governor’s Waste Management Board assets transferred. Transfer is to Office of Environmental 
Education in DEHNR. 


§ 268. Hazardous Waste Reduction and Management Plan. The Dep’t shall not approve any permit for 
a commercial hazardous waste incinerator or a commercial hazardous waste treatment facility until the Dep’t 
adopts a hazardous waste reduction and management plan and determines that additional treatment capacity is 
needed. 

§ 269. Dental Health Program. Amends GS 130A-366 to state that program emphasis shall be on 
services to preschool children and school-age children. 

§ 270. Communicable Disease Control Aid to Counties Flexibility. For 1993-94 and 1994-95, permits 
DEHNR to combine and allocate funds appropriated for Aid to Counties in the Acute Communicable Disease 
Control Fund, the Tuberculosis Control Fund, and the Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Fund, into one 
Acute Communicable Disease Control Aid to Counties Grant. Funding to local health departments and other 
recipients will be based on a general formula developed by DEHNR. Dep’t shall maintain a system to monitor 
and identify expenditures by each communicable disease. 

271. Pharmaceutical Funds/Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Program. Provides that $90,000 of 
funds appropriated to DEHNR in each fiscal year of the biennium shall be transferred from the 
. pharmaceuticals line item in the Tuberculosis Control Program to the pharmaceuticals line item in the 
’ Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Program. 

§ 272. DWI test changes. Provides that amounts collected under GS 20-16.5(j) for each year of the 
biennium and designated for the alcohol testing program of the Injury Control Section of DEHNR shall not 
revert to the General Fund unless the amounts exceed the appropriations of this section. Provides that, 
beginning with the 1995-96 fiscal year, funds collected under GS 20-16.5(j) that are designated, but not 
needed, for the alcohol testing program shall be transferred quarterly to the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Program for grants to local law enforcement agencies for training concerning enforcement of DWI laws. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to DEHNR $1,096,897 for 1993-94 and $1,091,907 for 1994-95 for 
funding the statewide chemical alcohol testing program by the Injury Control Section of the Dep’t. If 
revenues raised under GS 20-16.5(j) are less than the appropriations for the biennium, the appropriations 
shall be reduced accordingly. 


§ 273. Asbestos Hazard Management Funds. Appropriates to DEHNR’s Asbestos Hazard Management 
Program the fees collected pursuant to Art. 19 of Ch. 130A. 


§ 274. Eligibility Standards for Participation in Department Reimbursement Programs Established. 
Amends GS 130A-29(c) to provide that the Comm’n for Health Services shall establish eligibility standards for 
participation in Dep’t reimbursement programs. 

§ 275. Maternal and Child Health Program Funds Do Not Revert. Amends GS 130A-124 to provide 
that prior year refunds received by the Children’s Special Health Services Program, and funds appropriated for 
the purchase of care and contracts in the Program, that are not encumbered and not spent during a fiscal year 
shall not revert to the General Fund but shall remain in the Dep’t for the purchase of care and contracts in the 
Program. 

§ 276. Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Projects. Amends GS Ch. 130A, Art. 5, to direct the Dep’t to 
establish and administer a program to distribute funds appropriated for adolescent pregnancy prevention 
projects; all projects shall be evaluated by an outside firm or individual, and Dep’t to annually report findings 
to Comm’n for Health Services and specified commissions and committees by April 1. Any local agency or 
organization or combinations thereof may apply to the Dep’t for money to operate a project aimed at 
preventing adolescent pregnancy. Each proposed project shall have a five-year plan of action and a Board of 
Advisors. The Dep’t, responsible for managing and funding the projects, shall make recommendations on 
which projects are to be funded; the Comm’n shall make the final determination. 

§ 277. Liability Insurance Premiums. Authorizes DEHNKR to use funds available from lapsed salaries 
to pay premiums for liability coverage for medical personnel; directs the Office of State Budget and 
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Management to prepare a report on professional liability coverage for medical personnel, to be submitted to 
the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations no later than January 7, 1994. 

§ 278. Purchase of vaccines for childhood immunization. Encourages the Communicable Disease 
section of the Div’n of Epidemiology, Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to purchase 
vaccines from North Carolina pharmaceutical companies. 

§ 279. WIC Program Funds. Of funds appropriated to the Women, Infants, and Children Program, 
directs that $500,000 in 1993-94 and $1.2 million in 1994-95 shall be spent, if sufficient federal funds are 
available, as follows: (1) not more than $290,000 or not less than $160,000 in 1993-94, and not less than 
$400,000 in 1994-95 to establish new WIC Programs in Head Start or other private or public nonprofit 
agencies; (2) not more than $210,000 or not less than $80,000 in 1993-94, and not more than $500,000 or 
not less $200,000 in 1994-95, to renovate facilities of existing programs where space constraints limit program 
expansion, and to fund rental costs in areas where accessible donated space is not available. Funding for 
rental costs shall not be more than $65,000 in 1993-94 and not more than $150,000 in 1994-95; (3) not more 
than $105,000 or not less than $40,000 in 1993-94, and not more than $250,000 or not less than $100,000 in 
1994-95 to purchase physician-prescribed special formulas and nutritional supplements for infants, children, 
and pregnant women; (4) not more than $60,000 or not less than $20,000 in each year of the 1993-95 
biennium to provide the State match to the WIC farmers’ market project. If sufficient federal food funds are 
not available, then funds appropriated in this act for the WIC program shall supplement federal food funds, 
with any balance remaining to be used in accordance with the foregoing funding requirements. 

§ 280. Lead Poisoning Prevention Funds. Allocates the following from the funds appropriated to the 
WIC program: (1) $331,095 for 1993-94 (for positions and operating expenses) and $1,031,095 for 1994-95 
(for positions, operating expenses, and Aid-to-Counties) to the Lead Poisoning Prevention Program for early 
identification, medical management, and environment investigation and abatement. 


§ 281. Commission for Health Services Vaccination Rules. Directs Comm’n for Health Services to " 





adopt rules establishing fees for administration of vaccines and limiting requirements for receiving vaccines. 
Amends GS 130A-433 to eliminate language enabling the Sec’y to charge local health care providers for the 
cost of providing providers with vaccines and to limit the local health care provider’s charge to the cost of 
administration of the vaccine. 

§ 282. Immunization Receipts. Provides that unexpended or unencumbered funds received as 
immunization receipts in the 1992-94 biennium by DEHNR for reimbursement of vaccines provided to 
Medicaid recipients, or from federal excise tax refunds, may be used in the 1993-95 biennium to (1) push 
forward the schedule for providing measles, mumps, and rubella vaccines to children aged 8 to 18; and (2) 

pay for cost of purchasing approved vaccines when that cost exceeds prices charged in 1992-93. Any of these 
funds remaining on June 30, 1995, shall revert to the General Fund. 

§ 283. Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive. Permits $400,000 of the $800,000 appropriated for the 
1993-95 fiscal biennium to the Div’n of Maternal and Child Health for the Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive 
Program to be used as follows: (1) to increase the maximum amount per provider per year to no more than 
$7,500; (2) to increase the number of counties served; and (3) to increase the maximum any county may 
receive each year. General surgeons, providing Caesarean section backup to physicians in counties where no 
obstetricians are available to provide such backup, are also eligible for the program. Physicians and nurse 
midwives covered under the program shall participate in the obstetrical care coverage plan developed by their 
local health dep’t or community, migrant, or rural health center, and shall agree to provide services to 
pregnant women regardless of ability to pay. 

§ 284. Infant mortality funds. Directs use of $50,000 in 1993-94 by Governor’s Comm’n on Reduction 
of Infant Mortality to contract with outside evaluators to determine extent to which county health, social 
services, and mental health programs are meeting needs of pregnant women and infants up to age one and 
children ages one to five. Specifies subjects to be addressed. Requires report to General Assembly by 
5/15/94. 

Directs that, of appropriation to Div’n of Maternal and Child Health, $375,000 for 1993-94 and 
$750,000 for 1994-95 shall be used to expand the existing Comprehensive Adolescent Health Projects 
Program. Ten more grants are to be awarded each year. Establishes mandatory primary medical care and 
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mental health services for funding eligibility. 

§ 285. Child fatality prevention system. Amends Article 62 of GS Ch. 143 to phase in a 
multidisciplinary State child fatality prevention system by establishing community child protection teams in 
each county, adding a member to the Child Fatality Task Force, and directing the State Center for Health 
Statistics to study childhood deaths in NC. Adds prevention of child abuse and neglect to declaration of 
public policy in GS 143-571. Replaces directions for study in original law with establishment of statewide, 
multidisciplinary, multiagency child fatality prevention system to be phased in by July 1, 1995 consisting of 
the State Team established in GS 143-575 and Local Teams established in GS 143-576.1. The system is to (i) 
develop a community-wide approach to the child abuse and neglect problem, (ii) understand the causes of 
childhood deaths, (iii) identify deficiencies in delivery of services to children and their families by public 
agencies designed to prevent child abuse, neglect or deaths, and (iv) make and implement recommendations 
for changes to laws, rules and policies that will support safe and healthy development of children and prevent 
future child abuse, neglect and deaths. Adds one member to the Task Force, who shall be a county health 
director, to be appointed by the Governor upon recommendation of the President of the North Carolina 
Association of Local Health Directors. Amends GS 143-575 to change composition of State Team by adding 
two members; a public member appointed by the Governor, and The Team Coordinator (ex-officio) defined in 
GS 143-572 to be The Child Fatality Prevention Team Coordinator, with duties established in GS 143-576.3. 
Adds new GS 143-576.1 - 576.6 creating, establishing responsibilities and composition of Community Child 
Protection Teams and Child Fatality Prevention Teams (defined in GS 143-572 as Local Teams). Establishes 
duties of county social services director (GS 143-576.4) and county health dep’t (GS 143-576.5) in connection 
with the program. Amends GS 143-578 to provide access to records for The State Team, the Local Teams 
and the Task Force but prohibits them from contacting the child, parent of the child or any other family 
member of the child whose record is being reviewed and makes provisions for confidentiality. Repeals GS 
143-573, 574, and 577 (relating to the Task Force) effective February 1, 1995. 

§ 286. On-site wastewater systems. Allocates $25,000 for each year of 1993-95 fiscal biennium to 
support county alternative on-site sewage disposal system demonstration projects in eastern North Carolina 
established prior to 1990. 

§ 287. Immunization plan. Directs Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to prepare an 
eight-year plan to implement a statewide immunization program. Directs plan to be provided to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations not later than Nov. 1, 1993. 

§ 288. Cancer coordination and control. Enacts new GS 130A-33.50 to create Cancer Coordination and 
’ Control Program in DEHNR. Program is to be phased in over 4-year period beginning with fiscal 1993-94 
and is to maximize the coverage of cancer control programs and to minimize the overlap of funding and other 
resources of cancer control. Creates a 24-member Advisory Committee on Cancer Coordination and Control, 
members to be appointed from various health professions and medical schools, with six members from 
General Assembly. Committee to advise Sec’y of DEHNR on various issues related to establishing a statewide 
interagency comprehensive coordinated cancer control program. Requires report no later than May 1, 1994, 
and Oct. 1 of each subsequent year to Governor and Joint Leigs. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 

§ 289. Soil and Water Conservation District Supervisor’s Expenses. Directs the Div’n of Soil and 
Water Conservation to use $289,594 each fiscal year of the biennium for the per diem and travel expenses of 
the Soil and Water Conservation District Supervisors. 

§ 290. Sales Tax Transfer to Wildlife Resources Fund. Amends GS 105-164.44B to increase the 
amount of sales and use tax net collections transferred from the Dep’t of Revenue to the Wildlife Resources 
Fund each year to $3,731,116, plus or minus the percentage of that amount by which the total collection of 
State sales and use tax increased or decreased during the preceding fiscal year, plus the amount of any 
legisiative salary increase for employees of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n; effective July 1, 1994, amends 
the same section to provide that the amount transferred shall be the amount transferred the preceding fiscal 
year plus or minus the percentage of that amount by which the total collection of State sales and use tax 
increased or decreased during the preceding year. 

§ 291. Coastal Boating Guide. Directs the Wildlife Resources Comm'n to publish and distribute the 
NC Coastal Boating Guide. 
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§ 292. Dismal Swamp State Park. Directs the Div’n of Parks and Recreation to update the master plan 
for the Dismal Swamp State Park with public participation and public hearing. Directs the Div’n to ensure 
maintenance of fire lines. 

§ 293. B.R.I.D.G.E. Youthful Offenders/Park Maintenance. Directs DEHNR to allocate, from the 
funds appropriated to the Div’n of Parks and Recreation for the pilot program to supervise county jail inmates 
working in State parks, $100,000 for each fiscal year of the biennium to the Div’n of Forest Resources to 
establish and support two positions for the B.R.I.D.G.E. Youthful Offenders Program and for Program 
operating expenses. B.R.I.D.G.E. youthful offenders shall be used to perform maintenance and repairs in 
State parks. 

§ 294. Parks Receipts. Directs DEHNR to use any overrealized receipts from the Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation’s sale of pine straw, timber, or any other forest product for the maintenance of State parks and 
reservoirs. 


PART 26. DEP’T OF COMMERCE 

§ 295. MCNC. Appropriates to the Microelectronics Center for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium 
the following: (1) $4,768,966 for the Microelectronics Program (contingent upon dollar for dollar match in 
non-State funds); (2) -0- for the Grants Program; (3) $2 million for Administration and Support; (4) 
$5,224,705 for the Supercomputer; and (5) $4,006,329 for Telecommunications. MCNC shall reduce the 
amounts appropriated by $300,000 in each fiscal year. MCNC shall provide quarterly reports on all programs 
to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division; MCNC 
shall also provide a budget report to the Office of State Budget and Management in the same manner as State 
departments and agencies in preparation for biennium budget requests. 

§ 296. Industrial Development Fund/Local Match. Requires local governments requesting financial 
assistance from the Industrial Development Fund to demonstrate that it would be an economic hardship for the 
local gov’t to match State assistance. 

§ 297. NC Manufacturing Directory Proceeds. Permits expenditures, in addition to the $155,000 
already budgeted for 1993-94 and 1994-95, for industrial promotional advertising from any amount collected 
from the sales of the NC Manufacturing Directory. Directory proceeds and amount spent on advertising shall 
be reported quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research 
Division. 

§ 298. Home Program Matching Funds. Directs that funds appropriated in this act to the Dep’t of 
Commerce for the federal HOME Program shall be transferred to the Housing Finance Agency in the Office 
of the Governor and shall be used by the Agency to match federal funds appropriated for the HOME Program. 
In matching funds, first priority shall be given to projects located in counties designated as severely distressed, 
and second priority shall be given to projects benefiting persons and families with incomes 50% or less of the 
median family income for the local area. Funds appropriated in this act to match federal HOME Program 
funds shall not revert to the General Fund on June 30, 1995 and June 30, 1995. 

§ 299. Community Development Block Grant Reports. Directs the Dep’t to report quarterly on the 
Community Development Block Grant to the House Appropriations Subcommittee on Natural and Economic 
Resources and the Senate Appropriations Committee on Natural and Economic Resources. 

§ 300. Tourism Promotion Funds. Directs that appropriations for tourism promotion grants shall be 
allocated according to per capita income, unemployment, and population growth in an effort to direct funds to 
counties most in need in terms of lowest per capita income, highest unemployment, and slowest population 
growth. 

§ 301. Petroleum Overcharge Attorneys’ Fees. Requires the Attorney General, no later than October |, 
1989, to direct the withdrawal of all funds received in the cases of United States v. Exxon and Stripper Well 
that are held in accounts or reserves located out-of-State for payment of attorneys’ fees and expenses incurred 
in connection with oil overcharge litigation. Funds shall be deposited into the Special Reserve for Oil 
Overcharge Funds. Permits the Attorney General to authorize the payment of attorney fees and expenses from 
the Special Reserve without further action of the General Assembly and appropriates funds for the biennium 
for that purpose. 
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§ 302. Petroleum Overcharge Funds Allocation. Appropriates from the Special Reserve for Oil 
Overcharge Funds to the Dep’t of Commerce $1.7 million for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium to be 


used for projects under the State Energy Conservation Plan. Appropriates from funds and interest received 
from the U.S. Dep’t of Energy’s Stripper Well Litigation $3,700,000 for 1993-94 and $3,000,000 for 
1994-95 to be allocated as follows: (1) $3,200,000 for 1993-94 and $3,000,000 for 1994-95 for the Low 
Income Weatherization Program; and (2) $500,000 for 1993-94 for the Transportation Information 
Management System in the Dep’t of Instruction. Any funds remaining in the Special Reserve for Oil 
Overcharge Funds after the foregoing allocations are made may be expended only as authorized by the General 
Assembly. 

§ 303. Biotechnology Center. Provides that the NC Biotechnology Center shall recapture funds spent in 
support of successful research efforts in the nonacademic private sector and shall provide funding for 
biotechnology and related bioscience applications under its Economic and Corporate Development Program. 

§ 304. Rural Economic Development Center. Directs the Dep’t to use $1,470,000 from appropriations 
to the Rural Economic Development Center for each year of the biennium for administrative costs of the 
Center and its pilot projects and research, with no more than $400,000 of the funds appropriated each year 
going towards administrative costs. Limits to 50% the amount of interest earned on State appropriations that 
may be used for administrative purposes, including salaries and fringe benefits: 

§ 305. Housing Programs Transfer. Transfers statutory authority, powers, duties, and functions, 
records, personnel, property, and unexpended balances of appropriations, allocations, or other funds of the 
Housing Coordination and Policy Council, the HOME Program, the Permanent Housing for the Handicapped 
Homeless Program, and the Comprehensive Housing Affordability Strategy, from the Div’n of Community 
Assistance, Department of Commerce, to the Housing Finance Agency. 

Amends GS 122A-5, the statutory provision granting general powers to the Housing Finance Authority, 
to add the power to advise the Governor regarding the coordination of public and private low- and 
moderate-income housing programs, and to participate in and administer federal housing programs, including 
housing rehabilitation, construction of new housing, assistance to the homeless, and home ownership 
assistance. Repeals Part 1A of Art. 10 of GS Ch. 143B. Amends GS Ch. 122A to create the Housing 
Coordination and Policy Council in the Office of the Governor to advise the Governor regarding the 
coordination of various housing programs and the development of a comprehensive State housing plan. 
Council to consist of 15 governor-appointed members from specified organizations, to serve four-year terms. 

§ 306. Worker Training Trust Fund. Appropriates from the Worker Training Trust Fund to the 
Employment Security Comm’n $5,539,964 for each fiscal year of the 1993-95 biennium for the operation of 
local offices. Appropriates from the Special Employment Security Administration Fund to the Employment 
Security Comm’n $2 million for each year of the biennium for administration of the Veterans Employment 
Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance Program. Directs expenditure of 
supplemental federal funds before expenditure of funds appropriated under this section. Appropriates from the 
Worker Training Trust Fund to the following agencies the following sums for the 1993-94 and 1994-95: (1) 
$2.4 million for each fiscal year to the Dep’t of Economic and Community Development, Div’n of 
Employment and Training, for the Employment and Training Grant Program; (2) $1 million for each fiscal 
year to the Dep’t of Labor for customized training of the unemployed and the working poor; (3) $2,826,658 
for 1993-94 and $1,528,067 for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Human Resources to assist welfare recipients in 
gaining employment through the federally funded Job Opportunities and Basic Skills Program; (4) $1,746,000 
for each fiscal year to the NC Dep’t of Community Colleges to continue the Focused Industrial Training 
Program; (5) $225,000 for 1993-94 to the Employment Security Comm’n for the NC Occupational 
Information Coordinating Committee to develop and operate an interagency system to track former participants 
in State education and training programs; (6) $300,000 for each fiscal year to the Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for a training program in entrepreneurial skills to be operated by NC REAL enterprises. 

§ 307. Tourism advertising program. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to review its tourism advertising 
program to ensure that the program addresses the promotion of tourism in rural areas. 


§ 308. Center for Community Self-Help Funds. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to allocate $1.5 million for 


1993-94 to the Center for Community Self-Help to further a statewide program of lending to small businesses 
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and other economic development projects in rural and other depressed or disadvantaged communities, provided 
these funds are matched on the basis of $1.00 of funds from the Center or its affiliates for every $1.00 of State 
funds. Requires the Center to submit financial reports and audits to the State Auditor and to report to the 
Dep’t of Commerce and specified legisiative commissions and subcommittees. Requires quarterly reports for 
next three years. 

§ 309. Western NC Regional Economic Development Comm’n. Creates 15-member Western NC 
Regional Economic Development Comm’n to serve counties of Buncombe, Cherokee, Clay, Cleveland, 
Graham, Haywood, Henderson, Jackson, McDowell, Macon, Madison, Polk, Rutherford, Swain, 
Transylvania, and Yancey. Members to be appointed as follows: three by Governor, two by Lt. Governor, 
five by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, and five by General Assembly on recommendation 
of President pro tem. Allocates $600,000 for 1993-94 and $1.2 million for 1994-95 for Comm’n activities. 

§ 309.1. Northeastern NC Regional Economic Development Comm’n. Creates 17-member 
Northeastern NC Regional Economic Development Comm’n to serve counties of Beaufort, Bertie, Camden, 
Chowan, Currituck, Dare, Gates, Halifax, Hertford, Hyde, Martin, Northampton, Pasquotank, Perquimans, 
Tyrrell, and Washington. Members to be appointed as follows: five by Governor from specified categories, 
five by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, five by General Assembly on recommendation of 
President pro tem., Sec’y of Commerce or designee, and Sec’y of EHNR or designee. Directs Governor to 
appoint Director of Economic Development to coordinate Comm’n economic development activities and 
Director of Tourism to direct tourism program activities. Allocates $600,000 for 1993-94 and $1.2 million 
for 1994-95 for Comm’n activities. 

§ 309.1. Southeastern NC Regional Economic Development Comm’n. Creates 15-member Southeastern 
NC Regional Economic Development Comm’n to serve counties of Bladen, Brunswick, Columbus, 
Cumberland, Hoke, New Hanover, Pender, Richmond, Robeson, Sampson, and Scotland. Members to be 
appointed as follows: three by Governor, two by Lt. Governor, five by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Speaker, five by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. Allocates $600,000 for 
1993-94 and $1.2 million for 1994-95 for Comm’n activities. 

§ 310. Economic Development Funds. Directs the Dep’t of Commerce to make the following 
allocations from funds appropriated in this act: (1) $300,000 for 1993-94 for the Land Loss Prevention 
Project, Inc., to provide free legal representation to low-income financially distressed small farmers; (2) 
$250,000 for 1993-94 for the NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc., for its Small Farm Economic 
Development Project; and (3) $200,000 for 1993-94 to the NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, 
Inc., to foster minority economic development. 

311. Technology extension project development. Requires the Dep’t of Commerce, in developing the 
Technology Extension Project, to seek input from and coordinate with existing small business assistance 
programs, including business assistance programs in the Dep’t of Community Colleges and the State 
University System, and business incubator programs. 

§ 313. Economic development plan/board. Amends GS 143B-434 restructure the Economic 
Development Board and give greater specificity to its duties. Board is now composed of 23 members 
appointed by Governor and the Sec’y of Commerce, Speaker of the House, and Lt. Governor. Restructured 
Board has 36 members as follows: Sec’y of Commerce; four House members appointed by General Assembly 
on recommendation of Speaker; four Senators appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President 
pro tem.; President of UNC System or designee; President of Community College System or designee; Sec’y 
of State; Lt. Governor; and 23 membeers appointed by Governor. Governor’s appointees must include 
representative of nonprofit economic development organization and two county economic development 
representatives. Provides that all appointments shall reflect ethnic and gender diversity of State as nearly as 
practical. Terminates appointments of all incumbent Board members as of July 1, 1993. 

Gives Board the following duties: (1) to provide economic and community development planning for NC; 
(2) to recommend economic development policy to Governor, Sec’y of Commerce and General Assembly 
covering tax abatements and other incentives, definition of what activities and programs qualify as economic 
development activities, role of higher education, use of State funds to leverage private nonprofit initiatives. and 
linkage of workforce preparedness activities and economic development planning; (3) to recommend 
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appropriations; and (4) to develop and annually update a comprehensive strategic development plan. Directs 
Secretaries of Administration, State and Transportation and Comm’rs of Agriculture and Labor and State 
Treasurer, or designees, to advise Board of economic development activities within their department’s purview. 
Establishes Interagency Economic Development Group composed of representatives of Dep’t of Administration, 
Dep’t of Agriculture, Employment Security Comm’n, Dep’t of Labor, and Dep’t of Transportation to provide 
Board with clerical and professional staff. 

Adds GS 143B0-434.1 to require Board to develop a comprehensive strategic economic development plan and 
specifies in detail the contents of such a plan and procedures for arriving at it. Adds GS 143B-437C to 
provide that Board shall coordinate economic development efforts among various agencies receiving economic 
development appropriations, and shall recommend to Governor and General Assembly assignment of key 
responsibilities for difference aspects of economic development. 

§ 314. Five-year economic development plans. Requires the Dep’t of Commerce to develop five-year 
plans for the economic development of the far-western, northwestern, northeastern, and southeastern regions 
of the State and a five-year plan for the economic development of various minority communities across the 
State. Plans are to assume that $25 million is available over the five-year period for each of the four regions 
and for the various minority communities. Dep’t shall report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n prior to March 1, 1994. 

§ 314.1. Study State Ports Status as Separate Agency. Directs the Economic Development Board, Dep't 
of Commerce, to study and report on by April 1, 1994, the NC State Ports Authority’s status as a State 
agency. 

§ 314.2. Study Continued Necessity for Ports Railway Commission. Directs the Economic Development 
Board to study and report on by April 1, 1994, whether the NC Ports Railway Comm’n provides a necessary 
service to the State and whether it should be continued or abolished. 

§ 314.3. Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Allocates $5 million for 1993-94 to establish cited 
Fund in Dep’t of Commerce, to be used to provide financial assistance to businesses or industries deemed by 
Governor to be vital to State’s economy. Monies may be used for installation or purchase of equipment, 
building improvements or renovations, and utility lines or equipment. Beginning Nov. 1, 1993, requires 
Governor to report quarterly to General Assembly on use of the Fund. 


PART 27. DEP’T OF LABOR 
§ 315. OSHA Positions. Permits the Dep’t of Labor to use funds appropriated for the Occupational Safety 


- and Health Act of North Carolina (OSHANC) to fully fund enforcement personnel in the Compliance Bureau 


of the OSHANC program, provided that the Dep’t certifies to the Office of State Budget and Management that 
no federal match is available for the 1993-94 and 1994-95. If federal funds are granted to match all or part of 
the funds for enforcement positions and support that are 100% State-funded, then State funds equivalent to the 
federal match shall revert to the General Fund at the end of the year for which the federal match was received. 


PART 27A. EFFECTING OF ACTS CONTINGENT ON FUNDING BY THIS ACT. 


§ 317. Recommendations concerning UNC school administrator programs. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 199 
by striking out language that made portions of the act effective only if funded and substituting clause that 


nothing in the act requires General Assembly to appropriate implementing funds.

CHAPTER 561 (S 26). CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS APPROPRIATIONS 
ACT OF 1993. 


PART 7. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

§ 9. Caswell County communications tower funds use. Authorizes total of $35,000 appropriated to 
Caswell County in 1987 for emergency services communications tower to be used instead for that portion of an 
emergency management building that houses 911 communications equipment. 


PART 8. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS 

§ 10. Medical school assistant funding. Technical correction to § 78(b), SL 1993, ch. 321. 

§ 11. UNC libraries funding. Technical correction to § 91, SL 1193, ch. 321. 

§ 12. Economic Development Board. Amends GS 143B-434, as amended by § 313 of the Current 
Operations Appropriations Act (SL 1993, ch. 321) to provide that the Speaker and President pro tem. make 
* their appointments to the Board directly (was, appointment by General Assembly on recommendation of 
presiding officers). 

§ 13. Early childhood education & development initiatives. Amends § 321 of Current Operations 
Appropriations Act to correct amount allocated to cited program in 1994-95 to $27,640,000. 

§ 14. Child protective services. Technical correction to § 234(a) of SL 1193, ch. 321. 

§ 15. Joint Legislative Oversight Comm. on Early Childhood Education & Development Initiatives. és 
Technical correction to § 259 of SL 1993, ch. 321. 

§ 16. Repairs and renovations reserve account. Technical correction to § 17.1(b) of SL 1993, ch. 321. 

§ 17. Initial meetings of Regional Economic Dev. Comm’ns. Provides that initial meetings of the 


Western, Northeastern, and Southeastern regional economic development commissions created by §§ 
309-309.2 of the Current Operations Appropriations Act (SL 1993, ch. 321) shall be called by the Sec’y of 
Commerce. 
§ 18. Sick leave conversion technical correction. Technical correction to § 73(f) of SL 1993, ch. 321. 
§ 19. School-based administrator salaries. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 321, § 132(e) to provide that a 
principal or ass’t principal shall be placed on the highest grade (was, lowest) and step with a salary that is not 
more than (was, at least) a 3% salary 
increase. 


PART 9. GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

§ 20. GPAC recommendations. Provides that in applying GS 143-16.3 (prohibition against spending 
money for any purpose for which General Assembly considered but rejected an appropriation) bills 
implementing GPAC recommendations shall not be considered. 

§ 21. Fiscal note requirement amended. Amends GS 120-36.7(c) to provide that fiscal notes must also 
‘ include a five-year estimate of space requirements, an indication of whether these requirements can be met 
from existing state-owned facilities, and estimated cost of occupying leased space when state-owned space is not 
available. 


PART 10. OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT. 


§ 22. Expenditure of Funds from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Allocates 55% of the Reserve 
for Repairs and Renovations to the General Fund supported facilities in UNC, and 45% to the Office of State 


Budget and Management for repairs and renovations to all other General Fund supported facilities. From the

Reserve, UNC Board of Governors may spend $31,350,000, and the Office of State Budget and Management 
may spend $26,650,000 for repairs and renovations, improvements to roads and walks, architectural barrier 
removal, and NC Occupational Safety and Health Act Projects. Board of Governors and Office of Siate 
Budget and Management must submit proposed allocation to the Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office for review. 
Authorizes UNC Board of Governors, notwithstanding GS 143-15.3A, to allocate funds for facilities not 
supported by General Fund if Board determines that funds not available from other sources and conditions 
warrant General Fund assistance. 

§ 22.1. Renovation of Butler Hall at Elizabeth City State Univ. Directs UNC 
Board of Governors to allocate at least $2,006,175 for 1993-94 from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations to 
renovate Butler Hall. 

§ 23. Local Water/Sewer Funds. Notwithstanding provisions of Current Operations Appropriations Act, 
directs the Office of State Budget and Management to transfer $6.8 million from funds allocated to the Reserve 
for Local Government Shared Tax Revenue for fiscal 1993-94, to the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant 
Fund to be used to match federal wastewater or water supply assistance funds for 1993-94 deposited in Clean 
Water Pollution Control Revolving Fund. 

Directs Sec’y of Revenue to reduce amount transferred to municipalities on or before Dec. 15, 1993 
pursuant to GS 105-116(d) (franchise tax) $4,420,000, and to allocate this reduction among municipalities pro 
rata. 

Directs Sec’y of Revenue to reduce amount transferred to counties and municipalities for 1993-94 by 
$2,380,000, and to allocate this reduction among eligible units pro rata. 

Makes this special provision effective only if S 14 EDUCATION/CLEAN WATER/PARKS BONDS is 
not ratified in the 1993 session or the water and sewer bonds submitted by S 14 are not approved by the 
voters. 

§ 24. Reserve for GPAC Recommendations. Funds appropriated within act to Reserve for GPAC shall 
be used to implement GPAC recommendations relating to program budget and evaluation; personnel 
classification and compensation; personnel policy; and legislative peer review, classification, and 
compensation. 

§ 25. Contingency Fund for bond election expenses only. Restricts $1 million appropriated to 
Contingency & Emergency Fund by this act to reimbursing counties for expense of holding bond election 
called by S 14. 

§ 26. Unobligated balance of certain funds transferred. Directs that the June 30, 1993, balance of 
unobligated funds received by Dep’t of Human Resources as transfers for medicaid programs pursuant to GS 
143-23.1 shall be transferred to State Treasurer and treated as nontax revenue. 


PART 10.1. OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 

§ 27. Automobile manufacturing facility funds. Provides that the $35 million in non-recurring funds 
appropriated to Restricted Reserve for Automobile Manufacturing Company Relocation may be expenses only 
for purposes directly related to recruitment, relocation, and retention in NC if facility for manufacture and 
assembly of automobiles by major auto manufacturer, and may not be spent until following conditions are 
satisfied: (1) Governor prepares and submits to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations implementation plan 
detailing major activities and costs involved in the project, including plans for providing advance skills training 
in auto manufacturing technology to NC work force, and status of efforts and level of commitment by the 
manufacturer to construct new facility in NC, and (2) Governor has received a written, legally binding 
commitment from the manufacturer that the facility will be built and put in operation. In addition, requires 
Governor’s implementation plan to include anticipated number and type of jobs created, information on 
proposed advanced skills training, long-range recurring and non-recurring costs to the state associated with the 
venture and with advanced skills training over five-year period beginning 1994-95, and information on 
involvement of community college system in worker training. Requires Office of the Governor to provide 
quarterly reports to Joint Legis..Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. | 
Prohibits any commitment that would obligate the state to appropriate funds for recurring expenses. Provides 
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that the Restricted Reserve shall revert June 30, 1994 if the conditions specified by this special provision have 
not been met by that date. 

§ 28. Governor’s Office economic initiatives. For 1993-94 only, suspends provisions of GS 143-16.3 
(no expenditures for purpose for which General Assembly considered but did not make an appropriation) with 
respect to Total Quality Management Program, Governor’s Executive Institute, and Economic Development 
Institute. 


PART 11. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION. 

§ 29. Evaluation of Design and Contract Work for Community College Buildings. Amends GS 
143-135.26(4) to require development of procedures for evaluating design and contract work on community 
college buildings for which public bidding is required. 

§ 30. Domestic Violence Center Funds. Amends Current Operations Appropriations Act to provide that 
funds appropriated for domestic violence centers be distributed equally among centers in existence on July 1, 
1993 (was 1990). Provides that NC Coalition against Domestic Violence, Inc., is eligible for $10,000 grant. 

§ 31. State Veterans Home. Provides that funds appropriated in act shall be used to construct at least 
150 beds at the State Veterans Home in Fayetteville and that no additional capital funds be appropriated for 
this project. States intent of General Assembly that no state funds will be appropriated in future to support 
operational costs of this facility. 

§ 32. Legislative Review Required for Certain Conveyances of State Lands. Amends GS 146-27 and 
146-74 to require Legislative review of gifts of State lands (was only sales, leases or rentals) and to make 
review by the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations mandatory for all conveyances. 
Amends GS 145-29.1 to direct that sales made for less than fair market value to public entities be reported at 
least 30 days prior to the sale. 

§ 33. Indian Cultural Center Funds. Requires that $750,000 of funds appropriated from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Admin. for 1993-94 be used for purchase of land, environmental study, and design of the N.C. 
Indian Cultural Center in Robeson County, and that up to $50,000 of these funds may be used by the N.C. 
Indian Cultural Center, Inc., for administrative and operating expenses. Amends section 22(a) of Ch. 900 of 
1991 SL to provide that the Indian Cultural Center may not be developed or constructed in a manner that will 
materially affect the operation of the Riverside Golf Course unless prior approval is granted by the General 
Assembly; deletes provision prohibiting lease between Dep’t of Admin. and Riverside Golf Course for term in 
excess of 12 months without prior approval of General Assembly. Amends section 18(a) of Ch. 1074 of 1989 
SL, as amended, to exclude Riverside Golf Course from provisions relating to 99 year lease of lands acquired 
by State for the Indian Cultural Center. Makes technical change to section 1 of Ch. 88 of 1993 SL. 

§ 34. Old Education Bldg and Old Revenue Bldg renovation report. New provision requires Office of 
State Construction, before spending $1 appropriated for planning renovations to Old Revenue Bldg. and Old 
Education Bidg., to report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations as to extent of renovations needed and 
a plan for spending the appropriation for this purpose. 





PART 12. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

§ 35. Museum of the Albemarle. Directs that funds appropriated for Museum of the Albemarle shall be 
used for facility to be sited in downtown Elizabeth City, and may be used for land purchase if necessary. 

§ 36. Local Historical Organizations Grants. Requires that funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural 
’ Resources for 1993-94 for local historical organizations be distributed as grants of up to $50,000 to nonprofit 
historical organizations or local governmental entities on a competitive basis in accordance with guidelines 
issued by the Sec’y of Dep’t of Cultural Resources, for purpose of encouraging protection, preservation, and 
interpretation of historic assets with local or regional significance. 

§ 37. Local Cultural Organizations. Requires that $1 million of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources for 1993-94 be allocated for grants to local cultural organizations under the general 
support program of the N.C. Arts Council. 

§ 38. Somerset Place Funds/Memorial. Requires that $2,000 of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of p 
Cultural Resources for 1993-94 for Somerset Place be allocated to provide an appropriate memorial. 
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PART 13. DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 

§ 39. Minority Bond Study. Requires Dep’t of Insurance to study the need to develop a program to 
provide surety bonds to minority contractors and to report its findings and recommendations to the 1994 
Regular Session of the General Assembly. 

§ 40. Safety Grants Coordinator. Requires Comm’r of Insurance to establish the position of Safety 
Grants Coordinator, with one supporting clerical position, within the Dep’t of Insurance; requires State 
Treasurer to transfer $125,000 for each year of the biennium from the Dep’t of Insurance Fund to the Dep’t 
of Insurance to support these positions to be budgeted as expenditures in addition to amounts approved under 
Ch. 321 of 1993 SL. 


PART 13.1. SECRETARY OF STATE 

§ 41. Business License Office/Master Application System. Amends GS 147-54.16 to require Business 
License Office to administer an automated master application system for business licenses (except 
environmental licenses) to collect fees for licenses, accept license application forms, forwarding license 
applications to appropriate agencies, and notifying applicants regarding issuance of licenses. Establishes two 
phase implementation process for the master application system, requires that phase I be completed by July 1, 
1994, and requires that phase II be completed by Jan. 1, 1996. Requires that $350,000 of funds 
appropriated by this act from General Fund to Dep’t of Sec’y of State for 1993-94 be used to implement the 


_. aster application system. Effective Sept. 1, 1993. 


PART 14. EMPLOYEE BENEFITS 
§ 42. State FICA savings use extension. Extends expiration date of SL 1991, Ch. 1044, § 14, 
subsections (a) through (h) until December 31, 1994. 


PART 15. COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

§ 43. UNC at Chapel Hill Educational Consortium. Requires that cooperative educational consortium at 
UNC at Chapel Hill funded by act to extent of $150,000 shall comply with the requirements of SL 1993, Ch. 
321, Sec. 101.2 (Sec. 101.2 includes general guidelines for other UNC cooperative educational consortia). 

§ 44. UNC Educational Consortia. Requires each constituent institution of UNC that has received an 
allocation of state funds for educational consortia to provide a report by May 15, 1994 to the Joint Legis. 
Educ. Oversight Committee on the allocation and use of these funds, the amount and sources of non-state 
funds contributed to these efforts, activities supported by these funds, and an assessment of the educational 
value added by these efforts. 

§ 45. Swine Farm Odor Abatement Study. Requires that $85,000 of funds appropriated to Board of 
Governors of UNC for 1993-94 be used to perform a technical study by the N.C. Agric. Research Service at 
NCSU on the cause, extent, and abatement of odors from swine farms and to compile information on the 
impact of swine farms on ground and surface water supplies. Requires the Service to file a final report and 
recommendations on or before convening of the 1995 General Assembly. Provides that $15,000 of funds 
appropriated to General Assembly in Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1993 for 1993-94 shall be used 
for the House Agric. Committee and the Senate Committee on Agric., Marine Resources, and Wildlife to hold 
meetings and tour swine farms for evaluating information on the issues of odors and wastewater supplies from 
swine farms. 

§ 46. Freshmen Scholars Program. Requires that $1 million of the funds appropriated to the UNC 
Board of Governors be allocated in the 1993-94 fiscal year equally among Fayetteville State Univ., N.C. A & 
T State Univ., N.C. Central Univ., Pembroke State Univ., and Winston-Salem State Univ. for a pilot 
Freshmen Scholars Program to recruit new students who might not be able to attend college without this 
incentive. The funds are non-reverting and shall be placed in trust funds accounts. The funds are to be used 
to guarantee high school students tuition, fees, and books for their freshman year of college. Eligibility 
standards must include minimum grade point average, minimum admission standards, additional coursework 
required by the campus, and behavioral guidelines. Requires that the five campuses report to the General 
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Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995 on their guidelines for receiving these funds and on the progress of -tudents in the 
pilot programs. Requires UNC Board of Governors to evaluate the success of these pilot progiams and to 
report to the Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Committee by May 15, 1996. 

§ 47. Engineer graduate research center funds. Provides that of funds appropriated in 1992 session by 
SL 1991, ch. 1044 to UNC Board of Governors for Engineering Graduate Research Center at NCSU, $1.5 
million may be released and spent for equipment that will be located at the Center upon completion. 

§ 48. UNC at Asheville Land Funds. Specifies that $2 million appropriated to UNC Board of 
Governors for UNC-Asheville shall be used to buy property for future campus growth. 

§ 49. NC A&T Applied Manufacturing Center. Specifies that funds appropriated to UNC Board of 
Governors for Applied Manufacturing Education Center at NC A&T may be spent only (1) on a facility owned 
and controlled by the University, and (2) according to a spending plan presented to the Joint Legis. Comm’n 
on Gov. Operations. 





PART 16. DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

§ 50. Certain Refugees State Residents for Community College Tuition Purposes, Continued. Repeals 
sunset provision for amendment to GS 115D-39 extending state residency status to refugees who lawfully enter 
the U.S. and who are living in N.C. for purposes of determining tuition and fees at community colleges. 

§ 51. Books and Equipment Appropriations/Changes in Specifications Regarding Reverting. Amends 
section 113 of Ch. 321 of 1993 SL to provide that unencumbered appropriations for library books revert to the 
General Fund 12 months after the close of each fiscal year for which they were appropriated, and that 
equipment funds revert to the General Fund 48 months after the close of the fiscal year for which they were 
appropriated. Provides that equipment funds may not be spent for any other purpose. 


PART 17. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

§ 52. Small School Formula/Hold Harmless Provision. Notwithstanding section 138.1 of Ch. 321 of 
1993 SL, for 1993-94 fiscal year only, requires State Board of Educ. to allocate funds for small school system 
supplemental funding to the Ashe and Jackson County School Administrative Units in the same amount those 
amounts received for the 1992-93 fiscal year. Indicates intent of General Assembly not to hold counties 
harmless in future fiscal years. 

§ 53. New Hanover County Schools Pay Dates Changed. Provides that, notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, all 10 month contract teachers and all 10 month teacher assistants of the New Hanover 
County Schools shall be paid on the 15th day of each month. Does not authorize changing rate of pay of any 
employee or prepayment of any employees. 

§ 54. Payment of Career Development Bonuses. Allows payments in the career development pilot units 
to be made on a monthly basis. 

§ 55. CPR Instruction Study. Requires State Board of Educ. to study issue of whether local boards of 
education are providing efficient teaching at appropriate grade levels regarding cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
and the Heimlich maneuver as required by GS 115C-81(c), and to report results of study to Joint Legis. Educ. 
Oversight Comm. prior to May 1, 1994. 

§ 56. Differentiated Pay Funds/Reversion. Adds new GS 115C-238.4(al) providing that all 
state-differentiated pay funds are available for expenditure July 1 of each fiscal year, and that funds remain 
available for expenditure for bonuses and supplements to implement local differentiated pay plans until Nov. 
30 of the subsequent fiscal year and for staff development to implement local differentiated pay plans until 
Aug. 31 of the subsequent fiscal year (or until Nov. 30 of the subsequent fiscal year if funds allocated for 
bonuses and supplements under a local differentiated pay plan are not spent for that purpose because of a 
failure to meet local goals). Applies to all fiscal years beginning with the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

§ 57. Noncertified School Employee Study. Authorizes Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. to study 
methods by which local boards of education employ, train, evaluate, and dismiss noncertified employees, and 
to report its findings and recommendations to the 1994 Session of the General Assembly. 

§ 58. Teacher Training Task Force. Amends Ch. 971 of 1991 SL to expand the Teacher Training Task 
Force to 23 members (was, 20 members). Reduces from eight to seven the number of task force members 
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appointed jointly by the UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Educ. Provides that if the term of a 
member of the Joint Committee on Teacher Education of the UNC Board of Governors and the State Board of 
Educ. expires, that member may be reappointed tc continue to serve on the Task Force, and to serve as 
co-chair of the Task Force. Adds four public school teachers as members of the Task Force. The four 
additional members are to be appointed by the co-chairs of the Task Force from a list compiled by the State 
Sup’t of Public Instruction. One teacher must be chosen from each of the following types of school systems: 
small, urban, rural, and low-wealth. At least one of the teachers must have graduated from a N.C. teacher 
training program since 1989. The teachers should represent gender, ethnic, and racial diversity. Requires 
that $10,000 of the funds appropriated to the UNC Board of Governors for 1993-94 be used to complete the 
activities of the Teacher Training Task Force. 

§ 59. Public School Library Technology Funds. Requires that funds appropriated to Aid to Local 
School Administrative Units for public school library technology be allocated to local school administrative 
units by the State Board of Educ. on the basis of average daily membership and be used only to enhance the 
availability of technology in public school libraries. 

§ 60. North Carolina Future Farmers of America Center Funds. Requires that $300,000 of the funds 
appropriated to the Office of State Budget and Management for 1993-94 be allocated to the N.C. Future 
Farmers of America Foundation, Inc. for development, repairs, and renovations to the N.C. Future Farmers 
of America Center, to be matched by local funds on a dollar for dollar basis. 

§ 61. Flexibility in Reorganizing Department of Public Instruction Positions. To the extent not 
prohibited by federal law or the conditions of federal grants, authorizes the Director of the Budget, upon 
request of the Sup’t of Public Instruction and with the approval of the State Board of Educ., to transfer federal 
funds from the Dep’t of Public Instruction to Aid to Local School Administrative Units and to offset that 
transfer by transferring General Fund appropriations from Aid to Local School Administrative Units to the 
Dep’t of Public Instruction. 

§ 62. Advanced Placement Pilot Program/Matching Requirement. Requires that funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Public Instruction for the advanced placement pilot program be allocated by the Sup’t of Public 
Instruction and matched on basis of one non-state dollar for every state dollar. 

§ 63. Payroll Deduction Clarification Continued. Amends GS 143-3.3(g) to allow payroll deduction for 
payments of certain employees’ associations to be made each payroll period upon the employee’s written 
authorization, and to provide that the authorization shall remain in effect until revoked by the employee. 


_ Provides that an authorization under section 80 of Ch. 900 of 1991 SL is considered to have been made under 


GS 143-3.3(g), as amended. 


PART 18. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

§ 64. DOT to Develop Criteria for Payment of Nonbetterment Costs. Requires Dep't of Transportation 
(DOT) to study and implement a program for the payment of nonbetterment costs for the relocation of water 
and sewer lines within existing State highway rights-of-way required by GS 136-27.1, and to develop criteria 
for State participation in the relocation of water and sewer lines owned by counties and water and sewer 
districts based on (1) their ability to pay, (2) the per capita income of the populations served, and (3) the 
supporting tax base. DOT is to report on the criteria developed to the Joint Legislative Highway Oversight 
Committee and the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office by Oct. 1, 1993. 


§ 65. Small Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund Project Bidding. Authorizes Dep’t of 


‘ Transportation (DOT), for Highway Fund or Highway Trust Fund projects of $300,000 or less, to award 


contracts to the lowest responsible bidder after soliciting at least 3 informal bids in writing from Small 
Business Enterprises (SBE’s), notwithstanding the provisions of GS 136-28.4(6). DOT may identify projects 
likely to attract increased participation by SBE’s, and restrict the solicitation and award to those bidders. 
Board of Transportation may delegate full authority to award contracts, adopt necessary rules, and administer 
the provisions of this section to Sec’y of Transportation (Sec’y). Letting of contracts under this section is not 
subject to any of GS 136-28.1’s provisions relating to the letting of contracts, and DOT may waive the 
bonding requirements of GS Ch. 44A and the licensing requirements of GS Ch. 87 for such contracts. Sec’y 
is to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee on implementation of section. 
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§ 66. Management Assessment and Compliance Positions Recreated. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation 
(DOT), from funds available to DOT from funding codes 84210, 84220, and 84260, to recreate three 


positions in Management Assessment and Compliance that were eliminated in SL 1983, Ch. 321. 

§ 67. Reserve for Promotion and Development of International Air Service. Requires that $5 million of 
the funds appropriated to the Reserve for Promotion and Development of International Air Service be used to 
acquire, promote, and develop international air routes and service. 

§ 68. Planning Funds for Replacement Trestle. Requires that $250,000 of funds appropriated in act to 
replace the wooden trestle over the Newport River on the Beaufort and Morehead Railroad be used for modern 
concrete trestle. Att’y General and Dep’t of Transportation are to identify legal issues related new trestle’s 
design, construction, and operation, and are to report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n by March 1, 1994, on options available to resolve those issues. 

§ 69. Highway 264 rest area. Provides that funds appropriated in 1992 session for Highway 274 rest 
area in Beaufort County may also be used for land purchase, after report to and review by Joint Legis. 
Comm ’n on Gov. Operations. 

§ 70. DOT vehicles exemption. Provides that all state-owned vehicles permanently assigned to Dep’t of 
Transportation are exempt from minimum mileage requirements of GS 143-341(8)i.7a. Requires DOT to 
report on use of these vehicles to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Joint Legis. Highway 
Oversight Comm. on quarterly basis beginning Oct. 1, 1993. Expires June 30, 1994. 

§ 71. Transportation Oversight study diesel fuel consumption. Directs Joint Legis. Transportation 
Oversight Comm. to study issue of level of diesel fuel consumption in NC compared to surrounding states. 
Specifies scope of study to include extent to which 1989 tax increase may have resulted in shift of truck fueling 
to other states or noncompliance with tax law, analysis of impact of diesel fuel tax rate on fuel consumption in 
NC, comparison of other states that have raised in-state fuel consumption by placing part of fuel tax at the 
pump, evaluation of diesel fuel tax proposal contained in S 1088, study of how compliance measures can 
enhance diesel fuel consumption in NC, and any other relevant issues. Authorizes interim report to 1994 
session and final report to 1995 session. 

§ 72. Global TransPark Zone Infrastructure Funds. Requires that funds appropriated from General 
Fund to Global TransPark Development Zone shall be used for economic development projects and 
infrastructure construction projects as provided in art. 4 of GS Ch. 158, but shall be made available only after 
effective date of $5 annual vehicle registration tax levied by the Zone under GS 158-42 as amended by SL 
1993, ch. 544 (S 853). These funds must be credited to the interest-bearing account created by GS 158-42 
and shall be subject to the restrictions on funds in that account provided in GS 158-42. Funds in the account 
are an asset of the Zone and shall not revert to the General Fund unless the Zone terminates. 








PART 19. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

§ 73. Renovation of Polk Youth Institution. Provides that when Polk Youth Institution has been 
replaced and inmates relocated, the existing facility shall be renovated for use as minimum custody facility. 

§ 74. Credit for Safekeeper Medical Expense Payments. Amends section 2 of Ch. 983 of 1991 SL to 
provide that counties that reimbursed the Dep’t of Correction for extraordinary medical expenses of safekeepers 
prior to the effective date of that act shall be given credit for that payment by applying it against extraordinary 
medical expenses of safekeepers incurred on and after July 1, 1993. 

§ 75. Repair and Renovation Funds. Amends section 170 of Ch. 321 of 1993 SL to allow Dep’t of 
Correction to use up to $5 million from the Repair and Renovation Reserve in the Office of State Budget and 
Management for repair and renovation of its facilities, and requires that $412,000 from the reserve be 
transferred to Dep’t of Correction to renovate Black Mountain Women’s Correctional Center.. 

* § 76. Clarify Policy Concerning Correction Enterprises. Requires Dep’t of Admin., in consultation 
with the Dep’t of Correction, the N.C. Citizens for Business and Industry, the N.C. Ass’n of County 
Comm’rs, the N.C. School Boards Ass’n, and the N.C. League of Municipalities to develop policy concerning 
the manufacture of goods and the provision of services by Correction Enterprises, to distribute the policy to all 
state agencies and departments, and to submit the policy for approval by the General Assembly by March 15, 
1994. 
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PART 19.1 DEP’T OF CRIME CONTROL & PUBLIC SAFETY 


§ 77. Alcohol law enforcement officer access to public information network. Authorizes Dep’t to use 
up to $46,800 for forfeiture funds to provide access to the PIN network to alcohol law enforcement officers. 


PART 20. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

§ 78. Community Penalties Programs. Amends section 189 of Ch. 321 of 1993 SL to allow funds for 
community penalties programs to be allocated to existing state-operated community penalties programs. 

§ 79. Indigent Attorney Contracts. Amends GS 7A-344(4) to authorize contracts with a particular 
attorney or attorneys to provide specialized representation on a full-time or part-time basis in juvenile cases 
and in civil cases in which a party is entitled to counsel. Authorizes a pilot program in up to six judicial 
districts selected by the Director of the Admin. Office of the Courts (with the approval of the senior resident 
superior court judge and the chief district court judge of each district) to engage the services of a particular 
attorney or attorneys to provide specialized representation to indigent persons on a full-time or part-time basis. 
Provides that the pilot programs terminate on June 30, 1994. Requires Admin. Office of the Courts to provide 
written evaluation of the pilot program to the N.C. Courts Comm’n by Oct. 1, 1994. 

§ 80. Juvenile Justice Program. Requires that $30,000 of the funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t 
for 1993-94 shail be used by the Cumberland County Dispute Resolution Center for the development and 
implementation of a Teen Court program, Teen Court model programs, alternative sentencing programs in 
juvenile court, school-based mediation programs, and curriculum supplements for teaching conflict resolution. 
Requires that funds be matched with non-state funds on dollar for dollar basis. Requires Admin. Office of the 
Courts to evaluate effectiveness of the programs and report its findings and recommendations by March 15, 
1995 to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and to the chairs of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 


PART 21. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

§ 81. Centralized utilization of legal publications. Directs Attorney General and Director of Budget to 
study most efficient use of legal publications by state agencies, departments, and institutions and feasibility of 
providing centralized access to such publications. Requires Attorney General and Director of Budget to submit 
report to General Assembly by March 31, 1994, by submitting copy of report to Speaker, President Pro Tem., 
and Fiscal Research Division. 

§ 82. Law Enforcement Hall of Honors. Provides that $45,000 of the funds appropriated to the NC 
Law Enforcement Hall of Honor Foundation shall be used for fiscal 1993-94 for the support of activities 
relative to the promotion, planning, construction, administration, and maintenance of the Hall of Honor. 

§ 83. Banking Commission Legal Counsel Technical Correction. Amends GS 53-96 as rewritten by 
sec. 206(b) of the Current Operations Appropriations Act to clarify that the Commissioner of Banks shall 
reimburse the Dep’t of Justice for cost of attorney assigned from Attorney General’s office to work with the 
Commissioner of Banks. 


PART 22. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES. 

§ 83.1 Head Start capital funds/1993-94. Allocates $1.1 million to Div’n of Child Development to 
provide grants to local private nonprofit agencies administering Head Start programs for use in constructing, 
acquiring, equipping, and improving classroom facilities. Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to develop 
formula for distribution of these funds to counties with greatest relative burden of low-income children, 
including consideration of percentage of unserved eligible children in each county and "any other statistical 
indicator that is in keeping with the legislative intent.” Requires each program aided by these funds to submit 
budget for State review. 

§ 84. Medicaid planning funds. Authorizes use of up to $200,000 in funds appropriated from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources for 1993-94 fiscal year for purpose of planning and designing eligibility 
system to provide Medicaid coverage to all SSI recipients, elderly, and disabled persons with incomes below 
75% of federal poverty guidelines, and additional children. Provides that section does not obligate state to 
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provide Medicaid coverage to such persons without further state appropriations. 

§ 85. Children’s Grants Funds. Of funds appropriated to DHR, $200,000 for fiscal 1993-94 to be 
allocated to county programs that specifically provide services to children at risk and for capital needs relating 
to child day care services. Programs must include juvenile delinquency prevention programs designed to 
prevent youth suicide. Grants to individual county programs not to exceed $50,000. 

§ 86. Commitment of Foreign National/Consular Notice. Makes technical change to GS 122C-344. 

§ 87. Juvenile Secure Custody Study. Directs Div’n of Youth Services, DHR, in cooperation with the 
Administrative Office of the Courts, the Juvenile Law Study Commission, and the Juvenile Code Revision 
Commission, to study the issue of secure custody facilities. Div’n to report results to General Assembly by 
May 1, 1994. 

§ 88. Certain ICF/MR Facilities Certificate of Need Bed Limitation Exemption Extended. Provides that 
existing facilities that were granted a Certificate of Need to develop no more than 30 beds and that have applied 
for a Certificate to expand to 32 beds prior to July 1, 1993, are exempt form the 30-bed limitation and shall be 
allowed Certificate for 32 beds. 

§ 89. Commission for Blind Changes. Amends GS 143B-157, concerning powers and duties of 
Comm’n for the Blind, to add responsibility to (1) advise Dep’t of Human Resources about state performance 
and evaluation under federal rehabilitation program; (2) review and analyze effectiveness of Dep’t programs 
for blind and vocational rehabilitation services for blind; (3) submit an annual report to the Governor and 
others; (4) coordinate with various other councils within the State; and (5) prepare resource plan for carrying 
out its responsibilities. Effective Aug. 1, 19983. 

§ 90. Area Authority Plan. Encourages Area Mental Health Authorities to develop service 
implementation plans in accordance with the long-range plans of the Mental Health Study Comm’n. Plans 
may be used as basis for future budget requests submitted by the Div’n. Plans to be prepared for review by 
November 1, 1993, February 1, 1994, and May 1, 1994. 

§ 91. Consent Judgment/Focus Class Agreement/Thomas S. Provides that State may enter into the 
Focus Class/Evaluation Alternative Test Agreement in the case of Thomas S. v. Flaherty, 699 F. Supp. 1178 
(W.D.N.C. 1988) notwithstanding GS 114-2.1. 


§ 92. Carolina Access Change Repealed. Repeals § 238, SL 1993, Ch. 321. 


§ 93. Distribution specifications for area mental health program capital funds. Provides that no area 
program shall receive more than 10% of total funds appropriated in 1993-94 fiscal year by General Assembly 


for area program capital needs. Requires dollar-for-dollar local match for capital funds awarded for projects, 
except for projects in counties that are within last quartile of 1990 rankings of either per capita income or 
property valuation. Makes all grants subject to Dep’t of Human Resources approval. 

§ 93.2 Governor Morehead School funds. Directs transfer of $2.7 million from Reserve for Repairs 
and Renovations to Dep’t of Human Resources for repairs and renovations at Governor Morehead School. 








PART 23. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

§ 94. Reallocation of 1988 Funds for Rocky Mount’s Farmer’s Market for Rocky Mount Business 
Development. Allows the Rocky Mount Business Development Authority to loan the city $700,000 of its 1987 
appropriation to establish a Farmers’ Market. The no-interest loan is to be repaid by the city over next seven 
years. Business Development Authority to grant all interest accrued to date on that $700,000 to the Rocky 
Mount/Edgecombe Community Development Corporation. Directs city to organize the Rocky Mount Business 
Development Authority to construct a vegetable and fruit processing facility prior to January 1, 2001. 

§ 95. Warehouse Act funds. Amends current GS 106-435 (concerning investment of certain tax 
receipts to support warehouse system for cotton) to provide that interest from investments may be used for 
appropriation for capital projects and nonrecurring expenditures as provided in the bill making the 
appropriation. 

Appropriates $400,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from interest on the Warehouse Act Fund to the Dep’t of 
Agriculture for non-recurring cotton promotion projects. 


§ 96. Reallocate Funds Appropriated for Agriculture Facilities. Allocates $90,000 of the funds 


appropriated in 1991 to the Dep’t of Agriculture for the Southeastern Farmers’ Market for use as a 
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grant-in-aid to the Town of Roseboro and an additional $90,000 of those funds as a grant-in-aid to Sampson 
County. 


§ 97. Authorize the Agriculture Finance Authority to Use the Interest from the Reserve for Farm Loans 
for Administrative Expenses. Amends Ch. 1011 of 1985 Session Laws as title indicates. 


PART 24. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

§ 98. Rural Tourism Development Funds. Allocates $200,000 of the funds appropriated for fiscal 
1993-94 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce to be used by the Rural Tourism Development 
Grant Program. Dep’t of Commerce to establish and implement the Program to provide grants to local 
governments and organizations. No recipient to receive more than $50,000 for fiscal 1993-94. 

§ 99. Biotechnology Funds for Minority Universities. Allocates $1,000,000 of the funds appropriated 
from the General Fund to NC Biotechnology Center for fiscal 1993-94 to be used by Center to develop a 
special biotechnology program initiative for North Carolina’s Public Historically Black Universities and 
Pembroke State University. Center to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1994 on the development of 
the initiative. Center to assure funds are distributed equally among eligible universities. 

§ 100. Promote Tourism Throughout the State. Amends § 307 of the Current Operations 
Appropriations Act (SL 1993, ch. 321) to provide that Dep’t of Commerce shall review its tourism advertising 
program specifically as it addresses the state’s minority communities, and requires that in expending tourism 
promotion funds the Dep’t shall ensure that minority-owned businesses are considered. Requires Dep’t to 
report quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations on use of these funds. 

§ 101. MCNC Capital equipment. Allocates the $4.5 million appropriated for 1993-94 to the 
Microelectronics Center of NC as follows: $900,000 for Telecommunications Program for video and data 
network equipment; $1 million for design and test equipment for chip fabrication and packaging equipment; 
$600,000 to additional supercomputer work stations and peripherals; $2 million to conduct joint research and 
development projects with MCI Communications Corp. and with NCSU and Duke Univ. Provides that release 
of funds for the latter purpose is contingent on MCI Communications Corp. locating its billing center in NC 
by June 30, 1994; otherwise those funds revert. Directs MCNC to report quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm'n 
on Gov. Operations on use and benefits of funds appropriated under this provision, and status of MCI billing 
center relocation. 

§ 102. Study expansion of economic development commissions. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to (1) 
survey existing regional economic development comm’ns and determine need for more; (2) develop plan to 
‘ create any additional comm’ns that may be needed, establish a statewide economic development comm’n to 
address minority needs, and establish linkages between this statewide comm’n and local comm’ns; and (3) 
establish a formula for funding regional comm’ns based on distress factors established in GS 143B-437A(b). 

§ 103. Study of economic incentives to lure industry. Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on Economic 
Incentives to Lure Industry, consisting of 10 members: five House members appointed by Speaker, and five 
Senators appointed by President pro tem. Directs Comm’n to study use of economic incentives to lure 
industry to NC, including experience of NC and other states in this regard, long- and short-term impacts of 
such incentives, costs and benefits, whether industries move from state to state solely to receive the incentives, 
what rules would be appropriate to provide adequate state control over incentives program, complications 
inherent in program requiring public business to be carried on in private, amount of state resources to be 
dedicated to program, impact that erosion of tax base may have on state’s fiscal condition, ways to attract 
industry equitably throughout the state, ways to attract high-wage industries, and extent to which program may 
require future recurring appropriations. Requires report to General Assembly by April 15, 1994. Authorizes 
Legislative Services Comm’n to use up to $100,000 for this study. 

§ 104. Economic development funds. Makes the following allocations of funds appropriated to Rural 
Economic Development Center: (1) $1,550,000 to support community development projects and activities 
within minority community in NC. Provides that any community development corporation meeting definition 
of section is eligible to apply for funds, and requires Rural Economic Development Center to make following 
allocations of funds: (a) $1.3 million for direct grants to local community development organizations that 
have previously received state funds; (b) $100,000 for grants to such organizations that have not previously 
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received state funds; and (c) $150,000 for Community Development Housing Counseling Demonstration 
Project; (2) $2 million to North Carolina Community Development Initiative, Inc. for grants to mature 
community development projects; (3) $200,000 to NC Ass’n of Community Development Corporations for 
support of local efforts statewide; (4) $300,000 to NC Minority Credit Union Support Center to provide 
technical assistance to minority-owned and other small credit unions. Requires quarterly report on use of 
funds to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations; (5) $50,000 for administrative expenses; and 
(6) $650,000 to Rural Economic Development Center to Microenterprise Loan Program. Requires quarterly 
reports to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations on uses of these appropriations. 

Allocates $1 million appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce to Center for Community Self Help for same 
purposes and with same restrictions, except dollar-for-dollar match required as provided in § 308 of Current 
Operations Appropriations Act. Requires Dep’t to disburse funds within 15 working days of request from the 
Center. Requires Office of State Budget to ensure that funds allocated under this provision are disbursed 
within 15 days of request from any of the agencies identified above. Allocates $350,000 to NC Institute of 
Minority Economic Development. Directs Institute to update and disseminate annual survey and directory of 
minority-owned businesses, update and disseminate minority profit of the state, support model minority 
business technical assistance program in conjunction with Duke’s Fuqua School of Business, support training 
program on unique needs of minority-owned businesses, and increase number of Institute-sponsored interns. 
Requires quarterly report to Joint Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 

§ 104.1 Rural economic development pilot program implementation. Allocates $1,650,000 of funds 
appropriated to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc., for pilot program to provide supplemental funding 
for matching requirements for economic development in economically depressed areas; recipients to be 
selected on basis of need. Areas that qualify are: (1) county designated as one of the most economically 
depressed under criteria of GS 143B-437A; (2) part of rural county with poverty rate at least 150% of 
statewide rate; (3) part of rural county with unemployment rate double State state; or (4) part of rural county 
with imminent job loss of 5% of total. Requires quarterly report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations 
and Dep’t of Commerce. 

Allocates $600,000 for pilot program for grants to depressed counties and municipalities to enable them 
to acquire short-term capacity for immediate needs for economic development planning and writing federal 
grant applications. Directs Center to establish standards for determining needs and to report to Joint Select 
Comm’n on Fiscal Trends & Reform by Oct. 1, 1993, on those standards. Thereafter, quarterly reports 
required to Gov. Operations and Dep’t of Commerce. 

Establishes Child Day Care Loan Guarantee Act of 1993, to encourage lenders to make loans to child 
cay care provides to finance expansion of facilities available to low-income, distressed counties. Establishes 
loan guarantee standards, criteria for making guarantees, and procedures for application. Allocates $500,000 
of funds appropriated to Center to implement this provision. 

Allocates a total of $75,000 for $25,000 grants to the following job training programs: Opportunities 
Industrialization Center of Wilson, Inc., Opportunities Industrialization Center Inc., in Rocky Mount, and 
Pitt-Greenville Opportunities Industrialization Center, Inc. 








PART 25. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

§ 105. Agriculture cost share program funds. Allocates $40,000 appropriated for 1993-94 to DEHNR 
for Agriculture Cost Share Program, Nonpoint Source Pollution Control, to install best management practices 
_ to protect water quality in subbasin of Cape Fear and Atlantic drainage east of Cypress Creek and north of 
Walden Creek. 

§ 106. Technical assistance grants. Authorizes DEHNR to use appropriated funds to provide technical 
assistance grants of $100,000 each to Richmond, Chatham, and Wake for site designation review committees. 

§ 107. Water resources development projects. Allocates $7,908,000 appropriated to DEHNR for water 
resources development projects and $1.18 million appropriated for small watershed projects to the following 
projects: (1) $612,000 - Wilmington Harbor deepening study; (2) $3,825,000 - Morehead City harbor 
deepening; (3) $130,000 - Jordan Lake water supply repayment; (4) $1,016,000 - Wilmington Harbor ocean 
bar deepening; (5) $150,000 - aquatic plant control; (6) $400,000 0 Wrightsville Beach renourishment; (7) 
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$280,000 - Wanchese channel maintenance; (8) $300,000 - State-local projects; (9) $523,000 - North 
Channel maintenance dredging; (10) $377,000 - Hamlet City lake; (11) $100,000 - Cape Fear above 
Wilmington Channel maintenance; (12) $125,000 - Wilmington Harbor 25-feet project; (13) $70,000 - Dare 
County beaches; (14) $180,000 - Limestone Creek (Duplin County); (15) $150,000 - Deep Creek (Yadkin 
County); (916); (16) $400,000 - Town Fork (Stokes County); (17) $350,000 - Meadow Branch - Robeson 
County. 

Authorizes Dep’t to adjust estimated costs if necessary. If any of the listed projects are delayed and 
budgeted funds cannot be used in 1993-94, or projects are accomplished at lower cost, authorizes Dep’t to use 
excess funds to fund Corps of Engineers feasibility studies or Corps of Engineers projects whose schedules 
have advanced and for which State matching funds are needed, or State-local water resources development 
projects. Beginning Oct. 1, 1993, requires Dep’t to report quarterly on use of funds to Gov. Operations, 
Fiscal Research Div’n, and State Budget Office. 

§ 107.1. Falls Lake watershed study. Adds new provision providing that scope and parameters of the 
Falls Lake watershed study may be established by agreement between governing boards of Wake and Durham 
Counties and Cities of Durham and Raleigh. If boards are unable to agree by Oct. 1, 1993, Sec’y of DEHNR 
shall establish scope and parameters. 

§ 108. Boards of health funds. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $100,000 of 1993-94 funds for grant 
to Ass’n of NC Boards of Health; specifies source of funds to be funds appropriated by SL 1991, Ch. 900, § 
3 for purposes specified in § 168(e) of that chapter. 

§ 109. Immunization program funding. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $1 million of funds 
appropriated in Current Operations Appropriations Act for childhood immunization projects for projects and 
activities that are also designed to increase immunization rates, including (1) outreach efforts to improve 
service delivery of vaccines; and (2) continued development of automated immunization registry. Prohibits use 
of funds under this provision to establish new positions. Prohibits expending funds under this provision until 
Dep’t prepares and submits for review by Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations the eight-year plan for 
Statewide immunization program required by § 287 of Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

§ 110. Partnership for the Sounds. Requires that funds appropriated to DEHNR for 1993-94 fiscal year 
for Partnership for Sounds be used to provide architectural, engineering, and development services for design 
and construction of Estuarine Educational Center in Beaufort county, Lake Mattamuskeet Lodge in Hyde 
county, and Walter B. Jones Center for the Sounds in Tyrrell county. Authorizes use of up to $60,000 of 
funds for contracted personal services. 

§ 111. Expand/extend beaver control program. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 1044 to extend beaver control 
program to Pender and Robeson, and to extend expiration date of that chapter to Dec. 1, 1994. Authorizes 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n to use $146,000 to continue the program, provided $25,000 in federal matching 
funds become available. Requires $4,000 local match from each of the six participating counties. 

§ 112. Parks capital improvements. Requires that $2.1 million of funds appropriated to DEHNR for 
1993-94 fiscal year be used for health, safety, and access improvements and for land acquisitions in state 
parks. Requires DEHNR to report on proposed use of funds to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and to Office of State Budget and Management before expending or obligating funds. 

§ 113. State parks. Authorizes Division of Parks and Recreation to spend up to $50,000 for operating 
expenses associated with acquisition of land from funds appropriated to DEHNR for land purchase in state 
parks. 
§ 114. Forestry headquarters. Requires that $1,448,100 of funds appropriated to DEHNR for 1993-94 
fiscal year be used for district 6 headquarters in Fayetteville and county forestry headquarters in Davidson, 
Graham, Henderson, Mitchell, Scotland, and Wayne. Authorizes use of force account for construction of 
Graham County project. 

§ 115. Fire tower transfer. Requires Div’n of Forest Resources to transfer in fee simple by gift the East 
Robeson fire tower and approximately .91827 acres of land on which it sits to East Howellsville Volunteer Fire 

ting. 
sa § 116. Transfer Museum of Natural Sciences. Transfers Museum of Natural Sciences from Dep’t of 
Agriculture to Dep’t of Environment, Health & Natural Resources as Type I transfer, effective Aug. |, 1993. 
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PART 26. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

§ 117. Reserve for advance planning. Requires OSBM to report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. 
Operations at least 45 days in advance of spending any money from Reserve for Advance Planning, and also 
results of any project for which Reserve funds are used. 

§ 118. Encumbered appropriations and project reserve fund. Establishes procedure for encumbering 
funds when a project, other than UNC System projects, is placed under construction. 

§ 119. Project cost increase. Authorizes Governor to increase cost of a project if necessary, and to 
report action to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations at its next meeting. Increase may be funded from 
gifts, grants, special fund receipts, excess patient receipts, or direct capital improvement appropriations. 

§ 120. New project authorization. Authorizes Governor to authorize construction of capital project not 
specifically authorized by General Assembly if project is to be funded by gifts, grants, special fund receipts, 
excess patient receipts, or self-liquidating debt. Requires report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 

§ 121. Advance planning, capital projects. Permits use of gifts, excess patient receipts, grants, special 
fund receipts, or other available funds for advance planning through working drawing phase of capital 
projects, with Governor’s approval. Permits use of Advance Planning Fund for this purpose except for 
projects in UNC System or Community College System. 

§ 122. Appropriations limits/reversion or lapse. Provides that capital projects must be commenced, or 





self-liquidating debt incurred, within 12 months of first day of fiscal year in which the funds become available; 


otherwise, appropriations lapse. 

§ 123. 1993-94 appropriations limitations and directions apply. Provides that except as expressly 
amended or repealed by this act, the provisions of the 1993-95 Current Operations Appropriations Act (SL 
1993, Ch. 321) remain in effect. 

§ 124. Effective date. Except as otherwise provided, effective July 1, 1993.
